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Comrade*. 

The chaotic world cconomi* crisis which Marled in I92'» 
stirred up the frantic arms race among the imperialist powers 
and added fuel lo Hie lire ol llteir wild ambitions ol foreign 
aggression. 

The Japanese imperialists arc seeking a way out ol the eco¬ 
nomic crisis in I he warol continental aggression. They arc open¬ 
ly preparing for the invasion ol the vast land ol Chinn Willi 
its inexhaustible underground resources and huge labour force, 
infringing upon Hie vested interests ol the British. US and 
French Imperialist powers. The Japanese imperialist aggressors, 
hell-bent on war preparations lor the continental aggression, are 
further strengthening their colonial suppression and exploita¬ 
tion ot the Korean people lor the "security ol the rear" 

With the strengthening of Japanese imperialist colonial rule 
the plight ol the Korean people is getting worse and the con¬ 
tradictions between the Japanese imperialists and the Korean 
people become sharper daily. The Korean people's resistance 
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against the colonial rule of the Japanese imperialists is growing 
stronger and the people themselves are becoming involved in a 
more active, mass struggle against Japanese imperialism 

The struggle ol the workers, peasants, students and other 
young people against the colonial oppression of Japanese impe¬ 
rialism is growing fiercer in all parts of our country; ii is be¬ 
ginning to take the form ol mass violence. 

The present situation and the high revolutionary spirit of 
our workers and peasants, students and other young people call 
for the Korean Communists to lead the anti-Japanese national- 
liberation struggle on to a higher plane. 

Armed struggle is the only way to advance the anti Japa¬ 
nese national-liberation struggle to a higher stage. This is in 
conformity with the requirements of the present subjective and 
objective revolutionary situation in our country. 

The Japanese imperialists, the robbers, arc ruling our coun¬ 
try and Imposing colonial slavery upon the Korean people by 
dint of the counterrevolutionary armed forces. Without weapons 
wo cannot defeat the Japanese imperialists, who arc armed to the 
teeth, nor can we achieve the liberation and independence ol the 
country. 

However, wc cannot launch an armed struggle right now 
when we are unprepared. No revolutionary struggle Is won with¬ 
out adequate preparation of the revolutionary forces 

Only when the revolutionary forces arc fully prepared is it 
possible lo wage an armed struggle and defeat the Japanese 
imperialists. 

We must gather our own revolutionary forces and go on 
increasing them if wc are to wage an energetic struggle against 
the Japanese imperialist aggressors. A blind and badly prepared 
revolt is useless; instead of strengthening the revolutionary 
forces, it does the revolution untold harm. 

Today we are drawing serious lessons from the May 30 
Uprising. This is because we must make a decisive move in the 


preparation of the revolutionary forces lo develop the anti-Japa¬ 
nese national-liberation struggle to a higher stage. 

The sectarian-flunkeys rose in reckless revolt on May 30. 
m east Manchuria to serve only their factional ends. They had 
neither a detailed plan nor organizational preparation for the 
revolt: they only set up the "Uprising Headquarters", rousing 
peasants in every village to attack towns. As n result, a violent 
struggle began on May 30. 1930. In the Important towns of 
« ist Manchuria such as Lungching, Toutaokou, Krhtaokou, Nan- 
yaitgping. Chicmantung, Ycnchi, and Tungfossu they destroyed 
«<r set :ire to the Japanese consulate, the olflce of the Korean 
Resident' Association, the Financial Agency ol the Oriental De¬ 
velopment Company, public schools, power stations and railway 
bridges, and liquidated the Japanese fellow-travellers, landlords 
and capitalist 

Ir. the street there wire bloody struggles between the Japa¬ 
nese Imperialist army and police forces and the unarmed rioters. 
Our numerous comrades were killed and the masses bled under 
(he bayonets oi the enemy. Meanwhile, tho Japanese Imperialist 
policemen and their minions ransacked every village, rounded 
up many Korean youths, jailed them and subjected them to cruel 
torture, and murdered them barbarously. 

The reactionary Chinese warlords, hoodwinked by the na¬ 
tional estrangement policy ol the Japanese imperialist aggros- 
-nt' and I their instigation, massacred many people under the 
pretext ol "arresting Korean Communists". The Kirin provincial 
government appointed Wang Shiu-tcng. the Commander ol the 
7lh Regiment stationed in Tunhwa, the commander of the puni¬ 
tive force, and sent out thousands of troops to arrest, imprison 
and kill innocent Korean peasants indiscriminately. 

The number of young and middle-aged Koreans arrested and 
imprisoned by 1 :k‘ Japanese imperialists and Kuomintang war¬ 
lords during the past year alone amounted to hundreds ol 
thousands, of whom those shot on the spol numbered hundreds. 
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Hundreds of Korean Communists arrested were transferred to 
Sodaemun Prison in Seoul. The total casualties of young ji.u 
middle-aged Koreans, if those killed in action on the day of 
revolt, those who died by enemy torture and the wounded are 
combined, number several thousands. 

As a result, today in east Manchuria the Korean villages 
are stricken with terror. Revolutionary organizations have be.;' 
destroyed, some comrades who could have made a narrow cscap. 
arc at their wits* end, and the peasant masses shrink under the 
enemy's terrorism. 

We must save this critical situation promptly, restore tlu- 
revolutionary organizations and heighten the revolutionary spin! 
of the masses so as to revitalize the Korean revolution. To I n 
end, it Is Important lo analyse and sum up correctly the rash 
and adventurous May 30 Uprising, ami to draw correct lesson- 
front ft. 

What, then. Is the main reason for the failure of the May -in 
Uprising? 

Flial. it lies in the dogmatism and pclly-bourgeois heroism 
of the sectarian-flunkeys. 

Thu sectarians demolished the Korean Communist Party, 
founded in 1925, by indulging in factional strife. Instead of learn 
ing the right lessons, they Imng out the signboard of "party re¬ 
construction" even In Manchuria, and have been engrossed n 
tl»e mere expansion of their own factions only to split the res 
olutionary forces. When their factional activities were criticized 
by the Comintern, they rose in the adventurous and foolhardy 
May 30 Uprising with the preposterous thought of fostering Iru>t 
through what they called struggle and thus joining the Chinese 
Communist Party on the principle of one party for one nation 
The sectarian-flunkeys who had wormed their way into the 
leadership of this movement did not care whether the revolution 
would fail or the masses die, but attempted to win trust from 
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the Comintern and guarantee their iactions* hegemony, acquir¬ 
ing the iamc of individuals or their own groups in the uprising. 

Blinded by fame-seeking and flunkeyism, the seciarians 
unavoidably fell into the dogmatic error of dancing to others' 
tunes. 

They had seen the temporary predominance within the parly 
of another country of the 'Left" adventurist line of the revolt, 
and without a clear idea as to whether the line was correct or 
relevant to the specific reality of our revolution, they Incited a 
great number of the revolutionary masses to revolt, thus causing 
useless sacrifices and harming Ihc revolution greatly. 

Second, the uprising progressed In an ultra "l.cflisl" way. 

The sectarian-flunkeys had neither n correct understanding 
ol Ibe present stage of the Korean revolution nor any scientific 
strategy and tactics. But out of a mere subjective desire, they 
started the revolt under an unfeasible, ultrn-"Leftist" slogan of 
straggle. Regardless of the anlMmperiallat, antMoidil, demo¬ 
cratic character of the Korean revolution, the organizers of flic 
revolt u«ed the ultrn-'i.eltist" slogans. "Let us build a worker- 
peasant Soviet power!" and "Down with the Chongul-bu, the 
branches of the Singan hoe Association and of the Kumi bn- A' 
sociation!" and forced the masses lo smash nil the landlords and 
capitalists, whether they were pro- or anti-Japanese. In some 
areas tlu "Leftist" error was committed of setting fire at ran¬ 
dom to the grain stacks of those who were landlords and rich 
peasants only by name, ami liquidating even Ihc waverers who 
could have been won over, labelling them ns minions. 

These 'Leftist" acts prevented the masses in revolt from 
displaying their revolutionary enthusiasm ami participating 
voluntarily in the struggle These acts caused unrest particularly 
among many oi the anti-Japanese masses who could have been 
won over to the side ol revolution, and instead made them waver. 

Third, the uprising was an adventure, inadequately prepared 
without scientific calculation. 
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The revolt only wins when the subjective and objective situa¬ 
tions mature and the revolutionary forces are sufficiently pre¬ 
pared for a determined attack with an elaborate plan and correct 
strategy and tactics. However, the organizers of the May 30 Up¬ 
rising did it in a risky and reckless way, without correct analysis 
and judgment of the revolutionary situation; without taking 
proper account of the balance of forces between friends and foes 
and without correct plans and adequate arrangements. 

At that time, the revolutionary organizations in cast Man¬ 
churia were young and still weak; Ihe masses lacked organiza¬ 
tional I raining. Moreover, the masses were forced to revolt with¬ 
out sufficient revolutionary education. Therefore, some oi them, 
who were not awakened, joined in the revolt without a clear 
understanding of its purpose and significance. Even In some 
areas the revolt did not enjoy positive support iro n the revolu¬ 
tionary masses since mass organizations had just been formed 
and the uprising was organized through Intimid r threat. 
In these areas, therefore, the uprising organizations could not 
counter the enemy’s trifling while terrorism and wore soon dis¬ 
solved. Thus, Ihe reckless "Leftist'* May 30 Uprising ended in 
failure, causing numerous deaths, under Ihe armed suppression 
by thousands of allied crack troops of Japanese imperialism and 
the reactionary Kuomintong warlords. 

What, then, nrc the consequences of the May 30 Uprising? 

First of all, It weakened the relations between revolutionary 
organizations and the masses and separated the latter from the 
former. 

As the revolt was put down and the enemy intensified sup¬ 
pression and widespread massacres, Ihe rioters who lacked 
organizational training and had insufficient ideological prepara¬ 
tion, lost confidence in victory and regretted having been in¬ 
volved in Ihe struggle. Some of them had even gone so far as to 
believe "the Communist Parly is to blame for our ruin” as the 
enemy's pillage of Innocent people became intolerable. This de- 
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graded the dignity of Communists among the masses and pro¬ 
duced such a serious effect that quite a few people, seized with 
fear, quilled the revolutionary organizations. 

Furthermore, as the struggle was waged in a "Leftist” way, 
large sections of the masses who could have been involved in the 
anti-Japanese national-liberation revolution to fight side by side 
with us, went over to the enemy. 

Next, it resulted in the collapse of fledgling revolutionary 
cadres, especially of Ihe revolutionary leadership cadres in dif¬ 
ferent regions. 

In cast Manchuria revolutionary organizations emerged and 
young Communists were brought up amidst the mass struggles 
of various forms against Japanese imperialism and ils lackeys. 
On this basis, the revolutionary leadership cadres began lo c< 
merge in every region. 

II was Just then that the reckless revolt was organized. As 
a result, lens of fine young Communists, the leadership cadres 
of revolution, were killed and hundreds of our revolutionary com¬ 
rades and thousands ol Ihe antl-Jopancse masses were arrested 
and put into prison. Because of this loss of a number of Com¬ 
munists. particularly revolutionary leadership cadres, the rev¬ 
olutionary organizations in cast Manchuria found it difficult lo 
regroup the wrecked revolutionary forces, extend the revolution¬ 
ary organizations lo untouched areas and revive the revolution¬ 
ary struggle. No less serious was the loss lo Ihe revolution of 
many revolutionary leadership cadres brought up in the many 
years of the socialist enlightenment movement and struggle. 

Another consequence was that most of the local revolution¬ 
ary organizations were destroyed. 

In all parts of east Manchuria the socialist enlightenment 
movement had developed earlier, so that many revolutionary 
vanguard and other mass organizations were formed and grew 
in scope and strength. However, since the uprising led flic rev¬ 
olutionary organizations here to their destruction or exposure, 
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they suffered tremendous losses irom enemy suppression. Thus , 

the organized masses have lost their organizations and tremble 
with tear, not knowing which way to go. 

Moreover, the May 30 Uprising gave the enemy the pretext 
for an evil propaganda campaign and bestial suppression, and 
particularly, it benefited the Japanese imperial't policy oi na¬ 
tional estrangement. The i»1tra*"Lefti5t" organizers of the upris¬ 
ing incited people to set fire to schools run by (lie Japanese impe¬ 
rialist aggressors and to grain stacks belonging to the land¬ 
lords. These rash act* caused the enemy to Intensify its pro¬ 
paganda: “The Korean Communists are murderers and arson¬ 
ists," and "The Korean Communists are burglars setting fire to 
the grain stacks of the Chinese." The Japanese Imperialists had 
thus found a good excuse to urge the Kuominlnng warlords to 
kill the Koreans mercilessly, 

Meanwhile, under the plea of protecting the Jnpnnese citi¬ 
zens and ruling the Korean' In Manchuria, the Japanese Impe¬ 
rialists are carrying on the "movement for dispatching the Japa¬ 
nese Iroops lo Manchuria" 

The reactionary Kuomlntang warlords, fooled by the Jap* 
nesc imperialists’ national estrangement policy, killed the Ko¬ 
rean people at random, slanderously accusing them, saying: "The 
Koreans are the cat's paws of the Japanese Imperialists." This 
worsened the relations between the Korean and Chinese peo¬ 
ples. 

Comrades. 

The "Leftist", risky and blind May 30 Uprising brought ex- 
i ( m-ly grave consequences to our revolution. However, we must 
never he defeatists swaying or giving way in the face of these 
temporary difficulties. On the road of revolution there may be 
turns and twists, temporary failures and sacrifices. 

Though our revolutionary struggle now faces a bitter trial 
owing lo the "Leftist", risky and misguided May 30 Uprising in 


east Manchuria, if we draw up a correct line and policies and 
rely on them in our struggle, then the revolutionary organlza- 
• otis will be restored, and the revolutionary forces will be 
'tronger and the revolutionary struggle will lead to a new up¬ 
surge. 

Then, what line and policies must we take in our struggle.* 

Above all, we must prepare ourselves to meet a forthcoming 
greater e\cnt by opposing the “Leftist", blind adventurism of the 
sectarian-flunkeys and strengthening our mass organizational 
and political work In other words, we must make bolter prepu- 
-nitons for advancing (he anti-Japanese national-liberation 
struggle to a new stage based on an armed struggle. 

Success in revolution is dependent upon the preparation of 
one’s own strong revolutionary forces. 

It now *p(N i peril lism is itrong and the 

L-volutionary forces of the Korean people are sadly insignificant 
However, our homeland will certainly be liberated If we, the 
Communists, steadily boost and strengthen our revolutionary 
forces, if we take advantage of the contradictions between Japa- 
n cm* imperialism and the Soviet t tilon, between Japanese Im¬ 
perialism and colonial countries and between Japanese Imperi¬ 
alism and the rest of the imperialist powers to drive the Japa- 
or m- imperialists into a tight corner, and deal a decisive blow to 
them through an armed struggle with the support of the working 
class and of the oppressed nations all over the world 

I hr tiros! important task for the Korean Communists at pre¬ 
sent is to follow out the revolutionary organizational line which 
makes it possible '.<> unite the main masses of the revolution firm¬ 
ly and. around then . the anil Japanese forces from all walks of 
life, thereby building up the whole nation into a political force. 

To this end, we must form, first of all. strong revolutionary 
leadership cadres and strengthen their independent roles. 

For the skilful organization and development of revolution¬ 
ary struggles in keeping with the demand oi the ever-changing 
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situation, there must bo in every region leading cadres who are 
conversant with the local conditions, politically prepared, and 
having organizational abilities. What is more, since our revolu¬ 
tionary activities have to be done underground and our work 
carried on almost independently lo fit in with the characteristics 
of each respective region, it is imperative to have revolutionary 
leadership cadres. If we have at least one or two capable leader¬ 
ship cadres In every region we shall guarantee success in educat¬ 
ing and rallying workers and peasants and thus laying the mass 
foundation of revolution. 

Therefore, we must form leadership cadres in every region 
willi competent comrades who have high class consciousness, a 
revolutionary fighting spirit, organizing ability, popularity 
among the masses, and enterprising spirit. 

It is Important In shaping leadership cores to arm them 
(irmly with the Marxist-Leninist revolutionary ideas. 

Only when they arc fully equipped with these ideas can the 
core elements fight consistently for the revolution in any distress 
and adversity and Infiltrate deep Into the worker and peasant 
masses to share the sweet and bitter life with them, and train 
them as ardent revolutionary fighters by arming them with rev¬ 
olutionary ideas. Leadership cadres musl be active in their work 
and spearhead any difficult and dangerous work for the benefit 
of revolution, so that they can educate the masses by practical 
examples. 

The revolutionary leadership cadres must correct all the 
Rightist and "Leftist” tendencies revealed in the past work oi 
organizing and guiding the masses and thoroughly implement a 
new revolutionary organizational line and thus bring about a 
great change in preparing the revolutionary forces. They should 
discover and register on the list of core elements men of high class 
consciousness and strong will lo fight, train them and rely firm¬ 
ly on them in lliclr energetic organization and guidance of the 
masses. The ranks of core elements should be firmly built up

with those comrades who have fought bravely in the past years’ 
struggle, especially those who strictly kept the organization’s 
secret recently in defiance of arrest, imprisonment and cruel tor¬ 
ture. 

At the same time, it is particularly important in developing 
cur revolutionary movement to extend and strengthen the YCL 
ranks with the young Communists tested in revolutionary prac¬ 
tice'. There are now large numbers of Korean peasants in east 
Manchuria. The young people form (he majority of peasant ac¬ 
tivists who are politically awakened and have a high degree of 
anti-Japanc.v revolutionary enthusiasm. In actual fad, the YCL 
organizations composed oi the select young people, are develop¬ 
ing the countryside in « revolutionary way and revolutionizing 
it. Only when these organizations carry out their work properly, 
can a sound basis be laid (or establishing party organizations In 
the future. 

Attention should, therefore. l>e paid :irst lo expanding and 
strengthening ilic YCL organizations, in which many line, enter- 
pri'iiig. revolutionary and sensitive young moil and women 
should be enlisted, in particular, wc must absorb in these organ¬ 
ization' the young activists working in the Anll-lmporlallst 
l.’-aguc. tin Peasants’ Association and the Women’s Association, 
who have done well in their assignments defying the enemy’s 
recent -avage suppression and turning the legal possibilities to 

good account 

Secondly, we must restore and put in order the wrecked 
mass organizations, educate and rally the broad masses so as lo 
lay a solid mass basis for the revolution. 

No revolution can lie made by a few Communists alone, 
without the active support and participation oi the majority. For 
the masses to be involved in the revolutionary struggle and to 
be turned into a strong political force, they should be armed 
with a revolutionary consciousness and organized in large 
numbers in mass organizations. Therefore, we should restore the 
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mass organizations quickly, expand and strengthen them still 
further and enhance their role. This is very important today in 
educating and uniting the broad anti-Japanese masses and thus 
consolidating a mass basis for the revolution. 

The enemy’s wholesale roundup lias now led to the destruc¬ 
tion of muss organizations and made the masses shrink. In this 
situation we must organize and carry on more energetic political 
work among the masses to raise their dampened spirits and 
range them in the revolutionary organizations in big way. 

In order to restore, readjust, extend and strengthen the 
mass organizations, competent leadership cadres should above 
all be dispatched to every region. There they must have a good 
grasp of the e.xcellcnl core elements among the workers and 
poor peasants and rely on them t«> risloro tin- broken Peasants' 
Association, the Anil-Imperialist League, the Women's Associa¬ 
tion. and the Children’s Corps and to expand their ranks 

At the suim lime, many best leading cadres must be sent 
to tin* untapped areas where no organization exists, to form 
various anti-Japanese mass organizations—the Peasants’ As¬ 
sociation. I lie Anil-Imperialist League (AIL), the Revolutionary 
Mutual Aid Society (RMAS), tin- Women's Association and the 
Children's Corps. Peasants, with Ih»IIi hired and poor at the core, 
should be enlisted in the Peasants’ Association; the men oi 
strong national consciousness a-nong the former participants in 
the Independence Army and the nationalist movement in.orpo- 
rated in Hie AIL; those who are friendly towards us and maintain 
neutrality, the revolutionary sympathizers and the aged in Ihc 
R.MAS; women in the Women's Association; and children in the 
communist Children's Corps In this way all the anti-Japanese 
masses can be made members of revolutionary organizations. 
Resides, in order to defend file revolutionary organizations and 
the revolutionary masses against the enemy's incursion, the Red 
Guards, a paramilitary organization, should be formed with tiie 
young and middle-aged who have got organizational training 


n 

through mass organizational life, and who are brave and have 
a strong will to fight. The Red Guardsmen should lie progres¬ 
sively trained in military knowledge in preparation for a rev¬ 
olutionary armed lorce. 

Thirdly, it is important in building up a strong revolution¬ 
ary force, to temper the mosses in the struggle, to say nothing 
of organizing them. Revolutionary practices only foster the 
revolutionary cores and train Ihc revolutionary forces militnntly, 
However, it is too dangerous to drive the masses to a reckless, 
"Leftist" and adventurous riot as was the case with the May 
30 Uprising. A revolutionary struggle should ho based on a cor¬ 
rect understanding of the balance of forces between enemies and 
friends and should be based on scientific strategy and tactics. 
This alone can mature the revolutionary situation, develop Ihc 
revolutionary leadership cores and train Hie broad masses or 
ganizationally and rcvolullonally. 

The principles we are to abide by in our tactics are gradual¬ 
ly to develop a struggle from a small !o u big operation and from 
an economic struggle to a political one. and skilfully combine 
the legal struggle with semi legal and illegal ones. 

You must strictly keep the secrets of revolutionary organ¬ 
izations and maintain a high revolutionary vigilance In your 
activities to safeguard the organizations from Ihc enemy’s sup¬ 
pression. subversion and sabotage, and protect the revolutionary 
masses. 

Today the Japanese imperialist aggressors arc making every 
desperate effort to stifle the anti Japanese revolutionary forces 
of the Korean people growing under the impact of the communist 
idea They arc smuggling their minions into our ranks and try¬ 
ing to take advantage oi our possible indolence and unwatclilul- 
ness to discox-er the secret of the organizations. The enemy is 
wicked and sly. There could be serious consequences in our rev¬ 
olutionary work ii the secret leaks out because of the slightes! 
indolence or unwatchfulness of a few people. 
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The secret of the organization is worth the liie oi a rev¬ 
olutionary ami it is his iirst and ioremost duty to keep the secret. 
We are waging a hard struggle to rally the masses around the 
revolutionary organizations by educating and awakening them, 
and lay a mass basis (or the revolution by steadily enlarging 
tin- organizations in defiance ol the enemy's barbarous repres¬ 
sion. So we must always be highly vigilant and disciplined, and 
work flexibly so that the secret will not be let out Particularly, 
the members ol the \CL ami other revolutionary organizations 
ought to keep at the cost ol their lives the secret of their organ- 
iStations without submitting to the enemy's appeasement, decep¬ 
tion. menace ami blackmail. 

Fourthly, energetic endeavour should be made to expose 
the national estrangement policy oi the Japanese imperialist 
aggressors and to strengthen militant friendship and revolution¬ 
ary solidarity between the Korean and Chinese peoples. 

The Japanese Imperialists are following their stereotyped 
national estrangement policy while encouraging by hook or by 
crook the discord and enmity between the Korean and Chinese 
peoples caused by the "Leftist", adventurous ami misguided May 
30 Uprising. They arc seeking to realize their aggressive ambi¬ 
tions more easily by keeping the anti-Japanese torccs of the two 
peoples apart and pilling them against each other. 

Wo must reveal and condemn before the Korean and Chinese 
worker and peasant masses the harmfulness of the "L< Mist", ad¬ 
venturous May 30 Uprising and the diabolical murders per¬ 
petrated by tin- reactionary Kuomintang warlords, and thorough¬ 
ly expose the Japanese imperialists’ underhand nation-provoking 
plots through which they are busy furthering a temporary an¬ 
tagonism between the two peoples. Particularly we must get 
them to know clearly genuine iriends and foes so that they can 
firmly unite in the struggle against the Japanese imperialists 
and their puppets, the common enemies oi the two peoples. 

Since llie enemy is running into a more iurious white terror¬ 


ism against the revolutionary forces and large sectors of the 
>ia-• s .ire still to In awakened, we expect to meet many 
difficulties and hardships in our work. However, with whole¬ 
hearted determination to save our country and nation irom the 
tyranny oi the Japanese imperialist colonial rulers, we must 
overcome all difficulties, trials and dangers, and exert every 
ounce of our lh to implement the new organisational line. 
We must than uglily put the revolutionary organizational 
line into effect and thus build a solid foundation for leading tlio 
revolution to an upsurge within a short space of time in oust 
Manchuria and, further, in the whole of Korea and developing 
the anti-Japan*: ( national-liberation struggle Into an organized 
armed struggle. 
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ON ORGANIZING AND WAGING ARMED 
STRUGGLE AGAINST JAPANESE IMPERIALISM 


Speech Delivered el the Meeting ol Party 
and Young Communist League Cadres Held 
at Mingyuehkou, Yenchl County 

December 16, 1931 


Comrades, 

I he present situation demands that «c immediately organize 
nnd wage armed struggle against Japanese imperialism. 

While they ore starting aggression against the continent, 
(lie Japanese Imperialists are intensifying their all-round reac¬ 
tionary offensive against the Korean people for the "security of 
the rear". These scoundrels arc now suppressing the Korean 
pet plc'a revolutionary advance by force of arms; they are wan¬ 
tonly arresting, imprisoning and murdering our Innocent people 
in every t 'of th country. This greatly aggravates Ih national 
and class contradictions between Japanese In lism and the 
Korean people. 

The anti-Japanese struggle of workers, peasants and the 
remaining broad masses to resist the Japanese imperialists* bar- 
barons suppression grows stronger, and is gradually developing 
info violent conflict. 

The general strike oi dockers at Wonsan, the strikes by 
workers at the Sinhung Coal .'tine and the Pyongyang Rubber 
Factory, the peasant uprising in Tanchon. and the peasant strug- 
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gtc on the Fuji farm of Ryongchon—all these show that flic 
workers and peasants in our country began with violent opposi¬ 
tion to Japanese imperialism armed to the teeth. A youth and 
slud.nl resistance is also rapidly developing with the Kwangju 
Studnii Incident as a driving force. 

In keeping with the violent advance of the people In the 
homeland, the Korean peasants* struggle is rapidly gaining mo¬ 
mentum in cast Manchuria, tou. Undci the leadership oi the 
Korean Communists, .1 large-scale, well-organized autumn strug¬ 
gle took place involving more than 100,000 peasants in east 
Manchuria; and this developed into a violent struggle and struck 
a great blow against Japanese imperialism nnd rcncMoiuiry land¬ 
lords. thus winning a brilliant victory. 

It to.nine obvious to the Korean working class, peasants, 
youths and students and other patriotic minded people, that they 
could lot im'.i pe tin destiny of n ruined people nor meet the 
simple needs of tlicii lives without resorting to revolutionary 
violence. 

Under these conditions, it is \ital for tho anti-Japanese na¬ 
tional-liberation struggle to organize the surging violence of the 
masses and to develop It into armed struggle. 

To organize and launch armed struggle is the only correct 
method of restoring the country and liberating the people front 
Japanese imperialist colonial enslavement. 

The Japanese imperialists, the burglars, have occupied our 
country by force of arms, and employed counterrevolutionary 
forces to maintain their colonial rule in Korea. In order to vio¬ 
lently suppress every patriotic struggle of the Korean people, 
they permanently station armed forces of more than two divi¬ 
sions. and have set up at least 2,000 police stations and military 
police institutions, and dozens of prison houses in our country. 
They have passed all kinds of evil lascist laws, whereby they de¬ 
prive the Korean people oi the freedom oi speech, of the press. 
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assembly, association and demonstration, and prohibit them irom 
all political activities. 

The Japanese imperialist aggressors are using all possible 
means and methods to reduce the Korean people to permanent 
colonial slavery, They will not retreat even one step until their 
aggressive forces arc crushed. 

It is a naive illusion to expect the Japanese imperialist 
scoundrels lo leave our country meekly. This tact is confirmed 
by the experience of the past twenty-odd years of the anti-Japa¬ 
nese national-liberation movement. 

From around the lime when the Japanese imperialists oc¬ 
cupied Korea to this day. our people have continued lo develop 
all forms of anti-Japanese struggle. But each time Japanese im¬ 
perialism mobilized Its armed forces and barbarously suppress d 
those protests. Patriots grieved over the ruin of the country and 
fervently appealed for independence, but in vain. Foolishly 
enough, the bigoted nationalists tried to attain independence 
by means ol "petition", disregarding the people’s will, and Japa¬ 
nese Imperialism answered this with bloody suppression. 

There were also the armed uprisings of the Righteous 
Volunteers’ Army and of the Independence Army. But these 
struggles were foiled one by one by the counterrevolutionary 
forces of Japanese imperialism, because they. too. failed to be 
guided by Mnrxisl-Lcninist strategy and tactics and were spo 
radio. 

Experience clearly shows that our national desire (or the 
liberation of the country can never lie achieved without crushing 
the aggressive forces of Japanese imperialism. 

In order lo smash these forces and liberate the country, it is 
imperative that we launch ah organized armed struggle based 
on the strategy and tactics of Marxism-Leninism. 

II is self-evident that we can iot depend upon nor beg to 
anyone for our country’s liberation 
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We must achieve the liberation of our country and nation by 
our own efforts through an active armed struggle. 

Comrades, 

The present lense revolutionary situation, which lias been 
brought about b\ the Japanese imperialist occupation oi Man¬ 
churia. urgently demands that we take up arms. 

Now is the best time to undertake an anti-Japanese war on 
.1 mass scale by waging an armed struggle. First, because the 
whole ot Manchuria is In a state of anarchy, as the Kuomlntang 
rule has disinl.gr.ilcd and the Japanese imperialist ruling niachi- 
cr\ i- not yet established; second, because the Chinese people 
have risen up cn mass.- in their anti-J.ip.uu--.<• snuggle, thus 
opening up a great era ol stormy revolution. The broad sccto 
ni the Chinese i>' <>plc arc launching an anU-Japaneso Mvc-lhe- 
nation movement throughout their country against the Imperial¬ 
ist occupation of Manchuria Among the armed units engaged In 
(tint movement, the progressive sector, led by the Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party, is small as yet. Hut we cun develop i! into a more 
vigorous struggle when we light in unity with ull the anti-Japa¬ 
nese armed units. 

The tinu has come when everyone should come out, weapons 
ir hand, in the dedicated struggle to restore their country. Let us 
fully mobilize all tlx palriotic forces opposed lo Japanese impe¬ 
rialism irrespective of wealth or poverty, partisanship and reli¬ 
gion. whether nobles or commonci - We must guarantee that the 
whole nation participate in the anti-Japanese armed conflict in 
full force, those who possess weapons offering weapons, those 
who have money donating money and those who have strength 
dedicating strength. 

We must support the national-liberation struggle of the 
Chinese people fighting Japanese imperialism, the common 
enemy, and form a united front with them, thus enjoying mass 
support from not only the Korean people but broad sectors ot 
the Chinese people in Manchuria. 
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In this way we shall successfully develop the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle, enjoying the active support and encouragement 
of the two peoples. 

I'rom now on wc must begin lo organize armed units, ami 
expand and develop our own armed forces, taking weapons away 
from the enemy to arm ourselves. If we use to on: advantage the 
nature and terrain of Korea's border and the wide expanse o 
Manchuria, wc can win a final victory, weakening and smashing 
the enemy forces progressively even with small forces. 

Tills means that we must organize and wage armed struggle 
with guerrilla warfare as our major tactic 

Guerrilla warfare is a method of armed struggle which will 
enable us lo deni heavy political and military blows lo the enemy 
while preserving our own forces, and lo defeat the numerically 
or technically superior enemy even with small forces. Only when 
WO organize and launch armed struggle using guerrilla warfare, 
while relying on the active supimrl and encouragement of th 
masses of tho people and the favourable condition - of nature and 
terrain, arc wc fully capable of defeating Ihc piratical Japanese 
Imperialist aggressive forces. 


I. ON ORGANIZING I III ANTI-JAPANESE 
PEOPLE'S GUERRILLA ARMY 


Comrades, 

If we want to organize and wage armed conflict, we must 
found our own revolutionary armed forces sufficiently to smash 
ih>- enemy's counterrevolutionary armed forces. In order to win 
Ihc light against the Japanese imperialist robbers it is essential 
lli.il we have revolutionary armed forces which are fully capable 


of preserving and expanding our own forces, continuously weak¬ 
ening and destroying the enemy's forces in Ihc long-drawn-out 
struggle. We must organize such revolutionary armed forces as 
an Anti-Japanese People’s Guerrilla Army. 

The Anti-Japanese People's Guerrilla Army must be funda¬ 
mentally different from Ihc nationaiiil armed iorccs, the Right¬ 
eous Volunteers' Army or tin- Independence Army which advocat¬ 
ed Korea's independent. It must become n genuine people's 
army, made up of the line sons and daughters of workers mid 
peasants; it must become a genuine revolutionary army equipped 
with Marxist-1 cninist idea . and fighting for the country's libera- 
lion, the people's freedom and happiness, Ihc guerrilla nrmy 
must become a political army which not only lights for the pro- 
pic's interests but educates, organizes and mobilizes them in the 
revolutionary struggle; and It must become a working-class 
army which is true not only to the Korean revolution hut to 
Ihc world revolution. 

Wc are not stalling from scratch n organizing revolution¬ 
ary armed forces now. 

In the past we brought up the Communists of the new gen- 
erniion in the organizations of Ihc Young Communist League of 

Korea and the Anti-Imperialist Youth League. Thus wo provide* 

the core from winch we can oiganize the revolutionary armed 
forces. 

Furthermore. Iasi year wc gained sonic experience and 

learned some lessons by organizing the ... Revolutionary 

Army and by carrying on political and military action. 

On the basis of these successes and experiences wc must, 
first, push ahead actively with the work of organizing an Anti- 
Japanese People's Guerrilla Army with a core of line young Com¬ 
munists seasoned and tested ill the crucible of the hard-fought 
underground revolutionary struggle. By closely combining the 
organization of the guerrilla army with the masses' revolutionary 
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advance, we shall admit progressive workers and peasants as 
well as patriotic youth, trained and tested in the practical rev¬ 
olutionary struggle, and strive to continue to reinforce the ranks. 

In order to guarantee that the Anti-Japanese People's Guer¬ 
rilla Army properly discharges its mission as a genuine people's 
army, a revolutionary army, we should intensify the struggle 
fo consolidate its ranks polilicaily and militarily while fully 
ensuring Hie Communists’ leadership in it. 

Obtaining arms is another important task to be carried out 
at the same time as the organization of the guerrilla army. 

Men and weapons are the two elements of the armed forces. 
Arming is one of the basic factors In the success of the armed 
struggle. 

How, then, should we equip the guerrilla army? 

We have no source of weapons, nor anyone to give them to 
us. Therefore, we have no alternative but to get them by our 
own efforts. 

The only way is to capture them from the enemy and to arm 
ourselves. True, this is a dangerous and difficult task. But if wc 
actively attack the enemy, displaying bravery and a scIf-sacritV- 
Ing spirit with a high degree of revolutionary determination and 
If, of flic same time, we surprise them, skilfully utilizing and 
intensifying their weaknesses, then wc are fully capable of seiz¬ 
ing their weapons and arming ourselves. "Weapons arc our life 
and soull Oppose armed force with armed force!"—this must 
become our fighting slogan at present. 

Under this slogan we arc required to display a revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance. Thus, wc shall take weapons from the 
Japanese imperialist aggressive army, the Chinese Northeastern 
Army which surrendered to Japanese imperialism, Japanese and 
Chinese northeast police, evil reactionary landlords and bureau¬ 
crats, and so obtain arms for the Anti-Japanese People's Guer¬ 
rilla Army soon lo be organized. 
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While sizing enemy weapons and arming ourselves, we 
lllUsl not r.cglect to make spears, swords, clubs and the like, for 
< un without these primitive weapons, it is impossible to cap¬ 
ture enemy weapons. 

We have to begin by organizing small guerrilla units in 
different areas and arming them, and then gradually expand 
them into revolutionary armed forces of large units. 

When we organize the Anti-Japanese People’s Guerrilla 
Army with the line sons and daughters of workers and peasants, 
we ycung Con munists at the core, and give repeated political 
and military blows to Japanese imperialism by waging swift ami 
flexible guerrilla warfare everywhere, the scoundrels will be 
rendered powerless and will surely be driven oul of Korea and 
Manchuria. 


2. ON ESTABLISHING A GUERRILLA BASE 


To organize and develop the .Mined struggle through guer¬ 
rilla warfare, a guerrilla base must be set up. A solid guerrilla 
base will make it possible to continually expand the armed ranks 
and wage protracted guerrilla warlarc even when besieged by the 
forir iliable enemy. It will also moke It possible for us to protect 
the revolutionary masses from the cold-blooded murder and 
barbarity of the enemy. In particular, as we fight the armed 
struggle w ith no state backing and no aid from outside, we badly 
need our own firm military base, a rear base Furthermore, this 
base is absolutely necessary in order to progress w’ith prepara¬ 
tions for the tounding of the Communist Party and the revoiu 
tionary movement as a whole, while waging armed struggle. 

A guerrilla base can take different forms according lo the 
prevailing subjective and objective situation, the environment 
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and conditions of struggle or the degree oi preparation of at - ed 
forces. '• 

Our present conditions demand the establishment oi guer¬ 
rilla zones—bases in the form oi liberated base areas^Only 
when guerrilla zones, completely beyond the enemy's ruling 
system, are set up. will it be possible to protect the young rev* 
olutionary armed forces and the revolutionary masses and make 
successful military and political preparations which will enable 
us to develop the anti-Japanese national-liberation struggle as 
a whole, concentrating on armed struggle. 

To establish guerrilla zones wc should, in the initial stage, 
struggle to revolutionize the broad rural areas. 

The revolutionized rural area will, on the one hand, serve 
as the provisional centre from which the guerrilla army can con¬ 
duct its operations until the guerrilla zones are established, and, 
on the other hand. It will serve as a firm basis for establishing 
them. Moreover, in the course of revolutionizing the country¬ 
side, valuable experience will be gained for founding such zones. 

From now on, therefore, wo must force the revolulioni/.ation 
nf rural areas so that the Ami Japanese People’s Guerrilla Army, 
the moment it is organized, can rely on these areas to carry on 
guerrilla warfare and constantly expand its own military and 
political force. We Will have to set up firm guerrilla bases or 
liberated areas in the favourable zones of revolutionized rural 
areas, as the conditions develop in time. 

The establishment of a guerrilla base or liberated area must 
presuppose the following three basic condition' first. there must 
be an economic base and a mass foundation to enlist protection 
aild support from the revolutionary masses; second, it must be 
geographically advantageous for flic guerrilla army to defend 
itself even Willi small armed forces and the site should be such 
that it would be difficult for the enemy to attack the guerrilla 
army even though he has up-to-date weapons; third, it must have 
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ermed foi its own which should at (east be capable of self- 
defence. 

The mountainous area along the Tuman-gang River, the 
northern border area of our country, satisfies these conditions 
fairly well. 

This is the area w here more Ilian 80 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion is composed of poverty-stricken peasants who immigrated 
Irom Korcn, unable to endure the oppression and exploitation of 
Japanese imperialism and where the socialist enlightenment de¬ 
veloped Iro n early days, and so the national and class awareness 
of the masses i> comparatively high. 

In particular, it b here that revolutionary organizations 
rapidly expanded and a great many followers were united around 

them after the Mlngyuchkou Mw tin f of la it spring, and that llto 
mass movement swiftly dcvoloped through the recent autumn 
struggle. 

In addition. this area is covered with steep mountains and 
valleys as well -is dense forests and so forms a natural fortress 
difficult for the enemies to attack even with their modern weap¬ 
ons. hut easy for the guerrilla army to defend. 

Also, as il inlinedlalely adjoins the llamgyong mid the 
Rangnim Mountains of our country, this area is conveniently 
pla.cd for an advance into our homeland for the future revolu¬ 
tionary movement. 

For lln->e reasons we must set up guerrilla tones—guerrilla 
liases iii the form of liberated areas—right in the mountainous 
and the revolutionized rural areas along the Tuman-gang River. 

In the guerrilla zone we must not only develop the guerrilla 
army politically and militarily; we must also expand and rein¬ 
force paramilitary organizations such as the Red Guards and the 
Children's Vanguard and arm everyone in defence of the guer¬ 
rilla base. At the same time we must actively train qualified 
cadres for the Korean revolution and unite the broad masses 
into a single revolutionary force through the intensified work 
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of all the revolutionary organizations, thus energetically organiz¬ 
ing and mobilizing them for victory in the armed conflict. In this 
zone we must also establish a revolutionary government, enforce 
democratic reforms, build a school, a hospital, an armoury, a 
publishing house, etc. and bring about a new revolutionary order. 

Only by accomplishing these tasks can the guerrilla zone 
creditably perform its part as a base for the armed struggle, a 
base for the Korean revolution. 

, A guerrilla zone can be only consolidated when it is closely 
adjacent to the revolutionized rural areas. If not, it will ail to he 
In contact with the broad mosses in the enemy-held area and will 
consequently be isolated, hemmed in by the enemy. 

Therefore, wo must concentrate on revolutionizing the rural 
areas even after the establishment of the guerrilla zone. To this 
end vve must deploy the revolutionary organizations in the rural 
areas around it, and educate the masses in revolution. We must 
also make sure that our comrades hold thn positions of village 
head and hsiutig (township) h ad working at the lowest levels 
of the enemy's itiling Institutions. If the broad masse are rev¬ 
olutionized and our men take these posts, then such an area .s 
under enemy control only in name, but in actuality, it i . like th 
guerrilla zone, under the jurisdiction of the revolutionary govern¬ 
ment. When these revolutionized areas expand they will clearly 
favour the establishment, consolidation and development of th 
guerrilla zones, and will also guarantee very advantageous con¬ 
ditions for guerrilla operation 

For the purpose of stilling by arms the Korean people’s na¬ 
tional-liberation struggle, which is daily intensifying nil over 
Hie northern border area of our country, the Japanese imperial- • 

isls arc now harshly suppressing revolutionary organizations. J 
even massacring the Korean people, especially revolutionaries. (f 

Therefore, unless we rapidly expand the revolutionized rural f 
areas and successfully establish the guerrilla zones, there is a 
risk of losing the revolutionary masses. 


So. we have to push ahead energetically with the work of 
netting up the guerrilla bases in close combination with the or- 
;airration of the Anti-Japanese People's Guerrilla Army. 


3. ON LAYING THE MASS FOUNDATION FOR 
THE ARMED STRUGGLE 


In order to organize and proceed with armed struggle there 
must be a solid mass foundation on which the guerrilla army can 
depend in its operations. 

Guerrilla warfare is. In essence, a people's warfare that pre¬ 
supposes the active participation of the masses The energetic 
participation and support and encouragement of the people Is 
the basic condition that guarantees the constant reinforcement of 
the guerrilla army and the success oi guerrilla warfare. Only 
when there is a solid mass foundation and close tics oi kinship 
With the masses can the guerrilla army break bottlenecks, over- 
come difficultly and win < final victory however protracted ond 
arduous the struggle. 

tlk-rclorc, we must firmly unite the broad sectors of the 
people under the banner of the anti-Japanese armed struggle by 
trrngthrnlng th oi ganizattonal ami political activity among 

them 

The present situation favours the promotion of the movement 
lor the .inti Japanese national united Iront embracing all sectors 
ol our people 

With the Japanese imperialist invasion of Manchuria, the 
anti-Japanese sentiments of Korean people in ail social strata 
have risen higher than ever before and the anti-Japanese strug¬ 
gle of the masses is rapidly gaining momentum, 

In the homeland violent protest by workers, peasants, youth 
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mul students is increasing, and the anti-Japanese movement ot 
conscientious nationalists and patriotic religious men is de¬ 
veloping rapidly. In particular, the revolutionary spirit ot the Ko 
rean peasants in east Manchuria is higher than ever bciore. 

When we give lull play to this mounting revolutionary spirit 
and the anti-Japanese sentiments of the masses and organize and 
mobilize them properly, we can form the anti-Japanese national 
united front on a nationwide scale and lay a solid mass found* 
tiori for tin* armed struggle 

In the past we Infiltrated workers, peasants and all other 
sectors of the Korean people in central and east Manchuria, 
formed the mass orginlz III His such as the Labour Union, the 
Peasants' Association and the Anti-Imperialist League, and car 
ried on active mass political work, uniting the broad masses 
under them. In the course ol this the mass foundation for Hr 
armed struggle was gradually built up. and we accumulated 
rich experiences in mass political work. 

In particular, we brought about a radical change in the 
muss political work in accordance with the correct organizational 
line laid down at the Mlngyuchkoti Meeting last spring. As a 
result, wo revolutionized many rural districts all over the north¬ 
ern border area oi our country and ca*t Manchuria and. basing 
ourselves on this success, led the recent autumn struggle to vic¬ 
tory. 

On the basis ol Hie successes ami experiences in mass politi¬ 
cal work we must, in future, go among the broad sectors of anti- 
Japancsc masses workers, peasants, youth and students, intel¬ 
lectuals, petty bourgeoisie, national capitalists, religious men— 
and strengthen the work ol educating, awakening and uniting 
them in the revolutionary organizations. In this way we shall lay 
a solid mass foundation for the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

In order to lay a firm mass foundation for the armed strug¬ 
gle it is of great importance to get the majority of the people 
from all walks of life to join the Anti-Imperialist Youth League. 


the Peasants’ Association, the Revolutionary Mutual Aid Society 
and other various revolutionary organizations, and strengthen 
their revolutionary education. To do this educational work well, 
we must iirst arm ourselves firmly with the revolutionary ideas 
of the working class and adopt the revolutionary work attitude of 
relying on the masses. If we fail to do so we cannot enjoy the 
trust ol the majority of working people nor develop the mass 
movement First of all, we must go among the basic masses of 
revolution workers and peasants and carry on active propa¬ 
ganda by speech and pamphlets to suit the given situation and 
people. In due course we must bring the progressive elements 
among them to class awareness and train them to he revolution¬ 
aries And we must ensure that they revolutionize their families 
and villages and further wide rural areas. 

While developing the revolutionary leading core elements 
in each district and continuously raising their leadership role, 
we must form basic party organizations on an experimental 
basis, reinforce the YCL organizations and expand and strength¬ 
en numerous mass organizations In the rural areas, in particu¬ 
lar. it is necessary to strengthen the Peasants’ Association, the 
Revolutionary Mutual Aid Society and the Anti-Imperialist 
League, actively receive the peasant masses into the organiza¬ 
tions and give them organizational training. 

To lay the firm mass foundation for the armed struggle we 
must also continue forming, training and expanding the revolu¬ 
tionary forces in revolutionary practice in a militant way. 

While continuously encouraging the revolutionary advance 
of the masses we must, in the course of this, expand the revolu¬ 
tionary organizations and develop and train the revolutionary 
lorccs so as to lay a more solid mass foundation for the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle. 
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4. ON FORMING THE ANTI-JAPANESE UNITED 
FRONT OF THE KOREAN AND 
CHINESE PEOPLES 


A successful armed struggle against Japanese imperialism 
also requires the formation of the broad anti-Japanese united 
front of the Korean and Chinese peoples. 

The Japanese Imperialists’ occupation of Manchuria has 
stirred up the Chinese people's Indignation. The mass oi the 
Chinese people started with the antlrJapuiMe save- the-nation 
movement ami some units of the Chinese Northeastern Army 
have risen in mutiny under the anti-Japanese banner. 

It Is n mailer of urgency which brooks no delay lu form 
the anti-Japanese united front of the Korean and Chinese peoples 
hi the struggle against the common enemy, the Japanese impe¬ 
rialists. 

Only when we form the united front with the anti-Japanese 
forces of the majority of the Chinese people will it be possible 
lo combine the efforts of the Korean and Chinese peoples to the 
utmost and deal grealer political and military blows against the 
Japanese imperialist aggressors. 

Today, the most urgent need in organizing the anti-Japa¬ 
nese united front of the Korean and Chinese peoples, is to form 
a united front with the soldiers of the Chinese Northeastern 
Army who rose up holding the anti-Japanese save-lhe-nation 
banner against the Japanese imperialist invasion of Manchuria. 

Overawed by the Japanese imperialist aggression in Man¬ 
churia, the Chinese northeast warlords wavered, did not resist 
and have ultimately escaped to China proper or surrendered to 
the Japanese imperialist aggressors. Chid of the northeast war¬ 
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lords. Chang Hsueh-liang. iled to Chinchou the moment the 
Japanese made inroads and then, in October, left Manchuria and 
went through Shanhaikuan over to China proper. Many other 
warlords in the military areas unde: the control of Ihc Chinese 
Northeastern Army knelt down before the Japanese imperialist 
aggrcssois without even fighting and became their puppets, so 
betraying theii homeland. 

But many soldiers and some officers of national conscience 
in the Chinese Northeastern Army have mutinied against their 
warlords' attempt to surrender and have gone Into the moun¬ 
tains. 

lu cast Manchuria alone, there is a growing tendency lo 
refuse to surrender to Japanese Imperialism among the units ol 
the Chinese Northeastern Army stationed In Molting and Yen- 
chi; thousands of soldiers, in groups or Individually, have al¬ 
ready risen up against Japanese imperialism in Wongchlng. 
Anlu and other districts. 

We, therefore, should form a united front with the Chinese 
nationalist anti-Japanese units that scparated from the Chinese 
Northeastern Army alter mutinies under the banner of anti- 
Japanese national salvation Then the anti-Japanese armed forc¬ 
es will rapidly grow in scope and strength and deal greater 
political an.I military blows lo the Japanese imperialist aggres¬ 
sive forces. 

Although tlirv have rallied under the anti-Japanese banner, 
some units of the Chinese Anti-Japanese National-Salvation 
Army and the peasants' armed units now in mutiny are duped by 
the Japanese imperialists’ false propaganda and by attempts to 
set the nations against each other; and they take a hostile al¬ 
titude towards the Korean people, Communists in particular, say¬ 
ing that they are the “puppets oi Japanese imperialism", and 
that they arc going to "communizc Manchuria". 

Unless we make them realize their mistake and lead them 
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in the right direction, it will he very difficult to unite the anti- 
Japanese forces and it will be impossible to concentrate our ef¬ 
forts on the struggle against Japanese imperialism. 

Therefore, in order to expose the Japanese imperialists' de¬ 
ceptive propaganda against the Korean Communists and their 
trick of making the nations oppose each other, and to cement the 
militant unity of the Korean and Chinese peoples, we must do 
our utmost to form the united (root with the Chinese nationalist 
onli-Jnponesc units. 

To form this united front, we must, first of all. rcakc bold 
approaches to the Chinese anti-Japanese units and strengthen 
the work among their soldiers. 

Though Hie Chinese anti-Japanese units, a nationalist army, 
are not steadfast because of the vacillation and class limitations 
of the upper crust, they are big anti-Japanese forces. We must 
overcome their vacillation and dual characters through struggle, 
while actively encouraging Ihclr anti-Japanese element. At the 
same lime, we must bring the rank and file, the basic masses in 
the anti-Japanese units, to the national and class awar*lie*- and 
thus actively lend them in the anti-Japanese struggle. 

In forming the united front with the Chinese nationalist 
anti-Japanese units the basic principle to which to adhere, must 
be to form a united front among the rank and file and. firmly 
relying on It. the united front at the top level. The top level oi 
the nnli-Japane$c units consists of warlords of landlord and 
capitalist origin, and so they constantly waver in tin.* anti-Japa¬ 
nese struggle, whereas the absolute majority of (he rank and 
file are the basic masses of worker and peasant origin who can 
actively participate in that struggle. Therefore, we must first 
direct our serious attention to going boldly among the masses 
of anti-Japanese soldiers and to forming the united front with 
them. Only when we base ourselves on the united front among 
the rank and file to form the united front at the top level can wc 
easily overcome the latter's vacillation and irresolution and 
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soundly develop the movement for an anti-Japanese united front 
as a whole. 

However, we should not neglect to have contacts at the 
top level. An army is a group oi strong esprit do corps, com¬ 
manded by the superiors. So. if we make bold contacts with the 
high-ranking officers oi the anti-Japanese units and win them 
over first, it will be a great help in forming the anli-Japanesc 
united front. 

As an organizational step for actively winning over the 
Chinese nationalist anli-Japancse units wc must organize de¬ 
tached columns in Wangching and Antu where they gather. The 
detached columns must strive to win over the anti-Japanese units 
to expand our armed forces and. at the same lime, increase or¬ 
ganizational and political activity so that they may Hike nil 
active part in the anti-Japanese struggle. 

As mentioned above, we must strive to achieve the formation 
of the united front with the Chinese anll-JapancM units, simul¬ 
taneously with organizing the Anti-Japanese People's Guerrilla 
Army in cadi county. By doing so. we shall forge ahead with 

armed strug Japanese imperialism, the common 

enemy of the Korean and Chinese peoples. 


5. ON STRENGTHENING THE WORK Op THE 
PARTY ORGANIZATIONS AND YOUNG 

COMMUNIST LEAGUE 


Comrades. 

The successful implementation of our important tasks makes 
it imperative to establish basic party organizations in all areas 
and strengthen the work of the YCL organizations. 

We achieved no small successes In improving and strcnglh- 
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ening the leadership of (lie work oi ilic YCL and other mass 
organizations in accordance with (he decisions of (be Ming- 
yuehkou Meeting held last May. 

On the basis of these successes wc must continue to pay 
careful ntlention to forming parly organizations and strength¬ 
ening (lie work of the YCL. 

Only when the vanguard role of parly organization is en¬ 
hanced and the work of the YCL further strengthened, can we 
successfully carry out all the tasks that will arise in organizing 
and waging the armed struggle and make sound organizational 
and ideological preparations for founding unified Marxist 
Leninist parly. 

To establish the leadership elite of the guerrilla army and 
the organizational backbone of the Korean Communist Party to 
he founded in the future we must strengthen the life of Party 
organizations. 

The organizational backbone of the revolution can only In¬ 
formed through hard organizational training in the practical 
struggle. Therefore, wc must accept Into the party at grn'<-root«. 
level those line workers and peasants and progressive Intellec¬ 
tuals who have been tempered in the mass political struggle, 
and give them even harder party training In this way we shall 
bring them up to be the communist elite who • 'tabll-li the rev¬ 
olutionary world outlook, know no vacillation in any adversity 
and can be equal to any revolutionary task. 

At presenl it is a \ery important task to strengthen tin- 
work ol the YCL together with that of party organizations 

Since parly organizations are still weak it is imperative to 
do good YCL work and keep on expanding its rankv Only then 
can wc form a group of pure new young Communists who are 
not poisoned by factionalism and the filths of various kinds of 
opportunism and establish the organizational backbone of Party 
building more soundly. Not only lhat. but only when wc reinforce 
these ranks can wc found the Anti-Japanese People's Guerrilla 
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Army with fine young Communists at the core and briskly or¬ 
ganize and launch a mass movement for supporting and helping 
the guerrilla army. 

To enlarge the YCL ranks we need a good knowledge oi the 
characteristics of young workers and peasants and all other 
sectors of youth and to strengthen the organizational and polit¬ 
ical work to suit them. 

Sor e YCL functionaries, who have little knowledge of the 
specific features of youth from all walks of life, do poor work 
with the young workers and peasants and other youths of basic 
class origin, saying that they cannot play a vanguard role be¬ 
cause of their poor education and Dial they cannot keep sccrels; 
they also keep them away, instead of educating them, and fail to 
actively enlist them in the YCL ranks. As a result, the staunch 
young workers and pea-ants with strong class hatred and high 
fighting spirit stand « the ranks for one reason or anolhi r 

If wo urc careless about influencing the working youth and 
peasant youth and do not actively accept them into the YCL 
ranks, we will Ik- unable to create young Communists ol basic 
class origin. 

The YCI must attach the highest Importance to work among 
the young workers and peasants. 

Being young proletarians the working youth have a stronger 
revolutionary - pint, esprit d<- corps and sense of unity than their 
counterparts of any other class Moreover, owing to their 
wretched plight the absence ol politic al rights and unbearable 
hunger and poverty, they have a vital interest in the revolution 
and naturally take the lead in the revolutionary struggle lo over¬ 
throw the old society. 

For th:x reason, even if they lack knowledge they can all be 
brought up as staunch young Communists when they arc edu¬ 
cated in revolution and recruited into the YCL ranks. 

Feasant youth, who account for the majority oi our youth, 
are suffering from the most outrageous oppression and harsh 
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feudal exploitation under the torture of the Japanese imperial¬ 
ists and landlords. 

Therefore, even though they are still backward politically 
and do not have enough organizational training, when they are 
brought to class awakening and admitted to the YCL and other 
revolutionary organizations where they n i good politic.il 
education, they will go hand in hand with the working youth and 
creditably discharge their duties as Ihe main lorce of the rex 
oliilion. 

It is ol importance In YCL work to rally progressive students 
Into the YCL organizations by working effectively amongst then 

They not only have a strong sense of justice and arc sensi¬ 
tive to the progressive ideas and the trends of the time; they also 
havo a very strong idea of social reform and antl-feudali 
which will do away with the shackles of the old society and I iiUI 
a new one. 

In particular, since the students of our country ar. subjected 
lo the Japanese Imperialists' suppre'sion and discrimination 
gainst the Korean nation, their anti Japanese 'cntimcnh arc 
strong and their national awareness high. So. i( they arc given 
n good education and organizational training they will success¬ 
fully play Ihe role ol pioneer by disseminating progressive so¬ 
cialist ideas, and educating and awakening the majority ol 
workers and peasants, thus guiding them l-» the revolutionary 
movement.

THE TEN-POINT PROGRAMME OF THE 
ASSOCIATION FOR THE RESTORATION 
OF THE FATHERLAND 


May 5. 1936 


1 . To mobilize (he entire Korean nation and realize a broad- 
based anti-Japanese united front in order to overthrow the pir.it: 
cal Japanese Imperialist rule and establish a genuine people's 
government In Korea; 

2. To defeat Japan and overthrow its puppet state "Man- 
chukuo" by the Koreans resident in Manchuria through a close 
alliance between the Korean and Chinese people, and to effect 
full autonomy for the Korean people residing in Chinese terri¬ 
tory; 

3. To disarm the Japanese armed forces, gendarmes, police 
and their agents and organize a revolutionary army truly fight¬ 
ing for the independence of Korea; 

4. To confiscate all enterprises, railways, banks, slopping, 
farms and irrigation systems owned by Japan and Japanese and 
all property and estates owned by pro-Japanese traitors, to raise 
funds for the independence movement, and to use part of these 
funds for the relief of the poor; 

5. To cancel all loans made to p.ople by Japan and its 
agents and abolish all taxes and monopoly systems; to improve 
the living conditions of the masses and promote the smooth de¬ 
velopment of national industries, agriculture and commerce; 
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6 . To win the ireedom of the press, publications, assembly 
and association, oppose terrorist rule and the fostering of feudal 
ideas by the Japanese imperialists, and to release all political 
prisoners; 

7. To abolish the cjste system which divides the ryangban 
(nobles) and the common people, and other Inequalities; to en¬ 
sure equality based on humanity irrespective of sex, nationality 
»r religion; lo improve the social position of women and respect 
their personalities; 

8 . To abolish slave labour and slavish education; lo oppose 
forced military service and military training of young people; 
to educate people In our national language, and to enforce free 
compulsory education; 

9. To enforce an eight-hour day. improve working conditions 
and raise wages; to formulate labour laws; to enforce stale 
insurance luws lor the workers, and to extend state rcllcl to the 
unemployed; 

10. To form a dose alliance with nations and states which 
treat the Koreans as equals and to maintain oomradely relations 
ol friendship with states and nations which express goodwill 
and maintain neutrality towards our national-liberation move¬ 
ment.

Twenty-seven years has elapsed since the Japanese Imperi¬ 
alists occupied Korea. 

During this period they have made our country a source oi 
row materials' and labour, a market for I mmodiilcs and a 
military base lor aggression against the continent. 

Owing to their ferocious colonial policy. Ihc Korean people 
have been deprived of their national rights and freedom and 
ore suffering great sorrow as a ruined people. Our people are 
not only subjected to double and treble oppression and exploita¬ 
tion by tlie Japanese imperialists and their lackeys in a manner 
reminiscent of mediaeval limes, but arc threatened with the dan 
gcr of being deprived of their beautiful written and spoken 
language. 

The Sino-Jnpanese War unleashed by the Japanese imperi¬ 
alists is driving our people info an even more terrible plight. 
With an eye to ensuring safety in the rear, the Japanese imperi¬ 
alists have greatly expanded their fascist, colonial repressive 
machinery—troops, police, prisons, gallows and all—and con¬ 
cocted a new set oi Draconian laws. Thus, they have turned our 
beautiful land of 3,000 ri into a living hell on earth. They arc 



cracking down on the revolutionary forces with fury, white sup¬ 
pressing and slaughtering innocent people as never beiore. 
Sinre last summer those hangmen have destroyed the lower 
echelons of the Association for the Restoration of the Father- 
land and atrociously arrested and imprisoned a large number oi 
underground political workers and members of the ARF in tlm 
northern border area oi our country. In all parts of Koreu they 
have seized and imprisoned countless Innocent people and arc 
wantonlN itcrlng t m They have oppnly forced conscrfp- 
lion and giain delivery in order to meet the ever-increasing de¬ 
mand for manpower ond materials in their aggressive war a- 
gainst the continent I bus. our precious young and middle-aged 
people arc i> ng tty rounded up to become buHol-shlelds 
ior the Japanese imperialist* and our country’s abundant natural 
wealth is being ruthlessly plundered. 

Our people, known i-i Ihefr history oi 5,000 years and bril¬ 
liant culluie. ire now standing at the crossroads of lite and 
death, and the dark clouds ol national calamity are hanging 
over our land. 

in these grun <!.i\s oi nail mat suffering, oil kinds <>i rche* 
the revolution national reformist*. Right and "1 11 
opportunists and scclanan-flunkeys have cast off their masks 
and are openly colluding with the Japanese Imperialist ag¬ 
gressors. 

Time has proved that we. the Communists, are the only 

pivotal force of (lie revolution capable of guiding the destiny of 
the counlry and the people to the end. and it Ini' set before us 
a heavier and more difficult task. 

Severe trials and difficulties stand in the way of tin- Korean 
revolution, but tin situation continues to develop in favour ol 
the revolution. 

The frantic war policy and the savage iascist suppression of 
the Japanese imperialists are not a sign of their might but ro¬ 
ller; tin last-minute desperation of those who arc on the brink 
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of ruin. The Sino-Japanese War ignited by Japanese imperial¬ 
ism is intensifying the contradictions between the imperialist 
powers and weakening the imperialist camp as a whole. The 
more the Japanese imperialists expand the war, the deeper they 
will fall into a bottomless pit. In the end. the flames of war will 
engulf those who ignited Hum. 

Today the national and class contradictions between the 
Japanese Imperialists and the Korean people are becoming ex¬ 
tremely acute. Workers, peasants, youth, students, intellectuals, 
national capitalists, traders, men of religion and, indeed, the 
entire Korean people, cursing Japanese imperialism as their 
sworn enemy, are waiting impatiently for the day when the 
enemy is defeated and are waging anti-Japanese struggles in 
different parts of the country 

From ancient Hines, the Korean people have i>ccii known 
at a valiant and rosourcelul people who would rather die light¬ 
ing than surrender. Following the occupation of Korea by Jap¬ 
anese Imperialism, there took place in our country various 
forms "I stou II Japanese struggles such as the High: 
Volunteers* Army Movement, the Independence Army .Movement, 
riots by workers and peasants and the anti-Japanese movenK-nt 
of youth and students. 

Now. in the 1930’s, the anti-Japanesc armed struggle, or¬ 
ganized and led by us Communist*, is dealing Japanese im¬ 
perialism a ti lling blow and h.13 raised the anti-Japanw 
tloual-liberation struggle to a new stage. The path traversed 
by our people since the Japanese imperialist occupation is the 
path of national salvation, or.c attended by bloody struggles. 

We Korean Communists must take advantage of all fa¬ 
vourable internal and external circumstances and take up the 
brilliinit patriotic traditions of our people, and we must proper¬ 
ly organize and mobilize the masses in the struggle to fulfil 
the solemn task oi defeating Japanese imperialism and regain¬ 
ing our lost country. 


The Tasks of Korean Communists 



I. THE NATURE OF THE KOREAN REVOLUTION 
AT THE PRESENT STAGE 


To define tiie nature of the revolution correctly is of very 
great significance i<;r organizing and leading the revolutionary 
struggle properly and hastening the victory of the revolution. 
Only by correctly defining the nature of the revolution is it 
possible to map out scientific strategy and tactics mid, on this 
basis, confidently organize and mobilize the masses of the peo¬ 
ple for the revolutionary struggle. 

Formerly, some people asserted that the Korean revolu¬ 
tion at the present stage is a "socialist revolution”, mid others 
llml it is a "bourgeois revolution". Roth arc wrong. 

The natuic of a revolution is decided by the basic tasks 
of the revolution and by the socio-class relations at each stage. 
The view that the revolution in our country is a "socialist rev¬ 
olution*', and the view that it is n "bourgeois revolution" ore 
Right and "Lelt" deviations resulting from an incorrect under¬ 
standing of the basic tasks of the Korean revolution mid the 
actual socio-class relations at the present stage in our country. 
These views arc hostile to the revolution and aim to hinder 
the dose unity of the revolutionary forces and divert spearhead 
of struggle. 

Our country is a semi-feudal, colonial society where be¬ 
cause of Japanese imperialist colonial rule, capitalist develop¬ 
ment is extremely retarded and feudal relations of production 
arc predominant. 

Under these circumstances, the basic tasks oi the Korean 
revolution at the present stage are to carry out the task of the 
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anti-imperialist national-liberation revolution to overthrow Jap¬ 
anese imperialist colonial rule and regain our lest country 
and. at the same time, to fuliil the task of the anti-feudal, dem¬ 
ocratic revolution to eliminate ieudal relations and pave the 
way for the country’s development on democratic lines. These 
two tasks are closely interrelated. This is seen in the fact that 
the Japanese Imperialist aggressors—the colonial rulers—on the 
one hand and the landlords and the former feudal bureaucrats- 
the champions of feudal relations— on the oth r. are n collusion 
with each other. 

Japanese imperialism maintains its colonial system of rule 
in Korea wllli the help of its agents, the comprador capitalists 
i ih feudal landlords, and the landlord! retain the feudal 
relations of exploitation under it* patronage. Therefore, the 
struggle against Japanese Imperialism and the struggle against 
feudalism must be waged as an Integral whole. 

Hence, our revolution nt the present stage Is an antl-im- 
peri.ih i anti-feudal, democratic revolution. 

What, then, arc the concrete targets of ov.r r.volulion at 
the present stage? 

In the Korean revolution the main target Is the aggressive 
forces of Japanese imperialism. Colonial rule by Japanese lm- 
( allsm is nt the very root of all the misery the K.-rean peo¬ 
ple are suffering and the buttress of all social fetters in this 
country. The Japanese imperialists have done everything pos¬ 
sible to turn our country Into a permanent colony and enslave 
our people for all time. They are wantonly obliterating every¬ 
thing unique to the Korean nation and are fiercely checking the 
revolutionary advance oi the Korean working class and the 
rest of the working masses. They have no scruples about in¬ 
troducing into Korea all the decadence and corruption which 
they think helpful to their colonial rule. 

The overthrow of Japanese imperialist colonial rule and 
the restoration of the country’s independence arc prerequisites 
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for the national and class liberation of our people and for social 
progress in our country. Our people’s struggle against Japanese 
imperialism is aimed at regaining their lost country and restor¬ 
ing their national rights in all spheres of politics, the economy 
and culture and. at the same time, at removing all the ob- 
>taclcs which stand in the way of national and social progress 
-d as to pave the way for national prosperity. 

So, the first and foremost revolutionary task confronting 
Korean Communists and the revolutionary people is to organize 
and mobilize all the revolutionary forces for the Hiitl-Japancse 
national-liberation struggle. 

Other targets ot the Korean revolution are pro-Japanese 
landlords, comprador capitalists, traitors to the nation and the 
pro-Japanese bureaucrats who pul themselves at the beck and 
call of the Japanese imperialists and serve them as faithful 
pawns. 

They all actively help the colonial rule ol Japanese Im¬ 
perialism in Korea and. in tandem with it. oppress and exploit 
the people. They most viciously hamper the people in their anti- 
Japanese struggle. In the cou trj Me they use feudal methods 
based on the feudal ownership of land, to oppress and exploit 
the peasants savagely with the backing ol Japanese Imperialism, 
nnd in t exploit the WOrke " a capitalist 

as well as a Ieudal way. They also play the role of (ransmittera 
of obsolete feudal customs and slavish mentality and of guides 
helping Japanese imperialism lo stretch out Its claws of colonial 
rule deep into all fields. 

Consequently, if they are left untouched, the anti-Japanese 
national-liberation struggle can never be successful nor can the 
way be paved for the democratic development of the country. 
Therefore, we must light against Japanese imperialism and, at 
the same time, wage a resolute struggle against the pro-Jap¬ 
anese landlords, comprador capitalists, traitors to the nation 
and pro-Japanese bureaucrats. 
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To be successful in the revolutionary struggle we must 
have a correct understanding not only of the nature and targets 
o( the revolution but also of its motive lorce. In any revolution 
an Important guarantee oi victory is the involvement ot people 
oi all classes and strata who are interested in the revolution. 

The motive force of the Korean revolution at the present 
stage comprises the broad anti-imperialist, democratic forces 
such as the workers, peasants, youth, students, intellectuals 
and petty bourgeois. National capitalists and religious people 
with a conscience can also join in the anti-imperialist struggle 

The working class is the leading class in the anti-imperial¬ 
ist, anti-feudal, democratic revolution, not to mention the future 
socialist revolution and the period of building socialism and 
communism. This Is because it is the working class alone that 
champions the fundamental Interests of the working masses, 
that is the most advanced class with the strongest revolu¬ 
tionary spirit and sense of organization and that is able to 
organize and lend all working masses to victory in the rev¬ 
olution. 

Our working class has a more vital Interest in the anti- 
Imperialist national-liberation revolution than any other cla««. 

Under Japanese imperialist colonial rule, the Korean work 
ing class Is in abject misery. The Japanese Imperialists have 
on the one hand retarded the growth of our national economy 
to the extreme and, on the other, have almost all industries 
in their grip. They are exploiting the Korean workers with 
unheard-of cruelty. In pursuit of their aim of grinding down 
our workers more ruthlessly, they are using every possible 
method to intensify labour to the maximum and extending the 
working day to as much as 12-18 hours. Even with such terrible 
conditions, not all workers are provided with jobs The Japanese 
imperialists are pursuing the most wicked colonial predatory 
policy—employing cheap juvenile and female labour and con¬ 
tinually dismissing adult workers—to secure the maximum co- 
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lonial super-profits. Thus, many workers are thrown out of work 
to form an industrial reserve army, deprived even of the ele¬ 
mentary right to live. 

The Japanese imperialists pay the Korean workers less than 
halt the wages of the Japanese workers for the same work. 
Worse still, they take back the greater part oi this in the name 
of "dcience contribution”, "government bonds", "fines" and so 
on. Thus Korean workers have been reduced to such a state 
that they can hardly eke out a living in spite oi their indes¬ 
cribable hard toll. 

The living conditions oi our workers have worsened since 
the beginning of the Sino-Japancse War. The Japanese Imperi¬ 
alists forcibly drag our workers to military construction sites 
for slave labour and do not pay them even starvation wages. 
Finally, they kill them in cold blood under the pretext oi pro¬ 
tecting “secrets". 

Ibis intolerably unfair and wretched situation our workers 
find themselves in has not only roused their revolutionary spirit, 
but . Iso made them move forward towards organizing and 
tempering themselves ns a class in actual struggles and stand 
in the forefront of the anti-Japanese national-liberation struggle. 

An .inalysis of this struggle which has gone on for more 
than 20 years in our country reveals that It is only the working 
class that > ;.n Imd the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic 
revolution. 

The bourgeois and petty-bourgeois Intellectuals in our coun¬ 
try have always vacillated in lace oi the difficulties which 
have cropped up in the course ol the anti-Japanese national- 
liberation struggle because oi the weakness inherent in Ihelr 
class position, and they have attempted to attain the independ¬ 
ence cl Korcr. not in a revolutionary way but in an easy way. 
The incentive Production Association", the "Yonjong-hoe As¬ 
sociation" and the "Singan-hoc Association" and so on which 
they created allegedly lor Korean independence were all na- 
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tional reformist groupings which wanted retorm and compro¬ 
mise instead of revolution and struggle. 

Therefore. If we are to complete the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal, democratic revolution, it is of primary importance to 
ensure the leading role of the working class, the class that is 
vitally interested in this revolution and struggling dauntlessly 
in defiance of difficulties. 

Together with the working class, the pca>antry also <x- 
cupics an Important place in the Korean revolution. The peas 
nntry is a dependable ally of the working class and. ike the 
working class, constitutes a main force of the revolution. 

In countries like ours, where the peasantry accounts for 
flic overwhelm,: ; majority of the population, special Importance 
should he attached to their position in the revolution. I eas- 
ants comprise more than 8U per cent of our population. In 
such circumstances, winning them over is a key to the success 
of the revolution, if we neglect to Involve the *" ';' v 

revolution in such a country as ours, the end result will !>< 
that the working class will be isolated, its leading role we¬ 
ened and. furthermore, the overwhelming majority of the popula¬ 
tion will be left to the Influence of the enemy 

The numerical preponderance of our peasantry is one reason 
why they hold an Important place in the revolution. Aiwt-.u 
reason is that they also have a vital interest in the anti-im- 
perlall:!, anil-feudal, demo A . . 

The colonial rule of Japanese imperialism has condemned 
our peasants to awful poverty and starvation. In the countryside 
the Japanese imperialists exploit the peasants, keeping feudal 
landownershlp intact and using the landlords as theiragents. 
At the same time, they expropriate their fertile land m die nan.c 
of "land surveys", the organization of the •'Oriental Develop¬ 
ment Company”, ami so on and so forth. 

In 1914, shortly after the Japanese imperialist occupa Ucn 
of Korea, more than 60 per cent of Korean peasants luted their 
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own land, with tenant farmers and hired hands accouniing for 
only 35 per cent. But today, the proportion of tenant farmers, 
and hired hands has jumped to over 70 per cent, while that of 
peasants tilling their own land has fallen below 18 per cent. 
Thus the overwhelming majority of the Korean peasunts have 
been reduced to the status of the rural proletariat. Driven from 
I heir hereditary farmlands, innumerable peasants are tramping 
alien countries begging lor food or are eking out a mere ex¬ 
istence subjected to inhuman treatment under the lash of the 
Japanese gangsters, the landlords and the capitalists, As lor 
those peasants who are still lucky enough to work on thoir 
own land, most of them are living on the bark of trees or on 
grass roots, being unable to secure the food required for ex¬ 
istence because of the imposition of heavy taxation, and they 
live in constant anxiety lest they be evicted. 

To meet their war demands, the Japanese Imperialists arc 
pressgnnglng rural young people and middle-ngcd men In II 
crlminately for military duties or as labour for the construc¬ 
tion of military installations. Every year they plunder millions 
Of sok O Which they ship to Japan. This military burden 
imposed on the peasants has made their plight absolutely in¬ 
tolerable. . 

Thus our countryside has been turned into a shocking 
famine area, the like of which has scarcely been seen anywhere 
In the world at any time in history. 

This dire distress has triggered off the hitter wrath of our 
peasants against the Japanese imperialists and the feudal land¬ 
lords. and thev have stepped out with determination onto the 
road oi anti-imperialist, anti-feudal struggle, realizing Dial rev¬ 
olution is the only thing that will make life possible for them. 

Disregarding this situation, the "Left'' opportunists and 
sectarian-flunkeys have underestimated the revolutionary spirit 
of the Korean peasantry, alleging that the peasants are "two- 
faced" and that "the peasantry can hardly make the revolution 
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to the end because they are a small-propertied class and so 
vacillate easily." 

This conflicts with the realities and is in total opposition 
to the stand that must be taken to strengthen the revolutionary 
forces. 

Korean Communists should repudiate all the prejudices 
against and wrong attitudes towards our peasants and strive 
to win them over, so that the main forces of the revolution will 
he built up on a solid basis. 

Because of its anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic na¬ 
ture. our revolution requires that not only workers and peasants, 
but also youth, students. Intellectuals, members of the small- 
propertied classes, national capitalists and honest religious be 
Havers be enlisted on the side of the revolution. The fascist 
colonial rule of the Japanese Imperialists inevitably (ills the 
youth, studenis. intellectuals, members of the small-propertied 
classes, nalional capitalists and honest religious believers with 
hatred against Japanese Imperialism and leads them to fling 
themselves into Uf« fight for the in I ' idcncc o! the country 
and the liberation of the people. 

The youth, students and Intellectuals generally have a 
strong sense of justice and are responsive to progressive ideas 
and the trend of the times because they are searching tor science 
and truth. Therefore, the progressive elements among them are 
the first to learn Marxism i enlnlsm, as nd enlighten the 
workers and peasants and thus play the role of pioneer leading 
them into the revolutionary movement. 

Moreover, our youth, students and intellectuals are not 
only directly subjected to national oppression and discrimina¬ 
tion by Japanese imperialism but suffer the hard fate common 
to the whole nation caused by Japanese imperialist colonial rule, 
and they arc more keenly aware than anyone else of the irra¬ 
tionality of our present-day society. 

This is why they have developed a national consciousness 
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faster than others and have stronger anti-imperialist sentiments. 
They are participating actively in the national-liberation rev¬ 
olution. impelled by the progressive spirit to iight for justice 
and inspired by the ant: imperialist, anti-feudal, democratic rev¬ 
olution to drive out the foreign imperialist aggressor forces 
and make our backward country as prosperous as others. 

Many oi them have been struggling resolutely against the 
Japanese imperialists since the fiist days of their occupation 
of Korea and have made great contributions in rousing work¬ 
ers and peasants and other broad masses who are against 
Japan* sc imperialism to revolutionary struggle. In the period of 
preparing Ihe intl-Japanese armed struggle, loo, revolutionary 
youth, students and intellectuals played a great role in content- 
ir.g the revolutionary ranks organizationally and ideologically 
and in laying the mass base ol the struggle Joining the ranks 
oi the anil Japanese guerrillas and the underground revolution¬ 
ary organizations, they are now fighting unyieldingly. 

All this testifies to the fact that they arc playing on Impor¬ 
tant role in the revolutionary struggle. 

But they cannot themselves become a politlcnl force or 
perforin a decisive role in the revolutionary struggle because 
of their weakness, vacillation and "do-il-only-hnlfway" nature. 
Only under the leadership of Ihe Communists and the working 
class can they play a revolutionary role in Ihe anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal, democratic revolulion. 

the national capitalists, their question should i 
be analytically viewed. National capitalists in colonial and semi¬ 
colonial countries have certain characteristics different from the 
bourgeoisie of Ihe capitalist countries. 

From the class point of view, the national capitalists come 
under the category of the exploiting class but their economic 
activities are repressed by foreign imperialists and their com¬ 
prador capitalist allies and they are always exposed to the 
threat of bankruptcy. Therefore, they have an anti-imperialist 
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spirit, (hough nol steadfast, and a desire lor national inde¬ 
pendence. 

In particular, national capitalists in our country are slip¬ 
ping rapidly towards bankruptcy as a result o( the fascist 
colonial terrorist rule oi the Japanese imperialists and the 
subsequent large-scale infiltration of Japanese monopoly capi¬ 
tal. The proportion ol total Industrial output value held by Ko¬ 
rean capital in 1928 represented over 28 per cent. But the iigure 
today is leas than 10 per cent. Even this barely maintains its 
existence by sticking to such extremely secondary branches as 
rice cleaning, cotton-willowing and so on. 

Since they arc destined to ruin under Japanese imperialist 
colonial rule thay have an interest In the anti-Japanese iu< 
tional-llberatlon revolution and are impelled to join It. 

I he comprador capitalists are more afraid of the people - 
antUImperlallst evolutionary struggle than of imperialist 
gfesslon. The national capitalists, however, resist Imperialist 
aggression and support the people's antl-lmpcrtallst revolu¬ 
tionary struggle. To define the national capitalists as reaction¬ 
aries because of the acts of treachery to the country and ihe 
people perpetrated by the handful of comprador capitalists 
would mean weakening the anti-imperialist revolutionary force*. 

11 wing tlu m into the anti-imp national-liberation > ,ru «- 

glc is of great importance for isolating the enemy to the max¬ 
imum and strengthening the revolutionary forces. 

As you see. at the present stage of the Korean revolution 
its motive force consists of the anti-Japanese forces from broad 
sections of society. We should assume a principled and magnan¬ 
imous attitude towards all classes and strata which can join the 
revolution. We should accept, rally and organize them and Uiu> 
mobilize all the anti-Japanese forces to the anti-imperialist na¬ 
tional-liberation struggle. ., . , 

What then are the tasks ot the anti-imperialist, anti feuoal. 

democratic revolution in our country? 
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Needless to S3y, the primary and fundamental task is to 
overthrow the Japanese imperialist aggressors and all the reac¬ 
tionary forces—pro-Japanese landlords, comprador capitalists 
and so on—who ally themselves with the aggressors. But when 
tins task has been fulfilled it does not mean that the anti-im- 
perialist. anti-feudal, democratic revolution will have been com¬ 
pleted It should be followed up by abolishing the social and 
economic relations on which the Japanese imperialists and their 
accomplices- the reactionary torces - rely in all branches oi 
politics, the economy and culture and by firmly establishing a 
new. progressive democratic system so as to make sure that 
the old system will never be revived. 

Our foremost task following the defeat of the Japanese 
imperialist aggressors Is to set up * democratic government. 

Hi.- question of power is the fundamental question of the 
revolution. The seizure oi power is indispensable for our peo¬ 
ple's complete national and class liberation and for the building 
of a prosperous, sovereign. Independent state in our country. 
Through their biller experience as slaves in a ruined nation, 
the Korean people have come to the keen realization of what 
fafe a p oplc will suffer as long as they arc without state power 
of their own. Indeed, there is no more Important task facing 
us than that of establishing a slate power genuinely our own. 

In solving the question of power it is very important to 
decide the form it should take to fit In with the nature and 
tasks of the revolution and the class relationships in a given 
period. 

Then what fn*m of democratic power should we set up? 

There can be two forms of democratic power. One belongs 
to the category of bourgeois power, i.c.. democratic power led 
by the propertied classes and the other comes under the category 
o( proletarian power, i.c., democratic power led by the work¬ 
ing class. 

The former champions the interests ot an extremely limited 



section ot the population, comprising the bourgeoisie and the 
petty bourgeoisie. It always vacillates and is not steadiast. and 
therefore, cannot lead the people to socialism and communism, 
the ultimate goal ol the workers and poor peasants 

In contrast, democratic power led by the working class 
defends the fundamental interests of the workers and peasants, 
carries out the tasks of the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, dem¬ 
ocratic revolution in a thoroughgoing way and can lead the 
masses to socialism and communism. 

Therefore, the power we will establish after the overthrow 
of Japanese imperialism is popular democratic power, coming 
under the category of proletarian power, i.e., democratic power 
led by the working class. 

After the establishment oi this power wo must firmly rely 
on It in introducing agrarian reform and other democratic re¬ 
forms. The most important thing here is to wipe out the remnant 
forces of Japanese imperialism root and branch. 

liven after the destruction of the colonial ruling machine 
of Japanese Imperialism, this is essential in all branches of 
politics, the economy and culture for ensuring the successful 
fulfilment ol the tasks ol the antl-lmperltllat national-liberation 
revolution, the complete political independence of the country 
and its development on democratic lines after the elimination 
of all feudal forces. 

To do away with the remnant furccs of Japanese imperial¬ 
ism, we should first eliminate all the reaclionary landlords, pro- 
Japanese elements and traitors to the nation who const.tute 
the mainstay of the colonial rule of Japanese imperialism and 
actively defend ils ruling machine, and leave no room for them 
to manoeuvre. 

Furthermore, all the laws and rules concocted by the Jap¬ 
anese imperialists must be declared invalid and new ones safe¬ 
guarding the interests of the broad masses formulated to es¬ 
tablish a new order in state building. Survivals of ideology 
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and way of life introduced by Japanese imperialism should be 
abolished, public education developed in our own speech and 
letters and our own national culture restored. 

Unless we destroy the economic base oi the Japanese Im¬ 
perialists and comprador capitalists, we cannot pave the way 
lor the independent development of the economy, nor can we 
consolidate the political independence of the country. We must 
nationalize the major industries—the mines, factories, railways, 
transport, banks, communications, home and foreign trade - held 
by the Japanese state and by Japanese and comprador capital¬ 
ists and make them the property of the whole people. In this 
way. we will see to It that the major means of production are 
effectively used to promole the independence and prosperity ol 
the country and the people's welfare, and that the economic 
base Is laid for building a new society, free from exploitation 
and oppression. 

Along wilh these anti-imperialist revolutionary tasks, wc 
must carry out the tasks ol the anti-fcudal, democratic rev¬ 
olution in a thoroughgoing way. 

Top priority here is to solve the land problem correctly. 
The solution ol this problem constitutes the basic content of 
the antf-fcudal, democratic revolution. Tills Is because if con 
deliver the peasantry, the overwhelming majority of the popula¬ 
tion. from the feudal fetters and feudal exploitation, radically 
improve their social and political status and open up a wide 
avenue for social progress and the development of the produc¬ 
tive forces. 

Wc must confiscate the land held by the Japanese slato 
and the Japanese and pro-Japanese landlords ami distribute 
it among the peasants who till it, and put an end to all aspects 
of feudal landownership, such as tenancy and the purchase and 
sale of land. The economic base of the feudal forces should he 
so completely eliminated that it will never be able to revive 
again. 
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Furthermore, we must sec to it that the people are eman- 
cipaled from all kinds of social discrimination and inequalities, 
and. especially that women, who make up a hall of the popula¬ 
tion. are completely freed from feudal subjugation. 

Along with this, the working people must be assured politi¬ 
cal freedom and democratic rights in all respeeb Various so¬ 
cial measures, such as the introduction of the eight-hour uock- 
inc day. labour protection and state insurance, must be taken 
to protect the working people, and conditions must be provided 
for all working people to participate in labour ireely and wort 
to their hearts’ content under the protection of the State and 

' The introduction of all these social and economic reforms 
will constitute a deep-going social revolution aimed at remov¬ 
ing the consequences of the monstrous colon.aI rule o Jap¬ 
anese Imperialism and nil the social evils and fetters that have 

existed for thousands of years. 

The Communists should realize at the earliest possible dale 
the centuries-old desire of broad sections of the working masses 
to rid themselves of all social oppression and exploitation, and 
thus make them actively participate in the revolutionary s rug- 
i. with a high degree of political enthusiasm and lead them 
constantly along the road of revolution. 

When we have fulfilled the tasks of the anti-imperialist, 
nitti-feudal revolution it does not mean that we will have com¬ 
pleted the revolution. Having carried out the anti-imperialist, 
anti-feudal, democratic revolution, we Communis s must con- 
linue the revolution and build a veritable paradise of social¬ 
ism and communism in this country, free from oppression ana 
exploitation.

2. IMMEDIATE TASKS 01 KOREAN COMMUNISTS 


What are the immediate tasks oi the Korean Communists 
fo; carrying the Korean revolution to victory? 

To begin with. Korean Communists must broaden and step 
uj> the anti-Japanese armed struggle and lead il to victory, thus 
splendidly accomplishing the sacred task of regaining our 
country. 

In order to drive out the imperialist aggressors and carry 
the national-liberation revolution to completion, we must wage 
armed struggle resolutely. Imperialism relies on the military 
P< wer of counterrevolution to establish its class rule and dom¬ 
inate its colonies and il will never give up aggression and 
war until its counterrevolutionary military power is totally de¬ 
feated. 

Nobody can expect the Japanese imperialists, the most 
shameless and piratical aggressors, who have lasted the sweat 
and blood of the colonial peoplr and boost ol the "might of 
great Imperial Japan", to withdraw from Korea meekly before 
their counterrevolutionary military power is routed. 

That is why we Korean Communists have organized and 
aged armed struggle against the Japanese imperialist rob- 
s since the beginning of the 1930's, delivering heavy blows 
at their counterrevolutionary military power. 

The need to broaden and step up the anti-Japanese armed 
truggle has become a matter oi pressing urgency today. 
After igniting the Sino-Japane.sc War, the Japanese im- 
rialists sent a large force to the front in the llwapei region 
China, aiming to win their war of aggression against the 
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continent by blitz warfare tactics. Meanwhile, to make their 
"home front safe", they are desperately carrying out mopptnft* 
up campaigns'* against our revolutionary armed forces and in¬ 
tensifying the suppression and plunder of the Korean people. 

Frantic expansion of the Japanese imperialists aggressAe 
war only accelerates their ruin and creates favourable condi¬ 
tions for the struggle of the Korean Communists to hasten the 
liberation of our country. 

Under these conditions, wc must decisively broaden and 
step up the anti-Japanese armed struggle to ^^‘^erainpag^ 
Ing Japanese imperialists and realize the noble his'onecau. 
of regaining our lost country at the earliest possible date. 

This is also necessary to ensure the continued upsurge 
of the overall Korean revolution.

Strengthening the KPRA politically and militarily is a de 
cisivc guarantee for stepping up the anti-Japanese armed tru,- 
glc and increasing its influence in every way. 
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The most important thing in strengthening the KPRA is 
to raise the political and ideological level of all the command¬ 
ers and soldiers. 

The source of the revolutionary army's invincible might 
lies in its political and ideological superiority. Because of ils 
commanders and soldiers’ intense loyalty to their country and 
class, the KPRA is invincible and is capable ol annihilating 
any army ol the exploiter classes.

Second. Korean Communists must more vigorously organize 
and conduct the anti-Japanese national united front move¬ 
ment and unite closely a wider segment of the anti-Japanese 
patriotic forces on a nationwide scale, so that the revolutionary 
iorces secure superiority over the counterrevolutionary forces. 

This is a powerful political movement aiming nt rallying 
all the patriotic forces of Korea opposing Japanese imperialism 
around the Communists so as to turn the balance of forces de¬ 
cisively in favour of ihe revolution It occupies n very Important 
place in our anti-Japanese nalionni-llberation struggle, 

Revolution is for the sake of the mosses and it emerges 
victorious only when broad sections of the people participate 
in it. Winning over the masses, uniting them into a political 
force and relying on their inexhaustible strength is therefore 
a fundamental principle Communist* and revolutionaries must 
abide by in their revolutionary struggle. 

Winning over the anti-Japanese forces in all walks ol life 
.in 1 forming them into an organized body has been an important 
ask of the Korean Communists from the beginning ol the anti-

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Religion in the homeland, opposing the pro-Japanese activities 
of the reactionary Choc Rin clique, have also joined the strug¬ 
gle for the nation's common cause. Upholding the Ten-Point 
Programme of the ARF and responding to its appeal, they arc 
actively supporting and encouraging our anti-Japanese armed 
struggle. Dozens of their representatives came to see us and 
pledged that they would fight with us on the same front to 
win back our country. They are now offering us aid, botli moral 
and material. The ARF has succeeded in winning over a grout 
many Cliondo believers in a number of counties in the northern 
part of Korea and its influence among progressive believers 
■cross the country is increasing daily. 

Thus, today the Korean people see a bright dawn of na¬ 
tional liberation in the anti-Japanese armed struggle and in 
the ARF movement which is growing under the Immediate 
influence of this struggle. They are rising bravely in the null- 
Japanese revolutionary struggle, certain that victory will he 
theirs. 

The present internal and external situation urgently de¬ 
mands that wc Korean Communists expand and develop the 
anti-Japanese national united front movement. 

Confr.mted with the crisis in which their Colonial rule might 
collapse through our people's anti-Japanese national-salvation 
war of resistance, the Japanese imperialist aggressors are in¬ 
tensifying the colonial suppression and exploitation of the Ko¬ 
rean people to an unprecedented degree. A huge military force 
and every conceivable means of repression are geared to this 
end. As the enemy's suppression intensifies, the anti-Japanese 
spirit of the Korean people surges ever higher and their rev¬ 
olutionary advance becomes very active 

To cope with this situation, the Korean Communists must 
keep abreast with the upsurge of anti-Japanese spirit in the 
misses and strive to mobilize all the anti-Japanese patriotic 
forces of the people for the national-liberation struggle. 
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Pushing the anti-Japanese national united front movement 
forward is also an important task for the development 01 the 
world revolution. 

In imperialist countries such as Japan. Germany and Italy 
which have embarked upon full-scale iasdstiiation. fasost die- 
tutorship deprived people of democratic freedoms and al polit¬ 
ical rights and the revolutionary movement is undergoing a 
severe trial. The danger of fascination is daily growing on 
n worldwide scale. Communists are countering ^ ***** 
with an antifascist popular front movement and n.akmg 
efforts to organize and mobilize broad masses In it.

In order to strengthen the anti-Japanese national 
front movement we must expand the ARF. organizational net¬ 
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work deep into the homeland and actively organize the broad 
anti-Japanese masses in it. 

We must also intensify its organizational and political 
activities in every way. while making its organizations militant 
and skilfully employing flexible methods oi work suitable to 
underground activities. Under the severe conditions in which 
the enemy is stepping up his suppressive measures, we should 
not give every organization Ihe same name, hut give them 
various names according to the actual conditions In each locality 
I and the characteristics and political level of the people in oil 
walks of life. Each organization should adopt various forms of 
activity in accordance with the actual conditions. This will make 
the ART a more powerful revolutionary underground organiza¬ 
tion of a mass character which is active and deeply rooted 
among broad masses. 

In order to further expand and develop the ARF movement, 
immunist leadership must he established over the entire move¬ 
ment. Only When Ibis leadership Is firmly ensured can tllO anil- 
Japanese national united front movement he consistently pushed 
forward in conformity with tlu lilt t5 of all th< p< iplc, Includ¬ 
ing the working class, and develop su fully in ucordum-. 
with revolutionary strategy and tactics. We CoiummisK there¬ 
fore. should I irmly establish ourselves In leading positions lit 
the organizations ol Ihe ARF and give them revolutionary 
I leadership. 

In leading the movement. Communists should Clearly rcc- 
I ognizc any Right and '•Left" tendencies and thoroughly over- 
I come them. 

If we arc to unite the people of all strata we must properly 
mfaine the revolutionary mass line with the class line. W© 
must guard against both -Lett" and Right tendcncies-such as 
■establishing contacts only with the workers and peasants, get- 
I ling caught in the snare of class prejudice or. in the name of 
united front, joining hands with anyone unconditionally, li we 
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draw only workers and peasants into the ARF organizations 
and exclude the rest oi the anti-Japanese patriotic forces we may 
lose a great many anti-Japanese masses. On the other hand, if 
we accept everybody who comes along, regardless of political 
•considerations, alien elements of different colours will sneak in. 

We should therefore stick firmly to the principle of winning 
•over as many of the patriotic, democratic forces opposing Jap 
anesc Imperialism as we can and. at the same time, of thorough¬ 
ly Isolating the pro-Japanese elements, traitors to the nation 
and nil other alien and hostile elements 

In lending the anti-Japanese national united front move¬ 
ment it is also important for us to properly combine solidarity 
with struggle within its ranks 

Proceeding (n,m their own class interests, the anti-Japanese 
musses of various strata take different positions and attitudes 
in the struggle against Japanese imperialism. Because of their 
class limitations many ol them arc irresolute and waver in the 
anil J ip n i truggle, even though they hale Japanese imperi¬ 
alism. If wc do not help them to discard their vacillating nature 
they will be unable to overcome the difficulties that crop up in 
the course of the struggle and to keep a firm anti-Japanese 
position and, In the. end. will become turncoats and cause grave 
harm to the revolution. 

Communists must therefore strengthen solidarity with them 
while unfolding a principled struggle to overcome their vacillat¬ 
ing nature and weaknesses. This will preserve the ranks of the 
united front and bring its strength into full play even under 
conditions in which the enemy is Intensilying its military and 
ideological offensives. 

Third, Korean Communists should strive to strengthen sol¬ 
idarity with the international revolutionary forces. 

This is the proletarian internationalist duty oi the Korean 
Communists and an important guarantee for strengthening the 
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world's -evolutionary forces, isolating the Japanese imperialists 
internationally and consolidating our own revolutionary forces. 

Particularly now when the Japanese imperialists have occu¬ 
pied Manchuria, are conducting a large-scale aggressive war a- 
gainst China and desperately making preparations for a war 
against the Soviet Union, it is a mailer of urgency to safeguard 
the Soviet Union and strengthen solidarity with the Chinese 
revolutionary lorccs for the advance of both the world revolu¬ 
tion and the Korean revolution. 

Japanese imperialism is the enemy not only of the Korean 
people but also of the Chinese people. Only when the militant 
solidarity between tin pi oplcs of Korea and China is strengthen- 
oi and the anti-Japanese united front cemented in their struggle 
• gainst Japanese imperialism, the common enemy, can we deal 
It heavier political and military blows and hasten the victory o( 
tire Korean and Chinese revolutions. 

It is on this principle that we Korean Communists have 
fought together on the common bailie front in firm unity with 
the a rill-Japanese forces of the Chinese people from the early 
period ol the anti-Japanese armed struggle and, moreover, wc 
have made great efforts to unite with all Chinese anti-Japanese 
units that could possibly add up to a big lone lu the war against 
Japan. 

There are various Chinese anll-Japaiu-sc units Among them 
arc those under the Influence of the Chinese Communist Party, 
and remnants of the former Northeastern Army under the Kuo- 
mintang which, impelled by the "Manchurian Incident", rose to 
fight under an anti-Japanese save-thc-nation banner. There are 
also anti Japanese armed units formed by peasant rebels such 
as the "Red Spear Society" and "Broad Sword Society". 

The Korean Communists long ago formed an Allied Anti- 
Japanese Army with the anti-Japanese guerrilla units led by the 
Chinese Communists and have waged a dynamic joint anti- 
Japanese struggle. 
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Moreover, we have striven to form an anti-Japanese united 
front with the "National-Salvation Army" and "belf-De ence 
Army" formed cut of the remnant units of the former Nor .heaM 
ern Army and with all other anti-Japanese um«s organized h> 
peasant rebel*.

Under the inducnce ol the October Soctalts. Rcvotalon^he 
communist movement began early in our country. Our l.rat Com 
munist Party was lounded in 1925. 

Our working masses, who have long languished under Jap 

,'inese" imperialist cotuniat tute "t r T.W mS 
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put their expectations and hopes in it. However, due to funda¬ 
mental weaknesses and limitations, it could not satisfy these 
expectations and hopes. 

The Party failed to take root among the working class and 
other broad sections of the people. It consisted mainly of bour¬ 
geois and petty-bourgeois intellectuals and show-off Marxists 
with a shaky class position To make matters worse, it could not 
achieve unity of its ranks owing to flic scramble for "hegemony" 
among the sectarians who had wormed their way to the top, 
Consequently, unable to overcome the Japanese Imperialist sup¬ 
pression and the subversive activities of the sectarians, it was 
dissolved three years after it was founded. 

Under these circumstances, the Korean Communists arc 
confronted with the urgent task of founding n revolntioiwny, 
Marxist Leninist party, drawing serious lessons from the com¬ 
munist movement In the 1920’s. 

But we cannot create a revolutionary party the way sec¬ 
tarians did in the past, in which u small number ol Communists 
got together, without any organizational and ideological prep¬ 
aration. set up n "party centre" and proclaimed the founding 
of I he party. 

To found a revolutionary, Marxlst-Leninist party, solid or¬ 
ganizational and ideological groundwork must be laid before 
anything else. 

We have achieved great success in this respect through a 
strenuous struggle. 

Although wc have not announced the party centre yet, we 
have set up party organizations and underground revolutionary 
organizations of various kinds in the units ol the Korean Peo 
pie’s Revolutionary' Army and among workers and peasants at 
home and abroad, and provided them with a unified leadership 
In the KPRA units a system of leading party organizations 
based on the principle of democratic centralism is now establish 
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ed and party organizational life is functioning regularly. In the 
areas along the Tuman-gang and Amnok-gang Rivers, party 
organizations have also been formed among broad masses of 
workers ami peasants, and a unified leadership is ensured ior 
them, in parti, alar, a Q rtmggle ha* been waged to form 
Communist Party organizations in the homeland in line with 
the policy of making preparations independently for founding a 
party and significant success has been registered 

In the flames of the armed struggle and in the course of the 
underground revolutionary struggle over the past few years we 
have also reared the finest sons and dai Of the work 

peasants and other working people as Communists, thereby 
building up the organizational core for founding a party 

At the same time, we have waged an energetic struggle 
to overcome Ihe sectarianism left over from the communist 
movement of the 1920‘s, with the result that the sects have now- 
been basically removed from our ranks and that "I Ideol¬ 
ogy ami purpose has been brought about and sol darity achieved 
within Ihe revolut o 

The Korean Communists, a ng themselves on the success¬ 
es achieved so far. should endeavour to found n Marxlst-Lenin- 
1 st party as soon as possible. To this end. we should more vigor¬ 
ously advance organizational and ideological preparations on a 

nationwide scale. ...... . 

The important tasks oi the Korean Communists in this wor* 

First, to expand party organizations in the units of the 
KPRA and In the revolutionary mass organizations, including 
the ARF and the Anti-Japanese Youth League, in the homeland 
and in the areas along the Tuman-gang and Amnok-gang 
Rivers, rally Communists under a unified organizational system 
and steel them in militancy through party organizational tile. 

Now that a sound centre of leadership has been formed lor 
the Korean revolution, many Communists of new generation 
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• been brought up. and the ARF and various other revolu¬ 
tionary organizations have taken root among the broad masses, 
it is mi urgent ta-< for us to expand party organizations and 
unite the Communists The successful fulfilment oi this task will 
enable party organizations to take deep root among the masses 
Including workers and peasants and. on this basis, guarantee a 
firm unified leadership for the Korean revolution. 

In strict accordance with the principle of independence in 
our preparations ior the founding of a party, we must form 
ells and groups wherever possible In units and regions 
.-ind unite ill Communists organizationally. In particular, wc 
should foster .t revolutionary leading core in the main industrial 
nd in farming and fishing villages in the homeland and 
expand the network of the ARP organizations by ourselves. On 
Ihh basis, we should form parly groups and cells among » l,c 
vrothers and peasants and pul them under a unified organiza¬ 
tional system. 

In view »f the historical lessons of the early communist 
ir.<Yemeni, we should strictly adhere to the policy <>I building 
party organizations from the bottom. Only then can wc draw. "" 
the class c ms. iouMicss of the broad working masses and accept 
into the party those progressive elements of worker find peasant 
origin who have been steeled and prepared in action, mid estab¬ 
lish a most revolutionary and militant party with a sound muss 
l«a$c. 

The party organizations in the KPRA units and in the 
different regions should strictly abide by the principle of demo- 
ratio centralism in all their activities and increase both their 
fighting capacity and their vanguard role. 

fivery party member should lie faithful in his organizational 
Ifc and steel himself in actual struggle lo become an indefati¬ 
gable revolutionary fighter, a Communist. 

Secondly, to train large numbers oi best elements of worker 
peasant origin in the revolutionary struggle to become the 
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revolutionary core and thus build up a sound organizational 
backbone lor founding a party. 

In the light of the bitter lessons of the early communist 
movement in our country, this is vital for the consolidation and 
development of the party we are going to create 

We must do active work in recruiting the finest sons and 
daughters of the workers and peasants into the People’s Revolu¬ 
tionary Army and. in the flames of the armed struggle, bring 
Ihi in up t" he communist core elements boundlessly faithful to 
the revolution, to be the organisational backbone of the party. 
We must accept into the parly those people made politically a- 
ware and steeled in militancy in the underground revolutionary 
struggle i nd train them to become revolutionary core elements. 

Furthermore, we must unite revolutionary workers, peasants 
and other broad masses with anti-Japanese sentiments in mass 
organizations, such ns the Association for the Restoration ot 
the Fatherland, the Anti-Japanese Youth League, the Anti-Japa¬ 
nese Association and the Women’s Association, and train them 
to become ardent Communists through the actual struggle a 
gainst Japanese Imperialism. 

Thirdly, lo continue the all-out struggle against sectarian¬ 
ism. prevent it from penetrating parly and other revolutionary 
organizations and thus firmly ensure the purity of the commu¬ 
nist ranks and unity in ideology and purpose. 

Unless sectarianism is completely overcome it is impossible 
to guarantee firm unity among the Communists, achieve com 
munlty oi ideology, purpose and action based on the unified line, 
strategy and tactics ol the Korean revolution and accomplish 
the historical task oi founding a party. 

Sectarianism in our country rose with intellectuals oi bour 
geois, petty-bourgeois and ruined gentry origin who. taking ad¬ 
vantage of the revolutionary tide rising under the impact of the 
October Socialist Revolution, wormed their way into the ranks 
of the working-class movement under the cloak of Marxism 




Although they talked about communism and the emancipa¬ 
tion oi the working class, the sectarians utilized the labour 
movement as a means ol gaining fame and high position and 
realizing careerist, political ambitions. 

As soon as they had sneaked into the working-class move¬ 
ment, they split off into parties of five or groups of three for 
sectarian purposes and iorrned sects such as the Tuesday group, 
the M-L group and the Seoul-Shanghal group. Without any po¬ 
litical views or theoretical basis, they continued sectarian lends 
to spread the influence of their own particular group and obtain 
"hegemony". In the end, they destroyed the Parly. 

Even after the Party was dissolved, they continued their 
sectarian feuds here in Manchuria under the slogan oi "Recon¬ 
struct the Party*’. 

Driven by tin- desire to spread their groups' influence and 
gain lame and high position, the sectarians organized the ad¬ 
venturist and misguided "May 30 Uprising". This incident re¬ 
sulted In exposing the revolutionary underground organizations, 
caused the death oi many Communists and other revolutionary 
people and did great harm to our communist movement. More¬ 
over. the sectarian-flunkeys, with the backing oi the national 
chauvinists, used the onil-"Mlnsaengdan" struggle lor their own 
evil sectarian purpose and committed grove criminal acts— 
sacrificing many line Communists and revolutionaries and creat¬ 
ing alienation, enmity and distrust within the revolutionary 
ranks, thereby weakening their unity and solidarity. 

If we had not promptly corrected the "Left" error in the 
anti-"Minsacngdan" slrugglc through a principled struggle a- 
gainst the sectarian-flunkeys and national chauvinists, things 
would have come to a serious pass beyond remedy in the com¬ 
munist and revolutionary movement. 

Sects have now been removed from our ranks in the main. 
Hut former sectarians who backslid to become national reform¬ 
ists and even spies for Japanese imperialism are now engaged 
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in all manner of schemes lo disrupt the communist ranks from 
within, 

Therefore, we should iirst make party members, soldiers of 
the KPRA and the broad revolutionary masses thoroughly aware 
of the crimes committed by the sectarian-flunkeys who have done 
tremendous harm to our communist and revolutionary move¬ 
ment. By so doing, we will get them to maintain a constant and 
high degree of vigilance and hatred for the class enemy, to pre¬ 
vent the penetration of sectarianism and to detect and smash 
the sectarian-flunkeys' subversive and wrecking activities in 
good time, 

In addition to this, we must arm all party members and sol¬ 
diers of the KPRA with Marxism-Leninism and wilh the line, 
strategy and tactics for the Korean revolution and thus ensure 
community of Ideology, will ami action in the entire ranks. 

This is n prerequisite for fully guaranteeing the purity as 
well ns I he unity of ideology and will of the communist ranks, 
and for preparing n sound organizational and ideological 
groundwork for the founding of a parly 

The Korean Communists should faithfully carry oul these 
main tasks in making preparations for founding a parly and 
thus accomplish Ihe historical cause of establishing a revolu¬ 
tionary. Marxist-Lcninlst party at the earliest possible date. 

* * * 

The Korean Communists should, above all. stick to a firm 
Independent position in order to carry their revolutionary tasks 
to success. 

An independent position means the fundamental stand of the 
Communists—having confidence in the strength of their own 
people and responsibly carrying through the revolution in their 
country with their own efforts. Only when they maintain a firm 
independent position in the revolutionary struggle can they for- 
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ululate revolutionary lines and policies corresponding to the 
actual conditions in their country, safeguard and Implement 
them thoroughly and fight to the last lor their country’s revolu¬ 
tion no matter what the difficulties and hardships. 

The masters of the Korean revolution are the Korean people 
and Ihe Korean Communists. The Korean revolution must be 
carried out by the Korean people under the leadership of the 
Korean Communists. 

We should never forget Ihe biller lesson of the past when 
the communist and revolutionary movement in our country suf¬ 
fered severe damage and went through many Iwisls and turns 
because the sectarians took to flunkeyism. 

The Korean Communists must carry on revolutionary strug¬ 
gle by their own faith and build up their own strong revolution¬ 
ary forces and firmly rely on them in leading Ihe Korean revolu¬ 
tion to victory. 

Revolution In each country is a link in the chain ol world 
revolution and a component part of it. It is carried on with 
powerful assistance from Ihe world revolutionary forces. II is lire 
internationalist duty ol the Communists of each country to light 
energetically for the triumph of the world revolution. 

Powerful assistance from the world anti-imperial!*! forces 
is very important in our national-liberation struggle against the 
military-feudal Japanese imperialist aggressors who are allied 
with world imperialism. 

But no matter how great Ihe assistance of the international 
revolutionary forces may be. the Korean Communists cannot 
lead the Korean revolution to victory if they fail to map out the 
line, strategy and tactics for the revolution to fit the realities of 
their country and. on this basis, solidly build up their own rev¬ 
olutionary forces. 

The Korean Communists will continue to strengthen solidar¬ 
ity with the international revolutionary forces, reject flunkey¬ 
ism and Right and "Left" opportunism, take a firm independent 
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Slniul in leading the Korean revolution, and fulfil the historical 
cause oi national liberation without fail. 

Victory ami glory belong to the Korean Communists who 
are fighting unyieldingly under the unfurled banner of the Ko¬ 
rean revolution. 

Long live the Korean revolution!

Speech Addressed to the Political Cadros 
and Political Instructors of tho 
Korean People's Revolutionary Army 

September 15. 1913 


Today when the great event of national liberation Is at 
hand I am going to talk to you about the need to intensify tin- 
study ol the homeland and also about some urgent tasks. 

The world situation is rapidly turning in favour of the rev¬ 
olution, and the great event ol national liberation Is now the 
order of the day. 

The fascist nations Japan, Germany and Italy—Dial un¬ 
leashed World War II with the object of dominating the World 
are going downhill step by step as lime goes on. 

Backed stealthily by the US and British imperialists, fascist 
Germany treacherously surprised the Soviet Union with a huge 
force of 170 divisions, reinforced by aircraft and tanks. They 
boasted that they would dclcal the Soviet Union within a few 
months. But the Soviet people and the Red Army led by great 
Comrade Stalin gradually resolved the unfavourable situation 
that prevailed in the first stage of the war. Single-handedly they 
checked fascist Germany in her frantic attack for which she had 
mobilized all internal forces as well as the military force, man- 
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power and resources o( the 14 European countries already under 
her occupation, and they took the counteroffensive. 

Early this year at Stalingrad, the incomparably brave Rea 
Army crushed fascist Germany's 30 crack panzer divisions equip¬ 
ped with the latest weapons, marking a new turning point in the 
Soviet-German war. It is evident that the fate of the fascist Ger¬ 
man army was decisively sealed at Stalingrad. 

The Red Army has now driven the German aggressors back 
to the vicinity of the Dnieper, and before long will destroy all the 
aggressors on Soviet territory and win a great victory. 

Firmly believing Germany's victory over the Soviet Union a 
fait accompli, the Japanese imperialists had started an adventur¬ 
ous Pacific War. But they are also suffering one defeat after 
another on the vast fronts of China. Southeast Asia and the 
Pacific. 

On the Chinese front, the Japanese imperialists are gradual¬ 
ly getting Into hot water owing to the counterattack of the 
Eighth Route Army and the New Fourth Army led by the Chinese 
Communist Parly. The greater part of their armed forces sent our 
to the Chinese Iront along with the puppet army were directed 
into operations calculated to "wipe out" the Eighth Route Army 
and the New Fourth Army, but one after another their “punitive 
operations" have come to grief. In north China the Eighth Route 
Army is gradually expanding its liberated area. 

The Japanese imperialists planned to surprise the Americans 
in Pearl Harbor of Hawaii and administer a mortal blow to the 
US Pacific Fleet and then, before the United States could re¬ 
cover. seize a wide area of Southeast Asia. They then planned to 
plunder the rich natural resources such as oil and rubber, so 
that they would meet their shortage of strategic materials and 
cope with the protracted war. Their daydream was that this 
would enable them to defeat the US and British forces in South¬ 
east Asia and in the Pacific together with Germany's victory over 


the Soviet Union. But they have already completely lost balance 
in the Pacific and are suffering defeat after defeat. 

Italy has surrendered and Germany and Japan have begun 
to retreat hastily. 

When we analyse World War II. there is no doubt that the 
fall of the Japanese imperialists is inevitable and that the 
great event of national liberation is at hand. 


I. ON THE NEED TO STUDY THE 
HOMELAND WELL 


Today, with the great event of national liberation almost in 
sight, one of our most Important tasks is to study the homeland 
well. 

A good knowledge of our country and our people is essential 
for us to discharge our duties successfully ns patriots and Com¬ 
munists and carry out the Korean revolution with honour. 

In order to carry the responsibility for the Korean revolution 
we must be well versed in the history and geography of the 
homeland and be well informed about its brilliant cultural tradi¬ 
tions. This is indispensable to us in fostering ardent patriotism, 
increasing our readiness to serve the country and the people with 
devotion, and in educating our people by understanding Iheir 
preferences and so persuading them to become actively involved 
in the revolutionary struggle. 

At the same time, a good knowledge of our history, geogra¬ 
phy. economy and culture is essential for us Communists to 
apply Marxist-Leninist principles creatively to the realities of our 
country, take an independent attitude and form our own views in 
regard to the revolution in our country. 
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Also, for the purpose of saving our fine national traditions 
and national riches from the Japanese imperialist colonial 
rulers’ policy of national eradication, we must know well about 
our history, geography and culture 

Not only are the Japanese Imperialists now intensifying their 
cruel colonial plunder of our people in order to make up for 
their successive ignominious setbacks in the war, but also, with 
the object of erasing our country off the map for ever, they are 
openly pursuing the national assimilation policy, raving about 
the "same ancestry" and “oneness of Japan and Korea". Distort¬ 
ing or deleting our time-honoured brilliant history and cultural 
traditions and widely propagating the "samurai spirit" oi the 
"Empire’s subjects", these colonial rulers of Japanese imperial¬ 
ism are trying to stamp out all that is Korean. In order lo pre¬ 
vent Korea’s resurrection, they forbade the use of our language, 
spoken and written. Furthermore, they prohibit the Koreans 
from using their proper names, forcing them to change their 
names according lo Japanese fashion, such as "Ushllchiro” and 
"Um'asaburo”. 

Now that Ihe Japanese imperialists are making a Iremied 
attempt to erase the history and culture of our nation and Korea 
for ever, we, the true patriots of Korea, must study our homeland 
well. This is one of our most important revolutionary tasks. 

We must study our country hard in order to reconstruct our 
liberated country well in the future. 

The commanding officers and soldiers of the Korean People's 
Revolutionary Army arc all fighters who have taken Ihe road 
of revolution from a burning desire to restore the Japanese-im- 
perialists-ridden homeland and build a new society of happiness 
in ii liberated country. Even amidst the difficult conditions ol 
hard battles being waged against the Japanese imperialist army 
of aggression, we have been working to instil a sound, revolu¬ 
tionary world outlook into the commanding officers and soldiers 
of the KPRA, with particular stress on an intensified study ol 


Marxist-Leninist principles and the lines, strategy and tactics of 
the Korean revolution. 

The current situation with the great event of national libera¬ 
tion last approaching makes it imperative that while studying 
Marxism-Leninism we acquire a deep knowledge needed for the 
build-up of Ihe economy and culture in n liberated homeland. 

As Communists ol Korea, how can we expect lo cope ade¬ 
quately with the Korean revolution without being well versed in 
the history, culture, nature and geography oi Korea and the good 
ethics and customs ol its people? 

Korean Communists must know well, boast of and love ar¬ 
dently Ihe 5,000 years of our people's history and brilliant cul¬ 
ture and the physical aspects and rich resources of the homeland. 
T'ey must hold to the lofty ideal and firm resolve lo build a 
• emmunisl society, a paradise for the people, in their beautiful 
country. 

In the first place, we must make a thorough study of our 
history. 

When wc soy we must study the history, we mean that we 
must be acquainted with the history of our people’s struggle and 
creative activities, not the history of kings or oilier feudal rulers. 

A solid knowledge of this history Is indispensable lo us in 
order lo develop an ardent lecling of pnlriotism and foster both 
national pride and revolutionary self-respect. 

From olden times our people waged an unyielding slruggle 
against the tyranny ol the feudal rulers and foreign invaders, 
and developed science and culture by their own creative labour 
and wisdom. Ih'js making Korea famous in Ihe East 

Our people are brave and resourceful. Industrious and 
peace-loving. In particular, our people are highly patriotic who 
fight indefatigably against foreign invaders in defence of the 
dignity of the nation. 

The invasion of our country by foreign aggressors has been 
ceaseless since ancient times, and it has been more rampant 
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especially during the latter part ol the 19th century, and after. 

From olden times the Korean people rose as one man in a 
holy war to defend their country and they repulsed the aggres¬ 
sors each time an invasion occurred. They defended their country 
heroically ns recorded In 5.000 years of honoured history. 

The history of our people in ancient times and in the Middle 
Ages was a history of struggle against aggression in defence ol 
the homeland—repulsing the invasions ol Sui and Tang and 
those of Khltan and Yuan to the north and curbing the invasion 
of the Japanese to the south. In modern times it has been a his 
tory Of anil-imperialist struggle, a history ol national-liberat on 
struggle, fought against the invasion ol the Japanese and US 

imperialists. . , , . 

Foreign aggressors invaded our country ceaselessly for 
ages, but were unable to break the patriotic loyalty and valour 
of our people at all. falling to bring them to their knees. 

The people of Koguryo were not only resourcelul and in 
trepid, but they regarded It ns the most honourable thing to 
defend their country with all their devotion. It was considered to 
be men’s duty to learn military arts and from childhood they 
were trained in running, riding, archery and fencing. The mili¬ 
tary arts were the basis ol all folk games and sporting contests 
There is a story about Ondal, a man of obscure birth, who was 
token into service after winning a hunting game and performed 
great feats in defending the country. This eloquently shows that 
in evaluating people in Koguryo importance was attached to 
their military accomplishments and their wisdom and bravery. 

Because the people of Koguryo were educated in patriotism, 
received military training and were disciplined to be brave from 
an early age. they acquired a high sense of national pride and 
ji stout heart and safeguarded the country's honour and the na¬ 
tion’s dignity by repulsing the three-million-strong invading 
army of Sui. the largest country on the Asian continent. 

The peoples of Silla and Paekje living in the southern part 


of our country firmly defended their territories with great forti¬ 
tude so that no foreign enemy dared to intrude. 

li in the period of the Three Kingdoms those three countries: 
Koguryo. Silla and Paekje had unitedly repelled the foreign 
invaders, our homeland would have been further developed. 

When hundreds of thousands of Khltan troops invaded our 
country the people of Koryo under the command of General Kang 
Gam Chan dealt them a crushing blow at the Amnok-gang River 
and at Kusong, thus saving the country. 

Under the Li dynasty, too. our people fought courageously 
against the foreign invaders. The feudal rulers, however, instead 
of taking measures to cope with alien aggression by strength¬ 
ening the national defence and training the army, only sang 
the praises ol peace and indulged in a life of ensc. Taking ad¬ 
vantage ol this, the vicious Japanese samurai invaded In great 
force in 1592. The feudal fillers who had been easy-going. neg¬ 
lecting the necessary day-to-day build-up ol defence, found 
themselves powerless to check the invasion. So they ran away to 
Ulju with the king, abandoning the country and people to the 
mercy of the Japanese Intruders. 

The sagacious and intrepid people of Korcn, however, fought 
the aggressors with valour everywhere—Namhae, Clilnju, Yonan, 
Pyongyang and other places. Admiral LI Sun Sin in command 
of a meagre naval force, defended the sea off the coast of Choi I a 
Province and slopped the advance ol Japanese invaders. They 
won a great victory through annihilating the Japanese naval 
force off the Island of Hansan-do. The patriots, including Kwak 
Jac U. raised armies of volunteers, defeating the Japanese in¬ 
vaders everywhere. Peasants, lower-grade officials and even 
monks living in seclusion in mountains raised volunteer armies 
and even the women fought with them. The people fought for 
seven years with a "do-or-dic” spirit against the atrocious and 
heinous Japanese samurai and at last drove the enemies out oi 
their territory and thus defended national honour and dignity. 


In the middle of the 19th century when our country was in¬ 
vaded by the capitalist powers from Europe and America, the 
incompetent and bigoted feudal rulers indulged themselves in 
factional strife, greedy only for power and pleasure without any 
regard for the country and people, but our people unyieldingly 
fought against the aggressors. 

In I860 the people of Pyongyang sank the L'S pirate ship 
General Sherman which intruded into the Taedong gang River. 
Our people and soldiers also repulsed an invading French ship. 

In 1894 the peasants of Cholla Province started a peasant 
war directed against the nusgovermnont of the feudal rulers. At 
that time, too. the peasants and patriotic soldiers and scholars 
not only fought the rulers, but also waged a bloody struggle 
agalnsl the Japanese army ol aggression that had made inroads 
into our country by taking advantage of its internal confusion 

As you can see. over a long period of 5.000 years the people 
of Korea fought unflinchingly against the lorcign aggressors 
and defended their country, demonstrating their ardent patriot 
ism, courage and indomitnhle spirit to the whole world. 

Bui the feudal rulers did not try to reject the foreign forces 
and foster the national resources to preserve the integrity of the 
country. Instead, they acted as flunkeys to the great powers 
and Indulged In factional strife, fawning upon lorcign forces and 
hacked by them, and ended by committing the never-to-be-par- 
doned treachery of selling the country over to the Japanese im¬ 
perialist aggressors. 

After the country was seized by the Japanese Imperialist' 
in 1910, our people unremittingly launched the Righteous Volun¬ 
teers’ Army Movement, the Independence Army Movement, the 
anti-Japanese movement of workers, peasants and youths and 
students, and so on. And in the latter part of the 1920's they 
waged a violent struggle against Japanese imperialism and its 
lackeys. 

Particularly in the early 1930’s, we, the Communists who are 
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true patriots, organized and pursued a heroic anti-Japanese arm¬ 
ed struggle. We thus advanced the national-liberation struggle ol 
Korea to a higher stage, and over ten long years we dealt heavy 
political and military blows to our enemy, Japanese imperialism, 
pushing it towards its doom. 

The intelligent and brave people of Korea will never suc¬ 
cumb and the Korean spirit will remain alive for ever. The anti- 
Japanese national-liberation struggle ol the Korean people guid¬ 
ed by the all-conquering revolutionary ideas of Marxism-Lenin¬ 
ism is bound to win and our homeland will certainly be liberated. 
The day is not far off when the Korean spirit will be demon¬ 
strated to the whole world. 

By intensely studying the glorious history of the struggle of 
the Korean people, we must cultivate even further ardent patriot¬ 
ism. national pride and burning hatred for the enemy. 

The Korean people is a talented, sagacious and civilized peo¬ 
ple who also developed brilliant traditions In science and culture. 

Our forefathers in ancient times created a resplendent cul¬ 
ture which contributed to the flowering of the civilization of the 
East. 

From olden times our people began to produce iron. In the 
period of the Three Kingdoms they made and used Ironware 
widely in their daily life and displayed a high degree of crafts¬ 
manship in gold, silver and bronze. 

In the first half of the 7th century our ancestors already 
built Chomsongdae, the world-famous astronomical observatory, 
thus greatly contributing to the development ol meteorology and 
astronomy. 

Architecture was a well developed art in the period of the 
Three Kingdoms. The nine-storied pagoda of the Hwangryong- 
sa Temple was built in the 7th century and the Tabo-tap und 
Sokga-tap pagodas of the Pulguk-sa Temple have preserved their 
original appearance intact until today, over a thousand and sev¬ 
eral hundred years later. All this proves eloquently the develop- 
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ment of architecture in those days. The mural paintings of the 
ancient tombs of Koguryo which are not discoloured though 
thousands of years have passed, and the stone statues and reliefs 
of Sokgurmn '(a rocky cavern) of Silla also display the high level 
of the ancient art of our country 

Our country also saw music and dance highly developed 
in ancient times. Our ancestors promoted music with the pro¬ 
duction of excellent national instruments such as kayogum and 
komungo and developed a folk dance which was outstanding in 
its graceful, rhythmical movement. 

Our advanced culture, metallurgy and ceramics had already 
been spread abroad during the period of the Three Kingdoms 
and become famous. At the same time the artisans, architects, 
painters and scholars sailed across the sea to Japan and spread 
knowledge of our literature and crafts, thus strongly influencing 
Japanese cultural development 

The people of Koryo greatly developed the printing Industry 
by Inventing metal type for the first time in the world and manu¬ 
factured the Koryo ceramics which the world values as treasures 
because of their distinctive colours, patterns and model*. All 
these mode our country famous. 

Our people who hod used ridu characters tor writing ever 
since the period of the Three Kingdoms produced the llunmin- 
jongum (Korean script), the most advanced characters, in the 
year 1444, and thus greatly helped to develop our culture. 

Even when the feudal rulers who had fallen a prey to flun- 
keyism were idling their time away, reciting the Confucian scrip¬ 
tures and chanting poems about the beauties of nature, the peo¬ 
ple were putting their distinguished talents to use and produced 
works of art worthy of world praise. And. together with tech- 
nlcians, they invented the original mighty "Turtle Boat", the 
world’s first iron-clad warship. 

Through the quoted examples, we can realize clearly how 
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talented and wise our people are and how greatly our nation lias 
assisted mankind's development of science and culture 

We Communists must know more about, and learn to value, 
the traditions of science and culture established by our ancestors. 
By do::ig so. we will be able to develop science that genuinely 
serves the people and helps to build a new society, and will be 
able to create a national culture, democratic and socialist, in a 
liberated country. A new socialist national cullure never arises 
out of nothing. It :s created by critically inheriting and develop¬ 
ing the excellent traditions ol our national culture handed down 
frem generation to generation In order to create a new socialist 
national cullure we must be well aware of the fine traditions of 
our national culture, and critically analyse and appreciate them. 

Ours is a single nation with fi.OOO years of history; it is a 
valorous, ambitious nation that has been vigorously lighling a- 
gainst foreign invaders and successive reactionary rulers from 
olden times; and It is .< talented nalion that has contributed 
greatly to mankind's development of science and culture. 

We are Communists who love the homeland and the people 
more ardently than anybody else We musl further heighten our 
national self-respect and pride ns Koreans and have lire revolu* 
tlonary self-confidence and pride as fighters who have been wag¬ 
ing the ten or more years of bloody struggle for the liberation and 
independence of the country Without such feelings one becomes 
.1 pitiable and servile national nihilist, that Is. a flunkey. 
Flunkcylsm and national nihilism are, in the long run. bound to 
lead one to betray and ruin one's country and nation. Being most 
ardent lovers of the country and the people, wc Communists 
must resolutely fight against national nihilism and flunkeyism 
which ignore our nation and the history of our country. 

If we had lacked that intense patriotism which defends the 
dignity of our country and loves our nation, we would not have 
become true patriots and Communists faithful to Ihe revolution 
of our country. As we had Ihe ardent spirit of loving ami valuing 
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the country and nation more Ilian anyone else, we could begin 
the struggle to liberate the Japanese-iinperialists-ridden home¬ 
land and people and become today's fine Communists who have 
been firmly armed with the revolutionary world outlook of Marx¬ 
ism-Leninism and tested in the prolonged revolutionary struggle 

We must have a good knowledge not only of the country’s 
history but also of Its geography. 

The ultimate goat of our revolution is to make our country 
rich and mighty so that our people will lead a full and happy 
life. In other words, it is to build a paradise ol socialism and 
communism in our country. Who builds this paradise? We must 
do it by ourselves. Wc must defeat the Japanese imperialists and 
then construct in the homeland a socialist state like that of the 
Soviet Union with an advanced Industry and agriculture. To this 
end wc must exploit our abundant natural resources to recon¬ 
struct and develop all Helds ol the economy Including industry 
agriculture and fisheries. 

Our country has every condition to build a rich, strong, inde 
pendent and sovereign state, whether from the viewpoint of area 
or population or resources 

Situated in the east of the Asian continent, our country 
borders the continent on the north and its three sides—cast, west 
and south-face on the sea. It covers an area of more than 
220.000 square kilometres with a population of 23 million— 
neither too big nor too small. Among those countries known as 
being powerful or civilized in the world there are many far 
smaller than our country both in area and the population. As 
regards natural resources few countries are richer than ours 

It has huge deposits of hundreds of kinds of valuable and 
useful minerals including iron ore. a veritable treasure house 
with gold, silver and jewels. 

Over the Paekmu Plateau, the northern region of our coun¬ 
try, an inexhaustible deposit of magnetic iron ore is buried and 
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the western plain areas abound in good-quality limonlte. The 
estimated iron ore deposits already amount to thousands of mil¬ 
lions ol tons and the figure is expected to increase. 

High-catoric bituminous coal abounds in the northern re¬ 
gion. and anthracite in South Pyongan Province and in the Tae- 
back-san range of central Korea. Coal supplies are inexhaustible, 
more than our people can consume for many generations. 

And our country is so rich in gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, 
black lead, molybdenum, magnesite and other valuable metals 
and ores that the world might well be envious. Moreover, quan¬ 
tities of limestone can he found everywhere. 

Wc have rich power resources, particularly hydroelectric 
power. In the northern region Including the Kaeitta Plateau 
which is called the rool of the country there are hydro-power re¬ 
sources enough to produce several million kw of electricity. If 
we turn the flow of water to the Hast Sea from the Kaema and 
Pujon Plateaus, wc can find many places suitable for building 
power stations, thanks to Its great lulls. In lacl the llochon- 
gang. Chnngjln-gang and I’ujon gnng Power Stations arc 
situated there, and the Supung Power Station with a generating 
capacity ol 700.000 kw. the biggest in the Hast, also relies on the 
northern hydro-power resources. If wc make better use ol those 
resource.', we would turn out millions more kw of electricity. I his 
will make our count!y rich in electricity. 

Our country produces the most nutritious rice In the world. 
In the south there are the Mnngyong Plain ol Klmje, the Ryong- 
nam and Kyonggi Plains where millions ol soft of good-quulity 
rice are produced every year and in the north are the Yonback. 
Namuri and Pura Plains. Over 15 million soft of rice ore annual¬ 
ly turned out in more than one million chongbo of paddyflclds. 
If we establish a people’s stale some day and reclaim the tide- 
land along the west coast, wc would obtain hundreds of 
thousands of chongbo of fertile lands to produce several million- 
soft ol rice. Our hills are suitable lor fruit growing. So Korea. 
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is famous (or all sons of fruits the apples of Hwangju, Taegu. 
Anbyon and Pukchong; the oranges and persimmons o: the south 
coast; the pears of llaeju and Tokwoit; and the sweet chestnuts 
of Pyongyang and Chungsan 

Our country is surrounded by the sea on three sides and 
therefore abounds in marine resources. Adjoining one of the 
world's three major fishing grounds, the East Sea has various 
kinds of fish, nnd yields an abundant catch. In spring shoals of 
mackerel nnd anchovy come up from the south while shoal* oi 
herring come from the north. In summer sardines come up just 
off our coast nnd in winter myonglae, Korea's 3pecla! product, 
come in swarms. Once these cruising fish are netted, the catch 
could reach millions of tons The East Sea is rich in tasty fishes 
such ns trout and yellowtall, and the South Sea and the West 
Sea nlso have plentiful marine resources. 

The natural resources of our country arc really abundant. 
But our people do not enjoy the benefits of those rich resource' 
Today the Japanese Imperialists. In an attemi ure the huge 
military supplies needed for the aggressive war against China 
nnd for the Pacific War, annually plunder Korea c( 8,000 million 
kwh of electricity, over three million tons of iron ore. over five 
million tons of coal, nnd over 800.000 tons of cement. They ship 
to Japan more than ten million soft of rice, or over two-third* oi 
total annual output, over 100.000 head of cattle and the seafoods 
produced in the I nst, West and South Seas. Their piratic plunder 
has rapidly exhausted the natural resources of our country. So 
that these rich resources can truly serve tiic people's welfare, we 
must defeat the Japanese imperialists and establish a people’s 
state owned by the workers and peasants If we establish a peo¬ 
ple’s state and then develop power, coal, metal and chemical in¬ 
dustries and agriculture and fisheries, using our abundant re¬ 
sources. our country would become wealthy, powerful and civi¬ 
lized. with advanced industries, and our people would live on 
rice and meat, a dream cherished by them for thousands of years. 
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By then as many as a hundred million population, not just the 
present 23 million, will be well-off. 

Our country is not only abundant in natural resources, but 
in beautiful natural scenery. Everywhere we can see hills and 
mountains and clear rivers, presenting a picturesque view. Beau¬ 
tiful mountain ranges—the sky-kissing Ml. Packdu-san in the 
north, then Mt. Kumgang-san and Mt. Taebaek-san, and Mt. 
Halla-san in Cheju-do Islandl Vast plains stretch endlessly, 
drained by the rivers of Amnok-gang, Tuman-gang, Taedong- 
gang. I Inn-gang, Rakdong-gang, Kum-gang and many others 
that wind their way to the east, the west and the south! And 
iln wonderful landscape along thousands of miles ol coastal 
lines! Korea is. indeed, a beautiful land of 3,000 ri. Moreover, 
there arc many hot springs including lliosc In Climil and Vang- 
dok. and spas are found in Sambnng, Kangso and all the oilier 
parts of the country. 

Our country will become a happy land If the beautiful moun¬ 
tains. crystal waters nnd picturesque scenery all servo the peo¬ 
ple to promote their health and recreation! Wo must liberate (U 
country as soon a* possible, build rest centres for the working 
j»copl* in scenic spots, and erect sanatoria where there Is clear 
water .rnd fresh air to promote the health of our people. 

There are many countries on the globe, but those as beautiful 
ar.d good to live In as our homeland arc rare. A country with 
picturesque mountains and rivers, its fertile land producing vari¬ 
ous cereals and fruits and its underground deposits ol gold, 
silver and other treasures, the country where an intelligent, gal¬ 
lant and civilized people are living—what a proud and precious 
homeland it isl 

Today, however, our people are leading the worst life In the 
world and cur brilliant national culture with its 5,000 years of 
traditions is losing its colour. They have no right to eat at will 
the rice produced by themselves, nor the freedom to travel about 
their own territory. Numerous compatriots, brothers and sisters 
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are on the brink of starvation. Unless we defeat the enemy. Japa¬ 
nese imperialism, and establish a people’s state whose power 
belongs to workers and peasants, a beautiful land of Korea 
would not bring us joy. nor would gold, silver and other valu¬ 
ables, even if they were boundless, make our people well-off. 

We Communists, the revolutionaries of Korea, must drive 
out the Japanese imperialists and achieve the age long dream of 
national liberation, thus building on our territory of 3,000 ri 3 
paradise of communism which the world might well envy. For 
the realization of this historical cause we have been lighting in- 
defatlgably for 10-odd years, and we will continue to fight in 
future, too. 


2. ON SOME PRESSING TASKS 


Today, In World War II. ihe Japanese imperialists find 
themselves hi a tight corner ami are becoming more desperate 
as their days are numbered. 

Their oppression and plunder of the Korean people have 
reached their zenith since the Pacific War. They hove over three 
divisions of their army permanently stationed in Korea, while 
largely extending the machinery of fascist repression including 
police and gendarmes. The enemy is engrossed In the bestial 
suppression ol Koreans, arresting and imprisoning them without 
any reason under the name of "rebellious Koreans" whenever 
they act suspiciously. 

The Japanese imperialist policemen are beating indiscrimi¬ 
nately even ihe aged under Ihe pretext of "unpatriotic persons" 
if they fail to learn by heart Ihe "Oath of the Empire’s Subjects" 
in Japanese, and severely punishing Ihe children on the “charge" 
of speaking their mother tongue. 
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The Japanese imperialists are not only making a desperate 
effort to erase everything Korean but also plundering a huge 
amount of labour forces and materials under the signboard of 
the "successful conclusion ol war". They are forcing a number of 
Korean youths into the battlefields as conscripts and "student 
soldiers”, only to use them as cannon fodder. Besides, they have 
drafted almost all the able-bodied young and middle-aged Ko¬ 
reans for forced labour without pay in coal mines and construc¬ 
tion sites lor military eslablishments In Japan. 

Those who escaped labour requisition have been forcibly 
dragged into the "national service brigade" and are worked 
cruelly and endlessly for nothing. Young pupils, too. have to 
undertake backbreaking labour under the pretext ol "working 
service" all the year round. 

In order to meet llic increasing demands of Ihe war, Ihe 
Japanese imperialists are Intensifying Ihclr economic plunder 
more than ever before, thus depriving the Koreans of even brass 
vessels, spoons and chopsticks. 

Greatly inspired by Ihe military and political activities of 
our People's Revolutionary Army, the Korean people are Intensi¬ 
fying the anti-Japanese struggle under difficult circumstances 
seeing that the enemy’s fascist suppression has reached its cli¬ 
max. The workers continue to go on with various forms ol strug¬ 
gle including strikes, sabotage and mass escape at the factories, 
the important construction sites, ports and munitions plants In 
Seoul. Pyongyang. Chongjin, Hungnam, Pusan and other prin¬ 
cipal industrial cities. The peasants are unyieldingly fighting 
against the forced delivery of produce, murderous war burdens 
and coercive mobilization. The ideological movements and school 
strikes by teachers and students are frequent. The young and 
middle-aged people combat military service, drafting and forced 
labour. Particularly, in response to the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, the masses show an ever-increasing trend towards 
hand-to-hand lighting with weapons, and many youths and stu- 
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dents are trying to get in touch with the Korean People's Rev¬ 
olutionary Army. 

In defiance of the tight cordon of the Japanese imperialists 
posted along the border line with the permanent marshalling of 
their armed forces hundreds of thousands strong, detachments oi 
the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army have marched deep into 
the homeland and attained great victories by their smart action. 
The main unit is now making successful political and military 
preparations for the great event oi national liberation. 

Although the Japanese imperialists .ire desperate in their 
attempt to escape their doom, the internal and external situations 
are changing decidedly in favour of the revolution. 

However, no matter how mature the revolutionary situation 
at home and abroad may be. a decisive victory In the revolution 
cannot be won unless the Korean Communists, the leading force 
of the Korean revolution, act as the host to organize and mobilize 
the masses successfully. 

We must put nil our energies and talents into the struggle 
to hasten the great event of national liberation as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

In order lo meet this great event with lull preparation, we 
must further strengthen the military and political activities of the 
Korean People's Revolutionary Army to reinforce our own rev¬ 
olutionary forces and thus get the Whole nation ready for the 
general mobilization for the final battle with the Japanese impe¬ 
rialists. 

Firstly, for this purpose, wc must step up the anti-Japanese 
national united front movement on a nationwide scale and firmly 
unite all patriotic forces of the country, thus, laying a solid mass 
basis for fighting it out with the burglar, Japanese Imperialism. 

The anti-Japanese national united front movement in our 
country has made a rapid advance since the founding of the As¬ 
sociation for the Restoration of the Fatherland in May. 1936. 

The lower organizations oi tiie association have become 
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widespread in the areas along the rivers of Amnok-gang and 
Tuman-gang and its networks spread deep into the homeland, 
uniting the people from all walks of life around this united front. 

Since 1939 the united front has branched out over the north¬ 
east part ot Mt Paekdu-san and many other places of the home¬ 
land. despite the harsh suppression of the Japanese imperialists. 

However, all the anti-Japanese patriotic forces throughout 
the country are not yet fully involved in the anti-Japanese na¬ 
tional united front. If wc fail to firmly organize and unite nit 
forces opposing Japanese imperialism, we cannot have a solid 
mass base for a decisive battle with the enemy, which will break 
out at home in the near future. Therefore, we must expand and 
strengthen the united front organizations all over the country, 
and organize and rally all forces that can join hands with us. 
This is a key factor in deciding the late of our last battle, Wc 
must form the lower organizations of the front In various places 
by sending many more competent political workers to the home¬ 
land and unite all the anti-Japanese forces youths and students, 
intellectuals, conscientious national capitalists and patriotic men 
ot religion with workers and peasants as their core. This organ¬ 
izational and political work must ho done energetically. 

The objective situation in the homeland is now unprecedent¬ 
edly favourable for strengthening and developing the anil- 
Japanese national united front. The last-ditch suppression and 
plunder by the Japanese imperialists have placed all the Ko¬ 
reans in a dreadful predicament, irrespective of their political 
views, property, knowledge and religious beliefs. Workers are 
either drafted or forced to hard toil at munitions factories, equal 
to a life behind bars. They have to slave endlessly, eating only 
100 grammes of Manchurian bean dregs tor each meal. 

It is needless to mention their low wages and the inadequate 
labour protection. 

The peasants are in a much worse plight. The crop has been 
sharply decreased because they till devastated lands without 
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Ilic young men. Siil! worse, most of their harvests are plundered 
by the Japanese imperialists, the landlords and officials, with 
'the result that the peasants find it very difficult to make a living. 

Curtailed statistics issued by the Japanese imperialists show 
‘that more than 50 per cent of peasant households have run out 
of provisions in spring dearth. In fact, all of the peasants live on 
-arrowroots unearthed from under the snow in winter and grass¬ 
roots in spring. What is more, the enemies bleed Ihe poor coun¬ 
tryside of Korea dry by imposing upon the peasants all sorts of 
war burdens such as the "national defence donation", the "arms 
contribution" and the "lottery ticket". 

The students and intellectuals are also in the worst state 
of misery. The war lias forced the closure of schools. All the uni¬ 
versity and college students, whose number could lie counted on 
•our fingers, have been conscripted under Ihe name of "student 
soldiers" and the secondary schools have been turned into milita¬ 
ry training camps. Even the pupils of primary schools have to 
•do military training and the days spent for the forced labour arc 
more Ilian the actual school days. 

The situation of workers, peasants and all other sectors of 
Ihe Korean people today is at its lowest ebb. Therefore, every 
Korean bitterly laments over Ihe stale of this world by saying 
"When will il come to an end?" and thirsts for the day when the 
Korean People’s Revolutionary Army will defeat the Japanese 
•imperialists and liberate our nation. 

Under these circumstances, if we actively promote Ihe anti- 
Japanese national united front movement, the broad masses of 
all strata except a handful of Japanese fellow-travellers and trai¬ 
tors to the nation, would vie with each other in joining it. So 
today, when the enemy's repression and murder is at its peak 
and a tight cordon is placed around us. we must acquire a pro¬ 
ficient method of political work and underground activities and 
make our energetic endeavours to organize and mobilize success¬ 
fully the masses for the final battle. 
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Secondly, we must build revolutionary bases as strong, or¬ 
ganizational centres in Ihe homeland. The main units of the Ko¬ 
rean People’s Revolutionary Army must have strong bases from 
which they may fight a last battle wilh Ihe thieving Japanese im¬ 
perialists. Without such bases we can neither rapidly reinforce 
ihe ranks of the Korean People's Revolutionary Army wilh the 
youths at home, nor train them in a short period, nor deal a 
decisive blow lo Ihe enemy. 

The building ol revolutionary bases in the home country 
can be fully realized when the prevailing situation and the 
balance of forces between friend and foe are taken into consider¬ 
ation. \s days go by, Ihe Japanese imperialists will be further 
isolated and their forces dispersed, finding themselves much 
vulnerable in our homeland. Then we will be able lo sel up Ihe 
revolutionary bases deep in the mountains in all parts ol the 
country and. relying on them, expand and reinforce the armed 
ranks, and lay the mass foundation. 

The mass foundation for building Ihe revolutionary bases 
is very good. We have already established the underground rev¬ 
olutionary organizations in Ihe homeland. A number of young 
people have evaded the lorced labour and conscription by the 
Japanese imperialists and hidden themselves In the mountains. 
And the youths in different areas have formed secret organiza¬ 
tions. have prepared weapons, nnd aic ready to Join the revolu¬ 
tionary army the moment it advances. Some of them have already 
got in touch with the Korean People’s Revolutionary Army and, 
others, to this end. ate coming to our units, breaking through 
Ihe death line. Therefore, if we sel up the revolutionary bases in 
the ranges of Rangnim and Taeback and other deep mountains 
in the country and call icr the Korean youths, many would flock 
together from all quarters. If we rapidly reinforce our armed 
ranks with the rallied youths and train them, with those who 
have been tested and brought up through the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle over ten years as their core, and wage a decisive 
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battle against Hie Japanese imperialists, we would certainly 
drive them out of our land and achieve the cause ci national 
liberation by our own efforts. 

Our main units should get ready for an advance into me 
homeland promptly if the situation arises. Then they should oc¬ 
cupy the mountains of various regions in North and South Ham- 
gyong Provinces. North and South Pyongan Provinces. Kang- 
won Province and Ihvanghae Province. Establishing contacts 
with the local leadership cadres we have already trained, we 
should enrol many patriotic youths including those who have 
escaped conscription and forced labour and arc wandering about 
in the mountains in quest of our units, and we should arm and 
train them In preparation for an impending decisive battle. 

To this end. we should form the main units beforehand ac¬ 
cording to the regions, organise the reserve units and prepare 
necessary weapons. 

Wo have ample opportunity to arm the revolutionary people 
at home, in case of emergency. There is a considerable slock ol 
arms seized from the enemy in lhc past period and we have every 
possibility of capturing his weapons and arming many more 
people when lhc great event takes place. Therefore, it is quite 
possible lo arm our rapidly increasing ranks, as over ten years 
of our combat experience shows. 

Meanwhile, we should see lo It that some of our units set 
up new guerrilla bases in cast and soulh Manchuria and further 
escalate the armed struggle so as to hold in check lhc Kwantung 
Army of Japan and assist the main units that may operate in the 
homeland. 

We have already trained our own leading cadres to liberate 
the country. We have not only the commanding officers with 
combat skills and rich experiences in military and political ac¬ 
tivities obtained during the fierce battles and in different cir¬ 
cumstances for ten-odd years, but we have also the political 
workers possessed with the excellent art of leader-hip and rev¬ 


olutionary work method whereby they are united as one with the 
people, lo organize and lead them. 

These revolutionary leading cadres are, indeed, a priceless 
treasure of the Korean revolution. If we form the whole nation 
into a combat unit with them as a framework In time oi need 
and launch a decisive battle against lhc Japanese imperialists, 
we shall be able to defeat these burglars. 

Thirdly, the entire force of commanding officers and sol¬ 
diers of lhc Korean People's Revolutionary Army should have 
everything in full readiness politically and militarily In order 
to meet the great event of national liberation. 

Victory in the revolutionary struggle depends largely on 
lhc political and ideological preparedness of the participants 
and mainly on lhc political mid tlicorcllcal level and the art of 
leadership of the commanding officers who organize and lead 
lhc struggle. However, even though the situation Is favourable 
and the conditions arc mature, these commanding officers will 
never lead the masses lo victory without correct strategy and 
tactics and scientific leadership based on the accurate Judgment 
on the balance of forces between friend and foe. Therefore, in 
order to meet the great event in readiness, it is most Important 
for us. the commanders of the revolution, to firmly arm ourselves 
with Marxist-Leninist revolutionary theory and possess correct 
strategy and tactics and the refined art of leadership. This is a 
pressing issue that arises before us not only to win a decisive 
battle for national liberation but also lo build a new country 
after defeating the Japanese Imperialists and thus liberating the 
homeland. 

Our task docs not come to the end with national liberation. 
We should build a people’s stale in our liberated homeland 
and make it rich, mighty and independent. If we arc ignorant of 
the revolutionary theories and the practical problems of state 
building, we will never carry out this honourable task suc¬ 
cessfully. So. the members of the Korean People's Revolutionary 
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Army should study more than ever before to raise their political 
and theoretical level. 

All the commanding officers and soldiers should, first oi all. 
study more profoundly the slralegic and tactical lines of the 
Korean revolution and be well informed about Korea including 
her history and geography. 

Also, they should raise their military technique to a higher 
level. 

All of them are national treasures, who have gamed rich 
fighting experiences in the fierce flames of guerrilla warfare for 
more than ten years. But the guerrilla warfare alone will not 
win the coming decisive battle against the thieving Japanese 
imperialists We will have to make n showdown with the strong 
Japanese army equipped with modern military techniques. Ac¬ 
cordingly. if wo fail in the application of various modern tac- 
llc$—offensive, landing and air-borne opcratlons-we cannot 
expect a successful battle with the aggressive troops of Japanese 
Imperialism. Therefore, we must combine up-to-date military 
techniques with our wealthy experiences of guerrilla warfare, 
and modern tactics with Ihe swift and peerless guerrilla tactics, 
and then annihilate the enemy, overwhelming him by strategy 
and tactics. 

For this purpose, it is essential for us to study and master 
the offensive and defensive tactics of a regular army and inten¬ 
sify tactical training, practising modern tactics such as amphibi¬ 
ous and air-borne operations. 

It is, of course, nol an easy job to finish in a short span ot 
lime the political and theoretical studies and the military stud¬ 
ies equivalent to the several years’ courses oi study in a regular 
college and military academy. 

However, wc are not mere students going :o school but rev¬ 
olutionary fighters carrying on the bloody revolutionary struggle. 
Our study is not a private affair for improving merely our own 
qualifications. It is our duty as those responsible for national 


liberation and the Suture destiny of the country, a militant task 
assigned to us by the beloved fatherland and the revolution. Rev¬ 
olutionaries are the iron-willed people who can do anything il 
necessary for the revolution. We are the revolutionary fighters 
who have overcome all difficulties and ordeals and won one vic¬ 
tory after another, by displaying the lofty revolutionary spirit of 
self-reliance in any adversity whenever the revolution demanded. 

The present commanding officers must be prepared to com¬ 
mand tens of thousands of officers and soldiers in the several 
higher ranks in future and the present soldiers must be deter¬ 
mined to become political or military cadres capable oi com¬ 
manding thousands of troops. 

You con.radcs must study for the day when the dreams ol 
the comrades-in-arms fallen in the sacred struggle for national 
lit>cration. so longing for the iulure homeland, the people’s coun¬ 
try and the future society of socialism and communism, would 
have come true If we study and train In a revolutionary and 
militant way with great stamina and menial altitude as becom¬ 
ing revolutionaries, wc can surely master any difficult theories 
and techniques in a short span oi time. 

The dork clouded homeland and people arc anxiously wait¬ 
ing for us and the acute situation Is urging us forward. Lei us 
meet the great event of national liberation in full readiness by 
studying and training hard wilh all our effort si 
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ON BUILDING THE PARTY, STATE AND ARMED 
FORCES IN THE LIBERATED HOMELAND

On the basis 
of our triumphant success we must continue to advance the 
Korean revolution and build a rich, powerful, sovereign and 
independent state through our own efforts. 


What should we do lo fulfil Ibis great task? 

We must first found a Marxlst-Leninist party which will 
be able to steadily guide the Korean revolution to victory. At 
the same time, wi must establish a people’s government to 
solve the question of power, the fundamental question in the 
lution, and build the people’s aimed forces which Will 
defend cur country, people and revolutionary gains. These three 
immediate tasks aie a revolutionary duty, (lie fulfilment of 
whi*.h brocks not a moment's delay in our revolution's rapid 
advance through the liberated homeland. 

We must push ahead dynamically with the building of n 
party, stale and army, relying on the invaluable revolutionary 
achievements and rich experiences gained In the course oi the 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. Thus we will without doubt cred¬ 
itably fulfil the historic task of building n new Korea.

At the present stage the most important and historic task 
before the Korean Communists is that of founding the Korean 
Communist Parly, which will be the General Stuff of the Ko¬ 
rean revolution and the vanguard detachment oi the working 
class. 

Without a revolutionary working-class party, the Gen fal 
Staff of revolution, we Will not be able to rally together the 
working people and broad sectors of other democratic forces 
cn the side of the revolution. Nor will we be able to success¬ 
fully establish a people’s government and build the people's 
armed forces by organizing and mobilizing the masses. 

We have already laid the foundations of a unified Marxist- 
Leninist party in cur country. At the height of the anti-Japanese 
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armed struggle we fought hard battles to frustrate the con¬ 
spiratorial manoeuvres and subversive activities of internal and 
external enemies of all colours. Thus we overcame the funda¬ 
mental weaknesses manifested in the early years of the Ko¬ 
rean communist movement, and laid the firm organizational 
and ideological groundwork for Ihe building of a party. 

In the first place, we developed a new communist core 
of elements tried and tested in the actual course of the arduous 
revolutionary struggle, so as to lay solid foundations for build¬ 
ing our Parly now. 

In the early I930's when Ihe destiny of our nation was at 
stake, our finest sons and daughters took up arms lor the coun 
Iry's liberation and the people’s honour, fighting indcfatigably 
lor 15 years. In Ibis bloody struggle they became ardent rev- 
olutionarics, a dependable nucleus of Communists. 

We Communists who grew up In the flames of the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle are the staunchest revolutionaries 
Wfl not only overcame completely sectarlanlsm-thc cancer of 
our 1920's communist mov.-ment hut also equipped ourselves 
with the progressive ideas and theories of Marxism-Leninism 
Wc fought fiercely any adversity, unhesitatingly offering our 
youth and our lives to implement the correct line for the Ko¬ 
rean revolution. Thai is why we have enjoyed the absolute sup¬ 
port and love of the popular masses and in us lies their gre.it 
hope. We communist core elements, tested and trained in tin- 
actual revolutionary struggle, enjoying the people’s unreserved 
support and love, must now serve as the main force and or¬ 
ganizational backbone in Ihe construction of a Marxist-Leninist 
parly in the liberated homeland. 

During the anti-Japanese armed struggle the sectarian- 
flunkeys and the narrow-minded national chauvinists manoeu¬ 
vred feverishly to undermine the revolutionary ranks from 
within, taking advantage of the Japanese imperialists’ con¬ 
spiratorial machinations. We opportunely overcame their coun- 
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ter revolutionary plots and subversive activities, and closely 
united and cemented the revolutionary ranks with one idea 
and ill. making sure of the Marxist-Leninist purity of the 
communist ranks. 

Ibis provides the important guarantee ior our iuture Pnrty 
to promptly expose and crush any factional activities or sub- 
wisive and sabotaging manoeuvres on the part of the class 
enemies and ail kinds of opportunists It also guarantees that 
the Party will firmly defend the unity and cohesion of the 
ideology and w ill of its ranks, the life blood of a .Wnrxist-Lenin- 
ist party. 

Moreover, we established a firm mass foundation for Ihe 
Ini Iding ol a parly. To do this, during the anti-Japanese armed 
struggle wc palicntly conducted political work among workers, 
peasants and many other working people despite Ihe Japanese 
imperialists' rigid surveillance and brutal suppression. This 
w-as clfcolivc iii iquipping Hum with the revolutionary ideas 
of the working class and (ruining them through actual mass 
struggles against Japanese Imperialism. 

Wc can thus have tolal faith In the development of our 
Party, as the true defender and representative of Ihe Korean 
people’s interests. It will develop on a sound basis, having 
Mriuk deep roots among the working masses, maintaining 
kindred tics with the people. In this way our Party is now being 
built not on sand hut on the foundations of the organizational 
and ideological preparations made during the long and arduous 
anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

However, wc must never rest content on these assets. Wc 
should expect that our struggle to found, consolidate and de¬ 
velop the Party in the liberated homeland will face no less 
difficult and complicated problems than those we previously 
had to solve. 

The vast majority of our workers are not fully prepared, 
either organizational'.)- or ideologically, to be the leading class. 
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because they have not undergone organizational training and 
ideological education by their revolutionary vanguards. In ad¬ 
dition, because of nearly hall a century of Japanese imperialist 
colonial rule, our workers, peasants and other strata of the 
people are still considerably infected with all sorts of obsolete 
ideas implanted by the Japanese imperialists. What is worse, 
the absurd calumnies and slanders and demagogy leaped up 
by the Japanese imperialists and their lackeys against the Ko¬ 
rean Communists made many of our people distrust commu¬ 
nism and prejudiced them against it. This will be a great ob¬ 
stacle in the way of our Parly's efforts to take deep root in the 
majority of the working masses, win their support and trust 
and strengthen itself organizationally and ideologically In 
close contact with them. 

Wc must also expect that the sectarians and the renegades 
of the revolution who, thirsty for hegemony, were engrossed 
in their partisan strife, finally destroying the Korean revolu 
non. will again dlsgul a I temselvea on - and try 

to deceive and toy with our honest working masses What is 
more, the US Imperialist armed forces of aggression will be 
stationed in the southern half oi the country, routh of the -'ksth 
parallel. Taking this Into consideration, there will be many 
difficulties in our future activities. 

It is in this context that we must build a party, establish 
a people's government and carry out an antl-lmperiallst. anti- 
feudal, democratic revolution and thus build a rich, poweriul. 
sovereign and independent state. 

How then must we build a Marxist-Lenlnist party in our 

country? 

We must first build the Korean Communist Party, a uni¬ 
fied working-class party, as soon as possible. This will centre 
around the core of Communists foslered and tempered in the 
harsh anti-Japanese armed struggle. It is true that some o: 
the Communists who worked at home may be lacking in or- 
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ganizatio::al training and may not yet be free from the ideologi¬ 
cal aftereffects of sectarians. But we have a reliable core de¬ 
tachment prepared for the Korean revolution, the detachment 
i-orn and bred in the long armed struggle. If we put all our 
tiu>t in them and work with them broad-mindedly, they will 
:ake the correct path ol revolution. Only in this way, will we 
U able to prevent a split in our communist ranks, defend the 
unify and cohesion of the revolutionary ranks, and closely rally 
the working class and broad sectors of other revolutionary 
forces around the Party. 

The Korean Communist Party must in no way lie an or- 
ga.-ii/ilion for only a few Communists. It must be a mass politi¬ 
cal party which Is deeply rooted In the workers, peasantry 
and other working masses. It must become the experienced 
General Staff of (evolution which organizes and leads the con¬ 
struction ot a new Korea. Therefore, we must rapidly expand 
the Party ranks with those excellent people from among the 
workers, peasants and progressive Intellectuals. They will fight 
devotedly in Use Interests of the working masses and will play 
a most positive, vanguard role in establishing a democratic, 
sovereign and independent state. 

Furthermore, on the basis of the organizational principle 
of a Marxist-Leninist parly we must ensure the identity of 
ideology, purpose and action of all our ranks. There must be 
no factions. We will arm all the Parly members with Marxist- 
Leninist ideology and theory, establish voluntary iron discipline 
and hold fast to the principle of democratic centralism. In form¬ 
ing Party organizations particularly we must maintain high 
revolutionary vigilance against the subversive machinations 
and factional activities of political speculators and sectarians. 
Wc must promptly expose and smash them. 

In order that our Party may fulfil its mission and role as 
the General Staff of the Korean revolution, we must firmly 
prepare, politically and ideologically, the cadres of the Party. 
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They are its nucleus. They will be the most influential force 
in determining the destiny oi the Korean revolution. I mess 
we organize and steadily expand the fine communist ranks oi 
political cadres, we cannot raise the Party's leadership role 
Nor can we repulse alt our enemies within and without, or sue 
ccssfully build a rich, poweriul, sovereign and independent 
state. Therefore, our urgent task is to found the Party and, at 
the same time, develop well-qualified Party cadres who are 
armed with Mnrxist-Lcnlnlst ideology and theory and are ca¬ 
pable of defending and Implementing the Party's linos and 
policies. Fur this purpose we must first set up a training centre 
for Party cadres. 

If our Parly Is to i I tin I.I masses around itself and 

establish Its position ol leadership, we must also work to form 
mass organizations for different trades and strata. Without 
maintaining kindred lies with broad masses, the Party cannot 
become a genuine revolutionary organization. Without their 
protection and support, it cannot play Us part ns the vanguard 
of the working class. Whether or not we win the masses over 
to the fold of Ihe Party and the revolution is the vital question 
decisive fo (lit destiny of the Party and the out the rev¬ 
olution. Therefore, revolutionary organizational activity should 
always begin with mass organizational and political work. 

Even in Ihe darkest period oi Japanese imperialist colonial 
rule we sowed Ihe seeds of revolution among the people Wc 
tended Ihe seeds carefully despile all our difficulties and hard¬ 
ships mid saw them bear fruit; we relied on the strength oi 
Ihe masses and led the revolution to victory. In other words. 
Ihe leading nuclear forces of the Korean Communists were 
also born of the organized masses and developed with active 
popular support and protection. 

Therefore, the formation of mass organizations. Ihe trans¬ 
mission belts that link the Party with the masses, will be oi 
great significance. They will aid in consolidating anc develop¬ 


ing thv Party organizationally and ideologically, building up 
ihe revolutionary' forces and enhancing its leadership role. 

In instituting mass organizations, wc must above all or- 
;aiiiz* the youth, reserve forces of Ihe Party and the hope of 
the revolution. 

A vital problem, decisive in our country’s destiny, will be 
rallying around the Parly the youth, who are masters of a 
new society ami who can be depended upon to build a rich 
and strong country. That Is why wc quickly and dearly marked 
the:: role in the development of the revolutionary movement 
..nd paid deep attention to the youth work throughout our armed 
trugglc Both the preparation of Ihe organizational nucleus 
fer Party building and the founding and reinforcement ol the 
Anti-Japanese Guerrilla Army were started with the activities 
of the Young Communist League. Wc trained many youths as 
devoted revolutionary fighters by intensifying Ihe work of the 
Young Communist League mid oilier youth organizations. 

On the basis of Ibis experience wc must now unite the 
working youth and youth in other sectors such ns youth in 
tlu* rural ureas ami students Into a democratic youth organiza¬ 
tion forming an organized polllic.it detachment; wc must de¬ 
velop it into a vanguard which will light heroically In the foie 
of the struggle to build a new country, into Invincible revolu¬ 
tionary ranks with iron discipline. 

To unite and organize the women, who account for one 
half oi the entire membership of our society, is important in 
expanding and strengthening the revolutionary forces and ac¬ 
celerating the construction oi a rich and powerful new state. 

From ou: experience gained in women's activities during 
the anti-Japmcsp armed struggle, we know we must organize 
a w mm'' union embracing the broad sections of working 
women in conformity with the specific conditions of cur coun¬ 
try and the demands of the new situation. 
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The revolutionary consciousness of our women is very 
high, as they were subjects of multiple maltreatment and re¬ 
pression under the barbarous colonial rule of Japanese impe¬ 
rialism and the shackles of feudalism During the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle, in particular, the fine working women oi Korej 
fought as bravely as men for the country’s liberation and the 
people’s honour, and for their social emancipation and freedom. 
The women revolutionaries who were firmly equipped with the 
communist world outlook and matured in hard ordeals took 
up arms and (ought heroically, negotiating rugged snow cov¬ 
ered mountains. Even the forests of bayonets behind enemy lin.s, 
the cruel tortures or the gallows did not daunt them. They held 
fust to their revolutionary principles and defended the honour 
of the Communists. 

We must carry forward this brilliant tradition ol our re¬ 
sourceful and brave women fighters, so that all our women 
will play an important role in establishing a new countrj 

In building mass organizations we must also push ahead 
with the formation of trade unions. The role of the working 
class Is very important In building a new Korin It must always 
take the lead both In defending the revolutionary gains against 
the subversive and sabotaging manoeuvres ol all enemies within 
and without, and in constructing a prosperous, powerful, sov¬ 
ereign and independent state. It should guide the masses by 
setting a practical example. To do this we must unite the work¬ 
ers into trade unions ns soon as possible, and give them or¬ 
ganizational and ideological training, enabling the working 
class to fulfil its historic mission with honour in building a new 
democratic Korea. 

To rally and organize the peasants, who account for more 
than 80 per cent of our population, and rouse them to the rev¬ 
olutionary struggle is one of the most important tasks now be¬ 
fore our Communists. 

Owing to the Japanese imperialists’ predatory colonial poli- 
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<v in our countryside, and their obscurantist policy towards our 
niit'.uii. our peasants lived a subhuman life, far behind modern 
civilization. 

I ho sagacious Korean people have a brilliant civilization 
oi (heir own over five thousand years old; they should develop 
it and join the advanced countries of the world in all spheres 
of politics, economy and culture as soon as possible. Before 
this can happen we must completely emancipate the peasants, 
who form the major part of our population, but who are the 
most backward, from the ideological remnants of Japanese im- 
per alism and feudal customs It is vital that we heighten their 
class awareness and educate them in patriotism and collec¬ 
tivism. so that (hey will be the main force in the construction 
of a new homeland, with the working class. To do this we must 
form a peasants’ union and firmly unite all of them within it-

The fundamental question In the revolution is that of power. 
We Communists, true patriots of Korea, and the revolutionary 
people organized and waged the protracted anti-Japanese armed 
struggle to destroy Japanese imperialism, establish u genuine 
people's government in the liberated homeland and build u 
prosperous new Korea. In the days of fierce and bloody battle 
wc fought all hardships, without fear of death, in order to es¬ 
tablish the government which would bring freedom and hap¬ 
piness to the people in the liberated country. 

Our desire to build a rich, powerful, sovereign and inde¬ 
pendent state which would be governed by the people came 
true at last when we accomplished our sacred task of national 
liberation. 
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So, wluit kind of gcvermncnt -should we establish in the 
liberated homeland? 

Because o( tite barbarous colonial rule ol Japanese impe¬ 
rialism the development oi capitalism was hampered in our 
country. It remained a colonial scmi-fcudal society for n long 
time. Because of this, the Korean people are still confronted 
with the task of carrying out an anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, 
democratic revolution. As far as the question oi power is con¬ 
cerned, in tlie light of the character and goal of our revolution 
at the present stage, we should establish a Democratic Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic which rc; nCltll the intertill of the entire Ko¬ 
rean people. 

Mu- i>- moCi iti P(opk • Rep must be nd d by the 
Koreans themselves, The Korean people are capable of setting 
up tlir.r own government and we have rich experience ol or¬ 
ganizing popular power. 

In the early days of the anti-Japan- armed struggle, we 
shattered the "Leftist" line of the sectarian flunkeys on estab¬ 
lishing a Soviet power and set up a people’s revolutionary 
government, a true people’s power. In the guerrilla liases or 
liberated areas. We stipulated the need for establishing a peo¬ 
ple's government in Article I of the Programme of the Asvo- 
ciatlon for the Restoration of the Fatherland and fought for 
a I-iig time to fulfil it If we now use this experience and 
maintain and implement the line of establishing a people's 
government; we will succeed in setting up a people's govern 
ment ol a new type in the liberated country. 

To build a Democratic People's Republic we must first 
organize, under the leadership of the working class, a dem¬ 
ocratic national united front. This will embrace various strata 
of the democratic forces such as the broad masses of peasants, 
intellectuals and conscientious national capitalists On this ba¬ 
sis. we will establish a people's government. Oars is united 
front to build a Democratic People's Republic, so it must in- 
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elude the patriotic, democratic forces of all spheres and lev¬ 
els workers and peasants who arc the real masters of the 
c -jntry, working intellectuals, urban petty bourgeoisie, and 
conscientious national capitalists—who want to construct a 
«•' mix'ratio independent state, and we must see to It that no 
reactionary forces such as pro-Japanese elements and traitors 
to the nation infiltrate this front. 

Furthermore, we must build a people’s government around 
. selected core of fine patriots wlto will work devotedly for the 
fatherland and people. 

We will ensure that our people's government, under the 
leadership of the working-class party, will rally around Itself 
n ‘> closely as possible the workers, peasants ami all oilier pat¬ 
riotic, democratic forces affiliated with the democratic na¬ 
tional united front. It should Isolate all the counterrevolu¬ 
tionary forces such as the pro-Japanese elements, traitors to 
the nation, reactionary landlords and comprador capitalists 
and serve as a powerful weapon in the class strugglo against 
them. 

In establishing a government, we Communists should nei¬ 
ther take a passive stand nor act In a conservative way. In 
fbrining a democratic national united Iron! or establishing a 
people's go\ I, the Communists must always take the 
initiative and perform an active leadership role, as irnntrank- 
ers and organizers leading various sectors of the popular mass¬ 
es. Wc cannot neglect even In the slightest the work of es¬ 
tablishing power in our homeland, liberated at the cost oi the 
precious blood of our revolutionary comrades-in-arms. Neglect 
would amount to betraying the wishes of the dead comrades 
and the long-cherished national aspiration of the Korean peo¬ 
ple Therefore, we must do everything in our power to establish 
a people's government, as early as possible in our land of 
3.000 ri where darkness prevailed for nearly half a century. 
This government will be a banner of freedom and liberation 
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for our people and will open up the road ahead to the pros¬ 
perity of the fatherland and the well-being oi iuture genera¬ 
tions. 

The struggle tor the establishment of power is a class 
struggle, a serious question of who will conquer whom. 

We must remember that some will take advantage of the 
complicated situation created in the liberated homeland. The 
sectarians who destroyed the revolution disguised as Commu¬ 
nists, the nationalists who degenerated into the servants of Jap¬ 
anese imperialism and even the pro Japanese agents will make 
frantic efforts to seize power and satisfy their brazen political 
ambitions disguising themselves as patriots. Therefore, wo must 
keep sharpest revolutionary vigilance and expose and smash 
every attempt by the enemy to conspire and subvert. 

What then is the programme of action for thi people's 
government at the present stage? It is as follow- 

I. To form a democratic notional united front embracing 
nil the patriotic, democratic forces of our country such as the 
workers, peasants, progressive intellectuals, conscientious na¬ 
tional capitalists and conscientious men ol religion and. on this 
basis, to establish a Democratic People's Republic. 

2 To ensure the freedom oi speech, the press, assembly, 
association and religious belief and guarantee citizens over 
seventeen years of age and of both sexes the rights to vote 
and to be elected 

3. To confiscate and nationalize all the factories enter 
prises, railways, banks, ships, farms, irrigation facilities ..ml 
all the properties owned by the Japanese imperialists. pro-Jap¬ 
anese Koreans and traitors to the nation. 

4. To confiscate the land of the Japanese nationals and 
reactionary pro-Japanese Korean landlords and distribute it 
free of charge to the landless or near-landless peasants. 

5 . To complexly liquidate the remnants of Japanese un 
perialism and all the elements left over by it. 
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6 . To introduce an eiglu-hour day and a minimum wage 
system to ensure the workers' living and provide the unem¬ 
ployed with jobs. 

7 . 1 o make sure that men in both the cultural and techni¬ 
cal spheres aie well treated in public life and improve their 
living conditions. 

8 . To revitalise the time-honoured, brilliant national cul¬ 
ture of the Korean people, develop our spoken and written 
language and gradually introduce a system of compulsory edu¬ 
cation. 

9. To enforce progressive Income tax system based upon 
the incomes ami living standards of the people, 

10 . To abolish the financial agencies ol Japanese impe¬ 
rialism and cancel all its usuries and credit'. 

11. To establish sexual equality in all spheres of political, 
economic and cultural life and pay equal wages for equal work. 

12 . To prohibit infringement upon human rights and any 
type of inhumane punishment. 

13. To promote friendship with peoples and stales Unit 
have dealings with the liberated Korean people and our in¬ 
dependent country on an equal footing.

For our country to become a fully independent sovereign 
state wo must found our own powerful national army capable 
of defending the country and people and safeguarding flic ad¬ 
vances made in the revolution. 

A country without its own national army can hardly be 
called 3 fully independent sovereign state. We did not use to

have a powerful national army oi our own. Tin* was one of 
the main reasons why our country was occupied by the Jap¬ 
anese imperialist aggressors. In the past the feudal rulers 
of the Li dynasty kept sonic armed forces merely to repress 
the people, bul they were powerless and insignificant. With 
these forces it was impossible to repel the Japanese Imperialist 
regular army of aggression equipped a> it was with modern 
weapons. 

II we do not found a powerful revolutionary army at the 
same time as establishing a people’s government in the lib¬ 
erated homeland, we will not be able to safeguard the rev¬ 
olutionary gains won at the cost of our blood against the 
armed invasion of foreign imperialists. We will again suficr 
the bitter experiences ol a ruined nation. 

At present our country is In an extremely complex situa¬ 
tion. Though the Japanese imperialists were defeated, it is 
rep Tied that the armed forces of US imperialism are to o« 
Korea south ol the 38th parallel. Ol course. th.- US imperial¬ 
ists formally sided with the Allies in fighting against the Jap¬ 
anese. German and Italian fascists in World War II and di¬ 
rectly participated in the war against Japan 

But we know well how the United States came into being 
and has expanded. US imperialism started stretching its ten¬ 
tacles of aggression lo our country towards the end of the 
I9tli century. In 1905 it helped the Japanese Imperialists to 
occupy Korea through the conclusion of a secret agreement 
between Kalsura and Taft. 

The aggressive army of US imperialism which has long 
been watching for a chance to invade our country is going 
to be stationed in the southern half of Korea. This political 
situation demands us to sharpen our revolutionary vigilance. 
It also poses as a most urgent task the founding of our own 
powerful national army lo defend the country and people against 
foreign imperialist aggressors. 


We must build a revolutionary regular army through our 
own efforts whatever the obstacles. 

We have solid assets for building 3 revolutionary regular 
army. In the gloomiest days of Japanese imperialist colonial 
rule the Korean Communists organized the Korean People’s 
Revolutionary Army, the first revolutionary people’s armed 
force in our country, with advanced workers, peasants and pat¬ 
riotic youth. The members of the People's Revolutionary Army 
united a> one man and fought bravely for tlu> liberation of the 
homeland and the honour of the nation. Through the trying 
ordeals of the 15-year long anti-Japanese armed struggle (or 
national independence and social emancipation, the Korean 
People's Revolutionary Army matured to become an army of 
invincible iron ranks, an army of cadres prepared politically 
and militarily. This means that firm foundations have already 
been laid for us. so that wc can build revolutionary regular 
armed forces, without any delay. 

We must form a revolutionary army with the sons and 
daughters of the workers, peasants and other working people, 
around the revolutionary lighters experienced in the trials of 
the anti-Japanese armed struggle. In building these new armed 
forces we must instil In our soldiers a fervent love for their 


country and people, a burning hatred for the enemy, revolu¬ 
tionary spirit to overcome any hardships and to stand on their 
uu:i feci. They must also learn the traditions of unity between 
men and officers and between the army ami people, revolu¬ 
tionary comradeship, the popular style of work, voluntary mil¬ 
itary discipline and a revolutionary way of life. All these were 
characteristics of the personnel of the People's Revolutionary 
Army during the anti-Japanese armed struggle. 

The foundation of revolutionary armed forces is a very 
important problem decisive in the destinies of Hie state and 
people We who are the cadres forming the leading core must 
participate directly in this work and take the initiative in it. 
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We must do all we can to build as soon as possible in the 
liberated homeland a revolutionary regular army, invincible 
ipcople's armed forces thoroughly equipped with Marxist-Lenin- 
,ist ideology. 


Comrades, 

II depends largely on our role as the leading core of Com¬ 
munists whether or not the three major tasks those of build¬ 
ing the Party, state and armed forces—in the liberated coun¬ 
try are successfully carried out. 

In order to satisfactorily fulfil these tasks we rust first 
educate the workers and peasants and all other sectors ol the 
broad patriotic forces and unite them firmly on the side of the 
•revolution; and we must actively organize and mobilize the 
•masses of the people, whose political enthusiasm has increased 
with the joy of liberation, hi our efforts to build the nation 
Only on the basis of this work and with the active support 
and participation of the broad masses of the people will it 
be possible lo accomplish these throe major tasks. 

True, our struggle to fulfil these tasks will encounter 
numerous difficulties nnd obstacles which we can hardly fore¬ 
see, and we will have lo tackle many complex problems. But 
we Communists do not fear difficulty; wc arc revolutionary 
optimists who believe in final victory under any adversity. We 
hnve the revolutionary trait of carrying through our tasks to 
the Ond however difficult they may be. In the days of the harsh 
anti Japanese armed struggle we fought for victory solely for 
the independence of the country and the liberation of the peo¬ 
ple, and we were undaunted by hardship and death, sleeping 
in the open air. If we work with the same indomitable spirit, 
we will be able to carry out successfully any difficult task 

We Communists do not look to revolution for high rank. 
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ii'.dividu <1 fame and career or wealth and pomp. We are fight¬ 
ing for the sovereignty and independence oi the country and 
the freedom and happiness of the people. We are fighting for 
socialism and communism. Whatever work we may do and 
wherever wc may do it. the question of rank or status must 
be irrelevant to us We must conscientiously fulfil our assign¬ 
ments. regarding them .is honourable. We must single-hearted¬ 
ly dedicate all our energy and talents to the interests of the 
country and people, to the interests of the revolution. 

Wc must work, always believing in and relying on the 
'trcngtli of the masses at any time and at any place. To do 
this we must go truly among the people and tench them nnd 
actively endeavour to learn from them. We will have lo grasp 
mid satisfy their demands and desires without hesitation and 
shire life and death, sweets and hitters with them, thus win¬ 
ning their support nnd trust. 

\\«- Have much more to learn ill order to build the Party, 
government and people's armed forces. Wc cannot succeed In 
these tasks with revolutionary zeal alone. Wc must have a 
h preparation politically, theoretically .ml practically. 
To this end. we must patiently study the advanced ideology 
and theory of Marxism-Leninism, make a deep study of the 
experiences of the advanced state, the Soviet Union, while at 
I Ik same time, accumulating one experience alter another in 
I he course of our actual work. 

True, it cannot be said that we are young when the ex¬ 
perience we gained in ovr revolutionary activities is consid¬ 
ered. Bui no matter what long experience we have In revolu¬ 
tion. ii wc do not constantly prepare and train ourselves polit¬ 
ically. we will become arrogant and indolent and fall behind 
|li«- developing reality. We will thus be unable to play our 
part as revolutionary cadres and become stragglers in the rev¬ 
olution. Therefore, we must at every opportunity seek and rem¬ 
edy difects in the actual revolutionary work, strengthen com- 
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radely criticism and self-criticism, examining ourselves regular¬ 
ly. In this way we will constantly prepare and train ourselves 
politically. 

Not only must we take the utmost care that we develop 
in the right direction but we must actively endeavour to pre¬ 
vent the emergence ol careerists and bureaucrats among the 
cadres of new Korea who will be engaged in all spheres ot 
Party and state activity. 

experience shows that careerists ultimately degenerate 
into (actlonalists. 

We must also nip in the bud any negative elements such 
as arrogance, bureaucratism; subjectivism an*! We 

must mercilessly combat all the leftovers of Japanese imperi¬ 
alism, 

In llils way wc will found our Communist Party, the van¬ 
guard detachment of the working class, and develop it into 
a powerful Marxlst-Leninisl party as early as possible W. 
must steadily push forward, with all the power we have, the 
establl ten* of* people's government and the building ol rev¬ 
olutionary regular armed forces. 


CLOSING IIP THE CONGRESS OF THE 
PROVINCIAL. CITY AND COUNTY 
PEOPLE S COMMITTEES OP 
NORTH KOREA 


Concluding Speech Delivered al a Congross 
of the Provincial, City and County Peoplo's 
Committees of North Korea 

February 20. 1947 


Delegates. 

At this congress we have triumphantly accomplished another 
work which will shine lorllt for ever in our history. 

Tlu- present congress has clearly shown that nil the dole- 
gates present here are true representatives of lire people, qual¬ 
ified to 'land at the head of lire people, bearing the destiny of 
the nation on their shoulders. 

The congress has vividly demonstrated that our people are 
firmly united around the people’s committee, their own power 
organ, and that they arc fully able to build on independent, 
sovereign state by their own hands. 

The democratic reforms carried out last year and the his¬ 
toric victory in the democratic election ni November 3 and then 
the resolutions adopted by the present congress have proved 
that our people earnestly desire a democratic life in all domains 
of politics, economy and culture and that they have sufficient 
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ability to materialize it ior themselves. Now no one can deny 
the ability of the Korean nation to build an independent and 
sovereign democratic state. If the reactionary clique oi Syng* 
man Rhee, Kim Song Sti and the like in Seoul had not disrupted 
the unity of cur nation and If the entire people of north and 
south Korea had fought united as one in mind and purpose, we 
would have already established a unified government and 
achieved the complete Independence and sovereignty oi the na¬ 
tion after tearing down the 38lh parallel 

The congress has brought us the profound realization that 
the unity of our people has been further consolidated and that 
their strength has grown remarkably, and it has convinced us 
that we can overcome all difficulties and obstacles lying in 
our way of building the country and achieve a new. greater 
victory. 

Delegates, 

Wo have done a really great work at this coitgn We 2. ivc 
sanctioned all our democrat i In the name of the c: 
people at the congress. Thus, all our laws have taken on a per. 
fectly dcmocro »rm and the democratic reforms carried out 
under these luws have been legally approved by the entire 
people. Tills is another severe blow at the reactionary diqu' 
that attempts to hinder the dcmocralie construction by our peo¬ 
ple. 

The reactionaries have propagated that all the laws includ¬ 
ing the Agrarian Reform Law were provisional because they 
were promulgated by the Provisional People's Committee. They 
have noised abroad that once a reactionary regime is set up. 
these laws will be repealed and that the democratic reforms ef¬ 
fected under these laws will also be invalidated. Last year v.hen 
the Agrarian Reform Law was proclaimed and the agrarian re¬ 
form was carried out. the reactionary elements prattled: "Don't 
be overjoyed that you have got land." and "Don't be grieved 


that you have lost your land." By this :: was mean: tin* though 
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peo?.. who received land were glad oi it now, they would be 
deprived of the land in the future, and those who lost their 
land could take it back. But now this jargon-like wild story oi 
the reactionary clique cannot fooi anyone. Our laws are not pro¬ 
visional ones but are permanent laws oi the people sanctioned 
by ihe entire people. \\'e declare: "Those who have received 
land, rejoice for all time; the land belongs for ever to the peas¬ 
ants who till it.” 

One of the most important matters decided upon at the pres¬ 
ent congress is that a national economic plan has been adopted. 

To build an independent democratic slate, the basis of an 
independent economy of one’s own nation should bo built with¬ 
out fall, and to lay the basis of an Independent economy, the 
national economy sh< uld he developed rapidly. Without tin* basis 
o: an independent economy wc can neither achieve independence, 
nor can wc build a stale or maintain our existence. 

That we have entered upon the road of planned develop¬ 
ment of our national economy on the basis of the successes 
achieved in the democratic reform'm o;.« year after liberation, 
means that we have taken the first step in the great work of 
laying the economic basis for the building of an independent and 
sovereign state, and it acquires n tremendous historic impor¬ 
tance. We should exert every effort for the successful carrying 
out of the 1917 Plan for Development of the National Econ¬ 
omy. 

At the presen: congress «e have created the People’s As¬ 
sembly. the supreme organ o; state power of our people. This 
Is a truly popular iorm of power required by our people. At 
the People’s Assembly Ihe deputies elected directly by the peo¬ 
ple. representing their will, institute all laws which safeguard 
the interests cf the people, md organize the People's Committee, 
the power organ oi the people capable of e\eculing these laws 
faithfully.

In (his way our people will fight more vigorously to further 
consolidate the central power organ oi north Korea and win 
at the earliest possible date the complete independence and 
sovereignty of our nation under the guidance of the People's 
Committee of North Korea Our piople will certainly fulfil the 
1017 Plan for Developmentof the National Economy and further 
consolidate the material basis tor a happy life of the people and 
the building of an independent, sovereign state. The People’s 
Committee of North Korea will guarantee democratic liberties 
and rights more securely for the people and will wage an un¬ 
remitting struggle to build a unified Independent and sovereign 
stale and to elevate the international position ol our country

WHAT SHOULD WE DO AND HOW SHOULD 
WE WORK THIS YEAR?

I extend illy warm congratulations to you for your en- 
lliinlnslfe participation In the struggle for carrying oul the dem¬ 
ocratic reforms after liberation and, particularly, for your \i« 
torious fulfilment of last year s national economic plan, the 
first of its kind in the history of oui y, and I present my 

wholehearted respects to you for your firm determination to 
score ever greater victories in this year of 1948. 

As nil of you know, the achievements our people have scored 
in north Keren are really tremendous. We made a great success 
especially in economic construction In 1947. Last year we drew 
up n national economic plan for the first time in order to further 
consolidate the victories of the democratic reforms and lay th*- 
basis for an independent national economy of the country and 
successfully fulfilled it. and we are making a i< r.bmicd headway 
for newer victories. 

In the short period of slightly over two year? after libera¬ 
tion. our people have done what other countries had failed to do 
in scores of years. The victories o:' the democratic reforms and 
the brilliant successes our people have registered in building a 
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new .ife iii north Korea ire widely known to the whole world 
and furnish an inspiring example to the peoples oi many Last- 
t-rii countries. We have thus demonstrated at home and abroad 
that the Korean nation is a nation who is quite capable of build¬ 
ing a politically and economically independent, rich and strong 
>ountry with a brilliant culture by its own efforts and of ad¬ 
vancing proudly shoulder to shoulder with the peoples oi all 
the advanced countries of the world 

This proves that the Korean nation was not dead hut re¬ 
mained alive, did not forget its country nor abandoned Its 
history even under the 36-year long tyrannical rule of Japa¬ 
nese imperialism. This also shows that our nation is entirely ca¬ 
pable of attaining its independence and sovereignty and will 
never > -? overridden by any aggressor if it wages an active strug¬ 
gle with such fine national traits and patriotism 

As you know well, what .i cruel rule the Japanese Impe¬ 
rialists bore over Koren! They oppressed the Korean people at 
will and robbed them of everything as they pleased, tried to ob¬ 
literate the history of our country and exterminate our culture 
and our language and. to top It all. went so far as to force tho 
Korean people to change their surnames, desecrating our an¬ 
cestors And they deprived the Koreans of the opportunities for 
education and prevented them from learning science and tech¬ 
nology. An ordinary nation would probably have perished ior- 
ever in the face of such persecution and oppression. 

The Korean people, however, did not give in, they care¬ 
fully preserved the history of their country and their national 
-agacity, loved their culture and did not abandon their language. 
The Koreans tried hard to lose no opportunity to learn even a 
thing more and fought through all difficulties for the day of 
ou- national regeneration. That is why our people set aboul 
building a genuinely independent and democratic state in north 
Korea without the ‘lightest confusion from the first days of 
liberation. We use our own language to creditably conduct radio 
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broadcasting and publish newspapers, books and textbooks, and 
teach Korean history to tiie younger generation, and even run 
the institutions of higher learning on our own. training large 
numbers of native cadres. 

As they were driven out of Korea, the Japanese imperial¬ 
ists declared cynically that without them Korea's industry and 
transport would nil he paralysed. But we soon started operating 
factories and set trains running. The 17-18 years old stokers 
who barely shovelled coals under the Japs in the days of Japa¬ 
nese imperialism, have now become i drivers and are run* 
i express trains. Big factories and enterprises such as the 
llungnam Fertilizer Factory, Nampo Smeltery, Hwanghae Iron 
Works, Songjin Steel Plant ami Supung Hydroelectric Power 
Station have been rehabilitated and are in normal opera¬ 
tion. and all of them fulfilled their plans brilliantly last 
year. 

Needless lo say. all this did not come is a gracious gift. 
These successes have been made possible entirely by the united 
strength of our liberated people, their lofty patriotic zeal, their 
Indomitable perseverance in overcoming all difficulties, their 
ability of investigation and creative initiative 

The reactionaries mocked at our plan as an idle dream 
which would never he realized, and among us. too. there were 
some who were distrustful of the plan. But our people, display¬ 
ing a high degree of patriotic zeal and creative activity, have 
creditably accomplished the things they once chose to. This is 
really something to boast about This is the strongest answer 
end counterblow to the I S imperialists including Hoover and 
their lackeys who prattled that the Korean people should be 
placed under an international trusteeship for 25 years because 
they were incapable of self-government. This has convinced us 
more deeply, and imbued us with boundless national pride, that 
the Korean nation is a nation of superb ability, that no aggressor 
can ever conquer our nation again and our nation is able no! 
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only to attain independence but also to build a rich and strong, 
advanced democratic Korea. 

But the US imperialists calculate that they can enslave our 
nation again because the Korean nation had been a colonial 
slave fettered to Japanese imperialism for a long time in the 
past Wc must clearly show them what an absurd delusion 
this is. 

The Korean people oi today are not the Korean people of 
the old. feudal era of Li dynasty. The Korean people are a peo¬ 
ple who waged a tireless, unyielding struggle against foreign 
aggressors even under Japanese Imperialist despotism and, es¬ 
pecially after liberation, have become musters of the country 
and have unshakable faith n the path they are to follow. More¬ 
over. through Hi. victorious dcmociatic reforms and succcsslul 
economic construclion In north Korea, the Korean people have 
cor<- to possess solid as'ets for winning the Independence and 
sovereignty of the country and acquired the national sense of 
dignity that they can solve all their problems for themselves 
splendidly and a firm confidence in victory. There is no force 
on earth which can destroy such a nation. 

Such notional sense of dignity and powei is highly precious 
for the liberation struggle of the people A nation without It 
may be ruined, but ,i nation that !ia« national pride nml confi¬ 
dence in victory is Invincible. 

How is it that we suffered from Japanese imperialist ag¬ 
gression and failed to repulse it by ourselves? It is. first of 
all. that we lacked a national sense of dignity and power before 
and our people were weak in awakening and in united 
strength. 

In a little more than two years following liberation, how¬ 
ever. the Korean people were awakened and tempered, their 
strength grew incomparably and our national sense of dignity 
and power rose higher than ever before. The pride and self- 
respect of our nation which had been repressed and trampled 
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down under lhe long Japanese imperialist colonial rule, began 
lo revive and unfurled their wings and soared higher with each 
passing day in the struggle lo create a new life after libera 
tion. This is the most precious thing, which cannot be got for 
money nor con it he exchanged for any other things This is a 
sure guarantee for our nation lo grow stronger and our coun¬ 
try to prosper and develop further in the future. 

Our nation can never again be reduced to a humiliating 
status ns before. Our nation has already got out of that sta¬ 
tus completely and is waging an indomitable struggle lor the 
independence, sovereignly and prosperity oi the country. We 
are powerful and confident enough to repulse any aggressors 
and safeguard the honour oi the country by the united strength 
oi the whole nation should they turn upon our Korea in an at¬ 
tempt to swallow it up again. 

Today ours Is a nation that is conscious of its ability and 
mission, a stout nation now which no force con bring to its 
knees and override Particularly, the north Korean people have 
become masters of the country who handle everything by 
themselves according lo Iheir own decisions, the masters of a 
new. free and happy life. In north Korea the people have not 
only become masters of the major industries and the land but 
also arc rapidly developing the economy of the country by 
managing them ably, and everyone is devoting all his talents 
and passions lo the building of a rich and strong, advanced in¬ 
dependent state. 

But the situation In south Korea is totally different. The 
rulers oi dependencies who even (ail lo act as masters oi their 
own countries but work for foreigners have been brought into 
south Korea by the US imperialists, and are now clamouring 
that they are going to make our Korea ‘'independent”. They 
are none other lhan the so-called "UN Temporary Commission 
on Korea". What on earth are they going to do in Korea, those 
fellows who are unable to run the affairs of their own countries 


properly and held in bondage to others, while driving their 
own peoples into a w’retched plight? 

Today the Korean question can be solved only by the Ko¬ 
reans and no one but the Korean people has the competence 
and right to solve it. It is much less possible for such a gang as 
ie -UN Temporary Commission on Korea" to solve the Ko¬ 
rean question. It is neither the United States nor India or Sy¬ 
ria, but only the Korean people themselves that can solve the 
Korean question It is precisely the Korean people who should 
solve I he Korean question by themselves, and it is only we 
who are fully capable of solving it. 

Originally, the "UN Temporary Commission on Korea" did 
not come to Korea to solve the Korean question. II has come 
to Korea simply in the capacity oi a minion ol the US Imperial¬ 
ists who want to colonise Korea. In other words, it has come 
to help rig up a separate south Korean government designed 
to further consolidate and perpetuate, in another form, the rule 
y the US government-general maintained by Hodge now In 
south Korea. 

What is the difference between the Japanese imperialist 
governor-general and the present governor-generaI Hodge? The 
difference, if any. is only that the people's livelihood has be¬ 
come more difficult and suppn more hi 1 h than under 

the Japanese governor-general. Indeed, all sorts ol evils have 
increased astcundingly. The number of prisons has increased, 
the patriots and democrats are persecuted more harshly and 
savagely than in the years under Japanese imperialism. For¬ 
cible deliveries oi iarm produce have been augmented; in the 
days oi Japanese imperialism there were police, at most, to be 
present at the places oi iorcible deliveries of farm produce, 
but now even terrorists accompany the police to force the deliv¬ 
eries. More factories arc closed, unemployment has increased, 
and the number of children denied schooling opportunities and 
oi students expelled from schools has grown. Traitors to lhe 
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nation and quislings have increased and so have the profiteers. 

So, the people are shivering from fear, hunger and cold, 
and suffering from lack of rights and poverty. Not content with 
this, the US imperialists have even brought in the "UN Temp¬ 
orary Commission on Korea" with the help of the l .\ for the 
purpose of carrying out their colonial enslavement policy more 
rigorously because tile military go\. alone is not strong 
enough to do that. 

However, the south Korean people, not to speak of the peo¬ 
ple in north Korea, are not taken in by such a thing, and are 
filled with the resolve to fight against it to the very end. Only 
the handful of reactionary elements tike Syngman Rhee. who 
arc afraid of the judgment of the people, support and wolcome 
the "UN Temporary Commission on Korea" under the shameless 
slogan against the withdrawal of foreign troops. This only calls 
forth the indignulion of the entire Korean people. 

I he statement of General Shtikov, representative of th, 
USSR, who suggested Hint the Soviet and US trc.ps withdraw 
from Korea simultaneously to open up the way for the Korean 
nation to decide Its destiny by itself, constitutes a just and 
reasonable proposal which Indicates the shortest cut to the In- 

ndencc and Sovereignty of the Korean nation today. And 
why is tin- reactionary clique dead set against it? The handful 
of reactionaries are opposed to the withdrawal of foreign troops 
.«o ns to prolong their days by hanging on the US imperialist*, 
because the moment the US army, their master and patron, 
pulls out. the game will be up for them. In the meantime, they 
welcome the "UN Temporary Commission on Korea”, a tool of 
US Imperialist aggression in Korea, to serve US imperialism as 
its lackeys by selling out south Korea at least for dollars and 
subordinating it to US imperialism for good 

But all the manoeuvres o; the US imperialists and tie 
"UN Temporary Commission on Korea", their tool, all tie plots 
of the domestic reactionaries will fall through in the end. For 
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the Korean people, who have already demonstrated their na¬ 
tional superiority and advance along the road oi independence 
and sovereignty with firm confidence, are not fooled by such 
things but are waging a resolute struggle In a body against 
the enemy. 

Today the liberated people of north Korea arc enjoying a 
hippy and worthy life, and our livelihood is becoming more af- 
fluent every day. But wc cannot forget even lor a moment the 
cruel reality Hint half of our land of 3.000 ti is seized by the US 
imperialists and that our fellow countrymen and brothers, who 
are of the same ancestral blood as we Hre, groan under oppres¬ 
sion and suffer from hunger. Under these circumstances it is 
natural that the north Korean people should feel deep sympathy 
lor the bloody struggle of their south Korean brothers and ex¬ 
tend them most enthusiastic encouragement. 

We are confident that in the year now beginning, too, the 
south Korean people will valiantly fight to smash the aggros- 
sive machinations of US imperialism and achieve their long- 
cherished aspirations. 

For the complete Independence and sovereignty and reuni¬ 
fication of the country, the north Korean people should further 
reinforce the democratic base and score greater successes In 
economic construction. 

What. then, are the specific tasks that should be carried out 
hi north Korea this year? I have already mentioned them In 
my new year's message, but I should like to stress them again 
for you. 

First of all. A is important to increase production further 
and raise the people's standard of living higher still. It is true 
that our national economy lias been rehabilitated rapidly and the 
pn pic’s livelihood improved markedly till now. But we cannot, 
and must not. rest content with it on any account. 

What we have done is but the start in the light of the 
boundless prosperity and development and the abundant, civi- 
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lizcd life that arc to be achieved in the future in our people’s 
country where the people have taken power and hold the levers 
of control in the economy. As you all know, the democratic re¬ 
forms have been brought to n victorious conclusion in north Ko¬ 
rea, bul this has only provided us with favourable conditions 
for the future development of our society into one better and 
nicer to live in. And a big success has been achieved in eco- 
ftomlo construction in 1947, but this, too. Is no more than the 
first step in the development of the national economy and im¬ 
provement of the people's life in our country. Some say. "Now 
that the 20-Polnt Platform has all been translated into reality in 
north Korea. It is unnecessary, isn’t It?" This is an erroneous 
view True, each article of the platform has been adopted as a 
low and Is being materialised In actual Hie, but practices run¬ 
ning counter to It linve not ye: been wiped out altogether. We 
should further consolidate and develop the successes thieved 
in the Implementation of this platform and wage an unyielding 
struggle lo carry it into effect on a nationwide scale. 

In a word, the viclori' :ave already scored do not 

signify the completion of social inform and construction, though 
I hey are tremendous. They only mean broader vistas 

have been opened up before us in democratic construction. We 
should continue lo advance with full confidence towards a still 
brighter future along the road of unlimited development and 
further develop all our work in terms of quality. 

For example, Ihe agrarian reform has already been carried 
out triumphantly in north Korea. But this does not mean that 
the agricultural question has all been solved in our country. 
Our agriculture should be developed further still, and the prob¬ 
lems arising in assuring it should be solved in good time. From 
now on we should improve the methods of farming, increase the 
number of draught oxen, improve and supply farm implements 
in larger quantities and undertake irrigation projects on a 
wider scale At every opportunity that offers, I emphasize that 
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irrigation projects should he pushed iorward energetically so 
as not to let the rivers flow into the sea uselessly, but to draw 
their water into the paddyfields. and '.his is a really urgent 
task. Our country has rich water resources and an abundance of 
elec ric power, and we have also become able to manufacture 
motors by our owr. hands. Under these circumstances, if only 
we make the effort, we will be able to extensively carry out 
the work of converting dry held* into paddies yielding three 
times more harvest. 

The same applies to Ihe nationalization of industries. The 
law was promulgated and ihe major industrial establishments 
monopolized by the Japanese imperialists have come into the 
hands of '.lie people, hut it does not mean the complete solution 
of the industrial question Wc should Increase production rap¬ 
idly by rehabilitating the dilapidated factories, building new 
oiks and skilfully managing and operating onr industries which 
have come into the people's possession. Only IHdn will the build¬ 
ing of a new life by out people be promoted further, our country 
built into a wealthy and powerful, independent nnd sovereign 
democratic slate and the entire pwple lend a happier and more 
abundant life. 

Today the life of the north Korean people is being im¬ 
proved remarkably, indeed. This is beyond nil comparison either 
with the life of the Korean working people in the days of Japa¬ 
nese imperialism or with the miserable life of Ihe soulh Korean 
people today. Wc cannot rest content with this, however. Our 
people who have become masters of the country can and should 
enjoy a mere affluent and civilized life. It is our aim to liberate 
the people and make all of them enjoy a happy and comfortable 
life, and only when this is attained, it could be said that the 
revolution has triumphed completely. 

And we will earn the support of the people only when we 
make them well-off. The people always support a government 
that guarantees ircedom and happiness for them and piactically 



secs to the improvement oi their life. Only when our democracy 
secures welfare ior the people in reality, will it be proved to be 
fundamentally different from the "democracy" in the capitalist 
countries and the entire Korean people will say, "Our democracy 
is really good!" and will bn rallied closely under the banner of 
our democracy. 

We should not talk about democracy only in words, but 
should embody genuine democracy in deeds We may say that 
IhH is the very point which distinguishes us from the reaction¬ 
aries. The reactionary clique in south Korea can give nothing 
to the people, but. on the contrary, they only rob them, while 
paying lip service to democracy wry noisily. 

What has the reactionary clique done in a little over two 
years since liberation during which time we have carried out 
great undertakings for the people and the country? What else 
have they done except that they have sold out the country for 
dollars and made the people tremble with fear, cold and hunger 
by suppressing, slaughtering and exploiting them? That is why 
the south Korean people, far rom being hoodwinked by them, 
are more Indignant and hate them, and are rising against them. 

What we do, however, is quite contrary to what they do. 
WY have brought freedom and happiness to the people not in 
words but in deeds, and arc steadily improving their life. We 
are zealously carrying out practical work, and are speeding up 
construction and production Practice is precisely Ihe best meth¬ 
od of publicity and Ihe best politics with us. With us. the most 
valuable thing is practice, and it is precisely through prac¬ 
tice that we will win the people over to our side and gain vic¬ 
tory in Ihe revolution. 

This year, too, we should increase production, improve the 
people's livelihood markedly and further strength*!! our dem¬ 
ocratic base through practical struggle. 

Our greatest aim is to build the whole of Korea into a rich 
and strong, independent and sovereign democratic state. And to 
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realize it. the economic basis should be further consolidated and 
the people's livelihood he stabilized and improved by rapidly 
developing the national economy in north Korea. The day when 
our country achieves complete independence and sovereignly 
can h, hastened, only il the south Korean people arc shown 
more clearly how nice life is in norlh Korea where democracy 
has triumphed and only ii the might oi the democratic base is 
strengthened decisively. 

Then, along what lines should we rehabilitate and develop 
the national economy in order to consolidate the economic basis 
and improve the people’s livelihood in a short space of time? 

Some people lay stress exclusively on heavy Industry mid 
take up the wrong position that lieavy-lnduslrlallsm should be 
followed Iglil awiy it It in porli nt, of co < to t hnl IIHoic 
and develop heavy Industry Only when heavy industry Is devel¬ 
oped can the foundations lie built lor an Independent national 
industry and the material conditions be also created for Hie im¬ 
provement of the people’s standard of living. 

But the present conditions do not permit ns lo expand 
heavy industry in a big way at once or devote our efforts only 
to it. For the time being we should follow the course of turning 
out and supply in ind other rials needed for the devel¬ 
opment oi the national economy by rehabilitating and read¬ 
justing the existing heavy industry plants. And we should build 
light industry, which lias no foundation whatever, to keep an 
adequate balance with heavy industry, and energetically push 
ahead with the development of agriculture. Only by so doing 
call our people's life be stabilized and improved rapidly and 
the zeal and creative initiative of Ihe masses of the people be 
raised higher in economic construction. 

As is to be seen irom this, it is wrong lo neglect the re¬ 
habilitation of heavy industry and consolidation of the economic 
basis of the country, but it would also be wrong not to build 
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liwill industry for the Improvement ot the people? life, placing 
stress on heavy industry alone. 

To improve the people's living standard, production should 
he increased speedily ns n whole, dally necessaries turned out in 
large quantities and prices reduced systematically. The strug¬ 
gle for Increased production should oe intensified everywhere— 
in towns, farm villages, mines and fishing villages. Only when 
production is boosted and products oi good quality are turned 
out in large quantities, can we use them to further expand pro¬ 
duction and Improve the working people's life and export part 
of them to foreign countries to buy goods wc badly need. In all 
branches, every factory and every working man should over¬ 
fulfil (hell production assignments and increase ....lor 

liter >l Ml 

First ol ill. c<onomlc plans should be worked out correctly. 
Without n correct plan nothing can be done properly, much 
i i cm (ho Industries which have < omc Into the people's owner¬ 
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he worked out correctly on Hie basis of carefully examining the 
lessons drawn from, and the merits and shortcomings of work 
revealed in the carrying out oi the plan for 1947. and even each 
person, not to speak of each institution and enterprise, should 
work regularly according to concrete plans. 

The economic plans should be Interrelated, and should he 
realistic plans based on a careful calculation oi all conditions 
made from .1 national standpoint. At the same time, tin plans 
should always be progressive and enterprising. A passive plan 
confined to maintaining the status quo is oi no use to us, it 
hinders our onward movement. 

Take Kanggyc County for example. First of nil, you have 
00 end "i timber resources here, mid yet why do you not make 
a plan to Increase the output of limber and use il to turn out 
larger quantities of various wood products? You may produce, 
say- vessels and furniture, or writing tables, desks, chairs and 
black) wards to l>c used in offices or schools. If you produce such 
things in large quantities and sell them at reasonable prices, it 
will he nice because the people’s demands will be met; tlu gams 
oi the enterprise.* will increase and the workers will gel more 
Inconcs. and hots nice this would bo! Nevertheless, the County 
People's Committee doe* not give guidance to the state entci 
prises to make them turn out such products in large quantities 
nor docs it encourage the individual entrepreneurs to do so. Such 
simple consumer goods may !>c produced either by the consum¬ 
ers' cooperatives or by individuals who may run a suitable form 
of enterprise by pooling effoits and funds. It is high time that the 
individual traders and entrepreneur* conducted trade or ran 
enterprise* by honest means, instead nf only trying to engage in 
speculations, 

And why do you not make up a plan to further develop 
stockbreeding and sericulture in this nice area? You can raise 
as many hogs and sheep and silkworms as you please, to say 
nothing of cattle, if you do so, il will he nice because more 


ship be developed. Each branch and each enterprise should draw 
tip correct and feasible plans on the basis of carefully investigat¬ 
ed a nil studied data. 

A defect uf the functionaries here is that they arc weak in 

planning thel work and do not how to | 

nomic plans well. Planlessness is glaringly revealed in the work 
Of ihe consumers’ cooperative in particular. There are no small 
number of functionaries who know little <»f the actual coodi- 
lions in their respective domain and arc not versed in their 
work. Such being the case, they can neither work out a plan 
properly nor push ahead with their work in. a long-sighted way. 

In olden limes, too, people said that a day's plan should 
be formed In the morning and a year's plan in the spring. The 
spring mentioned here means the beginning oi the year, of 
course. Half a month has now passed since we rang in the 
New Year, and yet this year's plan has not been drawn up cor¬ 
rectly. I think this is a serious matter. The plan ior 1948 should 
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draught animals will be available; ;t will be nice because a large 
quantity of highly nutritive non-staple food can be supplied; it 
will be nice because more raw materials for daily necessaries 
including hide cun be furnished; and it will be nice because 
plenty of raw materials for silk much needed for the people's 
life can he obtained. Why not do such a nice thing? 

This year each farm household, too. should do farming 
and sidelines according to clear-cut plans as to what kinds of 
crops should be planted and how to plant them, what kind* 
and how much of grains be produced, how many domestic ani¬ 
mals he raised and how to raise them, and how many more pil 
oi cotton cloth be woven Each village, too. should draw up 
detailed plans as lo how much more land should be reclaimed 
Into dry field, how the Irrigation projects should be undertak 
oil, when and how much fertilizer he procured through barter, 
how seeds be obtained III rough mutual help and how draught 
animals be utilized. 

It fs necessary for all the ri. inyon and county people’s 
committees, political parlies, social organizations and other in¬ 
stitutions to shape proper working plans and push ahead with 
all their work methodically, li nil the institutions, enterprises 
and Individuals from bottom to top draw up correct plans in 
this manner and overfulfil them by displaying a high degree 
of patriotic zeal and creative initiative, we will certainly achieve 
a fresh victory. 

There is nothing impossible or unrealizable for us. If we 
work with full confidence and with energy in this way, the 
results will be still more remarkable. Let the reactionary clique 
make noise as they please. Some day stock will be taken of who 
has done what. Then, Ihc world will be startled once again at the 
great achievements of our people and the serious crimes of '.lie 
enemy. 

The important, task wc have to carry out this year is to 
practise economy while increasing production. No matter hov.- 


much we may increase production, it will be no use if we keep 
wasting on the other band. Particularly, it is of great national 
importance to practise economy and lead a frugal life in the 
light of the situation in our country where everything is not 
yet sufficient. Wc should thoroughly establish the spirit of 
practising economy and leading a frugal tile everywhere, from 
the state institutions down to each family. 

It is necessary not only to take good care of and protect 
state property and wage a resolute struggle against all needless 
expenditures and wasteful practices, but also lo eliminate wast¬ 
age for useless purposes in private life. Prom now on, the institu¬ 
tions or organizations should refrain from having banquets 
frequently, and an end should be put once and for all to the 
practice of giving feasts on every possible pretext or commit- 
ling excessive extravagances particularly on mournful or joyous 
occasions in private homes, 

You should also learn how to use slate funds effectively. 
Wc started construction nol long ago. and it can bo said that 
really large-scale construction work will be undertaken from 
now. Nevertheless, there arc still not a few instances of 
squandering money of the slate and the people on useless things 
in many places. A monument or monumental tower of one kind 
or another is built with hundreds of thou ndi of won, and then 
a carousing “ceremony" is held under the name of Inaugural 
ceremony or others. This sort of evil practice should be elimi¬ 
nated as soon as possible, and a system should be established 
under which all funds are used cffcctixely and economically in 
the interests oi the state and the people. 

Some Koreans still have a habit .oi pretending lo know 
what they do not Know and to have what they do not have, and 
this is a big vice with them. Even homespun cotton clothes and 
straw sandals are nol bad in the present conditions. Yet, even 
primary school children think they cannot go to school without 
Western clothes and rubber shoes on. And there arc many 
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public houses everywhere and it is desirable lo reduce them to 
a degree. 

We have very ample room for incicasing promotion and 
improving the working people's livelihood at a (aster pace by 
practising economy. We should use sparingly even a penny and 
a small umount of materials and turn all that are saved to the 
building of a rich and powerful country. This is our sacred duty, 
and this is precisely the idea oi national construction. Only 
when the entire people are armed with this idea and enlist all 
reserves and potentialities in the cause oi national construction, 
is il possible lo further consolidate the democratic base of north 
Korea and realize ns soon as possible the complete independence 
and sovereignly and reunification on democratic lines of the 
country, the long-cherished desire of our nation. 

While carrying on economic construction successfully In 
north Korea, we should light to realize democracy such as in 
north Korea on an all-Korea tealo by giving an active encourage¬ 
ment to the south Korean people Only by unfolding a heroic 
struggle In firm unity con the entire people in norlh and south 
Korea beat the US imperialists and the domestic reactionaries 
and win ultimate victory. 

We arc now engaged in a work which is of great signifi- 
cmtco in achieving this cause, and that is precisely the framing 
of a Provisional Constitution of Korea. All should rise to sec 
lo it that the Constitution, which reflects the new. democratic 
life attained by the north Korean people, be made the Con¬ 
stitution of the entire Korean people and that the building of 
an independent democratic country where the people are genu¬ 
ine masters be finally achieved. 

Victory surely belongs lo our people. Today we arc provid¬ 
ed will] every condition for victory. We have the united demo¬ 
cratic forces and the genuine people's power. We have a great 
national pride, burning patriotism and firm faith in victory. We 
have accumulated a wealth of experience in carrying out the 
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democratic reforms and economic construction and have already 
trained no small number oi cadres. Besides, we have the power¬ 
ful support and selfless aid oi the great Soviet Union. No one 
can bring such a people to their knees, and neither the US im¬ 
perialists nor the “UN Temporary Commission on Korea". I heir 
tool, nor Ihe domestic reactionaries will ever be able to block 
the way of the Korean people, no inallcr how desperately they 
may attempt to. The day will certainly come when the aggres¬ 
sors are driven out of Korea, the reactionary traitorous clique is 
brought to judgment before the people and Korea is reunified 
and attain^ independence and sovereignly. 

Let iis all unite oui strength and march forward vigorously 
for a fresh victory!

Political Programme Announced at Iho First 
Session o( tho Supreme People's Assembly ol 
tho Democratic People's Republic ol Korea 

September 10. 1918

Fourth, the Government of the Republic, with a view to 
building Korea into a rich, Strong, independent and democratic 
slntc, will rhl our economy of ils colonial dependence, oppose the 
economic enslavement policy of the foreign imperialists, and 
build nn Independent national economy capable of steadily im¬ 
proving the well f the Korean people and assuring inde¬ 

pendence and prosperity for our country. 

The Government will work out a unified national economic 
(ilan so as to make a rational use of all the resources of the 
country in the interests of the people and will actively develop 
the national economy and culture according lo that plan. 

For the successful carrying out of this task, the Government 
will take the following measures: 

(I) The metallurgical induMiv, machine-building industry, 
chemical Industry, shipbuilding industry, light industry, fishing 
industry, etc . will be actively developed in order to abolish th: 
colonial distortion of industry, lay the basis of an independent

national economy and meet in full the country's needs for manu¬ 
factured goods, and the railway, motor and shipping transport 
services will be developed to satisfactorily ensure transportation. 

The Government of the Republic will see that the factories 
now in operation work to full capacity, rehabilitate all the fac¬ 
tories not yet restored and build a number of new factories. 

With the object of rapidly expanding the production of con¬ 
sumer goods for the people, the Government will actively develop 
the textile. leather, shoemaking and other light industrial brunch¬ 
es. and, especially, will give generous assistance lo the co¬ 
operative enterprises and encourage the creative initiative of the 
private enterprises in this field. . . 

(2) While consolidating the results of the agrarian reform 
carried out in north Korea, the Government of the Republic will 
on this basis vigorously develop farm production and stock- 
breeding. 

In developing agriculture the Government will encourage In 
every way the creative initiative of the peasants, render them 
every porsible state assistance such as supplying an adequate 
amount of fertilizer and farm implements and taking measures 
for the Improvement ol the methods of farming, and will give 
active guidance lo their farming. 

The arable land and the sown area will be extended to 
increase grain output. Especially for the purpose of extending the 
paddies and increasing rice yields, the Government will vigor¬ 
ously carry on irrigation projects with slate funds and, on the 
other hand, will encourage and help the farmers in their volun¬ 
tary irrigation works. 

The Government will enlarge the urea sown to cotton and 
develop sericulture in order to meet the demands of the people 
for textiles, and wilfalso develop forestry lo satisfy the require¬ 
ments of the national economy for timber. 

(3) To supply the people with sufficient necessaries of life 
the Government will pursue a policy oi ensuring commodity 
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circulation smoothly between town and country and of reducing 
prices systematically. 

The state and the consumers’ cooperative trade will be de¬ 
veloped rapidly by setting up state and consumers' cooperative 
stores widely in towns and farm villages, and private trade, too. 
will be encouraged to supply the people with necessaries. 

The Government will actively expand exports by tapping 
the resources of the country to the full and steadily increasing 
production and, at the same lime, import machinery, equipment 
and other goods essential for the economic development of the 
country and the people’s life. 
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ON ELIMINATING DOGMATISM AND FORMALISM 
AND ESTABLISHING JUCHE 
IN IDEOLOGICAL WORK 


Speech to Party Propaganda 
and Agitation Workers 

December 28. 1955 

I Today I want to address n few remarks to you on the short¬ 

comings in our Party's ideological work and on how to eliminate 
them in tire future. 

A* you learned at yesterday’s session, there have been seri¬ 
ous ideological errors on the literary front. It is obvious, then, 
that our propaganda work also cannot have been faultless. 

It is to be regretted that it suffers In many respects from 
dogmatism and formalism. 

The principal shortcomings in ideological work arc the 
failure to delve deeply into all matters and the tack of Juche. It 
may not be correct to say Juche is lacking, but, in fact, it has 
not yet been firmly established. This is a serious matter. We must 
thoroughly rectify this shortcoming Unless this problem is 
solved, we cannot hope ior good results in ideological work. 

Why does our ideological work suffer from dogmatism and 
formalism? Why do our propaganda and agitation workers only 
embellish the facade and fail to go deeply into matters, and why 
do they merely copy and memorize things foreign, instead oi 
working creatively? This oliers us food for serious reflection. 
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What is Juche in our Party's ideological work? What arc we 
doing? We arc not engaged in any other country's revolution, hut 
solely in the Korean revolution. Devotion to the Korean revolu¬ 
tion is Juche in the ideological work of our Parly. Therefore, all 
ideological work must be subordinated to the interests oi tne 
Korean revolution When we study the history oi the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union, the history of the Chinese revolution, 
or the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism, it is entirely for the 
purpose of correctly carrying out our own revolution. 

By saying that the ideologic.il work ol our Party is lacking 
in Juche, I do not mean, of course, that wo have not made the 
revolution and that our revolutionary work was undertaken 
by others, Nonetheless, Juche has not been firmly established in 
Ideological work, and this leads to dogmatic ind formalistic 
errors and docs much harm to our revolutionary cause. 

To make revolution in Korea wo must know Korean history 
and geography as well as the customs of the Korean people. 
Only then Is it possible to educate our people in a way (hat 
suits them and to inspire In them an ardent love lor their native 
place and their motherland. 

It Is of paramount importance to study and widely publicise 
among the working people the history of our country and of 
our people’s struggle. 

This is tiol the first time we have raised this question As 
far back as the autumn of 1945, that Is, immediately after libera¬ 
tion. we emphasized the need to study the history »i our nation's 
struggle and to inherit its fine traditions. Only when we educate 
our people In the history of their own struggle and its traditions, 
can we stimulate their national pride and rouse the broad masses 
<0 revolutionary struggle. 

Yet, many of our functionaries arc ignorant of ou: coun¬ 
try's history and so do nol strive to discover, inherit and carry¬ 
forward its fine traditions. Unless this is corrected, it will lead, 
in the long run, to the negation oi Korean history. 
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The misla ys made recently by Pak Chang Ok and his kind 
arc due to their negation of the history of the Korean literary 
movement. They closed their eyes to the struggle waged by 
• fir.. writers of Ihe KAPF- Koreen (Cortcn) Artiste Pro- 
Ittarlennc Federation—and to the splendid works of progres¬ 
sive scholars and writers. We urged them to make a profound 
study of excellent cultural heritages and give them wide pub¬ 
licity, but they did not do so. 

Today, ten years after liberation, we possess all the condi¬ 
tions for colic, ting material on our literary legacy and pulling 
il to full use. Nevertheless, our propaganda workers remain 
wholly indifferent to this. 

At the Fifth Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Commit* 
tee it was decided to publicize energetically the history of our 
people's struggle and our precious cultural heritages, but work¬ 
ers in the field of propaganda failed io do so. They did so much 
as forbid the newspapers to carry articles on the anti-Japanese 
struggle ol the Korean people. 

The Kwangju Student Incident, lor example, was a mass 
struggle In which tens of thousands of Korean students and other 
young people rose against Japanese imperialism. It played n big 
part in inspiring broad sections of Korean youth with the anti- 
Japanese spirit. Propaganda workers should have publicized 
tins movement widely, as a mailer of course, and educated our 
students and other young people in the brave fighting spirit 
displayed by their forerunners. While they have failed to do this, 
Syngman Rhce has been making use of this movement In his 
propaganda. This has created the false impression that the Com¬ 
munists disregard national traditions. What a dangerous thing! 
If wc go on working in this way. it will be impossible for us to 
win over the soulh Korean youth. 

Up to now. such publicity and education work has been drop¬ 
ped and laid aside, though no one has ever given instructions 
to this effect. Newspapers do not write about it. nor is any meet- 
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ing held to commemorate it. Events like the Kwangju Student 
Incident ought to be taken up by the Democratic Youth League. 
This incident is an excellent example of the struggle waged by 
our students and other young people against imperialism. 

The jame must be said o: the Jane Tenth Independence 
Movement. This was another mass struggle in which the Ko¬ 
rean people rose up against Japanese Imperialism. It is true that 
the struggle was greatly hampered by Iho (actionallsts who had 
wormed their way Into it. Considering that even alter liberation, 
the Pak Hon Yong-Li Sung Yop spy clique crept into our ranks 
and wrought mischief, It goes without saving that in those days 
the factionallsts were able to entry on su 0 activities more 
easily, But, even so, was the struggle Itself wrong? No. Although 
it ended in failure because of a few bad elements who had 
wormed tliclr way into the leadership of the organization, we 
cannot deny its revolutionary character. We should learn » les¬ 
son from the failure. 

No publicity has been given either to the March First Move¬ 
ment. II you work in this way. you cannot expert to lead pro- 
gressivo people with a national conscience along the right path, 
i lack of Communist Party leadership wns the principal 
cause of the failure of the March First Movement. But who 
can deny that it was a nationwide resistance movement a- 
g.iinsl Japanese imperialism? We ought to explain th-' historic 
significance of this movement to the people and use its lessons 
to educate them. 

Many revolutionary movements in our country ended in 
failure because of the scoundrels who managed to get themselves 
inlo the leadership, but no one can deny the people's participa¬ 
tion in those struggles. The masses of the people always fought 
courageously. Pak Chang Ok may have taken upon himself to 
deny this, but no true Marxist-Leninist dare deny the people’s 
exploits in these struggles. 

When I asked Pak Chang Ok and his followers why they 
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rejected I«k KAPF. they answered that they did so because some 
ren.grdcs were involved in it. Did they mean to say then that 
the KAPF. which had as its very core prominent proletarian 
wriU rs, was an oiganization of no importance? We musl highly 
value the lighting achievements of the KAPF. 

\\k.it assets do we have for carrying on the revolution if 
the history of our people’s struggle is denied? li we cast aside 
all these things, it would mean that our people did nothing. 

I here are many things to Ik proud of in our country's peasant 
movements of the past In recent years, however, no articles deal¬ 
ing with them have appeared In our newspapers. 

In mIk-oIs. too, llurc i> a tendency to neglect courses oh 
Korean history. During the war. th ulum of the Central 
Party Scliool allotted 100 hours a year to the study of world 
history, hut very few hours to Korean history. This Is how tilings 
were done in the Party school, and so it Is quite natural that OUr 
functionaries are ignorant ol their own country’s history. 

Ir. our propaganda and agitation work, there are numerous 
examples where only things foreign arc extolled while our own 
are slighted. 

Once I visited a People's Array rest home, where there was 
a picture ol the Siberian steppe on the wall. Russians probably 
like that landscape. But we Korean people prefer the beautiful 
scenery of our own country. There arc beautiful mountains such 
as Kumgang-san and Myohyang-san in our country. There arc 
dear streams, lire blue sea with its rolling waves and fields with 
tile r ripening crops. II \ve arc to inspire in our People’s Army- 
nun a love lor Iheir native place and their country, we must 
display many pictures ol our landscapes. 

One day this summer when I dropped in at a local dem¬ 
ocratic hall oi culture. I saw diagrams of the Soviet Union's 
live-Year Plan on show there, but not a single diagram illustrat¬ 
ing our own Three-Year Plan. Moreover, there were pictures of 
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huge factories in foreign countries, but not a single on, oi the 
factories wo are rehabilitating or building. They do not even 
put up any diagrams and pictures showing our economic con¬ 
struction. let alone study the history oi our country. 

I noticed in a primary school that all the portraits on the 
walls were of foreigners, such as Mayakovsky and Pushkin, but 
there were none of Koreans. !i children arc educated in this way, 
how can they be expected to have national pride? 

Merc is something ridiculous. Foreign ways are aped even 
In attaching a table of contents to a booklet. Thus, it is put at 
the back. We should learn, as a mailer of course, from the good 
experience of other countries' socialist construction, hut why on 
earth is there a need to put the tabic ol contents at the back of a 
booklet in foreign style? This does not suit the taste o( Koreans 
As a matter of course, we should put il at the (root of Ihc book. 
siiouldnT we? 

In compiling schoolbooks, loo, material is not taken from 
our literary works hut Irom foreign ones. All this is due lo th 
lack of Juclic. 

The lack ol Juche in propaganda work In* done much harm 
lo Polly work. 

For the same reason, many comrades do not respect our rev¬ 
olutionaries. At present more than 100 comrade^ who took part in 
revolutionary struggle in the past are attending the Central 
Party School, but until recently they were buried in obscurity. 

We sent many revolutionaries to the Ministry of the Interior, 
but many of them were dismissed on the ground that they were 
Incompetent. At the Central Party School, I once met a comrade 
who had taken part in revolutionary activities. He had been left 
in iiis post as chief ol a counly internal security station for eight 
years. This attitude towards revolutionaries is entirely wrong. 

Today our (unclionaries have become so insolent that they 
show no respect for their seniors. They hove been allowed to fall 
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into such a habit, in spite of the iaci that Communists naturally 
have a higher moral sense than others and hold iheir revolu¬ 
tionary seniors in high esteem. 

In our People's Army, a vigorous struggle has been waged 
to uphold revolutionary traditions and, as a result, most ol Ihc 
people who once took part in revolutionary activities have be¬ 
come either regimental or divisional commanders. 

II we had not organized the People’s Army with old rev¬ 
olutionary cadres as Its core, what would have been Ihc outcome 
of the last w.:r> It would have hcon impossible lor us lo delcat 
the enemy and win a great victory under such difficult condi¬ 
tions. 

During our retreat, certain foreigners predicted that most ol 
our arm\ units, trapjvd by enemy encirclement, would not be 
able to get back. Bui \»e were firmly convinced that all ol them 
would manage to come back. In fad, all of them except those 
who were killed relumed. The foreigner' really impressed 

by this and said there wen few armies like ours in the world. 
How did this come about? The explanation Is that our army 
cudfes were comrndt s who had taken part in guerrilla warfare or 
In local revolutionary movements in the post. That is precisely 
why our army is strong. 

Ten years have passed since our Party was founded. There¬ 
fore. Parly members should naturally be tnuglil the history ol 
our Parly. If our functionaries arc not taught the revolutionary 
history ol our country, they will bo unable lo carry our line rev¬ 
olutionary traditions forward, nor will they bo able lo know 
which direction to take in the Struggle, or show enthusiasm ami 
initiative in their revolutionary activities. 

We should study our own things in earnest arid get to 
know them well. Otherwise, wc shall bn unnblc to solve new 
problems creatively in keeping with our actual conditions, prob¬ 
lems that crop up one after another in practice. 

As a matter of fact, the form of our government should also 
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ho suited to the specific conditions in our country. Does our peo¬ 
ple’s power take exactly Ihc same inrm as that in other socialist 
countries? N’o. They are alike in that they are based on Marxist* 
Leninist principles, but the forms they take are different 7 ere 
is no doubt, loo. that our platform is in keeping with the realities 
of our country. Our 20-Point Platform i< the development of the 
Programme of the Association for the Restoration of the Father¬ 
land. As you all know, this association existed before liberation. 

Our functionaries often commit errors because rhey do not 

clearly understand these matters 

Some people even think it strange that our agricultural co¬ 
operative movement is progressing rapidly. There is nothing 
strange about this In the past, the Korean peasantry* economic 
base was very weak. Under Japanese imperialist rule, the peas¬ 
ant movement grew and the revolutionary spirit of the peas¬ 
antry ran very high. What is more, the peasants were tempered 
politically through the building of democracy after liberation 
mid during the hitler years of war. So. it is natural that the 
agricultural cooperative movement should be making rapid 
progioss In our country today. 

Pak Yong Bin, on returning from the Soviet Union, said 
that ns the Soviet Union was following the line of casing 
international tension, we should also drop our slogan against 
IJS imperialism. Such an assertion has nothing to do with revo¬ 
lutionary initiative, It would dull our peoples revolutionary 
vigilance The US imperialists scorched our land, massacred our 
innocent people, mid are still occupying the southern half of our 
country. They are our sworn enemy, aren’t they? 

It is utterly ridiculous to think that our people’s struggle 
against the US imperialists conflicts with the efforts of the 
Soviet people to case international tension. Our people’s con¬ 
demnation of and struggle against the US imperialists’ policy of 
aggression against Korea arc not in contradiction with, but 
conducive to the struggle of the people:- of the world to lessen 
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international tension and defend peace A; the same time, the 
struggle to ease tension on the part of the peace-loving people 
the world over, including the Soviet people, creates more favour¬ 
able conditions for the anti-imperialist struggle oi our people. 

Pak Chang Ok was ideologically linked to the reactionary 
bourgeois writer Li Tae Jun because lie did not study the 
history of our country and our realities. Besides the remnants 
oi bourgeois ideology in Ills mind, lie war. conceited enough to 
think ha knew < without even studying the realities 

cf our country. Consequently, things went wrong. The harm he 
did to our ideological work is very serious. 

After liberation, he and his ilk said that since Li Gwang Su 
was a talented man, it would be better to give him prominence. 
But I pointed cut it would be wrong to do so. Li Gwang Su 
wrote a novel, A Revolulfonart/s U'i/e, in which he Insulted rev¬ 
olutionaries let out of prison. He used to rave Dial the Korean 
people and t iperlallsts came from "one and the 

same ancestry and the same roots”. Therefore, I told them that 
it was unthinkable and absolutely Impermissible to give prom¬ 
inence lo such a man. 

Some comia«i:s walking In Ihc Propaganda Department of 
the Parly tried lo copy mechanically from Ihc Soviet Union in 
all their work. This was also because tiny had no Intention of 
studying our realities and lacked the true Marxlst-Lenlnlsl ap¬ 
proach to educating the people in our own merits mid revolu¬ 
tionary (radii Many comrades swallow Marxism-Leninism 
raw. without digesting and assimilating it. It is self-evident, 
therelorc, that they are unable to display revolutionary initiative. 

Propaganda workers have so far failed to take proper 
measures to study our history and national culture systemati¬ 
cally. Ten years have passed since liberation, yet wc have failed 
lo tackle the mattei energetically. We have conducted it only 
in a hit-or-miss way. We had few cadres before, but now we 
have scholars, funds and material, and sufficient conditions 
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for doing it. Il is quite possible if only you make .1 good study 
nnd organize the work. Every effort should be made to ascer¬ 
tain. uphold and promute our national heritage. True, we should 
energetically learn from what is progressive internationally. 
But we should develop the fine things of our own while intro¬ 
ducing advanced culture. Otherwise, our people will lose faith 
in their own ability and become a spineless people who only try 
to copy from others. 

Hearing us say that it is necessary to establish Juche, some 
comrades might take it in .1 simple way and get the wrong idea 
Hint we need not learn from foreign countries. That would be 
quite wrong. Wc must learn from the positive experience of so¬ 
cialist countries. 

The Important thing is to know what wc arc learning lor. 
Our aim Is to turn the advanced experience of the Soviet Union 
nnd other socialist countries to good account in our Korean rev 
olution. 

During the war, Ho Ga I, Kim Jac Uk and Pak II U once 
quarrelled stupidly among themselves r how to do political 
work in the army. Those from the Soviet Union insisted upon the 
Soviet method and those from China stuck to the Chinese 
method. So they quarrelled, some advocating the Soviet fashion 
and others the Chinese way. That was sheer nonsense. 

It does not matter whether you use the rigid hand or the 
left, whether you use a spoor, or chopsticks at the tabic No 
matter how you cat, il is all the same insofar as food is pul into 
your mouth, isn't it? Why need one be fastidious about "fashion" 
in wartime? We do political work to strengthen our People's 
Army and win battles, and any method will do so long as our 
aim is achieved. Vet Ho Ga I and Pak II U squabbled about 
such a trifle. This only weakens discipline within the Party. At 
that time, the Party centre maintained that wc should learn all 
the gnod things from both the Soviet Union and China and. on 
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this basis, work out a method oi political work suitable to our 
actual conditions. 

It is important in our work to grasp revolutionary truth, 
Marxist-Leninist truth, and apply it correctly to our actual con¬ 
ditions. There- should be no set uilc that wc must follow the 
Soviet pattern. Some advocate the Soviet way and others the 
Chinese, l>ut is it not high time to work out our own? 

The point is that we should not mechanically copy the forms 
and methods of the Soviet Union, but should learn Irom its ex¬ 
perience in struggle and from the truth of Marxism-Leninism. So, 
while learning from the experience of the Soviet Union, we 
must put stress not on the form but on the essence of its ex¬ 
perience. 

In learning from the experience of the Soviet Union there 
is a marked tendency merely to model ourselves on the external 
form. If Pravda puts out a headline "A Day in Our Country", 
our Ro<lnng Slnmun carries the same title: "A Day in Our 
Country" What is the point of copying this sort of thing? The 
same is true of clothing. When there are very graceful Korean 
costumes for our women, what is the point of discarding them 
and putting on clothes which arc unbecoming? There is no need 
to do this. I suggested to the Women's Union functionaries that 
cur women dress in Korean costumes as tar as possible, 

Merely copying the forms used by others instead of learning 
the truth oi Marxism-Leninism does us no good, only harm. 

In both revolutionary struggle and construction, wc should 
firmly adhere to Marxist-Leninisl principles, applying them in a 
creative way to suit the specific conditions and national charac¬ 
teristics of our country. 

If we mechanically apply foreign experience, disregarding 
the history of our country and the traditions of cur people and 
without taking account of our own realities and our people's 
political preparedness, we will commit dogmatic errors and do 
much harm to the revolutionary cause. This is not fidelity to 
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Marxism-Leninism nor to internationalism it urns counter to 
them. 

Marxism-Leninism is not a dogma, it is a guide to action 
and a creative theory. So, it can display its indestructible vitality 
only when it is applied creatively to suit the spedifc conditions 
of each country. The same applies i.. u e: perience oi the frater¬ 
nal parties It will prove valuable to us only when we study It. 
grasp ils essence and properly apply it to our realities. But it 
we just gulp it down and spoil our work. .1 will not only harm 
our work but also lead to discrediting Ur valuable experience oi 
the fraternal parties 

111 connection with tile question of establishing Juchc. I 
think II necessary to touch on internationalism and patriotism. 

Internationalism and patriotism arc Inseparably linked w ith 
each other. You must realize that the love Korean Communist > 
bear for their country does not conflict with the internationalism 
of the working class but fully conforms with it. Loving Korea is 
just as good a« loving the Soviet Union and the socialist camp 
and, likewise, loving the. Soviet Union and Ihc socialist camp 
is just ns good as loving Korea. They constitute a complete 
whole. For the great cause of the working class knows na fron¬ 
tiers and our revolutionary cause is n part of the international 
revolutionary cause of the working das' throughout the world. 
The supreme goal oi Ihc working class ol ill countries i. to build 

n communist society. The only difference* if any, He* in the fact 

that some countries will do this earlier and others later. 

It is wrong lo stress patriotism alone and neglect interna¬ 
tionalist solidarity. For the victory oi the Korean revolution and 
for the great cause of Ihc International working class, we should 
strengthen solidarity with the Soviet people and with the peo¬ 
ples of all the socialist countries. This is our sacred internation¬ 
alist duty. The Soviet people, on their part, are doing all they 
can to strengthen solidarity not only with the countries oi the 
socialist camp hut also with the working class oi the whole 
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world, both for the building ol communism in their own country 
and for the victory oi Ihc world revolution. 

Thu«. patriotism and internationalism arc inseparable. Ho 
who docs not love his own country cannot be loyal to interna¬ 
tionalism. and he who is unfaithful to internationalism cannot be 
faithful to his own country and people. A tru< patriot is at once 
an internationalist and vice versa. 

If we cast aside all that Is good in out country and only 
copy and memorize things foreign In ideological work, we will 
certainly ring I. sses to our revolution, and thereby fail to fulfil 
our obligations to t o International revolutionary cause prop¬ 
erly 

in the r< poll to the Second Parly Congress. I quoted the 
following passage Irorti the statement ol the Commander oi Ihc 
Soviet inn y. publk tl on the day Ihc aimy < titered our country: 
"Korean people!... You hold your happiness In your own hands „ 
Koreanr mu*: create their own happiness themselves" This state¬ 
ment is perfectly correct and If we fall to icl accordingly, we 
may lose broad segments of the masses. 

The formalism of our propaganda workers also finds ex¬ 
pression in exaggeration 1 paganda 1 cample, such 
bombastic expressions as "all have risen," "nil have been mo¬ 
bilized." etc. have long been in fashion In speeches and nrllclcs. 

VYr advised Pak Chang Ok more than once against il Pak 
Chang Ok made mistakes because he could not break away from 
this "all" type ol bombast lie had created. I nter. hr took n fancy 
to the superlative oi the Chinese character "great", and used this 
adjective everywhere I du not know whr’her this practice was 
due to his ignorance of Chinese characters or to his erroneous 
ideological stand. 

When propaganda work is conducted with such empty ex¬ 
aggeration. it will lead people to be carried away by victory 
and to become easy going. This bad practice is also responsible 
lor the false reports handed in by junior officials. 
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The use of an adjective may seem a simple matter, but its 
wrong use may spell failure in our work. In iuture. this practice 
should be completely stopped. 

Now. I should like to refer to a few other immediate prob¬ 
lems in Ideological work. 

The Party Central Committee has issued written material 
on the nature and tasks of our revolution, to help in the study 
of the documents of its April Plenary Meeting. So. I will not 
make any further comment on this 

I would just like to stress once more the prospects ol our 
revolution. Our revolution has two prospects. One is the peaceful 
reunification of our country, ond the olher is its reunification in 
circumstances in which the forces of imperialism arc drastically 
weakened by n big war 

Wo, of course, have been striving with all our might to 
realize the first prospect, 

Our struggle for peaceful reunification boils down to two 
points -to carry out construction successfully in !h« northern 
hall of the country and direct effective political work towards the 
southern half. If we strengthen the democratic base by promoting 
socialist construction In the north and rouse the people in the 
south to struggle for liberation through effective political work 
directed to the south, peaceful reunification can be realized. 

Political work directed towards the south means strength¬ 
ening the influence of file north on the people in the south and 
getting the broad nia .es tlicie to support us To this end. so¬ 
cialist construction in the north should be carried out success¬ 
fully. The living standards oi the people should be raised and the 
economic base strengthened in tiie north through successful eco¬ 
nomic construction, and the entire people :.hould be rallied 
around our Party. Then, no matter how desperately Synginan 
Rhee may try. lie will never be able to dampen the fighting spirit 
oi the people in the south, who are constantly inspired by so¬ 
cialist construction in the north. 
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A man who came over irom the south sometime ago said: 
“Synginan Rhee says in his propaganda that the north has a 
population of only 3 million and there is nothing left of Pyong¬ 
yang but a heap of ashes. But I have seen here that the bridge 
over the Taedong-gang River has been rebuilt and Pyongyang 
is being built into a much more beautiful city than before. Syttg* 
man Rhee has talked nonsense." This is what will happen wlun 
we carry out construction successfully. 

In 1948. when a joint conference of political parlies and so¬ 
cial organizations from north and south Korea was held, wc in 
the north did not have much to our credit in construction. But 
all the Right-wing personalities ol south Korea came to us, with 
the exception of Syngman Rhee and Kim Song Su, The join' 
conference was of very great significance. Many of those who 
came to the north at that time remained here, 

This is what Kim Gu said: I have found north Korea to my 
liking. I have seen many Com unUtS both in Shanghai and In 
south Korea (il lie met any. they must have been those of the 
lucsday group or the M l group), but north Korean Communist* 
arc different I thought before that Communists wore narrow- 
minded and evil people, but I have found here that you are 
broad-minded and generous people with whom I can cooperate 
lully I nm resolved to cooperate wiili you. I am old now and 
have no desire for power. If I do not go back to south Korea, 
Syngman Rhee will certainly claim I have been detained. I want 
to go back and make known the line things I have seen here, So 
I have to go back. Do not think that I am going to collaborate 
with the Yankees When I come here again later, please give me 
an apple orchard, for I want to live in peace in the countryside 
for the rest of my life." Kim Gyu Sik. too. spoke in the same 
vein. Afterwards, Kim Gu fought against the Yankees. 

As you all know. Kim Gu was a nal malist. From the be¬ 
ginning he was against both imperialism arid communism, ana 
he came to us with the intention of negotiating with the Com- 
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munlsts. In view of the fact Iliac even Kim Gu, who once re¬ 
garded communism as uu inveterate enemy, changed his ideas 
of our endeavours lo huild up the country, it is quite easy to 
imagine what workers, peasants and public figures with a na¬ 
tional conscience in south Korea will think once they come and 
see the northern half of the country. 

Before liberation, merely to hear that in the Soviet Union 
■I*' winking da is held pi wet and was building socialism made 
us yearn greatly for that country where we had never been. How 
then cun the people in the south not yearn to sec tile socialist 
construction in the north carried out by our people who are of 
I he same stock as them? 

That is why successful construction In ha north is more 
Important than anything else. 

Thus, when the people in the south are roused to action 
ngainsl US imperialism and the Syngman Rhec regime through 
successful socialist construction in I he north and effective politi 
ml work direclcd towards the south, peaceful reunification can 
be brought about. 

This is the Internal factor which makes peaceful reunification 
possible. 

The external faclor conducive to peaceful reunification 
should likewise be taken into consideration. If we succeed in 
maintaining peace for a five to ten year period. China, with her 
population of more than 600 million, as well as the Soviet Union, 
will grow incomparably stronger and the power of the whole 
socialist camp will be even greater. 

Parallel with the growth of the might of the socialist camp, 
the national-liberation movement of the peoples :n the colonial 
and dependent countries has further intensified and many coun¬ 
tries have won national independence. The peoples of India. In¬ 
donesia, Burma and other independent states in Asia and tlie 
peoples of the Arab countries are fighting for peace and against 
imperialist aggression. 
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All this constitutes a telling blow to imperialism, especially 
US imperials of peace, democracy and socialism 

grow stronger, the US imperialists will finally be compelled lo 
withdraw from Korea. 

Oi course, the struggle lor the peaceful reunification of our 
country is an arduous and protracted one. But when we grow 
stronger and the international forces of peace, democracy and 
socialism become more powerful, wc will be able to achieve 
peaceful reunification Tins is one prospect for the development 
of tlie revolution in Korea and for reunification. 

Tlie problem of reunification might also be solved by war. 
not by peaceful means. If the imperialists unleash war on a 
worldwide scale, we will have no alternative but to light, and 
then it would be quite possible for us to defeat the U'S Imperial¬ 
ists in Korea by cur own strength. Although il would he rather 
hard for us lo fight against US imperialism single-handed, wo 
should be able to defeat it relatively easily If It Is compelled to 
disperse its forces all over the world. In that enso wc shall 
sweep the forces of US Imperialism from Korea and achieve the 
reunification of the country. This Is the other prospect for the 
development of the Korean revolution and for reunification. 

But wc do not want this prospect. Wo desire the first pros¬ 
pect. that is, reunification by peaceful means, and wo are strug¬ 
gling to achieve it. 

No matter which prospect for the country's reunification 
comes about, the most important thing of all is lo strengthen 
our Party and steel the members' Parly spirit. 

In cast- negotiations start between the north and the south, 
then the barriers between them are torn down and we go to work 
among south Koreans, what will things be like if our Party Is 
not strong? Only when our Parly is strong, can it take advantage 
of such a favourable situation. 

The proportion ol our Party membership lo the population 
is now one to ten. as we have a million members out ot a popula- 
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lion of 10 million. This is indeed not a small proportion. But, 
when compared with the 30 million population oi Korea, one 
million is by no means large. 

In south Korea the growth of the Party cannot help but be 
seriously limited because the underground movement there is 
carried on under extremely difficult circumstances. 

After reunification, it will be difficult to carry on our work 
with a small number of Party members, although the number 
will grow in south Korea, too. What is wrong with our training 
ii large number of Party members in the northern half from 
now on and assigning them to work both in the north and the 
smith after reunification? Nothing. Vet. at the time of the Fourth 
Plenary Meeting of the Party Central Committee, Ho Ga I in¬ 
sisted that the Party close its doors in spite of the fact that it 
had no more than 600,000 members. The Party criticized his view 
at the time, and has continued to Increase its membership 

The point now is to educate our one million Party members 
well. Among our members there may be some who lag behind 
the non-P.iriy masses. But even so, these people must not be 
expelled from the Party. They must be kept in and educated. If 
they arc expelled, our Party might be weakened. This is all the 
more so since ours is not the only party. 

It is our consistent organizational line to constantly train 
the core of the cells while building up a mass-based parlv. By 
the core we mean those Party members who know communist 
‘ruth and can follow the road of revolution without vacillating. 
It is difficult to arm the one million Party members overnight 
with an equal degree of communist thinking. We must follow the 
line of training the core elements first and then gradually raising 
the political level of all Parly members. 

Our line is to educate Party members with the help of core 
members. So, since the Fourth Plenary .Meeting, the Party has 
put special emphasis on the question of training the core mem¬ 
bers of the cells. It will be all the more gratifying if their number 
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increases from five today to ten tomorrow so that all Party 
members become core elements. But even if only 50 per cent of 
the Party membership does so, it will be a good thing. 

The merging of the Communist Party and the New Dem¬ 
ocratic Party was of great significance in turning our Party Into 
a mass political party. As a result of our correct organizational 
line and energetic struggle to win over the broad masses of the 
working people, our Party has now become a mass political 
party embracing one million members. This success was by no 
means easy, but was achieved through extremely hard struggles. 

We fight for democratic rights and freedoms In south Ko¬ 
rea—freedom of speech, the press, assembly and association— 
which are prerequisites for the peaceful reunification of the 
country We aim at securing conditions for our own free actlvl- 
tir« in the southern half, while allowing political parties of south 
Korea to conduct political activities freely In the northern half. 

When a situation is thus created in which political struggle 
in the north and the south is free, whoever wins more of the 
masses will win the day. Therefore, it Is of the greatest impor¬ 
tant to strengthen our Parly and the Parly spirit of its mem¬ 
bers. 

In order to steel the Party spirit of our members, we should 
get all of them to make a constant amt deep study of the docu¬ 
ments of the Fourth and Fifth Plenary Meetings of the Party 
Central Committee. 

Our comrades must direct more effort to the organizational 
and propaganda work of the Party, instead of being engrossed 
only in economic campaigns Party cells must be built up well 
and Party members educated by the coll core. It is particularly 
necessary to temper the Party spirit of those members who 
hold leading posts'-ministers, vice-ministers and bureau direc¬ 
tors. Throughout the Party, vigorous educational measures 
should be taken to fortify the Party spirit. 

The composition oi our Party is very complex. All sorts of 
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people have joined it—those who once belonged to the Tuesday 
group and the M-L group, those w!io joined the Toiling Peo¬ 
ple's Party after liberation, and others. Many had been under 
the influence of the factlonalists. These p-.ople are to be found 
both among responsible cadres in the central organs and among 
the members of the Party Central Committee. 

Are nil of these people worthless? No. Education will make 
them all useful. But their education must not be conducted in a 
short-term campaign. Prolonged, patient education and criticism 
are needed. 

We must wage a determined struggle to arm every Party 
member firmly Willi our Party's ideology and eliminate the 
remnants of bourgeois ideology which persist in the minds ol 
Party members and the working people. Our members' Party 
spirit should be thoroughly steeled until their shortcomings arc 
overcome and their Ideological maladies completely remedied. 

We were too late in criticizing Pak Chang Ok and Ki Sok 
Bolt. If they had been criticized at the time of the Fifth Plenary 
Meeting of the Parly Central Committee, things would not have 
gotten Into sucli a mess. Therefore, it is especially important to 
remould the thinking of those leading cadres who were influ¬ 
enced by Ho Ga I or Pak II U and help them arm themselves 
firmly with the Party's ideological system. The Department of 
Organizational Leadership and the Propaganda and Agitation 
Department of the Party must lake up this work. 

The important thing in educating Party members is to get 
them, especially the cadres, to establish a correct viewpoint on 
the masses. Because this is lacking, bureaucracy continue - to 
manifest itself This is a grave shortcoming in our Party work. 

tn order to achieve our lofty aim oi reunifying the country 
and building socialism and communism, we must win over the 
masses. Wc must be clear on what great losses bureaucracy will 
cause to the revolution. 

Listening to (he voice of the masses and championing their

interests is an entirely different matter from basing one's work 
on misleading opinions heard in the street. The latte: has nothing 
in common with the revolutionary viewpoint on the masses. By 
the masses we mean the basic masses we rely cn—the workers 
and the peasants, and our allies who support and follow' us. 
Wc should listen to them and defend their interests. Everyone, 
whether a Party worker, an administrative worker or a (unction- 
ary in a social organization, must work consistently in the in¬ 
terests ol the revolution and the masses. 

How w as it possible for the anti-Japanese guerrillas to hold 
out for such a long time? Why was it that the Japanese failed to 
destroy us even though they had a formidable armed force? Be¬ 
cause the guerrillas had the correct viewpoint on the masses 
and the support ol the masses. When guerrillas were wounded 
and entered a village, the peasants took care of them ns (hough 
they were their own sens They managed to get rice, which 
they could hardly afford for themselves, and cooked it for them. 
Even t!:o peasants living inside the earth walls of the concen¬ 
tration village’ set up by the Japanese imperialists, sent food 
to them outside the walls. 

The masses supported and protected us in this way because 
wc had always defended their interests and fought for them at 
the risk of our lives All Party members must learn from the 
guerrillas' attitude towards the masses. 

In the days of Japanese imperialist rule everything was 
imposed upon us by force—compulsory militnry service, com¬ 
pulsory labour, compulsory delivery of farm produce, etc. Wc are 
resolutely opposed to such practices. 

A parly divorced from the masses is like a fish out of water. 
With whom cm the patty carry out the revolution if not with 
the masses? A party divorced from the people not only cannot 
bring the revolution to victory, but will eventually find its very 
existence endangered. 

It is solely for the purpose oi protecting the interests of the 



masses that the party puls forward its programme and seizes 
slate power. Therefore, would it not be against the aims of the 
party and the revolution to encroach on the interests of the 
masses? 

It is beyond dispute that our laws and decisions are excel¬ 
lent. But they will all come to nothing if, in putting them into 
effect, our functionaries harm the interests oi the masses. You 
comrades must hear this in mind and intensify educational work 
among Party members so that they can liquidate bureaucracy 
and acquire a correct viewpoint on the masses. If only 50- per 
coni of nil Party members acquire this viewpoint, it will mean 
a greal change in our Party. 

At the moment quite a few Party members are not firmly 
equipped with the correct viewpoint. The situation is especially 
bad among the cadres. Whether a Party member has the correct 
viewpoint on the masses or not also depends on hi' Party spirit 
So, tempering Party spirit is of decisive importance In this 
respect, too. 

Further, it is important to Imbue the Parly members with 
faith and optimism regarding the prospect' of the revolution If 
tin y lack firm faith in the final victory of our cause and optimism 
regarding the future of the revolution under whatever circunt 
stunccs, it will be impossible to overcome the difficulties oru 
Inevitably encounters in the course of revolutionary 'truggle. 

In order to make our Party members indomitable fighters 
who are always optimistic about the future of the revolution, it 
is necessary to intensify their Marxist-Leninist education. With¬ 
out a clear understanding of the laws of social development and 
the inevitability of the triumph of socialism and communism, one 
can neither have faith in victory nor have the lofty spirit and 
conibaliveness to withstand any difficulty. 

I.et me give you an example of vacillation and defection in 
the revolutionary ranks that was caused by a lack of knowledge 
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of the laws of social development and of 3 clear understanding 
of the trend of developments in a complex situation. 

When the defeat of Japanese imperialism was in sight, some 
people in the guerrilla detachments lost faith and deserted. This 
was partly because cf certain formalistic defects in our propa¬ 
ganda work .it the time. In those days propaganda about the 
Soviet Union was of special importance, and it was propagan¬ 
dized in the guerrilla army that “A big clash is bound to occur 
some day between the Soviet Union and the imperialist states, 
because fundamental contradictions exist between them. Then, 
Japanese imperialism will perish and our country will attain 
independence." That was wrong. Though it was right to prop¬ 
agandize about tin? contradictions between the socialist state 
and the imperialist countries, the truth about current develop¬ 
ments was not explained. As a result, when a non-aggression 
pact between the Soviet Union amt Hiller Germany was signed 
and a treaty of neutrality was concluded between the Soviet 
Union and Japan in 1941, some elements in the guerrilla ranks 
lost l»opc in the future and faltered. These waverers deserted 
• ur ranks, saying that after 10 years with the guerrillas they 
only saw a dark future, uncertain whether they would have lo 
spend another 10 or 20 years fighting. So we explained the 
revolutionary situation and the truth about the revolution fully 
lo the guerrillas. After that, there were no more deserters. 

There is no doubt that sooner or later we shall see the greal 
revolutionary event come about That event, as I have already 
said, may either occur peacefully or non-peacefully. Whatever 
form it takes, we must always be prepared to meet it. 

In order to meet this great revolutionary event, the members' 
Party spirit should be steeled. They should be educated to have 
a correct viewpoint on the masses, faith in victory and optimism 
regarding the future ot the revolution. 

Another important tiling is lo struggle correctly against 
every anti-Party tendency. II we had not had the experience of 
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flgftling the Minsaengdan in Chienlao in the past, wc would 
not have been a hi.* correctly to lend the struggle against the 
counterrevolutionaries in Korea after liberation, especially 
during the war. 

The Japanese imperialists set ip a counterrevolutionary es¬ 
pionage organization called Minsaengdan and infiltrated its 
agents into the revolutionary districts of Chienlao Then they re¬ 
sorted to the vile trick of alienating the Koreans from tin- Chinese 
and Inciting strife among the Koreans l or a time those in the 
revolutionary camp fell victim to the enemy's crafty scheme, go¬ 
ing to the length of killing one another. As .1 result, many people 
wore killed without any Justifiable reason 

This experience proved very useful when we dealt with the 
case of the Pak lion Yong clique. We adhered strictly to the 
principle of drawing a sharp distinction between spies and non- 
spies. Wo emphasized tin's many times in the Political Commit- 
1 * 0 . If wo were not vigilant wc might play into the hands oi the 
Yankees and ruin many persons. 

Of course, tin* struggle must he relentless Otherwise, * mic 
spies may escape punishment. But the struggle must always be 
carried on as mi ideological one 

Those who were influenced by Pak lion Yong cannot all l»c 
Ills ilk or spies. But his Ideological influence still remains in 
their minds. We must light against this 

The experience acquired in the struggle against lb. Pak 
lion Yong clique ami in the counterespionage campaigns should 
bo made fully known to the Party members so that they may 
wage a rigorous struggle against espionage agents and corrc i 
ly distinguish the spies from others. If you do not do this, but 
suspect everybody, in the end you will find yourseh - suspicious 
of your own shadow. 

I» order to disintegrate our ranks from within, the enesny 
always plots to make people distrust one another and >« them 
al odds. You must learn to discern clearly and combat such plots 
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and slanders concocted by the counterrevolutionaries. Party 
members should be educated in such a way that they can spoi 
spies, waverers. nepotists, parochialists and {notionalists. 

Such a struggle can be conducted properly only when the 
cadres and all members of the Parly have a high political level. 
Without attaining a high level of Marxlst-Lcninist knowledge, 
Parly members cannot properly carry out sucli a difficult task. 
In order to enable them lo light skilfully against the counter¬ 
revolutionaries. it is necessary lo intensify their Marxlst-Lenln- 
isi education and. at the same time, acquaint them with our 
extensive experience in the fight against the counterrevolu¬ 
tionaries. 

Further, propaganda and agitation should be stepped up 
among llic broad masses r.ducotion of the masses in socialist 
ideology should be the main content of our work of propaganda 
and agitation The most important thing in this connection Is to 
make tlic workers and peasants, especially the workers, dearly 
aware that power is m their hands. When they are highly con¬ 
scious of this fact, the workers will act as the masters In every¬ 
thing- lake good care ol their places of work, machinery ami 
equipment, work hard, maintain good discipline and effectively 
combat counterrevolutionaries. 

The same is true ol the peasants. If they realize that the 
working class is not only their ally but also their leader, and that 
they too hold power in their hands, they will work their land 
well, take good care of their implements and willingly pay the 
tax in kind. 

Everyone will show enthusiasm when he realizes that lie is 
the master When wc were engaged in revolutionary activities 
in the past, who could have got us to do so ior money? We fought 
without sleep and forgot our hunger because wc realized that by 
making revolution we could not only carve out our own destiny 
but save our country. The workers will likewise throw all their 
energy and zeal into their work when they arc clearly aware 
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that their labour is for their own happiness and ior (he prosperity 
of society. 

Prolonged, persistent education is needed to get all the 
working people to become as politically conscious as this. We 
must patiently educate the masses and unite them more closely 
around our Party, 

In conclusion. I should like to make a few remarks about 
our newspapers. Our papers still do not fully discharge their 
(Julies. 

The central task of the Rodoag Sinmun, our Party organ. 
Is to educate the Party members through day-to day explanation 
of the Party's lines and policies and their fighting tasks. The 
central task of the Minfu Chosori Is to mobilize the masses to 
put state policies into effect by fully explaining the laws and 
regulations of the people's government and the policies ol tin 
stale. The papers of the General Federation of Trade Unions, the 
Democratic Youth League, and other organizations should like¬ 
wise be edited in accordance with their respective characteristics 
and tasks. 

Our newspapers have no specific features which distinguish 
one from another. This is a big failing. Whether thi. is because- 
they arc all furnished with material by the Korean Central News 
Agency or because some of Ihcm arc limited in space. I do not 
know. 

Here. too. much formalism and dogmatism can be noted. I 
think il necessary for you to look into this matter seriously. 

I have so far touched upon some problems arising in the 
Ideological work of our Party. I hope you will take rote of them, 
eliminate the shortcomings revealed and strive to raise our 
Party's ideological work 10 a higher level. 


TO BRING ABOUT A GREAT REVOLUTIONARY 
UPSWING IN SOCIALIST CONSTRUCTION 


Concluding Speech at the Plenary 
Meeting ol tho Central Committee ol 
the Workers' Party ol Korea 

December 13, 1956 


Comrades. 

At this plenary meeting we discussed the national economic 
plan lor 1957. the task for the first year of the First Five-Year 
Plan and made a unanimous resolve lo fulfil this plan without 
(ail. valiantly getting over all hardships and trials ahead of us. 
When the meeting is over, members and alternate members of 
the Party Central Committee and all other comrades who are 
present lu-r» will return to their respective posts where they must 
wage dynamic struggles for the implementation of the decision 
of the plenary meeting and fulfil their pledge to the Party come 
what may. 

As many comrades said in their speeches, the national eco¬ 
nomic plan we are going to fulfil next year is a very tightened 
plan However, this is by no means a totally impossible plan 
which had been forced through against our will. It is a scientific 
and practical plan which we can fulfil with our ability. We have 
all possibilities and conditions for the successful carrying out 
of this plan. 

The 1957 national economic plan was drawn on the basis of 
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our Parly's basic line of economic construction, a line ot giving 
priority lo tl:r development oi heavy industry while at the sam- 
time developing light industry and agriculture. As in the past, 
so next year, we are planning to direct great efforts to heavy 
industry, concentrating investments on it. This is an entirely 
correct measure. 

I was told that in some countries there Iris been much de¬ 
bate as to whether heavy industry should be curtailed or not. 
However, In our country this sort o: problem can never arise. Be- 
cause unless heavy Industry is developed iirs'.. it is impossible 
to consolidate the foundation oi the naiioi.il economy a< < 
whole or raise the people's living standards. The priority de¬ 
velopment of heavy industry is an objective requirement of the 
socialist economic construction In our country. 

Particularly the heavy Industries on which we are con¬ 
centrating our efforts arc directly related to the people's living 
conditions. II wo do not concentrate our cilorts on th; chemical 
Industry and produce plenty of fertilizer, we cannot in. -. use the 
per-c/rougbo yield in agricultural production and. accordingly, 
we cannot solve Hie food problem for the people- And only by 
quickly developing the chemical industry and securing large 
quantities of chemical fibres, can we supply our people with an 
adequate amount of cloth. 

The same is truo with the mining industry and other branch¬ 
es of heavy industry. Unless we exert our efforts for the min¬ 
ing Industry and exploit more mineral ores. vv> cannot obtain 
much foreign currency, to say nothing of providing the metal 
industry with raw materials and. accordingly, cannot import 
different goods badly needed for the people's lives. So. in order 
to further consolidate our country’s economic foundations and 
more quickly raise the people's living standards, we must con¬ 
tinue to make large investments in the machine-building, electric, 
mining and chemical industries and other branches ot heavy in¬ 
dustry. 
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Needless to say. since our population increases very quickly 
every year, we should iced our people evenly and, especially, be 
deeply interested in lightening the peasants' burdens and im¬ 
proving their living conditions. In this situation, it is hardly like¬ 
ly to increase tin- rate of investment in heavy industries next 
year abova that of this year. However, next year also, we should 
maintain the proportion of the production of means of production 
to the production of consumer goods, at 1 in same level 
as (his year. We consider that the proportion we arc maintaining 
now just fits our nation's present level of Industrial development. 

"e must not in the least lu-sitate or vacillate in Hie fulfil¬ 
ment of next year's plan Lot me again stress that If we work 
well, we can fulfil next year’s plan; wo must fulfil it come what 
may Only when wc carry out next year's plan without (all even 
though it may N- a bit hard, can we Increase the state nccumuln 
lion and secure reserves. And this will enable us to carry out the 
plan for 1938 without difficulty and readily cope with any emer¬ 
gency which may be caused by change in the situation, f hercforc, 
alt of you must clearly realize that the struggle for the success¬ 
ful implementation of next year’s plan Is n hard hut a worthy 
and honourable struggle. 

In Hr.' last few years we were confronted with much more 
hardships than now Nit we audaciously overcame them through 
a tense struggle, so that we could victoriously fulfil the Three- 
Year Plan. As a result, cur people now have foundations and 
assets with which to live on their own efforts and arc able 
to draw a tremendous long-range perspective plan such as the 
Five-Year Plan and buckle down to its implementation. 

We are planning lo increase the total industrial oulput value 
next year, the first year nf the hive-Year Plan, 21 per cent above 
that «, arc envisaging this year. This is 2.4 times as much ns 
that in the prewar year of 1949. It is obvious that if we had not 
the solid foundations and assets prepared during the TIuce- 
Year Plan, we could not set this high goal. 
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Under next year’s plan we also envisaged many specilie 
measures for improving the people’.^ living conditions. Right here 
at this plenary meeting, we have discussed interesting prob¬ 
lems—on producing more consumer goods, improving the qual¬ 
ity of goods, turning out more fertilizers for the countryside to 
increase grain production, and making more boats to catch more 
fish next year. What does this mean? It means that we have 
grown stronger and increased our assets, which enable us to do 
all these things with our own efforts. 

Today we have such a great strength and solid assets solely 
because wc have had our Party's correct line of giving priority 
to the development ol heavy industry while at the same time de 
vcloping light industry and agriculture, and. under the Party's 
leadership, all of our people have striven to carry out thi> line 
with credit, tightening their bolls. 

If we had not concentrated our efforts on tlie advancement 
of heavy Industry in the Three-Year Plan period in accordance 
with the Parly’s policy, and if we had Just consumed all the 
aids from the fraternal countries allegedly to raise the people’s 
living standard, we could have been well-off lor a year or two 
but we would find ourselves in a hard situation today where we 
could not do anything for ourselves. 

If in the last few years we had not built machine-building 
factories, produced spinning and weaving machinery and built 
textile mills, sparing pennies, wc could not have silk clothes 
however we wanted today and could not adopt a decision on pro¬ 
ducing more silk cloth at this meeting. And if we had not built 
up solid centres of the machine-building industry during this 
period, we could not eat fish however wc wanted nor could wc 
confidently send out directives on the production of a definite 
number of vessels such as angle-net boats and fish carriers. 

However, displaying the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, 
we have created the machine-building industry o( our own and 
laid strong centres of heavy industry As a result, at this plenary 



meeting, wc could freely discuss and decide on all essential mat¬ 
ters for next year and have a firm conviction that we are quite 
capable of executing the decision. In other words, wc can now 
resolve to do anything if it is necessary ior the development of 
the national economy and the improvement of the people’s living 
conditions, and can fulfil this resolve. The question is that from 
now we must set a clear-cut goal of struggle and rush bravely 
and quickly towards this goal. 

Wc cannot go at a slow pace; we must rush ahead several 
times, scores of limes faster than others. However great the 
achievements we made in the postwar economic construction, 
wc must never be vitisficil with this. Our achievements arc just 
initial ones, nothing hut a foundation for the attainment of a 
still greater victory in the future. 

Our country's economic foundation is still weak as a whole 
and the people's living standard is not high. Moreover, we have 
not yet been able to achieve national reunification, our people’s 
most anxious desire. In this situation, how can we idle away 
tune or go at a slow pace? Wc arc never allowed to do so. We 
must never lead slackened, easy lives; wc must wage a tense 
struggle ever) hour and every day. 

Particularly, the present internal and external siluatiou Is 
more strained and complex than ever before. Not long ago, in 
the Middle l ast the imperialists headed by US imperialism put 
up the Zionists as their shock brigade and unleashed a savage 
war of aggression against the Arab people. In Hungary they 
incited thc:r agents to a riot against the government. Of course, 
all these foul manoeuvre; ended in an ignominious fiasco. How¬ 
ever. instead of drawing a lesson from their setbacks, the impe¬ 
rialists. following the two incidents, are conducting crazy anti¬ 
communist clamours without precedent. 

On the one hand, the imperialists arc blowing a vociferous 
anti-con.munist trumpet, maliciously slandering the socialist 
countries and. on the other, they are resorling to every possible 
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means to drive a wedge between the socialist countries and sub¬ 
vert the socialist camp from within. At every opportunity they 
send spies, saboteurs and wreckers into the socialist countries 
and manoeuvre to seek for a pretext of military aggression. 

In our country nlso, as it they were given a golden opportu¬ 
nity, the US Imperialists and their lackeys, tile Syngman Rhoe 
ites, are running mad ami hurrying with preparations for aggres¬ 
sion against the northern half of the Republic. The US imperial¬ 
ists have brought their Pacific Fleet near our territorial waters 
and (he Syngman Rhceites, in keeping with this, have reportedly 
ordered the puppet armed forces to complete all preparations by 
dll' . lid of tho year lo lake military actions for "march north". 

In addition, they are Irylng to use for their subversive plots 
tho remnants of the overthrown exploitative clnss.s and anti 
Party counterrevolutionary factionalism in the northern half of 
the Republic. Of late, the Syngman Rhceites are openly clamour- 
Ing to this handful of counterrevolutionaries every day. "Rim* up 
ill a riot a:, m Hungary, then wo will attack again” Furthermore, 
they are dispatching many spies inlo the northern hall of the 
Republic lo align them with wicked elements lurking within our 
ranks. In an attempt lo hatch sinister designs against our Party 
and the Government of the Republic. The number of the spi. . 
saboteurs and wreckers worming their « nto the north with 
these purposes is considerably increasing these days. 

Meanwhile, the class enemies and anti-Pnrty countcrrcvolu- 
llonaiy factlonalists hiding among our ranks arc raising their 
heads in keeping with the aggressive activities of tho US impe¬ 
rialists and Syngman Rhceites and are opposing our Party and 
our social system. The antf-Party counterrevolutionary* i.iction- 
alists have been dealt blows by our Party but they arc still 
wriggling. These fellows are criticizing the Party's policy with 
regard to cadres and slandering the Party's lines and policies 
from various angles. 

The anti-Party counterrevolutionary factions lists are aiming 
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at undermining the deep trust of the Party members and the 
people for ou: Party's Central Committee and destroying the 
Party's unity and cohesion, thereby to frustrate our revolution¬ 
ary cause. The analysis of their different arguments shows that 
in many respects they arc exactly the same as those of the Syne- 
man Rhceites. 

All these manoeuvres of the enemies at home and abroad 
arc laying tremendous obstacles in the way of our Party and 
people and preventing our advance. 

Wo must sharpen our vigilance against all their manoeu¬ 
vres. Needless to say. it is obvious that whatever manoeuvres 
the enemies make, they will lizzie out In the long run. As long 
as our tested Party Central Committee leads the revolution and 
the Party and the masses are firmly united as one body, neither 
the "march north" plan of the US Imperialists and Syngman 
Rlicc cliqu- nor the conspiratorial manoeuvres of the anli-i 
count* r revolutionary factlonalists will succeed. However, this 
never means that wi* are allowed :o slacken our vigilance and 
feel at ease. 

If we arc drunken with our victory, soften our vigilance and 
fail to secure unity and solidarity of our ranks, the situation 
may be different. Then, the US imperialists and the Syngman 
Rhceites may actually attack us and our revolutionary cause 
may face a grave difficulty. 

The most important guarantee for our victory in the rev 
olutionary struggle and the work of construction is our Parly’s 
steel-like unity and solidarity. This is the conclusion we have 
drawn in the course of our long revolutionary struggle, 

We iniisi not allow any factional activity within the Parly 
and must not allow any alien element to infiltrate into our ranks. 
We must never permit but mercilessly shatter in lime the act 
aimed to split the Party, the working class and the masses. We 
must wage the anti-factional struggle throughout the Party more

powerfully and see to it that all cadres and Party members pro¬ 
tect the Party’s unity and cohesion like the apple of the eye. 

At the same time, we must make sure that all our cadres 
and Party members correctly establish their revolutionary mass 
viewpoint and do work with the masses well, so as to firmly unite 
them all around our Party, Especially, it is wry important to 
strengthen ideological education of the working class and raise 
their class consciousness. Only by increasing their class con¬ 
sciousness, can they unhesitatingly defend and firmly protect 
their Party and government in any difficult and complicated 
situation and play a vanguard role among the masses of the 
people, 

While fighting to consolidate the unity and solidarity of 
the revolutionary forces In our country, we must strive to defend 
the socialist camp and Increase its might. 

As 1 mentioned above, at present the imperialists arc resort¬ 
ing t» every manoeuvre to estrange the socialist countries from 
each other and undermine the might of the socialist camp at all 
costs. We must not be deceived by their crafty manoeuvres for 
alienation. The more they intensify their manoeuvre for our 
estrangement, the higher we must raise the banner of proletarian 
internationalism and defend the socialist camp more actively and 
protect it more firmly than ever before. 

Next, we must sharpen our vigilance against our class ene¬ 
mies who obstruct our advance and further intensify the strug¬ 
gle against them. 

At present our Party is carrying out the revolutionary tasks 
oi the transitional period from capitalism to socialism and build¬ 
ing socialism amidst a harsh class struggle. In the northern 
half of the Republic there still remain quite a few- landlords de¬ 
prived of their lands by us, capitalists deprived oi their factories 
and the pro-Japanese elements and traitors to the nation expelled 
from power organs. On the other hand, the spies, saboteurs and 
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wreckers oi US imperialism and the Syngman Rheeites are un¬ 
ceasingly infiltrating from south Korea. They are working hard 
to seize every opportunity to destroy our revolutionary gains, 
foil our socialist construction, overthrow our socialist system 
and restore the old exploitative system. 

We must keep a sharp watch over every movement of our 
class enemies and when they manoeuvre against us, we must 
never compromise with them, but resolutely mete out judicial 
punishment to them. At present, because of their misconcept of 
our Parly's united front and class policies, some oi our officials 
just leave the wicked criminals alone or even if they have been 
arrested, they are hesitating to apply Judicial punishment to 
them. This is very dangerous. 

Having mercy on the class enemies is not the altitude oi the 
revolutionaries. Clamours (or "abidance, by the law" and so on 
arc part of the manoeuvres of the onti-Party counterrevolution¬ 
ary factionalists to weaken the function of our state’s proletar¬ 
ian dictatorship. Wc must thoroughly crush these absurd man- 
oeuvres of theirs and must mercilessly light against all attempts 
to compromise with the class enemies. Especially, Party officials 
and personnel oi the People’s Army, Interior service, judicial 
and procurator^! agencies must conduct this struggle vigorous¬ 
ly- 

We must secure the steel-like unity and solidarity of the 
revolutionary forces and intensify the struggle against the coun¬ 
terrevolutionary forces and. on this basis, wc must organize and 
mobilize the masses* revolutionary zeal lor the fulfilment of next 
year’s national economic plan and bring about a new upswing 
in the socialist economic construction. 

The goal we are going to achieve next year is very high and 
wc have many hardships ahead ol us. so we must light a tense 
battle. Members of the Party Central Committee and other com¬ 
rades present here have all made a firm resolve, but if wc do not 
rouse the masses’ revolutionary enthusiasm, we cannot succeed 
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ill next year's plan nor bring about a great upswing in socialist 
construction. 

Our victory in socialist construction depends largely on lion 
commanding personnel organize anil mobilize the masses o; the 
people. Ii you conduct political and organizational work well and 
make sure that the working class and broad sectors oi the people 
uphold the Party’s call as one man, there will be neither hard¬ 
ship which we cannot got over nor fortress we cannot occupy. 

On your return to your places, you must inform all your 
cadres, Parly members, all the workers, technicians and ofiicc 
workers about the intentions of this plenary meeting and force 
mlly organize and mobilize them for their implementation. Par¬ 
ticularly you must make sure that at a ii tlx? internal 

and external enemies are carrying out their obstructionist activ¬ 
ities more overtly than ever before, all Party members and 
working people have a firm conviction In victory and fight with¬ 
out the slightest vacillation. 

It is said that at present some people who arc not politically 
awakened arc III at case and do not work well, saying. "At a 
time when Syngman Rhee is saying he’s going to attack us. 
what’s the use oi continuing with the work of construction?” 
This is very bad. We must conduct a proper explanatory work 
lor the workers and all the rest of the working people that 
tills sort of thing will never recur. 

Wo need nut he in the least afraid oi Syngman Rhec’s 
''march north" trumpet. The more the enemy blows the “march 
north" trumpet, the better we must build socialism and show 
him OUr mettle again. To do this wc must educate our people well 
and unite them around the Party more firmly: and all the Party 
members and working people must he roused to work in a state 
of strained and mobilized readiness and build more and produce 
more in all branches of the national economy. 

Our slogan is: “Let’s produce more, practise economy and 
overfulfil the Five-Year Plan ahead oi schedule!” Ii wc produce 
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more and economize more, fuliit next year's plan and overfulfil 
the Five-Year Plan before schedule, our country's economic foun¬ 
dation will be consolidated much more, the people’s living stand¬ 
ard quickly raised and, accordingly, the day of national re¬ 
unification hastened. 

In all branches and units uf the national economy, you must 
uphold the slogan of increased production and economy and step 
up innovation movements, so as to overfulfil the plan daily, 
monthly, and quartrrl\ without fail from the very first day of the 
new year. 

Indeed, our Party and our people Iihvc grim trials ahead. 
However, we must not back down from the trials; we must not 
stop our great advance to push ahead with socialist construction 
even :or a moment Under the Party’s leadership, wo must wage 
an all-Parly. all-people struggle against the subversion and 
sabotage oi the enemies at home and abroad, while at the same 
time, dynamically organizing and mobilizing tlm people’s height¬ 
ened revolutionary enthusiasm for socialist construction: thus we 
will smash to atoms all the anti communist clamours ol the im¬ 
perialists. the "march north" hullabaloo of the traitorous Syng¬ 
man Rhccites as well as tlie manoeuvres of the class enemies and 
anti Party counterrevolutionary factionalism lurking in our 
ranks By doing this, we must again demonstrate to the whole 
world tin indomitable, revolutionary mettle of our heroic work¬ 
ing class and the masses rallied firmly as one man behind 
the Party.

Concluding Speech Delivered at a Conference 
of the Workers' Party of Korea 

March 6. 1958 


Comrades, 

Wo have discussed very Important problems at this con¬ 
ference. We have discussed how to carry otu socialist construc¬ 
tion In the northern half of the Republic and hov to further 
consolidate our Party, the General Staff of our revolution The 
discussion of these problems is of tremendous importance. 

To further strengthen our Party and successfully build so¬ 
cialism In the northern half, the source and main position of our 
revolution, means precisely to further increase the political and 
economic forces of our revolution. 

in our country only our Party devotes its all to the s* nig¬ 
gle, in whatever adversities, for the benefit of the entire people, 
(or the welfare and prosperity of our nation and for the reuni¬ 
fication and independence of the country; it alone shows all the 
people the path of struggle. This proves that it i3 natural for 
the entire Korean people to trust their destiny to our Party, and 
that our Party alone is capable of carrying the destiny of the 
Korean people on its shoulders. 

You have unanimously supported the draft Firs: Five-^car 


Plan for Development of the National Economy submitted by 
the Party Central Committee and have firmly resolved to strug¬ 
gle for its fulfilment. You have also shown your strong deter¬ 
mination to rally closely around the Party Central Committee 
and defend the unity of our Party like the apple of your eye 
by completely smashing the anti-Party groups, in order to 
achieve the cohesion of Party ranks In thought, will and action; 
you have expressed a unanimous desire to remain true to the 
banner ot Marxism-Leninism and thus to carry our revolution 
through to a victorious conclusion. 

I am very much gratified by the profound trust expressed 
by you comrades in the Parly Central Committee and by your 
firm resolve When our Party marches forward with such firm 
unity, there will be no Insurmountable dilllcultlcs before us; 
all shades of anti-Party groups and reactionary forces opposed 
to the revolution will have to give way before the united force 
of our Party and people, and we will achieve complete victory. ' 

I would like to speak once again about the Five-Year Plan, 
although you have thrashed it out in your speeches. 

The Five-Year Plan, as many comrades said, is the first 
of its kind in our country. There could be no planned economy 
in our country in the past—neither during feudal reigns nor 
under Japanese imperialist rule. Only when the people have 
taken power into their own hands, only under the socialist sys¬ 
tem. is it possible to develop the national economy In a planned 


w’ay. 

We have already experimcnlcd with a one-year plan, a two- 
year plan and a thrcc-year plan, and today we are discussing 
our five-year plan and carrying it out. 

That we are carrying out a five-year plan is in itself strik¬ 
ing evidence of how firm the economic basis of our country lias 
become, how far it has developed and how much the people’s 
democratic system has been strengthened in our country. If our 
economic power were weak and the people’s democratic system 
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tint consolidated, it would he impossible to draw up and imple¬ 
ment such a comparatively long-term perspective plan. 

Today we are engaged in economic construction, looking 
ahead not one or two years, but five. A one-year plan, as you 
know, envisages small-scale construction over a short space 
of time. But a five-year plan envisages magnificent, large- 
scale construction over a long period. If Ihe economic basis of 
our country were unstable and all Ihe necessary preparations 
had not been made in every sphere of our national economy, we 
could neither envisage nor realize such a project. Therefore, the 
more fact that today wo are discussing the Five-Year Plan ami 
have begun carrying il out Is, in itself, something in which the 
Korean people should take great pride, and an unprecedented 
historic event in our country. 

Another political significance ot the Five-Year Plan is that 
it offers great prospects to all the people In the past our people 
lived in destitution, not even knowing how they would make 
u living the next day. As a worker said in his speech a little 
While ago, our people’s conditions were such that they had to 
live from hand to mouth. But today our people can clearly 
foresee what they will have to do at least for five years, and 
how much our country will have developed and how much our 
life will have improved at the end of that (fine. This affords 
the prospects of socialist construction and a bright future for 
the entire people, confirming their faith In victory. Hence, our 
people can surmount any difficulty with still greater courage, 
realizing that it precedes fresh victories and advances. Thus, 
the very fact that for the first time we have drawn up and are 
Carrying out a five year plan i* of tremendous significance 

What, then, are the central tasks of the Five-Year Plan 
which our Party is discussing at the present conference? These 
tasks we have put forward are to lay the foundations of socialist 
industrialization in our country and basically solve the prob¬ 
lems of food, clothing and housing for the people 
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What does this mean? This means tiiat our country will 
devote its attention to all aspects of the problems of economic 
construction and the people's living standard and solve them in 
a proportionate manner by combining them rationally. In other 
words, while stepping up all work ot construction for the future 
development ol our country and for the further consolidation 
«>f the nation's economic foundations, we plan simultaneously to 
solve the problems of food, clothing and housing in order to 
improve the people's material and cultural life. 

Ihe basic tasks of the Five-Year Plan wo have advanced 
.ire based on Ihe lawful requirements of our country’s economic 
development and are in full accord w ith Ihe interests of (lie Whole 
nation for the reunification amt independence of our country and 
its future prosperity. 

The laying of the foundations of socialist Industrialization 
in our country will convert it from a backward agrarian country 
into an independent industrial-agricultural state. 

l or a long lime our country was an extremely backward 
agrarian country under Ihe rule oi Ihe feudal dynasties. Then 
/or nearly 40 years it was a colonized dependent country under 
tire colonial rule of Japanese imperialism, supplying it with 
raw materials. The industry wc inherited with the liberation was 
a colonial dependent one that had been providing the imperialists 
with raw materials. Agriculture was nlso extremely backward 
and utterly devastated. 

Our aim now is to eliminate the colonial dependence of our 
industry and the backwardness of our agriculture. In other 
words, wc intend to completely liquidate colonial lopsidedness 
in industry and build an independent, modern socialist industry. 
Constructing an independent, scli-supporting economy means 
building a country in which we can earn our own living, that 
is. a country which can support itself. 

The creation of such an economic foundation requires both 
heavy and light industries with modern technological equip- 
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merit. .As you all know, heavy industry in the northern halt 
had. in the past, been geared to supplying raw materials, and 
there was practically no light industry. Now we are going to 
build an independent heavy industry and a developed light 
Industry. 

As tor agriculture, we are going to convert this backward 
rural economy of the past when we could never anticipate a 
stable harvest because of yearly disasters, into an advanced 
rural economy, which will enable Ihe peasants to work easily, 
reap bumper harvests at all times free from disasters and guar¬ 
antee sufficient food supplies and Industrial raw materials. 

That is why all the people, in response to our Party’s call, 
fire mobilizing to build this kind of hopeful, joyful and pros¬ 
perous socialism. 

Some people might ask: Can we reach this goal? Is it pos¬ 
sible to luilld such a country? Is it not a dream? Of course. It is 
attainable; it Is not at all a dream. 

Some people scoffed at us even when wc were working out 
the Three-Year Plan, What did Ihey say when they derided us? 
Certain cadres of the Democratic Party said: ’ The Communists 
talk sheer nonsense." They vatlllatcd. Within our ranks, there 
were also waverers. It is dear now Hint anti-Party elements 
were busy backbiting. 

As you know, wc set out on the Three-Year Plan empty- 
handed under extremely difficult circumstances: we literally 
had nothing—neither bricks, cement nor reinforcement rods. 
Factories had been virtually reduced to ashes. We started reha¬ 
bilitation under conditions where wc even found it impossible 
to determine the extent of destruction. 

However, we surmounted all the difficulties and won a 
great victory. Today all the factories and enterprises are turn¬ 
ing out more and better products than before the war. Many 
new factories have been built, A machine-building industry, non¬ 
existent in our country before, has been newly created, and ihe 
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colonial lopsidedness in industry has been largely eliminated. 
Namely, we undertook the construction of heavy industry alter 
determining our priorities in urgency; in reconstructing fac¬ 
tories we rebuilt them into modern ones. Those formerly en¬ 
gaged in fhe production of semi-finished goods were restored to 
turn out finished goods, and those which previously manufac¬ 
tured raw materials were rebuilt to put out semi-finished goods. 
Thus, every factory has been developed onto a higher level. We 
have created the bases of light industry although we started 
practically from scratch. 

Then, will wc be able to fulfil our plans in the future? I 
think fully capable in view ol what we have already accom¬ 
plished. 

If we arc lo carry out our present plan, it is necessary to 
continue adhering to the line our Paity linn followed until now, 
that is, the line of laying the main emphasis on heavy Industry 
while, at the same time, developing light industry and agri¬ 
culture. This line is the one most suited lo our country. The 
correctness of this line has been verified through practice In our 
country. 

Our country has favourable conditions lor the development 
of heavy industry. Though curs was n colonial Industry, there 
was some foundation In heavy industry. Besides, our country 
is rich in mineral resources. If wc make efforts lo exploit our 
mineral resources and utilize them properly, we will be able 
to develop heavy industry further. Therefore, Ihe development 
of our country’s heavy industry must he given priority. Without 
heavy industry, it is hardly possible to develop light Industry 
and agriculture. It goes without saying that Ihe heavy industry 
wc are going to build up is one which will be. able to serve the 
development ol light industry and agriculture, which will lay 
the foundations for our future socialist industrialization and is 
essential today for the solution of the problems of food, clothing 
and housing (or the people. 
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Thus, Ihe line* of laying the main emphasis on heavy in¬ 
dustry while, at the same time, developing light industry and 
agriculture is enlirely correct. Therefore, during the Five-Year 
Plan, too, we must adhere to this line of laying the main em¬ 
phasis on heavy industry simultaneously with the development 
of light industry and agriculture. 

At the some time, it is important to find rational solu 
lions to the questions ol economic construction and the people’s 
living standard both in financial policy and in investment. In 
Other words, the balance between accumulation and consump¬ 
tion should be properly fixed and maintained 

We cannot follow n policy of eating up and consuming all 
we earn without accumulation We must constantly increase ac¬ 
cumulation lor Ihe future, for our country's prosperity, for its 
Industrialization and for the sake of further consolidating the 
basis of socialism, Accumulation is. of course, for the people 
II Is different from consumption only In terms of time In other 
words, consumption meets immediate needs, whereas accumula¬ 
tion Is geared lo Ihe systematic Improvement of the peoples 
livelihood. We must increase accumulation for the future 
Yet, we should not put too much stress only on accumula¬ 
tion. only on the future, neglecting the present living condi¬ 
tions of the people. Therefore, it is of great importance to solve 
the problems of economic construction and the people’s standard 
of living rationally by keeping a proper balance between accu¬ 
mulation and consumption as we have done up to now. 

We can never accept the views of those dullards who di> 
regard production and construction, shouting only about the 
people's living standard, it is also inadmissible to emphasize ac¬ 
cumulation alone, while paying little attention to the people's 
living conditions. 

We must fully convince the entire people of Ihe fact that 
ior their future well-being a high level of accumulation is neces¬ 
sary and that the country will become rich and strong, and 
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the people’s living conditions will improve only when economic 
construction goes well and production steadily develops through 
accumulation. This is the law oi economic development, and all 
the people, especially our Parly members, should be brought to 
have a clear understanding of this law. 

Insistence upon eating up as much as we obtain without 
constructing and accumulating, without doing anything, is noth¬ 
ing short of the assertion of the antl-Party groups, This we 
cannot do. We must continue to observe the principle of regulal- 
ing accumulation and consumption in a rational way. 

Another important problem is to eliminate the distinctions 
between town and country in improving the people’s living 
standard. 

Under capitalism, the towns thrive excessively and every¬ 
thing converges upon them, whereas the countryside becomes 
more and more desolate and living standards there fall lut 
below I hose In the towns. 

We Communists aim to eliminate this gap between town 
and country. Since we have thus far made proper adjustments 
in the relations between town and country, the gap between litem 
is not so great at present. This means that the living standards 
ol the peasants and the workers arc being adjusted proportion¬ 
ately in our country. 

We must see that no large disparity is allowed to exist 
between urban and rural construction or between the living 
standards of the workers and the peasants since we develop the 
economy according to plan. 

It is necessary to develop our national economy along this. 

line. 

Then, which branch should we emphasize in industrial de¬ 
velopment. especially in giving priority to the development of 
heavy industry? 

First, the ferrous metal industry should be developed, so 
that pig iron and steel 8re produced in as large quantities 
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as our country need*. We are fully able lo do this. We have 
llte MUsan. Chongdong and Hasong Mines. We have huge 
deposits of iron ore. Besides, we have the previously exist¬ 
ing blast furnaces, electric furnaces and revolving furnaces for 
granulated iron If all of them are rehabilitated, some newly 
built and expanded, Hint will do. 

At present, owing to the shortage of steel, we are unable to 
build many houses and undertake many projects—bridges, har¬ 
bours. railways, etc. Large quantities of steel are needed to set 
»P factories, dwellings and many other facilities, to develop 
numerous mines and to manufacture a lot of machines. We must 
meet (lie shortage of steel. Even last year 80,000 tons of steel 
was Imported. W« can Import, but why should we when we 
mi fully capiblc of producing it for oursclvc - W< must do 
what we can by ourselves. We must develop Ihe ferrous metal 
Industry and meet our country’s needs for steel. To this end. 
Party members, workers, engineers, assistant engineers, manag¬ 
ers and other management personnel in this branch should 
make greater efforts. 

Second, coal and power production should be developed. 
Without coal and electricity, factories, mines, railways and all 
other domains are unable to operate. Therefore, the power and 
coal industries should lie continuously developed. 

The development of the power industry is very important, 
for it strengthens the power bases. In order to develop indus 
try, it Is necessary to keep the power industry ah.-ad of other 
branches. The important thing in solving the problem of electric 
power, as the Minister of Electricity said in his speech, is to 
mobilize to the maximum the latent reserves for Ihe increased 
production of electric power through complete rehabilitation 
and readjustment of the existing power stations, and. at tiie 
same time, prevent loss of electricity by perfecting the power 
transmission networks and establish a strict system of economy 
in the consumption of electricity: Wc must take these initial 




measures, and then begin new construction. It is wrong to 
undertake many new projects without fulfilling the tasks you 
have already been given. The first task in this sphere, therefore, 
is to produce more electricity by perfecting the existing equip¬ 
ment and to make the most of the electricity produced. Then 
to meet the electricity shortage, wc must speed up the construe -1 
lion of the Tokno gang and Kanggye Power Stations. Also, 
wc must take the course of newly building small hydroelectric 
and thermal power plants and making use of nil the existing 
ones. 


It is also of great importance to develop the coal industry. 
At the Third Party Congress we pointed out, “You are crying 
lor coal while sitting on a pile ol coni." Now, I lind the drnfl 
resolution us:ng mild terms "Coal resources arc not properly 
exploited." In fact, we arc crying for coal while sitting on a 
mountain of coal. There !s no place in our country which docs 
not have coal. Ax Ihe manager of the Aojl Coni Mine said in his 
speech yesterday, the Aojl region nlonc lias a deposit of ut least 
100 i: illion tons. If it is mined at a rate of one million tons a 
year, wc can go on mining for 100 years. One hundred years Is 
a century! Then what do we have to lie afraid ol? However, 
malicious elements entrenched in this field have continued their 
malevolent actions and. therefore, the Party’s policy lias failed 
to reach the lower levels smoothly. Now, the coal problem must 
be solved without fail. The draft plan envisages 9.5 million tons, 
but we should surpass 10 million tons at least. 

Further, one of the important problems in solving the ques¬ 
tions of food, clothing and housing is that of fibre. We arc facing 
great difficulties owing to the lack of fibre. The Party, therefore, 
has set the production of chemical fibre as an important tusk 
of the chemical industry. 

The problems of food, clothing and housing are vital to 
man, but we arc now unable to manufacture more knitted 
goods, fabrics and fish nets for lack of fibre. When We visit 
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factories, we hear (he workers say that they have no knitted 
t;oods. The reason why the Koreans cannot manufacture knitted 
goods is not the lack o( know how, but rather the shortage oi 
yarn. 

The vinalon that the chemical research institute has hee l 
studying must he put into production. It is advisable for the 
Party to direct great attention to this. In my opinion, the com¬ 
rades working in the chemical industry should tind bold and 
prompt solutions to the problems presented by Comrade l.i 
Sung Oi. While thus perlccling vinalon. it is important to see 
that the ChongJIn Spinning Mill produces more rayon yarn and 
staple fibre. 

Wo will have to solve the libre problem in our country com¬ 
pletely by means ol chemical fibre. At the present time all 
the technically advanced countries arc taking the course ol solv¬ 
ing the fibre problem with chemical fibre. Chemical fibre 
acquires special significance In our country where cotton does 
not grow well, and even if it did. it cannot he planted extensive¬ 
ly because of the limited amount of arable land. 

Next wc come to the problem of fertilizer. As was empha¬ 
sized In the report, chemical fertilizer is very important lor 
the solution of the food problem. The plan envisages the pro¬ 
duction of 630.000 tons, and this is no small figure A certain 
comrade said it would be possible to turn out up to 700,000 
tons, and it would hr even more gratifying if work were done 
so well that you exceed the plan. 

Not only fertilizers but also medicines for both men and 
domestic animals, agricultural chemicals and various other 
chemical products should be turned out in large quantities Our 
supply of medicines and chemicals is now greatly deficient. We 
arc short of agricullural chemicals, reagents, and medicines for 
men. We must meet the need for all kinds ol medicines and 
chemicals. 

In heavy industry emphasis should also be put on the min- 
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ing and nor.fcrrous metal industries. These constitute important 
sources of foreign currency for our country. As 1 have often 
mentioned, hoarding gold is of no use. It is now necessary to 
mine large quantities of gold and rare metals and sell them lo 
other countries, so that we build up industrial bases and carry 
out effective industrial construction in our country. Therefore, 
those branches of the mining industry which would bring us 
foreign currency should be further developed. 

Another important question is to expand the building- 
materials industry, especially the production of ceinenf. Cement 
is required both lor the solution of the housing problem and 
for the productive construction aimed at expanded reproduc¬ 
tion. The more cement, the better. With large quantities of ce¬ 
ment we can undertake various projects. Farming, loo, can he 
done quite easily If we have cement. There are many large 
mountains and ravines in our country, If we build reservoirs by 
damming up all these ravines, wc can produce electric power, 
slave off flood damage, and supply water to rice paddles and 
dry tields In dry weather. In this way wc will create the most 
important conditions for developing agriculture. 

It is desirable to undertake such projects during the Five- 
Year Plan. South Hamgyong Province now suffers from flood¬ 
ing every year. Therefore, walcr conservation work should first 
be undertaken on the Ryonghuitg-gang and Namdac-chon Rivers 
in that province. In such places, when the stream is dammed up 
in the lower reaches, the embankment will often give way, so 
the stream should be stemmed in the upper reaches where it 
rises, instead of taking pains to build embankments in the lower 
reaches. Then, wc can generate electricity, irrigate dry and 
paddy fields with that water, ar.d prevent Hood damage. Ulti¬ 
mately. this conservation work is good in all its aspects, because 
it will enable us to irrigate fields, produce electricity, and, 
moreover, breed fish in well-maintained reservoirs and provide 
an area for boating, too. Why then should we not carry out the 
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conservation work? It will he still belter if vacation hostels are 
set up there. 

There is no end to our needs for cement. Some comrades 
ask if we do not make too much cement, hut that is a wrong 
Idea. If we now had plenty of cement, we could make concrete 
blocks and wall off the sea in the tidelands on the west coast 
Then we would obtain hundreds of thousands of chongbo of 
new land. Wo have to build roads and harbour facilities. There¬ 
fore, tremendous quantities of cement are required in our coun¬ 
try. 

Emphasis should lie pul on those branches of heavy industry 
mentioned above. 

As the Minister of Metal Industry said in his speech, iron 
and other Industries should develop those branches which can 
secure raw materials in our country. This Is important. In¬ 
dustries which depend upon foreign countries for raw materials 
are not stable. Of course, frutern.il countries con fill mutual 
needs and cooperate with oiu- another; but ttierc is a limit 
to this; it Is Impossible to rely entirety upon others. Thus, this 
factor must be taken Into account in developing heavy in¬ 
dustry. 

01 paramount importance in solving all these problems is 
Hie development of the machine-building industry. Without de¬ 
veloping this industry it is impossible to carry out the tech¬ 
nological rcorg. i in of all branches of the national econ¬ 
omy. The same applies without exception to agriculture, fish¬ 
eries. chemical, power and coal industries. 

To mine coal, rock drills must be produced; to undertake 
high speed tunnelling, debris-loading machines must be manu¬ 
factured. Thus, the question of mining plenty of coal hinges 
upon the machine-building industry. 

In order to speed up construction, we are going to introduce 
the assembly-line method, which requires cranes. Machines are 
also needed in building new iactories and developing mines in 
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the future. All these should be rnanutactured in the machine- 
building industry. 

In order to catch more fish, it is necessary to build boats, 
and, in the future, not wooden, but iron vessels. In addition, 
the development of agriculture calls for the production of more 
farm machinery. The same is true oi the development of light 
industry. Everything depends on the machine-building industry. 

For the development oi all branches of the national econ¬ 
omy, the machine-building industry is oi the greatest Impor¬ 
tance. Although I have already mentioned tills at the recent 
Conference oi Activists in the Machine-building Industry, I 
would like to emphasize it again here; workers in the machine- 
building industry must be once more profoundly conscious oi 
their great responsibility In the fulfilment nf the Five-Year Plan 
and in the acceleration oi the general development oi our coun¬ 
try's national economy. If they do their work well, everything 
will go well, and ii not, everything will go badly. 

We must continue to expand and develop the machine- 
building industry. And it is important to make proper use of 
its existing facilities. Those who arc working in the machine- 
building industry should also muster up their courage to sur¬ 
mount difficulties and carry out their tasks. 

As for the tasks of light industry. I mentioned them at 
the recent Meeting of Activists of the Ministry ol Light Indus¬ 
try and they have been clearly pointed out in the report this 
time. It is important for light industry to solve the problem 
of fibre and expand the production oi cotlon and silk fabrics. 
In the report our target is 18 metres per head ol the population, 
but it is necessary, in my opinion, to struggle to boost the figure 
to 20 metres. 

Next in importance is the food-processing industry, It is 
the most backward branch in our country. Among the socialist 
countries we are most behindhand in regard to the iood-pro- 
cessing industry. 
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We must develop it through an all-people movement. The 
food industry should be developed so we may process our fruit, 
vegetables, meal. fish. etc., tastily at low cost and supply them 
to the people. 

It is also important to widen the variety oi daily neces¬ 
sities. At present articles of daily use are in very short supply. 
Why are they scarce? It is because in the past the Japanese did 
not produce daily necessities in Korea at all; they only brought 
Japanese goods and sold them in our country. Kven paper came 
from Japan, Nothing was produced in Korea 

We must struggle in every way to turn out daily necessities 
in larger quantities. Their production must be expanded in the 
producers’ cooperatives, local industry and light industry en 
terprisos and in the hy-product sliops of heavy industry enter¬ 
prises. 

It is advisable for all the heavy industry factories to set 
up shops on u small scale to produce articles we use every 
ilny, When I went to the Soviet Union, I visited an aircraft fac¬ 
tory. It was so big and impressive. Yet. on one side they were 
making airplanes and, on the oilier, milk cans out of the waste 
materials. 

Our managers are so pompous that when instructed to 
make tilings of Ibis sorl, they say they cannot make so trivial 
things. Why are such things trivial? What is loftier than serving 
the people? In our heavy industry, loo. we should use the waste 
materials of ils factories to produce daily necessities 

We should produce a great deal of daily necessities in all 
branches such as producers’ cooperatives and local and light 
industries. While increasing the variety of goods, quality should 
be improved through the introduction of a strict checkup 
system. 

Now, I would like to touch upon construction. An impor¬ 
tant thing here is to lay the main emphasis on the construction 
of productive facilities while, at the same time, initiating a 
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movement to build more dwellings that are most vital to the 
people's life. Construction work should be undertaken in an all¬ 
people movement in lowns and in the countryside. As we sec 
by the iigures stipulated in the Five-Year Plan, housing with 
a total floor space of 10 million square metres will lie built III 
towns. This is an enormous figure. It is equivalent to almost 
300.000 flats And ii the 200.000 houses in rural areas are added, 
it amounts to building some '.00.000 houses. This is not an easy 
task. If we exert every eiforl to speed up construction, use the 
assembly-line method in construction in accordance with the 
line laid down by the Party, and widely utilize materials locally 
available in tlie areas where the assembly-line method is not 
feasible, this huge task can be carried out successfully. 

The houses we build must be national in form and socialist 
in content. What do we mean by socialist In content? It means 
building convenient and useful homes for the people. We must 
build modern homes which are attractive, neat, useful and 
convenient for the people. 

In agriculture wc must struggle to lay the mam stress on 
grain production while simultaneously developing industrial 
crops, animal husbandry and fruit growing. In Increasing grain 
production it is important to raise the utilization of land and 
boost per-unit-arc* yields. What is important in increasing per- 
unit-area yields? 

First of all. irrigation, that is. the problem of controlling 
water Wc should undertake irrigation projects on a large scale 
-0 that dry fields, to say nothing of rice paddies, can be watered 
to prevent drought damage; river improvements should lie car¬ 
ried out and many reservoirs built to avoid floods. This Is one 
of our main tasks m agriculture today. 

Second, wc have the problem of fertilizer. T lie chemical 
industry has to produce a lot of chemical fertilizer and the. peas¬ 
ants must make large quantities of compost. 

Further, to ease the work of the peasants and increase the 
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harvest yields, we must provide them with farm machinery 
and means of transport. We must increase the number of ma- 
chine-hire stations, tractors and lorries and give priority to the 
production and supply of many animal-drawn farm implements, 
thereby making work easier for the peasants and increasing th*- 
harvest yields. 

Socialist cooperativization is now nearing completion in 
our countryside. Therefore, the problem of strengthening the 
cooperative economy is assuming importance. In order to con¬ 
solidate the cooperatives economically it is necessary to further 
Increase agricultural production and raise the living standard 
of the cooperative members to the level of well-to-do middle 
peasants. 

Another Important problem in the rural areas is to remould 
the outdated Ideological consciousness of the peasants into a 
socialist one. With the change in the form of the economy alone, 
wc cannot say that the socialist revolution has been completed 
For the consummation of the socialist revolution it is essential 
to transform the people's consciousness by strengthening the 
work of socialist education in the countryside. We should see to 
it that the peasants become staunch socialist lighters who hate 
the system of exploitation, combat all shades of reactionary 
Ideology that seek to restore that system, and defend the social¬ 
ist system and socialist gains with their lives. 

Besides, the cultural revolution should be carried out in 
the countryside. Without this the continuous development of 
our countryside is impossible. Important in the cultural rev¬ 
olution is the problem of introducing compulsory education, 
particularly of having all the people acquire a secondary school 
education or above, What then should be done for those who are 
old now? We must see to it that, excepting the aged, all of those 
who are now between 30 and 40 acquire a primary school 
education and the rising generation, a secondary school or 
higher level. Only when these levels are attained will we be 
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able to say that the cultural revolution has been completed in 
the countryside. 

Attention should also be paid to sanitation work in rural 
areas When man’s consciousness is developed, needless to say. 
sanitation work will be improved. Owing to negligence in sani¬ 
tation. our country still has cases of distomiasis, typhoid fever, 
measles and oilier epidemics and endemics. These various diseas¬ 
es must be completely wiped out and the people’s health pro¬ 
moted. 

All the people want to live prosperous, and they wish long 
lives because they arc in a good era, and why is it Impossible 
for our Party to solve this problem when it Is doing everything 
else? In order to solve it, hygienic and epidemic-prevention 
work should be undertaken In an nll p.o|ile movement. 

In jural construction, we should give priority to productive 
construction At the same time, we should Initiate a moss move¬ 
ment to build modern houses, nurseries. < lime-., schools, and so 
forth, in a cultured way. 

Ihus the appearance of the countryside should lie radically 
changed during the Five-Year Plan. 

Next. I would like to refer to the problem of trade. Our 
comrades at present arc taking a very passive attitude towards 
trad. In particular, the local Party organizations and people’s 
power organs pay it very little attention. Such attitude is 
wrong. It should be clearly borne in mind that the develop¬ 
ment of state trade and consumers' cooperative trade constitutes 
on. of the tasks of the socialist revolution, n task of combatting 
intermediary exploitation. 

Everyone participated enthusiastically in the organization 
of the agricultural cooperatives, even going without sleep, but 
no one pays attention to trade. This is quite incorrect. The chief 
aim of the socialist revolution is to abolish the system of ex¬ 
ploitation once and for all. But nobody thinks of fighting in¬ 
termediary exploitation by tradesmen. 
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What kind oi exploitation still exists today in our country¬ 
side and towns? It is only intermediary exploitation. Mer¬ 
chants individually practise usury, buy iarm produce cheaply 
irom peasants and sell it at high prices to workers and office 
employees This is how they are engaged in intermediary ex¬ 
ploitation. This is the only kind of exploitation which still 
exists. 

How are we to combat the phenomenon of exploitation 
which Is still in existence? We rr.ust abolish the exploitative 
system by the method of emulation, that is. emulation which 
shows who Is the belter hand in trade, by strengthening the 
trade of the slate and cooperative organizations. However, quite 
n few comrades, forgetting that this is a socialist revolution, 
regard trade with contempt, attach little importance to it. and 
do not even try to learn it. No cadre, when asked about trade, 
shows that lie is aware of statistics on commodity circulation 
The same Is true of the chairmen of the provincial people’s corn 
mlttces, to say nothing of (he chairmen of the county or rl peo¬ 
ple's committees. 

Without strengthening state and cooperative trade, we 
cannot combat private trade If we do not strengthen our trade 
and cooperative privalc trade but only verbally urge the 
private merchants to desist from exploitation, they will not 
listen to us. It is no use begging them. That would be as ef¬ 
fective as praying to deaf ears 

Then, what is to be done? The only way is to strengthen 
the trade of stale and cooperative organizations and transform 
the private tradesmen along socialist lines by displaying the 
same great zeal and energy as when we organized cooperatives 
in the countryside. 

How did we organize the agricultural cooperatives? We 
should learn from the experience of the struggle for the co¬ 
operative economy, shouldn’l we? As a woman from Yonan 
County said in her speech, we have waged a really difficult 


struggle for the victory of socialism in the countryside. As a 
result of his struggle, the socialist transformation of agricul¬ 
ture has been completed up to 95 per cent. 97 to 98 per cent in 
certain provinces! 

The same is the case with trade Here. too. a hard strug¬ 
gle is required. We must improve our procurement of agricul¬ 
tural produce, and lay out commodities more neatly for sale. 

As I have always said, the seaweed undarla pinnatiflda. lor 
. xample, is piled up in one place at our state stores, all crum¬ 
pled and covered with dust, until it is sold. But how do the 
private merchants handle II? Having purchased it at the same 
cost, they spread it out with care and pile it up In such a way 
that it looks clean and appetizing. Then they sell it at a price 
only slightly higher than at state slores. about two won more 
per kun. In this way they gain credit. Customers go to the 
private merchants rather than to state stores. What docs this 
mean? It means that our state trade has been outdone by private 
trade In spite of this, the workers In state trade arc not ashamed 
of having been beaten out by the private merchants. They 
mumble: It can’t be helped, can it?" Such an attitude is not 
worthy ol a Communist. This means that socialism has lost the 
battle in trade, yet the cadres do not feel responsible for It. 

Sometime ago wc began a checkup on the trading net¬ 
works in the Central District of Pyongyang. The checkup Is not 
yet over. I myself inspected some stores. If our trade workers 
run stores as they are doing in the Central District of Pyong¬ 
yang. they can neither compete with private trade nor properly 
discharge their duty of supplying consumer goods to the people. 

All the products turned out at hundreds and thousands of 
our factories are channelled through the trading organizations. 
Funds amounting to tens of thousands of million won arc placed 
in the hands of the trade workers. Nevertheless, how arc the 
trading organizations carrying on their business? They have 
no sense of responsibility whatsoever. And no one is dealing 
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villi the education of the trade workers. One day I had a talk 
with Party members of a primary Party organization in a trad¬ 
ing establishment. There were nine Party nicrr.Sers and none 
of them had ever taken even a week’s training course. That is 
why our Parly's policy has not been carried out in the field of 
trade. 

Important in socialist trade is the question of properly dis¬ 
tributing mid supplying commodities to the people. Distribution 
and consumption should be efiected in a planned way. just as 
our production proceeds according to a plan. 

Is our trade coping with this task? No. it is not. Selling is 
conducted haphazardly anywhere. So people living in remote 
places are not supplied with the quota of commodities to which 
they .ire entitled. Tills means that the trade workers have failed 
to carry out Ihelr duties. Under the conditions where the so¬ 
da Hat economic system dominates supreme, trade should play 
the role of distributing commodities evenly, stimulating pro¬ 
duction and satisfying the needs of the population. But it fails 
to fully perform this role This fact offers a big obstacle to th 
struggle against capitalism and to the socialist remoulding of 
the private merchants in the period of transition from capital¬ 
ism to socialism. Therefore, the entire Party today should direct 
ils attention to trade. 

We must bring about a great change in trade. This alone 
will make it possible finally to abolish the system of exploita¬ 
tion In town ami country. I do not mean that we should depend 
on the interior service organs to settle the problem. Private 
trade should be abolished through competition, by improving 
everything our procurement work, our organization ot sales, 
quality of commodities, etc. Only by so doing will we be able 
lo transform private trade along socialist lines. It is necessary, 
therefore, to develop the trade of state and cooperative or¬ 
ganizations in order to wipe out the exploitative system still 
existing in counties and ri. 
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Now, the increase of transport capacity is also important 
in the fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan. Transport Is one oi the 
serious problems in the Five-Year Plan. 

The Minister of Transport spoke about the transport service 
yesterday, and I support Ins speech. The problem of transport 
should be solved in such a way as to reduce the turn-round time 
oi freight cars and, in addition, to further strengthen highway, 
river and maritime transport. 

One of the most important problems in the Five-Year Plan 
is the development ol science. 

As the President of the Academy of Sciences pointed out 
in his speech, scientists should not waste their energy and time 
doing research on useless, fantastic subjects, Rather, they 
should concentrate on the problems which arc vital to our no¬ 
tional economy today and require an Immediate solution. This 
must be their primary task Our country does not have many 
scientists It is important to solve Ihe burning questions of the 
present, instead of going in for "far-reaching projects". 

How important it is for our country to find an early solu¬ 
tion to problems such a- Ihe problem ol fibre! It Is necessary 
to solve a number ol problems: how lo develop the nation’s iron 
industry, using less coke or none at all: how to obtain sub¬ 
stitutes for fuel oil in view of the absence of an oil base in 
our country, and no assortment of other problems which con¬ 
front us. 

Another matter of importance is first to introduce and 
popularize the scientific and technological achievements of 
foreign countries lo suit our conditions, rather than producing 
inventions and making new things in our country now. In view 
Of the fact that we Koreans are not vet well informed about 
achievements made by the advanced countries in the develop¬ 
ment of science and technology, it is important first to study 
and popularize those achievements. 

Also, it is desirable that scientists, instead of just slaying 
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in their laboratories, go directly to the factories and produc¬ 
tion sites, give practical help in the solution of urgent problems 
and do their research work there. Since we do not now have 
enough laboratory equipment and research instruments and 
materials, satisfactory research cannot be expected in labora¬ 
tories clone. 

For a successful fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan the lead¬ 
ing functionaries should be skilful in guidance 

As shown by the experience acquired after the December 
1956 Plenary Meeting ol the Party Central Committee, it is 
important to further develop such leadership methods as keep¬ 
ing closer contact with the lower units, listening to the crea¬ 
tive opinions ol subordinates, discussing matters with them, 
giving correct solutions to the questions raised by them, and 
popularizing useful experience. This, in my opinion, is the most 
Important factor in carrying out the Five-Year Plan. 

Now. I would like to talk about Parly work. As was Key 
noted in the report and unanimously expressed in your speeche*. 
wc must continue to fight resolutely against factionalism, 
parochialism and nepotism In defence of the unity of the Party. 

Factionalism, parochialism and nepotism are entirely alien 
to communism. We must oppose them more staunchly. In es¬ 
sence parochialism and nepotism are both factionalism, the only 
difference being that one is larger ami the other smaller, but 
they are, in fact, all factionalism. 

Factionalism has its origin in capitalist ideology. It corn s 
from nowhere else. Therefore, it is in no way compatible with 
communism which is opposed to capitalism. It is hostile to our 
ideology and has nothing in common with it. 

The factional elements, however, contend that progress 
can be made only when factionalism exists. They think that fac¬ 
tions such as the M-L group, the Tuesday group, etc., contribut¬ 
ed in some important way to our country’s revolutionary work 
in the past. In actual fact, far from carrying on the revolution¬ 
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ary cause, they wrought havoc with the revolution. If they ever 
waged a revolutionary struggle, why w as the Communist Party 
destroyed in the 1920's? Who delights in seeing the Party's ruin* 
Who gloats over it if not the capitalists? 

If the M L group and Tuesday group had not indulged In 
factional feuds and had not destroyed the Party, the Korean 
people would have had their own revolutionary Party by the 
lime the liberation came. Our Patty would he stronger today, 
and our country might not be split as it Is now. 

The faclioualists have done very great harm. All those 
who go around preaching the "theory" that factions benefited 
the communist movement and the revolution, are opposed to 
our Parly and to communism. 

Certain factional elements speak out. "Say wh.it you will, 
our M-L group is superior." And others prattle, "Why, after 
all, our Tuesday group is better." In my opinion, there is nothing 
to choose between them. No faction is better or worse than any 
other. All come from the same mould; they ore oil products of 
capitalist influence in the working-class movement. And all are 
a poison that destroys our Party and the working-class move¬ 
ment in Korea. 

Factionalism, parochialism and nepotism oil stem from 
selfishness. In other words, they arc the products of personal 
lust for fame, high position and power, individual political am¬ 
bition; they arc not in the interests of our Party or the state. 
This is why the factionalists arc never satisfied, no mailer how 
high their promotions. We thought they would be content with 
a high position. But give them an inch and they take a mile. 

Our Party’s experience in its Stiuggle for over ten years 
shows that the factionalists, regardless ol their promotions, dis¬ 
trust the Party and do not open their hearts lo it. Ryu Chuk Un. 
for example, even was suspicious ol his appointment as minister. 

Once I asked Choc Chang Ik and Kim Ung, "Why are you 
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so suspicious?" I said lo the latter. You are Chief of Staff and 
were Frontline Commander Why do you always doubt whether 
our Parly trusts you -' 

The Party trusted him. but he suspected the Party. What 
was the reason? lie was not candid with the Party because he 
was egoistically obsessed w:th a creed for power and position. 
Outwardly he supported the Party while playing treacherous 
tricks behind the scenes. This is why he always tried to read 
the Party’s mind. He was anxious to know if we were at all of¬ 
fended, whether a Party meeting was tense, or how his case 
was discussed. A faint rustle nearby was enough to make Ins 
eyes round with suspicion as to whether anything about him 
was bolr. i let n to question. Criticism of someone «•: 
startled him, giving him a guilty conscience. Such is the case 
with all factionalism. They behave like this, because they, 
prompted by self-interest, always distrust the Party and suspect 
that It distrusts them 

Although the Party promotes and trusts them, their per¬ 
sonal ambition continues to grow. We may take the example of 
Choc Chang Ik. Wo trusted this man and promoted him, but bis 
ambition grew oven larger. Just as these factionaliits are never 
.satisfied and their ambition is insatiable, their suspicion also 
Inevitably grows 

The case of Kirn Du Bong is similar We worked with him 
for ten years. But during those years he was dreaming of other 
things. While uncommunicative with us. he opened his heart 
only to Han Bln and Choc Chang Ik 

Despite the fact that Han Bin is a man hated by our Party 
for his subversive activities against it, Kim Du Bong considered 
him his closest friend, if Kim Du Bong had ever been a Com¬ 
munist. if he had ever been devoted to the Party, why had he 
been on the most intimate terms with a man hated by the Party? 
This is how things were. Kim Du Bong always valued Han Bin's 
words more than the decisions of ou: Party. 
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The same applies to O Gi Sop. As a member of the Party 
Central Committee. O Gi Sop worked with us for ten years. But 
his mind was always preoccupied with other things, and he was 
not going in the same direction that we were. 

Why do the faclionalists and parochialists behave like this? 
Because they think they are the smartest men, the cocks uf 
the walk. Kim Du Bong, too, thought himself Ihe wisest, Thus, 
he was entirely discontented with the Party, was finding fault 
with what had been proposed by the Party and tried to put 
forward something original himself. O Gi Sop also considered 
himself the cleverest of men, For some tinu lie was a minister, 
and his subordinate s would say: "Our Minister O Gi Sop doesn’t 
do his job. but is absorbed in a study of policies day and night." 
And it was by no means in the Party's interest that lie studied 
the policies. He did so because lie distrusted the Parly’s lines 
and policies and wanted to propose something In opposition to 
the Party. 

All this stems from individualist heroism which Is charac¬ 
terized by disloyalty to the Party, careerism and a thirst for 
fame 

The fa; tionalisls always draw people around them to ad¬ 
vance their own careers. Instead of trying to build up prestige 
by the quality of their work, they attract people by throwing 
drinking parlies and making a sltow of their generosity at the 
expense of the stale, when they get together, they talk secretly 
about all the things that arc not discussed in the Party. At such 
gatherings they talk about all sorts oi things, prefaced by, "This 
is strictly between us." In this way. they place personal friend¬ 
ship above the Party organization, pulling greater faith in the 
former. 

Kim Du Bong used to suggest something new whenever 
he had stayed overnight at Han Bin's house. This was always 
aimed at undermining our Parly. 

Factionalism, parochialism and nepotism all place the in- 
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terests of one’s own group and of oneself above those of the 
Parly. 

Our Parly members must value Ihe interests of the Party 
more than their own lives and make il an iron rule to sacrii-.cc 
themselves fur the good of Hie Parly. We must have the lofty 
characteristic of giving all we can for the unity and cohesion of 
the Parly, Otherwise there can be no Party unity. 

Next, we must criticize the altitude of self-importance that 
causes someone to keep Ihe activity of his branch o( work 
from everyone else and to brag that Ills branch is doing the 
best work. No one should consider that the branch, locality or 
ministry (bureau) in his charge is the first rung up the ladder 
of a brilliant career. 

We must resolutely combat the tendency to factionalism, 
parochialism, nepotism and departmentalism, and further in¬ 
tensify the struggle for the whole Party to obey Ihe leadership 
ol the Parly centre 

What should we do, then, to oppose factionalism? Wc 
should not just talk about the M L group, the Tuesday group 
and the crimes of Pak lion Yong and Choc Chang Ik. We must 
give our Party members a clear idea ol the harm oi factional¬ 
ism, nepotism and parochialism, which brought ruin on our 
Party in the past ami which today may tear it Into shreds again 
and revive capitalism. 

You should not educate Party members in such ways .is 
simply criticizing Pak Hon Yong for having done wrong in the 
past and Choe Chang Ik lor being wrong this lime You should 
give Party members a clear understanding of the essence ol 
factionalism, nepotism and parochialism, ol how the factional- 
ists behave and wherein lie the roots oi their ideology. In this 
way we must make sure that there is no room left for the fac 
tional elements to gain a foothold. We will thus prevent people 
from being inveigled into factional actions and help them to 


recognize anyone who might try to do so and oppose hi in in 
advance. This is ol great importance. 

The crime cl Kim Du Bong is really serious. lie. spoiled 
many young people. The Party and the state gave Party assign¬ 
ments to simple and honest people to work at the Presidium of 
the Supreme People's Assembly. However, many ol them were 
ruined there. 

In order to prevent the recurrence ol similar crimes in 
the future, it is very Important to make all the Parly mem¬ 
bership aware ol the evil effects ol factionalism. This requires 
strengthening the Marxist-Lcninist education ol Parly mem¬ 
bers. We have to raise their ideological and theoretical levels 
ol Marxism-Leninism, thus helping them to acquire foresight, 
learn to analyse every problem, completely do away with bour¬ 
geois ideological viewpoint and form ihe working-class world 
outlook. Only by so doing, will we be able to root out factional¬ 
ism. parochialism and nepotism. 

Now, I will make a few remarks about revisionism. Though 
revisionism in our country has not appeared in a systematic 
way. those who stood against our Parly, carried away by Ihe so- 
called "international trend", spread revisionism. Thus, in our 
country, too, there lies appeared the revisionist trend which 
disrupts the communist movement, opposes Marxlst-Leninist 
principles and capitulates to capitalism. 

The imperialists and their servants, the revisionists, are now 
spreading revisionism in opposition to Marxism-Leninism and 
the communist movement. II would be silly to declare that 
revisionism will not find its way into our country. It has made 
and is making inroads into our country, too. and Ihe anti- 
Party groups have already exploited it for their own ends. In 
his speech yesterday .i comrade said that the anti-Party groups 
had smuggled in revisionism, and. indeed, that is what they 
have done. 

In our country revisionism found expression in the re- 
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joction of Parly leadership and the dictatorship of the prole¬ 
tariat. Kim Dii Bong said that the Presidium of the Supreme 
People’s Assembly stood above the Party. What does that mean* 
It means that the Presidium rejects the Party's leadership. So 
Mvvi said: ‘ The Party is not entitled to lead the trade unions 
The membership of the trade unions is greater than that of 
the Parly; they arc a larger organisation than the Party. Those 
who are working in l'arty organs should obey the leadership 
of the trade unions because they are all trade union members 
The trade unions should get rid of the tutelage of the Party.” 
Kim til Gyu said that the People’s Army was not the army of 
the Party, but rather "the army of the united front". All 
these are ideological viewpoints which reject Party leadership. 

There is u tendency today In some ministries and people's 
committees to dislike the Party leadership of administrative 
work. This attitude is alto a rejection of Party leadership. It •» 
true that the Party should refrain from improperly taking the 
place of the administrative bodies. But the l’arty should lead alt 
the work of the power organs. 

We are also witnessing the wrong tendency among some 
people to believe in the omnipotence of technique, thinking 
themselves the greatest authorities in technical matters and 
refuse to accept the Party's leadership readily. This. too. is a 
very harmful propensity. What is the use of technology if it 
is separated from tho will and leadership of the Party? The 
Party only needs technology of the kind that is in the service 
of socialist construction and helps implement the revolutionary 
tasks of the Party. It does not need any other technology. 

Our Parly is a militant organization which builds social¬ 
ism and communism, leading the working class and all other 
sections of the working people. And ours is the only Party 
that leads the class struggle and the revolution in Korea. To 
reject our Party’s leadership means precisely to deny the rev¬ 
olution and capitulate to capitalism. Therefore, it is necessary 
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not only to fight against the revisionists who reject Party 
leadership, but also to combat relentlessly all the unhealthy 
elements that provide good soil for revisionism. 

Some people say that our people’s power is not one that 
exercises the dictatorship of the proletariat because it is based 
on a united front. This is an entirely erroneous view. Today, 
our people’s power is a state power that belongs to the category 
of the dictatorship of the proletariat. In the northern ball o! 
the Republic, now in the period of transition from capitalism 
to socialism, the functions of the proletarian dictatorship of our 
people's power must be strengthened even more. 

Others have ail incorrect idea of the character of our slate 
power and revolutionary tasks ami so hold that il Is unnec¬ 
essary to promote the socialist transformation ol private mer¬ 
chants and Industrialists, because there are not many Capitalist 
elements in towns and the countryside. This Is also incorrect. 

Although a great triumph has been achieved in our socialist 
construction, we cannot say that the exploiting classes have now 
been completely wiped out in the northern halt. And even if 
they have been, ideologies antagonistic to socialism will survive 
for a long time. 

As long as small commodity producers, private merchants 
and manufacturers, even In limited numbers, remain In urban 
and rural areas, as long as the tasks 61 the socialist revolution 
have not yet been accomplished and. moreover, there exists a 
regime of landlords and capitalists in the southern half, how 
can we neglect lo consolidate the dictatorship of the proletar¬ 
iat? For tlic triumphant accomplishment ot the socialist rev¬ 
olution in the northern half, we must further strengthen our 
proletarian dictatorship. 

The dictatorship of the proletariat is a powerful weapon 
of the working class in thoroughly crushing all the counter¬ 
revolutionary elements hostile to the socialist revolution and 
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in defending the interests of the working people and the rev¬ 
olution. 

Our judicial organs, however, under the pretext of “pro¬ 
tecting human rights", disturbed social order by freeing 
hostile elements such as LI Man Hwa, .1 Christian, who had 
turned against our Party and the revolution, and by releasing 
many prisoners who had perpetrated hostile acts. Our state 
power is a weapon for protecting the interests o( the working 
people amt the revolution; it cannot be a weapon which pro¬ 
tects the interests oi the hostile classes that oppose us. This 
tendency in the Judiciary is a revisionist one which conflicts 
with the dictatorship of the proletariat. 

Revisionism which has found expression in our country 
Is aimed entirely at undermining our revolution by making 
our Parly and revolutionary forces impotent to fight the enemy. 
Therefore, n resolute struggle must be waged against ft. 

I will not bring up oilier subjects because, by and large, 
they have already been discussed. 

I would like t" mention only one more thing, the question 
of strengthening the Party life of our Party members. Whoever 
is disloyal In Party life may commit errors and mistakes of one 
sort or the other at any time. It is therefore necessary to com¬ 
bat forcefully the tendency to evade Party lile. At the same 
lime, Marxfst-Leninist ideological education should be further 
intensified. Especially, it is very important to study dialectical 
materialism. In this way, every Party member should be helped 
to have the Marxfst-Leninist world outlook and become a mem¬ 
ber with a strong Party spirit. 

I would like to conclude with a few remarks about the 
questions and suggestions that have been made. 

How should we deal with Kim Du Bong. Pak Ui Wan. 0 Gi 
Sop and others of their kind? So far there is no evidence that 
Kim Du Bong. Pak Ui Wan and O Gi Sop took part in the con- 
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spiracy for counterrevolutionary rcvoll. Kim Du Bong and Pak 
Ui Wan tried to overthrow the Party and oust the Party leader¬ 
ship. In other words, they were both involved in factional activ¬ 
ities- O Gi Sop did not openly carry oul iactionat activity, hut 
udb caught doing it sneakily like some stray cat. 

Our Party has done much to educate these people; it lias 
educated them pcrsevcringly lor a year and a half. Never¬ 
theless. they still do not show sincerity to make a clean breast 
of their misdeeds honestly before the Party and make amends 
(or them True, they now admit all what wc have discovered 
and promise not to repeat them, but they have confessed to 
none of them voluntarily and candidly. Only when confronted 
with evidence, do they acknowledge them. In short, they are 
still two-faced, and do not open their hearts to the Party. 

The struggle with these people should lie guided by the 
following principles those who have committed serious crimes 
should be strictly punished, and those who have not committed 
serious crimes should be examined ideologically. Their Ideologi¬ 
cal examination should be conducted strictly and I hey should 
be punished leniently. In other words, what should be brought 
to full light is how they got involved in factional activities 
and what is the ideological basis. Then punishment should be 
leniently applied. Thus, they should be given the opportunity 
to correct Ihcir mistakes. In our struggle against the factional- 
isls half measures will not do; facts and root causes must be 
unearthed and assurances given. All ol their factional crimes 
should be laid bare for everyone lo see. and then the factional¬ 
ism should be completely disarmed. Yet it w ill be good lo punish 
them leniently. It is advisable lo deal with them on these prin¬ 
ciples. 

As for Kim Du Bong. Pak Ui Wan and 0 Gi Sop, our 
opinion is that, according to the “socialist principle of distribu¬ 
tion". they should be given as much as they have “earned". It 
is advisable to deal with them on this principle. What have 
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they earned and what do they (airly deserve? This you 
comrades should decide here. 

The most important thing In the struggle against factional¬ 
ism is to defend the Party Central Committee in order to safe¬ 
guard Party unity. Without the Central Committee there can 
be no Party. Therefore, the principle of democratic centralism, 
a principle which calls on the individual to obey the Party 
organization and on all Parly organizations lo obey the Central 
Committee, should bo observed. This is the Leninist organiza¬ 
tional principle. Only by observing it can we Increase our 
Parly's fighting capacity. Without il our Party cannot become 
a siroug party. 
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ON IMPROVING THE WORK METHODS OF 
THE COUNTY PARTY ORGANIZATION 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE NEW 
CIRCUMSTANCES (Excerpt) 


Speech Delivered at a Plenary Mooting ol 
the Kangio County Party Committee 

February 18, I960 


Since our revolution is developing every day. our thinking, 
too. makes progress and so docs the Party policy. The Party 
centre studies the continuously developing realities ol our coun¬ 
try and frames new policies to suit them. 

Our Party's policy is an application oi .Marxism-Leninism 
to our country's realities. One can neither write, nor guide 
work without studying our Party’s policies, no mailer how 
many Marxisl-Lcninisl books lie may have read. 

The instructors should study the Party policy systemati¬ 
cally and know a new policy in good time whenever it is set 
forth by the Party. A good knowledge of the Party policy is 
essential to broadening one's mental vision, to finding the right 
way of looking at things, and carrying on one's work with 
conviction and daring. 

The instructors cl the Party Central Committee ore on a 
higher level than the comrades at the county Party commit- 
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Ices not because they have been chosen from among those who 
were county Parly committee chairmen. Among them are com¬ 
rades who were county Party committee chapmen before, but 
there are many who were not. The instructors of the Party Cen¬ 
tral Committee are on a higher level than the functionaries of 
the county Party committees because they arc well aware of 
the intentions of the Party centre. 

The Party centre sums up the experience of all the activ¬ 
ities of our Party, but tire county Party committees have on¬ 
ly Hie experience of work within the county limits. True, it 
is natural for (he functionaries of the county Party commit- 
lees to have a broader view of things than the ri cadres who 
arc in charge of the work of the ri. since the county Party 
committees sum up the experience of work on the county level. 
But if wc do not discuss and study the Party policy every day. 
we shall become ignorant of even the experience of the coun¬ 
ty level, to soy nothing of the experience of the struggle of 
the entire Parly, and shall eventually find our perspectives too 
narrow to lend the cadres of the ri. 

At present the Party centre pays great attention to the 
education of the instructors. The Party leadership promptly 
acquaints the instructors with the Party policy. 

Before, persons such as Pak Chang Ok ensconced In the 
Party leadership used to tell only what they copied from 
foreign newspapers and magazines without making the Party 
policy known, and so education of the instructors was unsatis¬ 
factory. Even in writing an article, they used difficult terms 
and marshalled many propositions of various kinds. To the 
uninitiated eye, such an article appears to be impressive, but, 
in fact, it is hollow and empty. It amounts to making noises 
merely with empty words without the feast knowledge of the 
substance of Marxism, and is tantamount to licking only the 
rind of a watermelon without so much as tasting its meat to 
find out whether it is sweet or bitter. What good is it to play 
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with words using difficult terms without knowing our Party’s 
policy when all our work is associated wilh our revolution? 
Those who do not know Party policy and the substance of their 
own work, have no view to call their own. after all. and so 
they dogmatically copy from others, thereby prejudicing the 
work. In a word, they are persons who lack Juclie 

What we call Juclie means doing everything in accordance 
with the actual conditions of our country and creatively apply¬ 
ing the general principles of Marxism-Leninism and the ex- 
pcriencc of other countries to suit our realities. 

It is the dulv ol the Korean Communists to carry out the 
Korean revolution well In conformity to the actual conditions 
ol our country, mid that is our way of making n contribution 
to tin* world communH l it. Our task is to build So¬ 

cialism in our country and develop its politics, economy and 
culture for the welfare and prosperity of our people And how 
can he who is ignorant of his society. Ills people, the history 
and the revolutionary and cultural traditions ol his own coun¬ 
try. carry out the revolution in •> way congenial to Ids coun¬ 
try? And how can lie who slights Ills own things and only 
praises others’ develop his own things? 

Once some artists offered to throw away our national 
musical Instruments, saying that they were uncivilized and 
undeveloped and that It was even impossible to use the musical 
notation for them. Wc severely criticized such a view. The 
Party’s policy on literature and art was not carried out prop¬ 
erly because a person such as Pak Chang Ok who praised 
only foreign things was entrenched in the Propaganda De¬ 
partment. Our national musical instruments perfectly suit the 
sentiments of our people. So why should we discard them? 
And it is also untenable to assert that the national musical in¬ 
struments oi Korea cannot be fitted to musical notation. The 
trouble lies in the wrong ideological viewpoint of making light 
of our national art. 
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How can >t person who is said lo be engaged in Ihe Korean 
revolution do Ilia own thinking as master oi his own revolution 
il he docs not proceed from (he actual realities of Korea, and 
belittles his own things and only copies from others? If one 
acquires the habit of only copying from others, he will even¬ 
tually find himself totally devoid of his own thought and will 
also lose the ability of developing new Ideas. Suppose a lazy 
pupil does not write a composition himself, but always has 
somebody else write one for him because he dislikes composi¬ 
tion. the result will be that he will always be unable to write 
a composition. The same is true of our revolutionary work As 
long as one relics on others and only copies from them without 
establishing Juclic in his work, he can display no creative initia¬ 
tive, 


Since the question of Juchc was put forward, a change has 
taken place in the people’s way of thinking. Everybody is now 
doing Ids work in accordance with the actual conditions In* find' 
himself In. and so tremendous creative Initiative which v. ■ 
formerly unimaginable is now displayed. 

We should educate the cadres and members <>i the Party 
In such a way as to enable them to display creative initiative. 
They should have a good knowledge of the Party policy and 
be able lo advance their work by thinking independently when 
carrying out their assigned tasks. A ri Party committee chair¬ 
man should be able to carry on his Job independently in accord¬ 
ance with the Party policy even when he is given no direct 
guidance and assistance from the county Party committee.

t ON OPPOSING DOGMATISM AND UICVISIONISM 


lii |Militlcal work, w f e must first eliminate dogmatism and 
formalism. 

Before, foreign publications were copied mechanically when 
preparing documents or lecture programmes lor lower echelons, 
This practice has now ceased, but the old slyle and method of 
work arc still lingering. 

If a formal report is made and a resolution read out at a 
meeting, whether or not Party members understand the report, 
this is also a manifestation of dogmatism and formalism. We 
must pul an end to this formalistic work method which is refined 
outwardly but has no substance. 

Till Ihe March 1958 Plenary Meeting of the Parly Central 
Committee. Choe Jong Hak, then in charge of the General Polit¬ 
ical Bureau of the Korean People’s Army, had had foreign pub¬ 
lications uncritically copied in preparing the materials which 
the lower units were forced to use. He made a mess of the army's 
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political work. Because he hail neglected political work, the fac- 
tionalists had been able to wriggle in the army. Otherwise, they 
would not have done so. 

Pnk Chang Ok and Pak Yong Bin, who had been on the 
Parly Central Committee during the war. were so ignorant that 
they also gutted foreign papers and forced the lower units to 
accept their plagiaries. They worked in such a manner that 
they mechanically repeated what foreigners said. 

Westerners use knives when eating bread but we scoop rice 
with spoons. Foreign customs and things do not always suit the 
taste ot us Koreans. We should assimilate what is excellent and 
progressive out of things foreign hut not what is inexpedient 
to our actual conditions. 


Our guardhouse system was a mechanical imitation of for¬ 
eign tilings. The antl-Jnpnne.se guerrillas had fought well for 15 
years, none of them ever being detained Wc can dispense with 
the guardhouse; when they are properly educated, the soldiers 
will voluntarily observe discipline. 

The Irkutsk group used to make demagogic attacks on any 
opponents to dogmatism or to their views, claiming that they 
were against the Soviet Union. This made it impossible to fight 
against Choc Jong Hak’s misdeeds. 

Our opposition to dogmatism docs not undermine our soli¬ 
darity with the Soviet Union. Lenin and Stalin, both Soviets, 
also advocated opposition to dogmatism. 

Thanks to our Party’s struggle against dogmatism wc could 
accelerate socialist construction. Mad we clung to dogmatism wc 
would have got nowhere. 

Some foreigners have often criticized our work though not 
acquainted with our situation. When we were organizing cooper¬ 
atives they claimed that it was too premature However, because 
we formed the cooperatives at the time we have been able to 
live on. After the war. we had nothing on hand. The war destroy¬ 
ed everything wc had had There were only a few cattle in the 


countryside. Such being the situation, how could we subsist 
without organizing cooperatives? 

The fraternal parties now praise the Workers' Parly of Ko¬ 
rea as being second to none in socialist construction. This is also 
because we did not slide into dogmatism. 

We must firmly oppose revisionism, as well as dogmatism. 

Revisionists refashion Marxism-Leninism. They laud them¬ 
selves as cleverer Marxists-Leninists than Marx or Lenin Cer¬ 
tain countries have this tendency. 

Some people insist Uiat we must peacefully coexist with 
the Yankees. How can wc do so. without opposing US imperi¬ 
alism? 

People of great powers may commit errors. We cannot fully 
agree with them or follow them blindly. 

Some people asked us to withdraw our slogan "Wipe out 
the l'S aggressorsl”. saying that it was undesirable. Our Party 
Central Committee declined their claim. 

In addition, they told us. ’’Don’t shoot down intruding US 
aircraft but just land them.” The countries which have good 
planes may do. but not we We must pursue the aircraft and 
shoot them down. We pay no heed to the words of the evil- 


minded. 

It is true that wc must unite with the fraternal countries. 
However, wc need not emulate the misdeeds of individual per¬ 
sons in these countries. 

As far back as the days of the anti-Japanese guerrilla 
struggle, we put up the slogan: defend and unite with the So¬ 
viet Union. Since liberation, we have continued to defend and 
untie with the Soviet Union and so shall we do "i ^ [uU,,c - xx ' e 


* ,,h \vT : Koreans should properly assimilate progressive things 
of the brother countries to suit our own taste. Only then can 
hasten the construction of communism. 


REPORT ON TilE WORK OF THE CENTRAL

Comrades. 

The Third Congress of our Party was convened at a time 
when the postwar rehabilitation of the national economy was, 
on the whole, nearly complete.

economy and culltire were still backward and the socialist re¬ 
organization of the relations of production was in full progress. 

The prewar level of industrial and agricultural production 
was restored thanks to the heroic efforts of our working peo¬ 
ple in the postwar years. But our country still remained an 
agrarian country, and our people’s life was very hard. Private 
farming still held an important place in the countryside, and 
the transformation of private trade and industry in the towns 
had just begun. 

In this situation we had to muster all our strength to pro¬ 
mote in every possible way the socialist revolution and the 
building of socialism. 

Based on the requirements of the laws of so*io-cconomic 
development In the northern half and the fundamental tasks 
of the Korean revolution, our Party had advanced the general 
tasks of laying the foundations of socialism in the northern half 
of the Republic as early os the postwar period of rchabiliu 
lion. Tills mount expanding and reinforcing the socialist eco¬ 
nomic sector by reorganizing small commodity and capitalist 
sectors on socialist lines in all branches of the national econ¬ 
omy as well as restoring and further developing the produc¬ 
tive forces, thereby building the solid foundations for an in¬ 
dependent national economy and rapidly improving the peo¬ 
ple’s living conditions.

Our Party felt that 
only the concentrated development of heavy industry, and the 
consequent speedy development of light industry and agricul¬ 
ture. would allow us to build the foundations for socialist 
industrialization and. at the same time, basically solve the 
problems of food, clothing and housing for the people during 
the period of the Five-Year Plan. 

The realities of life clearly show that our Parly’s lines and 
policies laid down at the Third Parly Congress were perfectly 
correct. The ta>k« we had set forth for socialist transformation 
and the building of socialism were all carried out far ahead of 
schedule. Under the tested leadership of our Parly, the work¬ 
ing people of our country, displaying a high degree of rev¬ 
olutionary enthusiasm, indomitable fighting spirit and inex¬ 
haustible creative ability, surmounted all difficulties and ob¬ 
stacles. guaranteed a sweeping victory of the socialist revolu¬ 
tion in towns and the countryside and brought about radical 
changes in the development of our economy and culture.

1. COMPLETION Or SOCIALIST TRANSFORMATION 

Comrades, 

The socialist transformation of the old economy is a pro¬ 
cess governed by the laws of development of the socialist rev¬ 
olution; it is a principal task that has to lie tackled in the period 
of transition from capitalism to socialism 

With the successful complclion of the anti-imperialist, anti- 
feudal, democratic revolution after liberation, the northern hall 
of our country gradually set out on its transition to socialism, 
and our socialist transformation also began already at that time. 

Before the war, however, the necessary social, economic 
and material conditions were not yet fully ready, and socialist 
transformation was only partially carried out. Therefore, the 
main task was to prepare for it. In our country the socialist 
transformation of agriculture, handicrafts, capitalist trade and 
industry was all undertaken on a full scale in the postwar 
years, and in 1958. was completed almost simultaneously. 

h’undamental to socialist transformation is the cooperative 
ization of agriculture, and .ill the more so in the particular case 
of our country where the peasantry made up more than half 
the population. 

In the immediate post-armistice days private firming pre¬ 
dominated in our countryside and the socialist s.v.or wa- a 
small part of the whole. As you all know, as long as small 
commodity production dominates in rural areas, the source of 
exploitation and poverty cannot be removed, nor can the living 
standard of the peasantry be radically improved. Small and 
scattered private farming can neither develop in a planned way 
nor introduce advanced techniques on a wide scale. Moreover. 
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in most cases this type of farming cannot lead to expanded re¬ 
production. 

All the limitations of private farming in our country 
manifested themselves most strikingly in the postwar years, 
and we could not allow them to exist any longer. Owing to 
the war. the material foundations of agriculture were serious¬ 
ly damaged, the peasant economy was even more fragmented 
than before and a shortage of labour and draught animals was 
keenly felt in the countryside. Under these circumstances, 
further maintenance of private farming would have made it 
impossible to restore the ruined productive forces of agricul¬ 
ture rapidly and. above all, to solve the food problem for the 
population. There was the danger that the contradictions be¬ 
tween socialist stale industry and private farming would give 
rise to a disparity between industry, which was being rapidly 
rebuilt and developed in the postwar period, and agriculture, 
which was being rehabilitated very slowly. In addition, with 
small farming we would not have been able to rapidly improve 
the living conditions of our impoverished peasantry and, par¬ 
ticularly, to solve the problem of an increased number of poor 
peasants produced by the war. 

The only way to release the agricultural productive forces 
completely from the shackles of the old relations of produc¬ 
tion and to free the peasants once and lor all from exploitation 
and poverty is the socialist cooperativliation of agriculture. 
The postwar situation in our country was ripe for agricultural 
coopcrativization and permitted no further delay. The peas¬ 
ants themselves came to realize, through their own hardships, 
that they could not tolerate the old way of life any longer. 
That is why our Party proposed the task of agricultural coop¬ 
crativization immediately alter the armistice and energetically 
pushed it forward on the strength of the increasing enthusiasm 
of the peasantry. 

Most important in leading the agricultural cooperative 
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movement is strict adherence to the Leninist principle of vol¬ 
untariness and promotion of the movement by giving the peas¬ 
ants practical examples of the advantages of a cooperative 
economy. 

In the days right after the armistice, the poor peasants 
were the most active supporters of agricultural cooperative* 
tion in our countryside. Our Party started by experimentally 
organizing and consolidating a few agricultural cooperatives 
in each county, beginning with the poor peasants and Party 
nuclei in the countryside. In the course ol this work we were 
able to correctly determine the specific methods and pace of 
coopcrnlivlzntlon that suited the actual conditions of our coun¬ 
try, and encouraged our cadres to accumulate experience and 
gain confidence in leading the cooperative movement. Be¬ 
sides, by demonstrating the practical advantages of a coop¬ 
erative economy on the basis of our own experience, we were 
able to persuade and lead the broad masses ol peasants, partic¬ 
ularly the middle peasants, to join the cooperatives of their 
own free will. 

In agricultural cooperatlvization the voluntary principle 
was applied not only to the middle peasants but to nil sec¬ 
tors of the rural population, including the rich peasants. Tak¬ 
ing into consideration the specific conditions of our villages 
where the rich peasant economy was very weak, our Party 
adopted the policy of gradually remoulding rich peasants as 
the cooperative movement developed, while strictly restricting 
their exploitative practices. We admitted all rich peasants who 


accepted socialist transformation and were willing to work 
honestly into the cooperative economy; we applied appropriate 
sanctions against the tiny handful who sought to hinder the 
cooperative movement During the movement's last stage, when 
the cooperative economy had become widespread and strong and 
the objects of exploitation iiad disappeared in the villages, the 
majority of rich peasants joined the cooperatives voluntarily.

Thus, in drawing various categories of the peasantry into 
the cooperative economy on the basis of object lessons and 
the voluntary principle, our Parly consistently adhered 1o the 
correct class policy of relying firmly on the poor peasants, 
strengthening the alliance with the middle peasants and re¬ 
stricting and gradually remoulding the rich peasants. We saw 
to it that the poor peasants played the nuclear role in all agri¬ 
cultural cooperatives. We also mode sure that cooperatives were 
not organized exclusively with relatively well-to-do peasants 
and that the rich peasants were not allowed to Influence the 
cooperative work At the same time, we took slrict precautions 
against the tendency to weaken the alliance with the middle 
peasants by forcing them into the cooperative economy or en¬ 
croaching upon their Interests. 

All these policies prevented any possible losses Dial might 
have occurred In connection with the radical changes in the 
countryside, developed the cooperative movement on n sound 
basis and ensured ■ steady growth In agricultural produc¬ 
tion. 

Adherence to the voluntary principle in the agricultural 
cooperative movement in no way means that such n movement 
is left to the mercy of spontaneity. As is the case with the so¬ 
cialist system in general, a cooperative economic system in 
the countryside will not arise by itself or develop and become 
strong automatically. It will require powerful leadership and 
assistance on the part of the Parly and the stale. 

In order lo promote the agricultural cooperative move¬ 
ment our Party persistently carried out organizational and 
political w’ork among the peasants and made tremendous ef¬ 
forts to reinforce the newly established coopera lives political¬ 
ly and economically. 

We strengthened the Parly organizations in the villages, 
trained and assigned a large number of management person¬ 
nel lo the cooperatives and gave powerful leadership with the 
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view towards firmly establishing a socialist system and order 
in the cooperatives and enhancing the socialist consciousness 
of their members. 

Lenin said that every social system arises only with the 
financial assistance of a definite class, and the system which 
the socialist state must especially aid is the cooperative one. 
According to what Lenin said, we gave all-out state as¬ 
sistance to the cooperatives. The powerlul material assistance 
given by the state to the peasantry, based on rapidly develop¬ 
ing socialist industry, slrengthened the young agricultural co¬ 
operatives which hod been organized starting only with poor 
peasants; it played a decisive role both in proving their supe¬ 
riority over private farming and economically reinforcing the 
cooperatives which realized a rapid quantitative growth in a 
short period ol time. 

Only by relying on the strong leadership of the I’arty and 
the working class and on the powerful support from socialist 
state-run industry wore we able to overcome the innumerable 
dlfllcultics of the postwar years, lead millions of peasants on 
to the path of socialist collectivization, and guarantee a solid 
victory tor the socialist system of cooperative economy in our 
countryside. 

Even after the completion of agricultural cooperativi/ation. 
such an economic system should not remain static It should 
continually progress and strive for perfection. 

Agricultural cooperatives in our country were organized 
on a relatively small scale. When the cooperative movement 
was going on, our Party saw to it that each cooperative com¬ 
prised from 40 to 100 peasant households. The Party did not 
allow organization or amalgamation of cooperatives on too 
large a scale. This was in full agreement with the conditions at 
a time when our farming techniques were still backward and. 
when the qualifications and experience of management person¬ 
nel were still inadequate. 
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But, gradually the comparatively small size of coopera¬ 
tives became incompatible with the further growth of the pro¬ 
ductive iorces of agriculture, particularly with the require¬ 
ments of technical transformation in the countryside. Hence, 
the need to enlarge the size of agricultural cooperatives by an 
appropriate amalgamation. As the cooperatives were political¬ 
ly and economically strengthened and the level oi their manage¬ 
ment personnel raised, amalgamation became a mature re- 
quirt merit, and the peasants themselves realized the need lor it. 

Therelore, towards the end ol 1958 the merger of coop¬ 
eratives was carried out on the principle of one for each ri, 
with the chairman of the ri people’s committee concurrently 
holding the chairmanship ol the cooperative management board. 

The enlargement of the agricultural cooperatives made it 
possible to use land and other means of production more ra¬ 
tionally and to introduce modern farm machines and advanced 
faimlng techniques extensively. It allowed us lo push ahead 
vigorously with projocls for transforming nature—Irrigation, 
afforestation and water conservation and Improve organiza¬ 
tion of labour and develop a more diversified cooperative 
economy. 

When the agricultural production unit and the admin¬ 
istrative unit ol tiie ri became one and when the chairman of 
the rl people's committee also assumed the chairmanship of 
the management board, the li people's committee began to 
concentrate its efforts on the consolidation of the agricultural 
cooperative and the development of agricultural production. 
Consequently, the role and functions of the local people's com¬ 
mittee in building up the economy and culture as a whole were 
further enhanced. 

With the merger of the agricultural cooperatives, the con¬ 
sumers’ cooperatives and credit cooperatives were placed 
under their management. This enabled the agricultural coop¬ 
eratives to plan and manage production, commodity circulation 
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and credit in an integrated way, arid, consequently, to show 
greater independence and initiative in developing the coop¬ 
erative economy and promoting the well-being oi their members. 
In particular, the agricultural cooperatives’ direct handling of 
rural commerce permitted a more smooth exchange of com¬ 
modities between town and country and a consolidation of 
economic ties between industry and agriculture. 

Our agricultural cooperatives thus became a more ad¬ 
vanced, solid socialist sector of the economy. From all the facts 
and experience, we can now say that with regard to its organ- 
i/.allonul form and size, our rural cooperative economy is 11 m? 
most rational and advantageous socialist economic form suit¬ 
able to the specific conditions of our country during the pres¬ 
ent period. 

In order to effect the complete rule of socialist produc- 
' I relations throughout the society, we lud to cooperative 
private farming in the countryside as well as carry out the 
socialist transformation of handicrafts, capitalist trade and in¬ 
dustry in urban ureas. 

The socialist transformation of handicrafts in our coun¬ 
try was already undertaken on an experimental basis before 
the war. , 

Thanks to the assistance of the people's power after lib¬ 
eration, our country’s handicraftsmen, who had been ruined 
and impoverished during the years of Japanese imperialist 
rule, restored and further developed their sector of the econ¬ 
omy and markedly improved their living conditions. Never¬ 
theless, the handicraft economy, fragmented and technically 
backward, was unstable and had no prospects for development. 
The cooperativization of a dispersed handicraft economy was 
the only means of further developing its production and tech¬ 
niques and raising the handicraftsmen's standard of living. 

In 1947, at the beginning of the transitional period, our 
Party laid down the policy of forming producers' cooperatives 
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of handicraftsmen to reorganize their private economy into a 
socialist, cooperative one. Thus, even before ihe war. initial 
successes had been registered and some experience had been 
accumulated in the transformation of the handicrafts along 
socialist lines. 

As large, state-run factories were mostly destroyed during 
the war. our Party devoted great attention to the expansion 
and development of cooperative industry alongside state- 
owned local industry in order to ensure a stable life for the 
people. After the war the Parly more vigorously pushed for¬ 
ward the movement for cooperulivizing handicrafts. The war 
had played havoc with the handicraft economy, further frag¬ 
mentizing it The handicraftsmen could only improve their liv¬ 
ing conditions if they united their economy and relied on the 
active assistance ol the state Under these circumstances they 
actively supported our Party’s policy of cooperatlvizntion. 
Therefore, the handicraft cooperative movement progressed 
rapidly and waa completed successfully within a few years 
after the war. 

The socialist reorganization ol capitalist trnde and indus¬ 
try also proceeded with comparative ease In our country. 

In the past, the prolonged colonial rule of Japanese im¬ 
perialism had seriously hampered the growlh of national cap¬ 
ital in our country. Japanese imperialist capital monopolized 
the major branches of our national economy, and the economy 
of national capitalists, except for a handful of comprador cap¬ 
italists, was negligible. 

Aiter liberation, nationalization of industries, transport, 
communications, banks, etc., formerly in the hands ol Japanese 
imperialists and comprador capitalists brought the socialist 
state sector into dominance in our national economy. Capitalist 
trade and industry were very weak from the beginning ol the 
transitional period. This situation in our country provided us 
with favourable conditions for enlisting capitalist traders and 
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industrialists in socialist construction and reorganizing their 
economy by peaceful means. 

During the period ot transition, our Party’s policy in re¬ 
lation to capitalist trade and industry was to transform them 
gradually into the socialist economy, utilizing their positive 
features and controlling their negative ones. 

During the postwar period, socialist transformation ol cap¬ 
italist trade and industry matured. The war had inflicted se¬ 
rious damage on capitalist trade and industry. A considerable 
number of entrepreneurs and traders were ruined and became 
factory or office workers in state-owned enterprises, most of 
•he remaining capitalist traders and manufacturers were re¬ 
duced to a status much the same as that of handicraftsmen or 
small merchants. Consequently, the capitalist traders and man¬ 
ufacturers found it impossible to restore their devastated econ¬ 
omy without relying on the assistance of the state and the ?o- 
clalls! economy and without pooling their means of production, 
funds and eflorts. Moreover, as agriculture and handicrafts 
were being transformed on cooperative lines, they could no 
longer obtain raw and other materials on the private market. 
When the socialist economic sector overwhelmingly dominated 
all spheres of the national economy, a small number of entre¬ 
preneurs and merchants could not possibly maintain their pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Only when they joined the socialist sector of the economy 
could the entrepreneurs and traders improve their condition, 
find a road to the future and serve the country and society 
better. 


Taking into account our country’s specific conditions, our 
Parly advanced the policy or transforming capitalist frade and 
industry through various forms of cooperative economy. The 
entrepreneurs and merchants supported the Party's policy of 
coopcrativization, realizing that it conformed with their in¬ 
terests and represented the right direction for them to take. 
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Thus the socialist reorganization of capitalist trade and industry 
was completed in a short period of time. 

Thanks to the correct leadership of our Party and the ac¬ 
tive assistance of the state, the socialist reorganization of hand¬ 
icrafts and capitalist trade and industry was successfully car¬ 
ried out. Adhering strictly to the voluntary principle, the Party 
admitted handicraftsmen and middle and small manufacturers 
into various producers’ cooperatives according to their re- 
spcclive trades. Giving priority to the consolidation ol the 
handicraftsmen's production cooperatives, entrepreneurs were 
gradually incorporated into the cooperative economy; here. In 
particular, the semi-socialist form of the cooperative economy 
was broadly applied. In order to transform traders along so- 
cialist lines, marketing cooperatives or productlonrmd-mnr- 
keting cooperatives were formed, and they were Infer reorgan¬ 
ized into producers' cooperatives by gradually increasing the 
proportion of productive activities they undertook. 

In transforming private trade and Industry along social¬ 
ist lines, the Party closely combined the change of economic 
forms with the remoulding of people. Joining the producers' 
cooperatives, the entrepreneurs and merchants completely broke 
with their former life based on the exploitation ot others, they 
have been changed into socialist working people who produce 
material wealth by their own labour. This has also speeded 
up their ideological transformation. 

While vigorously carrying out the socialist transforma¬ 
tion ol handicrafts and capitalist trade and Industry, we gave 
tremendous state assistance to the consolidation of the newly- 
organized producers’ cooperatives. Thanks to the advantages of 
the socialist cooperative economy, active state help and their 
members' eager participation in work, the economic foundations 
ot the producers' cooperatives have been speedily reinforced, 
and their standard of living furlher improved. Today, the co¬ 
operative industry plays an important role in the development 
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of the national economy. With the great pride and enthusiasm 
of an honourable socialist working people, members of our 
producers' cooperatives are taking part in the construction of 
socialism. 

Comrades, with the completion of the socialist reorgan¬ 
ization of agriculture, handicrafts and capitalist trade and in¬ 
dustry, socialist relations of production are completely dom¬ 
inant In towns and the countryside. The productive forces have 
been freed from the chains of the old relations oi production, 
and exploitation of man by man has been eliminated. 

In I he northern half of our country we have established a 
social system free from exploitation and oppression-the very 
system our working people had aspired to for so long, the 
system for which many Korean Communists fought and shed 
their blood, This is the greatest victory our people have achieved 
under our Party’s leadership. 

An important feature of our country's socialist transfor¬ 
mation lies in the fact that it was completed in such a -short 
time, only four or five years after the war. despite technical 
backwardness and the relatively low level of development of 
our productive forces. 

Some dogmatists at one time doubted our Party’s policy 
of socialist trnnsiormatlon and faltered, saying things like: 
"Transformation of the relations of production is impossible 
without socialist industrialization;.There can be no agri¬ 

cultural cooperativlzation wilhoul up-to-date farm machinery." 
or "The tempo of socialist transformation is too fast." They 
did not understand that the rapid progress oi socialist transfor¬ 
mation was n phenomenon governed by law that reflected spe 
ciiic conditions in our country during the postwar period. 

Agrarian reform, nationalization of industries and oilier 
democratic reforms were carried nut after liberation. Based on 
these changes the socialist state economy developed rapidly and 
overwhelmingly dominated Industry and trade. Railways, coni- 
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rminications. banking and iorcign trade establishments were 
placed under slate control Irom the first days of the transi¬ 
tional period The socialist economic sector, thus dominant in 
the national economy, exercised a decisive influence on the 
small commodity and capitalist sectors of the economy and led 
Ihcm inevitably towards socialism. In particular, the rapid de¬ 
velopment of sfale-run industry provided a material base which 
could give powerful support to the socialist reorganization of 
agriculture, handicrafts and capitalist trade and industry. 

The relationship of forces between the classes In our coun¬ 
try also provided definitely favourable conditions lor socialist 
transformation. In the postwar years the forces opposing this 
transformation in our urban and rural areas were negligible. 
Our peasant masses were politically awakened ami firmly 
united around the Party through the prolonged revolutionary 
struggle against the Japanese imperialists and the landlords, 
through their struggle to create a new life after liberation and. 
especially, through the severe trials of the I alltcrland Libera¬ 
tion War. The majority ol entrepreneurs and merchants, to¬ 
gether with all ol the people, not only took part in the demo¬ 
cratic revolution after liberation hut also supported the policies 
in socialist construction established by our Party and people's 
power The Party’s great prestige among the popular masses, 
the unity ol people oi all walks ol life around It and the mass¬ 
es” high political consciousness proved to ho the most important 
guarantee for the successful implementation of socialist trans¬ 
formation. 

With respect to socialist industrialization and modern farm 
machinery, it goes without saying that we cannot ensure (he 
complete victory of socialism without further developing in¬ 
dustry and equipping all branches of the national economy, 
including agriculture, with new technology. However, socialist 
transformation could not be held back when life itself de¬ 
manded an immediate reorganization of the outdated relations 


of production and there were revolutionary forces prepared to 
carry Jt out. This was true even though the level of the de¬ 
velopment of the productive forces and of technology was rela¬ 
tively low. 

Our Party's policy intended to assure the rapid advance of 
the productive forces and, in particular, to open up a broad 
avenue for the technical revolution by transforming, first of 
nil, the relations of production along socialist lines according 
to the urgent needs of social development, instead of waiting 
for the day when industry could develop to such an extent as 
to carry out the technical reconstruction of the national econ¬ 
omy. Only by transforming the relations of production could 
we rapidly restore and further develop the productive forces 
that had suffered severe damage from the war and vigorously 
advance the technical revolution without delay In keeping with 
the development of Industry, 

When our Party advanced the task of overall socialist 
transformation after the armistice, some people argued that it 
was "still premature", Insisting that the revolution should not 
be given a further Impulse in the northern half until north and 
south were reunified nnd the anti-imperialist, anti-feudal, dem¬ 
ocratic revolution triumphant in the whole country. They 
thought that the socialist revolution in the northern half would 
conflict with the cause of reunifying the country and would be 
. specially detrimental to mohlii/m;: all the patriotic, democrat¬ 
ic forces in south Korea lor the anti-imperialist and anti-feudal 
struggle. They, of course, were wrong. 

There Is no reason whatsoever for north Korea to wait 
about because south Korea has not been liberated yet and the 
democratic revolution has not yet triumphed there. The socialist 
revolution and the building of socialism in the northern halt of 
the Republic were raised not only as an irresistible demand of 
social development in the northern half, but also as a vital de¬ 
mand of Ihe Korean revolution to politically and economically 
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consolidate Ihe democratic base in ihe northern half. The most 
important guarantee for the victory of the Korean revolution 
is to eliminate capitalist elements, totally eradicate the foothold 
of counterrevolution and build firm bastions ol socialism in 
urban and rural areas in the northern half. 

By mobilizing the masses of the people our Party estab¬ 
lished and fully consolidated a socialist system in the northern 
half, thereby converting it into the solid base of the Ko¬ 
rean revolution and the decisive force for accelerating the peace¬ 
ful reunification of the country. Today, the growth of the so¬ 
cialist forces in the northern hall of the Republic and the free, 
happy life of Ihe people under the socialist system there exert 
a tremendous revolutionary influence on nil patriotic forces in 
south Korea including even the national bourgeoisie, not lo 
speak of Ihe workers and peasants; these factors give unlimited 
inspiration to the struggle ol the soulh Korean people against 
the US imperialists nnd their henchmen. 

Creatively applying the universal truth of Marxlst-1-Cliin- 
ist theory to oui country's specific conditions, our Parly, as 
mentioned above, initialed the task of socialist transformation 
at tlie opportune moment, based on the matured requirements 
of our social development. It worked out correct policies lor 
implementing Ihe task and carried them out firmly and con¬ 
sistently by mobilizing the popular masses while overcoming 
Right and "Left" deviations ol all kinds. Since the Parly’s policy 
oi socialist transformation was correcl, since ihe masses warm¬ 
ly accepted and took part in its implementation with great rev¬ 
olutionary enthusiasm, wc were able to accomplish very smooth¬ 
ly, in a short period of time, the most complicated and difficult 
revolutionary task of transforming agriculture, handlcralts and 
capitalist trade and industry along socialist lines, and lo es¬ 
tablish the advanced, socialist system in the northern half of 
our country. 
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2. THE CONSTRUCTION OF SOCIALISM 

Comrades, 

With Ihe successful fulfilment of the postwar Three-Year 
man. our country moved from the period of rehabilitating the 
notional economy to that of technological reconstruction As the 
socialist transformation of the relations of production neared 
completion, socialist industrialization became a more urgent ne¬ 
cessity in order to achieve the technological reconstruction ol 
the national economy. 

Our Parly defined the period of the Five-Year Plan as the 
llrsl stage of technological reconstruction. And the Party set 
forth the central task for industry, that of laying the base for 
socialist industrialization during this period, thereby to further 
consolidate the foundation of an independent national economy 
and, at Ihe same time, prepare the material and technical con¬ 
ditions for equipping all branches of the national economy with 
modern technology. This not only called for a rapid overall 
development of industrial production on the basis of the priori- 
ty growth of heavy Industry, but also lor complete elimination 
of the colonial one-sidedness of our industry and the decisive 
reconstruction of its outmoded technical equipment. 

Although the assignments which the Five-Year Plan gave 
to industry were enormous and difficult, they were successfully 
carried out ahead of time. The goals under the Five-Year Plan 
which required a 2.6-fold increase in gross industrial output 
value were fulfilled in two and a half years; all projected 
indices for the output of major industrial products were also 
fulfilled or overfulfilled in a period of four years. In the four 
years from 1957 to 1960. the total value of industrial output in¬ 
creased 3.5 times—3.6 times in the production of the means of 
production and 3.3 limes in consumer goods. During this period 


the rate oi average annual increase in industrial production was 
36.6 per cent Thus, in spite of the fact that more than 10 out of 
the 15 years since liberation were dominated by war and then 
rehabilitation of a destroyed economy, in I960 industrial output 
was 7.6 times greater than in the pre-liberation year of I944. 
All this speaks for the exceptionally high rate of growth of our 
industry. 

Heavy industry is the basis for the development of the 
whole national economy. Without building up a powerful heavy 
industry, technological reconstruction of the national economy 
or consolidation ol the foundation of an independent national 
economy is impossible. 

Our Party, drawing on our rich natural resources, went 
as far as it could to build our heavy Industry centres capable 
of manufacturing and supplying, chiefly on our own. the raw 
and oilier materials, fuel, power, machinery and equipment 
necessary loc Ihe development of our national economy. It was 
important in this connection, while making Ihe most ol the 
existing foundation ol heavy Industry, to technologically re¬ 
construct and continue to expand it and. at the same lime, act 
up several new branches of industry. Proceeding from this con¬ 
sideration. our Party followed the policy. In building up heavy 
industry, ol laying emphasis on the complete rehabilitation of 
those enterprises which had not yet been rehabilitated and on 
Ihe perfection, reconstruction and extension ol existing enter¬ 
prises. in combination with the building oi those branches of 
industry and enterprises our country did not have before. This 
policy ‘enabled us. firstly, to build up a powerful heavy in¬ 
dustry with relatively limited funds, thus creating favourable 
conditions for simultaneously and rapidly developing light in¬ 
dustry and agriculture; and secondly, to dynamically push 
ahead the technological reconstruction ol industry while en¬ 
suring a high rale oi growth In production. 

In the four years from 1957 to 1960 production increased 
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1.8 times in the electric power industry, 2.8 times in the fuel 
industry. 2.6 times in the ore mining industry. 3 limes in the 
metallurgical industry, 4.5 times in the chemical industry, and 
4.7 times in the machine-building industry. This year. In heavy 
industry we will turn out 9.7CO million kwh of electricity, about 
12 million tons of coal, 960,000 tons of pig iron and granulated 
iron. 790,000 tons of steel, more than 700,000 tons of chemical 
fertilizer and about 2.4 million tuns of cement. 

In all heavy industrial enterprises the technical equipment 
has been radically improved, advanced methods of production 
ami advanced technological processes have been widely in- 
troduced on«J more workshops have been set up to manufacture 
new products. Along with this, a considerable number of new 
factories equipped with up-to-date technology have been 
built. 

In the ferrous metal industry, we have overcome the limi¬ 
tation of producing only pig iron. This Industry now turns out 
large quantities of different kinds ot standard-sized shape steel, 
round steel, sheet steel, and special steel, largely satisfying the 
growing demand for steel materials of capital construction and 
the machine-building Industry. We have further developed the 
ore mining Industry and at the same time have built new smelt¬ 
ing and processing facilities, so as to mine and process differ- 
I t nonferfous and rare metals which are abundant In our 
country and make more effective use of them tor the develop¬ 
ment of the national economy. 

We have also achieved tremendous successes in develop¬ 
ing the chemical industry. Our country’s chemical industry in 
Hie past produced only inorganic chemicals, chiefly nitrogenous 
fertilizer. Today, however, wc have an organic synthetic chem¬ 
ical industry with a number of newly-built chemical factories, 
including (he vinalon and vinyl chloride factories. We have 
thus laid a solid foundation for the extensive development of 
all branches of the chemical industry—plastics, synthetic fibre. 
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synthetic rubber, to say nothing of various chemical iertllizers, 
agricultural chemicals, and medicines—by relying entirely on 
our own raw materials. 

We have rehabilitated the Supung and Changjln-gang Pow¬ 
er Stations and others that already existed on the basis of new 
technology and have built large new power stations, including 
the or.e on the Tokno gang River; we have expanded coal mines 
and improved their technical equipment. As a result, we have 
further consolidated our country’s fuel-power bases. 

One of the greatest successes in industry during the period 
under review was the establishment of Ihe machlno-bulldlng 
industry. Even during the war and ever since it ended, our 
Party has tried to develop this Industry; many new machine- 
building factories were set up in the postwar period of re¬ 
habilitation. During the Five-Year Plan, with n view lo satis¬ 
fying the country’s needs for machinery and equipment main¬ 
ly with domestic products, we improved the equipment of the 
existing machine-building factories and raised their produc¬ 
tion capacity; at tin- same time wc built new lactorlcs, thus 
widely expanding this industry. In 1960 the machine-building 
industry’s share in the total value ol Industrial output was 21.3 
per cent as against 17.3 In 1956. and our country was 90.0 per 
cent self-sufficient in machinery and equipment as against 46.6 
per cent. In the past our country had no machine-building in¬ 
dustry. But today it is fully capable ol producing by itself not 
only medium and small-sized machines and equipment but also 
metallurgical and power-generating equipment, motor vehicles, 
tractors, excavators and other types of large machinery and 
equipment. Wc now have our own machine-building industry 
capable of promoting an overall technical revolution in our 
country. 

Light industxy was one ol the most backward branches in 
our country We have established strong centres of light indus¬ 
try by further expanding the textile industry and rapidly do- 
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veloping the food-processing industry and the production of 
daily necessities during the Five-Year Plan. 

Between 1957 and I960 the output of the textile industry 
went up 3.5 times, that of the food, beverages and tobacco in¬ 
dustry 4.2 times, and goods for cultural and household use 6.8 
times. In I960 nearly 190 million metres of different kinds of 
fabrics were produced. This is an increase of 15 times over the 
1949 level and 138 times over the 1944 level. The output of 
many manufactured goods and foodstuffs rose sharply, their 
variety increased, and their quality improved markedly. 

We have constantly directed serious efforts to the develop¬ 
ment of large-scale, modern light industry factories, the back¬ 
bone of tho production of consumer goods for the people. Dur¬ 
ing the period under review most of the existing factories were 
rebuilt and expanded and many new light industry factories, 
equipped with modern technology, were built. 

Our experience shows that in the production of consumer 
goods It is rational to develop medium and small-sired local 
factories together with large ones. Light industry should In 
general process various kinds of raw materials available all 
over the country and satisfy the diversified demands of the 
working people in all local districts. This kind of producflon 
cannot be organized rationally only on the basis of large fac¬ 
tories. Moreover, in our country, if wc relied solely on large- 
scale, cenlrally-controlled industry, we could not rapidly in¬ 
crease the lagging production of consumer goods for the people 
or meet their growing demands at all. In addition to large-scale, 
centrally-controlled industry, it was necessary to develop me¬ 
dium and small-sized local industry extensively and utilize 
handicraft methods along with modern technology. 

Proceeding from this consideration, the Central Committee 
of our Party advanced, at its June 1958 Plenary Meeting, the 
task of developing consumer goods production by exploiting 
all available resources through a movement of all the people. 
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As an important means to this end, more than one local indus¬ 
try factory in each city or county would be established. The 
decision of the plenary meeting opened up the possibility to 
exploit the enormous reserves latent in local areas and clfcct 
great innovations in increasing production of consumer goods 
for the people. In only a few months after the June Plenary 
Meeting more than 1,000 local Industry factories were built 
throughout the country by using Idle local materials and man¬ 
power. with little expenditure ol state funds. As a result, various 
consumer goods were produced in large quantities. At pre¬ 
sent our stale-owned and cooperative-owned local industries 
account lor half of fhe total output of consumer goods. They 
are playing an important role in satisfying the needs of the 
people. 

As a result of the establishment of local industry, the initia¬ 
tive and activity of the provinces In economic construction have 
grown, and locally available raw materials arc tapped and used 
on a wider scale. In addition, many housewives have taken jobs 
in local industries. Thus, per-houschold income of the working 
people has gone up and women's political and cultural level has 
Increased rapidly. 

We Have also scored big successes in the development of 
the fishing industry, which is essential -to improving the living 
standard of our working people. The material and technical 
basis ol the fishing industry has been reinforced, and further 
progress has been made in fishing, sea plant and fish culture 
and seafood processing. We now catch 500,000 to 600,000 tons 
of fish annually, and higher-quality processed fish can be sup¬ 
plied to our working people. 

As is evident from the above, our Industry lias not only 
grown at a very high rate but it has also undergone a radical 
change in the composition of its branches and its technological 
equipment. 

We have built and developed industry not for foreign, but 
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primarily for home markets, that is, for meeting domestic re¬ 
quirements for manufactured goods and consolidating the eco¬ 
nomic foundations of our country. We haw put an end to the 
lopsidedness in our industry which formerly produced mainly 
raw materials and semi-linished goods and was almost entirely 
dependent on foreign countries for machinery’, equipment and 
consumer goods. Our industry Is not dependent today on raw 
materials from abroad; it relies basically on domestic natural 
wealth and raw materials. This proves that we have put our 
Industry on a so,ld independent footing. 

Of course, our country's industrial production still falls 
short of demand and the quality of some of our industrial prod¬ 
ucts Is not high. Nevertheless, electric power stations, metal- 
lurgical works, iTu-mlcil factories and other large modern in¬ 
dustrial enterprise* ore now being built with materials, machin¬ 
ery and equipment which we produce. Technological recon¬ 
struction of the national economy is moving ahead quickly 
hy relying mainly on our own heavy Industry. And the daily 
needs of the people arc being met with domestic consumer 
goods. 

Wc have turned a backward colonial industry which, to 
make matters worse, was severely damaged in the war, into 
an Independent, modern industry in a short period ol time, 
thereby laying the material and technological foundation for 
equipping all branches of our national economy with tlic latest 
technology and for improving the life of our people in the years 
to come. 

During the period under reviewr the basic task confronting 
agriculture was to strengthen its material and technological 
foundation and increase agricultural production quickly. 

Although organized on the basis of an outmoded technol¬ 
ogy. the agricultural cooperatives in our country have demon¬ 
strated the immense advantages they have over private farm¬ 
ing. But without renovating our backward agro-techniques, we 
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can neither fully display the superiority of a cooperative econ¬ 
omy nor further develop the productive forces of agriculture. 

With cooperativization oi agriculture nearly complete, our 
Party promptly embarked on its technological transformation. 
The Party defined irrigation, electrification and mechanization 
as the main content of the technical revolution in the country¬ 
side, and concentrated all its efforts on irrigation as its first 
target. 

Irrigation was the first important task in the technological 
renovation of our agriculture. Immediately after the armistice, 
we built irrigation works on an extensive scale together with 
agricultural cooperativization. During the Five-Year Plan, with 
cooperativization completed, wc specifically carried on a vig¬ 
orous, all-people movement to promote a nature-transforming 
project for irrigation. From 1957 to I960 the state invested 
a total of 97.500,000 icon in Irrigation and supplied flic coun¬ 
tryside with large quantities of machinery and equipment, In¬ 
cluding pump' and motors, and building materials. Large-scale 
irrigation and river-dyke projects were carried out with state 
funds, while agricultural cooperatives were widely encouraged 
to undertake small and medium projects at their own expense, 
receiving technical assistance from the stale. As a result. 800.000 
chongbo of land, or seven times the area of pre-liberation days, 
is now under irrigation; all the rice paddles arc Irrigated, and 
a system of irrigating dry fields has recently been Introduced. 
This means that wc have basically solved the task of irrigation 
in our country. It means that the centuries-old dream of our 
peasantry, plagued by drought and floods for thousands of 
years, has come true. 

As in irrigation, there has also been great progress in rural 
electrification Together with large power plants, we have built 
small and medium power stations extensively in the country¬ 
side to further accelerate rural electrification. Electricity is 
presently supplied to 92.1 per cent of all rural ri and G2 per 
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cent ol all peasant households in our country. Electricity is 
being used more and more in rural areas not only in lighting 
but as power lor mechanizing various operations such as water 
lifting, thrashing and fodder processing. 

Mechanization is the most difficult task in the technologi¬ 
cal reconstruction of our agriculture. Having a backward ma¬ 
chine-building industry, we were at first unable to supply large 
quantities of modern farm machinery to the countryside. Con¬ 
sequently. wc began by trying to improve conventional farm 
implements and to use animal-drawn farm machines extensive¬ 
ly. This action played an important role in increasing labour 
productivity and In stepping up agrlcullural production. 

At the same time, the amount of modern farm machinery 
has been gradually increased; particularly since I960, when our 
machine-building industry began mass production of tractors, 
agricultural mechanization picked up momentum and we have 
already Had considerable success. By I960 the number of farm- 
machine stations had nearly doubled compared uith 1966, Ibc 
total number of tractors (in terms ol 15 bp units) in use in tlie 
countryside had Increased •12 times ami tractor-worked area 
10 timoa In the same period. Rural areas now have more than 
13,000 tractors and n large number of farm machines of differ¬ 
ent types. The level ol mechanization of farm work has risen 
markedly. 

As a result ol the coopcrativization of agriculture and con¬ 
solidation of its material and technical foundation, agricultural 
production has grown rapidly. 

Formerly our agriculture was loo strongly biased in the 
direction of grain production. Yet it was so backward that it 
could not even satisfy the population’s needs for staple foods. 
Our task was to convert our countryside not only into a reliable 
fiKid-supply base but also into a source oi raw material for 
light industry by solving the grain problem and developing 
many branches of agriculture. Thus, our Parly pursued the 



policy oi giving priority to grain production and simultaneously 
developing the production ol industrial crops, animal husband¬ 
ry, sericulture and fruit growing. 

The basic agricultural problem is grain, especially for our 
country which suffered a serious food shortage. With a view 
to increasing grain output, we have strengthened the material 
and technical basis oi agriculture while taking various technical 
and economic measures such as making more efficienl use of 
land, improving distribution of crop areas, applying more chem¬ 
ical fertilizers and manure and widely introducing advanced 
methods ol farming. The utilization ol land rose from 138 per 
cent in 1956 to 171 per cent in I960, and the area under high- 
yielding crops, rice and maize, rose from 1 . 101,000 chongbo to 
1,284,000 chongbo. During the same period the amount of chem¬ 
ical fertilizer used increased by 42 per cent and that of ma¬ 
nure. much more. Besides, various advanced agro-techniques 
have been extensively introduced, and (arming methods on Hie 

1 whole have further Improved. As a result, grain production has 
significantly increased :n the last few years, reaching as much 
as 3.803.000 tons in I960. This was a gain of 32 per cent over 
1956. 

This year, on the basis of results already achieved, our 
Parly has sel the huge target ol a million-ton increase in gi.r.n 
output over last year; it has done everything it can to fulfil 
this goal Now on Ihe eve ol the autumn harvest, fields all over 
the countryside are yielding unprecedented bumper crops. This 
shows that we will undoubtedly reach our target ol the million- 
ton increase. 

We can say that we have already basically solved the food 
problem, one of the most difficult in the economic construc¬ 
tion of our country. 

Besides grain, the output of industrial crops such as cotton 
and tobacco has considerably increased and the production of 
vegetables has gone up sharply. 
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Animal husbandry used to be the most backward branch 
of our agriculture. Our Party has created the foundation for 
further developing animal husbandry based primarily on live¬ 
stock breeding by the cooperatives along with that by their 
individual members. Compared to 1956, in I960 the number of 
cattle increased by 39 per cent, sheep and goats more than 100 
per cent, pigs 58 per cent, and rabbits about 1,700 per cent. 

In fruit growing. 100,000 chongbo of land has been brought 
under cultivation. The result is that the area under fruit trees 
has Increased 6 times and total fruit output 3.6 times. 

Further progress has been made in sericulture, bee raising 
and various other sidelines in agriculture. In particular agricul¬ 
tural cooperatives in the mountainous areas arc making ef¬ 


fective use of the hills, thereby increasing their income. 

The socialist agriculture of our country is now protected 
from the damage of flood and drought. It is rapidly doing away 
with outmoded technology, replacing it with the latest one, and 
It Is becoming on advanced diversified sector of the economy. 

With the rapid development of the national economy, it 
has become a very urgent task to meet our transport needs. 

To meet those fast growing needs, we had to strengthen 
railway transport definitely before anything else. During the 
years under review, wc cither newly laid or double-tracked 
4hc lines linking llaeju and Hasong, Pyongsan and Chihari. and 
Susong and Komusaij. and we electrified more than 100 kilo¬ 
metres of railway lines. We considerably improved the techni¬ 
cal equipment of the railway and made more efficient use of tin: 
rolling stock. At the same time discipline and order in railway 
transport have been strengthened and its organization has been 
improved. 

In I960 I'ne total turnover of rail freight more than doubled 
the 1956 figure; the cultural level and the quality of service on 
the railways were generally higher, both in freight and pas¬ 
senger traffic. 
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Road, sea and river transports, too, have developed rapidly. 
In 1957-60 the number of motor vehicles was nearly doubled; 
freight turnover by motor vehicles increased 4.3 times: and 
cargo shipping increased 4.4 times. 

In the field of communications the telegraph and telephone 
network spread, wire broadcasting service was made available 
for 88 per cent of all rural ri, and radio broadcasting facilities 
were further strengthened. 

Capital construction is of tremendous Importance for the 
expansion of production and the improvement of the people's 
living standards. Especially in our country, which had formerly 
been backward and had suffered severe destruction In the war, 
we had to carry out a huge amount of construction during the 
Five-Year Plan. 

Between 1957 and I960, the state Invested more than 2,000 
million won in capital construction for the national economy 
and cultural construction. Compared with the period of the 
Three-Year Plan, this accounts for an average yearly increase 
of 40 per cent. 


In order to successfully carry out the huge construction 
work it was important to build more quickly, efficiently and 
cheaply. This could only be done by discarding once and for nil 
the outdated primitive methods and basing construction work 
on industrial, assembly-line methods. Industrialization of cap¬ 
ital construction—this has been the basic construction policy 
that our Party unswervingly followed. 

Overcoming all difficulties and obstacles we have thorough¬ 
ly implemented the Party’s policy and brought about a great 
change in capital construction. In I9G0 we used assembly-line 
methods in over 20 per cent of industrial construction and about 
60 per cent of housing construction. The rate of mechanization 
in construction went up to 53 per cent in excavation work. 50 
per cent in loading and unloading, about 90 per cent in hoisting 
and 70 per cent in the mixing of concrete. We have expanded 
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the production of building materials greatly and have raised 
their quality. We have also made marked improvements in our 
design work. 

Along with this, we have carried out urban and rural con¬ 
struction through an all-people movement. Particularly in out¬ 
lying areas locally available building materials were extensive¬ 
ly used to build many dwellings and cultural and welfare fa¬ 
cilities. 

As a result of the successes in capital construction, nu¬ 
merous factories, enterprises and productive establishments 
have been restored, expanded or newly built, and our towns 
mid countryside have changed beyond recognition. Pyongyang, 
(he democratic capital, has become a modern city, beautiful 
ami magnificent. All the towns In our country have been built 
Up from ashes, taking on a new, beautiful look. Now that the 
old mud huts have been torn down, our farm villages arc also 
becoming attractive, modern and pleasant places to live In. 

One of I he major successes In construction work Is that the 
material and technical foundations have been strengthened, 
cadres for the building Industry have been trained and rich 
experiences have been accumulated. In major towns and Indus¬ 
trial centres we have set up construction enterprises equipped 
with new techniques and have established solid bases for 
the building-materials industry. Our designers, construction 
technicians and workers have learned to design and build 
excellent modern factories, enterprises and cultural establish¬ 
ments by themselves. These achievements will serve as assets to 
undertake larger-scale construction in the future. 

Comrades, the cultural revolution is an important com¬ 
ponent of socialist construction. In tiie years under review 
we have seen tremendous achievements in improving and 
strengthening public education, in raising the cultural and tech¬ 
nical level oi the working people and in developing national 
culture and art. 
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In the field of education a compulsory primary school sys¬ 
tem was introduced in 1956 and a compulsory secondary school 
system in 1958. At present preparations are going along well for 
the enforcement of a compulsory nine-year technical education. 
Our network of different levels of schools has been enlarged 
extensively and enrolment has increased. In our country today 
2.530.000 students, or about one-fourth of the population, are 
studying in more than 8.000 schools at different levels. 

In older to build socialism and communism, the new gen¬ 
eration should be brought up as cultured and harmoniously 
developed workers possessing general elementary knowledge 
and modern technology. Taking into consideration these prac 
tkal needs of socialist construction, our Parly reorganized (lie 
public school system in 1959 and took important measures to 
radically improve the work of all schools. Abolishing the pre¬ 
vious system of senior middle schools which were divorced from 
real life and neglected technical training for students, we es¬ 
tablished the system of secondary and higher technical schools 
in its place, enabling all of our young people lo acquire not only 
general knowledge of fhc fundamentals of science but also 
technical knowledge in a specific field. Along with this, we 
have improved both content and methods of education In all 
of our schools on the principle of combining cducaiion with pro¬ 
duction and theory with practice. This reorganization of the 
public education system has completely eliminated the hang¬ 
overs from the old society in the field of education. II fully 
embodies the Marxist-Leninist theory of education, and is in 
complete accord with the requirements of socialist construction 
in our country. 

The training of our nation's technical cadres was a very 
important problem in our country, once an underdeveloped 
colony. Our Party has paid a great deal of attention io the 
training oi national cadres ever since liberation and lias achiev¬ 
ed impressive results in this area. As a result of the continuing 
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progress made in secondary and higher technical education 
during the period under review, the ranks of technical cadres 
have grown rapidly. There are now 133,000 engineers, assistant 
engineers and specialists, or twice as many as in 1956. working 
In all spheres oi the national economy Today, all modern fac¬ 
tories and enterprises in our country arc managed and operated 
by our own technicians and specialists. This is one ol the great¬ 
est successes achieved by our Party and people in Ihe building 
of a new society. 

Further acceleration of socialist construction, however, re¬ 
quires more technical cadres. In order to satisfy the growing 
need for technical personnel our Party exerted great efforts 
both to Increase the number of institutes of higher learning and 
to Improve the quality of cadre training. During the Five-Year 
Plan the number of universities and colleges grew from 19 to 
78. with an enrolment of 97.000 students, a fivefold Increase. 
Particularly! with the aim of giving the working people the op¬ 
portunity to receive higher education without interrupting their 
work in production, we have effected a large-scale expansion 
of the network of night schools and correspondence courses, and 
at the same time, have opened now kinds of colleges such as 
factory and communist colleges. Factory colleges have now- 
been set up in over 20 major factories and enterprises and a 
communist college has been established In every provincial cen¬ 
tre. These colleges have enrolled a large number ol workers, 
lunctiounries of local government institutions and personnel 
in economic organs, who both work and study. Thus, we can 
now train cadres not only in ordinary colleges but at production 
sites as well, Factories and other enterprises in our country are 
serving a dual function: production centres and cadre training 
centres. 

In the one year since the factory and the communist col¬ 
leges were established, our experience has proved to us that a 
factory is capable of managing a college; also, such colleges 


have many advantages These colleges make possible the mass 
training oi a new type of intellectual who comes from the work¬ 
ing class and provide the possibility of most closely combining 
education with production and theory with practice. In addi¬ 
tion. a large number of core workers have acquired a higher 
education without being separated from production, and the. 
development ol production and technology has been accelerated. 

The general rise in the cultural and technical levels of our 
working people represents a major success in the cultural rev¬ 
olution In order lo improve the cultural and technical levels of 
the working p ople. the Party advanced the following principal 
slogan: All workers and peasants should acquire at leas! a gen¬ 
eral education at the junior middle school level and master 
more than one technical skill. To allafn this goal wc have vig¬ 
orously carried oil general and technical education among the 
workers and peasants with the production units as the base. 
There .ire now many adult primary and secondary schools In 
town and countryside w th an enrolment of nearly one mil¬ 
lion w-orkers and peasants At the same time, the strengthening 
of technical studies and on-the-job technical training in fac¬ 
tories and other enterprise's has rapidly improved the working 
people’s technical and skill levels. 

In the period wc are reviewing llicrc were also considerable 
achievements in the development of science. Compared with 
1956. in I960 Ihe number ol scientific research institutes bus 
increased 26 times and the number ol scientific workers 2.8 
times Our Parly saw to it that we directed our main efforts 111 
science to solving the practical problems arising in socialist eco¬ 
nomic construction, particularly the pressing problems of tech¬ 
nology lor further industrial development using domestic raw 
materials. Following Ihe Party’s policy, our scientists and tech¬ 
nicians have conducted their scientific research in close co¬ 
ordination with production and have achieved great successes— 
the completion of vinalon research, the solution of the problem 
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oi gasifying anthracite, semi-conductor research, and so forth. 
In this way they have greatly contributed to the development 
of our national economy. 

Our literature and art have entered a period of full bloom. 
Our Party's consistent policy on literature and art is to de¬ 
velop a new national culture reflecting the life and sentiments 
of our people under the socialist system while, at the same time, 
critically carrying forward our time-honoured cultural heritage 
and assimilating, also in a critical way. the achievements of 
advanced culture of foreign countries. We have resolutely 
fought against all manifestations of reactionary bourgeois ide¬ 
ology in literature and art as well as against their penetration 
from the outside. We have endeavoured to develop revolution¬ 
ary literature and art that truly serve the working people. 

Acting consistently on the Party’s policy on literature and 
art. our writers ami artists have created many excellent literary 
and artistic works depicting the history ol our people’s glorious 
slruggle and our working people’s gigantic struggle in the pres¬ 
ent. Our literature and art have become the possessions ol the 
workers ami peasants, and arc flourishing with added vigour 
among the broad masses. 


Thus, literature and art have become powerful media in 
our country for the communist education of the working people, 
inspiring their struggle to build a new society. 

The rapid development of industry, agriculture and all 
other branches of the national economy and the elimination of 
all types of exploitation have resulted in further improvement 
of the material and cultural life of the people. 

In I960 the national income was 2.1 times greater than in 
1956. In our country this income belongs to all the people; it is 
used to expand socialist production and to enhance the working 
people's well-being. Important here is to properly combine ac¬ 
cumulation and consumption and to correctly adjust these two 
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factors in order to eliminate considerable differences in the liv¬ 
ing standards of workers and peasants. 

In our country one-fourth of the national income is now 
earmarked for accumulation and about three-quarters goes to 
the working people for personal consumption, 

The real wages ol factory and office workers in I960 were 
2.1 times higher than in 1966. Their real wages have now 
reached the level necessary to provide stable living condi¬ 
tions. 

During the same period the real earnings of the peasantry, 
too, showed a marked increase. The peasants’ living conditions 
in mountainous areas have also improved, attaining a level as 
high as that ol the peasants on the plains. The problem of poor 
peasants, unsolved in our country for a long time, has been com¬ 
pletely settled. Thus. Ihc living standards ol our peasants ns a 
whole have come up to the level of the former middle peasants 
or well-to-do middle peasants. 

The large-scale construction ol housing in rural and urban 
areas has also improved housing conditions for the working 
people. From 1957 to I960 nlonc, wc provided 6,220.000 square 
metres ot new houses in towns and 5,060,000 square metres in 
the countryside. 

Today, our working people arc free from worries about 
food, clothing and housing, although they still do not live in 
abundance. 

Not only has the problem ol food, clothing and housing 
essentially been solved, but also the supply of commodities to 
the working people has in general improved. Compared with 
1956. the turnover in retail trade in 1960 increased 3.1 times— 
2.5 times for foodstuifs and 3.7 times for other goods. During 
this period the trade network grew 1.9 times. As a result, our 
working people can buy the articles they need at the same prices 
anywhere-whether in town, village, or remote mountain re¬ 
gions. 
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The working people in our country enjoy enormous state 
and social benefits in addition to the income from their labour. 
In I960 the state budgetary expenditures for social and cultural 
services were about four times as great as in 1956. 

Tuition fees have been abolished in all schools. Thus, the 
younger generation receives free education. In addition the 
overwhelming majority of university, college and speeialued 
school students even receive slate stipends. 

l-'rec medical care in our country has already been made 
universal. Compared with I95G, the number of doctors in public 
health In I960 increased two times and that of hospitals and 
clinics 2.9 times, Medical service for the working people has 
continued to Improve. Ry I960 the death rate of the popula¬ 
tion had dropped by half compared with the years of Japanese 
imperialist rule, whereas the growth rate had increased 2.7 
times. 

Workers and office employees have llu* benefits of paid 
holidays; hundreds of thousands of working people enjoy a good 
rest every year at vacation homes and sanatoria at the expense 
of the state. A large number of nurseries and kindergartens, 
where children are excellently brought up, have been set up 
and maintained at state and public expense Women arc thus 
provided with the conditions for participating in -ocial labour. 
In I960 there were 31 times os many nurseries and kindergar¬ 
tens ns in 1956. accommodating about 700.000 children. 

All this is strong witness to our Party’s and the state’s 
tremendous concern for the welfare of the working people, a 
veritable burgeoning of communism in our country. 

Comrades, we have scored great achievements in the con¬ 
struction of socialism. Our economy and culture have developed 
al an unprecedentedly rapid rate and all aspects of our society 
have radically changed. 

Our country, once a backward, colonial, agrarian state, and 
reduced to ashes by the war, has now been transformed into a 
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socialist industrial-agricultural state with independent economic 
foundations. Our working people in the past were ill-clothcd, 
hungry, and lived in ignorance and darkness, far removed from 
the civilized world. Today, however, they arc leading n happy 
life full of hopes, free from any worries and anxieties, they ure 
mastering science and technology, and they are becoming well- 
educated and enlightened builders of society. 

Today we can say with confidence that our country and our 
people have completely rid themselves of the age-old backward¬ 
ness and poverty.

Passivism and conservatism in socialist construction ex¬ 
pressed themselves in distrust of the strength of our heroic 
working class and the inexhaustible creative power and talent 
i of our people. The passivists and conservatives tried to suppress 
the masses' creativity by clinging to old rated capacities and 
standards and by presenting science and technology as mys¬ 
teries. Intimidated by difficulties and fearful of innovation, they 
attempted to inhibit the great onward movement of the masses. 
Without shattering passivism, conservatism and the mystifica¬ 
tion of technology, we could not have brought about the great

Bourn!ks ly ini *ircd by the correct leadership of the Party, our 
working people have smashed passivism ami conservatism, 
courageously surmounted all kinds o( difliculties and realized 
many achievements In work totally inconceivable in the past. 

In promoting n high degree o( labour enthusiasm and 
creative ctlvity t<»r socialist construction among the mosses ol 
the people, it Is vital to continuously raise their political and 
Ideological consciousness, properly combining this with the 
principle of material Incentive. 

A real Upswing in the labour of the masses and real mass 
heroism In socialist construction will be possible only when the 
broad sections of the working people arc armed firmly with the 
spirit of faithful service to the Party and the revolution and 
with the spirit of devotion to the struggle for the country and 
the people. Unless wc consistently raise the political awareness 
and I he level of consciousness of the masses, real communist 
attitudes towards work cannot be cultivated among them. 

Under socialism, the political and moral stimulus to labour 
should always be backed by material incentive. Distribution ac¬ 
cording to the quality and quantity of work performed is an 
objective law in socialist society. It is a powerful way of op¬ 
posing those who do not work and try to live on Ibe work of 
others and of giving a material impulse to the working people’s 
enthusiasm for production. 


Our Party has consistently followed the policy ol giving 
priority to political work in all activities and strengthening com¬ 
munist education among the working people so that they may 
display voluntary enthusiasm and devotion in work, and of 
properly pursuing the socialist principle of distribution to stim¬ 
ulate material interest. 

The correctness of this Party policy has been clearly mani¬ 
fested in the unprecedented labour upsurge of our working 
people. Today they are working with all their energy and talent 
for the benefit of the state and society, for their own happiness. 
The excellent communist trails of loving work and regarding il 
as the highest honour, helping each oilier, working collectively 
and enjoying a happy life together are rupidly being fostered 
among our working people. 

The enthusiasm for work and creative Initiative of the 
masses can only :*e really effective when combined with science 
and technology. Mass enthusiasm alone, without scientific de¬ 
velopment and technological progress neither takes us very far 
nor encourages continued innovation. 

For Ihc rapid development ol science ami technology, the 
active participation ol the broad masses oi working people Is 
necessary, and creative cooperation between the workers and 
peasants and the scientists and technicians should be strength¬ 
ened. We have thoroughly discredited Ihc incorrect view that 
only specially qualified people can develop science and tech¬ 
nology. Wc have evolved a mass movement among the working 
people to acquire new technical know how and have inspired 
them to make constant technical renovations. In our develop¬ 
ment of technology wo have strongly opposed the tendency to 
underestimate the creative proposals and initiatives of the 
workers and peasants while, al the same time, strictly guard¬ 
ing against the tendency to ignore the significance of science 
and the role of scientists. Wc have always tried lo combine 
labour and science and to promote close cooperation between 
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the workers and peasants amt the scientists and technicians. As 
the working masses are becoming familiar with science and 
technology and as cooperation between the workers and peas¬ 
ants and the scientists and technicians has been strengthened, 
science and technology have developed even faster in our coun¬ 
try, and a collective movement for technological renovation has 
been launched widely in all spheres of the national economy. 

As n result, all the wisdom, talent, enthusiasm and creative 
power of our people, which had been suppressed, denigrated 
and buried before, have blossomed in the Chollima Movement 
and have accomplished uninterrupted innovations in the con¬ 
struction of our economy and culture. 

The major political and economic importance of the Chollf- 
mu Movement lies first of all in the fact that it has assured a 
high rate of socialist construction. 

A high rate ol economic growth is a law of socialist society 
and presupposes the planned and proportionate development ol 
the national economy. If we violate the principles of planning 
and balancing in economic development, a tremendous amount 
ol materials, funds and labour will be wasted and general cco- 
nomlc development will eventually 'low down, although cer¬ 
tain brunches may temporarily attain a high rate ol develop¬ 
ment. 

We achieved a high rate of socialist construction in our 
country on the basis ol a planned and proportionate develop¬ 
ment ol the national economy. That is why we could steadily 
maintain the continuous high rate of growth and accelerate so¬ 
cialist construction in ail areas even more throughout the Five- 
Yenr Plan period, to say nothing of the postwar rehabilitation 
period. 

However high the rate of economic development may be, 
there will never be unevenness as long as it is strictly based on 
realistic possibilities. Of course, it is extremely difficult to keep 
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things balanced while moving ahead very quickly. But the rate 
of development should not be reduced in order to maintain an 
equilibrium. Planning and balancing arc not ends in them¬ 
selves; they are a means to achieve a high rate of development. 
Thus, it is essential that we develop all branches simultaneously 
al a rapid rate by relying on the advantages of the socialist sys¬ 
tem. the creative power of the masses, and making the maxi¬ 
mum use of the latent reserves and potentialities ol our na¬ 
tional economy. In our work of socialist construction we have 
always calculated material conditions and possibilities accu¬ 
rately and trusted in the revolutionary zeal and creative power 
of our people who have been tempered in hard struggle. On

completely dominant in town and countryside. Our slate relies 
on the foundation of an Independent national economy. The 
people's power has its own firm economic basis and can make 
more efficient use of all the country’s resources for the wel¬ 
fare of the people and the national prosperfly. 

The class structure of our society lias also undergone a 

fundamental change. 

The working class has strongly maintained its position as 
the leading force In our society During the period under re¬ 
view, working-class ranks have grown rapidly, their organiza¬ 
tion and political consciousness have been strengthened and 
their technical and cultural levels have been raised even more. 


In our country today factory and office workers make up 
52 per cent of the total population. Our working class, having 
i n power into its hands, has displayed an untiring lighting 
spirit and revolutionary stamina in leading all the working 
people and even non-working people along the road to socialism. 
It has thus honourably carried out its historical mission to abol¬ 
ish for ever all systems of exploitation Showing inexhaustible 
creative power and talent, our working class has made mirac¬ 
ulous achievements in socialist construction, and it is now 
advancing at the head of the Chollima Movement of the entire 
people. 

The peasants now participate in the collective socialist 
economy and have freed themselves once and for all from cen¬ 
turies of exploilafion and poverty. Not only has the peasants’ 
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position in the society and in the economy changed, but their 
ideological consciousness has altered considerably and their cul¬ 
tural level is rising rapidly. Today our peasantry, a reliable ally 
of the working class, lias become a powerful force in socialist 
construction and has displayed a high degree of patriotic 
enthusiasm in all spheres of political, economic and cultur¬ 
al life. 

Our intellectuals have also changed radically. Thanks to 
the patient education by our Party and through struggles of rev¬ 
olution and construction intellectuals from the old society have 
turned into socialist intellectuals. At the same time, a large 
army of new intellectuals from the working people has been 
trained Today our intellectuals serve Ihe Party and the cause 
of the working class faithfully and play a major role In so¬ 
cialist construction. 

In our country now there are neither exploiting nor ex¬ 
ploited classes. Participating in the socialist economic system, 
all our people have established comradely relationships with 
each other; they work together In close cooperation for their 
common interests and prosperity. Ihe worker-peasant alliance 
has been further solidified on the basis of socialism, the polit¬ 
ical and moral unity of the entire people has become as strong 
as steel on the basis ol lint alliance. 

Thus, our people’s power has established n firmer political 
foundation than ever before. 

So that the people’s power can function successfully, we 
must steadily strengthen the state organs at various levels and 
constantly improve Ihe work ol Ihe state. During the period 
unde- review wc took a series of important measures designed 
to reorganize the work of these organs in accordance with the 
new changing reality and to enhance their role and functions in 
socialist construction. 

With the complete triumph of socialist relations of produc¬ 
tion and after all branches oi the national economy had been 
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brought under the state planning system, the mast important 
tasks were lo increase the functions of the state organs, in par¬ 
ticular the local people’s committees with regard to the man¬ 
agement of the economy, and to raise their level of planning. 
In the past, the people’s committees dealt mainly with Hi > pri- 
vale economy, and at most their role was to control and adjust 
its development. The socialist economy, however cannot be 
guided ill this way. The new situation required that the people's 
committees guide local industry and the rural economy in a 
planned manner, and that they directly organize and administer 
the supply services lo the working people, educational and cul¬ 
tural work and city administration. With a view lo the people's 
committees successfully performing these economicorganiza- 
lionnl and cultural-educallonal functions, wc reorganized the 
work of the people's committees, changing the former system 
of guiding Ihe private economy into one of guiding tin socialist 
economy. .Moreover, wc further reinforced the planning com¬ 
missions of the local people's committees 

In addition, because Industry was expanded on a gigantic 
scale and local industry, in particular, had made great progress, 

the old system of Jndt li i management became incompatible 

willi reality. In order to bring the state organs’ guidance of in¬ 
dustry closer lo the local level and to guarantee concrete and 
flexible guidance, il was necessary to relieve Ihe central minis¬ 
tries and bureaus of a large pari of their responsibilities and 
definitely Strengthen the local organs of industrial management. 
Hence, our Party saw to it that quite a few industrial enter¬ 
prises. formerly conirollcd directly by the cenlr.il ministries 
and bureaus, were transferred to the provinces and that pro¬ 
vincial economic commissions were set up lo administer local 
industry and construction. Along with this, we merged some 
central ministries and bureaus, greatly simplifying their ap¬ 
paratus, and sent a large number of management and technical 
personnel lo work in (he local areas. The reorganization of the 
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industrial management system has led to the strengthening Of 
centralized. unified guidance in industrial management and, at 
the same time, to the enhancement of the role of the provinces 
and the further promotion of democracy. This reorganization 
enabled ministries and bureaus to concentrate their efforts on 
the conirol over industrial enterprises of national importance by 
freeing those central organs from cumbersome paper work 
on the one hand, and on the other, it enabled them to contribute 
to a more rapid development of local industry by reinforcing Ihe 
local bodies of industrial management. The establishment of 
provincial economic commissions has widened the independence 
and initiative ol Ihe provinces and made possible the more ef¬ 
fective exploitation of lo< it u ccsof raw imiteri.il: mid all the 
reserves latent in the outlying areas. 

It is important in consolidating stale organs lo raise the 
guidance level ol the lunctlonarics mid improve their style of 
work. 

In order to put an end to a situation In which the level of 
guidance of our functionaries lagged behind economic develop¬ 
ment, wc have both intensified cadre formation and education 
and strengthened guidance and assistance lo lower organs by 
higher ones. At the same time we have constantly waged a 
vigorous struggle to eliminate bureaucracy and establish Ihe 
popular method of work in state institutions at all levels. To- 
daw in all state organs, wc have essentially corroded bureau¬ 
cratic and armchair work methods where lunctlonarics simply 
sit at their desks, collect complicated statistics and issue various 
orders. In its place we are instituting the work method ol going 
down to lower level organizations, factories and enterprises to 
see how things are on the spot and to give real assistance to 
the lower organ functionaries. In addition, our functionaries in 
state and economic organs are acquiring a genuinely popular 
work style: they go among the masses and work with them, at 
which time they bring them the Party lines and policies and 
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solve all problems by discussing them directly with the masses 
and stimulating their enthusiasm and initiative. 

As a result, the role and (unctions of the state organs at 
all levels in building socialism have been further raised, the 
government organs have begun to influence the people deeply, 
and broad sections of working people are taking an active part 
in state affairs. 

Comrades, flic Democratic People’s Republic of Korea is 
the genuine homeland of all fhe Korean people and enjoys 
their unreserved support and love Ours is an authentic peo¬ 
ple's stale, which guarantees not only political freedom and 
rights for the people, but also a happy material and cultural 
life Our slate is most democratic and stable; it was founded 
by the people; it Is led by (he working class; it relies on the 
united, combined strength of all the people based on the work¬ 
er-peasant alliance; and it enlists the vast majority of our pop¬ 
ular mosses in the affairs of the state.

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II. FAR-REACHING PROSPECTS 


1. BASIC TASKS or THE SEVEN-TEAR PLAN

Broad new horizons arc opening up lor our people who 
have already achieved outstanding successes in building a new 
society. With a victorious feeling of immense pride, with great¬ 
er hope lor the luturc, all ol our working people have set out 
to lulfil I he Seven-Year Plan lor the Development of the Na¬ 
tional Economy. These seven years will mark a decisive period 
in the soda list construction ol our country. 

The fundamental Insks of the Seven-Year Plan are lo car¬ 
ry out a comprehensive technological rcconslrucllon and the 
cultural revolution, and to make radical improvements in the 
people’s living conditions by relying on the triumphant social¬ 
ist system. We must carry out socialist industrialization, equip 
all branches ol the national economy with modern technology, 
and decisively raise the material and cultural standards of the 
whole population. Thus, we will attain the high peak o( so¬ 
cialism. 

In a brief time, our people, under the leadership of our 
Party, have brought about historic changes in their society and 
economy and have built a socialist system free from exploita¬ 
tion and oppression. But these accomplishments are not enough 
to achieve the complete victory of socialism. We must lay a 
firm material and technological foundation for socialism by 
thoroughly industrializing the country and making the techni¬ 
cal revolution. 

The technical revolution—this is a momentous revolulion- 
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ary task which will relieve our people, free of exploitation, 
from hard work, enable them to produce more material wealth 
while working easily and ensure them a richer and more cul¬ 
tured life The technical revolution will solve Ihe most crucial 
question for the ultimate victory of a new social system in our 
country a country which inherited backward productive forc¬ 
es from the past. 

With the fulfilment of the Five-Year Plan, our country 
took a big step towards building an independent industry and 
technologically reconstructing the national economy. But this 
means that we have merely laid the basis for Industrialization 
and taken only the initial steps towards Ihe technical revolu¬ 
tion.

We 
must continue to develop industry rapidly and equip all branch¬ 
es of the national economy. Including agriculture, with modern 
technology, thus converting our country Into a socialist in¬ 
dustrial country with modern industries and advanced agri¬ 
culture. 

All round technological reconstruction of the national econ¬ 
omy calls for more scientific and technical cadres and for high 
cultural and technical standards on the part of the working 
people. The technical attd cullur.il revolutions are closely re¬ 
lated. and without the latter we can scarcely expect to Imple¬ 
ment the former successfully. Although significant results have 
been achieved in eliminating the country’s cultural backward¬ 
ness. in this field as well, revolution must be continually pushed 
ahead. We must greatly expand the ranks of scientilic and tech¬ 
nical cadres; we must see to it that all the working prople gain 
knowledge and --kill in operating modern machinery efficient¬ 
ly; and we must educate the coming generation so that they 
will be well-rounded, capable builders of communism. 

The ohjcct of socialist construction is, after all. to ensure 



a plentiful and cultured life ior all the people. Our Party re¬ 
moved the social source of exploitation and poverty and de¬ 
veloped the productive forces, thereby solving the most basic 
problem in our people's material life.

Completion of this plan will not only lay 
an adequate foundation for the prosperous material and cul 
iural life ol our people In the northern half. It will also further 
consolidate the base ol the independent national economy 
enough to rehabilitate the devastated economy oi south Korea 
and to relieve Its people from famine and poverty in the future. 

in order to accomplish the historic tasks of the Seven-Year 
Plan successfully we must continue lo follow the Party's line of 
giving priority to the growth of heavy industry, while, at the 
same time, developing light Industry and agriculture, and fully 
developing science and culture. In the postwar period, even on 
the debris, we overcame all difficulties to carry this line 
through, laid the foundation oi the national economy, further 
consolidated it. and markedly improved the material and cul¬ 
tural life of the people. In the future as well, we must continue 
to abide firmly by this line. Thus, we must effect an overall 
technological renovation, bring about a flowering oi national 
culture and quickly raise the people’s standard of living.

We must consolidate the socialist system we have already 
won and raise the communist consciousness of the working peo¬ 
ple even higher so (hat all the people participate in the con¬ 
struction of socialism with exalted spirits and continue the 
grand Choi lima advance All Parly members and working peo¬ 
ple must devote their full energy lo master new technology, 
arm themselves with advanced scientific knowledge, sweep 
away everything obsolete and stagnant, create new norms and 
records everywhere, and make uninterrupted Innovation and 
continual advance. 

Therefore, il is incumbent on us lo strengthen the power 
of the Democratic People’s Republic ol Korea in every possible 
way and forge an even stronger unity of all the people ol norlll 
and south Korea around the Workers' Parly of Korea and the 
Government of the Republic. In (his way we will prepare pow 
erful political and economic forces for building a unified, III 
dependent, wealthy and strong Korea. 


2. INDUSTRY 


The Seven-Year Plan envisages rapid quantitative and 
itallve progress in industry. 
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Total value oi industrial output will increase annually by 
an average of 18 per cent. By 1967 it will be about 3.2 times as 
great as in 1060. representing 3.2-fold increase in the output ol 
the means uf production and 3.1-fold in the output of con¬ 
sumer goods. Industrial production will then surpass the prewar 
level more than 20 times, and far more manufactured goods will 
he produced in one year Ilian were produced in the entire period 
of the last Five-Year Plan. This means that our industry will 
continue to advance at Cholllma speed and our country will be 
industrialized in a short period of time. 

The central task confronting industry in the Seven-Year 
Plan period is to establish in our country an independent in¬ 
dustrial system which is developed in a many-sided way. luis its 
own stable base ol raw materials and i> fully equipped with the 
latest technology. I his Is to be done by further perfecting the 
structure of industrial production and reinforcing its techno¬ 
logical foundation. Only ihls kind of industry will make it pos 
Slbje to develop and ulilf/.e the rich and varied natural re¬ 
sources ol the country rationally, to effect the tcclmologic.il re¬ 
construction of the entire national economy, and to radically 
improve the living conditions of our people 

Heavy industry will p'.iy the leading role in achieving in¬ 
dustrialization and promoting the people’s welfare. 

The greatest eltorts our Parly has directed to developing 
heavy industry hove resulted in the establishment of the rna- 
chine-building industry and all the other key branches of heavy 
industry. But our country’s heavy industry, which developed 
quickly in a short period ol time, stilt lacks a number of aux¬ 
iliary branches and is inadequate in many respects. Wc have 
built the skeleton of heavy industry, so to speak, hut have not 
yet put enough flesh on it. 


Hence, the first important task before us is In fill the gaps 
in heavy industry, put flesh on its skeleton, and then expand 
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its bases. To this end. we must continue to reequip and ex¬ 
pand existing heavy industry factories and equip them with 
new technology. At the same time we must build new, large- 
scale enterprises to produce and supply all branches ol the na¬ 
tional economy with the machinery, equipment, raw and other 
materials they need. During the Seven-Year Plan wc must 
rapidly develop the machine-building, chemical, fuel and power 
and iron and steel industries; we must rebuild and better equip 
heavy industry as a whole. Thus we should markedly increase 
the country's economic strength and enable our heavy industry 
to serve the development ol light industry and agriculture more 
effectively. 

In order to ensure the rapid development of the national 
economy, the first necessity is to expand and consolidate our 
fuel and power bases. In particular, the electric power Indus¬ 
try should be developed ahead ol other branches in order to ac¬ 
celerate the electrification of the country, which Is of great 
significance in technological progress. 

Our Party's policy for developing the power Industry is to 
continue to build large hydroelectric power stations by exten¬ 
sively tapping our country's rich waterpower resources and, 
simultaneously, to promote the construction of thermoelectric 
power stations. Not only can we build a thermoelectric power 
station in less time and at lower costs than a hydroelectric 
power station; it will also allow us to guarantee a regular sup¬ 
ply ol electricity during the dry season and 1 o use power lor 
many purposes. Only by combining the construction of water 
and thermal power stations in a rational way can we considera¬ 
bly increase our generating capacity in a short period of time, 
eliminate the bias of our power industry to hydraulic power, 
and thus qualitatively consolidate the electric power bases. 

During the period oi the Seven-Year Plan, we should build 
many new thermoelectric power stations as well as large hydro¬ 
electric ones to increase power generating capacity by over 
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2,000,000 kw and bring Ihe total generating capacity to 3,300.000 
to 3,500,000 kw. 

An urgent problem in expanding our power bases is to pro¬ 
duce our own generating equipment. This is. oi course, a dif¬ 
ficult Job; but we should try to domestically manutacture and 
supply, little by little, complete sets of equipment for water 
nnd thermal power stations including large-sized generators 

As for the fuel industry, in order to increase coal output 
rapidly, we should concentrate investment on coal mines which 
11>ive large deposits and favourable mining conditions and 
should slep up capital construction so that the gangways of 
every coal mine are almost con plctely lined with concrete. All 
the collieries should raise the level of mechanization In every 
possible way and carry on a vigorous movement for technical 
renovation beginning with the extensive application of the 
hydraulic coal-culling method. Thus, we should increase an¬ 
nual coal output to 23,000,000 to 23,000,000 tons by the end of 
the Seven-Year Plan. 

The metal industry, particularly ferrous metallurgy, is of 
tremendous significance in speeding up the technological re¬ 
construction of the national economy and reinforcing the 
foundation of the country's independent economy. Unless wc 
produce ami supply a large quantity of Iron materials, it will 
be impossible to manufacture lots of machinery and equipment 
and carry out large-scale construction 

We should reequip and expand existing iron and steel 
works ami make better use of different metallurgical facilities 
We should begin extensive construction to develop the Kim 
Check Iron Works so that within the next ten years it will be 
a steel producing centre with an annual capacity oi 3.000.000 
tons. The first stage of the project must be to create an annual 
output capacity of 1,800,000 tons during the Seven-Year Plan. 
In addition, a new steel plant should be built to process the 
ore dust abundant on the west coast. 


Thus, towards the end of the Seven-Year Plan the annual 
output of pig and granulated iron should reach 2.200,000 to 
2,500,000 tons, steel—2.200,000 to 2,500,000 tons, and rolled 
steel—1,600.000 to 1,800.000 tons. At the same time we should 
direct our efforts to expanding the variety of steel materials 
and. in parlicular, to developing the production of alloy steel. 

In nonferrots metallurgy we will expand Ihe production 
capacity o( Ihe existing smelteries and will build rolling mills 
lor nonlerrous metals so that domestic products meet the de¬ 
mands lor various nonlerrous rolled goods. 

We should pay greal attention to the production of light 
metals. Hirst of all. we should process neplielite in a compre¬ 
hensive way and thus produce our own aluminium for In¬ 
dustrial use. 

To meet the growing demands of the melnl Industry for 
various ores, wc should expand existing mines. Improve their 
technological equipment and develop more new mines during 
the Seven-Year Plan. 

At the same time, wc should step up geological prospect¬ 
ing in every way. Wc should produce and supply this field with 
more equipment nnd materials and set up enough laboratories 
and assaying centres, while at the same time placing more em¬ 
phasis on training specialists in this Held. 

One of the most important tasks under the Seven-Year 
Plan is the large-scale development of Ihe chemical industry, 

The development ol the chemical industry will not only 
accelerate technical progress in the national economy but 
also play an important role in ensuring the varied and more 
effective use of domestic natural resources. From those resourc¬ 
es available in our country Ihe chemical industry obtains sub¬ 
stitutes for those not available. It also provides us with different 
kinds of synthetic materials, with properties far superior to 
those of natural materials, fo: production ami construction. We 



must meet our raw material needs by chemical synt hesis, par¬ 
ticularly because in our country whose arable land is limited 
agriculture cannot Supply light industry with .sufficient raw ma¬ 
terials. That is why our Party attaches great importance to the 
development ol the chemical industry among others, the or¬ 
ganic synthetic industry—and to chemicalization for the na¬ 
tional economy. 

To begin with, we must increase production of artificial 
fibre considerably and build a large vinalon factory and a vich* 
Ion factory, thus completely solving the problem of raw ma¬ 
terials for textile fibres. We should quickly increase the pro¬ 
duction of synthetic resins, Including vinyl chloride, and build a 
new base of the chemical Industry so that it can mass-produce 
synthetic rubber. 

In order to supply the countryside with larger quantities of 
various chemical fertilizers and to Increase the production of 
agricultural chemicals such as In - II Idas and weed killers, and 
urea, we should expand and strengthen the bases of the chemical 
industry concerned. 

Thus, towards the end ol the Seven-Year Plan, the annual 
output ol artificial and synthetic fibres should reach 80,000 
to 100,000 Ions, synthetic resins—60,000 to 70,000 tons, and 
synthetic rubber—16.000 to 20,000 tons. The output of chemical 
fertilizers should increase to 1.500,000 to 1,700.000 tons Along 
with this we should build on oil refinery that will, in its first 
stage, process 1,000.000 tons of crude oil in the Aoji region. We 
will then meet the main domestic demands for chemicals in in¬ 
dustry and agriculture and will make a major stride forward in 
chemicalization for tlu- national economy. 

The acid and alkali industries, the foundation of the 
chemical industry, should lie developed and the pharmaceutical 
industry should he expanded so that we can meet our require¬ 
ments for medicines and veterinary drugs with goods produced 
at home. 
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The whole Seven-Year Plan period is one of overall 
technical revolution in all branches of the national economy. If 
we fail to develop the machine-building Industry quickly and 
thus manufacture and supply enough modern machinery and 
equipment, we will not be able to take even a single step ahead. 
The solution of all problems ol technological renovation, such 
as mechanization and automation of production processes, elec¬ 
trification and chemicalization, depends, after all, on the de¬ 
velopment of the machine-building industry, 

We must satisfy the demand for mining machinery, metal¬ 
lurgical and chemical equipment, electrical machinery and other 
equipment for heavy industry, various types of light industry 
equipment, construction machinery and transport equipment. 
In particular we should produce large quantities ol tractors mid 
olher farm machinery, ships and oilier kinds of fishing equip¬ 
ment to mechanize our backward agriculture and fisheries. This 
requires expanding the existing machine-building plants, rein¬ 
forcing their technological equipment, and creating new bases 
for the machine-building industry. 

Our machine-designing capability should be significantly 
Increased so that more various new types of machinery and 
equipment including heavy machinery and precision machines 
are devised and manufactured. In particular, we should rapidly 
step up the production of various kinds ol meters, electron 
tubes and weak-current apparatus for the technological prog¬ 
ress and automation of the national economy. 

Careful attention should be paid to technological renova¬ 
tion in the machine-building industry active application of 
advanced casting methods in the production of materials, ex¬ 
tensive introduction of stamping methods along with cutting, 
and the application of assembly-line or serial production meth¬ 
ods in processing and assembling machines. 

We must also introduce extensive specialization and co¬ 
operation in production by relying on the foundations of Ihe 
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machine-building industry we have already created. We must 
eliminate labour and iron wastage and raise the quality of 
produced machinery considerably by specializing in the produc¬ 
tion of castings, forgings and spare parts. 

The building-materials industry must be developed sys¬ 
tematically to ensure the success oi the large scale construc¬ 
tion works envisaged In the Seven-Year Plan. 

We should expand cement factories and build new ones so 
that cement output can reach 4,000,000 to 4,500.tKJ0 tons in 
1967. We should also take measures to work stone and weath¬ 
ered grunlte, and make wide use oi local materials in construc¬ 
tion. 

To Achieve maximum economy in iron and timber we must 
construct new building materials factories that utilize wood- 
shaving and wood-fibre boards, synthetic resins and the like. 
We should build or expand sanitary ware factories, tarred paper 
mills, and plants turning out various kinds oi fittings. 

In order to raise the level ol Industrialization in cor.slruc- 
lion we should continuously expand the production of struc¬ 
tural components and start making them both large and light. 

One oi the important tasks before Industry is lo satisfy 
the increasing demands of the working people for consumer 
goods. Our country’s light industry b as a whole still unsatis¬ 
factory, Dmiug the years ol the Seven-Year Plan, we should 
bring about a radical development oi light industry on the 
basis of the priority growth oi heavy industry. 

In the production of consumer goods, our Party will con¬ 
tinue to pursue a policy of simultaneously carrying forward 
the centrally-controlled industry which is technologically rath¬ 
er complex and lo be developed on a large scale and local 
industry to be developed on a medium or small scale w:th the 
use of locally available raw materials Many new large light 
Industries must he built and existing enterprises rebuilt or 
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expanded. In particular, measures should be taken to replace 
gradually Ihe handicraft techniques still used in local industry 
with modern technology. 

The most important problem in light industry is to extend 
the variety oi products and radically improve their quality. 
Wc should exploit all our resources ami possibilities and pro¬ 
duce a wide variety of higher-quality consumer goods neces¬ 
sary in the daily life ol the working people. We should catch 
up with Ihe advanced countries soon in the quality of light 
industry products. 

Considering the lad that cotton cultivation is extremely 
limited In our country, we should concentrate efforts in the 
textile industry on producing fabrics from vinalon. staple 
fibre, artificial silk and oilier *ln m. .h libres. and linen. Hu- 
output ol silk and woolen fabrics should also Increase rapidly. 
Doing these things we should raise Ihe annual capacity for 
textile production to 300 million metres in the flrsl half of 
the Seven-Year Plan and to 100 to 500 million metres by 1967. 
The entire population will then he supplied with various kinds 
ol cloth in suiftcirnt quantities and the clothing problem will 
he satisfactoiily solved. 

In order to produce and supply enough kraft paper and 
cardboard, to say nothing ol the paper necessary in tho peo¬ 
ple's daily life, we should extensively develop the paper in¬ 
dustry. We should build big paper mills in areas where pulp 
wood is abundant, and at the same time set up and put Into 
operation many medium and small ones which will make use 
ol different kinds o; locally available raw materials. 

We must also develop the rubber industry to satisfy the 
demands cf the national economy and the people for rubber 
products and rapidly expand Ihe production of daily neces¬ 
sities made from synthetic resins. As regards footwear, the pro¬ 
duction ol shoes Irom real and simulated leather should he 
gradually increased to replace rubber shoes. We should pro- 
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•luce all kinds o) household goods, including electrical ap¬ 
pliances lor daily use, and writing materials in large quanti¬ 
ties and should produce and supply enough oi Ihe different 
kinds ol furniture the working people need in their homes. 

We should continue to develop the lood industry rapidly 
in order to meet our working people’s needs and !o lessen the 
burden ol women in the home. Maize processing lactones 
should be expended on a large scale. We should build or ex¬ 
pand factories and processing plants, to provide soy and bean 
pastes, edible oils and bean curd, meat and fish. Their produc¬ 
tion capacity should be increased markedly. 

Our country borders on (lie sen on three sides; thus, the 
proper exploitation ol marine resources is very important in 
Improving the people’s living standards. We should continue 
to direct great efforts and more funds to this Held to tiring 
a marked Increase in our catch By the final year of tins Seven- 
Year Plan, products from Ihe sea should reach 1.000.000 to 
1,200,000 Ions, 

II is necessary (o mechanize all our existing boats and 
build many big fishing vessels to create condition- for deep- 
sea fishing in addition to inshore fishing. Pishing boats should 
be fully equipped with communications gear, shoal detectors, 
and up-to-date fishing tackle ior scientific fishing. 

We should recondition our existing ports and put them in 
good order. New fishing ports should be built and the fishing 
grounds continuously expanded. We should improve facilities 
for processing marine products and effect technological re¬ 
novation in this area. 

In order to develop fresh water fish-breeding and sea 
plant and fish culture in shallow seas, nurseries should be 
set up in all areas; and we should also adequately supply them 
With the necessary materials. 

The organization and economy of fishing cooperatives 
should be furllier strengthened. To ensure a sufficient supply 
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of necessary materials, we should expand factories producing 
fishing materials and improve their supply system. 

To improve the supply of seafood to the population, re¬ 
frigeration plants should be established in cities, the number 
of refrigerator cars should be increased and refrigerators 
should also be installed in ocean freighters. 

In this way, we will continue to develop heavy and light 
industry at a high rate during the period of the Seven-Year 
Plan. Wo will thus provide different kinds of materials, ma¬ 
chinery. equipment and consumer goods necessary for the over¬ 
all technological reconstruction ol the national economy and for 
•i radical improvement in the people's standard of living. Our 
industry will become modern, developed and diversified, and 
this will further reinforce the foundations of the independent 
economy of our country. 


3. AORICl'l.TURE 

The central task confronting agriculture in the period of 
the Seven-Year Plan is farm mechanization mid a further in¬ 
crease in farm production by accelerating technological re¬ 
construction. 

At present it is of the utmost importance in the technical 
revolution of our country to replace outdated agro-technology 
with up-to-date machine technology. With the completion of 
socialist coopcrativizallon. mechanization ol agriculture is in¬ 
dispensable to further developing productive forces in ag¬ 
riculture and consolidating the cooperative economy. Only when 
agriculture is equipped with modern machinery will il keep 
pace steadily with rapidly developing industry and will It be 
possible to ease the peasants’ work and make their life full. 

We should throw all our efforts into speeding up the 
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mechanization of agriculture. Farm machine stations should 
be increased so that every county may have its own. and the 
number of tractors, lorries and different farm machines should 
be significantly increased. 1 he number of tractors in terms of 
15 hp units should lie raised from the present 13.000 to more 
than 80,000 by 1967. 

What is important in agricultural mechanization is the 
rational distribution of large, medium, and small tractors and 
lorries according to geographical conditions and their use in 
coordination with various farm machines. Only in this way 
can we carry out the all-round mechanization of the whole 
countryside—from plains to remote mountain areas-and mech¬ 
anize all major larm work such as ploughing, sowing, fur¬ 
rowing and weeding, harvesting and thrashing as well as live¬ 
stock breeding and transport. 

At the same time we should make further successes in 
Irrigation. Because of our country's climatic conditions, wc 
gel the stablest and highest yields (rom the cultivation of rice. 
The area of paddyfiolds should be expanded to 700.000 chongbo. 
and that of irrigated dry Holds should also increase during the 
Seven-Year Plan. In areas along the east coast we sh uld con¬ 
tinue our work in aliorestation and water conservation, to 
prevent flood damage, such as river improvement, reservoir 
and river-dyke projects. 

Our Party will continue to follow the policy of giving 
preference to grain production and simultaneously developing 
Ihe cultivation of industrial crops, slockbrceding. (ruit grow¬ 
ing and sericulture. 

The solution of the grain problem is one of Ihe most fun¬ 
damental tasks in socialist construction Without a decisive 
increase in grain production it is impossible to supply enough 
food to the people and further develop other branches of ag¬ 
riculture. Wa should direct our main efforts to grain produc¬ 
tion and. on this basis, develop a diversified agriculture. 



In our country with its limited amount of farm land, we 
must reclaim more new land by transiorming nature; we 
must conserve existing land, and improve and utilize it more 
effectively. The systematic expansion of land under cultiva¬ 
tion constitutes an important guarantee for a rapid increase in 
grain production and an all-round development ol agriculture. 
Based on a far-reaching programme to obtain another million 
(hongbo of land within the next ten years, we must continue 
to vigorously push ahead with the magnificent projects for 
transiorming nature to reclaim tidclands along Ihe west coasl, 
hills all over the country, and plateaus such os Pochon and 
Paegam. Thus, we have to ensure that during the Seven-Year 
Plan period 500,000 more (hongbo of land Is brought under Ihe 
plough lo bring the total area of cultivated land to 2,500.000 
(hongbo. 

Along with this, the total sown area should be markedly 
expanded by an extensive introduction of the double cropping 
•ystern and by raising the ulilization of our farm lands. 

In our country the key to increasing grain yields lies in 
raising the pcr-unil-area yield by developing advanced methods 
of intensive farming. 

Wc should lake all thoroughgoing measures to raise crop 
yields—active soil improvement, deep ploughing, planting of 
high-yielding seeds, sufficient watering and manuring, weed¬ 
ing, and prevention of blight and harmful insects. 

In particular we should pay close attention to the chem¬ 
icalization o! agriculture. Improving land fertility, stimulating 
crop growing, weeding and killing harmful Insects—all this 
should be done by chemical methods. Only when chemicaliza¬ 
tion. coupled with mechanization, is cficclcd in the country¬ 
side can we ease difficult and toilsome labour, farm intensively 
with less manpower, and decisively increase our yields. 

We must take all these economic and technical measures 
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in order lo increase the total annual output oi grain to the 
6 ,000,OCO-ton mark by the end oi the Seven-Year Plan. Such 
a rise will not only enable our country to solve the food 
problem definitively but also to lay a firm foundation for the 
speedy development of all branches of agriculture. 

While increasing grain production, we must concentrate 
on cultivating cotton, flax and other fibre crops, various oil- 
bearing crops, tobacco, sugar heets. imam and hops, all on 
suitable soil and raise their yields In order lo provide industry 
with raw materials; and wo should also boost our production 
of vcgcfables to supply more of them to the urban population 

One of I lie major tasks of agriculture during the period 
ol the Seven-Year Plan Is to make a marked advance In stock- 
breeding We should continue lo consolidate the foundations 
of stockbreeding which we have so far built up with great 
effort, do away with historical backwardness in stockbreeding, 
and further increase the output of meat and other animal 

products, 

To Increase meal and milk production rapidly during this 
period, wc must raise the number of pigs lo over three million 
and of cattle lo one million. Grazing animals such as goats 
and rabbits must be raised in greater numbers, while strenuous 
efforts should be made (o obtain milk cows from cows no longer 
needed for farm work because of the progress in the mechaniza¬ 
tion ol agriculture. Sheep breeding should be widely introduced 
on the plains as well as in the mountainous areas so as to sharp¬ 
ly increase the output of wool and poultry farming should also 
continue to develop. 

Our consistent policy for raising livestock is to lay the main 
emphasis on slockbreeding by the state and joint stockbreeding 
by (lie agricultural cooperatives, parallel to stockbreeding de¬ 
velopment as a sideline of cooperative members. Each co¬ 
operative. while steadily developing its joint slockbreeding. 
should supply young pedigree slock lo its members, and all 
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peasant households should take part in a wide-scale movement 
lor raising pigs, rabbils. chickens and ducks. 

The creation ol reliable bases ior fodder is of prime im¬ 
portance in slockbreeding. In order to solve this question, we 
should grow fodder extensively as a semi-annual crop on rice 
paddies and dry fields and actively push ahead with the creation 
ol fodder fields and pastures wherever possible—al the loot ol 
mountains, in valleys, on hillsides, and so on. 

We should improve the breeding stock, steadily Improve 
the raising and care pf animals, take decisive steps to prevent 
death from disease by strengthening our work against epizootics, 
and raise animal productivity considerably. 

It is of great significance in the development of tin national 
economy lo make comprehensive and effective use of the moun¬ 
tains whidl cover nearly 80 per cent of out country's land area. 
Mountains can be utilized not only to develop lumber production 
and livestock farming; they are also very important for advanc¬ 
ing fruit growing, sericulture and lor meeting Industrial needs 
for various raw materials by creating economically valuable 
forests. 


The Seven-Year Plan envisages the extensive development 
of fruit growing. The area for fruit trees in our country must 
be increased to 300.000 lo 330,000 chongbo by creating over 
200,000 chongbo of orchards through the reclamation ol hill 
side* At tlic same lime, the fruit-bearing area must be rapidly 
expanded by properly nursing young trees. In Ibis way, wc 
should produce 500,001) tons of fruit in 1967. so that the popula¬ 
tion will be supplied with different kinds of fruit in all seasons. 

Sericulture must be further developed to produce More silk 
fabrics ol high quality. The area ol mulberry fields must be 
increased to lOO.tXX) chongbo by adding 40,000 chongbo ol mul¬ 
berry groves on hillsides, and Ihe per-cfco/i/’bo yields of mulber¬ 
ry leaves and cocoons must be raised by improving Ihe ferti- 
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lization and care of mulberry trees. The groves for breeding 
tussaii worms and the area with castor bean must be expanded, 
and advanced methods of breeding widely applied. 

The work of converting forests with little value nto ones 
with economic value, such as those that provide raw materials 
for fibre and oil, must also be carried on in a far-sighted and 
planned way. Wo should plant trees that grow quickly, such as 
poplars and white ashes, everywhere, in the fields and on the 
hillsides, so as lo ensure raw materials for pulp in a short 
amount of lime. We should plant paulownias, walnut, black 
walnut, chestnut and pine-nut trees to be used In the future as 
raw materials lor light Industry. In order to provide trees that 
will lu> used to create forests with economic value, priority 
must be given to saplings and an all-people movement for 
afforestation musl be enthusiastically launched. 

The Seven-Year Plan envisages full-scale development of 
agricultural production and, at the same time, continued large- 
scale rural construction. 

Wc must readjust paddy and non-paddy fields, build roads 
and bridges and erect a greater number of homes, schools, 
hospitals and other cultural and public service establishments 
In order to ensure construction on such a vast scale, the state 
will supply the necessary machines, equipment and materials 
and render technical assistance. For rural construction we also 
need to make an active use of local materials as well as the 
financial resources of agricultural cooperatives. 

The rapid development of agriculture and the successful 
fulfilment of rural construction will completely eliminate all 
traces of the age-old poverty and backwardness of our country¬ 
side, turn it into a modern and cultured rural society, and 
radically promote the well-being of the peasants. 
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i. TRANSPORT AMI COMMUNICATIONS 

The rapid growth of the national economy requires a 
marked increase in freight haulage during the period of the 
Seven-Year Plan. It is impossible to satisfy our growing trans¬ 
port demands without speedy development of railway, waler 
and motor transport. 

It is important, first of all, lo strengthen the material and 
technological basis of railway transport and to expand its traf¬ 
fic capacity in every possible way, 

The Pyongsan-Pokgye and Chongjln-Rajln lines should be 
completed, and the narmw-gauge railway that still exists In 
South Hwanghac Province should be replaced by a standard- 
gauge line. 

F.IcctriiTcatlon of railways clearly helps increase their eco¬ 
nomic efficiency and modern operation. Electrification will 
cut fuel consumption to one-filth, greatly save manpower In 
transport and nearly double traffic capacity. The Pyongyang- 
Chongjln. Pyongyang Slnuiju. Pyongyang-Kacsong, and Mill- 
chon Koin Flies should be electrified during the Seven-Year 
Plan «o as to complete the basic electrification of the major 
trunk lines. 

Furthermore, the production capacity of railway factories 
must be improved to provide the railways with sufficient 
electric locomotives, freight cars, passenger conches and all 
other necessary machinery and materials. 

Thus, by strengthening technological equipment and at 
the same time improving the utilization nf the rolling stock, 
railway freight turnover should be increased lo 75 million tons 
by 1967. 
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In order to ease the strain on railway transport and to 
ensure smoother freight haulage for the national economy, 
water transport should be extensively developed. Vessels should 
he built for sea and river transport in order to raise water 
transport capacity considerably. In particular, to keep up with 
the expansion of foreign trade, measures should be taken for 
long-distance ocean shipping. In addition, major ports on the 
east and west coasts should he put in good condition. 

To raise motor transport capacity, we should vigorously 
push forward the repairs and building of roads and bridges; 
roads should be paved on a large scale in those areas where 
traffic is heavy, and the utilization of motor vehicles and trail¬ 
ers should be greatly raised. 

In the communications field, we should complete the tel¬ 
ephone networks between county and ri and Increase the 
automatic exchange capacity in all cities. The wire broadcast¬ 
ing network will be expanded so that broadcasting facilities 
can be Installed in every rural ri. At the same time we should 
gicully Increase the output to strengthen radio broadcasting 
and begin television broadcasting. 


8. DEVELOPMENT OP SCIENCE AND CULTURE 


All-round technological reconslruclion of the national econ¬ 
omy demands marked progress in all brandies of science. 
Science plays an increasingly important role in the develop 
ment of productive forces, and only by crossing the frontiers 
of science can we achieve high labour productivity and ensure 
a complete victory for socialism. 

We must opportunely solve the urgent scientific and tech¬ 
nological problems arising in the practical socialist construc¬ 
tion. We must constantly assimilate the advanced scientific 
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achievements of progressive mankind and laise all our coun¬ 
try's science up to international levels in the near future. 

The fundamental task confronting our country's science at 
present is to serve the technical revolution in a positive way. 

We lace a number of difficult, complex tasks ol technolog¬ 
ical renovation: to mechanize all branches of the national econ¬ 
omy. including agriculture; to introduce comprehensive mech¬ 
anization and automation in certain sectors; to push ahead 
with electrification throughout the country, and so on. To 
fulfil these tasks successfully, we should systematically in¬ 
vent various kinds of machinery and equipment suitable for 
our country's actual conditions, design bolh hlghly-efflclent 
automatic machines and equipment lor automation, and In¬ 
vestigate rational methods ot automation. 

The force ol science should he harnessed to investigate 
the country's natural resources and study how lo use them 
effectively. At IIk- same lime, it should work towards establish¬ 
ing a self-supporting industrial system based on domestic na¬ 
tural resources. 

Above all II is very important to develop the ferrous 
metal industry by relying on domestic fuel sources. Instead of 
crying about the lack ol coking coal, we must study methods 
ot manufacturing iron with anthracite that is abundant in our 
country. For this purpose, we must perfect the reduced pellet 
process and the continuous production process ol steel making 
with granulated iron as soon as we can. 

It is also essential to speed up chemicalization oi the na¬ 
tional economy using domestic resources and save as much 
electric power as possible in our chemical processes. To Ibis 
end. we should advance the research and widely introduce the 
results of the gasification of anthracite in the synthesis of 
ammonia and other branches of the chemical industry, ill 
metallurgy and in other spheres oi the national economy. We 
should also complete the tasks of producing carbide by the 
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oxygen heal treatment and of carbonizing lignite at high tem¬ 
peratures, Furthermore, we should continuously promote re¬ 
search to develop the synthetic fibre and synthetic resin in¬ 
dustries and to industrialize synthetic rubber production. The 
raw materials for these industries arc anthracite and limestone, 
buried in inexhaustible quantities ell over the country. 

We must open new fields oi science, introduce the latest 
achievements of science and technology throughout the na¬ 
tional economy, and actively develop the important areas of 
the basic sciences. 

Research work for introducing atomic energy into produc¬ 
tion should be carried oul under a far-rcaching programme. 
Radioisotopes and radiation should be widely applied in var¬ 
ious fields, Including industry and agriculture. We should car¬ 
ry oul profound Studies of supersonic waves and high Ire 
qucncy electronics, efficiently apply these technologies in pro¬ 
duction and construction, and introduce the production ol semi¬ 
conductor materials using domestic raw materials as well as 
extend the range of their application Wc should devote proper 
attention to the development of electronics which is of great 
importance in the national economy. Work in basic sciences 
such ns mathematics, physics, chemistry, biology, etc. should be 
Improved decisively so as to contribute to the solution of tech¬ 
nical problems Dial come up In all spheres of the national econ¬ 
omy. 

A number of urgent tasks which will ensure high agricul¬ 
tural yields and help to develop stockbreeding -mould be car¬ 
ried out. In order to guarantee better health and longer life 
for the working people, wc should intensify medical research 
work to develop Tonguihak, or traditional Korean medicine, 
along with modern medicine and to work out a theoretical sys¬ 
tematization of the folk cures bequeathed to us by our ances¬ 
tors. 


Our Party and people have already accumulated a wealth 
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of valuable experience in the revolutionary transformation of 
society and economic and cultural construction. Social sciences 
should provide theoretical generalization of this experience, 
thoroughly explain and propagate the Party's lines and pol¬ 
icies on the basis ol Marxism-Leninism, and make a com¬ 
plete study ol the Parly’s revolutionary traditions and the 
nation's cultural heritage. At the same time, the new social 
and economic problems raised in socialist construction should 
be solved rapidly to help the growth ol the national economy. 
In particular, social scientist* should make a profound study 
of south Korea's current economy and culture and collectively 
elaborate ways lor rehabilitating and developing them in the 
luture. 

Tim important thing In the cultural revolution Is lo in¬ 
crease the general and technical knowledge of Ihc working peo¬ 
ple. Without this we cannot accomplish the technical revolu¬ 
tion or achieve the complete victory of socialism. 

Our tasks in the field of education are lo arm the working 
masses firmly with accurate information and a correct view¬ 
point on nature and society and lo raise their cultural and 
technical standards Tin public educational establishments 
should educate and train the children and Ihc youth in (lie 
latest achievements oi science and culture and also In the 
communist world outlook by increasing the contact between 
school and practical life and combining education closely with 
productive labour. In this way we should bring up Ihc younger 
generation to be a new kind of people who arc loyal to the 
Party and the revolution and are well-rounded in their devel¬ 
opment. Thus we should steadily replenish the ranks of cul¬ 
tured and conscious working people in our society. 

Rased on the successful enforcement of compulsory sec¬ 
ondary education, compulsory nine-year technical education 
should be fully introduced during the period of the Seven- 
Year Plan. Going over to universal compulsory technical cdu- 
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cation means a further development of the socialist education 
system. It marks an epochal change in the work of training the 
younger generation to be capable builders of communism. 

Today, with the technical revolution taking place through¬ 
out all branches of the national economy, the need for tech¬ 
nical personnel Is greater than ever before. Progress will not 
continue unless our training of technical personnel keeps pace 
with the high rale of development of the productive forces 
ami of the technical revolution in the country. 

To meet the present and future demands of the nation¬ 
al economy for technical personnel, we must, during the 
Seven-Year Plan, train 460,(100 assistant engineers and junior 
specialists and strengthen higher education to train about 
180,000 engineers and specialists. Especially we should con¬ 
centrate our training of specialists for areas where they are 
badly needed, such as machine-building, electricity, chemistry, 
geology, transport, light Industry, fisheries, farming, animal 
husbandry and public health. 

One of our Party's consistent policies is to develop a sys¬ 
tem of various forms of higher education which permits work¬ 
ing people to study without leaving their productive activity, 
in conjunction with the regular system of higher education. In 
particular, we should greatly increase factory colleges, whose 
advantages we know by experience. and train a large number 
of competent working-class technical cadres who are versed in 
both theory and practice. 

By strengthening adult education and putting into opera¬ 
tion the system of learning technology and skills in productive 
enterprises on a regular basis, the cultural and technical level 
of the working people should be radically raised and the 
Party's call for everyone to acquire more than one technical 
skill should be put into practice. 

Literature and art play an important role in the com- 
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munist education of the popular masses. Writers and artists 
are entrusted with the important responsibility of portraying 
the real heroes ol both our revolution and the building of a 
new life, 1 hereby educating people in the ideas oi the Party 
and the working class. 

The most important ihing of all is to describe our reality 
vividly—a reality in which miracles are performed everywhere, 
everyone is being remoulded Into a new, communist type 
of man. and the grand Chollima advance Is on—and to create 
typical images of the Chollima riders, the heroes of our time. 
Today our life glows with the indomitable will and optimistic 
passion of the working people for building a new society fost¬ 
er, and it provides countless beautiful stories which embody 
unlimited love for man and collectivist morality. Writers and 
artists should penetrate deeply into this valuable life of ours 
and produce fine literary and artistic works that make an ac¬ 
tive contribution to remoulding the people's ideas and inspiring 
the masses to the revolutionary cause 

Furthermore, by creating images of the communist fight¬ 
ers who waged the long, difficult struggle to liberate the 
fatherland and win the revolution, they should continue to 
raise their standards in educating our generation in the lolly 
revolutionary spirit ol these fighters. 

The characteristic features ol the best literary and artistic 
works lie in the high ideological content and artislic value 
which conform with the demands of the limes and the people's 
aspirations. Such valuable works can be produced only on the 
basis ol socialist realism, the only correcl method of creative 
expression at the present time. 

There is not the slightest room in our society for bour¬ 
geois literature and art which run counter to the revolution 
and hinder the advancement of the people, and we have in¬ 
finite possibilities now to explore revolutionary literature and 
art which will serve Ihe workers and peasants. Writers and 
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artisls should wage a resolulc struggle against all the poisons 
spread by reactionary bourgeois literature and art, and they 
should devote all their talent and creative zeal to enrich our 
Red literature and art, making it more militant. 

Literature and art can only touch people’s hearts and 
evoke love when the socialist content is correctly hound up 
with the varied and ingenious forms characteristic of our na¬ 
tion. We should incorporate and develop the traditions of our 
brilliant national url so that all the beautiful and progressive 
contributions of our ancestors can burst into full bloom in our 
time, 

We should energetically develop mass cultural work, 
search out the talent among our people, and bring this talent 
Into full play so that the working people themselves can par¬ 
ticipate in literary and artistic activities and enjoy art a% 
much ns they want wherever they are. 

We will turn our country into an advanced socialist stale 
with modern science and a developed culture by thoroughly 
carrying out all the tasks that arise in the course of the cul¬ 
tural revolution. 


a. IMPROVEMENT OF T1IK PEOPLE’S STANDARD 
OF LIVING 

Under the socialist system, solicitude for man is the su 
premc principle. Under this system technology advances and 
production grows steadily, thus promoting the material and 
cultural well-being of all working people. This principle of 
socialism is strikingly expressed in the Seven Year Plan for 
Development of the National Economy, 

An important task before our Party is to radically improve 
the people's standard of living in the shortest possible time on 
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the basis of a thoroughgoing technological innovation and a 
great upsurge in production. 

Tlu- Seven-Year Plan envisages a 2.7-folH increase in the 
national income which will surpass the prewar level 9 times 
in 1967. 

We will adjust accumulation and consumption so that 
we may correctly relate the future development of the na¬ 
tional economy to the satisfaction of the people’s immediate 
requirements, and combine the Interests of the whole society 
with the personal interests of fhe working people. In the lulure 
as well, we will continue to allot a largo proportion of fhe na¬ 
tional income 1 o popular consumption, while ensuring the 
steady growth of accumulation. 

The real income of factory and office workers is expected 
to rise 1.7 times during the period of the Seven-Year Plan. 
During the same time Ihc number ol factory and office workers 
will grow 1.5 times. The number of members of factory and 
office workers’ families who take jobs will continue to increase, 
and real per-family income will more Ilian double in seven 
year' I lie peasants’ real Income will also Increase more than 
two times during the same period, which will bring their gen¬ 
eral living standard up to the level ot former well-to-do mid¬ 
dle peasants. 

We should achieve a more rational wage scale for Ihc 
workers in all branches of the economy and an even increase 
in the income of peasants in different areas. At fhe same time 
wc should, as we have always done, correctly adhere lo the 
principle of ra sing the general living standard of factory and 
office workers and of the peasants proportionately. 

Our Party envisages the abolition of faxes levied on the 
population at the earliest possible date. 

At the moment the overwhelming majority of our stale’s 
revenue is obtained from accumulation in socialist state enter¬ 
prises. Tax revenue from fhe population is negligible. We will 
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In* in a position in these very days to abolish taxes completely 
now that necessary funds (or economic and cultural construc¬ 
tion can come entirely (rom stale accumulation. 

By abolishing the income tax on factory and oitice workers 
und the agricultural lax in kind on the peasants, we will final¬ 
ly eliminate the tax system, a legacy ol the old society; we will 
completely (ree the working people from the burden of all 
taxes, thus raising their real income still more This can be 
translated into reality only by a Parly of Communists who 
regard Ihe promotion of I he working people’s well-being as 
the law governing their activities. This is possible only under 
the socialist system where the working people themselves have 
become the masters of Che country. 

In line with the rise In Ihe working people's income, we 
should Increase Ihe supply oi commodities and lurlhcr develop 
public catering. 

The turnover o( retail trade in town and countryside Is 
expected lo grow 3.2 times during the period ol the Seven- 
Year Plan. 

A marked change is also expected in the composition of 
commodity circulation. Now that Ihe problems ol food, cloth- 
Ing and housing have been basically solved, Ihe working people 
demand foodstuffs and clothes ol higher quality and different 
kinds of articles for cultural use in greater quantities. We 
should solve Ihe problem of providing sufficient cooking oil 
and fish in Ihe shortest possible lime and noticeably increase’ 
the supply of vegetables, meal, milk and eggs. The sale of 
overcoal and suit materials and various other fabrics, under¬ 
wear and shoes as well as sewing machines, electrical appli¬ 
ances for home use, radios, refrigerators, bicycles, furniture and 
a wide range oi daily necessities should also be sharply in¬ 
creased. 

We should decisively modernize our commerce and im 
prove service by expanding the Irade network, further modern¬ 
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izing its facilities, packing and delivering commodities prop¬ 
erly. setting up night-service shops or mobile stalls, clc. 

The number of different kinds of reslaurants should he 
increased, and the quality ol public catering should improve. 
Food stores should prepare a great variety ol supplementary 
foods for the convenience of the working people. 

At llw same time, wc should provide more public service 
establishments, such as laundries, public baths, barber shops 
and hotels and furnish them in a modern way, thus giving better 
service to the working people. 

Construction of new- homes should be undertaken on a 
large scale lo Und better solutions to our working people's 


housing problem. 

New Hals for 600,000 households will be built in cities 
and workers' districts during the period ol the Seven-Year 
Plan. Standard designing should be developed to build more 
attractive, modern and convenient homes. In big cities, central 
healing systems should be gradually Introduced. 

The Seven-Year Plan also envisages Ihe construction ol 
600,000 modern houses in the rural areas. To carry out this 
vast construction successfully, the state should organize a rural 
construction corps in each county which will follow a long- 
range programme to build convenient, comfortable dwellings 
lor Ihe peasants. This will enable an overwhelming majority 
ol the rural inhabitants In the next lew years to move from old 
thatched houses into new. modern homes. 

Additional benefits to the working people from slate budg¬ 
etary expenditures will grow on a huge scale. 

Increased expenditure for social security will make it pos¬ 
sible to pay more subsidies and pensions and enable a greater 
number of working people to enjoy free vacations at the state- 
owned holiday centres, convalescent homes, and camps. 

Increased stale expenditures lor Ihe development of edu¬ 
cation. culture and public health will further enhance the 





people's cultured life. In the last year of the Seven-Year Plan, 
the total enrolment in schools at all levels in our country will 
reach over 3,100.000. of which more than 220,000 will be stu¬ 
dents in institutions of higher education. We can easily imag¬ 
ine what enormous expenses the state will have to bear to 
give free education to so many students and even grant state 
stipends to the students in specialized schools and colleges. 
Such state expenditures, together with expenditures for other 
sociul and cultural needs, are designed solely (or the welfare 
of our factory workers, office workers and peasants 

In our social system nothing Is more precious than man. 
Wc must keep developing the public health sen 
protect man’s life and promote the working people's health. 
Public hospitals in the cities and counties and the clinics in 
each rl should lie expanded and receive more doctors so that 
the section medical care system, an advanced medical service, 
may be pul into practice in the near future At the same time 
wc should set up more maternity homes, children's hospitals, 
and hospitals for tuberculosis and other specialized hospitals 
in various places, and build more sanatorlo in the vicinity of 
our major hot springs and spas. In the sphere of public health 
the line of preventive medicine should be firmly maintained, 
and sanitation and anti-epidemic work should be carried out 
regularly and vigorously in urban and rural areas. 

W'e should build more nursery schools and kindergartens 
and radically Improve their work in order to lake the best 
care of our children, the hope of the future, and make life 
more convenient for mothers. 

Thus, wo must make sure that all the working men and 
women work with great facility and lead a rich and cultured life. 

Comrades, 

The Seven-Year Plan for Development of the National 
Economy is the most far-reaching, long-term plan in the his¬ 
tory of our country. It is a grandiose blueprint of economic 
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and cultural construction for the prosperity and progress of 
the homeland and for the happiness of the people. This vast 
plan which envisages a high rate of economic development 
reflects the requirements of the situation in our country and 
fully accords with the aspirations of our people. 

When the Seven-Yrar Plan is fulfilled, our country will 
have grow :i stronger than ever before, and our society will 
take on a new appearance. 

Towards the end of the Seven-Year Plan we will have n 
developed socialist Industry which will always be capable of 
providing all sectors of the national economy with new and 
more efficient machines and equipment and will be able to 
meet the requirements of all the people satisfactorily. We will 
also transform our country's nature on a large scale and equip 
agriculture with modern machines and technology, bringing 
In a big harvest every year. Our towns and countryside will 
be more beautifully built up. ond all aspects of our people's 
life will become bountiful, modern and more enjoyable.

Our revolutionary base in the northern half of the Republic 
will become an impregnable fortress, and the foundation oi 
the national economy for the reunification and future pros¬ 
perity ol the country will gain strength.

Concluding Speech at the Third Enlarged 
Plenary Meeting ol the Fourth Central 
Committeo of the Workers' Party ol Korea 

March 8. 1962 


3. ON STRENGTH ENING THE STRUGGLE 
AGAINST REVISIONISM 


Everyone knows that the Moscow Declaration adopted at 
the Milling of Representatives of the Communist and Workers’ 
Parlies in 1937 pointed oul that modern revisionism is Ihe main 
danger lo the international communist movement. 

Ol late, revisionism has raised its head more overtly in 
various fields and is having a serious disinlegrating effect on 
the ranks of the international communist movement. 

Revisionism has not been in existence for only a day or two. 
It has quite a long history. Tile entire course of the emergence 
and development ol Marxist-Leninist ideas is a history of strug¬ 
gle against Right and "Left" opportunist trends of all descrip¬ 
tions. against revisionism and dogmatism. 

Revisionism came into being after the death of Marx and 
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Engels, th.it is, between the late 19th century and the early 20th 
century, as an opportunist trend to revise the revolutionary es¬ 
sence ol Marxism under the cloak of Marxism. 

As the struggle between the working class and the capi¬ 
talist class became sharper with the advent of the imperialist 
stage of capitalism, the monopoly capitalists, intensifying the 
suppression of the revolutionary labour movement, pursued the 
policy ol bribing the upper stratum of labour and using them 
ns their agents with the aim of splitting the labour movement 
and disrupting it from within. Thus, the degenerates and rene¬ 
gades of the revolutionary movement, sold out to the imperialist 
bourgeoisie, revised Marxism to please the capitalists Hence, 
their opportunism came to be called revisionism. 

The opportunist, revisionist trends in Europe were repre¬ 
sent by the Bernstein school In Germany, the Millerand school 
In France, the Fabian Society in Britain, and the legal Marxists, 
economists and Mensheviks In Russia. Later, the parties of 
almost oil countries under the Second International, except in 
Russia, slid Info the slough of revisionism. 

Only the Bolshevik Party led by Lenin put up an un¬ 
compromising struggle against all kinds of opportunist trends 
mid uphold the revolutionary banner of Marxism to the end. 
At the time, the revisionists attacked Lenin as a dogmatist be¬ 
cause of his refusal to revise Marxism. 

Lenin’s chief enemy in his struggle for the creation of .• 
revolutionary Marxist parly was economlsm, a Russian variety 
of lnlcrnation.il revisionism. From the very firs* day that 
economlsm emerged in Russia, Lenin conducted a relentless 
struggle against this revisionist trend. He thoroughly exposed 
the anti-Marxist essence of economism in a booklet A Protest 
by Russian Social-Democrats. 

Likewise, when the Party Programme and Rules were be¬ 
ing adopted at the Second Congress of the Russian Social- 
Democratic Labour Parly in 1903, Lenin had to conduct a fierce 
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struggle against the opportunists. The opportunists came out 
against the insertion of clauses concerning (he dictatorship of 
the proletariat, the peasant question and the national question 
in the Party Programme. But, by virtue of Lenin's determined 
fight, the Party congress succeeded in crushing the opposition 
of the opportunist elements and in adopting the first Marxist 
programme of the revolutionary workers’ party. 

Th* Mensheviks, who after lf>03 formed an opportunist 
faction within the Russian Social-Democratic Labour Party, 
degenerated into a group of Liquidationlsts who insisted upon 
the liquidation ol the illegal party during the period ol reac¬ 
tion following the failure of Ihc first Russian revolution. 

When the First World War broke out, the parties of many 
countin' under Ihc Second International denied the imperial¬ 
ist nature of the war. and called upon the workers ol their 
counti es lo fight in "defence of their homeland" Thus, the 
Second International opportunists completely surrendered to 
the Impc'i.illsl bourgeoisie and overtly turned into social* 
chauvinists. 

Only the Bolshevik Party led by Lenin thoroughly exposed 
the imperialist nature of the war. d the workers of all 

countries killing one another in the interests of the imperial¬ 
ists. and launched the revolutionary slogan of converting the 
imperialist war into civil wars. Thus, under the leadership of 
the great Lenin, who upheld and further carried forward the 
banner of revolutionary Marxism, the October Socialist Rev¬ 
olution triumphed in Russia. 

Today, the revolutionary forces throughout the world have 
grown incomparably strong. More than one-third of the world’s 
population is building a new life ot socialism. In Asia, Africa 
and Latin America, a powerful anti-imperialist national-liber¬ 
ation movement is under way; within the imperialist countries 
the working class is stepping up its struggle against the domi¬ 
nation of monopoly capital. 
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In these circumstances, the impelialists are becoming more 
and more frantic. While intensifying the plunder and suppres¬ 
sion of their own peoples and the peoples of weak and small 
countries, they are making desperate efforts to bribe the 
cowards in the ranks of the labour movement who are flinch¬ 
ing from the revolution and to use them as their agents for 
carrying out their imperialist policies. The modern revisionists, 
ns well as such fellows as Choc Chang Ik and Pak Chang Ok 
in our country, fall into this category. 

Tln> modern revisionists deny the leadership of the Marx- 
isl-Lcnlnlst party and the dictatorship of the proletariat which 
constitute the general principles of the socialist revolution. 
They arc maintaining th.it Ihe aggressive nature of imperialism 
has changed and, therefore, socialism can get on well with ini- 
pe "I' m ; they arc raving that ihe transition from capitalism 
to socialism can be realized peacefully through Ihe parlia¬ 
mentary struggle. 

The revisionists arc making .1 noise about disarmament 
and calling for an abandonment of the anti-imperialist struggle. 
They say: if n wor breaks out In this age of thermonuclear 
weapons I! will certainly be a thermonuclear war. so what Is lire 
use of building communism after a ruination of the world and 
u destruction of all humanity? 

They spread Ihe illusion that the imperialists might volun¬ 
tarily disarm themselves without any struggle on our pari. 
Bui can we ever imagine that the imperialists will lay down 
their arms ol their own accord? It is quite incompatible with 
tile nature of imperialism for it to give up its arms of its own 
free will. 

.lust as Ihe old revisionists asserted that the doctrine of 
Marx was obsolete, so the modern revisionists contend that the 
theories of Lenin do not fit the changed new age. 

As they arc afraid of the revolution and do not want it. 
the revisionists are revising Marxism-Leninism and overhaul- 
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ing the theory ol class struggle which is the cornerstone of that 
doctrine in order to please the capitalists. 

The sources of revisionism arc acceptance of domestic 
bourgeois influence and surrender to external imperialist pres¬ 
sure. Both old revisionism and modern revisionism are one and 
Ihe same in essence and in aims. Both deny the basic principles 
of Marxism and call lor a renunciation ol the revolutionary 
struggle on the pretext that times have changed. 

Tl»e revisionists' most absurd act at present Is that they 
are sowing discord in the socialist camp, while doing all they 
can lo curry favour and develop close ties with imperialism. 

If the revisionists do not want to make a revolution, they 
are welcome to go their own way alone. But the danger lies 
in the fact that they are even opposed to other people making 
n revolution and ro to the length of Imposing revisionism upon 
others. 

In doing so. they call the revolutionary Mnrxlsts-Lcnlnisls 
who refuse to follow their revisionist line "dogmatists", "na¬ 
tionalists", or 'Stalinists", rejecting them and trying to isolate 
them Irom the socialist camp. This is the modern revisionists' 
most absurd act and presents a serious danger to us. 

Which path should we take, the path ol revolutionary 
Marxism-Leninism or the path ol revisionism under Ihe baton 
of a certain person? 

The Korean people's history ol anti imperialist struggle 
covers several decades now. II we take Ihe anti-Japanese armed 
struggle as our starting point, it covers 30 years. Though wc 
have been fighting against imperialism ior over 30 years, we 
have not yet completed our revolution. 

We have liberated only half of Hie country and one-third 
of its population. The Korean Communists, therefore, still have 
to continue the revolution and fuliil Ihe tasks of driving out 
LS imperialism and accomplishing the revolution lor national 
liberation.

How can we quit Ihe struggle against imperialism when 
half of the country and two-thirds of its population still re¬ 
main under imperialist oppression? How can we join in prettify¬ 
ing the US imperialists when the L'S scoundrels are daily 
spilling our fellow countrymen’s blood and humiliating our 
brothers and sisters? For us to give up the revolution and quit 
the anti-imperialist struggle means leaving south Korea to US 
imperialist aggression for ever and allowing the traitors to the 
nation to exploit and oppress Uic south Korean workers and 
peasants. 

Let certain people renounce Marxism-Leninism and take 
the revisionist path, but wc cannot allow ourselves to waver 
and compromise with imperialism. There is a revolutionary song 
which says: "Let cowards flinch and traitors sneer We’ll keep 
tile Red Flag flying here." This expresses our Invariable deter¬ 
mination. We must continue with the revolution and resolutely 
fight against Imperialism to the end 

Our task cannot be confined to the safeguarding of the rev¬ 
olutionary gains already attained in the northern halt. Wc arc 
duly bound to help our fellow countrymen in south Korea to 
accomplish the south Korean revolution and continue to fight 
until the day when socialism and communism will have been 
built In the whole of Korea. We can by no means rest content 
with the victory we have won in the northern half, nor should 
wc relax in Ihe least. We cannot degenerate into cowards who 
arc afraid of shedding blood in the revolution and fear prison 
and the gallows. 

We must not forget even for a moment that the northern 
half is the base of the Korean revolution. We must firmly build 
up a mighty political, economic and military force in this rev¬ 
olutionary base and. relying on this base, must bring the Korean 
revolution to final completion. Tiiis Is the duty oi the Korean 
Communists. 

We must be prepared for the pressure that the revisionists 
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might bring to bear upon us in many ways. No matter how they 
may calumniate and slander us. we will brush them aside and 
uphold Marxism-Leninism to the last. 

Wc will do everything in our power to support the anti¬ 
imperialist national-liberation struggle of the oppressed peoples 
throughout Ihe world and give active support to the revolu¬ 
tionary struggle of the working class In all countries against 
the domination of monopoly capital. 

This line of ours is fundamentally opposed to revisionism. 
Because we are for the revolution and against Imperialism, wc 
have no alternative but to combat revisionism which is an 
agent ol imperialism. The choice is between two roads: whether 
we firmly safeguard the banner ol revolutionary Marxism- 
Leninism against revisionism or degenerate into revisionists 
and yield to imperialism. Wc have no other way. 

We must resolutely repudiate revisionism and continue our 
unyielding fight for the victory ot the revolutionary cause. 

Not only our Party but the Communist Parties ol mony 
Asian countries subjected to imperialist encroachment are as¬ 
serting that Um revolution must be continued and a resolute 
struggle must be waged against revisionism. 

Aa long as imperialism exists, thi will be imperialist 


oppression; and as long as there is imperialist oppression, the 
people will struggle against it and revolution will break out. 
Only through their struggle and revolution cun the people free 
themselves from the yoke of Imperialist oppression and exploi¬ 
tation. The revolution calls lor the firm safeguarding of Marx¬ 
ism-Leninism and the struggle against revisionism. 

The peoples of many countries in the world are still sub¬ 
jected to imperialist oppression 3iid exploitation. Therefore, 
more and more people will make a revolution in the future. 
Whatever the revisionists may do in their attempt to paralyse 
the revolutionary consciousness of the masses and emasculate 
the revolutionary spirit of Marxism-Leninism, the revolution- 
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ary movement will continue and Marxism-Leninism will re¬ 
main alive and triumph without fail. Just as the fall of 
capitalism and the victory of socialism are inevitable, so are 
the ruin of revisionism and the triumph ol Marxism-Leninism. 

In tile whole Party, ideological work should be conducted 
thoroughly to oppose revisionism. While strengthening the 
Marxisf-Leninist education of the Party members, the revi¬ 
sionist viewpoints and conceptions should be explained clearly 
to them, so that they will unerringly be able to tell right from 
wrong. It is very important here to make Lenin’s attitude 
towards revisionism and how lie criticized it known to the 
Parly members. Ideological education has thus far been remiss 
in opposing revisionism. From now on, this work should be 
improved. 

While waging the struggle against revisionism, wo must 
fight against the Western way of life. Our struggle against 
the Western way ol life is aimed at rejecting the American 
way of life, not everything Western. It con be said that revi¬ 
sionism is a lirsl cousin lo the Western way of life. When revi¬ 
sionism comes In, the Weslcrn way of life comes along with it 
and vice versa. 

Now, concretely, what Is the Western way of life? In 
music, for instance, it is represented by "jazz", and in dance, by 
mainbo (naked dance). When we speak of a Western lunatic 
or a frivolous and vain fellow, we refer to those who arc in¬ 
fected with this Western way of life. National nihilists, flunk- 
cyists, people who hate revolution and depraved persons readi¬ 
ly accept the Western way of life. 

We should prevent the infiltration of the Western way of 
life by strengthening Marxist-Leninist education, by establish¬ 
ing the Party ideological system, by stepping up education in the 
revolutionary traditions and by strengthening revolutionary 
order and discipline among the Party members and the work¬ 
ing people. Parly ideological work to repudiate revisionism and 
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the Western way of liic should be conducted energetically 
among the writers, artists and scientific workers in particular. 
Those who despise everything their own and worship every¬ 
thing foreign and those who lack the spirit ol self-reliance arc 
most susceptible to the Western way of life and revisionism, 

Certain persons arc denouncing self-reliance as national¬ 
ism But how can it be nationalism? Self-reliance is the lolly 
revolutionary spirit of Communists. Why is it wrong to carry 
out revolution through one’s own cilorts and build socialism 
for oneself? 

It is impossible to make a revolution by depending on other 
countries. Dependence will lead to mistrust ol one’s own 
strength and also prevent efforts to make the best use of the 
domestic resources ol one's own country. Self-reliance menus 
building socialism and accomplishing the revolution on one's 
own by every means. This is the only way lo be loyal lo Inter¬ 
nationalism and contribute to the common cause of socialism. 

We are not the people who reject lorelgn nid. Wc welcome 
the aid of the fraternal countries. Nobody will rdusc lo accept 
an offer of aid. But wli.it should we do when nobody offers us 
aid* F-vcn if nobody gives us aid. we must carry out the rev¬ 
olution and build socialism. 

Comrades, formerly we had lo buy grain from foreign 
countriis every year. But. from this year on wc need not do so 
because we had a good crop last year. What a good thing it 
is to harvest a good crop and lighten the burdens ol our brother 
countries! 1 think this is real internationalism. How are we to 
interpret the mental altitude of those who do not give aid and 
at the same time slander self-reliance by calling it nationalism? 

Even among our people there arc also some who question 
self-reliance. Such people are found from time to time among 
the scientific workers. Having no faith in our own strength, 
these people think wc cannot get along without aid from others. 
It is not true that we cannot live without aid. We can not only

live as well as we wish even without aid. but also build socialism 
splendidly, and must certainly do so. 

In order to instil the spirit of self-reliance in the Party 
members and the working people, we must continue to wage a 
vigorous struggle lo reject flunkeyism and dogmatism and 
establish Juche, and, at the same lime, must always educate 
them so that they will not become degenerate, but live frugally. 

As lor our Party's attitude towards the problem ol unity 
in tho international communist movement, we. of course, must 
always work for unity with the Soviet Union, China and the 
other socialist countries and for strengthening (he unity of the 
socialist camp. 

But oven though we work to cement unity with the frater¬ 
nal countries, we can under no circumstances accept the demand 
to renounce the revolution and take lo revisionism We w.ll sup- 
purl the fraternal countries in whatever is right but Mill not 
follow them m whatever Is wrong. This is our Parly's attitude 
towards the problem of unity In the international communist 
movement which has been raised in connection with the struggle 
Ogalnst modern revisionism. 

As regards revisionism. I think you will have an op¬ 
portunity lor a more profound study of it in the future. So. I 
will not speak of it any more today. 

In conclusion. I once again gjnphasize that the whole Party, 
by strengthening its organizational and ideological work in 
accordance with the spirit of this plenary nuvting. should 
strive lo become a party which is militant and always dynamic, 
and lo train our Parly members to be indomitable r. v. ■liiticrary 
lighters capable of faithfully carrying out Parly assignment* 
under any difficult circumstances. 


ON THE IMMEDIATE TASKS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE'S 
REPUBLIC OF KOREA (Excerpt) 


Speech Delivered at tho First Session 
ol tho Third Supreme People's Assembly 

October 23. 1962 
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Comrades. 

The historic Fourth Congress ol the Workers' Parly of 
Korea summed up Iht shining victories of our people In the 
socialist revolution and in the construction of socialism and set 
the impressive goals of the Seven-Year Plan. 

By carrying out full-scale technical and cultural revolu¬ 
tions during the period of tire Seven-Year Plan, we will build 
the solid material and technical foundations of socialism and 
radically raise the people’s material and cultural standards. 

Today, socialist construction in our country has entered a 
new and higher stage. 

For the end of the Five-Year Plan period, our main task 
was to lay the foundations of socialism and to transform our 
backward agrarian country into an independent socialist in- 
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duslriol-ngricultural slate. To carry out this task we concentrat¬ 
ed all efforts on completing socialist transformation in town 
and countryside, laying the foundations for socialist industrial¬ 
ization, and substantially solving the problems of food, clothing 
and housing for the people. 

Our main task in the Seven-Year Plan period is to further 
accelerate socialist construction and turn our country into a 
socialist industrial state with a modern industry and developed 
agriculture. By thoroughly carrying out socialist industrializa¬ 
tion in this period, we will equip all branches of Ihe national 
economy with modern technology and reach the high level of 
development of the productive forces characteristic of an ad¬ 
vanced socialist society; wo should not only solve the problems 
of food, clothing uml housing for the people more satisfactorily, 
Imt enable everyone to live a rich and cultured life. 

If the period of the Five-Year Plan was the one in which 
Ihe great tree of socialism took deep root and its trunk grew 
strong, then we can call the Seven-Year Plan a period in which 
the tree will grow, blossom beautifully, and bear fine fruit. 

When the Seven-Year Plan is fulfilled, ill spheres of the 
new socialist life will really be in full flower. 

Our industry will develop in a diversified way and will 
be more fully equipped with new technology. Different kind* 
of machines, equipment and other means of production, as well 
as different high-quality consumer goods, will be produced in 
far greater quantities. As a result o! the technological mod¬ 
ernization of agriculture, we will achieve a decisive increase 
in (lie output of all farm produce, including grain and animal 
products, and free the peasants from backbreaking toil. 

We will build more beautiful towns and villages and all 
our people will live as well as other peoples. 

The construction of socialism in the northern half oi the 
Republic is in harmony with the vital interests of the people 
not just in Ihe north but in the entire nation. The fulfilment of 
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the Seven-Year Plan will strengthen the revolutionary base 
In the northern halt and make it invincible; il will open up a 
decisive phase in achieving the peaceful reunification ol our 
country. By fulfilling the Seven-Year Plan we shall also lay 
more solid material foundations for quickly rehabilitating Ihe 
south Korean economy and for radically improving the living 
conditions of the people there in the future. 

Thus, our Seven-Year Plan is an impressive programme 
for the construction of socialism in Ihe northern hall of the 
Republic. At the same time, it is a great national programme 
lor building a reunified, independent, rich and powerful Korea 
and for ensuring the future happiness of 30 million Koreans. 
This is why all the working people in the northern hall arc 
showing extraordinary revolutionary zeal and patriotic devo¬ 
tion (or the fulfilment ol this programme and why Ihe entire 
Korean people arc most interested in its realization. 

As was clearly outlined by our Party and the Government 
ol the Republic, in the first half of the Seven-Year Plan we will 
work hard to put flesh on the skeleton of heavy Industry, use 
It more effectively and. on this basis, speedily develop agri¬ 
culture and light industry and radically improve the people’s 
living conditions. In the second half of the plan we will put 
major emphasis on radically reinforcing the material and 
technical foundations of socialism by expanding centres of 
heavy industry and improving their technological equipment 
while continuing to better the people’s living conditions. 

We have already taken a big step forward towards the 
fulfilment of the first half of the Seven-Year Plan. Always 
responding faithfully to the call of the Party, our working 
people showed their unlimited creativity and talents In all 
fields ol socialist construction and successfully fulfilled the na¬ 
tional economic plan for 1961—the first year of the Seven-Year 
Plan—and are performing brilliant feats of labour in their 
struggle to reach this year's six heights. 
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Tlie national economic plan for this year has the six 
heights, as its main targets, a tremendous and difficult pro¬ 
gramme envisaging a high rate of growth in industrial and ag¬ 
ricultural production. 

Over two months still remain before the end of the year, 
but we can say with confidence that we have already won a 
decisive victory in the battle to conquer the six heights. 

Agriculture plays a very important part in economic con¬ 
struction tinder socialism. Only when we bring in good harvests 
will wo have enough to cat and will everything go well in the 
economic life of the country. The target of five million Ions of 
grain is the most important of this year's six heights. 

We struggled under totally adverse weather conditions to 
reach this height of production. This year our country was 
struck by a severe drought, followed by a long rainy spell that 
lasted more than three months and caused four big floods In 
addition, we suffered damage from frost, blight, harmful in¬ 
sects, and typhoons. Indeed, we might say this was the year in 
which our agriculture suffered the nature’s worst trials. 

But our socialist agriculture has successfully overcome 
these difficulties. Not only has this year's grain output not 
fallen compared to last year’s but we have reaped an unusual 
bumper harvest In the countryside. 

The fact that we have harvested successive bumper crops 
in recent years and, moreover, have done so again in a year 
like this one, proves that our agricultural production is not 
affected by varying weather or other chance factors but, in¬ 
stead, like industrial production, it grows soundly and steadily 
according to the lows of the development of socialist economy. 

This brilliant victory in agriculture represents a victory 
for our Party's agricultural policy—a victory of the Chongsan- 
ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method in the countryside. Above 
nil, this clearly shows the superiority of the socialist system of 
cooperative economy established in our rural areas. Ihe solid 
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material and technical feundations of our agriculture and, in 
particular. Ihe strength of the irrigation system, afforestation 
and water conservation facilities which have been built up by 
the supreme efforts of the Party, the state and the entire peo¬ 
ple This ha» also been made possible because our Party, im¬ 
bued with the Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan-ri method, has 
given precedence to political work and has actively conducted 
communist education among the peasants so that they display 
conscious enthusiasm ami devotion in their work. Our victory 
in agriculture has also been possible because our Parly has 
thoroughly put Into practice the line of providing n material 
stimulus to arouse Ihe enthusiasm ol the peasants lor produc¬ 
tion by correctly enforcing Ihe socialist principle of distribu¬ 
tion and introducing a bonus system lor the worktearns. 

In the course ol the light for Ihe height of live million tons 
of grain, we have strengthened the material and technical 
foundations of agriculture and furthered the progress of our 
farm technology. In Ihe countryside our tractor slock now totals 
15,000 in terms of 15 hp units and the level ol agricultural 
mechanization has continued to rise. This year the area under 
irrigation has been expanded by 30.000 ehongbo and the amount 
ol chemical fertilizer applied is 13 per cent higher than last 
year. 

Along with grain produdion, all other branches ol agri¬ 
culture such as industrial crops, stockbreeding, sericulture and 
fruit growing have shown a high growth rate. 

In light industry all efforts have been concentrated on Ibis 
year’s height ol 250 million melres of fabric. 

The rapid development of the textile industry for produc¬ 
ing good-quality fabrics in greater quantity is an important task 
to satisfactorily solve our people's clothing problem. Out to 
reach the textile production targe! scl bv Ihe Party the work¬ 
ers and technicians in the textile industry have already suc¬ 
cessfully surpassed the plan for the first half year and are 
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now rapidly increasing production in the second half. There is 
every indication that 250 million metres of fabric will ba 
turned out this year. This is an increase of over 30 per cent on 
last year’s figure and means that the percapita output of 
fabrics will reach approximately 25 metres. The proportion of 
high-quality fabrics has begun to rise gradually, and the rapid 
development of the clothing Industry has alleviated women’s 
work in the home and made it possible to supply the popula¬ 
tion with better clothes. 

This year, our centres of light industry have generally 
been expanded and strengthened. Expansion projects have been 
completed In the Clmngjln Chemical Fibre Mill and the Kilju 
Pulp Mill; the existing textile mills have been equipped with 
105.000 more spindles; construction projects like the llycsan 
Textile Mill, with 15,000 spindles, the Hycaan Paper Mill, with 
a production capacity of 20,000 tons, and other new light in¬ 
dustry factories have been successfully carried out. Mechaniza¬ 
tion has also been vigorously pushed forward in local industry 
and all of Its factories have bern better equipped. 

The Intensive exploitation of our country’s rich marine 
resources is of great importance for the Improvement of the 
people's standard of living. 

Thanks to the correct leadership of the Party, to large 
scale stnte Investment and the devoted labour of the workers 
In the fisheries, the material and technical foundations of the 
fishing industry were decisively reinforced in the postwar pe¬ 
riod. In 1961, the output of marine products reached 590.000 
tons. 

On the basis of these achievements, the Party and the 
Government set the impressive target of 800.000 tons of marine 
products this year and are working hard in this area. Bound¬ 
lessly inspired by the Party's policy, all our workers in the 
fishing industry are working heroically to complete this gi¬ 
gantic task and have already achieved great results. Needless 
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to say, there is no ground for us to gel complacent because the 
major fishing season- November and December—still lies ahead. 
We are. however, iirmiy convinced that in view of the results 
ilready achieved and with the present progress in production 
t e rising spirit ol the workers in the fishing industry, 
we shall be able to fly the Hag of victory, achieving our target 
of 800.000 tons oi marine products. 

The struggle to reach the height of homes for 200,000 fam¬ 
ilies is a glorious one because by reaching that target, we will 
improve the housing conditions of the working people and, 
especially, transform the appearance of our countryside by 
clearing away (lie mud huts which have been in existence for 
thousands of years. 

Our Fourth Party Congress set the huge task of building 
lorn houses for 600.000 families in urban as well ns in rural 
[areas during the period of the Seven-Year Plan. We set about 
carrying out this h.vk this year. Such an immense project for 
housing construction for the working people can be undertaken 
ily In our society where power and all the wealth ol the coun¬ 
try arc in the hands of the people and strong economic founda¬ 
tions have been laid. 

So far we have carried out housing construction on a large 
scale. But never before have we built as many houses ns we 
did this year, nor built dwellings in the countryside for 100.000 
families in a single year. Nonetheless, our construction workers 
arc successfully doing this difficult job with the active assist¬ 
ance oi the entire people Decisive results have already been 
tieved in the construction of rural housing, not to speak of 
>an housing; now we are in the final stage oi housing con¬ 
traction for 200.000 families. This year we will definitely build 
:rn houses for 100.000 families in (he cities and the same 
number in the countryside. 

This year heavy industry is confronted with the weighty 
task of reaching the heights of 1.2 million tons of steel and 15 
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million Ions ol coal; and of giving a powerful support to reach 
the remaining heights. On the whole our heavy industry has 
substantially completed its job. 

Workers and technicians in the iron and steel industry will 
also reach their target of 1.2 million tons of pig iron and gran¬ 
ulated iron and will produce l.l million tons of steel this year. 
This means that steel production will fall slightly short of the 
target, but a 29 per cent increase in production of pig iron and 
granulated iron and a more than 40 per cent increase in steel 
over Iasi year is a big achievement for one year. 

In the coal industry thorough measures were not taken a 
gainst flood damage, despite the fact that the Party has stressed 
their Importance time and again. As a result, pit' were wa¬ 
terlogged after heavy rains and work at the coal face and trails 
portatlon were greatly hindered. We thus fell short of the coal 
production large! by n considerable margin. Wc now expect that 
coni output will rise by some 10 per cent as against last year. 
However, if the personnel in this sector had carried out the 
Party's Instructions promptly and correctly, they would certain 
ly have been in a position to roach the height o( 15 million ions 
of coal. 

The elcctrlc-powcr. chemical and machine-building in¬ 
dustries have all achieved good results and production has 
sharply increased Our machine-building industry. In particular, 
has made an important contribution to speeding up the tech¬ 
nological reconstruction ol the national economy by supplying 
large quantities ol equipment needed for the mechanization of 
agriculture and fishing as well as metallurgical, chemical and 
electric-power equipment, and installations for the coal and 
other mines and for light industry. 

Heavy industry this year lies witnessed the construction of 
many new factories and shops such as the new medium-plate 
rolling shop in the Songjin Steel Plant with a production capac¬ 
ity of 80.000 tons, the drawn-steel-pipe shop of the Kangson 
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Steel Plant with a production capacity of 30.000 tons, the 
Nampo Smeltery nonierrous metal rolling shop with a capacity 
of 12,000 tons, the Pyongyang Electric Wire Factory with a ca¬ 
pacity of 12,000 tons, the Pongung Caustic Soda Factory with a 
capacity of 50,000 Ions, and the sulphuric acid shop with a ca¬ 
pacity of 45,000 tons in the Munpyong Smeltery, At the same 
time technical equipment has beer, improved, advanced produc¬ 
tion methods and technical process., have been introduced ex¬ 
tensively and productive capacity has been sharply raised in all 
heavy industry plants. 

Better equipped and strengthened in this way, our heavy 
industry is now more effective in serving the development ol 
light industry and agriculture and the Improvement of the peo¬ 
ple's living conditions. 

This year wc have waged a very intense struggle in rill areas 
of socialist construction. This has been a proud and glorious 
battle for boundless prosperity in our country and the happiness 
of our people, and in it wc have won a shining victory. 

Comrades, 

The tremendou- succc'ses in the first two years of the Sev¬ 
en-Year Plan open up bright prospects (or the radical improve¬ 
ment ol the people's living conditions in three or four yours. To 
turn these prospects into reality, we must determinedly con¬ 
tinue Ihe struggle In 1963 and l%4. 

The basic task of the national economic plan for 1963 Is 
simultaneously to consolidate the gains made this year in scaling 
the six heights, and to make preparations for even higher goals. 
In the following year we shall also direct our efforts to the 
development oi agriculture and light industry and, in the field 
of heavy industry, we will reequip and reinforce all our fac¬ 
tories and do everything in our power to develop Ihe mining 
industry. At the same time, in the light of ever-increasing ag¬ 
gressive machinations by the US imperialists entrenched in 
south Korea, and the military fascist clique, the Party and the 
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Government will pay close attention to further fortifying our 
national defences. 

The radical development of (he mining industry is an im¬ 
portant task for heavy industry next year. Mining is the pri¬ 
mary process in production and. for that reason, unless wc give 
Priority to this industry we can hardly develop the other sectors 
of the national economy at a normal rate. 

Ihe Party and the Government, while continuing to develop 
the processing industry, will concentrate investments in mining 
during 1963 and 1961. so us to strengthen the material and tech¬ 
nical basis of flic oie and coal mines, and see to it that the 
growing requirements of flic national economy for various 
kinds of ores and coal are fully satisfied. 

'rile great historic task we are now engaged in calls for 
the extensive exploitation and use of our country's abundant 
mineral resources. In the coal industry wc must definitely 
reach the height of 15 million Ions of coal next year and con¬ 
tinue to increase output in the future. The ore mining industry 
should supply enough ore to the iron and sleel industry and also 
Increase the output of various nonforrous and rare metal ores 
and nonmetnl minerals It is particularly necessary to step up 
the extensive exploitation, refining and processing of nonferrous 
metal ores such as copper, lead, zinc and nickel and raw ma¬ 
terials for alloys and to expand both variety and output of steel 
ami alloys. Only in this way can we fully prepare fo: a new 
upsurge in the development o( heavy industry. 

To develop the mining industry, we should give priority to 
geological prospecting. The ranks ol prospecting workers and 
the technical equipment in this field should be further rein¬ 
forced so as to expand tins work and do it more thoroughly. 

Wc must also continue to make large investments in the 
power industry and speed up the construction of the Kanggye 
Power Station, the Unbong Power Station, and the Pyongyang 
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Thermal Power Plant, all oi which arc already under construe- 
lion, thus guaranteeing their going into operation on schedule 

Further development of the machine-building industry is 
an important task throughout the whole period of the Seven- 
Year Plan. Within the next year or two. rapid progress is ex¬ 
pected, particularly in the manufacture of large-scale ma¬ 
chinery. which is still lagging behind. We should expand the 
large-scale machinery plants we now have, operate them at full 
capacity, and build mere new factories to be able lo provide 
enough equipment for the power stations, coal mines, ore mines 
and Other big plants. Wc should also improve the utilization of 
equipment to the utmost and organize production rationally in 
all the machine-building factories so thut they may supply the 
national economy with more machinery and equipment. 

Although the bases of our heavy Indut try h iv« been much 
more consolidated in the last couple ol years, they hove not yet 
been fully equipped. Therefore, wc should energetically con¬ 
tinue lo push ahead with the work of pulling flesh on the skele¬ 
ton of heavy industry. 

All heavy industry plants should be better equipped, and 
a strict system ol inspection and maintenance ol the equipment 
should be established, and the necessary auxiliary equipment 
and other conditions must be fully guaranteed, thereby sta¬ 
bilizing production completely. Moreover, wc must boldly and 
positively introduce the achievements ol science and technology 
into production, stepping up the mechanization and automation 
of production processes by bringing into play all our potential 
resources, and the movement ior technical innovation should 
be more widely developed. 

In the Held of technology we should pay particular atten¬ 
tion to the manufacture of substitutes for those materials and 
raw materials not available in our country. Wc should do every¬ 
thing possible in the iron and steel industry to make wide use 
of ferro-coke and pellets and to raise the standard of iron ore 
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so as lo increase iron production while, at the same time, sub¬ 
stantially reducing the consumption of coking coal. Measures 
should also be taken to introduce the extensive application of 
the oxygen-blast method in the process of manufacturing iron 
and steel and to put gasification of coal into practice. 

The main task of light industry next year is to maintain 
production levels, consolidating this year’s height of 250 million 
metres ol fabric, and to provide all conditions for the production 
ol 300 million metres in 19G-I At the same time, we must im¬ 
prove Ihe quality of daily necessities and foodstuffs and expand 
their variety, markedly increasing their output. 

To accomplish this task we should, above all, strengthen the 
row material bases for light industry and markedly increase 
the production capacity ol light industry factories 

We must fully normalize the operation of the February 8 
Vlnaloit Factory, the Chongjln Chemical Fibre Mill, nnd the 
llyesan Textile Mill, nnd Increase production in all other branch¬ 
es which supply raw materials to light industry. Textile mills 
and all othor light Industry factories should make rational use 
of floor space to install more machinery, improve Ihclr equip¬ 
ment, and raise the workers’ technical and «ki!l levels to boost 
production at n steady rate. 

More than 2.000 locally-run factories in our cities and coun¬ 
ties have enormous possibilities for a rapid increase In the pro¬ 
duction of consumer goods for the people. It is planned that in 
1904 local Industry alone will turn nut 100 million metres of 
fabric and 40,000 to 00,000 Ions of paper, and that within each 
locality, the considerable local demands for daily necessities and 
processed food, as well as soy sauce, bean paste and vegetable 
oil will be met. It will be possible to realize this plan when wc 
have developed local industry to a hiRher stage by carrying 
through the tasks laid down at the Changsong Joint Conference 
of Local Party and Economic Functionaries. 

Dynamic acceleration of technical reconstruction is most 


important for the rapid development of local industry. Locally- 
run factories must get rid of backward artisan technology, in¬ 
troduce mechanization and semi-automation into all production 
irocesses, and steadily improve the workers' technical knowl¬ 
edge and skills. 

We should consolidate raw material bases for local industry 
so that most of the necessary raw materials can be obtained in 
local areas; we should pay close attention to improving factory 
management and promoting general production culture. 

In this way all of our locally-run factories will he made 
attractive, modern and efficient; they will be equipped with new 
technology, manufacture various consumer Roods mainly from 
local raw materials and greatly benefit the state and the people. 

In agriculture next year wc should concentrate our efforts 
on IncreasiriR the rice output and thus improve the proportion 
of better grain in total production. 

We arc now supplying enough food for the entire popula¬ 
tion and even have a certain amount of grain in reserve. But we 
cannot rest content with this. Wc must supply not only enough 
hut also better-quality food to the working people and thus im¬ 
prove their standard of living. 

Our Parly and Government have initiated Ihe huge task 
of increasing the rice output lo more than three million tons 
within tiie next few years so that all the people in the northern 
half can live on rice. This is really a splendid progrumme which 
gladdens everybody. It is one that we can surely fulfil. 

To secure a higher output of grain, especially rice, it is 
necessary to continue projects for transforming nature. 

The stale will concentrate efforts on speeding up tile con¬ 
struction of the large-scale Amnok-gang River irrigation net¬ 
work which will water about 90.000 e/iongi>o oi fields. In the 
future the state will undertake a big irrigation project along the 
Rvcsong-gang River to bring under irrigation over 100,000 
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chongbo of rice paddies and dry fields in North and South 
Hwanghae Provinces. It is also necessary to use the existing ir¬ 
rigation facilities to greater advantage, carry on the construction 
of medium and small irrigation projects, and energetically push 
ahead with the reclamation oi land from the sea along the west 
coast. Especially, the reclaimed land is yielding good results: 
more than 4,000 chongbo reclaimed Iasi year have already given 
us on average of over three tons of rice per chongbo this year. 
There is no doubt that as the dimity oi these paddyfields goes 
down, Hu output of crops will grow. This is very line and we 
should continue Ibis work. 

rtlng now, v. I ig 1964. expand the area 

of paddyfields by over 60.000 chongbo, making a lolal of tiOO.OOO 
chongbo under rice cultivation in 1964. 

Along with irrigation, land conservation work must be done 
properly. Drawing on the experience of tins year we should 
regularly and carefully conserve not only big rivers but also 
small ones and. where necessary, undertake Improvement pro¬ 
jects. \Ve should continue to energetically do forest and water 
conservation work -to plant and tend forests properly, build 
nil river embankments on solid foundations and dredge river 
beds—so I ha! floods bigger than this year's will not cause us 
damage. 

In agriculture, it la necessary to step up mechanization and 
chemicalization, continue to Improve ins. and develop 

all sorts of new farming techniques. During 1963, the state will 
also supply the rural areas with many tractors, lorries, and 
other modern farm machinery of various types. Next year, 
700,000 tons of chemical fertilizers will be applied, and Ibe 
supply oi different chemicals for agriculture and weed killers 
will increase considerably. 

In Ibis way when we plant rice on 600,000 chongbo of pad¬ 
dyfields, expand the double-cropping area, and steadily improve 
farming technique to increase the per -chongbo yield of all kinds 
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of crops, we shall be able to continue harvesting more than five 
million tons of grain annually; of this, rice output will undoubt- 
cdly hit the three million-ton mark. 

With the food problem being fully solved, new possibilities 
are opening up for the rapid development of stockbreeding. 

f rom 1964 onwards the Party and the Government plan to 
set aside large quantities of grain for animal fodder. Anticipat¬ 
ing a sharp increase in the supply of fodder grain, wc should 
start from now lo build up Hie foundations of our stockbreeding 
'•curing Ing animals and increasing (lielr 

number and by improving and expanding stalls and veterinary 
and anti-epizootic establishments. We should not only breed 
pasture animals but also pigs and ducks on a large scale lo bring 
meat production up lo 200.000 Ions by 1905. 

We should expand the areas planted with different types of 
oil-bearing plants and fibre crops such as flax, hemp and ramie 
aons to increase their output and further develop fruit growing 
and sericulture. 

While developing industry and agriculture, we must push 
ahead with housing cons:ruction for the working people. In the 
future, too. our construction workers must btilld a greater num¬ 
ber of modern bouses which arc more comfortable, attractive 
and functional for the working people in urban and rural areas. 

By successfully carrying oul all these tasks, in three lo four 
yea:s wc should he able to radically improve the living condi¬ 
tion.- of the people and consolidate the economic foundations of 
the country. 

There will be a new. great change In the material and cul¬ 
tural life of our people three to four years Inter. By then we 
shall be producing three million tons of rice, 200.000 Ions of 
meal, and 300 million metres of fabric; and new modern houses 
for hundreds of thousaiios oi families w II have gone up in town 
and country. This will enable all of our people lo lead a life of 
plenty—lo live in tile-rookd ileuses, eat rice and meat, and wear 
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silk clothes. This means that within our time, the long-cherished 
desire of the working people oi our country will be accom¬ 
plished. This, indeed, will be a very happy and proud thing. 

Moreover, in the near iuture, the compulsory nine-year 
technical education which we have been preparing lor will 
be introduced universally. Its enforcement will enable us !o 
bring “P ll,e whole younger generation as competent builders 
of socialism and communism, wilh a knowledge of advanced 
science and technology. Wilh the continued rapid expansion ol 
higher education as well as ihe enforcement ol compulsory tech¬ 
nical education, Ihe total number of technicians and specialists 
will exceed 400,000 In two or three years. Thus, shop managers 
and oth«r big Ira* In nil our factories and enterprise* will, 
without exception, be qualified engineers and specialists, or as¬ 
sistant engineers and Junior specialists. 

This bright prospect is a source of great excitement for all 
Ihe working people of our country, inspiring them more power¬ 
fully In their heroic labour effort. Solidly united around Ihe 
Party and the Government, our working people arc now march 
ing confidently towards now victories with greater hope and 
courage and with the clear prospect of a bright future Through 
their heroic struggle our people, under the leadership oi llic 
Party, are sure to fulfil Ihe Seven-Year Plan triumphantly. 

In order lo successfully carry out the enormous tasks con¬ 
fronting us in socialist construction, we must further enhance 
Ihe role and function of the stale bodies as a weapon in the con- 
struction of socialism and continue lo Improve the management 
and guidance of Ihe national economy. 

Our Party and Government have taken a series of important 
measures to reorganize the work of the stale and economic 
bodies as well as to raise the level of leadership o: their func¬ 
tionaries in keeping with new. changed conditions. With these 
measures they Have achieved great successes and accumulated 
valuable experiences in this field. 
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In particular, there has been a great change in the work 
the state and economic bodies in the course of generalizing 
the guidance experience gained in Chongsan-ri. Revolutionary 
hods oi work have been established; leadership lias been 
ought closer to the lower bodies and higher bodies help those 
low them; in addition, functionaries go deeply among the 
ssos to educate, remould, and rally them round and solve all 
iroblems by giving full play to their enthusiasm and creativity. 

In order to establish the Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsun- 
n method more thoroughly in the guidance and management ol 
the national economy, wc took new, radical measures this year 
to reorganize the structure ol factory management and to estab¬ 
lish the county cooperatives farm management committees and 
llic provincial iural economy committees. 

Although it is not long since their establishment, the new 
systems ol management in industry and agriculture are already 
fully showing their superiority. 

The reorganization of the fnctory management structure 
made it possible both to manage factories under the collective 
leadership ol Party committees and to decisively strengthen llic 
leadership and supervision of Party bodies over Industry and 
improve the Party's political work among the working class. The 
leading cadres of the laclories arc now Irccd from petty tasks 
and thus able lo make much effort lo give technical guidance 
to production and go deeper among the masses lo do bet¬ 
ter work with them; all this is due to the establishment of 
a clear division of responsibilities and assIgninenls among Ihe 
different sections oi the factory, Ihe improvement oi leadership 
and assistance by the ministries and management bureaus lo 
factories, and Ihe introduction of a new system in which higher 
units deliver equipment, materials and consumer goods to the 
lower. 

in agriculture wc have set up the county cooperative farm 
management committees, putting at their disposal agronomists 
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and bringing under them those state enterprises serving agri¬ 
culture, such as farm machine stations, local farm implement 
factories, and irrigation administration offices. Thus it became 
possible to direct agriculture more effectively—not by the ad¬ 
ministrative method, as in the past, but by the industrial 
method of management—and more vigorously promote the 
development of the productive forces of agriculture, in partic¬ 
ular, the rural technical revolution. In addition, by radically 
Improving and strengthening the leadership and the materia! 
and technical assistance given by the state to the cooperative 
farms, we have further enhanced the leading role of state 
ownership over cooperative ownership, This has also strength¬ 
ened the production links between town and country and be¬ 
tween Industry and agriculture and has consolidated the worker- 
peasant alliance, enhancing the loading role of the working 
class hi that alliance. 

Specialized bodies set up for directing agriculture in the 
rural areas are also having a very positive Influence on the 
work of the local people’s committees. Provincial, city, and 
county people’s committees arc now able to give yrr.it atten¬ 
tion to commerce, construction, education, culture and public 
health and, consequently, to give better leadership to the work 
in these fields. 

We can say with conviction that these management sys¬ 
tems in industry and agriculture initiated by our Party are 
excellent new forms of managing a socialist economy, forms 
which arc in full harmony with the prim pies of Marxism- 
Leninism and the actual conditions of our country. 

The question now is to improve our officials’ work methods 
and decisively promote their level of leadership on the strength 
of the superiority of the existing management systems. The 
work methods of our functionaries have not yet been complete¬ 
ly changed to conform with the new' management systems and 
their guidance still fails to keep pace with the high revolu- 
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tlcnary enthusiasm of the masses. These shortcomings should 
be eliminated as soon as possible. 

We must first strengthen political work, and in this way 
Steadily heighten the ideological consciousness oi the masses 
and inspire them to participate voluntarily ill carrying out 
the rexolutionary (asks We must continue to hold firm to the 
principle—to give priority to political work in all fields mid 
give a vigorous communist education to the working people 
In combination with education in the Party’s policies and, at Ihe 
same time, lo correctly link this with practical and administra¬ 
tive work as well as with the work of ensuring the material 
and technical conditions. 

Along with this, we should bring leadership closer to the 
lower units and Improve its methods. The important thing In 
leadership is to establish more thoroughly the revolutionary 
work method—the method of relying on the masses—and the 
work system of giving real assistance to the lower units. 

It is the workers and peasants who are directly engaged 
In production and construction. They know better than anyone 
else the state of affairs in their work places and can suggest 
more now idea; Ihcrefore. our lending functionaries should 
Always go <1 ong the masses where they work to consult 

with them, listen to their opinion-, use their knowledge lo find 
s- lutions to problems, and mobilize them to carry out all the 
tasks which the revolution faces. 

The precise aim of giving guidance to Ihe lower units Is 
to help Ihe workers there to correct their shortcomings and 
get good results in their work. When going down to the low’cr 
units, leading functionaries should not dictate to the workers 
nor order them about but should give them pructical assistance 
by kindly teaching them and working with them to solve their 
difficult problems, so that they can do their work well. 

Thus fully practising the Chongsan-ri spirit and Chongsan- 
ri method in all fields, we should make skilful use of the high 
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revolutionary enthusiasm ol the masses and mobilize the un¬ 
used reserves and potential o( our national economy to the 
maximum. 

The unlimited creativity and talent o( our working people 
are a decisive guarantee for the success of the great programme 
of socialist construction. 

We should expand and strengthen the Chollima Workteam 
Movement among the working people and educate and remould 
all ol them in communist Ideas, so as to unite them more close¬ 
ly around the Party and Rive free rein to their revolutionary 
zeal and creative ability. In this way we will continue to bring 
about innovations and rapid progress in all Helds of socialist 
construction. 

All our cadres and other working people should build up 
more firmly the revolutionary spirit of opposing immorality 
and laziness, living a modest life, never letting down their 
guard and valiantly surmounting every difficulty with a rev¬ 
olutionary spirit ol self-reliance. 

As Communists lighting for the revolution, we must al¬ 
ways have a spirit of self-reliance. Otherwise, wc would lose 
confidence in our own strength and make no serious effort to 
develop the Internal resources of our country, thus failing to 
accomplish the cause ol the revolution. 

Of course, we shall continue to need help and support 
from the fraternal peoples of the socialist countries and from 
all the progressive people ol the world; that is important to 
guarantee our victory. But it is not a revolutionary's attitude 
to just seek aid from foreign countries instead of exerting 
himself. With this kind of altitude, we could not accomplish the 
revolution. The decisive factor in the victory of our revolu¬ 
tion lies in our own strength. Wc must build a new society 
in our country and achieve the linal victory of the Korean 
revolution mainly through our own efforts. This conforms to 
the principles of proletarian internationalism, and will con¬ 
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tribute to the development of the international revolutionary 
movement. 

In building a socialist economy, we should also be firm 
in our adherence to the principle of self-reliance and move 
towards the building of more solid foundations for an inde¬ 
pendent national economy, promoting economic and cultural 
cooperation with the fraternal countries on this basis. 

Building an independent national economy means building 
a diversified economy, equipping it with up-to-date technology 
and creating our own solid bases of raw materials, thereby 
building up an all-cmlirncing economic system in which every 
branch of the economy is structurally interrelated, so ns to 
produce don., rlcally most of the products of heavy nnd light 
Industry and the agricultural produce needed to make the 
country wealthy and powerful and to improve the people's 
living conditions. 

Only by building the economy in this way can we utilize 
all our country’s natural resources in the most rational and 
comprehensive way, rapidly develop the productive forces, 
steadily raise the living standards of the people and further 
increase the political and economic strength of the country. 
And only by building an independent national economy can 
we meet each other's economic needs with fraternal countries, 
ensure more effective mutual cooperation and division of la¬ 
bour with them on the principles of proletarian international¬ 
ism and of complete equality and mutual benefit, and contrib¬ 
ute to the strengthening of the power of the entire socialist camp. 

Under the leadership of our Party our people have built 
the foundations ol an independent national economy through 
hard-fought battles. As a result, we have not only strengthened 
the economic power of the country and raised our standard 
of living still higher, but have also been able lo promote greater 
mutual cooperation with the fraternal countries and to con¬

This is our due repayment to the peoples of the 
fraternal countries for their active support and assistance, and 
it is our important contribution to strengthening the power of 
the entire socialist camp.

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ON IMPROVING INSTRUCTION AND EDUCATION 
AT UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES (Excerpt) 


Concluding Speech at the Mooting ol 
the Heads ol Departments of the Central 
Committee ot the Workers’ Party ol Korea 

April 18. 1963 


This time we heard the work report of the University’s 

I Party Committee, great successes have been achieved in the 
work of tire University. 

The University has trained a large number of Korean 
cadres, and this is a great achievement, of course. However, 
what is more important is that solid foundations have been 
laid for training technicians, specialists and scientists at our 
universities and colleges with their own efforts. This is a most 
precious asset that cannot be bartered for anything. 

Especially conspicuous among the successes gained in the 
University's work is that the Party ideological system has been 
established among the (acuity members and students and that 
J.iche has been built up in instruction and education. They arc 
now armed with our Party’s ideology and the instruction and 
education is conducted basically in the direction as requited 
by the Party. It is true that there still remains a certain amount 
ot flunkeyism in the minds of some people. However, we can 
say that the tendencies of national nihilism are basically non- 
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existent; they are the tendencies to look up to others and think 
that only they are capable of training technicians and special¬ 
ists equipped with advanced science and technology. More¬ 
over, unlike former days, the students, as well as the teachers, 
are now able to immediately distinguish right from wrong when 
someone gives lecture contrary to the Juche idea. All this is 
good. 

Although the University has achieved groat successes in 
its work, it still has quite a few shortcomings But they are the 
shortcomings revealed on Ihc road of advancement and. they 
do not Imply that the University’s work has retrogressed or 
that they are doing a worse Job than before. For example. Ihc 
poor qualifications of the teachers have been keenly discussed 
this time. This does not mean that the qualitative composition 
of the university professors is worse than before; it means that 
their scientific and theoretical level is low in vi-w of the r«- 
qulrcrncnls of the quickly developing reality. With the speedy 
expansion of the University, many young teachers line l*oen 
appointed. However, the present scientific and thoorctic.il level 
of the teaching staff os a whole Is incomparably higher than 
right after the armistice, not to mention the early days ol the 
University. The defects revealed in the work of the Party com¬ 
mittee ami the educational administration of the University, as 
well 8$ in the supply service and accounting arc minor ones 
They ore caused mainly by the leadership personnel oi the 
University who did not pay due attention to Ihc'c problem* 
because of their failure to have a clear understanding of the 
Party's requirements or worked in a slipshod manner They 
can be easily corrected. We must quickly rectify these shortcom¬ 
ings, put the University’s work system to rights and further 
improve instruction and education to meet the demands oi our 
revolution.

2. ON STRENGTHENING EDUCATIONAL 
ADMINISTRATION AT UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES 


The basic task ol universities and colleges is to educate 
the students, and educational administration is the most im¬ 
portant of all their work. 

In a nutshell, educational administration means directing 
and supervising educational work so that ii is sure to go 
through pedagogical processes necessary to train revolutionary 
Intellectuals. 

Just as production needs technological processes, so edu¬ 
cation should pass definite pedagogical processes. If In a fac¬ 
tory products do not go through adequate technological pro¬ 
cesses there will be rejects. The same is the case with educa¬ 
tion II universities Ignore the essential pcdugogical processes, 
they cannot develop cadres ns required by the Party. Funda- 

f mentally speaking, there is no difference between production 
and education in that both need necessary processes. We must 
not conduct education in n random way, ignoring pedagogy. 
In most cases, however, the institutes of higher learning are 
now conducting educational work in a haphazard way, accord¬ 
ing to worn-out conventions and experiences, instead of basing 
this work on a strictly scientific system. Today one of the most 
urgent problems in putting educational work on the right track 
is to establish a scientific system of guidance so that the train¬ 
ing of personnel at universities will definitively go through a 
necessary pedagogical course. 

The educational administration stalls of institutes of higher 
learning must direct and supervise the whole course of uni¬ 
versity education—from the enrolment and selection of the stu- 



dents to their launching inlp the world after graduation—so 
that it meets the requirements of socialist pedagogy. The main 
content of cducalion.il administration is this: to prepare proper 
education programmes consisting of curricula and teaching out¬ 
lines and to direct and supervise the teachers to prepare them¬ 
selves well for leaching and conduct it satisfactorily in different 
forms, so that the knowledge of science and technology en¬ 
visaged in the education programmes is accurately imparted 
to the students and completely mastered by them 

The execution of the education programme involves pre¬ 
paring for and giving Instruction, mastering what is taught 
and examining how much it Is understood 

Teaching preparation is something like technical outfitting 
at n factory, whether it is well done or not is one of the funda¬ 
mental laclors decisive lo the success of education. Therefore, 
the university administration must firsl direct and supervise 
thu teachers lo make lull preparations for lectures. 

The administration must check their lecture plans The plans 
must first be discussed through the model or demonstration 
lectures and perfected before being delivered to the students 

In the army the model Icclurc is first organized for com¬ 
manders More they go down to train their men. For example, 
lectures are held lor company commanders, where they are asked 
lo answer theoretical problems, draw maps and make actual 
movements. Then they are made tc prepare lecture plans to 
train their soldiers. 

In I he institutes ol higher learning they must also fre¬ 
quently organize model and demonstration lectures for the 
teachers, and all the more so when teaching a new subject and 
lecturing on problems which have newly arisen. Some comrades 
assert that teachers have not enough time to do so. This is 
untenable. A university teacher is supposed to deliver 1.000 
hours oi lectures a year, so he has plenty of time to organize 
model and demonstration leclurcs. These lectures afford pre- 
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cious opportunities for the teachers to raise their qualities, so 
all the teachers including Ihose newly appointed must attend 
them. 

While properly preparing Ihc teachers for instruction, the 
educational administration staffs must ensure appropriate guid¬ 
ance and supervision for them to conduct their instruction reg¬ 
ularly. 

The supervision of Ihe teachers’ instruction Is indispensable 
If there is no supervision, we cannot find out whether they 
write lecture plans for themselves or simply copy others’, wheth¬ 
er they imparl necessary knowledge lo the students and whether 
they lecture in Ihc set lime. 

The educational administrations ol universities and col¬ 
leges should guide and supervise not only lectures but nil other 
forms ol Instruction, -o that they will he conducted without any 
deviation. 

At the institute the lecture is the most important form ol 
teaching. This is true. But we cannot achieve the objectives 


of education through the lecture alone. Only when you not only 
Imbue the students with a definite knowledge but also have 
tlu -11 master it and apply their acquired knowledge in pine 
tice. c-<n it he said that university education has obtained its 
aims. Therefore, all forms of instructions scheduled In Ihe cur¬ 
riculum leclurcs, class discussions, experimental training and 
the presentation ol theses—must he correctly executed 

However, in many cases class discussions and experimental 
training are neglected at universities and colleges. They 
only organize lectures, thinking that they may or may not carry 
out other forms ol instruction. This is fundamentally wrong. 

The qualiiicalions of the cadres trained at our institutes 
of higher learning arc low. Some functionaries graduated from 
the faculties oi social sciences cannot even write a brief thesis 
or a lecture plan well and make a proper speech before the 
audience. The main reason is that in their school days they 
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did not have enough opportunity to train themselves in prac¬ 
tice and that the instructional work to help the students con¬ 
solidate their acquired knowledge was not done properly. The 
leadership personnel in universities and colleges must eliminate 
their erroneous inclinations to attach importance only to lectures 
while neglecting all the other iorms of instruction, and must 
make sure that every form of teaching is adequately conducted. 

Another important aspect of educational administration is 
to correctly check and appraise how much the students have 
grasped what they were taught. At present examination is the 
basic means employed at universities and colleges to find out 
their understanding and their academic attainments arc ap¬ 
praised only by the exam marks. NVc must admit that this 
method o( appraisal is quite formalistic. To pass examinations 
they learn by hear! In a few days* time what they were taught 
in classes, so they forget It after some time. The educational 
administrations must make It a rule to check closely, through 
diverse methods, how much the students have digested what 
they wore taught during their school days, whether they are 
armed with the Party’s Ideology, whether they have a revolu¬ 
tionary world outlook and whether or not they are prepared 
to apply hi practice the theories, knowledge and techniques they 
acquired at universities and colleges. The students' attainments 
must not he appraised only by exam marks. An overall ap¬ 
praisal should be made on the basis of their attitudes towards 
the class discussion and experimental training, their theses on 
study subjects and their social and political activities. 

II is also important to tighten discipline in university edu¬ 
cation. At present discipline is lacking in the execution of school 
curricula, and this is a serious defect. I was told that some¬ 
times they do not even have a clear-cut plan to carry out the 
curricula and. what is more, that because the timetable is 
changed at random, the students do not know what subjects 
they are going to study the next day and cannot make proper 
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preparations. These undisciplined practices must be thoroughly 
eliminated from educational administration. Just as it is a legal 
task to carry out the state plans at factories and enterprises, 
so the education programmes must be implemented at the insti¬ 
tutes without fail as a legal task. A strict discipline must be 
established so that the universities will scrupulously carry out 
the curricula approved by the ministry and decided on by the 
university Party committees and that no one will alter them 
at will. 

Improving teaching methods is ol great importance In 
achieving the objectives of education Therefore, the university 
administrations must show deep concern for this matter. 

In the report and debate you ha\c dealt with the heuristic 
method of lecturing and other matters to Improve teaching 
methods. This is good The heuristic method should be applied 
to every subject and. especially, visual aids should be widely 
used for lecture*. Teaching through visuul stimulus is conducted 
well at military schools They arc using plenty ol moving visual 
aids. For instance, tanks and communication devices are dis¬ 
mantled so that you can even see their Inner structure. At the 
Institutes of higher learning too. they must deliver vivid lectures 
by using various visual aids. As for machines and equip, 
inent. arrangements should be made to enable the students to 
sec not only their exterior but their Interior as well. 

Along with lectures, we must see to it that they properly 
organize class discussions. The discussion is a major leaching 
form to consolidate the knowledge the students obtained at 
lectures and raise their academic level. We must interest the 
students in the discussion. It is said that the students are not 
interested in it now. There are two reasons for this. Ono Is 
that the discussion is not so profitable because of the insuffi’ 
dent preparations on the part oi the teachers; and the other is 
that the teachers are just as fastidious as if giving exams. In 
the discussion they should let the students express their views 
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freely ami take an active part in the debate, and they should 
prepare themselves well and dig into one problem after another, 
skilfully leading the debate. Then the discussion will be quite 
interesting and the students will learn a lot. They will not 
dislike the discussion but want it to be held more often 

They must organize supplementary lectures and scientific 
lectures in order to assist the students in their studies and. 
especially, must hold many seminars. It Is a good idea to have 
many students make speeches in turn at the seminar. If the 
students prepare themselves well with the help of the teachers, 
it will be helpful not only to increasing their academic abilities 
but also making other students zealous for their studies. It 
must he made obligatory lor all the students to participate in 
the seminar. In (his way, through different media, we must in¬ 
terest the students In studies, encourage them to read .1 lot ol 
books and lead them to take enterprising and serious attitudes 
in scientific researches, 

Increasing teachers’ qualifications Is another important 
uspcct of educational administration 

Guaranteeing proper teaching well as the high ideologi¬ 
cal content of education at universities depends mainly on the 
improvement of the teachers' qualifications. If they arc to give 
heuristic lectures and properly lead the students’ class discus¬ 
sions, the teachers must raise their scientific and theoretical 
level. Only then can they give good lectures. Otherwise, they 
cannot have their lectures easily understood. 

At present our institutes of higher learning do not have 
many teachers who have academic degrees of doctors, masters 
and so on. Generally speaking, the scientific and theoretical level 
of the teachers in the realms of both social and natural scienc¬ 
es is not so high. The University, a huge collective of intel¬ 
lectuals, should have produced many theses elaborating on the 
achievements scored by our Party in the revolution and con¬ 
struction. but it has failed to do so. This single fact is enough 
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to show that our university teachers’ scientific and theoretical 
level is low. 

As I stressed at the conference of scientists and techni¬ 
cians held sometime ago. our scientific and theoretical level 
Is not yet high on the whole; we have no ground whatsoever 
to be scli-complacent. Wc must exert strenuous efforts to rapid¬ 
ly elevate our scientific and theoretical standards. Universities 
and colleges must take active measures to improve their teach¬ 
ers’ scientific and theoretical qualifications. 

We must not leave the work of raising tin- teachers' qualifi¬ 
cations to themselves. As our experience shows, there arc not 
many people who study hard voluntarily. Even the cadres do 
not study hard under various pretexts, if they urc not strictly 
supervised We do not think all university teachers are fond 
of study ing. I here r ay be some who arc reluctant to study. 
Tlicrcforc, wc must establish a strong discipline of study among 
them, instead ot leaving this work to themselves. 

University teachers have been allowed to stay at home to 
study, absenting themselves from schools. This is wrong. We 
cannot say their houses arc provided with ample condilions 
for studies. Moreover, we cannot check whether they study nt 
home or not. We must c tablish a strict discipline to have them 
show up at schools every day; they must study ot the libraries. 

Some scientists and university teachers claim that they 
have not enough time to study because there are too many 
meetings, campaigns and business trips. They should not be 
randomly mobilized for other work and should be provided 
with sufficient time for study. This is true. But their claim that 
they have no time to study is a mere excuse. A diligent mail 
studies at every spare moment. Moreover, it is not that the 
scientists and university teachers have no time for study. The 
question is. they do not study on the plea of having no time. 

We must establish a strong habit of study among them 
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and quickly Uplift our general scientific and theoretical level 
to the advanced standards. 


The university administrations should frequently organize 
model and demonstration lectures and conduct seminars and 
Varied other activities to enhance the teachers’ scientific and 
theoretical level. 


In addition, we must provide them with better conditions 
for raising their scientific and theoretical level. 

The Party Central Committee and the ministries should 
show concern for this matter and take measures to publish many 
more hooks for teachers and scientists At present we are unable 
to print many books because of the shortage of paper. We must 
strive to produce more paper. And if we still do lack il. wc 
must even cut down the circulation of newspapers to a certain 
extent, in order to publish enough books on science and tech¬ 
nology. We must also purchase many such books from abroad. 
We should set up a translations publishing house to translate 
and publish large quantities ol foreign scientific and technical 
books. It is also necessary to pul out a journal of translations 
on natural sciences. And we had bolter supply the University 
with printing equipment so that it may print all the books it 
needs. 

In order lo speedily acquire advanced science and tech¬ 
nology, it is also necessary lor the teachers and students to 
raise their proficiency in foreign languages In the past all the 
institutes of higher learning and schools of different levels in 
common education only taught Russian. To quickly acquire ad¬ 
vanced science and technology we must master many foreign 
languages. From now not only Russian but mainly English 
mid French must be taught in the field ol common education 
and at universities and colleges. It is also necessary to teach 
Spanish. German, Chinese and Japanese. 

Universities must be provided with better conditions for 


experiments and training. We must not be stingy of experi¬ 
mental apparatuses and equipment for them. We cannot train 
fine intellectuals and develop our science and technology with¬ 
out spending money. Military schools have planes, tanks and 
different artilleries lor educational purposes, So It is out ot 
the question to equip each institute with a few machine tools. 
As for what universities and colleges require for cducaiional 
purposes, we must be liberal and give them everything. And 
since we have not enough experimental apparatuses and equip¬ 
ment. it is a good idea for several institutes to pool their lab¬ 
oratories. Ad the apparatuses owned by the Academy of Scienc¬ 
es must be made available for university teachers mid students. 

In order to reinforce the teaching stalls of the University 
I think it necessary to assign capable scholars to It. Wc must 
recall some scholars from the Academy of Sciences lo make up 
the university teachers and let (hern engage in their scientific 
researches while teaching at the University. Also, scholars In 
the Academy of Sciences should be made to give lectures ut 
the University. 

The central task for educational administration is lo ensure 
the ideology of education. In a nutshell, this means establishing 
Juehc in education. 

University cduc.ilion is aimed at training revolutionary 
intellectuals ot the working class needed for the completion 
of the Korean revolution and for the building of socialism and 
communism in Korea. Our education should be in accord with 
the interests of the Korean revolution and the Korean people 
and should serve the successful fulfilment of our revolution 
and construction. This is precisely Juche in education. 

The Koreans must complete their revolution and build so¬ 
cialism and communism in Korea and live on Korea's nature. 
Even a iter (he worldwide victory ot communism the Koreans 
will have to live in Korea, and they cannot live in any other 
country. 
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The theory on the revolution and construction taught at 
the institutes should be one which is indispensable for the car¬ 
rying out of our revolution and construction; and when teach¬ 
ing natural sciences, they must teach how to build a strong 
and prosperous country by making use of our nature. 

The same is true of music and arts. We need arts which 
suit the Koreans’ feelings which our people like No matter 
how good the music of other countries may be. it will be useless 
for us if it does not suit the feelings of our people and they 
do not like It. Recently our artist- produced an opera based 
on a foreign work which was adapted to Korean folk songs. 
This Operu won great admiration from our people. However, 
previously, when they staged a foreign opera unadapted, it 
was not so popular among the working people because Its mu le 
was alien to Korean sentiments. Our music and arts should 
serve the Koreans and suit their feelings 

Jtiche we are emphosizing is by no means nationalism By 
establishing Juche wo mean to solve all problems posed by 
the revolution and construction, in conformity with the require¬ 
ments of our revolution and the interests of our people. We must 
develop both social and natural sciences to meet our revolu¬ 
tionary demands and our actual conditions. Arts must also be 
developed to harmonize with the Korean people's feelings. 

I was told that because they do not know much about our 
history and geography, some foreign-educated teachers in their 
lectures can cite examples of factions in other countries but 
none of ours and Inform the students of foreign granite and 
marble but not of ours. This is wrong. The Koreans must know 
Korea above anything else. It may be necessary for you to 
know about foreign granite for your reference in comparison 
with ours. But, however hard we may make a study of foreign 
granite it will he of no use for us if we do not know about 
our own. 

It is also incorrect to take chauvinistic attitudes and reject 
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foreign science and technology on the plea of establishing Juche. 
In a historically brief period of time we have liquidated our 

I centuries-old backwardness handed down from old society and 
made a great leap forward in all the political, economic and 
cultural realms of life, but our science and technology are still 
lagging behind. We must strive to introduce advanced science 
and technology- in order to assimilate them and uplift our sci¬ 
ence and technology- to the world standard as soon as possible. 
We never reject the introduction ot advanced science and tech¬ 
nology. What we are opposing is the nihilistic altitude of look¬ 
ing down upon our nation, while looking up to others, as well 
as the dogmatist attitude of uncritically swallowing up foreign 
things in disregard ol the actual conditions of our country. 
Establishing Juche is not contradicted with the introduction 
advanced science and technology. Only when wo strive to 
introduce them and rapidly develop ours, can we thoroughly 
eliminate flunkeyism still persisting in the minds of our people. 

More thoroughly establishing Juche in all the political, 
economic, cultural and military Helds is a matter of pressing 
urgency now that wc have to step up the building of social¬ 
ism in the northern half of the Republic, complete the south 
Korean revolution and hasten the country’s reunification. 

Our Party's Juche idea and our people’s struggle to es¬ 
tablish Juche are exerting tremendous influence on the people 
in south Korea. Of late, wc notice in the south Korean publica¬ 
tions drifts of argument for an ’’independent economy". "Juche" 
ind "opposing foreign forces". This vividly shows how greatly 
the south Korean people are influenced by the ochicvcments 
>rcd through our dynamic struggle to build an independent 
lomy in the north and apply Juche in all realms. 

The northern half of the Republic, which is striving to 
build an independent economy, is daily prospering and dc- 
•loping, while, in south Korea which receives US ’’aid" run- 
ling up to billions of dollars, the economy is depending on 
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others more heavily and the people live in a dire misery. It 
is said that every year south Korea imports an enormous amount 
of fluur from the US. However, the number of hunger-stricken 
people continues to increase. This stark reality convinces the 
south Korean people more and more dearly that they will never 
he well-off ns long as they depend on others. So the south Ko¬ 
rean intellectuals and the other sections of the people arc rais¬ 
ing their voices ever higher for independence against US “aid"; 
they arc asking, "Where has all the US aid gone?" and "How 
long must we live this way?" 

The south Korean people arc also criticising more and more 
strongly Korean songs being Westernized and our spoken and 
written language mixed with English. Even the south Korean 
rulers, hard pressed by the people, have no other way but ad- 
vocatc the development of national culture and arts. All this 
Is a manifestation of the great vitality of our Party's Juche 
Idea; it (s also the result of our people's strenuous efforts to 
establish Juche throughout all the political, economic, cultural 
and milllnry spheres. The achievements of the socialist con¬ 
struction In the northern half of the Republic arc greatly Inspir¬ 
ing the south Korean people Inclinations to independence 
and self-reliance arc constantly growing among the south Ko¬ 
rean people. They say: "What they do In the north, wo can 
do. Wc must chase out the US imperialists, oppose Japanese 
militarism and also build a strong and prosperous country 
relying on our own efforts." 

When we continue with our dynamic struggle to establish 
Juche more firmly throughout all spheres, Koreans in Japan 
fight in support of our Juche stand and the progressive peo¬ 
ple the world over strongly support us. then, the south Korean 
people's national and class consciousness will increase and US 
imperialism and its sycophants will be driven further into a 
tight corner. Precisely because of this urgent requirement of 
our revolution we arc emphasizing the establishment of Juche. 
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The south Korean revolution cannot be carried through 
unless we educate the south Korean people in the Juche idea 
and wipe out the flunkeyist idea of worshipping the US. that 
is rooted deep in their minds. We must establish Juche more 
firmly in all domains and continue to develop our independ¬ 
ent economy in order to give revolutional impetus to the south 
Korean people so that they will rise up audaciously in the 
struggle (or national liberation against llunkeyism. 

University education must meet these requirements of our 
revolution. Universities and colleges must make sure that the 
teachers fight against llunkeyism, dogmatism and revisionism 
and thoroughly establish Juche in (heir Instruction and educa¬ 
tion. By establishing Juche In education wc mean conducting 
all educational work in strict conformity to the demands of 
our Party's policies. School curricula and teaching outlines 
must be prepared in such a way that all aspects of Instruction 
and education may suit the requirement! ol the Party’s poli¬ 
cies. Wc must edit textbooks and teaching materials based 
on our Party's policies. Scientific researches must also he con¬ 
ducted In order to satisfy the demands of our Party's policies. 
The teachers should wage a dynamic ideological struggle to 
improve the contents and methods of teaching in accordance 
with the Party's policies. In this way educational work will 
not only have a clear-cut working-class line politically and 
Ideologically but the scientific and technical contents of teach¬ 
ing will also correctly meet the demands of the Parly’s policies. 

In order to improve educational administration wc must 
set up a proper leading system for the university's educational 
administration and enhance the role of the administrative of¬ 
ficials. 

We can say the university vice-chancellor for educational 
affairs is what is the chief of staff to the army. We must build 
up the staff office with tne vice-chancellor as its chief and es¬ 
tablish a unified scientific leadership system taking core of 
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the whole process starting from making out the educational 
plan to its execution. 

While putting the university system of educational ad¬ 
ministration to rights, we must enhance the role of the admin¬ 
istrative officials. 

The chancellor or the vice-chancellor of the university must 
not only give a unified leadership to the educational administra¬ 
tion of the university as a whole but also personally organize 
and direct model or demonstration lectures on new important 
problems. 

In order to ensure substantial guidance to the instruction 
and education at the institutes it is important to improve the 
functions of the heads of faculties and chairs. Those heads 
must always lead and supervise the teachers’ preparations for 
lectures and their teaching and organize demonstration lectures 
in good time. 

Those who have rich experience in teaching and academic 
authority must be appointed as heads of faculties. If you think 
anybody can be appointed as administrative cadres, you are 
grossly mistaken They should lie most capable and prepared 
in the university, because educational administration is its main 
task. Just as the factory’s production processes cannot be prop¬ 
erly guided by the manager who knows little about produc¬ 
tion, so the university's educational administration cannot be 
correctly guided by an administrative official who has poor 
knowledge of pedagogy and low scientific and theoretical level. 
The task of the faculty head is not just to find out whether 
the teachers give lectures in time, how is the percentage of the 
students' attendance or fumble papers: he is supposed to check 
the teachers* lecture plans, organize demonstration lectures and 
always discuss with them scientific and theoretical problems. 
So one who is inexperienced in teaching and has no academic 
authority cannot work as head of faculty. For instance, if the 
head of the physics faculty of the University has no authority 
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in the realm of physics, does not know how to organize dem- 

f enstration lectures and is unable to clarify new scientific and 
theoretical problems, how can he guide the teachers’ instructive 
work? Therefore, we must select a man well versed in pedagogy 
and science, as such. 

From now, we must make it a rule for the heads of facul¬ 
ties to engage in instruction frequently. They should discard 
their erroneous viewpoint that they need not engage in instruc¬ 
tion. We must set up a system under which they must devote 
some of their time to teaching, just as the chairmen of (lie 
cooperative farm management boards obligatorily participate 
in physical labour. The heads of faculties must deliver lectures 
to the students and, especially, many demonstration lectures. 
Some people say that the faculty heads have so much office 
to do that they cannot properly guide and supervise (lie 
teachers’ instructive work This is because they poke their nose 
into trifle affairs which .ire none of their business. If they or¬ 
ganize all work well, they can work with teachers as much 
IS they want. If they do have loo much office work to do lor 
he faculties. pick out deputy-heads from among the young 
teacher and let them deal with the work. The faculty heads 
mtiM direct primary attention to increasing the role of the 
•hairs the basic unit of instruction and education, and to Im¬ 
proving the teachers’ scientific and theoretical level and the 
quality of instruction and education.

but we have built a socialist paradise where there is neither 
exploitation nor oppression and all people are even in living 
standards and assured opportunities for w r ork and study. 

The more intensely and dynamically we fight, the more 
our homeland will prosper and the more our national economy 
will advance. And the people’s lives will be enriched. 

Accordingly, our revolutionary base will be further strength¬ 
ened and our revolutionary force for national reunification 
will continue to grow and eventually lead the Korean revolu¬ 
tion to victory. 

Our country still remains divided into north and south. 
This is very unfortunate. More than half of the population arc 
still oppressed and exploited by foreign imperialists, landlords 
and capitalists. 

Therefore, our People’s Army is confronted with two tasks, 

One is that of imprcgnably defending the socialist mother¬ 
land; and the other is the great revolutionary task of reunify¬ 
ing the divided territory and people and liberating the work¬ 
ers peasants and other working people of the southern half 
from the oppression of US imperialism, landlordism and cap¬ 
italism. 

In order to accomplish these revolutionary tasks we must 
first strengthen our People’s Army. 

In making revolution w'c must have a few* important rev¬ 
olutionary factors. 

One of them is political force. If we are to make revolu¬ 
tion wc must first have a revolutionary force, that is, political 
force. Then we need military and economic strength. In other 
words, political, economic and military forces are most im¬ 
portant for the completion of our revolution. 

What is political force? It means a politically united force 
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that strengthens our Parly, (irmly rallies the entire people 
around it and encourages them to strive for the accomplishment 
o( its revolutionary cause. This is the most important force. 
Without it we cannot carry out revolution. 

Revolution means an arduous struggle lo destroy old insti¬ 
tutions and build a new social system under which the majority 
of people can lead a full and happy life. 

Inasmuch as this struggle is in the interests of many peo¬ 
ple, they must take part in it. Revolution cannot be carried out 
by a couple of men. Therefore, our Party has been emphasizing 
that political force is most important in carrying out its rev¬ 
olutionary tasks—building socialism in the northern half, lib¬ 
erating south Korea and reunifying the country. 

Consolidating our Party is of the greatest importance in 
strengthening political force. 


Our Party is the vanguard of the Korean working class; 
it Is the vanguard of the working people, their heart and General 
Staff. Therefore, if we are to guide the people, we must 
first strengthen the Party, the nuclear force. 

In order to strengthen the Party, it is necessary, first ol 
all, for the whole Party membership to closely unite arourd 
its Central Committee. Without unity and cohesion the Party 
cannot be strong. 

t urthermore, in order to carry out Party policies, all Party 
members should lie capable of splendidly performing their tasks. 
They should also be well versed with the work of uniting the 
masses around the Party. 

In other words, ir we are to increase our political force, 
we must first build up the Party and firmly rally the masses 
around it. This alone enables us to succeed in accomplishing 
the revolutionary cause of building socialism in the northern 
half and reunifying the country. 

Another important force in making revolution is economic 
force. 


Lei Us Develop Our People's Army lr.:o a Revolutionary Arm 


Economic force means maferial force. Revolution requires 
a certain amount of material force: we must lay firm founda¬ 
tions for our own national economy which can adequately feed 
our people and develop our country. 

Only when we are economically strong, can we guarantee 
our political independence. 

Our Party’s present slogan is Jurhe in ideology, independ¬ 
ence in politics and self-support in economy. 

Ideologically, Juche must be thoroughly established; every¬ 
one must have the Juche ideology which serves the Korean 
revolution. 

Politically, wc must be independent. We must not depend 
on others or dance to others' tunc; wc must have political in¬ 
dependence. 

Economically, we must have an independent national econ¬ 
omy If we beg others for food and clothes nnd cannot make 
a rifle or u motor vehicle, we arc not economically independent. 

This material foundation is indispensable for Increasing 
political and military strength and securing independence In 
politics and Juche in ideology. Therefore, economic independ¬ 
ence is essential. Material force Is most important. 

Let me cite a few examples. Your uniforms or our clothes 
arc till inferior to foreign ones. This is true. But wc did not 
beg other countries for what wc are wearing now. Until a few 
years ago we had not been able to fully solve the clothing prob¬ 
lem on our own. We have long been weaving ordinary cloth. 
However, until three or four years ago we had Imported cloth 
for your uniforms. But now, wc are making even officers' uni¬ 
forms. using our own cloth. 

Before, we also imported rice—500,000 to 600,000 tons a 

year. 

But five or six years ago we slopped importing rice. Of 
course, wc arc conducting cereal trade. We barter our maize 
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(or flour once in a while when we need il. This does not in the 
least affect our independence. 

Because ol our economic strength we are politically in¬ 
dependent. We do not act as others dictate. When doing any¬ 
thing we do it according to our wish; we do it if it benefits us 
and suits our taste. So material force is most important. 

You can find a familiar example in the situation of south 
Korea. It is not economically independent now. 

The south Korean soldiers are fed on US surplus iarm 
produce. The south Korean "National Defence Army" troops 
wear US-made uniforms. Their boots, rifles and cartridges arc 
all supplied by the Yankees. 

Do they have any amount of independence? None. The 
south Korean puppets act as ordered by the Americans: when 
ordered to get out they get out and when ordered to come in 
they come in. They have no Independence whatsoever. South 
Korea is shackled to the American enemies because it is not 
economically Independent. 

Needless lo say, the south Korean people are also awaken¬ 
ing (o this. Therefore, south Korcun youths and intellectuals 
are strongly demanding the building of an independent na¬ 
tional economy. The south Korean press, too. are now stressing 
independence and self-support every day. 

However, an independent national economy cannot be ma¬ 
terialized by mere words. It can be built only when social in¬ 
stitutions and relations of production are brought to rights. 
Jusl writing articles in the press and shouting slogans fer 
the construction of an independent economy will not do. 

In south Korea today they advocate an independent econ¬ 
omy, but this is a mere slogan, which is unrealizable. 

Why? [f they are to have an independent economy in the 
southern half, the factories should be nationalized; the capital¬ 
ists and foreigners must be deprived of factories and enterpris¬ 
es for nationalization. They must also head off the influx of 
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foreign goods and manufacture their own goods. But they have 
neither ability nor nerve to do so. Nor do the Americans allow 
them to do so. That is why they cannot have an independent 
economy. 

In order to secure an independent development of the rural 
economy, they should also confiscate the landlords' land. But 
how can the regime which protects the landlords do so? It 
cannot. Not only that. The price of rice should be fixed in the 
interests of peasants but such is not the case. Pak Jung Ili 
claims (hat he is carrying out a “physiocratic policy” but this 
is nothing more than a lip service. He cannot effect this policy. 
The "physiocratic policy” means a policy which puts main 
slrcss on agriculture. But he has no meuns lo carry out this 
policy. Their independence is a mere slogan; they cannot have 
an independent economy. Anyhow we arc glad lo hear the voice 
for the building of an independent economy in south Korea, We 
welcome this. However, they must not build this economy with 
US and Japanese loans. Otherwise, souih Korea will become 
-« colony again. I( they arc to build an independent economy, 
they must collaborate with the northern half. This is one of 
our proposals for peaceful rcunificalion. Should the south Ko- 
rcan authorities agree with the north-south collaboration, wc 
would say. "If you collaborate with us wc can feed your army; 
you needn't ask the Americans for cloth and ammunition be¬ 
cause we can supply them to you. But there is a condition. Wo 
can collaborate only when you fight against the Yankees and 
Japanese militarists and for the people.’' They dare not say 
that they can support the north Korean army. As you see, ma¬ 
terial force, economic independence is important. 

I would not dwell on this problem today. I want to say 
political independence can be guaranteed only by our inde¬ 
pendent economy, by material force. Because they have not this 
material force in the south, they are not politically independent. 

Our country has now built a solid independent economy. 
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On the occasion of the 15th birthday oi our Republic we invited 
many foreigners, particularly Asians and Africans. Delegates 
from more than 20 nations were here. All of them admired the 
independent national economy built in our country; they said 
that our policy is fully correct. 

The strength of our independent national economy consu¬ 
lates a revolutionary economic force which will contribute to 
national reunification We have not prepared this economic force 
for the well-being of the people in the northern hall alone. Our 
economic force is to support the south Korean revolution; it is one 
which, after liberation o! the southern hall, will quickly build 
south Korea’s towns and countryside, rapidly develop the in¬ 
dustries. speedily solve the unemployment problem and offer 
many people the opportunity of learning. 

To make revolution we must not only increase our political 
and economic strength hut nlso foster powerful military force 

What is military force? It means a lull military strength 
capable of protecting with armed forces Ihe gains already a- 
chleved and accomplishing flic revolutionary task with armed 
forces where necessary for further victory. 

Of course, wc will achieve Ihe reunification by peaceful 
means when it is possible without resorting lo armed forces. 
However, if the enemy tries to attack us by force of arms, we 
must hit him with our armed forces. So. in making revolution wc 
need military force, as well as political and economic strength 

What is our Party's policy to strengthen it? 

It is a policy of self-defence. We must get ourselves ready 
to defend ourselves. We must not expect others to defend us. By 
self-defence, we do not mean, of course, that we will receive no 
foreign aid whatsoever. If they give us aid. we will accept it. 
but even if they do not, wc can go by ourselves. This is our 
principle. 

Since I am speaking at a military university. I am not going 
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People’s Army also worsted the enemy with old weapons. The 
Chinese People’s Volunteers cane to our aid but. in fact, their 
weapons were also obsolete. 

In the triumphant Russian revolution the workers and peas¬ 
ants fought with poor weapons. So did they when lighting the 
While Army and the armed interventionists from 14 countries 
who had invaded Russia. In the war against the Hitlerite fascists 
the Soviet army had outworn arms However, they crushed the 
formidable enemy. 

The question is not whether an army has good weapons or 
not but whether it is a revolutionary army or not. 

To form a revolutionary army Ihe officers and all other 
soldiers must begin with building up themselves politically and 
ideologically. 

Many problems arise here Most important is to arm them- 
selves with the class spirit. A revolutionary army fighting a- 
gainsl the landlord and capitalist classes and the Imperialists 
must arm itself wilh the revolutionary Idea of the working class. 

We must equip our officers and men wilh a revolutionary 
Idea (hat they can defeat a formidable enemy even wilh outmod¬ 
ed weapons, wilh a revolutionary idea that they should not Just 
count on powerful arms like nuclear weapons but should rely on 
the strength of the entire people, organize and unite them and 
fight together with them. We should equip them with the spirit 
of unity between officers and men and between army and people. 

During the Fatherland Liberation War we fought a strong 
enemy and won a great victory. At that time our officers and 
men had an excellent mentality. What kind of people were they? 
They were all sons and daughters of workers and peasants. 
Their revolutionary consciousness was high; former hired hands, 
they had just been freed from the oppression of the landlords, 
capitalists and the Japanese blackguards, and given land or 
become Ihe masters of factories. 

They were people of a iirm evolutional determination 
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politically prepared revolutionary army filled with the convic¬ 
tion of victory, with the communist conviction that they can 
carry the revolution to the finish in the interests of the masses. 
It must develop into a revolutionary army inheriting the revolu¬ 
tionary spirit of the anti-Japanese guerrillas; at the start, they 
had not even a rifle, but snatched enemy weapons with which 
they waged a long, arduous struggle against Japanese imperial¬ 
ism, a strong enemy. 

If we are to increase our defence power, our revolutionary 
military power, we must carry forward the Ideology, work style 
and traditions ol the revolutionary army. As we have experi¬ 
enced ourselves and, ns it is clear from the revolutionary histories 
ol other countries, top priority must be given to assimilating the 
revolutionary Irndlllons. Only then can we safeguard the ideol¬ 
ogy, work style and traditions of our revolutionary army. This 
is our greatest source of power. 

Once we arc politically armed this way, we can beat a 
strong enemy, even if we are a little behind others technically 
or lock some training. So, political and ideological arming is 
most Important. 

Next, we must carry through the Party's military policy of 
self-defence, 

To do this the entire people must first arm themselves. In 
emergency wo cannot fight only with the People’s Army a few 
hundred thousands strong. The whole people must be armed and 
fight; and this we can do. It is one of our greatest advantages. 

The south Korean puppet regime cannot do this. Because 
we trust our workers and peasants, we can arm all of them, but 
the south Korean puppet regime of the landlords and capitalists 
cannot arm the people. They fear that the people would level 
guns at them. 

Arming all Ihc people is one of our characteristics and an 
inexhaustible source of our military power. This is better than 
rockets. 
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Let Us Develop Our P eople's 

What must we do if we are to arm the entire people? We 
must develop the People's Army into a cadre army. 

It is impossible that all the people join In the army and 
undergo military training. Therefore, the People's Army must 
first be made a cadre army so that in case of emergency which 
requires Ihc arming of the entire people, existing divisions can 
be expanded to corps, regiments to divisions and battalions to 
regiments. This is our Party’s policy. 

We are producing as many weapons ns we can to arm the 
entire people. In exigency we will make sure, that members of 
the Workers' Party and the Democratic Youth League and all the 
rest of the people carry guns. What will we need then? We will 
need cadres. In that case, whoever have served the People’s 
Army will have to he commanders Then It Is possible to arm 
all of the people This is most important. 

In the future, every branch, whether il be the signal or artil¬ 
lery corps, must he corps of cadres. Thus, when all the people 
arc armed, the People’s Army will play a nuclear role and pro¬ 
ficiently command them. 

Next, the whole country must he fortified. 

Wc have no nuclear bomb. However, wc can stand against 
any enemy who has atom bombs. 

Military science has probably taught you the effect of the 
atom bomb and how to protect you from it. If you dig into the 
earth you can protect yourselves from nuclear atlack. 

Our country has favourable terrain conditions. Wc have 
many high hills. Since we have chemical plants we can produce 
as much explosives as wc want; and we are manufacturing hard 
alloys. So we can fortify the whole country in the future. 

The science of tunnelling is taught here at the military uni¬ 
versity. This is very useful. In my opinion, this subject had 
better be included also in the curriculum of Ihc Kang Gon and 
other military academies. It is necessary lo leach it to all platoon 
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leaders as well as noncommissioned officers at their training 
centres. 

We must make tunnels everywhere. We must fortify the 
whole of the country- not only the frontline but also the rear, 
the second and third lines and reinforce the air and maritime 
defences. We must also build many underground plants. 

Mow shall we look like when we have armed the entire peo¬ 
ple and fortified the whole country? Perhaps you have seen a 
hedgehog. When it draws its head and curls itself up. its whole 
body is covered with thorny bristles. Because of this strong 
"armament" no animal dares to attack it. The same is true of us. 
Once we arm the entire people and fortify the whole country no 
enemy, however strong, will dare to attack us. F.vcn the Yankees. 

what wo have done is no secret. The enemy also knows it. 
He has many spies. We do not know how many of them have 
been here, in addition to those caught by us. Some of them were 
caught here on a third or a fourth trip. Those caught on a fourth 
sneak would have apparently carried out their missions up to a 
third trip. Therefore, the enemy must know what we have done. 
Nevertheless, I do not mean that we must open the door and 
reveal everything. If the enemy gets informed of the arming of 
all our people and the fortification of the whole nation, he will 
be scared and will not Invade us. This is what I mean. 

Muring tlie Fatherland Liberation War Eisenhower attempt¬ 
ed at a landing on our west and cast coasts for a showdown but. 
finally, was forced to sign the Armistice Agreement. Do you 
know why? At Ihc time our Party Central Committee addressed 
a iv’ed Letter to its entire membership. The whole Party resolved 
to fight a life-and-dealh battle and slarted driving tunnels to 
get ourselves ready. The enemy spies reported this to the Amer¬ 
icans. And they thought that if they took reckless action against 
us, they would be beaten to a jelly, far from winning. So they 
dared not make a further attack on us and were brought to their 
knees.

Our People’s Army into a Revolutlc 


Cuba stands firm against the US under its very nose and 
why can't we? We can do the same, once the whole country is 
fortified. 

That is why we must arm the entire people and fortify the 
whole country. Our military science should be subordinated 
to this. 

Our next task is to make sure that in case of war every 
branch of the national economy serves military efforts. 

During the Fatherland Liberation War we could not do this 
properly. Then we were weak, technologically poor and short of 
everything Since we could not make rifles on our own, wc Imd 
to import them. Consequently wc could not supply Ihe Iron! with 
rifles in plenty of time Then we could not even manufacture 
enough hand grenades. 

We must prepare nil the realms of the national economy In¬ 
cluding the engineering and metallurgical industries to serve 
war when it breaks out. We should see that every factory pro¬ 
duces war materials, while laying up reserves to be needed for 
war. 

Now we have n good harvest every year. But our slognn is 
economy. Wc are practising economy and Increasing our re¬ 
serve*. Wc are laying up everything In reserve-rice, salt, steels, 
Ck>!h and so on. if we have plenty of these reserves and the 
whole economy can be geared to tlie war. wc can defend our¬ 
selves. Then we will firmly safeguard Ihc fatherland against the 
invasion o( any enemy and be ever victorious In the future ad¬ 
vancement of the Korean revolution. 

In accomplishing the Korean revolution one of our main 
tasks is to successfully guarantee and protect socialist construc¬ 
tion in the northern half. At the same time, we must completely 
liberate the southern half and build socialism there, thus realiz¬ 
ing a society without exploitation and oppression throughout Ko¬ 
rea. This also means the fulfilment of our internationalist duty. 

In order to complete this revolutionary task we must 
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strengthen our revolutionary army and increase our defence 
power, Therefore, the People's Army must become an army of ca¬ 
dres politically and militarily. We must also fortify all the de¬ 
fence positions and the whole country and must be capable of 
manufacturing weapons and everything necessary by our own 
efforts, Then we will defeat the enemy and he will not dare to 
commit aggression. 

In accordance with this spirit the military university should 
continue to train many cadres. 

All cadres must be reeducated. Most of them above the 
company commander level have war experience, and they should 
receive political, military and cultural training. We should en¬ 
sure that (hey all graduate from the military university. There¬ 
fore. you should increase the faculties and chairs as you deem 
necessary. Of course, it is hardly possible that ail of them grad¬ 
uate from this university in a short space of time. You must not 
make haste; you must make sure that most o( the officers com¬ 
plete their education at (ho military university, step by step, 
over the period ol ten years or so. 

The graduates should also be given short trainings. For 
this, the training centre attached to this university must be kept. 

As lor the faculties, the existing ones arc all good. But V 
think some faculties of arms have a small enrolment in propor¬ 
tion to the total number of flic students. You should expand these 
faculties and enrol more students. 

In former days our forefathers produced many guns for 
themselves. So do we now. Wc must make weapons suited to our 
actual conditions, using materials available in our country. With 
this in view we must train many ordnance officers. Needless to 
say, oilier faculties should also train many more officers. 

Therefore, you should set up necessary faculties or extend 
the existing ones. 

Next in importance is to improve the teachers’ qualities. 

What is to be done for this? The teachers should, above all. 
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ON ENHANCING THE ROLE OF SOCIAL 
SCIENCES TO MEET THE PRESENT DEMANDS 
OF OUR REVOLUTION 


Talk with Iho Department ol Science and 
Education ol Iho Contral Committee 
of tho Worker*' Party ol Korea 

December 30. 1963 


I nrn going to touch on some questions arising in our 
revolution and construction, that must be solved by social 
sciences today. 

It can be said that our Party has two major revolutionary 
tusks Which it lias been carrying out and must continue to car¬ 
ry out in the future. One is socialist revolution and construe 
tion in the northern half of the Republic and the other is the 
revolution in south Korea and the reunification of the country 

So far we have done a great deal of work in the course of 
Hie revolutionary struggle and in construction. We were able 
to score great victories and successes in revolution and con¬ 
struction because our Party worked out correct policies and 
lines and showed originality in carrying them out. Needless 
to say. in leading the revolution and construction our Party 
has been guided by the general principles of .Marxism-Leninism 
and has taken into account quite a few problems set forth or 
solved in practice by the founders of Marxism-Leninism. How 
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,-cr. our Party solved most problems in a unique maimer by 
eativelv applying the universal truth of Marxism-Leninism in 
iformily with the historical conditions and national cliarac- 
rristics oi our country. We used our own brains and retied 
cur own elforts In solving some questions which Marx or 

I Lenin did not raise and could not foresee in view of the condi¬ 
tions prevailing in their lime. 

As you all know, Marx lived in the era before the rise 
monopoly capitalism and accordingly created the great Marx¬ 
ist theory on the basis oi his analysis of the social relations 
of his time, thus tolling the knell lor capitalist society. But 
tarx did not have the opportunity to lead the socialist rev¬ 
olution and socialist construction in practice. Lenin created 
minism. the Marxism of the epoch of Imperialism which is 
•overned by the law of the uneven political and economic de¬ 
velopment ot the capitalist powers. Mobilizing and organizing 
[the Russian working class, he successfully led tho October So- 
lialist Revolution. Ibis opened up a new era In human history. 
However, to our regret. Lenin died soon after the victory ot the 
etober Revolution before be had the chance to lead socialist 
istruction. Taking over Lenin's work, Stalin carried out the 
!collectivization of agriculture and pushed ahead with social¬ 
ist industrialization in the Soviet Union. But he too died be¬ 
fore lie could sec the complete victory ot socialism, much less 
lead communist construction. 

in most cases, therefore, we had to use our own brains 
md find unique solutions to the theoretical and practical prob¬ 
lems of the revolution and construction after the triumph of 
the socialist revolution in our country. 

We must do the same today and all the more so in the 
future. In order to achieve the complete victory of socialism 
and gradually go over to communism, we must continue to be 
guided by the universal principles of Marxism-Leninism, but, 
on many questions, we must blaze a path for ourselves. It is 
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Important lor us to work out our revolutionary strategy and 
tactics by generalizing and systematizing the practical expe¬ 
rience of our revolution and construction in keeping with the 
laws governing social development in our country. 

On the basis ol the dialectical materialist method ot Marx¬ 
ism-Leninism our social sciences must theoretically prove, ex¬ 
plain nnd develop the correctness and creativeness ol what we 
have already done and what we propose to do. Only then can 
we find the new orientation lor further advance and continue 
to make progress. 

Oil! social sciences have not yet theoretically explained and 
developed even a number ol problems which we recognized 
nnd raised long ago, have they? 

These include, lor example, the importance of work with 
people in industrial management and the question concerning 
industrial methods of management in agriculture. I asked Ihosc 
concerned to prepare a hook on Industrial administration, but 
they did nol say a word abo.d work with people in their outline 
ol the hook. More than once 1 stressed that work with people 
must be regarded as essential, but their outline was incorrect 
and I had them correct it. Solving the peasant and agricultural 
questions alter the socialist coopcrativization of agriculture is 
quite a new problem for any country, one extremely complex 
nii.d difficult to solve. We have already introduced an excel¬ 
lent system of agricultural guidance which will enable us lo 
solve the socialist rural question correctly Yet. our scholars 
are still unable lo demonstrate to lire full the correctness and 
vitality of our new system. 

Also, I have repeatedly mentioned some matters of prin¬ 
ciple concerning communist education and asked them to write 
n school textbook on communist education, but it is not 
ready yet. 

Indeed, there are quite a lot of problems awaiting Ihcorcl- 
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ical solution in all branches ol social sciences, including politi¬ 
cal economy, history and linguistics. 

We must give an orientation in every branch. Unless we 
explain tilings theoretically now, we can make no further 
progress. 

Political economy is in a position to give a theoretical 
elucidation ol the problem of eliminating the distinctions be¬ 
tween town and country, and, In practice, its solution Is pos¬ 
sible Furthermore, we must make a profound study of the 
conditions under which the difference between mental and phys¬ 
ical labour can be eliminated and give a theoretical and prac- 
I ical answer to this problem. 

The science ol history, loo, still has many questions to be 
gone into. That of the birth and development of capitalism 
in our country must he fully explained. This question should 
Ik- gone into in detail amt developed theoretically in accordance 
with the lows that govern social development. In addition to 
this question, the science of history must also elucidate the 
facts about ancient Korea, slave society and the origin o the 
Korean nation Wc must correctly appraise the scholars of the 
Silhak school I am told that a draft Party history has been 
prepared. It must I* completed quickly. 

In the field of linguistics it is necessary to push ahead 
vigorously with vocabulary improvement, which Is fundamental 
for the development ol the Korean language. In what direction 
should we develop our language? Seeing that the country lias 
not yet been reunitied. it should be developed by s Wc 
should begin with improving the vocabulary and tackle the 
problem of the form of our letters alter reunification. In my 
opinion our "Korean Dictionary" contains more words of Chi¬ 
nese origin than of Korean. When coining new words, we should 
lorm them from Korean root words so as to develop our lan¬ 
guage. At present, however, most new words are coined by- 
mixing Chinese characters. As for our characters, we must 
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go into whether wc should continue to use the present form 
or not. Our spoken language has good articulation but our 
written language lias some shortcomings in ts form 

NVe must also make a theoretical study of the problem of 
national reunification. Pedagogy, too. is laced with many prob¬ 
lems which require theoretical and practical solution. 

In order to find new theoretical answers to these differ* 
cnl problems, it is very important to work properly with scien¬ 
tists and college teachers. 

I3ut we are not up to the mark in educating people in the 
sphere oi science and education, in arming them ideologically 
ond organizing and mobilizing them. 

So far, we have confined our work chiefly to the training 
nl scientists, getting them to study and solve tin problems 
arising in postwar rehabilitation and construction and in build¬ 
ing the loundutions ol socialism. But things arc different now. 
Wc must strengthen our work with scientists, both natural and 
social, and creatively solve many ol the new, theoretical and 
practical problems, which crop up in the course ol our revolu¬ 
tion and construction. 

In order to do tills, it is very important to establish Ju<lie 
in the sphere of scientific research. Only by establishing It 
firmly, will we lie able to do s icntilic research into the right 
Channels, as required by the Parly. In fact, all our achieve- 
incuts in scientific research work over the past few years are 
due primarily to the struggle to establish Juchc Th. success 
ol our research into vinalon is positive proof of this 

Wc must rally scientists closely around our Party and 
continue to push ahead dynamically with the work of arming 
I he m with our Party’s Juchc idea. Thus get .ill of them 

to iiribuc themselves thoroughly with this idea—wc li\« in Ko¬ 
rea, wc are and will be guided by our Party’s ideology and 
tlieury, and we will have nothing to do with flunkeyism and 
dogmatism. 
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If we slight the work ol imbuing our scientists and college 
teachers with our Party's ideology, or fail to do it properly, 
scientific research itsell will not go well and our younger 
generation will not he educated to become capable people use¬ 
ful to the revolution. Whether or not our students will Im 
brought up to become true revolutionary intellectuals depends 
largely on the scientists and the teachers who teach them. 

We must not only firmly arm Ihe scientists and teachers 
with our Party's Juchc idea but further temper them through 

organizational life. 

Our country has only a few women scientists at present. 
We must train many more and raise their level. 

With a view to carrying out the tasks which (ace social 
sciences more satisfactorily, we have separated the Academy 
ol Soc.al Sciences from the Academy of Sciences. We arc plan¬ 
ning a conference on Ihe work of social sciences. I will have 
n talk with ling and also meet natural and social aden¬ 
osis to discuss the compilation of an encyclopaedia. Then I 
will speak about Ihe concrete tasks confronting social sciences 
in greater detail. 


SOME PROBLEMS RELATED TO THE 
DEVELOPMENT OE THE KOREAN 
LANGUAGE 


Talk with the linguist* 

January 3, 196-1 


I have long been thinking of having a talk with you about 
linguistic problems, but, what with one thing and another, it 
has not been possible until now. Today I would like to talk 
with you about problems related to the development of studies 
on our national language. 

There have been controversies over linguistic problems 
several times in the past—and especially over the problem of 
reforming the letters. 

Certain people urged carrying out a reform of letters right 
away, but we were firmly opposed to this. What were the main 
reasons for our objection to the proposed reform? 

First, some failed to link the linguistic question with the 
national problem. Language is one of the most important com¬ 
mon features which characterize a nation. Even though n peo¬ 
ple are all of the same stock and live on the same territory, 
they cannot be called a nation if they speak different languages. 

The Korean people, who are of the same stock and have 
the same language, constitute a nation. Though our country is 
now split into north and south owing to the occupation of south 
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Korea by the US imperialists, our nation is one. At present, 
Koreans in both north and south speak the same language and 
use the same letters. 

What would happen if we reformed our letters now, as 
they insist? II Koreans in north and south used different let¬ 
ters, it would be impossible for them to read the letters they 
wrote to each other or to understand each other’s newspapers, 
magazines and other publications. This would bring about 
Ok serious consequence of erasing the common national char¬ 
acteristics of the Korean people and. in the end, of splitting 
the nation Concerned only with reforming the letters, they 
have tost sight of the national split. We Communists can never 
accept any letter reform which would divide our nation. 

Second, they have not considered that an immediate letter 
reform would greatly hamper the development ol science and 
culture. 

Letters play a very important role in Ihc development of 
adence and culture. Newspapers, magazines, books on science 
and technology, and literary works are all dependent on the 
letters Without letters, you can neither study nor develop 
science and culture. 

Before liberation, the Japanese imperialists tried to stamp 
out our language and letters. Proclaiming Japanese the "na¬ 
tional language", they prohibited the use ol Korean and forced 
us Co use Japanese. In consequence, only a limited number of 
linguists were engaged in the study ol the Korean language at 
that time, and most of the other people had no opportunity 
to study it. 

Liberation brought back our language and letters which 
we had ail but lost. Following liberation, we established a pol¬ 
icy aimed at the rapid development of our national culture, 
waged a vigorous campaign against illiteracy and gave a big 
push to our public education. As a result, all our people learned 
how to read and write their own letters. Newspapers, maga- 
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zines and all the other publications being put out in our coun¬ 
try today use our letters, and the people read and understand 
them. 

What would happen ii we should change our letters all 
of a sudden? All the people would become illiterate at once, and 
everybody would have to learn how to read all over again. 
Books and other publications would all have to be rewritten, 
using the new letters. And, until Ihe people had learned the 
new letters, it would be impossible to propagate either sci¬ 
ence and technical knowledge or literature and art among the 
working people through the medium of publications. This would 
hold us hack for decades In tlm development of science and 
culture. 

At present, our country Is behind the advanced nations 
In the development of science and technology Therefore, we 
should popularize science and technology rapidly, using the 
letters already known lo all our people Why should we hold 
hnck the development of science and technology even more by 
reforming the letters? 

Third, they have also failed to consider the international 
trend of the development of letters. We are Communists In 
developing our spoken and written language, we should keep 
In mind the common trend of linguistic development oi the 
peoples of the world. 

It goes without saying that wo should not discard Ihe na¬ 
tional characteristics of our language too hastily, simply in 
order lo bring its development in line with the common world 
trend. 

It will probably lake a considerable length of time fo: the 
whole world to become communist. For this reason, our national 
ways should be preserved for the time being. It is wrong to 
see only what is national while ignoring the universal, but if 
is just as wrong to sec only what is universal while losing sight 
of what is national. 
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From this point oi view, their proposal of a Idler re¬ 
form is incomprehensible to us. We have listened to the ex¬ 
planations offered by its proponents several limes, but they 
have failed lo advance any scientific grounds for the change. 

Our Parly was absolutely righl in objecting lo their pro¬ 
posal of a letter reform. 

They have failed lo appreciate Ihe effect the letter re¬ 
form would produce on our social life, having no idea ol its 
correct orientation, either Disregarding the future of our na¬ 
tion and Ihe development of science and technology, driven 
only by their desire for fame, they have simply invented new 
letters to their liking and tried to disseminate them right 
away. 

Language In itself is related to questions of nationality and 
the Mate, and is closely linked with nil aspects of a people’s 
I life. How to develop a spoken and written language is. there¬ 
fore. n very important matter. 

We are not against the letter reform In Itself. Admit 
tcd.iy. our loiters do have certain shortcomings, and a study 
must be made to reform them some day. 

Our syllables arc square. A study should be made to de¬ 
termine whether or not we should use them as they are. Re¬ 
forming them would also hove advantages: it would make them 
easier to read and would enable us to type quickly and facil¬ 
itate tlie tcclmicalization of letters. 

But. if the letter reform is ever to be carried out. It 
should be done after the north-south reunification and niter 
our science and technology- have reached world levels. Then 
the reform will not lead our homogeneous nation to use dif¬ 
ferent letters, and it will not be so detrimental lo the devel¬ 
opment oi science and culture, even though it may take some 
time for the people to learn the new letters. 

For the present, wc should preserve Ihe letters which 
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are used by all Koreans, both in north and south, and should 
develop our science and culture using them. 

Moreover, even it we reform our letters in the future, we 
should retain their national characteristics, while bringing 
them more into line with what is common throughout the 
world. 

This is the principle that should guide us not only in re¬ 
forming the letters hut also in all other matters related to 
the development of our language. 

It is a source of great pride and encouragement to us that 
our nation has a spoken I ..itten language of its own B 
cause we Korean people have had our own language trom re¬ 
mote antiquity, we could create an excellent national culture and 
always preserve the fine customs and traditions of our nation. 
And since onr people have an excellent language, our national 
pride is high and our sense of unity, loo, Is great. 

Now, ns always, our spoken and written language serves 
ns n powerful weapon in the development of the economy, cul¬ 
ture, science and technology of our country, in all fields of 
socialist construction. If we did not have a good spoken and 
written language, ii we did not have our long history and cul¬ 
tural traditions which have been shaped and handed down 
through the medium ot the language, if our written language 
was not accepted by the entire people today and. accordingly, 
failed to help raise the ideological consciousness and the techni¬ 
cal and cultural level ol the working people rapidly, then we 
would not be able to advance quickly in socialist construction 
in the saddle of Chollima. 

As a matter of fact, Korean is a very good language. Our 
language flows easily, with rising and falling inflections and 
long and short sounds; it has good intonation, as well, and 
sounds very beautiful to the ear. Our language is so rich that 
it is capable of expressing any complex thought or delicate fccl- 
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g well, can stir people, make them laugh or cry. Our language 
also highly effective in educating people in communist moral¬ 
ly, because it can express matters of courtesy with precision. 
Our national language is so rich in pronunciation that in it we 
can pronounce almost freely the sounds ol any other language 
of the Eastern or Western countries. 

Wc should be justly proud of our spoken and written 
nguage and should love it. 

It goes without saying that (he Korean language nlso has 
ts shortcomings. We should eliminate these aspects of our nn* 
ional language and make il more accurate and beautiful. 

The most important question which calls for our attention 
I present Is that ol the words borrowed from Chinese ideo¬ 
graphs. which have flooded our language. 

Above all, wc should lake a correct attitude towards the 
ds adopted Irom Chinese ideographs. Many words of Chi¬ 
nese origin which our ancestors used and then discarded uro 
now being revived, and scores of new words .ire being coined 
by introducing Chinese ideographs at random. 

With the development of science and technology and the 
rc$s of society, our vocabulary must also bo expanded. We¬ 
st create a lot of new words. 

But wc should make il a point to form tlu-sc new words 
rom our own root words. There is no need to complicate our 
vocabulary system by having Iw-o kinds of words—home-grown 
ones and those borrowed from Chinese ideographs. There should 
be one unilied vocabulary system based on our home grown 
ords You should find out which root words arc our own and 
hicli have come from Chinese ideographs, and make a list of 
them. You should also find out why words borrowed Irom Chi¬ 
nese ideographs keep finding their way into our language— 
rhaps wc have not enough root words of our own. If It is 
possible to manage with our own root words alone, that is 
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something else again. But, if not, wo should develop the Ko¬ 
rean language with our own root words. 

It would be a good idea to make new words for instance 
using our word mol (nail) in nasamol (screw), laraemot (bolt) 
and tuimumot (wood nail). Among the words coined recent¬ 
ly, however, there are many that are incomprehensible to 
young people: lonyak (pork), chadon (piglet), muden (sow). 
myomok (sapling) and myopojon (tree nursery), to name a few. 
If we used Chinese ideographs, as was done in the past, it would 
be another question, but. since we are not using them any more, 
such words should not he coined at random. You say sangyop 
(mulberry leaf), sangjon (mulberry field) and sangmok (mul¬ 
berry tree), when bbonglp, bbongbal and bbongnamu would do 
just as well. Those who know Chinese characters may under- 
S.land the former, but the young people will not If you write 
sang/on. the young people may confuse it with the word sangjon 
(master) which you use when you condemn t u* puppets for 
licking the boots of their Yankee masters. You use such words 
as yangjam (silk culture), chamgyvn (silks) and chamsa (silk 
threads), when you already have such nice words as nuechlgi. 
myonglu and myonglusll; you say lonsa (pigsty) when tcatjiur! 
docs the trick, and stpgnsc (19-year-old) when yolahop^al serves 
the purpose. All this is wrong. 

When you already have such a fine word as tambae (tobac¬ 
co), why say yoncho? As for sokgyo (stone bridge), you might 
Just as well say toldari. 

Of course, there is no need to abandon even those words 
adopted from Chinese ideographs which have already been fully 
assimilated into our language. Such words as pang (room), 
hakgtjo (school), kwahakgisul (science and technology) and 
samgakbyong (triangle) have already become a part of our 
language. We need not trouble ourselves to change hakgyo to 
paeumjip and SQ'ngtikhyong to sanoggol. That would be a devia¬ 
tion. 


Nor should (lie word op (work) be discarded. Such words 
saop (work), norgop (agriculture) and kongop (industry) 
should all be used. 

Words adopted from Chinese ideographs appear rather 

S often especially in scientific treatises and political reports. Po¬ 
litical terminology is somewhat complex. There seems to be no 
(Itcmalive but to use such words as ryonhaphoe (joint confer- 
;) and punkxaboe (subcommittee meeting). 

But. in our use ci a certain number of words adopted from 

[ Chinese ideographs, il will not do to use Chinese words as is, 
changing only their pronunciation. You also say kortgjakbogo 
In the some of saopbogo (report on the work), but kongjakbogo 
Is Chinese. You ought to use saopbogo , which is familiar to ail. 
The Korean edition of the Chinese magazine llongqi is full of 
words borrowed intact from contemporary Chinese, only in the 
Korean way of writings. It uses hwacliacham for chonggojang 
(railway station) and kongingyegup for rodonggyegup (work¬ 
ing class). Such words urc not Korean. 

A' for those words whose roots come from Chinese Ideo¬ 
graphs bul which have already been completely assimilated 
Into our language, there is no need to change them, What Is 
wrong is the unnecessary use of new words coined from Chi¬ 
nese ideographs, instead of looking up and using their equiva¬ 
lents in our own rich language. We should keep the use of 
loanwords from Chinese to the indispensable minimum and 
avoid coining new ones at random. II you coin words from 
Chinese ideographs and use (hem at random, as is being done 
at present, few of our words will survive in the end. 

In short, when you have two words that mean the same 
thing, one being our own and the other borrowed from Chinese 
jgraphs. you should choose the former whenever possible; 
and. if you have to use a certain number of words adopted from 
Chinese ideographs, you should be selective in (his. using only 
those whidi have already become thoroughly assimilated into

our own language; you should further enrich and develop our 
language using indigenous root words as much as possible, in¬ 
stead of coining new words from Chinese ideographs thought¬ 
lessly. 

This. I think. Is a correct orientation for the development 
of our language. 

To proceed. Words of foreign origin should also be screen¬ 
ed. We should use words of our own whenever possible instead 
of using loanw'onls. 

Immediately after liberation, O Gi Sop tried to Russianize 
Korean. Injecting such terms ns idiologlya and hegemoniya 
randomly In an attempt to show off his learning. We criticized 
him for this. Now. the smartles In south Korea arc spoiling our 
language by adulterating it with English and Japanese 

We. too. must plead guilty to using foreign words occasion¬ 
ally wlthoul thinking. For Instance, sometimes ckjamm slips 
out instead of slhom (examination) or kins instead of hakgnp 
(class). Wc now use plan as well os kyehoek. and tempo as well 
as sokdo, but it is easier for the masses to understand our Ko¬ 
rean words kychoek and sokdo. 

Some people are still using Japanese words, saying uu-ogi 
(coat) when yangbokjogoti would do. and jubong (trousers) in¬ 
stead of yangbokbaji. There arc still a great many Japanese 
words being used—especially in our mining vocabulary. 

In apple nomenclature, too. there are such terms as nft and 
chub, which are the Japanese words asahi and iwai. given Ko¬ 
rean pronunciation. If a species is from Japan, it should be 
given a Japanese name, but. if it is from our own country, it 
should have a Korean name. 

In other countries, liquors arc usually named after their 
place of origin; for example, champagne. from Champagne. 
France, and rnoutai-chlu, from the Moutai district in Kweichow 
Province, China. This is a good system for us to adopt, calling 
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the apple produced in Pukchong pukchong and the one produced 
mainly in Hwangju hicangju. 

Naturally, we cannot just abolish all the loanwords in our 
language, for it is impossible to avoid using words of foreign 
origin, .it least to some extent, and some new ones may even 
have to be introduced. 

We have to use a considerable number of borrowed words 
especially as scientific and technical vocabulary. It is advisable 
not to modify such words as turakloru (tractor). sonban (lathe). 
polban (drilling machine) and laningban (turning lathe). There 
were no such things as tractors before In our country and, 
therefore, we cannot help using the borrowed words. You 
should always consult the specialists before changing scientific 
and technical terminology. 

As for a foreign country's proper nouns, wc would do well 
to follow the w ay they arc pronounced In that country Instead 
of pronouncing them in the Japanese or Chinese way The name 
of a country should be written the way it is pronounced in that 
country. 

Moreover, when writing figures, wc should follow our own 
number system. Rather than writing "10 chon" (thousand) for 
man (10.000). as Westerners do. we should make man the unit. 
However, it is common practice throughout the world to mark 
off a number at every third place, starling from the decimal 
point, and wc should do the same. 

Wc should screen the loanwords that have flooded the 
Korean language, use them as little as possible and preserve 
our own words as best as we can. 

As lor the question of Chinese ideographs: should wc con¬ 
tinue to use them, or not? There is no need ior us to use them. 
Even the Chinese, who invented them, are going to discard 
them in the future, for they are difficult to learn and hard 
to write. Is there any reason, then, why we should use them? 
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The Chinese ideographs are foreign characters, and we 
should use them only for a limited period of time. 

The question of using Chinese ideographs must be con¬ 
sidered together with that of our country's reunification. No¬ 
body can prophesy exactly when our country will be reunified, 
but it is a foregone conclusion that the Yankee.- will go under 
and our country be reunified someday. And since Chinese ideo¬ 
graphs are still being used by the people in south Korea, along 
with our own letters, we cannot abandon then, entirely If we 
discarded Chinese ideographs completely now. we would not 
11 ' able lo read the newspapers and magazines printed in south 
Korea. We should, therefore, continue to learn and use Chinese 
ideographs for the present. However, this does not mean, of 
course, that we should use Chinese ideographs in our news 
papers. All our publications should be written in our own 
letters. 

Now I would like lo go Into the question of giving form to 
words. 

Words ought to be spaced In our writing now each word 
docs not have a fixed form. Therefore our writing looks like 
nn unbroken string of syllables. So. at n glance, it is less ap¬ 
pealing to I ho eye than Chinese or European writing. A- i 
matter of fact, the form of words will be fixed only when the 
syllables are broken down and written sideways. Ilk. European 
words. Since the form ol our words Is not iixed. their spell¬ 
ing is also difficult. But the question of fixing the form of 
words will have lo be settled after the reunification of r,< th 
and south. You would do well to begin a thorough study of 
this matter immediately. 

It would seem that this question, too. can be solved, to 
a certain oxlent. if. while preserving the square syllables used 
at present, we space our words and use punctuation properly. 
Kanggaa mul (river and water) should be written as hang, 
mul, while kangmul (river water) should be used in stead of 


the spaced form *ang mul. You must study how to give 
a definite form to each word, while retaining the square 
syllables. 

If the matter of spacing and closing up words is properly 
solved, our writing will become much easier to read. In typing, 
as well, the letters of one word must be written together and 
words must be regularly spaced. 

There must also be many other problems related lo the de¬ 
velopment of the study of our language. The scholars working 
in this field should make great ciiorls to advance our national 
linguistics. 

In developing our language, we should not copy from the 
language of any other country—much less lake the Seoul dia¬ 
lect. corrupted by English and Japanese, ns llie standard, We 
who arc building socialism must take the central role in devel¬ 
oping the Korean language, basing ourselves wholly on Ihe pure 
native words of our country. 

First oi all. wc must revise our vocabulary lo some ex- 
tent It is important to do so at this stage. Only after Ibis is 
done, 'hould we turn t.i the form of the loiters and spelling. 

Revising our vocabulary is no cosy task. It requires ex- 
tensive investigation and studies, os well as strict control. 

You should find out how many words are truly Korean 
and how many are Koreanircd Chinese words. II would be 
advisable to investigate which ol the words borrowed from 
Chinese ideographs wc will have to continue to use, which of 
them we can discard, and boldly cross out from the dictionary 
what we can do just as well without. You can hardly criticize 
someone for using words that are in the dictionary, so those 
words adopted from Chinese ideographs which we will not con¬ 
tinue to use should be given only in the dictionary of Chinese 
ideographs and excluded altogether from the Korean diction¬ 
ary. There are so many words adopted from Chinese ideographs 
in the "Korean Dictionary" compiled and issued by the Acad-

ciny oi Sciences that it looks like a Chinese-Korean diction¬ 
ary. From now on, dictionaries should not be compiled in this 
way. 

The ministries and other organizations should be pro¬ 
hibited from coining new words at random, and strict control 
should bo exercised to ensure that all the organizations use 
correct Korean in their official documents and publications. 

The Institute of Linguistics should be put in charge of re¬ 
vising our vocabulary and controlling the coining of new words. 
You should not confine yourselves to polishing up those words 
that already exist but should coin many fine words as well. 
To do this you should make a more profound study with re¬ 
doubled efforts. In revising our vocabulary no confusion should 
Ik* created; value judgments should not be made on the basis 
of personal preference alone, branding those words that sound 
harsh to your ears as "bad” and giving a clean hill of health 
to those that happen to strike your fancy. 

The linguists should i. further enrich and develop 
our words in accordance with the basic orientation given above. 

Further, everyone should acquire the spirit of using our 
language correctly through Ideological mobilization and mass 
campaign Wide publicity should be given by the Party to the 
need to abstain from using difficult words adopted from Chi¬ 
nese Ideographs and to replace them with words that arc easily 
understood by the masses. In our socialist society unlike capi¬ 
talist society, the Party h.i3 only to set the correct orientation 
for the masses to adopt it at once. 

Beginning just alter liberation, we have maintained that 
easy—not difficult—words should be used; nevertheless, there 
arc still many people who use words that arc over the heads 
of the masses. 

Some people think that using a great many words bor¬ 
rowed from Chinese ideographs that arc incomprehensible to 
others is a mark of learning, but such people are really nothing 
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but ignoramuses. Wc must let them know that it is wiser and 
nobler to speak and write comprehensibly. 

in fact, people who are versed in Marxism-Leninism can 
explain all the theories perfectly well without using difficult 
words. And those who lack a profound theoretical knowledge 
are more apt to copy phrases from books and mystify other 
people by letting loose a long winded display of difficult 
words. This is also due partly to their lack of linguistic 
knowledge. Judging from the fact that even those who have 
been graduated from institutes of higher learning handle Ko¬ 
rean poorly, it would teem that Korean is not properly taught 
In mu schools. 

The teaching of the Korean language should be further 
improved and intensified In all our schools, and Us study should 
also he systematically conducted In all other organizations. 

The Korean dictionary should be revised and. In addition, 
pertinent reference books should be published. Textbooks on 
our language should he revised and teachers of this subject 
should be trained in large numbers. All the other textbooks 
Should also be reexamined with a view to revising our spoken 
and written language. 

Through such measures, wc must make sure that every¬ 
one speaks and writes our language correctly and clearly. 


ON THE ORIENTATION OF THE 
COMPILATION OF 
AN ENCYCLOPEDIA 
AND MAPS 


Speech Dcllvorcd to tho Leading Officials 
In tho Sphere ol Scienco and Education 

April 22. 1964 


We have mentioned tin- necessity of publishing .in en y- 
clopedla at the Political Committee of the Party Central Com¬ 
mittee and nt the meeting of the heuds of departments cud 
stressed it on a few other occasions. Again today. I should like 
to say some words on the orientation of the compilation of an 
encyclopedia. 

II w« are to correctly define the orientation of this work, we 
must first know clearly the objectives of the publication of an 
encyclopedia. The main objective is to give a wide range of 
general knowledge to the working people concerning politics, 
economy, science, culture, military affairs and all other spheres 
and further heighten their politic.il and practical qualification*, 
so that they can render better service to the revolutionary strug¬ 
gle and the work of construction. 

As you ail know, wc are confronted with three major revolu¬ 
tionary tasks: the first is to complete the building of socialism 
in the northern half oi the Republic; the second, to carry out 
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th? south Korean revolution and realize the reunification of the 
country; the third, to push ahead with world revolution. 

In order to successfully step up the revolutionary struggle 
and the work oi construction, it is necessary to constantly raise 
the political consciousness and technical and practical level of 
the entire people who are the motive force of the revolution and 
are taking charge of the w'ork of construction. As we mentioned 
in the Theses on the Socialist Rural Question in Our Coun¬ 
try. in order to sp.’endidly build socialism in the northern half 
of the Republic today, the technical, cultural and ideological 
revolutions must he accelerated vigorously. The accomplish¬ 
ment of these revolutionary tasks urgently requires a further en¬ 
hancement ol tlie working people’s general political und practi¬ 
cal levels. Because socialism and communism can he built only 
through the purposeful struggle and creative labour of millions 
of the working masses who arc politically awakened and well 
ver;. I in their work. To complete the south Korean revolution 
and reunify the country or cony out world revolution to ac¬ 
compli* It all our revolutionary tasks the purposeful struggle of 
the entire people is indispensable. Without this we cannot win 
victory. Ignorance brings no success to uny work. The more 
all t: e working people’s political consciousness and tcchnicol 
and practical ability arc increased, the more successfully our 
revolutionary struggle and work of construction will progress. 
That is why they say knowledge is power. 

The basic method to increase the working people’s knowl¬ 
edge is to impart to them general as well ns special technolog¬ 
ic.! knowledge through textbooks at schools of various levels 
and different (raining centres. 

In cur country compulsory secondary education system lias 
Jong : *een enforced. As a result, many people have developed 
into cadres who have the knowledge of middle school graduate 
standard and above. And our people’s general cultural level lias 
also been raised markedly. We have a large army oi technicians 





and specialists several hundred thousand strong. The qualifi¬ 
cations of our civil service personnel working at state institu¬ 
tions and the management personnel of factories and enterprises 
have also Improved. Sixty to seventy per cent of them have the 
knowledge of the middle school graduate standard and above. 
The level nf public securily personnel and soldiers ol the Peo¬ 
ple’s Army is also high 

However, we nre not satisfied with this. If we want to 
achieve the complete victory of socialism and gradually go over 
to communism, all the working people’s knowledge must be 
raised lo that of engineers or specialists At the present stage of 
building socialism, the entire people must possess the kn 
edge of the middle school graduate standard and above There¬ 
fore, not only those who have a high standard of knowledge but 
also those who have not acquired the knowledge of the middle 
school graduate must always study to enrich their general and 
scientific knowledge. 

Then, is it possible to send all our working people to school 
In order lo Increase their knowledge? II is impossible because 
we have to build (aclorics and produce goods. Under these 
circumstances we must make an encyclopedia so that all our 
working people can study by themselves at every spare moment. 
Moreover, textbooks alone are not enough to raise their techno¬ 
logical and cultural standards. The textbooks only give us an 
infinitesimal pari ol the knowledge which we must acquire. 
Only when they study by themselves with the help of an ency¬ 
clopedia, can they ceaselessly supplement the knowledge ac¬ 
quired from the textbooks. 

In our country the compulsory secondary education had 
been enforced and the working people’s general educational at¬ 
tainments nre appreciably high. So. if we provide them with an 
encyclopedia, it will help them study by themselves as much 
as they want and will greatly contribute to raising their level 
of knowledge. 
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At present, however, we have only foreign encyclopedias 
but not our own. The foreign encyclopedias do not give us much 
help. I have seen the Japanese and Soviet encyclopedias. Both 
of them are entitled “international encyclopedia". Bui they are 
compiled with main emphasis on Ihe mailers of their own. Both 
the Japanese and Soviet encyclopedias are devoted lo their 
respective countries. All foreign encyclopedias are edited to 
meet the demands of their respective countries, so thal they have 
few entries concerning our country and scarce material we need. 
Moreover, when you consult foreign encyclopedias, you lake 
much lime in translating them. Even those, who are proficient 
In foreign languages, may find it easier lo read Korean books. 
Therefore, we cannot enrich our knowledge with foreign ency¬ 
clopedias. We must compile our own encyclopedia without 
fail. 

Then, in which direction should we compile the encyclo¬ 
pedia? It must be compiled in conformity with our abovemcn- 
tioned objectives Namely, il must he so edited ns to help all 
our working people, the motive force of our revolution, acquire 
political, technological and cultural knowledge through routine 
self-studies as well as through educational institutions the 
knowledge needed to complete Ihe building ol socialism In Ihe 
northern half of the Republic and achieve the victory ol the 
south Korean revolution and Ihe cause ol national reunification, 
strengthen cur solidarity with international revolutionary forces 
and win Ihe final victory ol our revolution and, further, propel 
world revolution. 

II we are to compile a good encyclopedia in Ibis general 
direction so as to meet the requirements of our revolution, we 
must first adhere to the principle ol Juche. 

Our encyclopedia must necessarily be compiled from the 
standpoint of Juche. guaranteeing the interests of our country, 
the interests of the Korean revolution. 

Therefore, we must first compile il in conformity with re- 
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quiremeiits o( socialist construction in the northern hall of the 
Republic. 

In order to build socialism in our country with success, we 
must know well about our Party's history, inherit our revolu¬ 
tionary traditions, develop our national culture and build an 
independent national economy with our rich resources and 
techniques. On this basis we must accept foreign things which 
arc acceptable, through necessary political, economic and cul¬ 
tural contacts and Interchanges with foreign countries. How¬ 
ever. even In this case we must never fall into llunkeyism and 
•dogmatism or take nihilistic attitudes towards our nation. 

Therefore, we must base our encyclopedia on our own 
things; it should be so compiled as to meet our requirements, 
giving Information mainly oil our tilings, while giving some on 
foreign things. In other words, all information—on fauna, flora, 
minerals, aquatic products, politics, economy, history, culture, 
customs, etc.—must basically be ours. A certain degree ol 
foreign Informs lion should also be given if it is helpful to the 
building of socialism In our country. 

In making our encyclopedia we must never tolerate any 
attempt to translate a foreign one and Insert our materials in 
it. Instead of basing it on our own information. In its recom¬ 
mendation the Science ami Education Department proposed to 
translate a foreign encyclopedia and include our materials in It. 
Wo should not do so. Of course, translating a foreign encyclo¬ 
pedia ami copying it may be cosy but if we do so. wc might 
commit dogmatist deviations and cannot make an encyclopedia 
wc really need. Though it may be a bit hard, we must make an 
encyclopedia based on our own materials. 

Next, we must compile the encyclopedia in keeping with 
our tasks oi carrying out the south Korean revolution and re¬ 
unifying the country. The south Korean revolution is a part 
of the Korean revolution as a whole and the reunification of the 
country is the greatest national task confronting us now. We 



must not only vigorously push ahead the building oi socialism 
In the northern half oi the Republic hut also support the south 
Korean people and complete the south Korean revolution and 
achieve the country’s reunification. Moreover, we must build 
socialism and communism throughout Korea. Thereiorc, the 


encyclopedia must be compiled for the whole oi Korea. 

In doing anything we can never exclude the southern hali 
of the Republic. When giving the people information on our 
country we must not exclude the southern half of the Rep. bl < 
We must make sure that they know about history, geography, 
culture and all other spheres of Korea as a whole. Therefore, the 
encyclopedia should include information not only on the north¬ 
ern half of the Republic but also on everything concerning the 
southern half. 

Further, the encyclopedia should he made In conformily 
with our duty to strengthen the international solidarity of our 


revolution. 

With whom should we unite to achieve our revolution and, 


further, hasten world revolution? Wc must first strengthen our 


class alliance with the International communist movement, es¬ 
pecially. the countries in the socialist camp. Its centre. Next, we 
must unite with the anti-imperialist, antl-US revolutionary forces 
in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. Therefore, when wc include 
International material in the encyclopedia wc have to lay more 
emphasis on the one concerning the socialist countries rather 
than the capitalist countries. Geographically, wc must not lay 
main stress on Europe but on Asia. Africa and Latin America, of 
which wc must attach greater Importance to Asian countries, 
our neighbours. Especially, our encyclopedia must include plenty 
ot information on Southeast Asian countries such as Viet Nam, 
Cambodia. Laos. Burma and other countries which were colo¬ 
nics before. Foreign encyclopedias have little information on 
these countries. The Japanese encyclopedia imitates the British 
or French counterpart, so that it gives centrality to Europe, ol- 
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fcring very inadequate information on the former colonics. We 
must not make our encyclopedia this way. To strengthen our rev¬ 
olution's international solidarity in the future, we will have to 
have intimate relations with many Southeast Asian countries, 
former colonies, in the political, economic, cultural and other 
spheres, So, we had better include a lot of material on these 
countries in our encyclopedia. Of course, this may be somewhat 
laborious because we have little material on these coun’ 
hul we must collect much information in every way. 

As we see, in compiling the encyclopedia we must maintain 
the principle of Juclic and give Information mainly on our country 
to meet the requirements of our revolution. As for materials on 
foreign countries, we should adopt In tin- main those which are 
useful to us and which are directly related to cementing our 
revolution's international solidarity. 

It is also important to adhere to the principle of allegiance 
to the Party and the working class. 

What docs it mean to adhere to the principle of allegiance 
to the Party and the working class in compiling the encyclope¬ 
dia? It means to analyse and appraise In a Marxist-Leninist way 
all matters ami phenomena of nature and society to be entered 
into the encyclopedia. Namely, fauna, flora, the movements of 
the universe and heavenly bodes and other natural phenomena 
must ba correctly analysed and appraised from the dialectical 
materialist point of view, and social phenomena such as poli¬ 
tics, economy, history, culture and art from the viewpoint of his¬ 
torical materialism and the Marxist political economy. 

The encyclopedias put out in capitalist countries do not 
correctly analyse and appraise all matters in a scientific way 
but in a metaphysical way. The Marxist-Leninist viewpoint 
differs fundamentally from the idealist, metaphysical viewpoint. 
We are Communists. Accordingly, we must observe all natural 
and social matters and phenomena with a iirm Marxist-Leninist 
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world outlook. So we must not mechanically copy the encyclo¬ 
pedias prepared by bourgeois scholars in government pay. 

You had better edit the encyclopedia in this direction. From 
this, it must be clear how to compile the encyclopedia. 

You must know the Party’s requirements for the encyclope¬ 
dia arc high; you must not try to compile it in on easy way. 
According to the plan submitted by the Science and Education 
Department you intend to compile the encyclopedia in 1W4 and 
publish alt the volumes in two or three years. However. It is 
impossible to make it so easily. You will need years to collect 
all data concerning our country. Your plan seems to show that 
you have set a wrong direction for tile compilation of the en¬ 
cyclopedia and miscalculated (lie work force. 

In order to compile a good encyclopedia you must make 
adequate preparations. 

To begin with, you must prepare dictionaries for different 
realms. First, you had better make various dictionaries such 
| as on politics, economics, physics, chemistry and botany, this 
may pose a problem of terminology but it will not lie n big prob¬ 
lem. You may make it clear in the preface of each such diction¬ 
ary that the terminology nay be changed according bs our 
language is revised. 

At the same lime, you must make a general encyclopedia 
in three volumes. You had better name it a "general encyclope¬ 
dia" rattier than a "little encyclopedia". 

The "general encyclopedia" should drat mainly with infor¬ 
mation on our country, imparting a general, rough knowledge of 
fauna, flora, physics, chemistry, mechanics, meteorology and 
various other realms. It must also include all necessary infor¬ 
mation on cur history, our revolutionary traditions in particular, 
our culture, customs, geography and philosophy. As regards 
foreign information, the details had better be given in com¬ 
parison with ours. 

The "general encyclopedia” must be compiled in terms now 
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in use. However, as (ar as the entries in the complete ency¬ 
clopedia are concerned, they must be compiled after the termi¬ 
nology is somewhat revised. 

It is a good idea to make each of the three volumes of the 
“general encyclopedia" as thick as the •’Central Year Book" or 
the "Korean Dictionary". This will appreciably enrich the con¬ 
tents. I consider the book can be prepared in two or three years. 

We must make a good "general encyclopedia" so that It can 
fully Inform our cadres of most things As it is designed for our 
people, the price must be moderate so as to make it available 
for as many people as possible to broaden their knowledge. 

II is not a bad idea to make descriptions of localities in 
order to compile the encyclopedia. But the question is what to 
do with factories. Such descriptions will be of no value, if no 
information Is given on the factories. Y et, if wc write on the big 
factories carelessly, military secrets might be divulged. There- 
fore, it is good to name the factories niter the mountains, rivers 
or 11croc* without specifying the districts concerned. 

Also, as for the localities you may write about their history 
und nature but not about their military aspects Military affairs 
must not he made public until the country is reunified, so a 
military affairs subcommittee had better not be srt up for the 
compilation of the encyclopedia. Of cour'c. under entries such as 
"General Li Sun Sin” military affairs in his days may be men¬ 
tioned because they have nothing to do with our present-day 
strategy and tactics. This may be done by the history subcom¬ 
mittee. 

In order to compile a good encyclopedia you must devote a 
lot of time to collecting material on our country While prepar¬ 
ing the specialized dictionaries and the "general encyclopedia" 
you must gather lots of such material, li you first complete 
these dictionaries and the comprehensive "general encyclope¬ 
dia” which contains abundant general information, you may 


use them as the basis for carrying out the work of determining 
the entries and the outline of the encyclopedia. 

Therefore, after finishing with the specialized dictionaries 
and the "general encyclopedia", you must base yourselves on 
them and buckle down to edit the encyclopedia. Then you carl 
do your work easily. II you .ire to use the dictionaries and "gen¬ 
eral encyclopedia", you would be able to start preparing the 
encyclopedia alter 1967. 

On the completion of the dictionaries and “general ency¬ 
clopedia” we must make a large encyclopedia in 20 to 30 vol¬ 
umes It Is a good idea to involve many scholars and technicians 
In this wock. 

To guarantee tin- smooth compilation of the encyclopedia, 
we will see that the Politic.il Committee and the Cabinet adopt 
a decision respectively with regard to this matter. 

Now, let me say a few words about publication oi maps. 

Now we have no good, handy map. We have neither pocket- 
able map nor ntlas our students and cadres can carry In brief- 
cases. All our Korean and world maps are poorly made. Thus, 
when people want to find a place on the maps, they cannot do 
so instantly. Yet. we con not allow them to sec mililnry maps, 
nor can wc ask them to carry wall maps with them. Today, world 
resolution - surging up and many complex problems arising 
in various parts on the live continents. They must be feeling 
very much frustrated because they have no reliable world map. 

YVe need not only official maps but also maps for general 
use as well. You must make atlases as well as large maps. Wc 
should publish many maps lor general and mass usage. 

As they are not provided with the maps for general usage, 
our officials do not know common things which they are sup¬ 
posed to know. Sometime ago I talked with school teachers and 
I found that they did not even know what they have in our coun¬ 
try. Alter all. this is because we have not given them maps 
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and various other materials. We must make lots oi educational 
maps and maps for general use and help broaden our func¬ 
tionaries’ knowledge. 

First, you must make good maps of our country. They mist 
be prepared on both provincial and county basis. The county 
holds a very important place in our country, and therefore we 
must make the maps on the county basis. Rivers, forest, roads, 
factories, mines, enterprises, other industrial establishments ns 
well as historic spots in the county must be clearly marked. It 
Is desirable to show everything needed for general knowledge, 
except those connected with military secrets. This will help edu¬ 
cate our people to love their native places and country. 

The maps must also contain all materials on the southern 
half. The changes in the south Korean administrative units 
must be marked ns they arc and the sub counties shown in the 
maps. 

Wc must make good world maps as well. They must give 
fuller and more detailed information on Asia. 

As regards the geographical designations of the world imp 
you must use the original ones However, as for the place-name 
Which is not original but which has long been fixed, you had 
bettor give it in brackets so that people may understand it. Es- 

ally, when using the originals, the geographical designa¬ 
tions such as the names of countries and towns must be given 
as their peoples call them. 

In addition, you must be scrupulous in the indication of 
borderlines on the world map. Many countries arc still in dis¬ 
pute over the borderlines, each making territorial claims, so a 
complex problem might arise in connection with the demar¬ 
cation. Therefore, it is a good idea to make this point clear in 
the preface oi the atlas. If the border is indistinct you must say- 
so; and where necessary, you must explain that the map has 
been prepared on the basis of factual data or that it is based 
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on Ihe map of a certain country. Anyhow, as far as the border¬ 
line is concerned, you must make sure that no complicated prob¬ 
lem arise, by making clear whether it is confirmed or uncon¬ 
firmed. Of course, when you prepare small maps lor general 
u^c. the marking of the borderline will not be so difficult.

(ho road of progress and civilization, an age of great struggle 
for the complete liberation of our nation and the building of a 
unified. Independent mid prosperous country. 

Our youth ore young revolutionary fighters and young 
builders horn In Ibis great age and creating a new and glorious 
history of the country. Our younger generation is entrusted with 
the sacred task of carrying forward the brilliant revolutionary 
traditions mid achievements of the struggles born of the Ko¬ 
rean communist movement from the time of the anti-Japanese 
armed struggle to present socialist construction, and of ensuring 
the complete victory of socialism and communism in Korea. 
The youth can fulfil liiis lofty historic mission devolving on 
them only when they are politically and ideologically well pre¬ 
pared. 

Therefore, the most central task of the LSWY should be 
I lie political and ideological education oi the youth 
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Above all. the youth should be armed firmly with the ever- 
victorious Marxist-Leninist theory as welt as our Party's ideolo¬ 
gy and purpose. 

Marxism-Leninism is Ihe theory of scientific communism 
and the guiding ideology oi our Party. Only with u knowledge 
of Marxism-Leninism can a correct judgment oi Ihe ever- 
changing national and international situation be formed and the 
correct path bo found to the victory of the revolution, and the 
struggle be unwaveringly sustained with firm confidence in the 
socialist and communist future, however o and difficult 
the circumstances. Our youth should make tireless efforts to 
learn the great theory of Marxism-Leninism and acquire Ihe 
communist world outlook. 

Marxism has been developed and enriched In Ihe struggle 
Bgainst all varieties oi reactionary bourgeois ideology and op¬ 
portunism. The struggle between Marxism-Leninism mid vari¬ 
ous ideological trends antagonistic lo II Is Ihe expression oi the 
class struggle in modern society—a struggle that Will continue 
as long as the class struggle exists. Therefore, the strugglo for 
Marxist-Leninisi knowledge is not n mere theoretical pursuit 
but o sharp ideological struggle. 

In the international communist movement today, revision¬ 
ism has appeared and is frantically attacking Marxism-Lenin¬ 
ism. The modern revisionists, like all revisionists in the past, 
are trying lo castrate the revolutionary essence of Marxism* 
Leninism and replace it with Right opportunism. Complying 
with the demands of the imperialists, they themselves have 
not only given up revolution, but are out to prevent others from 
making revolution. Placing their hopes especially on those 
youths who lack Marxist-Leninist culture and revolutionary 
tempering, the modem revisionists attempt lo spread the poison 
of opportunism among them and disarm and corrupt them 
ideologically. 

The Youth League should further strengthen the idcologi- 
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cal struggle to bar the revisionist trend from infiltrating the 
ranks of the youth movement in our country. The vigorous pur¬ 
suit of Marxist-Loninist education for youth must embrace the 
anti-revisionist struggle, in order to enable cur youth to discern 
clearly for themselves what true Marxism-Leninism is and what 
revisionism, in order that they will firmly oppose revisionism 
and defend the purity of Marxism-Leninism. 

To master Marxism-Leninism means to grasp the essence 
of this theory and know how to apply it in revolutionary 
practice We should learn the ideology and methodology of 
Marxism-Leninism so that we can apply Marxism-Leninism in 
our revolutionary pr.u We should make a profound study 
of this theory in combination with the realities oi our country, 
the strategy and tactics of our revolution and our day-to-day 
work, and turn it into our powerful Ideological and the¬ 
oretical weapon for revolutionary struggle and constructive 
work. 

A struggle against dogmatism must I* waged in the study 
of Marxist Leninist theory and the experience of the interna¬ 
tional communist movement. 

The dogmatist tries to swallow the experience of other 
countries whole and copy It mechanically. Me neither studies 
the national characteristics and historical conditions of his own 
country nor cndc.iVours to apply Marxism-Leninism creatively 
in conformity to the actual condition 1 ; of his own country if one 
slides into dogmatism and loses his independence, he will, 
eventually, lend to rely only on others losing fa.tii in his own 
strength and blindly imitate what others do. failing to distin¬ 
guish right from wrong. 

Our youth should oppose dogmatism and establish Juchc 
more thoroughly in raising their ideological and theore;ical 
levels as well as in practical work. The study of our country's 
past and present and the history oi the struggle of our people 
should be strengthened among the youth, and their sense of 
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national independence and their national pride should be fur¬ 
ther stimulated. 

The basic task of Korean youth is to complete the Korean 
revolution and build socialism and communism in Korea. To 
fulfil this task, our youth must study profoundly the universal 
truth of Marxism-Leninism and. along with it. the lines and 
policies of our Parly which are its creative application to Ko¬ 
rean realities. 

Only through the study of our Parly's lines and policies 
can the correct strategy and tactics of the Korean revolution 
be grasped and the correct path be found in all our work. A 
thorough knowledge of the Party’s lines and policies is essential 
for thinking and acting in pursuance of Parly objectives, for 
acquiring confidence and developing a lighting spirit and en¬ 
thusiasm in the struggle to carry out the Party's policies. 

Our youth should constantly study the lines and policies 
ol the Party to grasp the essence of its policies and deeply 
realize their correctness and vitality. Thus wo should see to it 
that the Party's lines and policies become the Ideas and the 
firm conviction of the youth themselves and serve as the guide 
to all their activities. 

Whot is particularly important in the ideological education 
ol the new generation is class education and education In the 
revolutionary traditions. 

Today a fierre class struggle is being waged on a world¬ 
wide wale between the international working class and the 
reactionary forces of imperialism. The class struggle continues 
in socialist society, too. In pa.ticular, our country is divided into 
the north and the south, and we arc struggling for the com¬ 
pletion of the national-liberation revolution while building so¬ 
cialism. in direct confrontation with US imperialism, the 
chieftain of world reaction 

We must not become complacent on the ground that the 
socialist system has already triumphed, that the exploiting 
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classes have been abolished and our standard of living has 
improved in the northern hall oi the Republic. Rather we 
must further strengthen class education and education in the 
revolutionary traditions among the entire working people, 
particularly among the rising generation. 

The young people should know how ruthlessly the imperi¬ 
alists, landlords and capitalists oppressed and exploited their 
parents in the past, and they should not forget that even now 
the people in soulh Korea are undergoing indescribable suffer- 
lugs under the reactionary rul<- of the I S imperialists and 
their stooges. The youth should be fully cognizant of the ag¬ 
gressive and predatory acts committed everywhere in the world 
by the imperialists headed by the US imperialists, of the plight 
of the peoples who have not yet been liberated. 

Our youth should at all times deeply study (he gloi 
revolutionary traditions built up by the anti-Japanese guerrillas 
ami Ihelr slrugglo achievements and learn from their lofty rev¬ 
olutionary spirit. The more their conditions oi life arc improv¬ 
ed. the more deeply our youth should bear in mind that our so¬ 
cialist system and new, happy life arc precious gains won by 
the arduous struggle i id enoi nous sacrifices of their revolu¬ 
tionary forerunners. 

Thus, the entire youth should fully realize tin* aggrrssiu- 
nature of Imperialism and the exploiting nature of the land¬ 
lord and capitalist classes, hale them more firrci ly and fight 
more staunchly against imperialism and the exploiting system. 
All our youth should fortify themselves firmly with ardent 
ideas of socialist patriotism and with the spirit of proletarian 
internationalism. 

It is important to educate the youth in the revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance and an indomitable fighting spirit. 

We must be prepared to defend the revolutionary gains and 
achieve the complete reunification and independence oi the 
country by our own efiorts. and to build socialism and com- 
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muitism in our country with our own labour and internal re¬ 
sources. The youth should bring into fuller play their spirit of 
self-reliance to seek out what is in short supply, produce wlmt 
is wanting, and courageously surmount all difficulties. The rev¬ 
olutionary attitude towards work and the revolutionary mode 
oi i i should l»e established more thoroughly among the young 
people. 

It is a characteristic oi the youth to cherish great ambition 
and ideals and fight passionately for them. The youth should be 
educated in the spirit oi loving the future and always be in¬ 
spired to light on gallantly with burning aspiration for the so¬ 
cialist and communist tomorrow and with a firm confidence in 
victory, llacli place they work, each place they study and each 
place they live should glow with the passion of youth, be per¬ 
meated with revolutionary optimism and marked by a bright 
and lively atmosphere. 

All youth should thus become communist fighters who are 
Infinitely loyal to the Parly and (he re on and creditably 
fulfil the revolutionary tasks set by the Party.

LITERATURE AND ART 

Spoech to Worker* In tho Field 
ol Literature and Art 

November 7, 1964 


Big progress has been mode of Lite in the field of film 
and drum.i nrl Especially, great achievements have b«.-n galivd 
in the film art Thero are quite a few good films among those 
produced Inst year. Red Flower, Spinner and Zinnia arc all ex¬ 
cellent. 

It was n biv. shortcoming (lint we had no film depi. ting the 
life of Hie working class and their struggle for production. But 
recently, films of this kind have been coming out in great 
numbers. This is a very Rood thing. Defenders of Height 1211 
and Women of A 'am gang Village produced by the February 8 
Film Studio, too, ci n d good pieces. A few 

ago, I saw the film A People’s Teacher, and I think its content 
is very good. The documentary film Long Live the Banner of 
Ihc Republic is also very well handled. 

Such achievements made by the film art should be as¬ 
cribed first of all to tlu- improvement in the quality oi script- 
writing. 

While good results have been scored in the field of lit¬ 
erature and art, there is one serious shortcoming. That is. the 



literary and art works deal very little with the life and strug¬ 
gle of the people in the southern half. 

Our Parly has always emphasized that the liberation of 
20 million con.patriots in the southern halt is not only a job 
f--r the people in the south themselves but also a revolutionary 
task for the people of the northern half as well. 

As I said at the Eighth Plenary Meeting of the Fourth 
Party Central Committee, to liberate the people of the southern 
half from US imperialist oppression and reunify the country, 
we should do our work well in three ways. 

*' sl - 11,(5 revolutionary forces of the southern half should 
be strengthened. Since the revolution thero is above all the 
\so:k ol the - inherit people themselves, they should he aroused 
to ri><- up in order to win the revolution. Wo should awaken 
the: vo that they will rise and settle their problems. However 
good the plan for reunification wc may draw tip here in north 
Korea, reunification cannot bo achieved as long ns the people 
in the southern half do not get moving. 


Second, to complete Ihc south Korean revolution and re- 


unify the fatherland, the revolutionary base should be fortified 


in all political, economic, cultural and military fields by carry¬ 
ing out socialist construction in the northern half successfully. 

Third, wc should unite with the international revolution- 
ary forces and thoroughly isolate US imperialism, and strug- 
glcv should be waged against US imperialism everywhere In 
the world. To unite with Hie international revolutionary forces 
means to unite with the working class of the world, to unite 
with the socialist camp and to cement solidarity with the na¬ 
tional-liberation movements of various countries. Wc have made 
great efforts in this direction. 


We should thus strengthen both Ihc revolutionary forces 
of north and south Korea and the international revolutionary 
forces in order to accomplish the south Korean revolution and 


attain the reunification of the country. But, however the north 
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Korean revolutionary forces and the international revolution¬ 
ary forces may be strengthened, the revolution cannot be car¬ 
ried out in south Korea without strengthening the south Ko¬ 
rean revolutionary forces. Hence, it is important to reinforce 
the revolutionary forces of the southern half. 

For the strengthening of the revolutionary forces of the 
southern half, we should first of all persistently carry on 
political and propaganda-educational work among the people 
Of the northern half so as to stimulate their concern for the 
life and struggle of the south Korean people and make them 
regard the south Korean revolution as a vital revolutionary ta>k 
of their own. We must bear in mind that such political and 
propaganda-educational work ior the people ol the northern 
half is closely linked with the political work for the south 
which is aimed at awakening the south Korean people. 

The more the north Korean people are resolved to save 
the south Korean brothers, the more our forces will ho rein¬ 
forced to fight fo: the liberation of the south Korean pcopU 
and the more the south Korean people will be inspired. Further, 
such political and propaganda-educational work among the 
north Korean people i « also in the into tOUth K< . 

people. 

If we do not educate the people of the northern half in 
the revolutionary spirit, they will rest content with the results 
of construction already mode, thus losing the fighting spirit oi 
continued advance and forgetting tho revolutionary task of 
liberating the southern half. That is why tlie Eighth Plenary 
Meeting oi the Fourth Party Central Committee decided to 
take all possible means not only to Intensify political activities 
in south Korea but also to conduct the work properly with those 
coming from the southern half and step up the revolutionary 
education among the people oi the northern half. 

The literary and art workers engaged in such fields as 
literature, cinema, drama, music and dance nave a very great 
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role to play in educating people in a revolutionary spirit. Our 
literature and art should serve not only socialist construction in 
half, but the struggle oi the whole Korean people 
for the south Korean revolution and the reunification of the 
fatherland But our literature and art still fail to meet the do- 
m.-'iids of our revolution. We should have good literary works 
or films for the education of the south Korean revolutionaries, 
but we have very few. 

T ,K ‘ present situation in south Korea is very good. The 
'"* cl ■ working very well. They d id an in¬ 

dependent reunification free from foreign Interference They 
do not fight directly against the Yankees because they arc still 
afraid of them Wc should persist in our efforts to cncourngo 
the south Korean people to fight holding aloft the slogan of 
anti-US struggle. 

i should exert yourselves to create literary and art 
works that teach (lie aouth Korean (h methods of revolution'* 
ary struggle, boost their revolutionary /cal and raise their 
Class consciousness. Literature and art which sing the praises 
oi socialism are necessary* °f course. They are not only n< 
sary. but better works and in large numbers. But what we lock 
very mu It and need urgently now arc works of literature and 
art that will educate the people and revolutionaries of the 
southern half, that will educate the people of the northern half 
in the revolutionary spirit. 

With a view to contributing to the education of the people 
with our revolutionary traditions, you have produced quite 
a few works of literature and art which depict the anti-Japa¬ 
nese guerrilla struggle. This is certainly necessary since the 
anti-Japanese guerrilla struggle is the root of our revolutionary 
movement. You should inert ase the output of such works in 
the future. But in my opinion it is too narrow to limit the scope 
oi education oi our revolutionary traditions to the anti-Japa¬ 
nese guerrilla struggle. Tile time has now come to widen the 


scope of education in these traditions. Revolutionary struggles 
have been going on ior 20 years since liberation. Why should 
the 15 years ol anti-Japanese guerrilla struggle alone represent 
our revolutionary struggle? The struggles ior the establishment 
of the people's power, for the agrarian reform, ior the ra¬ 
tionalization ol industries and for the building of the Party, 
the Fatherland Liberation War against the Yankee aggres¬ 
sion—all these were arduous revolutionary struggles. 

More people took pari in the three-year long Fatherland 
Liberation War than in the anti-Japanese guerrilla struggle. 
The Fatherland Liberation War was literally an all-people’s war 
In which all classes and strata of our society took part The 
workers, peasants and intellectuals all fought valiantly, not 
fearing sacrifice. Men of literature and art should create works 
which portray such struggles. Not long ago, the February 8 
Film Studio produced the films Song of the Transport Fighters 
and Women oj S'am gang Village, You should produce more ol 
such pieces, Why should only the transport fighters or the 
women ol Namgang village be chosen as heroic lighters? 

The Fatherland Liberation War produced a great many 
people's heroes. Many people had gone as far as the River 
Rakdong*gang and came back to the heart of our Party, back 
to the revolutionary ranks by trekking over the mountains and 
crossing the rivers In the teeth ol all hardships This arduous 
retreat was, so to speak, a Long March. Why shouldn't we be 
proud of those who had gone os far as the River Rakdong- 
gang and came back, as revolutionaries? There is every reason 
to consider them revolutionaries. I hey certainly deserve to leel 
proud ol their participation in the great revolutionary struggle. 

You should, of course, keep on writing about the revolu¬ 
tionary struggles before liberation, but you should write more 
about the innumerable heroic feats and inspiring events that 
took place during the post-liberation revolutionary struggles. 
Only by so doing can you imbue the growing revolutionary 
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fighters with a sense of honour, encourage them to fresh ex¬ 
ploits and train more revolutionaries. 

As I have already said time and again, if we want to have 
our country fully reunified, the people in the southern half 
should wage a revolutionary struggle and drive the Yankees 
out. Oi course, it is not an easy task to force them out. How¬ 
ever. if the revolutionaries in the southern half conduct the 
work of Party building well and organize the struggle of the 
south Korean people properly, the American scoundrels can be 
forced out and their puppets smashed definitely. Then the re¬ 
unification ol the country can be materialized In a peaceful 
way. Our policy of peaceful reunification Is to achieve r 
cation precisely in that way. It can also be achieved in a dif¬ 
ferent way. through war. If the American scoundrels unleash 
a war against U5. wc will have to drive the aggressors out by 
lorcc ol arms. In that case, they will nu-et with the armed 
counteroffensive of the entire Korean people in the north and 
south. Why shouldn't wc arm the people of the southern half 
when the Yankees attack us by force of arms? 

No matter in what way Korea be reunified, it is most Im¬ 
portant to educate the north and south Korean people con¬ 
stantly in the revolutionary spirit. Writers and artists should 
depict in their works of literature and art not only the ex¬ 
perience of the revolutionary struggles of bygone days and the 
struggles for the revolution and construction In the northern 
half, but also the struggle of the people and revolutionaries of 
the southern half. 

The southern half has many excellent experiences and 
heroic deeds in struggle to draw on. Why can't you describe 
them? Take the October Popular Resistance, for example. It 
does not matter who guided it. Though Pali Hon Yong ruined 
that struggle, the history oi the valiant struggle of the people 
cannot be blotted out. You can also write about the cause 
of the failure of this heroic struggle of the people. And what 
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glorious and gallant struggles the April 19 Popular Uprising 
and the June Third Demonstration Struggle were! You should 
write stories, produce films and compose songs about such 
struggles. You should write forceful works that can inspire the 
south Korean youth and students to fight the Yankees to the 
death after they read them. In our country there are so many 
heroic deeds performed by numerous revolutionaries in their 
struggle. You should create many works of literature and art. 
including films and novels, on the basis of such materials. 

Recently I have heard of u certain comrade lighting in 
south Korea, Hu story of the tremendoi hi 

waged would fill .1 large voliu I'von though he lost contact 
with (lie revolutionary organization, he continued to fight up 
until now without a day’s letup. The deed of this comrade is 
really worth oi high pi I not only In rc p t to the duration 
of his struggle hut in its import. If you write a story based 
on such themes, it will become a fine textbook for the rev¬ 
olution! / a t hm of smith Korean youth and students Needless to 
say. II will also be good educational material for out young 
(oiks in the northern half. 

YOU should write not only about the post-liberation true 
gle of the south Korean people, but also about their struggle in 
tile pre-liberation days. The Kwangju Student Incident. lor 
Instance, call offer a nic* plot. At one time Pak Chang Ok tried 
to ban even the commemoration of this event and also th.it of 
tlie March First Movement. As historical subjects, you can 
choose similar events fro n the history of the anti-Japanese. anti- 
US struggles of the people. 

You should give a' much educational material ns you can 
to the revolutionaries and patriots of the southern half. It is ill 
the more necessary to give the comrades lighting in the south¬ 
ern half plenty oi literary and art works depicting their strug 
gle in the southern half, their joys and sorrows, and their 
life rather than those about socialist construction in lb< 


northern half We have done very little in this respect. As to 
the films, for instance, t People’s Teacher is a good story, but 
the hero's splendid career comes to an end with his devoted 
participation in socialist construction. The question of the rev¬ 
olution in the southern half and the question of the country's 
reunification are not treated. However excellent in itself, this 
kind of film doe- not meet the needs of the revolutionaries in 
the southern half or answer their questions. 

It is tin- for. u:os’. revolutionary task of our Party io reuni¬ 
fy the country. That is explicitly provided for in the Party 
Rubs. Our literature and art can never swerve from this rev¬ 
olutionary task of the Party. 

At present, many good comrades are imprisoned in south 
Korea. \\Y must Imbue those comrades behind bars with con¬ 
fidence They are waiting for the south Korean people to rise 
up in trugglc and op u die .'ales rhey watch how the 
situation is changing, every day and every hour. We should 
give them hope and let I cm know that those who shed blood 
and fall in their fight in south Korea will leave their mark 
on t*ic glorious history of our revolution. Only then will they 
fight bravely and unflinchingly in prison or on the scaffold, and 
a huge army of revolutionaries "ill follow them unceasing* 
ly into the scene ol struggle. 

Il< \\ can we face the comrades of the southern half, if wo 
do not produce revolutionary works of literature and art to 
encourage lie revolutionaries in the soutlicrn half, although we 
have excellent paper mills, fine publishing houses and a de¬ 
tachment of hundreds of, thousands oi writers and artists? 

Our writers could write masterpieces with those already 
dead or still living, as models. You should not write a biography 
about a living person. That cannot impress people very much. 
Suppose you decide to write. You could produce a masterpiece 
using as models those comrades who fought on their missions 
given by the Revolutionary Army before liberation. The strug- 
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glc of those comrades of the People's Revolutionary Array in 
the pre-liberation days, their indefatigable battle in prison, 
arrested by the enemy during underground activities in the 
homeland while on revolutionary missions; the impressive re¬ 
union ot long-separated comrades following liberation and the. 
subsequent devoted struggle for the building of the parly and 
for the founding of the power and the armed forces, their 
amazing activities in the Fatherland Liberation War. their 
arduous retreating operations after advancing as tar as the 
River Rakdong-gang. breaking through enemy encirclement, 
and their struggle for the postv. mstruc- 

lion these great historic events could be your plot to portray 
the typical image of the heroes growing up in th.- midst of 
struggles along with the development of tin Korean revolu¬ 
tion. There is your masterplccel Only with such writings, will 
you he able lo make people realize that revolution Is something 
lull of ups find downs, educate them In Iho spirit of revolution¬ 
ary romanticism and give hope and courage to our comrades in 
prison. 

To cite an Instance, you can write a tine work with O ti¬ 
rade Kim Chaek as a model. I think. Ills struggle In Manchuria, 
his prison-life in Seoul, his return to the organization after his 
prison term to resume Ids struggle, his second jnll-life in Kirin, 
his guerrilla warfare thereafter—what an nrduous and glorim: ! 
revolutionary life all this shows! When Comrade Kim Chaek 
left the Sodaemun Prison, lie had no money for the trip, so he 
went to Comrade I to Hon. who had volunteered to defend him 
in court, and got I non and 20 or CO chon in the currency of 
that time, and came hack to Chientao. liven now I am moved 
to tears whenever I recall the seen of his reunion with bis 
son in Pyongyang after liberation. At that time he said to me: 
"This boy hesitated to come in because he is barefooted. So 1 
told him, 'The General won’t think ill of you for your bare 
(cot. Do you think the General would be pleased ii you came to 
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him as a well-off dandy in Western clothes? I rather like you 
barefoot. Let's get in.' So. I persuaded hint, and brought him 
in." Why doesn't such an impressive anecdote move the hearts 
of writers and artists? 

You should demonstrate through your works that the life 
of a revolutionary is arduous but one can live that way once he 
is resolved. Especially, wc should educate our young folks in 
the spirit of revolutionary optimism. 

When we visited the People's Army units on the occa¬ 
sion of February 8 last year, we were bitterly sorry that young 
people now did not know the hardships of life and did not 
know how their parents and elders had suffered before. Our 
young soldiers do not know wdl wb.it straw sandals arc. wliat 
farm rent is and what a faint hand is. \ young man twenty- 
five years old now would have greeted the liberation at the age 
of six. and he has no clear i«l« of what the old society was like 
If he has any idea of it. that is by and large but a scintilla of 
knowledge that he get from books. You should not forget Ilia! 
if wc do not properly educate the new generation, our youth 
lose the revolution! plrit nd bccoira useless people 
who want to live in idleness. 

We cannot carry out the revolution willi the youth who 
understand nothing of landlords and capitalists. At present, 
most of the company commanders of our army have combat 
experience, but platoon loaders have no t tp rience in battle. 
The makeup oi cadres in our army has already changed to such 
an extent. Nevertheless, the cadres upwards of company, bat¬ 
talion and regimental commanders have tasted the bitterness 
ot life and have battle experience. We should achieve the 
country's reunification before our cadres get too old. Anyway, 
we should not leave the task of reunifying the country to pos¬ 
terity. 

All kinds of art are necessary for the cduc.ition of our 
working people and young folks, but stress should he laid on 
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novel? and films. Above all. we should produce a lot of good 
films. 

Now, I would like lo say a lew words about producing rev¬ 
olutionary songs 

At the time of the guerrilla struggle, when we composed a 
revolutionary song, even the puppet Manchukuo Army soldiers 
sang II. to say nothing of the peasants We did not know much 
about setting songs to music, and when wc were busy wv wrote 
only the words and sang it to old tunes But still the people 
liked singing such songs. II you comrades compose a good song, 
men of the "KOK army" in south Korea will sing I. and so 
will I lie south Korean students. 

The workers In the field of music should further develop 
our national music to suit the sentiment and aspiration* of the 
socialist builders. 

Almost all the songs which have come out during the last 
few years are good ones How excellent the songs such as 0. 
Blizzard, Blizzard and To a Decisive Rattle are! Thev songs arc 
beautiful and yet august enough lo arouse people to the rov- 
olutionnry struggle. Songs like Pochonbo. the Load o/ (Horn: 
Amnok-gang River. Two Thousand ri ; and At the Welt Side for 
women’s chorus are rich in Korean melody and suit the feelings of 
our people. Bumper Year on Chongsan-ri Plain seems to be the 
i hi .ill pieces produced recent y i n tong, which is Korean 
through and through in Its melody, fully reflects the spirit ul 
the day. The militant spirit of our working people rushing ahead 
in (ho saddle Of Chollima and their Optimistic emotions full of 
confidence in victory are well expressed in the song. Our 
modern music must continue to follow this path. 

As a whole our music is developing now in a sound and 
correct way. li it continues to advance in that direction. 1 
think it would be quite acceptable. However, wc should make 
Still greater efforts to develop even further our own national 
music in conformity with the realities oi the day. 
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Our music must lie Korean in essence and it should suit 
the ieelings of our people. 

Our people do not like the pure European music which is 
alien to their sentiments. 

Though our light music smacks considerably of old-fash¬ 
ioned crooning, people like it because it is Korean in essence. 
It is not fortuitous that Comrade Kim Jong Dok's songs enjoy 
popularity. Ilis song-, are somewhat crooned, bul they are rich 
in Korean melody, cheerful and optimistic. 

There arc quite a few croon-type tunes among the songs 
made by our people al the time of Japanese Imperialist rule, Of 
course, decadent crooning tunes are had. But wc can continue 
to sing those croon-type songs which are not degenerate but 
are somewhat cheerful, inheriting the forms of Korean folk 
songs Because, under the vicious Japanese Imperialist colonial 
>ulc of almost half a century, our people made and sang many 
songs deploring the corrupt society of the time, not a few of 
I Hem being croon-typo songs. The songs which the healthy- 
minded masses arc fond of singing are certainly good ones 
Songs which have inherited the (orms ol folk songs and which 
Iho masses like should be developed even though they smock 
ol old-lashloned crooning. 

As regards our national music, you had better develop 
mainly folk songs. Our folk songs should be compatible with the 
emotions of today’s youth. Ulsan Ballad and Moranbong have 
really pleasant melodics. You should compose songs like these 
in large numbers It is better to sing folk-style songs in chorus 
than solo. 

Our classical operas, too, should have their roots in folk 
songs A New Song Flows out of the Village across the River, 
which is based on folk songs ol the western provinces, appeals 
to me very much. It seems to be advisable lo develop the na¬ 
tional music alter this pattern. 

Pansori lacks interest since it is too old-fashioned. The 



ballads of the southern provinces are what ryangban would 
chant over wine cups in those days when they used to wear 
horse-hair hats and get about on the donkey’s back. These 
songs are not fit for our times. The youth nowadays do not like 
them. When listening to the radio, young people switch it off if 
pansori comes on. Pansort does not inspire the people nor a- 
rouse them to struggle. II is utterly ridiculous to imagine sol¬ 
diers rushing into battle inspired by pansort. It is unthinkable 
that songs, which the aristocrats of old days used to sing while 
drinking, could suit the emotions ol our youth who arc building 
socialism. 

Of course, I do not mean to say that you should not sing 
pansort at all, II is not bud to know that in former days there 
were alio songs of this sort So it would be a Rood thing to 
retain one pansori singer out of n hundred. We should preserve 
pansort but there is no need lo encourage it. 

Some comrades assert that the ballads of the southern 
provinces should be the basis uf the national music. That is 
wrong, The ballads of the southern provinces arc the songs ol 
ryangban of the old days and, in addition, they are sang with 
croaky sounds unpleasant to the ear. It is entirely opposed to 
natural vocalization. A New Song Flows out ol the Village across 
the River and Popsongpo Boatmen's Song arc all free from 
croaky sounds and are really pleasant to listen lo. 

Koreans generally have beautiful voices, and it is really 
terrible to hear a good looking girl make hoarse sounds. You 
may be able to stand the hoarse noise of a man or Chun Hyang'f 
old mother, but it simply makes you really sick to hear Chun 
Hyang utter such tones. One of the main reasons why our clas 
sical operas, Including the Tale of Chun llycng. arc not popular 
among the people is that they are being hoarsely chanted in the 
ballad form of the southern provinces. 

Contrary to the opinion oi some, it is wrong to consider 
this husky noise a vocalization suitable for our national niel- 
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ody. It is not natural bul artificial. Young people nowadays 
neither sing in this hoarse style nor do they like it. There is 
no need to argue about the traditional or modern vocalization. 
II you produce a natural and yet beautiful tone to conform 
with Hie national melody and feelings, that is good. You should 
choose vocalizations which permit natural, mellow and beauli- 
lul tones The husky noise should decidedly l.c eliminated from 
our vocalism. 

Some comrades insist that the Stute. Art Theatre and the 
National Art Theatre should not go in the same direction and 
that the latter should preserve the Imsky-style songs. If it 
really do••>. it will have to bo called National Classical Art 
Theatre instead of National An Theatre, and only those who 
make husky sounds should be gathered there. The National Art 
Theatre should go forward, it cannot remain behind. 

To modernize our national music, we should also consider 
Ihe problem ol further developing Ihe Instruments. 

A shortcoming of our national instruments is that they 
produce croaky sounds. It seems flint since Ihe croaky voice was 
used in chang. Ihe instruments made to suit It, Some 
comrades arc against improving Ihe national instruments, but 
Ihere is need to do so. With the unimproved Korean tradition¬ 
al Instruments, wc can neither modernize the national music 
nor fully express Ihe sentiments of the people of our .igc. 

After all. national instruments are appropriate for folk 
songs. It is excellent to have Moranbong performed with na¬ 
tional instruments. 

You should not jump to the conclusion that Ihe Korean 


instruments are not suitable for marches, just because they arc 
fit for folk songs. You can inspire the people adequately even 
with national instruments. 

Some comrades sav that Korean music cannot be performed 
with European instruments, but that is quite incorrect. Bumper 
I ear on Chongsar.-ri Plain is Korean in essence. But it sounds 
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excellent when performed with European instruments. For this 
piece, which gives you a fresh, keyed-up feeling. European in 
slrumeiits are just right. When you combine the European 
instruments with the national ones like saatap and gg-oeng- 
gwari, it is even better. 1 think it is a good step to take. 

It is also not at all had to accompany Korean songs with 
light music. It is fine to play the Korean music on the violin or 
piano. At present there are lew Korean tunes written for piano; 
consequently you lake it as a matter of course to slart with tin 
European numbers when you come to study the piano It is all 
right to learn European music, but you should learn Korean 
music first. 

You should not play only European strains with European 
instruments. II you do not play Korean music. European Instru 
ments will bo rejected by the people in the end. 

Wo should make use of European Instruments lor the dc 
velopment of our national music You should not subordinate 
Korean music lo European Instruments, but European instru 
ments lo Korean music. 

You should compose Inis of good music with Korean root> 
that can Ik- performed with European instruments Tin- secret 
is in the composition. You should turn out plenty of music rich 
in Korean idiosyncrasy and prepare schools lor European in¬ 
struments. 

Our music should express the sentiment ol the day. regard¬ 
less of who (her it is for European or ior national instruments. 
The sentiment of the people changes with the times. Soncs in 
the sijo stvie clianled by learned men of the old days m toe 
drawing room, do not suit the reality of today. Wc must develop 
our music to harmonize with the feelings of our working people 
who are building socialism. 

Wc should not carry over the same ancient tunes that *rc 
out of keeping with the sentiments of out people today. De- 
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velopment oi national music has nothing to do with rcslora- 
tionism. 

You should not worship the classics loo much on the 
grounds that things Korean must be treasured and promoted 
in music. Do you think young people of today would like il if 
you pul horse hair hats on their heads? 

Since songs of the old days are all. by and large, based 
on Chinese poetry, they are difficult lo chant and unintelligible 
for the young folks of today. There is no need to ictain them as 
they are. We ought to rewrite the Chinese verses into simpler 
language and modernize them However assiduously von may 
copy I he old. I i- of no use if the masses do not like il. We 
should not strive to imitate the old material as il is, but direct 
our energies to remoulding and developing the valuable her¬ 
itage our people have created over many centuries, in conform* 
Ity with the sentiments of the people of our age. 

nit national music department of the conservatory should 
be reinforced so as to train more students specializing In folk 
songs and national instruments. We should, in Ihis way, en¬ 
deavour to modernize our national music and develop il in 
keeping with our limes. 

Music, like all oilier arl. should serve the masses of the 
people. We should develop our music basing il on our na¬ 
tional melodics. After all. this makes lor the creation ol ;i mu¬ 
sic which the masses of the people can understand and enjoy. 
As far as wc are concerned, there is no place for the so-called 
musk lor music’s sake which only some experts can tmdei 
stand, or for the degenerate music which is lo the liking of I In* 
exploiting classes. Wc should reject oil the decadent bourgeois 
music which dulls the revolutionary consciousness of Ule pop¬ 
ular masses. We should categorically reject music Unit makes 
crazy noises out of the abyss of sentimentality and sorrow, or 
leads man's mind to obscenity. 

We should never allow the penetration of "ja/.z" in the lu- 
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lure as in the past. It depraves and emasculates the youth and 
dulls their revolutionary consciousness. “Ja zi' is an ideolog¬ 
ical weapon ol the imperialists to degenerate revolutionary 
peoples. How can we accept the venom they direct at us. and 
by so doing destroy our own positions, when we have to light 
US imperialism lo the end? We should thoroughly reject "jazz 

Our music should always be revolutionary as well as na¬ 
tional. 

I suggest that literary and art works about socialist con¬ 
struction and the revolutionary slruggle be represented in our 
creative endeavours at a ratio of five lo five. And as for those 
dealing with the revolulimmry struggle, I think it would be 
right lo make those of north Korea and south Korea about (our 
to one. 

A few words about the question of our writers and artists 
going to the countryside. Aclors and actresses should not coop 
thomidvw up In Pyongyang oil the time but should also per- 
i, i m in rural areas. The arrant: ( 1 should not be made as 
il there were separate categories ol performers for Pyongyang 
and for the countryside. 

Writers and artists will become bureaucrats or aristocrats 
lar removed from the people alter all, if they just stay in 
Pyongyang. Then, the writers and artists will lose contact with 
the reality of our country, backslide and seek comforts. Aclors 
can develop in the mainstream of life only when they go out to 
the countryside. If they go out to the countryside, they can m* 
the thatch-roofed houses still left over and the peasants en¬ 
gaged in hard work. In this course, they will naturally stop 
thinking about the easy life, live simply and have the will 
to light. All artists must, without exception, go and see the 
countryside. 

II the writers and artists do not mix with the masses, be¬ 
come one with them and learn from them perscvcringly. they 
will become aristocrats and bureaucrats, and be unable to make 
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any contribution to our revolutionary work. Our writers and 
artists should become revolutionary writers and artists who 
faithfully serve the workers and peasants, who always gel in 
touch with the workers and peasants, unite with them and 
know how to find the source of their inexhaustible creative 
talents. 


REPLY TO I HE LETTER OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE KOREAN AFFAIRS INSTITUTE 
IN WASHING I ON 


January 8. 1965 


I have received your Idler. II gives me grenl pleasure lo 
loarn that you arc deeply concerned about the question cl 
reunifying the country. 

As you know, our nation has been a victim ol territorial 
partition and national division already ior 20 years 

Although a new generation has grown up. there has not 
even been established contact and travel between north and 
south Korea, to say nothing ot the reunification of the country, 
the long-cherished aspiration of the nation, and the artificial 
barrier of national partition remains unchanged. 

As the days go by. the gap between the north and the south 
is growing wider In all spheres oi political, economic and cul 
hi rat life, and even Ihe national characteristics common to our 
people, a homogeneous nation formed through .. long history, 
arc gradually becoming differentiated. 

The division of the notion rules out the possibility of co¬ 
ordinated mobilization and use of Ihe national wealth and the 
strength of the people for the development oi Hie country; it 
brings unbearable suiierings to all Korean people 

The division of Korea into north and south brings in. 
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mensurable miseries and misfortunes, particularly to the peo¬ 
ple’s living in south Korea. 

The prosperity oi the whole nation cannot be expected and 
the people n south Korea cannot be rescued Irom their wretch¬ 
ed plight unless the division of our country is terminated and 
reunification is achieved. 

It is natural that in south Korea today, the broad masses 
of tin people arc crying out that they cannot live unless the 
country is reunified, and many public figures with national 
conscience are lighting courageously tor the reunification of the 
country. 

Reunification ol the country is an urgent national task 
which cannot be postponed any longer. 

It is high time, we believe, lor all Koreans without excep¬ 
tion. who are patriotic and concerned about the (Uturo of the 
nation, to do their utmost to reunify the country. 

The whole world know* that our 0 overnment, expressing 
the universal desire and will ol the e ntire Korean people, has 
made persevering efforts to achieve the reunification ol the 

\\Y consider that the solution ot the reunification question 
must not be obslructed by the interests ol any party, grouping 
or privileged circle at the expense ol the national Interests, and 
that reunification must in any case be accomplished in a demo¬ 
cratic way, in accordance with the general will ot the entire 
Korean people, and not by one side forcing its will on the other 
side Wc do not allow anyone to impose his will upon ns and 
we. on our part, do not Intend to force our will on others. Wc 
have always maintained that the authorities, political parties, 
social organizations and individual personalities of north and 
south Korea should sit down together and negotiate sincerely 
and openheartcdly to solve the question of reunification. 

I make it clear once again that, just as we have done up to 
now. >o ill the future as well, our Government will exert every 
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eflorl to achieve the reunification oi the country in conformity 
with the desire of the people and the national interests, and 
that it is ready to accept anyone’s opinion, if it is helpful to¬ 
wards the solution of the reunification question. 

In your letter you set forth views that have many points in 
common with a number of proposals we have already made 
time and again for the settlement of the question of reunify¬ 
ing the country. 

As wc have always maintained, the reunification of tin- 
country must be carried out in accord with the principles oi 
independence and democracy, and in a peaceful way. without 
the Interference of any outside forces. 

We consider that any attempt to reunify the country by 
relying on outside torces is nothing but an illusion and Is de¬ 
signed lo leave the whole o( Korea in the hand? ol the im¬ 
perialist oggressors. 

The question of Korean reunification is an Internal affair 
of (lie Korean people which admits no interference from out¬ 
side forces. The Korean question must be settled by the Ko¬ 
reans themselves, f oreigners ore not in a position io solve the 
internal affairs ol our nation 

Ours Is a rcsuurccful and civilized nation, fully capable of 
solving its national problem by itself. 

The basic obstacle lo the country's reunification is the US 
imperialists who are occupying south Korea militarily, in¬ 
terfering in our domestic affairs, carrying out a policy of divid¬ 
ing our notion, and pursuing an aggressive policy against the 
whole of Korea. 

The US imperialists have brought south Korea complete¬ 
ly under their colonial domination in ail political, economic, 
military and cultural fields and brought utter ruin to the life 
of its people. 

Withdrawal of ail foreign troops from south Korea is the 
prerequisite to the solution oi the question of reunification. 


_ Reply »o the President of the Korean Affairs Institute 

In north Korea there arc absolutely no foreign troops. The 
Chinese People’s Volunteers withdrew completely from north 
Korea on their own initiative as early as 1958. 

However, the US army in the guise of the United Na¬ 
tions is stationed in south Korea. 

The United States has no ground or excuse whatsoever to 
station its army in south Korea. 

There can be no independence or sovereignty as long as a 
foreign army ol aggression is stationed on one’s territory. 

Any people who have the least spark of national conscience 
ought to demand the withdrawal of the US troops and work to 
expel them from our territory. 

Wc must stir up the indignation ot the entire nation against 
the US imperialist aggressors and mobilize all the patriotic 
force' in the struggle lo drive the US army out of south Korea. 

Your proposal that all foreign troops should he withdrawn 
In order to solve the question ol Korean reunification is a just 
one. 

It Is our consistent view that the question of Korean reuni¬ 
fication should be solved through the establishment ol a unified 
central government embracing representatives of people of all 
classes and strata, through free north-south general elections 
lo be held in a democratic way, without interference by any 
outside forces, after the withdrawal of all foreign troops from 
south Korea. 

Such general elections should be held in a completely free 
and democratic atmosphere, without any conditions that might 
hamper or repress, even slightly, the expression of the will of 
the people. Free, democratic elections arc inconceivable as long 
as the democratic rights of the people arc being violated and 
patriotic movements suppressed. 

To hold free north-south general elections, there should 
first be lull guarantees of complete freedom of political activity 
for all the political parties, social organizations and individual 
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personalities, as well as freedom of speech, the press, assembly, 
association and demonstration, throughout north and south 
Korea. All the political prisoners who have been arrested and 
imprisoned for having demanded democratic liberties and the 
country’s independent reunification should be set free uncondi¬ 
tionally. 

All citizens should have equal rights to elect anil to be 
elected at any place lliroughout Korea, regardless oi party af¬ 
filiation, political views, property status, education, religious 
faith or sex. 

Only througn such genuinely democratic elections based 
un tin- principles • universal, equal and direct suffrage by 
secret ballot, can a unified Independent and democratic govern¬ 
ment be established which represents the Interests of the work 
ers, peasants, youth and students, intellectuals, servicemen, 
traders, entrepreneurs and others from all classes and strata 

This proposal of ours is most fair and reasonable, accept¬ 
able lo everyone. 

However, the successive rulers of south Korea have dog¬ 
gedly opposed our just proposal, and have clamoured fix the 
so-called "elections under UN supervision". 

The Korean people know only too well what "elections 
under UN supervision" arc. Il is no secret that the election of 
Syiigman Rliee, Irailor to the Korean people, was rigged up 
more than once, that Chang .'Ivon's assumption to power was 
fabricated anil Hie seizure of power by Pak Jung Hi was legal 
ized, all through “elections under UN supervision" imposed on 
south Korea from 1948 lo this date 

"Rlcctions under UN supervision" arc no more than a 
screen for covering the insidious aggressive plot of the US 
imperialists to extend to north Korea the colonial system which 
they have forced upon the people in south Korea 

In Korea the United Nations has been used a^ an ag¬ 
gressive tool of the United States.

Tlie United Nations has no competence whatsoever to in¬ 
volve itself in the Korean question. 

The Korean people do nol want anyone meddling in the 
solution of the question of their country's reunification Wc 
must in any case achieve the reunification of the country by 
ourselves. 

As the south Korean rulers, at the instigation of US im¬ 
perialism, persisted in opposing the establishment oi a unified 
government oi Korea through free, democratic elections, we 
could not merely sit with folded arms walling for the day of 
reunification and could not but seek ways of gradual approach 
lo complete reunification by taking all steps conducive lo the 
reunification oi lhc country. 

You must know that wc have long since been proposing 
the establishment cf a Confederation of north and south Korea 
as a transitional step for settling the urgent and Immediate 
problems ol the nation even before llir attainment of complete 
reunification of tbc country and facilitating reunification. 

The Conlcdeiatlon we have proposed envisages the forma¬ 
tion of a Supreme National Committee composed of equal num¬ 
bers ol representatives appointed by the two governments, 
mainly with the object oi coordinating lhc economic and cul¬ 
tural development of north and south Korea in a unified way 
and ot promoting mutual cooperation and exchange between 
the two sides in the common interests of Hie nation, while re¬ 
taining the existing political systems in north and south Korea 
and maintaining the independent activities of the two govern¬ 
ments. 

The reunification commission you have suggested can be 
regarded as analogous lo the Supreme National Committee wc 
have mentioned. In our opinion, it would also be a good idea 
to work out measures for restoring the national bonds between 
Ihe north and Ihe south and lor carrying out Uie reunification 
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of the country independently, not necessarily through the form 
of a Confederation, but by setting up some other kind of joint 
organ to be composed of representatives from north and south 
Korea. 

We have maintained time and again that ii the south Ko¬ 
rean authorities cannot accept the Confederation, then the na¬ 
tion’s tribulations caused by the division should at least be 
softened by effecting north-south economic and cultural ex¬ 
change, leaving aside political questions for the time being. 

The economic exchange between the north and the south 
would organically combine industrial north Korea with .igrar. 
an south Korea and facilitate the unified, independent dcvel 
Opmcut of the national economy, and would open Ihc way for 
reviving souIh Korea's ruined economy and stabilizing tin- li\ 
ing conditions of its people who are in dire straits. 

We have already built .1 developed industry and agriculture 
and laid firm economic loundations lor an independent state in 
norlh Korea. This is the economic asset which would permit our 
nation to live independently alter tin country is reunified in 
the future. 

When we were rebuilding, with tightened belts, the ccon 
omy that had been ravaged beyond description by the US 
imperialist aggressors, we were always mindful oi Ihc interests 
and future development of the whole nation. We have not for 
a moment forgotten our compatriots in south Korea, we con 
sider it our sacred national duly to help the suficring people in 
south Korea. 

Along with the carrying out of economic exchange, cul¬ 
tural tics in all spheres of science, culture, arts, sports, etc.. 
should be restored, and travel of people between north and 
south should be effected. 

The south Korean authorities, following the dictates of US 
imperialism, are opposed to free north-south general elections.

opposed to a Conledcration of north and south Korea and op¬ 
posed .veil to economic and cultural exchange and travel of 
people between north and south. 

Under thtic circumstances, we insist that at least the ex¬ 
change of letters should be materialized as a minimum step for 
forging ties between the north and south. This reilccts the 
pressing demand of the people for ending the extremely ab¬ 
normal situation in which parents, wives and children, rela¬ 
tives and friends who arc separated in the north and the south 
cannot even write to each other. 

It is ol prime importance in achieving the reunification of 
the country t<> eliminate the tension created between the north 
and the south. 

In this connection, it might he recalled, we have time and 
again proposed to the smith Korean authorities that, after US 
troops are completely withdrawn fr< m south Korea, north and 
south Korean authorities conclude a peace agreement pledging 
not to resort to armed attack against each other, and that the 
armed forces of both north and south Korea be reduced to 

100,000 or less. 

The oversize armed forces of south Korea, numbering more 
than 600.000 men, aie an unbearably heavy military expendi¬ 
ture (or I Ik south Korean people and severely menace peace In 
Korea. 

The withdrawal o; all foreign troops from south Korea, the 
conclusion of a peace agreement between the norlh and the 
south and the reduction of the armed iorces on both sides will 
mark a giant step forward on the road lo the country’s reuni¬ 
fication. 

We regard as a welcome idea your proposal that the north 
and south Korean ai lies be cut to the level of constabulary 
units for the maintenance of internal security and order. 

We arc ready to take any other steps that may lie helpful 
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to the solution of the reunification question. We arc willing to 
abrogate the military pacts we have concluded with foreign 
countries on the condition that the US army is withdrawn 
from south Korea and the south Korean authorities abolish all 
the military pacts and agreements they have signed with iorcign 
countries. We made this clear previously, when we were con¬ 
cluding the pads with other countries. 

Ours is an Independent people’s power established freely 
in accordance with the general will of the people. W - have 
never relied on outside forces; we maintain complete Indc- 
i ondenee in all spheres political, economic, military 
cultural 

Our domestic and foreign policies arc completely inde¬ 
pendent, brooking no interference from any foreign country. 
Our Government, whenever it deems it necessary tor the In¬ 
terests of the country and tin nation, can lake appropriate ac¬ 
tions on Its own Initiative. 

We have devoted all our sincere efforts to the reunifica¬ 
tion of our country. 

Even after (lie present rulers of south Korea staged n mil¬ 
itary coup and seized power, we repeatedly advanced a number 
of proposals of national solvation aimed at removing the na¬ 
tional calamity and accelerating tin on of I coun¬ 

try. in the sincere hope that they would return to a national 
position. 

However, following the aggressive ond the divisive policy 
of the US imperialists and disregarding the ardent desire oi 
the nation, they have refused to listen to our sincere advice; on 
the contrary, they continue to perpetuate the partition oi the 
nation. 

The responsibility for the failure up to now to achieve the 
reunification of our country rests with the US imperialists 
who have occupied south Korea by force of arms and have been 
pursuing a policy of splitting our nation, and with such traitors 
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as Pak Jung Hi, the reactionary bureaucrats, the political 
quacks and impostors who. hand in glove with the US imperi¬ 
alists. are bartering away the interests of the nation. 

They '.-rve the foreign aggressive forces, opposing the in¬ 
dependent and peaceful reunification ol the country and cate- 
gorically rejecting the unity of the national forces; they de¬ 
fend only their own personal interests and those oi some priv¬ 
ileged circles that are in league with outside forces; they can 
never represent the south Korean people. 

they defend, and ask ior the permanent stationing of, 
the US aggressive army which has occupied south Korea and 
has i>ecn obstructing the reunification ot our country and per¬ 
petrating all and every kind ol brutish atrocity such as 
plundering, oppressing, insulting and killing people In south 
Korea. 

Those traitors, turning down our otter to receive millions 
of unemployed south Koreans into north Korea and give them 
Jobs, ar, selling out our compatriots to European and Ameri¬ 
can count lies a. it they were commodities. 

Moreover, they aic even ushering In the Japanese mil¬ 
itarists to reduce south Korea to .i colony ol both US and 
Japanese imperialism. 

Manipulated by the United States, the traitors of south 
Korea, dead set against contact and cooperation within one 
and the same nation, are hurrying through the criminal "ROK- 
Japan talks" for collusion with the Japanese militarists, 

Those taking the lead in conspiring with Japanese impe¬ 
rialism arc the same stooges who served it faithfully in the past, 
too.

To achieve the reunification ot the country, we should 
pool the strength of tire entire Korean people in north and

Tile report and speeches made at today's meeting are all 
correct I Inlt nded to express my view alter hearing you out. *>ui 
1 must attend to another matter, so I will speak now 

We have learned about what was discussed at the meetings 
ol the cells under the Ministry's Party Committee over the past 
few days. This meeting is a very useful and necessary one tor 
the progress of our work. It seems to me that it Is a bit belated 
to hold such a meeting only today. 

Had we held this kind ol meeting once or twice a year, so 
many shortcomings would not have accumulated and those 
who arc criticized would nol feel so much pain. 

Leaving mistakes to go unchecked when they are minor and 
then criticizing them when they have grown seHoOS is tanta¬ 
mount to trying to wash oil at a time all the dirt which has 
been accumulated over a long time. When a little dirty, you 
can wash yourself clean by using soap, but when you have got 
a thick layer ol dirt, you cannot ren&vfe it without applying a 
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%mi. \nd applying a knife will probably cause you some pain. 

Vice-minister been severely criticized, but they had 
liftter have Iheir old dirt rubbed off clean even it they may feel 
a hit painiul, rather than to keep it on them. You must eliminate 
you, dirt even if you have to apply a knife if it cannot be washed 
off by using soap. Orly then can you live as clean persons again. 
It one leaves one’s dirt intact because ol pain, one may go had. 
This is why the criticism at this meeting is Indispensable lo save 
our cadres and pul the work on the right track. 

Cur experience gained inis time should serve us as n les- 
sor. and we must make sure in future that a meeting ol the 
ministry's Party organization does nol become a meeting of a 
technical or administrative-businesslike nature, but become one 
wlild' educ. tos people through an ideological struggle in an at¬ 
mosphere of strong criticism. 

1 ' nd vk mink ri who lu vc been criticized at 

the n ..not originally people who have many defects. 

AH Uk vkc.ministers, not to mention the minister who is a 
niiir.hcr ol the Political Committee ol the Party Central Com¬ 
mittee. have a good family background. To see the family stains 
ol vice-ministers all ot them are of worker origin. They arc new 
cadres our Party has brought up alter liberation. As regards 
oilier comrade- who have been criticized today, they ore also 
ot good origin and worked well before. The Party trusted them 
and sent them to Ihe ministry. 

A you see. originally they were all good people. However, 
they have developed many shortcoming* because they lived a? 
they pleased tor .« long time without receiving criticism and 
control from Ihe masses, neglectful ol Parly life. 

Once appointed ministers or vice-ministers, some people put 
on airs as il they became high-ranking government officials of 
the old society; they neither respect the Party organizations 
and Parly resolutions nor conscientiously participate in Parly 
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life; they ignore the masses and act in a bureaucratic way. This 
is the trouble. 

So far we have been ignorant of the fact that ministers and 
vice-ministers, placing themselves above the Party organiza¬ 
tions. do not attend the cell meetings and act as they please. We 
have learned this time that such a practice is manifested in no 
small measure not only In the Ministry of Foreign Trade but 
also in other ministries Many ministers and vice-ministers from 
other ministries are also present at this meeting. It is advisable 
that they all draw a lesson from this meeting. 

People pf bourgeois or petty-bourgeois origin are not the 
only ones who have bourgeois ideology Cadres of working- 
class origin may also have a lot of survivals of obsolete ideolo¬ 
gies. Even cadres with a good family background may lake •• 
wrong path and degenerate if they are not educated The Party 
organization should always exercise control over the life of 
Putty members and cadres and educate them persevcringly lost 
any one of them should go a stray 

The most Important thing in the cducalion oi cadres is 
collective education through organizational life Individual 
education Is also necessary: the minister educating tin* vice 
ministers and the latter the department chiefs However, the 
main filing is that the Parly cells conduct their meetings effec¬ 
tively and th.it thG Party organizations strengthen collective 
criticism. 

The Party is an organization with .1 strong discipline. Party 
members participate in the revolutionary struggle through the 
Party organization; they should constantly temper themselves 
through organizational life. That the Party members and cadres 
keep out of organizational life virtually means that they have 
severed themselves from the Party organization All the Party 
members should unconditionally obey Party discipline and 
deem faithful participation in organizational life their most 
sacred duty, a law of their life and an honour. 


A Party member who ha;cs organizational liio nod regards 
Party control as a nuisance has already contracted a serious 
disease If he is not timely cured of this disease, he may even¬ 
tually become a good-for-nothing disqualified even for citi¬ 
zenship, let alone Party membership. 

For a Parly member to get out of Party control is as dan¬ 
gerous as a baby getting out of its mother's bosom. If in a 
family the lathe. - and mother do not control and educate their 
children well, the latter will go astray. 

When one regularly takes part in Party organizational life, 
he can learn from other comrades’ criticism his shortcomings 
which he in - n so far unconscious of. And even when he is 
not criticized himself, he can get pricked l>y the criticism offered 
to oilers and re/ciil of his mistakes. Then lie can rectify Ills 
fthortcomings in good time and always remain faithful to tlm 
Party Therefore, the Party members should willingly and ac¬ 
tively participate in Parly organizational life and I he Party 
organization should exercise strict control lest its members 
should evade organizational life. 

If the organizational life of the Party member# and cadies 
is to be strengthened. It is important to create an atmosphere 
of criticism within the Party. The Tenth Plenary Meeting of 
the Fourth Party Central Committee served ns an Important 
turning point in bringing inncr-Party democracy into play and 
intensifying criticism among the Party members. 

We have failed in the past to properly train cadres through 
Criticism. So. cadres are very much ashamed and afraid of be¬ 
ing criticized, and the Party members, on their part, shun criti¬ 
cizing cadres. If this tendency grows, cadres will inevitably go 
out of Party life. 

Only when cadres are tempered through criticism will they 
realize 'he strength of the masses, become more humble and 
always roly on the Party organization and the masses in their 
work. 




Criticism must be conducted regularly. There cannot be a 
perfect and flawless person. Any Parly member may commit 
errors while lie is working. We should not overlook even a 
minor shortcoming hut criticize and rectify it in good time 
Criticism offered when u person lias just taken a wrong path 
can put the work on Ihc right track and save the man himself. If 
we leave a man uncritici/ed for a long time and cry down or 
sack him when the work Has gone amiss altogether, it will be ol 
no use to the Party. 

Criticism should always Ik made in a comradely way. fhe 
purpose of our criticism is to establish a sound way of life with¬ 
in the Party, strengthen unity between comrades and improve 
mir work. Therefore, those who criticize should not do so for 
Ihc sake of disparaging others, but should proceed from .1 whole 
hearted sympathy for their shoe (coming j ami from the principled 
stand of defending the Party's interests. 

When a mother scolds her son or daughter, she iVels gu-.il 
pain. However, she unhesitatingly scolds them for their misde¬ 
meanour because she loves them. Our Party members, too, 
should not overlook but timely criticize the faults of their 
comrades if they truly love them. Only such comradely criticism 
can move a man and bring hack to the right track the comrade 
who is going the wrong way. 

Those comrades who are criticized should accept the criti¬ 
cism with a good grace and an open mind, even ii it is . bit 
painful, and courageously rectify their own shorten They 
should novel be dispirited for having been criticized o. think 
of taking revenge lor the criticism. They should seriously 
examine the causes o! their errors mid tirelessly strive to 
eliminate them. 

Merc acceptance of criticism does not yet mean that one's 
errors have already been corrected. Those comrades who have 
be«n criticized today should conscientiously lead Party life and 
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discipline themselves and successfully carry out their revolu¬ 
tionary tasks, thus remedying their errors in actual deed. 

At this meeting the minister and vice-ministers have been 
chiefly criticized, but this does no! imply that criticism is neces¬ 
sary only for cadres. It is true that the minister and vice-minis¬ 
ters have revealed many shortcomings because they did not 
faithfully participate in Party life in the past. But strengthening 
Party life and tempering Party spirit is essential for everybody. 
In future it i> necessary to create an atmosphere o( criticism 
among all the Party members at the ministry and intensify the 
work of tempering Party spirit. 

Tempering Party spirit 1 more essential lor the personnel 

engaged in foreign trade. 

Foreign trade plays .1 very important role in accelerating 
our socialist construction and developing friendship and coop¬ 
eration with other countries. 

The Ministry ol Foreign Trade is an organ which is in 
charge ol foreign economic activities for the stntc. Our foreign 
trade not only constitutes ad important means ol effecting eco¬ 
nomic cooperation with other countries, but also greatly con- 
tributes to developing political relations between states. Friend¬ 
ly relations between states usually begin with trade and grad¬ 
ually develop to build up political relations. In this sense we 
can say that foreign trade is the first process in the develop¬ 
ment ol our foreign relations. 

Foreign trade is not only a very important undertaking of 
a state but also a difficult and complex work. The Ministry of 
Fon gn Trade has dealings with Western capitalist countries, 
to say nothing of the socialist countries and the neutral states 
o! Asia and Africa. Functionaries ol this ministry visit capitalist 
countries which are swept by degeneration, and often have 
dealings with people ol revisionist countries. II our foreign 
trade personnel have a weak Party spirit and have a low level 
of communist self-discipline, they may be influenced by the dis- 



sipatcd capitalist way of life ami become capitalist-minded ami 
infected by revisionism beiore they know in ihe course oi meet¬ 
ing capitalists and revisionists often. 

This can be likened to a man catching cold while keeping 
contact with an influenza case. When one comes in contact with 
a patient, lie is unceasingly infected with viruses, although 
they are invisible. A person who ah irdens Ins body and 
has a great power of resistance to diseases, may not tall ill even 
if lie comes into contact with a patient. However, a weak and 
resistless man can easily be attacked by a disease. 

A person who fails to ceaselessly temper his Party spirit 
and is not firmly armed with tin: Party's policies ami 'lar.v-t- 
Leninist world put look, may instantly catch a capitalist cold 
when he comes in contact with capitalists and a re\ iMoni&t cold 
when contacting revisionists. That is why you should constantly 
steel your Party spirit by regularly and actively participating in 
Party life and making n tireless study ol y\ policies and 
Marxism-Leninism a-, people cultivate their resisting power 
against diseases by means of cold-water rubbing every morning 
and a great deal of physical exercise. 

The Parly spirit of foreign Iradc officials must b- m.im 
tested, above all, in firmly adhering to independence and the 
spirit of Juclie in external economic activities. 

In their external economic activities Ihe foreign trade per 
sound should stick to Parly policy and thoroughly safeguard 
Ihe interests of our people ami our revolution A person who 
does not defend the political and economic interests of his coun¬ 
try is not eligible as a foreign trade official. 

The functionaries engaged in foreign trade should ardently 
love I heir country and people and clearly grasp all the demands 
our revolution and socialist construction put forward before 
foreign hade and devotedly strive to meet them 

They are grossly mistaken if they think that it will sufiicc 
for them to know only foreign things. They should first know 
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well the realiti.s o: the country and the Party’s policies They 
should be versed not only in the Party's policy on foreign trade 
but als. in al' its internal and external policies. Only then can 
they conduct economic diplomacy on the stand oi Juche. It is a 
iailmg of our foreign trade officials today that they are igno¬ 
rant of their country's realities and are not sensitive to the 
Party's requirements. 

A person who is keen only to know foreign things and is 
ignorant o: his own things will lose Juche in work and fall into 
flunkeyism towards great powers and dogmatism, li one lacks 
Juche. one will lose faith in his own strength and cannot fight 
in defence of his own country's Interests. 

During the past Fatherland Liberation War we felt all (ho 
more keenly Ihe necessity of establishing Juche. 

After liberation w. gave much publicity to the Soviet I’nion, 
but mentioned little ol our own struggle the struggle of the 
Korean people themselves. 

II we had informed our Party nembeis and working peo¬ 
ple of the history of our struggle and educated them in the 
lighting spirit oi our revolutionaries Irom the (irst. our people 
would have fought better dining the temporary retreat arid 
ir.any p.oplc would not have lost their lives. But we had failed 
to educate our people in this manner, and so. when the Yanks 
came, many people hoped lor others to help them, instead of try¬ 
ing to fight the enemy for themselves They were discouraged, 
saying. With r.o kelp from foreign troops, how can wc fight 
against the formidable Yanks?" 

Wc drew a lesson from this bitter experience and began to 
rectify our Party ideological work. At that time our ideological 
work was lacking in Juche and many functionaries were com¬ 
mitting errors of flunkeyism and dogmatism. 

I examined the curricula oi schools and found lhat while 
hundreds ol hours were allotted to the study oi world history, 
very lew hours were devoted to the history of our country. Only 
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when we give the students much lessons in the history of our 
nation and, in particular, the history ot our revolutionary strug¬ 
gle. will they be able to inherit our revolutionary traditions and 
bravely fight against any enemy. However, our schools Hid not 
give much lessons in the history cf our people’s patriotic strug¬ 
gles such as the .March First Uprising and the Kwangju Stu¬ 
dent Incident, and very carelessly treated the anti-Japanese 
guerrilla struggle. 

When singing, our artistes preferred European songs in 
most cases, and when painting, our painters did the landscapes 
of Europe or Siberia. And everywhere we went we only saw 
portraits ol Europeans hung on the walls, 

One day during the war I visited an army vacation hostel, 
where I saw a picture ol the Siberian landscape hanging in a 
room, which depicted a bear crawling about a snow-covered 
forest So I asked the soldiers why they hung the landscape of 
Siberia when our country had so many celebrated mountains 
of rare beauty such as Mis. Kumgang-san and Myohyang-san. 
ns well ns beautiful, time-honoured scenic spots. If the armymen 
arc shown only foreign landscapes nil the time, they cannot be 
cultivated in patriotism—love for their native places and their 
homeland. 

Soon after we returned from the retreat. I visited a middle 
school There were many portraits hung in classrooms, of which 
only one was Korean—mine So I asked the teachers why wc 
should only hang portraits of Europeans and praise them when 
our country had produced a large number of famous generals, 
excellent scholars and talented artists. I also stressed that 
schools should teach not only European songs but many Ko¬ 
rean songs. 

During the war our Party set the workers in the field of 
art tile task ol widely introducing national instruments into 
use and developing national music and national dance At first, 
however, the Party's policy was not implemented well owing to 
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oeuvres of the anti-Pariy factionalism who had wormed 
their way into this field. Some people rejected our national in¬ 
struments. alleging that the Korean instruments were not like 
musical instruments because they lacked two parts. 

Willi u view- to eliminating such defects revealed in ideo¬ 
logical work, our Parly started a resolute struggle in I 0."»5 lo 
reject flunkeyism towards great powers and dogmatism and 
establish Juche. Because it established Juclio in ideological 
week, our Party has always been able to hold fast to Us correct 
revolutionary lines and achieve great successes In tho revolu¬ 
tion and construction, frustrating the pressure and all soils of 
intrigues on the part ol the great-power chauvinists. 

In the past, the fluukeyists and dogmatists caused heavy 
losses to the stale in foreign trade too. 

I et me cite an example from the ordnance Industry. Cer¬ 
tain fellows entrenched in tins field ostensibly worked for our 
country, but. in fact, they served the Interests of foreigners. 
1 Ik > claimed that rifle stocks cannot l>c made without Russian 
white birch, and imported white birch spending a large sum of 
foreign currency. When they saw foreigners malting boxes with 
chon's ot wood in order not to throw them away, they did so 
much «<- cut good wood into pieces to make boxes of them, 

W. should wage a resolute struggle against the phenom¬ 
enon that people in foreign trade lose independence and blind¬ 
ly obey tlie demands of foreigners, thus causing losses to the 
state. 

In the future when the state ceases to exist and the whole 
world turns into a communist society, there will be no problem. 
However, as long as there exist frontiers and ownership is di- 
!. clear distinctions should lie made even between socialist 
countries. It would be naive to think that somebody will give 
us anything gratis. 

A person who does not defend the interests of his own 
country in external activities, is no better than one who betrays 
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his country and people. The functionaries oi the Foreign Trade 
Ministry should not make the least compromise or show the 
slightest vacillation in defending the interests of the Parly and 
the state. 

It is a great danger that flunkeyists and dogmatists who 
lack Party and class spiril and are not armed with Jucho should 
slip into the ranks of foreign trade workers. We should tireless¬ 
ly strive to build up the Ministry of Foreign Trade and educate 
foreign trade officials lo become revolutionary lighters initnite- 
ly loyal to the Parly and the state.

2 . ON FIRMLY ESTABLISHING JUCIIE 
IN EDUCATION AND 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCHES 


Our country has long historical roots ol flunkcylsm and 
dogmatism. As you all know, our country is hemmed in by big 
powers. China and Russia belong to the world’s largest coun¬ 
tries and Japan is larger than our count: v. 

All ol these countries once tried to have influence on our 
country. Korea’s rotten feudal ruling classes despicably suc¬ 
cumbed to the big powers and curried favour with them; they 
tried to prop up their rule, relying on the foreign countries. 
Some wanted to worship Cling and others tried to usher in 
the forces o- Russia or Japan. Our ruling aristocrats behaved 
in such a sycophantic way that the country could not but ruin. 

The thirty-six years ol Japanese imperialist colonial rule 
increased the flunkeyism of our people. Under the Japanese 
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rule quite a few people lost their national spirit and worshipped 
the Japanese marauders; and they spoke in Japanese and 
changed their family names in a Japanese way, ju>t as the 
Japanese asked them to do. 

After the defeat of Japanese imperialism there began to 
emerge among our people the tendency to worship another 
country blindly. Some people, in utter disregard of the specific 
conditions in their own country, proposed to do everything on 
the pattern oi th • foreign country. 

They slighted our people's history of struggle and rev¬ 
olutionary trndiliot even opposed our national culture 
mid line manners mu! customs handed down In our ancestors 
The) even proposed to copy foreign ways of imihling house' 
nnd eating. 

Immediately after liberation I heard O <ii Sop's speech 
nl a gathering lie cracked one foreign word after another such 
ns "Ideology", "proletariat" and "hegemony" which the audi¬ 
ence could not understand So I thought to myself that if every 
body did just like O Oi Sop there might Ik- the danger of ti K « 
Korean language being eradicated in the future 

Of course, his speech contained nothing worthwhile to 
hear. Oiii who lias learned a few foreign words by heart mid 
luags in front of the people cannot have a clear idea about the 
Korean revolution. This sort of people are all flunkeys and 
dogmatists. 

In the grim days of the Fatherland Liberation War. wc 
more keenly felt the harmful effects of fhinkeyism and dog¬ 
matism. The dogmatists attempted to apply mechanically in 
our country the military theory and tactics developed in a 
foreign country. 

For example, in the country which has many vast plains, 
direct-firing guns arc effective but in our country where there 
are a lot of mountains, we must use howiUers. However, the 
dogmatists saw to it that many direct-firing guns were used 


in our country because a foreign country did so. This caused 
us great losses. 

The aftereffects of our dogmatism in the ideological work 
were also glaringly manifested during the war. Before the war. 
some people only talked about tin- war accomplishments made 
by a foreign army but said little about our people's revolution¬ 
ary struggle... Thus our people could not be equipped with our 
-nil-Japanese guerrillas' lofty revolutionary spirit and rich ex¬ 
perience in struggle. As a result, our people were neither pre¬ 
pared nor determined to fight with their own elforls In complicat¬ 
ed circumstances. As the People's Army retreated and Ihe ene¬ 
my came in. many people lost confidence in victory mid were 
dispirited and even those willing to fight did not know how 
to fight and hid themselves here and there, so Hint they were 
captured and killed l>y tlu enemy in cold blood. 

It is quite possible for any army to moke a strategic re¬ 
treat for some time during war General UIJI Mundok, loo. re¬ 
treated temporarily before crushing the huge army from Sui 
ail-; Uu'Mn's Kutu/ov even handed .Moscow to the enemy be¬ 
fore retreating and then mode n comeback and repelled Na¬ 
poleon. 

Therefore, we had no ground to lose- our confidence in 
victory merely because the People's Army retreated for the 
time being. If we had educated the people in our revolutionary 
traditions before the war. they would have fought well without 
any vacillation behind enemy lines. They would have endured 
those -to days easily if they had gone about the mountains, 
each carrying ut least a mat of rice and an uxc with him. 

Wc drew a lesson from this- bitter experience and conducted 
a forceful struggle to oppose ilunkeyism and dogmatism and 
establish Juciie. 

Upholding the Party's policy to establish Juciie, our in¬ 
tellectuals worked hard and achieved manv successes. 
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First let me cite the successes made in th. sphere of so¬ 
cial sciences. 

In former days, our people did not know their own coun¬ 
try’s history and just studied a foreign country's history. One 
clay during the war I examined the Party School’s teaching 
schedule, and 1 found out that hundreds of hours had been 
allotted ior the lectuies on world history and a foreign coun¬ 
try's history, but only a few dozens of hours on Korean history. 
Therefore. I fold thorn those who were going to make the Ko¬ 
rean revolution must first learn their own people's history and 
there was no reason fo: them to learn a foreign history in such 
n detail. If they were specializing in history, the matter would 
be different, but It would be of no use for our Party workers 
to learn by heart the names of a foreign country’s emperors 
such as "Alexanders" and "Peters". 

As the Juche Idea was disseminated widely, our scholars 
began to study their country’s history and their pcopl- 
llons of strugglo. ond endeavoured to theoretically summarize 
out country's revolu 1111 Ti "" *" r * co i V€red 

oil! history and revolutionary traditions thrown into oblivion 
and deeply realized the correctness of our Party’s policies- Oils 
greatly helped to foster the national pride and socialist patriot¬ 
ism among our people and to arm them with our Party's rev¬ 
olutionary idea. 

There lias been a great changi In natural sciences and 

technology- 

When I visited the Unryut Mine lust. I also had talks with 
comrades on the geological prospecting team; they told me 
their field of work had also been greatly affected by flunkeyiszn 
and dogmatism. 

The piace where the Unryul Mine is located now had long 
been called Cholsan-ri (or the Village of Iron Mount) and ou. 
ancestors had exploited iron ore there in the days oi Li dynasty 
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|** !h « Nght of this hi.noiical fact, the comrades ori the geolog¬ 
ical prospecting team should have sought for iron ore there. 
However, unlit a few years ago, they had had no intention of 
doing so. Because they had fully believed foreigners who told 
then; there was no iron ore in such a low place In fact, our 
comrades had not known how much knowledge and experience 
they had in geological prospecting. But they regarded as entire¬ 
ly correct what the foreigners said, just because they were from 
an advanced country. 

Later, as Juche was established among our geological 
prospectors, they could find plenty of Iron in this low-land 
.irra. The iron deposit found so far at the Unryul Mino I: 
estimated at as much as 100 million tons. It is said that continu¬ 
ed prospecting will tap several hundred million tons more. Then 
the Unryul Mine will r>e os huge a mine as the Muson Mine, 
the largest of its kind in our country. 

Because it is located on the downstream of the Tnedong- 
gang River near the Hwnnghae Iron Works, the Unryul Mine 
Is endowed with nn advantage of 'hipping the Iron ore quickly 
by water at low expenses, lapping massive amount of Iron ore 
at this place is our great achievement. 

So I asked the personnel on the geological prospecting 
team why they bad taken the trouble of going about rugged 
;s though they had such an excellent deposit near by. 
They answered that they had been idiots because they had had 
not their own senses. 

Similar cases were found in other spheres. In former days 
cm technicians thought tur country had a small deposit of cop¬ 
per. this was based on Japanese data. The Japanese said that 
the Kapsan Mine iiac a poor prospect of development because 
its copper deposit was small. However, our technicians made a 
thoroughgoing geological survey al :lie Kapsan Mine and not 
long ago they hit a huge deposit ol ccpper. 

Al present the wotkeis of ilic Kapsan Mine are in high 
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spirits. They have resolved to produce 1.200 tons more of copper 
this year than the quota assigned them under the national plan. 

In another place our geological prospectors have found a 
new immense vein oi copper. From this we can see how foolish 
it is to blindly believe in the Japanese data which claimed that 
mir country had little copper. 

Having established Juche and displayed the spirit of self- 
reliance, our geological prospecting personnel found nickel, too. 
Without nickel it is impossible lo make special steel and stain- 
loss steel. Once we asked a foreign country for stainless steel 
in dor lo run the Hungnam Ft \.: w< had i 

hard little of it because they asked us to pay for It in gold. 

Out geological prospectors, aware of this difficult situation, 

made strenuous efforts and finally tapped th I it in 

our country. 

This establishment o( Jticlie among our personnel made it 
possible to tap iron, copper and nickel. W'c can say that these 
precious mes are tin- wonderful gifls given by the Juche idea. 

the Juche idea was Inculcated into the minds of our 
workers and technicians, innovations were made also in the 
machine-building, metal and chemical industries. 

Our workers and technicians boldly buckled down lo IIu 
solution of technological problems with their own efforts and 
succeeded in turning out iliiferent kinds oi complex modern 
machines and equipment. In a short span of time our people 
built many machinery plants and have been able In produce 
with their own efforts large quantities of trucks, tractors ami 
other machines and equipment needed for the nation’s technical 
revolution. 

In addition, our scientists and technicians have opened up 
excellent prospects for industrial development >y using lime¬ 
stone and anthracite abundant in our country. 

The scientists and technicians in the chemical Industry 
solved the problem oi gasifying anthracite and those in the 
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metallurgical industry contrived the method of continuous steel- 
making from granulated iron. This is a major success that 
opened up a perspective oi developing the sleet industry with 
anthracite abundant in our country. 

Om scientists have opened many new planes also in agron- 
• my. biology and medical science and arc achieving brilliant 
results. 

Our literature and arts also got over flunkcyism and dog¬ 
matism, with the result that a large number of excellent works 
have been created which suit our people's taste and nientality. 

In former days our artists used to draw not their country’s 
beautiful landscape but foreign mountains and rivers which 
are alien to our people. As I once witnessed and criticized 
during Ihc uar. only drawings of foreign landscape were hung 
oven in the rooms «i -• sanatorium oi the People’s Army 

Our artistes did not sing our own ioik Songs but sang 
foreign songs which were not lo our people’s liking* And they 
discarded our national musical Instruments, saying that they 
were primitive. 

II we had gone on like this, we would Imvi lost completely 
the priceless heritage of Ihc resplendent national culture ac¬ 
cumulated by our ancestors through thousands '■> years, How¬ 
ever. our party established Juche in literature and arts so that 
they have flowered and developed quickly on a national founda¬ 
tion and served to make our working people’s lives and work 
merry and pulsating. 

Through this t < ilunkeyism and dogmatism 

and for the establishment of Juche. tremendous successes have 
been achieved In science ami technology and in literature and 
arts. 

As you criticized, it is true that the course of the struggle 
to build up Juche witnessed some dev alions. We somewhat 
neglected studying iorcign languages and there were shortcom¬ 
ings in assimilating foreign experience. However, wc need not 
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regiet in the least liie establishment of Juche just because 
there were these trifle deviations. The successes gained as a 
result of the establishment of Juche dwarf the losses caused 
by the deviations. 

Of course, deviations must be rectified. This is not a dif¬ 
ficult job. However, had we continued to practise ilunkeyism 
and dogmatism without establishing Juche, we would have sal- 
tered irreparable losses in our revolution and construction. 
What is still dangerous to us is the failure to thoroughly es¬ 
tablish JUChe, 1 not the deviation in the course of establishing 
Juche 

Wu must, therefore, carry on the struggle to build up Juche. 

Flunkoyism and dogmatism have been eliminated from the 
minds of our people to a la ge extent. This is true. But they 
I not yet been eradicated completely. The roots ol flunkey- 
ism which grew through a long period of history will not be 
pulled out so quickly. 

Nor can we say that (he condition - for the emergence of 
flunkoyism and dogmatism have been thoroughly stamped out 
in our country. 

As in the past so at the present, our neighbouring coun¬ 
tries are all Ini go and they have advanced science and tech¬ 
nology. So If we are not careful. Ilunkeyism towards these 
countries might breed among us. 

We should maintain Juche in our relation with socialist 
countries, not to mention it with regard to the militarist coun¬ 
try ol Japan. 

Needless to say. every Communist must oppose great-na¬ 
tion chauvinism and it must not be expresse-' in the relation¬ 
ship between socialist countries. However, it will take a long 
time lor all the Socialist countries to be completely free from 
the survivals of outworn ideas. As experience shows there may 
be quite a lot oi people affected by great-nation chauvinism 
in the socialist countries, too. 
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Among the anti*Party sectarians who had raised their heads 
in our country before, there were those who aligned themselves 
with the aggrcvhvc forces of imperialism but there were also 
some who had been manipulated by great-nation chauvinists. 

The Tuesday group headed by Pak Hon Yong had been 
active as the agents oi US imperialism with the support of 
an American espionage agency. On the other hand, the M-L 
group headed by C.ioe Chang Ik and the Irkutsk group had 
challenged our Parly in alliance with great-nation chauvinists. 
These are not things of the remote past. 

Until imperialism disappears on a worldwide scale and the 
triumph oi communism eliminates the difference between yours 
and mine, there must be o line of demarcation even between 
socialist count lies and the struggle must be continued against 
great-nation chauvinism and flunkoyism. 

The establishment of Juche aims in the lost analysis at 
carrying out the revolution well in one's own country with na¬ 
tional pride and confiden volutions wcIMn 

their own countries i> the lundatm ntal duly of the Communists 
in each country to world revolution. Korean Communists can 
contribute to world revolution only when they first make the 
Korean revolution well. 

The establishment of Juche does not mean nationalism; 
it docs not run counter to proletarian internationalism. Genuine 
internationalism presupposes patriotism. He who does not love 
his own country and is not InU i is country's revolu¬ 

tion cannot be faithful to world revolution. 

Great-naiion chauvinism is the national egoism of great 
powers and flunkevism is the expression of national nihilism 
on the part of small nations. This Is entirely alien to both 
proletarian internationalism and socialist patriotism. Therefore, 
true patriots and internationalists must resolutely oppose great- 
nation chauvinism and flunkeyitm and (irmly maintain their 
Juche position. 
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Ii one is lo establish Juche. une must first know one's 
own country well. We must carry out revolution in Korea and 
build a communist paradise on Korean soil. 

Even after the worldwide victory oi communism, we will 
live on Korean soil where our people have lived through genera 
tions. Why should we live in a strange country, leaving this 
beautiful garden of golden tapestry? 

Ii we are to make revolution in Korea and live in Korea, 
we must know the history and culture oi the Korean people, 
know the land ami seas oi Korea and know its climate and 
natural resources. 

Only when know our country well, can we do everything 
to smt our specific conditions and can love our country and 
people and have pride and confidence in carrying out revolu¬ 
tion In our country. 

Our teachers, however, do not yet know their country well, 
and arc little interested in their country’s revolution. So they 
Will not be able to educate our rising generation to he true 
patriots and revolutionaries. 

In waging tile struggle to establish Juche in their work, 
our educators must iirst strive to know their country and rev¬ 
olution well. 

I he most essential means of eliminating iiunkeyism ar.d 
dogmatism and establishing Juche is to develop one’s coun¬ 
try In all the political, economic and cultural aspects *>• liic. 
When our country has a better government, more advanced 
science and technology and higher living standards, then llur- 
keyism will disappear automatically. Therefore, while making 
conscious efforts to establish Juche. our intellectuals must make 
innovations in the branches oi science and technology they arc 
specializing. 

Ill order to powerfully accelerate the techni I I cultural 
revolutions and step up mir socialist construction, we need 
many scientists anil technicians. We must reinforce our geolog- 
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ical prospecting personnel and must assign many more ex¬ 
cellent technicians to the machine-building, electric and chemi¬ 
cal industries, agriculture and all other spheres of the national 
economy. Our educators must radically improve the quality of 
their education so as to train many competent scientists and 
technicians. 

Those who are engaged in social sciences must patiently 
carry on their studies on our country’s history and our Party's 
revolutionary Ions. Also, they must make a profound study 
of major theoretical and practical problems solved by our 
Part> through the creative application oi Marxism-Leninism to 
our country’s reality and must give a thorough theoretical ex¬ 
planation on the process of the law-governed development of 
our revolution and construction. 

In the field o: natural sciences and technology, it Is neces¬ 
sary lo conduct more vigorous researches in order to develop 
industry with domestic raw materials by exploiting our coun¬ 
try’s natural resources. Only il we make efforts, can we make 
our scIves well-off. using our own natural resources We need 
not just envy other countries' resources. 

To guarantee economic independence, we must build an In¬ 
dustry largely based on our own raw materials. We must guar¬ 
antee at least 70 per cent of the raw materials for industry at 
home and must Import only certain materials which are not 
produced in our country. 

For this purpose, our scientists and technicians must make 
a more active study of the sources of domestic row materials 
and must see* for the raw materials which we are lacking and 
endeavour to make as many substitutes as possible for those 
which we have not. 

We are opposed lo flunkeyism and dogmatism, but this 
doe< not mean that we should isolate our country as Regent 
Tacwongun did. Ii we boast of our things as best and do not 
learn from others openmindcdly. we cannot develop l( wc arc 
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lo quickly develop our science and technology, we lust posi- 
iivdy draw on foreign achievements in science and technology. 
We must oppose closed -doorisni in scientific and technological 

advancement. 

We still have a lot of things to learn from other countries. 

We are lagging behind advanced countries in the machine 
engineering, electronics, semi conductor technology and other 
branches. In the research of atomic energy, wc have not yet 
been able to solve many problems. Our country has plenty of 
unclear materials but is still unable to treat them through an 
industrial method. 

Nor have wc solved many scientific and technological prob¬ 
lems supposed to he settled in the Seven-Year Plan period. 
We have not yet solved the problem of producing ferroman¬ 
ganese nor (lie problem of producing aluminium from nephe- 
line. 

The chemical industry must direct its main efforts lo pro- 
dudng synthetic fibres or rosins by using carbide abundant in 
our country, but it must also study how to produce chemical 
products with mported crude j m. Of com cien- 

tists and technicians all know about it but if we arc to build 
an oil refinery right now, even tomorrow, to produce chemicals, 
there may be many knotty problems to be untied technologi¬ 
cally. 

In addition, our scientists and technicians have a lot oi 
things they must learn and study. 

As regards the problems which we are unable to solve, we 
must not hesitate to learn the solutions from foreign countries 
if we can. Capitalism or revisionism will not come in with the 
foreign technology we will introduce. We need not be afraid ol 
learning irom capitalist countries, not to mention socialist 
countries. 

Learning foreign science end technology will not breed 
flunkeyism in us. Only if we quickly develop our country’s 
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science and technology even by learning from others, will it 
rid ourselves ol liunkeyism. 

The question is with what attitudes we are going to learn 
foreign things. Wc learn irom other countries not to worship 
others and shackle ourselves to them but to catch up with 
advanced countries and increase our nation’s independence, 

Wo have already established Juche in science and laid 
solid ioundnti i mi independent economy, Now. we should 
bring in advanced foreign technology so as to complement 
oni. shortcoming* of our Industry and promote the nation's 
technological progress. 

We tin nut mean ttial we mu ibsorb foreign techniques 
wit .< ut r nation |) wc ignore our excellent techniques and 
bring in other*'. it will be ndlculwis We must always learn 
what w< cot', hardly -olvc by ourselves, and apply them lo suit 
our country's specific situation. If we do not assimilate foreign 
science and icvlmology to suit oui reality, it will lie of no use 
and rather exert a negative influence. 

1 'or example, if we draw in foreign archlteclur.il techniques 
and build useless houses Which are not In accord with the Ko¬ 
rean way of life. I hen it would be worse than not learning 
techi as mu importing pianos nnd only 

playing Western music which our people do not understand. 

The piano is a modern musical instrument. We Koreans 
must al ■ have piar. s in order to develop our music. However, 
we must ml just play Western music with them but must play 
Korean music which tils our people's taste and feeling, Only 
thru .an '.his modern musical instrument serve to make our 
people's life pleasant. 

The case is true wifh other techniques. We must properly 
ass milale advanced foreign technology so that it will suit our 
people’s life and serve our revolution and construction. 
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3. ON IMPROVING THE TRAINING 
01 CADRES 


To Improve educational work, it b important, first of all. 
to raise our teachers’ qualifications. Otherwise, we cannot im 
prove the quality oi leaching nor can wc train excellent techni¬ 
cians and experts wc net'll. If their level is low. we cannot 
hotter Hi. quality of our Industrial products, either. 

At present, quite a few people s»> that our teachers’ U v« I 
is low arid the technicians w. have trained are not sufficiently 
capablo. Wc must have a clear understanding of this point. 

Our cadres’ qualifications are somewhat low for some un¬ 
avoidable reasons. Before liberation wc had a very backward 
industry and few technicians of our own. Our industry rapidly 
developed as a large-scale modern industry in a few years after 
the war. So we had to train large numbers of technicians and 
experts In n short period of time. Ii wc had not quickly built up 
the ranks o( our own cadres wc would have been unable to 
rebuild the destroyed factories and enterprises and lay the 
foundations of an independent national economy. 

Of course, it was important to raise our technicians' quali¬ 
fications. But still more urgent was to quickly train a definite 
number of technicians and experts and expand the ranks of our 
own cadres in a big way. 

If our engineers had had another year to study at colleges, 
their qualifications would have somewhat improved. This is 
obvious. Blit our situation demanded us to send the students to 
the actual workplaces even a year earlier and in larger num¬ 
bers. That is why we set up main colleges, although we had 
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not enough competent teaching staff, and decided to shorten 
the period of training by a year. 

As one factory was built after another, those who had to 
run the faclories were not allowed just to read books at col¬ 
leges. So. when the furnace of the Hwangliae Iron Works 
started its operation, we even assigned students there half a 
year ahead ol their graduation. 

II is true that this could have lowered our college gradu¬ 
ates' qualifications to a certain degree. 

However, we must consider ns a tremendous success the 
building tip oi such a huge army of Korean cadres In a short 
period of « m All the enterprises across the nation arc being 
nni bv the I-chni. ian* and exports trained by ns. There is no 
factory which is *un i>y foreigners. The furnaces are operated 
by lire gradual! I Politccliiiical Institute and the 

fertilizer factories by the graduates of the llamhimg College 
• >f Chemical Industry. 

Moreover, all our state and economic agencies are ad¬ 
ministered by our cadres. Our planning work is not yet free 
from different defects, but other countries have similar defects. 
Our planning had hotter be undertaken by our own cadres than 
by foreign advisors who do not understand our specific con¬ 
ditions. 

T 1 k\ say our technicians' qualifications are low but. in 
fact, they arc not so low. Our technicians constructed the Vina- 
Ion I'actory with their own efforts, rebuilt furnaces and set up 
largo power stations and. recently, they have built a factory 
where coal is gasified. The factories we built and the machines 
wc made are all working normally and they are highly efficient 
in production. 

Our engineers graduated from colleges a year earlier but 
since they have had more training at the actual places of pro¬ 
duction. they lia\e many merits. 

They need not regret their incomplete education at col- 
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leges. They must continue to study, li our engineer- apply (iieir 
experience in production and construction and study patiently, 
they will develop to he excellent technicians. 

And it was quite correct for us to train our own cadres 
with 6ur OWtt efforts. We may send our men abroad to train 
them to he technicians. However, there are limitations on this 
matter. We cannot have so many cadres of our own trained in 
iorciRii countries. In addition. If we haw many people educat¬ 
ed abroad, II will be difficult to establish Jucbe in our economic 
construction. 

Oui cadres were trained by ourselves In a difficult situa¬ 
tion; so they arc fully acquainted with the nation' , situation. 
Iiavo a high national pride and arc faithful tu the Party and 
the people. Furthermore, because we have many cadres d v : 
oped by ns in our country, we could easily assimilate those 
who had studied abroad, We should have a great pride in this 
huge army ol excellent cadres of our own. 

We should, of course', develop many Uihnic.il cadre* ol 
our own in tile future, too. However, the number ol technician 
we have at present is by no means small, li the technicians a 
ready trained arc rationally allocated and made to work at 
the right place, we will not feel a great shortage of technicians. 

Recently I visited the State Construction Commission I 
found there were many civil engineers and economic experi- 
on the directorate of building operation hut there was none 
who was versed in furnaces or ir.-ehines and equipment. In 
order to enhance its role in factory construction, this direc¬ 
torate should have not only civil engineers but also many ol 
those who know about industrial technology. We must be me¬ 
ticulously concerned in the rational allocation of technicians. 

Of course, wc should continue to increase the number o; 
our technicians and experts, but a major question now is that 
of uplifting our intellectuals' qualifications to a higher level 


At present our cadres’ scientific and technological qualifica¬ 
tions fail to meet the demands of the last developing technical 
and cultural revolutions. 

Now that our general technical level is high, those who 
have ordinary technological knowledge can hardly be called 
technicians. II they are to lead the technical and cultural rev¬ 
olutions today, our technicians must radically raise their quali¬ 
fications. 

To raise their qualifications, our teachers, scientists and 
technicians must study hard. 

One of the greatest defects our endres have is that they do 
not study, li llicy do not study, they cannot but he idlers. Those 
who neglect studying and loal around because they have a bit 
of knowledge, are worse than those who have had no schooling. 
We must fight resolutely against the negligence of study so ns 
to build up a serious habit oi study among our teachers, scien¬ 
tists and technicians. 

Our Party is now demanding a system ol working eight 
hours, studying eight hours and resting eight hours to bo 

bliahcd oven for the workers ihe Intellectuals should study 
harder than tin- workers. 

Studying is not for moneymaking but for the better execu¬ 
tion of the revolution If you buckle down with this spirit, you 
can squeeze in time to study and increase the efficiency of 
your study. 

In order to build up the ntmosplu-ie «»f study among the 
teachers the leadership cadres of the Ministry of Higher Edu¬ 
cation must set an example first, the minister or vice-minis¬ 
ters had belter go and deliver lectures at colleges. We have 
often stressed that not only the leadership cadres of the minis¬ 
try but also the workers of the Party Central Committee should 
give lectures at colleges. 

This is also an excellent method cf making the cadres 
study. They cannot make pointless utterances to the students. 
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II they are to give lectures, they will read books and brood over 
many problems. 

The scholars of the Academy ol Sciences must also deliver 
lectures at colleges. This will be greatly helpful lo raising their 
qualifications. 

DemonslinWon lectures should be held regularly lor the 
teachers. If (hey arc conducted properly, we can compel Ihc 
teachers to study and improve the quality of their teaching. 
Those who are opposed to demonstration lecture* seem lo con¬ 
sider that w need not supervise college teachers, t ut they are 
wrong. Supervision is necessary for every one. Only when they 
are under control, will they Increase their sense o I icsponsi- 
hlllty and only when many of them meet at such lectures, will 
they learn from each oilier and have uniform views 

We mtisl also hold academic seminars extensively among 
the touchers This is a good method to create the atmosphere of 
study ami deepen their knowledge. 

Next. Ihc officials of the Ministry of Higher Education and 
college teachers must raise (heir polilic.il and ideological level. 
For this, II is necessary hist to intensify their study of the 
Parly policies, 

Only when we know Ihc Party policies, can we solve all 
problems correctly Every problem must be salved not by any 
Individual's subjective views or wisdom but from the standard 
Of the Parly policy. As long as Ihc cadres are ignorant of the 
Party policies, they cannot direct any work. 

Our colleges arc training technicians and experts who 
must give direct leadership lo work in all spheres of socialist 
construction. Therefore, the college students must know the 
Party policies and the college teachers who educate them and 
the officials of the Ministry ol Higher Education who direct 
colleges must know the Party’s policies better than anybody 
else. 

Educational workers must he well versed not only in our 
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educational policy but also in all the internal and external pol¬ 
icies of the Party. Then they can train cadres the way the 
Party requires and equip them with the Party’s ideology. 

At present, however, when they receive the Parly’s deci¬ 
sions. educational workers read in most cases only those which 
directly concern their work and do not try to grasp the Party's 
general Intentions. Those who are responsible for training (lie 
cadres required by the Party must not neglect studying the 
Parly policies this way. 

From now. Party departments should arrange gatherings 
o( educational workers and inform Ihcm in time of the prob¬ 
lems of socialist construction and of international relations 
discussed by Ihc Party. 

Some comrades may consider that if this sort ol gathering 
is field frequently it will obstruct teaching. But. in fact. Ibis 
will be ol great help to teaching II you do not know Ihc Parly 
policy and just give lectures divorced from reality, without any 
orientation, it will he ol no good. 

In former days when we were engaged in revolutionary 
activities, we would often sit through the night and skip meals 
in order to discuss the policy ol struggle. This Is nlso applica¬ 
ble to the educational work. Educational workers must allend 
the gatherings where the Party policy is informed or studied, 
even il their sleeping hours are curl ailed. Thus all of Ihcm will 
be thoroughly versed in the Parly’s policies. 

Next, we must build up the colleges belter and raise Ihc 
students' qualifications. 

Our country has now more than 90 institutes of higher 
learning. Besides numerous regular universities and colleges 
at the capital and provinces, there are factory colleges at large 
lactones and plants. In addition, provincial seals and large 
factories and enterprises have communist colleges and their 
branches The Party's policy ol opening so many colleges lor 
the speedy development ol higher education was correct. 
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And yet, in the course of implementing this policy, there 
appeared a few shortcomings. Because the colleges enrolled a 
large number of students, there were some among them, who 
were not qualified. Accordingly, some quitted schooling half¬ 
way and among the graduates there are quite a few people who 
cannot perform their duties as the nation’s cadres. This is a 
great loss to the stale. 

the rapid expansion of the colleges hindered the qualita¬ 
tive build up of the ranks of teachers and there were bottlenecks 
in providing the students with conditions for studying. 

Besides, we have u difficult situation now which prevents 
us from enrolling as many students as before. The faclorie-> 
and enterprises ure not willing lo send to regular colleges 
good comrades who play n nuclear role in production though 
(hey send them to the factory colleges. As a result, the regular 
colleges have a poor reservoir of good students. 

In addition, piovidlng so many students with stipends is 
causing » heavy burden on the slate. Also, we cannot but lake 
into account u strain on manpower In our endeavours to fulfil 
the Seven-Year Plan. Our situation demands us to enlist as 
many people as possible in production. We cannot keep increas¬ 
ing the enrolment of the regular college students os before. 

Therefore, the Party has recently taken measures lor reduc¬ 
ing the enrolment of regular colleges, while expanding the 
system of studying while on the Job. To enrol good people and 
educate them in a responsible manner even by reducing the 
enrolment to a certain degree is better than to admit many 
beyond our capacity and educate and graduate them randomly. 
And this is in accord with the practical requirements of the 
development oi our national economy. 

In order to improve the educational work at the colleges 
they must be equipped with experimental apparatuses and nec¬ 
essary books. 

Only when we have ample experimental apparatuses and 


books, can we raise the qualifications of the teachers and stu¬ 
dents. In spite of our great eiiorts the stale has failed lo secure 
ample experimental apparatuses needed by the colleges and 
scientific research institutions. 

It seems to me that the State Planning Commission knew 
•he importance ol the experimental apparatuses but did not 
import them because they :iad not enough lorcign currency. 
We are feeling a stiain on lorcign currency, that is true. How¬ 
ever. it we are to develop our science and technology, we must 
not begrudge money on importing the experimental appara¬ 
tuses. Even if they cost us some foreign currency, wo must 
be bold enough to import indispensable experimental appara¬ 
tuses lor the Academy of Sciences and colleges. First of all. 
Kim II Sung University and Kim Cliack Polttechnicnl Institute 
should be provided with good apparatuses. 

However, we must fight resolutely against I he wrong tend¬ 
ency to ask the state for the filings which can bo made easily 
at our scientific institutions or colleges. 

I he slogan of self-reliance must first be carried Info prac¬ 
tice by tile Ministry of Higher Education and colleges. Only 
then can the technicians and exports graduated from colleges 
run lactorles and enterprises in the spirit oi self-reliance. 

At present in some factories and enterprises there ate quite 
a few officials who lack the spirit of self-reliance. 

A few days ago I visited the Pyongyang Knitted Wear 
Factory. For the purpose of providing our working people with 
knitted wear we imported this factory; wc paid a large amount 
of gold for it. However, this factory is a cripple, still unable 
to stand on its own teet. 

I asked the cadres of this factory if they had any request. 
They asked me to secure lorcign raw materials because they 
could not use the rayon yarn produced in our country; they 
even asked me to get them lorcign needles, too. 

Producing knitted goods with expensive foreign raw ma- 
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leriuls does not pay. If (lie management of this factory had the 
spirit of self-reliance, they would rack Their brains to use do¬ 
mestic raw materials by all means. Moreover, they would not 
try to import even the needles which can be produced in our 
country. 

They also asked me for a dye shop and a boiler room 
But as lor dyeing, they can do it at the adjacent Pyongyang 
Textile Mill and they can make use of the boilers of the nearby 
institutions or enterprises. But these people do not think of 
the country's situation and just want the state to help them 
in everything. It seems to me that they regard the Premier 
as a person who carries a huge hag and gives anything they 
want. So I earnestly advised them not merely to put up the 
slogan ol self-reliance but to translate it into practice 

The technicians trained nt our colleges do not try to solve 
Knotty problems at factories with their own efforts but only- 
ask to Import anything they want in this way. Because th«* 
educational workers failed to educate them In the spirit ol self- 
reliance. 

Colleges should endeavour to make experimental appara¬ 
tuses and Installation! tor themselves and the teachers must 
act an example here. Since necessary supplies are lacking, it 
will be no easy job to make good experimental apparatuses. 
But you should not regard it as something mysterious You 
should boldly endeavour to make those which you can make 
lor yourselves and import only tiiose you cannot make. 

Also, we should set up a system under which the experi¬ 
mental apparatuses and books are used jointly. The colleges 
can use all the experimental apparatuses and books at the 
Academy oi Sciences and factories. Because our country is not 
so wide, this is quite possible. 

The Ministry of Higher Education should be the first to 
start making an inventory oi the books and machines and ap¬ 
paratuses in our country. Because this work lias not been done. 


•un 

none of us knows what sorts oi experimental apparatuses and 
books our country has. 

li we take an inventory ol all the books and experimental 
apparatuses in our country and make a joint use ot them, we 
w II find no great difficulty in education and researches. 

Next, you have to endeavour to keep colleges tidy. The 
slate lias not provided colleges with satisfactory conditions. 
This is the truth. But you must tidy up your schools with the 
existing conditions. 

Most of our students have experience in military service 
or labour. And our tea'lies have undergone many trials. So 
once they arc put m motion properly, they will keep their col 
leges neat and tidy 

Only when tin students .ire accustomed to run the econ¬ 
omy industriously while al school, can they take good core 
of the nation's economy after they arc in the world. 

College education is the last process oi -cliool education. 
7 her-fo:r, the college graduates must lie all-round cadres who 
arc not only armed politico-ideologically and equipped with 
scientific and technological knowledge hut know how to man¬ 
age the economy meticulously. 

In factor its you often find some college graduates who 
do not know how to keep their factories tidy, nor their hostels 
nor their own bodies. This is also because colleges have not 
given them adequate education. 

Educational workers must always make sure that making 
full use oi all conditions provided by the state and displaying 
creativity, they keep everything clean and tidy inside college 
premises and hostels and out. 

In order to improve higher education, the ministry's leader¬ 
ship to colleges must be intensified. 

In giving leadership to colleges, bureaucracy and formal¬ 
ism must be eliminated once and lor all. Ministry personnel 
must not merely find fault or give scoldings at colleges. Jus! 
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as the Parly Central Committee has done recently at factories 
and enterprises, the loading officials must give substantial help 
to the work of colleges, working under the leaders -.ip of the 
college Party committees. They must go deep among the teach¬ 
ers and students and seriously discuss with them how to im¬ 
prove college ti.lining, how to guarantee tin students better 
conditions for study and help them to untie their knotty prob¬ 
lems In time, 

Prom now. the leading officials of the Ministry of Higher 
Education should take with them many experts fo. guidance 
to the colleges When it is beyond the power of the function¬ 
aries under the ministry, it is necessary to enlist in this work 
competent experts from the Academy of Sciences and other 
Institutions. Only by doing this, can they delve deep into the 
work of colleges. 

The minister <>: vice-minister* cannot know everything. If 
they are to give specific guidance t-i college work, they must 
have talks with the teachers and students, ottend Party cell 
meetings, listen to lecture:, and inspect c.xpirli cntal ruom- T<> 
do this, experts on social and naturnl sciences and those who 
have much experience in education must join their effort-. 

In this way, the Ministry of Higher Education must n- 
tonsify the political life at colleges and firmly unite all the 
teachers and students around the Party and must improve 
educational work and build up the colleges well. This will make 
it possible to develop valuable persons with strong Party and 
class spirits, rich knowledge and high cultural development. 

At the general membership meeting of the Party organiza¬ 
tion of the ministry many good views have been forwarded 
on the Improvement of higher education. After this meeting y< - 
must quickly correct your defects and carry through the Party's 
educational policy so os to bring about a new change in the 
work of higher education.

All our victories and successes in flic socialist revolution 
and the building of socialism nie uliribulablc to our Parly's 
Marxist-Leninist leadership and to the heroic struggle of our 
P >plc for the implementation of Ilk Party's lines and policies. 

1 oicughgoiiig establishment of Juclte was most important 
for our Party to give correct leadership to the Korean people 
in their revolutionary struggle and constructive work. 

To establish Juche means holding last to the principle of 
solving i’ self all problems of the r< on and construe? 
tion in conformity win the actual conditions of one's counlry, 
and mainly by one's own cilorts. This is a realistic and creative 
stand wilich opposes dogmatism and applies the universal truth 
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of Marxism-Leninism and the experience 01 the international 
revolutionary movement to one’s country in conformity with 
its historical conditions and national peculiarities. This rcpie- 
sents an independent stand of discarding the spirit of relying 
on others, of displaying the spirit of self-reliance and solving 
one's own affairs on one's own responsibility under all circum¬ 
stances. 

The Korean Communists are making a revolution in Korea 
The Korean revolution is the basic duly oi the Korean Com 
ihunlsts, it is obvious iliat we cannot make the Korean revolu¬ 
tion when we me ignorant of, and removed from, the reality oi 
Korea. Marxism-Leninism, too. can become a powerful weapon 
of oni revolution only If it is applied to our country’s reality. 

Masters of the Korean revolution are our Party and our 
peoplo; the decisive factor In the victory of the Korean revolu¬ 
tion. loo, is our own strength. It is solf-cvitl. :it lint we cannot 
make a revolution by relying on others, and that others cannot 
make the Korean revolution for us International support 
encouragement are important to the revolution, to lie sure, but, 
above nil. work and struggle by ourselves, the masters, are 
essential for the advancement ol the revolution and its victori¬ 
ous conclusion. 

In the world, there are countries large and small and par¬ 
ties with a long or short history ol struggle. Nevertheless, all 
parties are fully Independent and equal and. on this basis, co¬ 
operate closely with each Other, Each party carries on its 
revolutionary struggle under the specific circumstances and 
conditions of its own country: by so doin^ it enriches the ex¬ 
perience of the international revolutionary movement and 
contributes to its further development The idea oi Juche cor. 
forms lo this principle of the communist movement, and stein> 
directly from it. 

The problem of establishing Juche has acquired special 
importance for the Korean Communists in view oi the c r-

cumstances and conditions of our country and the complexity 
and arduousness of our revolution. 

While resolutely fighting in defence of the purity of 
Marxism-Leninism against revisionism, our Party has made 
every effort to establish Juche in opposition to dogmatism anil 
flunkeyism towards great powers. Juche in Ideology, inde¬ 
pendence in politics, self-sustenance in the economy and self- 
defence in national defence- this is the stand our Parly has 
consistently adhered to. 

Holding fast to the principles of Marxism-Leninism, our 
Party studies and analyses the realities of Korea and. on this 
basis, determines its policies independently. Unrestrained by 
any existing formulas or propositions, wc boldly put into prac¬ 
tice whatever conforms to the principles of Marxism-Leninism 
and the realities of our country. 

We respect the experiences of other countries, hill always 
take a critical altitude towards them. So wc accept any ex- 
pcricncc that is beneficial to us. but reject any that Is un¬ 
necessary and harmful. Even when Introducing a good ex- 
pcrieiue from another country, we do so by remodelling and 
rmxliiymg il to >uit the actual conditions of our country. 

Our Parly has always maintained an independent stand 
in its approach to the international communist movement and, 
likewise, in its struggle against modern revisionism in partic¬ 
ular. Wc arc resolutely fighting against modern revisionism, 
and this fight is invariably conducted on the basis of our own 
judgement and conviction and in conformity with our actual 
conditions. We consider that only by keeping firmly to such n 
stand can we correctly wage the struggle against revisionism 
and make substantial contributions to the defence of the purity 
of Marxism-Leninism and the strengthening of the unity of the 
international communist movement. 

If one fails to establish Juche in the ideological and politi¬ 
cal domains one will be unable to display any creative initia-

tive because his faculty of independent thinking will be par¬ 
alysed, and in the end one will even be unable to tell right 
from wrong and will blindly follow what others do. Anyone 
who lias lost his identity and independence in this way m.iy 
fall into revisionism, dogmatism and every description of Right 
and "Left" opportunism and may eventually bring the revolu* 
lion and construction to naught. 

In our country, there was also a lime when some oi the 
cadres had been infected with dogmatism and ilunkeyism to¬ 
wards great powers, and they did quite a bit harm to our work. 
The dogmatists disregarded our realities without studying them 
and sought to swallow the experience of others whole and copy 
It mechanically. This sort of person, who simply looked up to 
others and got accustomed only to copy from them, slid down 
in the end into national nihilism, where everything that is hr. 
own is disparaged ond everything loreign is lauded. This ten¬ 
dency was manifested most seriously on the ideological trout. 
The dogmatists. Instead of studying, explaining and giving pub¬ 
licity to mi Party'* policies, merely echoed other people like 
parrots. Thay aveit went so far as to deny our people's history 
ol struggle and revolutionary traditions, and tried to paralyse 
the creativity ol our scholars in scientific research work, to 
teach the students what they had copied In toto from others in 
education too, discarding everything national and disseminating 
only foreign tendencies In literature and art. 

In our country the harm done by dogmatism was revealed 
most glaringly during the war, and became all the more intol¬ 
erable in the postwar period as the socialist revolution ar.d 
the building of socialism progressed rapidly. Moreover, it grad¬ 
ually dawned on us in this period that the revisionist trend 
infiltrates through the medium of dogmatism. 

in 1955, therefore, our Party set forth the definite policy 
of establishing Juche. and has been persistently waging an 
energetic ideological struggle to carry it through ever since. 
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The year 1955 marked a turning point in our Party's consistent 
stiugglc against dogm atism. It was also at that time, m fact, 
that we started our slruggle against modern revisionism that 
had emerged within the socialist camp. Our struggle against 
dogmatism was thus linked up with the struggle against mod¬ 
ern revisionism. 

It was ol paramount importance in establishing Juche to 
strengthen the study ol Marxism-Leninism among the cadres 
and Parly members and. at the same time, to equip them firmly 
w.lh their Parly's ideas, its lines and policies. We have ener¬ 
getically conducted ideological work among the cadres and 
Party members so that all oi them may think in terms of the 
Party’., intentions, make a deep study of Parly policies, work in 
accordance with them and devotedly strive for their implemen¬ 
tation Our experience shows that when the Party ranks are 
(Irmly united ideologically and organizationally! dogmatism con 
be overcome, the infiltration ol revisionism can be prevented 
and all work can be done creditably in line with the Pnity’s 
intentions. 

At the same time, wo decisively Intensified, among nil the 
Party members and working people, the study ol our country's 
past and present and our people's revolutionary and cultural 
traditions. Wc saw to it that in all sectors of the ideological 
front including science, education, literature and art, things ol 
our own country are given priority, national traditions are 
honoured, :;ne national heritages arc carried forward, and 
the advanced culture of other countries is also introduced, 
not in its entirety, but through assimilation to convert it Inin 
ours. 

These measures have greatly boosted the national pride of 
our people and their awareness of independence, and led them 
to reject the tendency ol mechanically imitating other people’s 
ways and to endeavour to do everything in conformity to the 
actual conditions of our country. As a result of the establish- 
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ment ol Juchc, science and technology have progressed with 
great rapidity, qualitative changes have taken place in educa¬ 
tion and in the training of cadres, and a new, socialist national 
culture, congenial to the life and sentiments of our people, has 
blossomed and developed. 

While establishing Juchc in the idcologn.il and political 
spheres, our Party has. in the economic sphere, held fast to the 
principle of self-reliance and the line oi building an independ¬ 
ent national economy. 

If oho lacks the spirit of self-reliance, one will eventually 
lose faith in one’s own strength and make little effort to mo¬ 
bilize one’s national resources and, accordingly, one cannot 
carry oul the revolutionary cause. We arc engaged in the rev¬ 
olutionary struggle and constructive work with a determination 
lo carry oul the Korean revolution by our own efforts and build 
socialism and communism in our country by our own labour 
and with our national resources. 

Needless to say, we fully recognize the importance o( inter¬ 
national support and encouragement and consider foreign aid a 
necessity. But wo reject the erroneous ideological viewpoint 
and altitude of slackening our own revolutionary struggle 
while only awaiting an advantageous international opportunity 
to oiler itself, or of making no effort ourselves while simply 
turning to other countries lor aid. Both in the revolutionary 
struggle and in constructive work, self-reliance should be given 
priority, while support and encouragement from outside arc 
regarded as secondary. Only when one wages a struggle in this 
spirit can lie expedite the revolution and construction of his 
country to tho maximum and also contribute to the develop 
ment of the international revolutionary movement. 

In the period of postwar rehabilitation our country re¬ 
ceived economic and technical aid from fraternal countries 
amounting to some 500 million rubles (550 million dollars), and 
tins, of course, was of great help lo our rehabilitation and eon- 
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struction But in those days. too. it was our principle to enlist 
tire forces of our people and our national resources to the full¬ 
est; at the same time we also endeavoured to make effective 
use of the aid from the fraternal countries. In tact, it was our 
own forces that played the decisive role in the postwar reha¬ 
bilitation and construction. There is no need to make further 
mention of the achievements scored in the economic construc¬ 
tion of our country in subsequent years. 

We have thus laid the solid foundations of an independent 
national economy on the principle ol self-reliance. 

economic independence is nn indispensable requisite for 
the building of a rich and strong and civilized Independent 
stale Without building an independent national economy, It is 
impossible to guarantee the firm political Independence ol a 
country develop the productive forces and Improve the peo¬ 
ple’s standard oi living. 

Socialism means complete abolition of national Inequality 
along With class exploitation, and requires an all-round devel¬ 
opment ol the economy, science and technology. II Is therefore 
natural that Hh- economy ol socialism should be an independ¬ 
ent economy developed In a comprehensive way. 

We by no means oppose economic cooperation between 
states or advocate building socialism In Isolation;' What we do 
reject is the great-power chauvinist tendency to check the in¬ 
dependent and comprehensive development of tire economy of 
other countries and. furthermore, to subordinate their economy 
to one’s own on the pretext of "economic cooperation” and ‘ in¬ 
ternational division of labour". We consider that mutual co¬ 
operation should be based on the building of an independent 
national economy in each country, and that this alone makes 
possible the steady expansion and development of economic co¬ 
operation between states on the principles of complete equality 
and mutual benefit. 

Today our country is developing its economy by relying 
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mainly on its own technology, its own resources and on the 
efforts of its own cadres and people; it is meeting the domestic 
needs for heavy and light industrial goods and agricultural 
produce mainly with its national products. 

As for our country's economic relations with foreign coun¬ 
tries, they are those oi filling each other's needs and assisting 
each other on the principles ol complete equality and mutual 
benefit, and these relations are materialized through foreign 
trade, and In various other ways. 

Having laid the solid foundations of an independent na 
tionnl economy, we have come to possess our own economic 
basis for increasing the wealth and power of the country and 
markedly raising the people’s living standard, and have devel¬ 
oped the capacity to expand and promote economic cooperation 
with other countries. Our economic independence also con- 
stllutcs the reliable material basis for guaranteeing the coun¬ 
try's political Independence and strengthening its defence capa¬ 
bilities. 

Along with the establishment of Juche. the Implementation 
of the mass line has been one ol the most important questions 
In our Parly's leadership ol the revolution and constructive 
work. 

Considering that the decisive guarantee for the accelera¬ 
tion of the socialist revolution and the building of socialism 
consists of enlisling all the creative energies of the mosses of 
the people and offering full scope for their enthusiasm, creative 
initiative and talents, our Party has consistently held to the 
revolutionary mass line in all its activities. 

Our Party has been able to achieve great successes in the 
socialist revolution and the building of socialism by relying on 
the great revolutionary zeal and inexhaustible creative powers 
of our people who. taking their destiny in their own hands, are 
out to build a new life. The Party, always placing faith in the 
popular masses, consulted them and enlisted their forces and 


wisdom in overcoming any difficulties and ordeals it encoun¬ 
tered. 

We have also successfully carried oul many huge and diffi¬ 
cult construction projects by launching mass campaigns. The 
let-onc-machinc-tool-niakc-m«chine-tools movement, the build¬ 
ing of local industry factories, grand nature-remaking projects 
for irrigation, and the rehabilitation and construction of towns 
and villages that had been reduced to ashes—all this was 
carried oul through mass campaigns, through nil-people drives. 

In our country, s« nee and technology ore also developing 
rapidly in a mass movement through creative cooperation lie- 
tween the scientists and technicians on the one hand and the 
workers and peasants on the other: literature and art an- also 
nourishing rcjplendenlly with way passing day through the 
combination of the activities of professional writers and artists 
with the literary and art activities ol the broad masses, 

The method of relying on the masses and rousing the broad 
masses to activity is .1 revolutionary and positive method, and 
is a method that makes it possible to mobilize all the potential¬ 
ities and possibilities to the fullest in the revolution and con¬ 
struction. 

The Marxist-Lcninlit party must implement the mass line 
at all tir.es, both before and after seizing power, both in the 
revolutionary struggle and in constructive work. Ami the 
danger of going back on the mass line increases once the party 
senes power. Upon its foundation after liberation, our Party 
assumed the leadership of the government, and many of our 
functionaries had had little experience in the revolutionary 
struggle and mass work in the past. It was therefore a partic¬ 
ularly important matter (or us to improve the functionaries' 
method and style ol work to carry through the mass line. 

Our Party has waged a vigorous ideological struggle to 
eliminate bureaucracy and establish the revolutionary mass 
viewpoint among the functionaries. The Party has made tireless 
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efforts to gel all the functionaries to acquire the revolutionary 
work method of going deep among the masses, consulting them, 
deriving strength and wisdom from them and mobilizing them 
to solve the tasks ahead. 

The method of work which is called Choogsan ri method 
in our country, is precisely the embodiment and development 
of our Party's mass line in conformity with the new’ realities ol 
socialist construction.

The Communists always fight in defence of the people's 
Interests and for their happiness. To this end. the broad masses 
of the people should he awakened and mobilized. Oik* ol the 
intrinsic advantages of socialism is that under this system the 
working people, freed irotn exploitation and oppression, display 
voluntary enthusiasm and creative initiative in their work fo- 
thc country and society and for their own welfare. 

To conduct political work well among the masses and 
thereby Induce Ihem to voluntarily perform the revolutionary 
tasks Is, theretore. a powerful method of work stemming from 
the inherent character of the Communists and from the very 

nature of the socialist system. 

It is fundamentally wrong to cling only to economic and 
technological work while neglecting political work, and to lay 
stress on material incentives only, without raising the political 
and ideological consciousness of the working people. 
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Our Parly has firmly adhered to the principle of giving 
priority to political work in all matters. 

In carrying out any revolutionary task, we began by 
thoroughly explaining and bringing home to all the Party

haw we been able to successfully carry oul the principle ol 
giving priority to political work. 

Thus by energetically carrying on political work, work 
with people, which is the basis ol Parly work, we have been 
able to bring our working people to display a high degree of 
revolutionary enthusiasm and creative energy and to inspire 
them to mass heroism and mass enthusiasm for labour. 

To raise the Party's leading role nnd give decided priority 
to political work, combining this properly with economic nnd 
technological work, and to steadily raise the working people's 
political awakening and level of consciousness, combining this 
properlv with material incentives, is the basic method our 
Party employs in mobilizing the masses lor socialist construc¬ 
tion. 

To educate and remould the masses of all walks of life

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2. ON IMPROVING HIGHER EDUCATION AND 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH WORK 


One of the most Important tasks for higher education and 
scientific research work is to revolutionise intellectuals. We 
already proposed this task when we were guiding the General 
•Membership Meeting of the Party Organization ol the Ministry 
of Higher Education. However. I would like to reemphasize this, 
because it may lie misinterpreted and, it it is carried out in- 
Correctly, it will bring about an undesirable eliect. though it is 
mi excellent undertaking in itself 

Some of our comrades still do not have a correct under¬ 
standing of the question of intellectuals and fail to work well 
with them, with old ones in particular. 

Now In our country there is little difference between new 
and old intellectuals. If the southern half of the country is lib¬ 
erated in the future, there may arise the question of intellec¬ 
tuals who had schooling in the old society, hut, in the northern 
half of the Republic, this question has been basically solve-.! 
through the revolutionary struggle. 
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For 20 years since liberation our old intellectuals have 
engaged in the revolutionary struggle and faithfully served our 
Party and people Our Party consistently maintains the policy 
of trusting and drawing them into its (old and patiently educat¬ 
ing them Today they are splendidly performing their role in 
our revolutionary cause, together with a large army of new 
intellectuals whom we have brought up alter liberation. 

At present some comrades consider that only those who 
engaged in the guerrilla warfare or in the underground activi¬ 
ties in the homeland before arc revolutionaries and that those 
who worked alter liberation arc not revolutionaries. This Is a 
very narrow-minded view. 

The revolutionary struggle has been going on for 20 years 
alter liberation. Why should only these who have fought since 
before liberation be revolutionaries' 

Of eoursc. there Is a difference between the former gu rrll 
las or underground revolutionaries and (host w o Marled (ho 
struggle only after liberation This is the difference in the 
duration of revolutionary struggle. The former have 30 -10 years' 
history of struggle, while the latter 20 years'. They are only 
different Irom each other in the term of struggle but all of them 
arc revolutionaries, no doubt. Ol course, we should respect the 
former as revolutionary forerunners, as veteran revolutionaries. 
At the same time, wc must regard the latter as revolutionaries 
and see to it that they are legitimately proud of being as such, 

This year we are celebrating the 20th anniversary of the 
founding of our Party. The revolutionary struggle our Party 
has waged for the last 20 years is no less arduous than the 
guerrilla warfare or the underground activities of the past. 

Now. take the struggle to found our Party for example. 
This was a very arduous one. We founded n Mnr.vist-I.cninist 
party through a harsh struggle against Ihe factionalists and 
Right and “Left" opportunists of all hues. 



We also smashed the enemy's subversion and sabotage and 
set up a people's power led by the working class. 

The struggles (or land reform, the nationalization ol in¬ 
dustries and other democratic reforms as well .is the struggle 
(or the emancipation ot women were also hard revolutionary 
struggles. 

The Fatherland Liberation War against US imperialism 
and the Syngntan Rheeites was as hard as the anti-Japanese 
guerrilla struggle. This war was a liberation war participated 
in by the entire people. Our intellectuals joined the workers and 
peasants in (he gallant battle dedicating their lives 

Many of our Intellectuals went a* far down as the Rak- 
dong-gang River on propaganda teams They broke through 
the enemy's encirclement and came back into the Party’s em¬ 
brace. surmounting nil sorts of hardships and ordeals. 

Our writers and artistes also rendered splendid service lor 
the victory of war I he write wrote many militant work . winch 
helped to rouse the people to patriotism and firmly convinced 
them of victory; and the artistes went to the fields of battle 
under the hall of shells and encouraged the soldiers with their 
songs and dances Who can say this was not a revolutionary 
struggle? 

The Falhcrland Liberation War clearly distinguished friend 
from foe within our ranks Those who supported ll:e revolution 
bravely foughl without vacillation along the road indicated by 
the Party, whereas those who opposed the revolution went over 
to tile enemy side. During the retreat, because of the mistake 
on the part of some of our officials, certain intellectuals al¬ 
legedly with problematic political backgrounds were left behind, 
but even they followed the revolutionary ranks. 

As you see. ours are the revoluiional intellectuals tested 
and trained in the midst of the severe trials oi war. 

After the war they devotedly strove to defend the Party 
and implement its policies. Wc. all of us, rebuilt our economy 
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on the debris of war and worked hard to build an independent 
national economy. In response to the Party's call all of us built 
our economy and culture, tlmsc with physical strengtli contrib¬ 
uting their physical strength and those with talents their 
talents 

Our intellectuals also took an active part in the struggle to 
establish Juche against dogmatism and flunkeyism in the realms 
of ideology’ and culture. As a matter of fact, in a sense, 
the ideological revolution is harder than directly lighting the 
enemy, arms in hands. 

Our postwar struggle against factionalism was also a hard 
one Internally, the onti-Party. counterrevolutionary factional- 
tsts defied our Party with the backing of great power chauvin¬ 
ists and, externally, the Yankees instigated Syngrmm Rhce to 
threaten to march north again. In those grim days our intellec¬ 
tuals resolutely fought the fnctionalists to defend our Party. 

As you see. lor 20 years, our intellectuals have entrusted 
their destiny to • ur Party and fought together with tit© workers 
and peasants for the triumph of the revolution under the banner 
of the Party, sharing sweets nud bitters with them; and they 
devoted all their wisdom and talents to the construction ol n 
new’ country. 

Why. then, are wc proposing the task of revolutionizing 
them today? Not that we do not yet trust them. If any comrades 
regard their revolutionizatlon as digging Into their past rec¬ 
ords egain or examining their class origins, they are grossly 
mistaken. 

Of course, among our intellectuals there are some who led 
somewhat pi. ntilul lives, and others who had to work at Jap¬ 
anese irperialist institutions against their will or served the 
capitalists in order to earn their living because they had been 
deprived ol their country and had not had their own govern¬ 
ment in the past. 

However, they came over to the side of the people after 
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liberation ami have been invariably engaged in revolutionary 
activity lor the benefit of the country and the people. There is 
a saying that ten years changes the looks oi mountains and 
rivers. And their ideology cannot hut be developed now that 
they have carried out the revolutionary struggle lor 20 long 
years. Even if some intellectual committed some errors be I -re, 
they were written off by the achievements they made after lib¬ 
eration, we should say. 

Today quite a few old intellectual arc working as ministers 
and a great many of them are ploying n very important role 
in the economic, scientific, cultural and educational spheres — 
m all branches of the national economy. Therefore, It Is oul "i 
the question now to examine their class origins and dig into 
their past records. We must never distrust them, we must not 
regard the Party’s task of their rcvolutionU.it ton as digging 
Into their past records oguill. 

What, then, Is the rcvolntloiiizotioii of intellect nils' li incans 
thoroughly eradicating the residue of old pclly-lK>urg,ci.* 
Ideas still remaining in their minds, equipping them with The 
revolutionary Ideology of the working class, communist ideolo¬ 
gy, and thereby more firmly pn i to be true intellec¬ 

tuals of the working class, to be ardent revolutionary lighters 
who inithlully serve the people. 

The rovnlulioiiization of intellectuals comes to the h ■ as 
an inevitable task at the stage oi socialist revolution Hits is 
a major component of the struggle for the working-cldSsua- 
lion and rcvolullonizalion oi all society. 

We must educate and remould our intellectuals with com¬ 
munist spirit and thoroughly revolutionize them so that they 
will enhance their role n socialist construction and go lo a 
communist society together with the working class 

To build a communist society we must occupy two fortress¬ 
es. One is the material and technical fortress: occupying this 
fortress means establishing the unitary communist ownership 


of the means of production and raising the productive forces 
to such a high level that each works according to his ability and 
receives his share according to his needs. 

To build a communist society we must also capture the 
ideological fortress. Unless everyone is thoroughly reeducated in 
communist ideology, the material and technical fortress of 
communism cannot be occupied and, accordingly, it is impos¬ 
sible to build a complete communist society. 

Laying the material and technical loundations of commu¬ 
nism is a very difficult task, but remoulding people into a new 
communist type of men is still more dilliculf and arduous. 

It Is a hard task requiring protracted and persevering ef¬ 
forts to completely eradicate the survivals of old ideas of all 
hues such as egoism and individualism remaining in the minds 
of the people and to educate and transform them into a new 
communist type of men developed in an all-round way, 

Old ideas arc surviving in everyone to some degree or 
other They arc still remaining not only In intellectuals but .ilso 
In workers and peasants. True. Ihc intellectuals have more rem¬ 
nants of outworn ideas. They retain many survivals of old ideas 
and they lire more apt to be affected by unsound Ideologies than 
anyone else. That is why their revolutionlration has been raised 
today as a matter of urgency. 

Old intellectuals had schooling in the old society and were 
greatly influenced by bourgeois ideas. Some of them were rel¬ 
atively well-off before, because they owned a few chongbo of 
orchard or land. Of course, they have also been considerably 
remoulded through the revolutionary struggle with us alter 
liberation, but. as their lives become more and more affluent 
along with Ihc advancement of our society now, their old habits 
may revive and they may be infected with obsolete ideas which 
run counter to communist ideology This is also because of the 
fact that intellectuals are engaged in mental labour. Since they 
are entirely engaged in mental labour, separated from produc- 
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live activities. Ihev have less opportunity of training themselves 
than other working people ami lack revolutionary spirit. 

It is very hard to control brain work because in most cases 
it is conducted individually and the daily result is not conspic¬ 
uous. This is one of the major conditions that give rise to lib¬ 
eralism and individualism among intellectuals; from this stems 
their undesirable tendency to dislike strict discipline and su¬ 
pervision by others. Take scientific research workers for exam¬ 
ple. There is no way of knowing exactly how many pages of 
books they read and how much research work they perform dur¬ 
ing working hours. Therefore, if the intellectuals do not volun¬ 
tarily observe revolutionary discipline, they may be indolent and 
lax. 

At present our scientists claim that they study some sub 
jeets day and night, hut they have failed to achieve any sub¬ 
stantial success, because they arc not fully revolutionised and 
lack staunch revolutionary will to carry out their assigned 
tasks to the last. 

Therefore. If wc are inconsistent in our endeavour to rev¬ 
olutionize our Intellectuals, they may be captivated by the rem¬ 
nants of all sorts of outdated ideas-egoism. liberalism, fame- 
seeking, careerism and what not -and be affected by dogma¬ 
tism and revisionism. 

Wc know that in the past many intellectuals became lag¬ 
gards and dropped of! the revolutionary ranks because they 
lacked ideological tempering. Some people joined us in the 
work of building the Parly immediately after liberation, fought 
with us against American bandits, and in the harsh postwar 
days they worked together with us. However, since they neg¬ 
lected persevering, unceasing ideological training, they grad¬ 
ually became arrogant and, in the long run. went so iar as to 
criticize the Party's policies. 

The ex-chief engineer of the General Bureau of Mining 
was from the working class and was a new intellectual brought 
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up by us. but he could not work at his post because he became 
ideologically backward. Once be visited the Holdong Mine, and 
made a show oi himself; he perfumed a room tidied up by the 
miners, saying that it smelt had. He gave a ride to a girl who 
had nothing to do with his work while asking the manager of 
the mine to come on foot lo the destination 15 ri away and scold¬ 
ed him for his being late. 

Quite a few writers ..nd artistes also became indolent and 
licentious because ol the lack of ideological education. Only 
unlil recently some people received manuscript fees amounting 
to thousands of iron; they deposited the money In hanks ond 
held drinking parties almost every day. They did not work tmd 
led licentious, dissipated lives, drinking wine day in. day out. 
They were so degenerate as to declare that beef did not taste 
good because it smell ol lodder. 

As you sec. anyone who neglects regular Ideological educa¬ 
tion cannot but be rotten and, then, lie will eventually have 
to drop out of the revolutionary ranks. He who drops out ol the 
revolution halfway is called a fellow traveller. Figuratively 
speaking, the fellow traveller ol the revolution is one who drops 
out of our ranks at Yangdok or on the Masik-ryoug Pass, 
instead of going nil Ihe way fo Wonsan, our destination. If 
wc do not revolutionize our intellectuals and do not unceasingly 
temper their ideology, they may be fellow travellers who drop 
out of the path oi revolutionary struggle to reach communism. 

We must intensify communist education among our intel¬ 
lectuals and thoroughly revolutionize them, so that we will 
make them not the fellow travellers of Ihe revolution but rev¬ 
olutionaries who will fight together with us to the end. 

The most important method to revolutionize our intellec¬ 
tuals is to strengthen their Party organizational life. 

We can say that Party organizational liie is a furnace for 
training the Parly spirit oi the Party membership. Only when 
they faithfully participate in this life, can they opportunely 
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correct their shortcomings in and out of their work and con¬ 
stantly enhance their Party and class spirits. If anyone deviates 
irom Party organizational life he may be indolent, commit 
errors and go in the wrong direction ideologically. 

Intellectuals must participate in Party organizational life 
more faithfully than anyone else. Otherwise, they cannot elimi¬ 
nate the weak points inherent in them or eradicate the rem¬ 
nants of old ideas in their minds. 

In order to faithfully lead Party organizational life you 
must intensify criticism, and self-criticism 

Some of our intellectuals still have the tendency to (ear 
to be criticized and hate to criticize others. When criticized a 
little, some comrades tremble for fear that a terrible stigma 
should he placed on them. You need not fear criticism so. Why 
should we fix any stigma on thorn today, which wo have never 
done for 20 years since liberation? 

Criticism and self-criticism is the best weapon to educate 
Party members and cadres and revolutionize Intellectuals. Our 
Intellectuals should know how to criticize themselves, frankly 
ndmltllng their errors and shortcomings to the Party orga.n/.i 
lions; they should be bold enough to point out others' errors 
and offer them criticisms. 

Next in importance for the rcvolullonixalion of intellectuals 
Is to Intensify their education in Marxism-Leninism. They must 
acquire Marxism-Leninism not only as a knowledge; they must 
study it also for their ideological (raining. Only then, can the 
theory of Marxism-Leninism be a guide to action, a weapon in 
practice. 

Particularly, our intellectuals must firmly arm themselves 
with our Party's policy, which is the creative application of 
Marxism-Leninism in the reality of Korea. Without knowing 
the Party’s policy, they can neither establish Juche in scientific 
research work nor get rid of dogmatism and Hunkeyism; they 
cannot conduct scientific research work to meet the demands 
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of reality, because, without knowing it, it is impossible to under¬ 
stand the Party’s inicntions. Moreover, in the present complex 
situation, if the scientists as well as our cadres are ignorant 
of the Parly's policy and dance after others' pipe, they may fall 
in any wind. 

Only when our intellectuals firmly equip themselves with 
the Party's policy and act solely on the Parly's instructions, 
will they achieve successes in their scientific research work by 
steadily adhering to the Judic position, and contribute splendid¬ 
ly to the state and the people Firmly grasping the Parly's pol¬ 
icy and fighting tenaciously to defend and carry it through to 
the end s precisely the real way to serve the Party and the 
people, the way to revolutionize themselves, 

The Party's policy is not the intention ol a couple of 
persons; it is not mapped out by any one individual. It reflects 
llu- will of the whole Parly members and is decided on by them¬ 
selves. They ire duty bound to carry out the Party's policy 
without reservation. 

In revolutionizing themselu-. it is also Important for Intel¬ 
lectuals to always get in contact with reality and go among 
the masses ol people They must keep close touch with lire 
workers and peasants; they must not only impart knowledge 
and technique to them, hut alsu learn from them and always 
spot new problems In practical production activity. Only then, 
can intellectuals temper their ideology and receive help in their 
own work. 

Tire work of revolutionizing intellectuals cannot be carried 
out through a couple uf days oi rush campaign. This can be 
done successfully only through tireless ideological tempering 
and education, principled ideological struggle. 

The Party organizations must make sure that the revolu- 
tionization oi intellectuals is their own work and must steadily 
conduct organizational and educational work to suit their char¬ 
acteristic features. 
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What is important next in higher education and scicntiiic 
research work is to overcome flunkeyism and thoroughly estab¬ 
lish Juclte. 

As you know, geographically speaking, our country is sit¬ 
uated among the Soviet Union. China and Japan. These 
adjacent countries arc all big countries, with larger territor y- 
and populations than ours. The Soviet l-'nlon is a great social¬ 
ist power. Japan a developed capitalist state, and China a I gh- 
ly promising country, lor she has a large territory and popula 
tlon. Therefore, unless our counuy joins advanced nations by 
quickly developing Its science and technology, llunkeyisin to¬ 
wards those neighbouring countries will remain in our people s 
minds. 

In the final analysis, flunkeyism has persisted in our coun¬ 
try for a long period of time because our science and technolo¬ 
gy Ini led to develop and we were not rich and strong During 
the Koguryo dynasty there was no flunkeyism in our country 
because It wns powerful. However, as our national power grad¬ 
ually declined because ol the corrupt rule of the feudal bureau¬ 
crats, flunkeyism emerged, and it was especially rampant 
towards the end o! the LI dynasty It hna thus hindered our 
country’s development for n long time. 

From old times, out country Is known ns a golden garden 
for its beautiful mountains and clear rivers; it has rich natural 
resources though the territory is small Ours is an industrious 
people with refined sentiments, outstanding talent and sturdy 
will. They have a long history and cultural traditions. Why 
should such a wise people as we blindly admire and worship 
others? 

Flunkeyism must bo rooted out in our generation. But wo 
cannot completely eliminate flunkeyism by opposing it only ir. 
word. We can root it out only when we catch up with advanced 
nations In all spheres of economy and culture and. especially, 
develop our science and technology to a great extent. 
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For the rapid advancement of science and technology we 
must thoroughly establish Judie in scientific research work. 

If we swallow up or uncritically assimilate foreign scien¬ 
tific an... technological achievements, they will he of no use 
tor us. Wo must introduce those needed ior our economic cun- 
struction and cultural development ami reject those which do 
not suit our specific conditions. Our scientists must study sub¬ 
jects demanded by our country's reality and endeavour to cre¬ 
ate things needed by our people. They mu enfrtle especial¬ 
ly or. developing industry by using our natural resources. 

Even after the worldwide victory of communism, the Ko¬ 
reans will live in Korea. Why should wc leave the golden gar¬ 
den of three thousand ri and live In an alien land? We tridSl 
exp' it our Inexhaustible natural resources and build n wonder¬ 
ful paradise in this land where our people will live lhr< ugh all 
generations. 

In this world today there arc many people who arc glml 
to «co our country's development hut there arc quite n few peo¬ 
ple who do not like It. We must know Mint the Imperialists are 
ceaselessly manoeuvring to blockade our country. 

Therefore, also in order lo counter the imperialists' block¬ 
ade policy, we must continue to adhere lo the principle of build* 
ir,; our industry always relying on our own natural resources. 
When at Iccst 70 per cent oi the demand of raw materials Is 
met domestically, we will !>e able to develop the country's econ¬ 
omy on a -.cure foundation and support ourselves in case of 
imperialist blockade. 

ii our scientists buckle down to their studies, we can de¬ 
velop our industry as much as we want by using domestic rnw 
materials and enjoy decent lives. 

The gasification of anthracite and tli oxygenation of car¬ 
bide into which our scientists arc now' conducting research arc 
oi great significance in the development of our chemical in¬ 
dustry. Once these methods are completed and introduced into 
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prodiiclion we will develop this industry more quickly, using 
niilliracile and limestone which are inexhaustible in our coun 
try. 

'I lie research into the process o( continuous steel making 
from granulated iron is nearly finished. This is gratifying, 
indeed. ...Once we complete this ami apply the result, we will 
produce as much steel as we need, using our iuel. 

Vou must more vigorously conduct the research work to 
make various chemical products by processing crude oil. 

In order to intensify research work, the scientists must 
raise their scientific and theoretical qualifications Today their 
scientific and theoretical level i> still below the international 
standard and falls to meet the demands o: the rapidly develop¬ 
ing reality. 

Of course, it Is true that our country’s science and techno¬ 
logy have been developing rapidly, flic number <>: scientists 
and scientific research institutions lias greatly increased Today 
we have tens of thousands of scientists and more Ilian MO 
research institutions. II is a tremendous success that in a short 
period after liberation, wo Have (rained so many -dentists and 
set up such a great number ol research institutions, we should 
say. 

Some comrades now worry about tlie large number of 
institutions. Tills is wrong. Right after liberation we had not 
a single research institution, which caused our great anxiety. 
But today we have so many scientific research institutions. 
This is a good tiling; there is no ground at all to worry about 
it. An Important task confronting us today is to improve our 
guidance to the existing scientific research institutions enhance 
their role and radically raise the qualifications of our scientists. 

The Party has long proposed to build up the habit oi study 
as a task for the whole Parly. However, this habit is not fully 
built up among our scientists. 

They must study harder than anybody else to raise their 


scientific ar.d theoretical level. The Party organizations must 
make sur«- that tiacy fully establish the habit oi study mid seri¬ 
ously study science. 

The Party Central Committee is now studying how to make 
our cadres and scientists study harder Hie basic method is 
to conduct political work well so that they may consciously 
endeavour to study, and we are also considering the problem of 
enforcing an examination system. 

In order to belter the qualities of our scientists, WC must 
fully provide them with necessary conditions for studios and 
research work. At present our institutes of higher learning and 
scientific research institutions are equipped with some experi¬ 
mental apparatuses and books, but we cannot say they arc suffi- 
dent In order to raise the scientists’ qualifications they must 
I'c adequately provided with experimental apparatuses and 
books. 

The State Planning Commission is aware that more experi¬ 
mental apparatuses and books should ho supplied to scientific 

research Institutions, but it to me that they It ve failed 
to import them because of foreign currency problems, Of course, 
it is true that wc arc feeling some shortage of foreign curren¬ 
cy. However, wc must spend some money on experimental appa¬ 
ratuses and book hadlv needed for research work; we will 
obtain more foreign currency in the future. 

M an while, we must fight the scientists’ erroneous tenden¬ 
cy to rely on the state only. 

At present they are asking the state for what they can 
make by themselves and do not strive to use effectively the re¬ 
search equipment and materials and experimental apparatuses 
wiiich wc have in our country. Our scientists must display the 
revolutionary spirit of self-reliance and always try to solve 
problems themselves, which they can solve. 

The People's Army and the public security orgurrs have 
lots of equipment and materials winch can be used for scientific 
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research work. They are not top-secrct affairs. It is unnecessa¬ 
ry to hide them for no reason. They must he -howr. and used 
jointly. 

Concerning higher education, I have emphasized it on many 
occasions, I will just touch I ricily on the question of text¬ 
books for the students. 

As you know, the general theories of basic subjects such as 
chemistry, physics and nmihematics are the -nine as other 
countries'. I think there v ill be no problem in writing textbooks 
mi these subjects. 

However, the text hooks on specialized subjects for senior 
students should be written to suit our country’s specific situa¬ 
tion. If (hay only learn general theories lz«d sub¬ 

jects, they will not properly carry out their ta«!;s at the places 
of assignment after their graduation. Therefore, as far as the 
senior students are concerned, textbooks must Ik so prepared 
ns to Impart to them both general theories anti plenty of prac 
Ileal Information on our country. For Instance, the textbooks 
for chemistry stu ain detailed information on 

vinolon and viscose which have a great 'taring on our chemical 
Industry. 

Furthermore, textbooks must be revised constantly in keep¬ 
ing With the advancing reality, so that our students may al¬ 
ways study with textbooks suited to cur actual conditions. 


ON CORRECTLY PRESERVING THE NATIONAL 
CHARACTERISTICS OF TIIF. KOREAN LANGUAGE 


Talk with Iho Linguists 

May If. 1906 


Today I would like to tell you briefly the need to further 
develop our national language. I remarked on this problem be¬ 
fore. but I am going to stress It again. 

As I often said, our country is shunted among China, Japan 
and the Soviet Union, which are largo and considerably de¬ 
velop'd In science and technology. This formerly gave rise to 
NunfccyUm towards these countries among oiir people and In 
the course of political contacts and economic and cultural ex- 
chances with these countries large numbers of tlictr words 
found their way Into our country. 

During the feudal U dynasty flunkeylsm towards China 
prevailed and a wide range of its vocabulary was imported. As 
.1 result, even now our people use a large vocabulary borrowed 
from Chinese ic ographs. Or.e day I visited a salt field and 
feund most of the terms used there of Chinese origin. Beside 
scientific and technical terms, our day-to-day language has also 
numerous Chinesc-stylc expressions. Typical examples are that 
it present our functionaries say saop-sigan or kongjak-stgan 
rather than it-hanun-sigan to express "work hours’’ and ochim 
rather than naljarn to express ’’midday nap".

Once I visited Canton, China, and sav. a play. I noticed an 
analogy between the actors' pronunciations of Chinese characters 
and those oi our people. So we can say that many of the Chinese 
ideographic sounds we pronounce came irom the Canton region 
of China. 

Following the seizure of our country by the Japanese impe¬ 
rialists in the past, our language was also adulterated largely 
by Japanese words. That is why our present-day vocabulary 
contains a considerable number of Japanese-style words that 
must be corrected. Many specks of apples are also called In a 
Japanese way. The apple our people now call kukgsang 
named by the Japanese. Probably the apple did not come from 
Jnpan Still, as you see, It li . : Jap-mesc name Not only kuk- 
gutatig. the names of apples such as uk and chuk were also 
given l»y the Japanese. 

The same is true of the appellations of rice species. Now 
people use Iho names given by the Japanese, such as rgaka 
132 and chmgsafiigunbanglu. 

liven our children who did not live under Japanese impe¬ 
rialism say uu'agl. ochu and obong instead of yangbok chogori, 
(ha and chaban to designate n coat, tea and a tray 

After liberation Russian words came in to adulterate our 
language, which we cheeked. 

And now, words not pure Korean but Chinese style used by 
the Korean inhabitants in the Chientao district oi Chinn arc 
infiltrating; the medley language used by the south Korean peo¬ 
ple after liberation, an adulteration of Korean with English, 
Japanese and words of Chinese origin, is infiltrating; Japanese- 
style Korean current among the Koreans in Japan is also corn- 
ini' in with the repatriates from Japan. 

Now the Koreans living in Yenpien or northern Chientao 
of China say hwacltachain and kongin-kyegup instead cf chor.g- 
HQ/ang and rodong-kyegup to denote the railway station and 
(lie working class, and they coin Chinese-type Korean words 
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which are Ixyond us There are about one million Koreans in 
Chientao, aild the incoming oi their vocabulary docs not present 
a big problem. 

The infiltration of Japanese words into our language 
through the returnees is not a serious matter either. 

Tl:o question lies in the language current in south Korea. 
Newspapers now published in south Korea, for Instance, use not 
only words adopted front English and Japanese but also words 
of Chin -«* origin at random which even the Chinese themselves 
do nol use. In fad tin situation is such that if the words of 
Chinese, Jipam-H.- and English origins were eliminated from 
the vr« .ibu!.«r\ prevalent in south Korea, there would remain 
nothing of our ow i u g< u< It »i nn cnl pnrth 

as •«/ ami -rul. Language is n major index that characterize* 
a nation, and now the speech In south Korcn has been •* ns- 
tardized by Western. Japanese and Chinese vocabulary to such n 
degree that it does not sound like our mother tongue and that 
the national characteristics of our lang re gradually dis¬ 
appearing. This is really .1 dangerous phenomenon. If this is 
left unchecked, our national language will bo threatened with 
the danger of extinction. 

Once I had a talk with a cadre of the Japan Communist 
Party. He >aid that .11 present the Japaiioc anguage was also 
becornh ;; n ixed up vith foreign languages In Japan, he said, 
sciences are making progress, but they have little to lie boasted 
oi Japan's own; they -no characteristically American. And 
sciences themselves aic capitalized on as a moneymaking means 
by businessmen. In other words, he said, today's Japanese 
sciences are not true sciences. 

Thus, the Japanese copy entirely after American ways in 
the development of sciences, with the result that English terms 
flood in to adulterate Japanese, I was told. 

A true pairiut is communist. Communists alone truly love 
their motlier tongue and endeavour to develop it. 
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We, the Communists, must preserve the national charac¬ 
teristics ot our language and develop them further. No Korean 
with national conscience, if not a Communist, will be happy to 
see the national characteristics ot our language die away. Except 
the landlords, comprador capitalists and reactionary bureau¬ 
crats, the masses of tile people In south Korea, the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of I he population, are patriotic-minded people who 
love our nation and our fatherland. So I believe they all hope 
for the development of our national language. 

We should replace the words adopted from Chinese ideo¬ 
graphs and loanwords with our legitimate ones and develop our 
language systematically. 

When our native word and a word borrowed from Chinese 
ideographs mean one and the same thing, we must adopt the 
former and discard the hitter, crossing this off from li e diction- 
ary. For example, such Chinese ideographic words as vung/on 
(mulberry field), sokgyo (stone bridge) must give way to. ., 
native words, namely, bbongbal and loldarl. Even those words 
coming from Chinese ideographs which are relatively in wide use 
among the people must be written off from the dicllonn-y. if 
have equivalent words of our own io replace them For Instance, 
the word habolt (summer Clothes) Is in comparatively v ide use, 
bul wo must eliminate it from the dictionary since so can say 
f/ormnol. II wo eliminate even such words, we may hear com¬ 
plaints that we are going loo hr. But otherwise wc will no*, he 
able gradually lo reduce the number oi WOrdS harrowed from 
Chinese ideograph ior will he able lo develop our iegitlindc 
words. If in th fU ire the people should continue to use any ot 
the words elimunted from the dictionary, wc could then rehabil¬ 
itate them. 

Wc must also look up fine words in our dialects and use 
them. Once in the days of our anti-Japanese guerrilla struggle. 
Comrade An Gil said that the cultural standard in Hamgyong 
Province was generally lower than that in Seoul but that the 
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province h:.d a richer Korean vocabulary. He asked if it was not 
nice to sav ptilittlgi rather than kicha (steam locomotive). So I 
jokingly relorte that Hamgyong Province had loanwords such 
as bijlggeu’ and koruman for match and pocket. 

T v °rd pulsalgt is really line. Of course, now we need 
not replace kicha with piilsulgi. But if we make a careful survey 
of our dialects, wc shall he able lo find excellent words of our 
own which can be accepted even now’. 

Wc must try hard lo search for our native words mid call 
the names of places by our own words. It sounds nnm- tasteful 
to call them in our own words than by Chinese ideographs pro¬ 
nounced in Korean fashion For example, if we substitute the 
Chinese ideographs chogam (red rock) for pulgunbawi, il sounds 
very awkward, far from belter. At present, quite n few places are 
calied in two way.-on • in Chines style and (he other in our 
own. For example, totdarl-gol (stone-bridge village) Is also coll¬ 
ed by the Chinese Ideographic name of sohgyo-dong. Wo must 
investigate all the purely Korean names of places so Hint Chinese 
ideographic names are dropped as far ns possible. Wc Imvo 
already told the Academy of Social Sciences to investigate the 
names of places, but we do not know how the work is proceeding. 
Probably, it will be beyond the power of the academy lo tackle 
tfie task all alone So it would be a good idea for the Cabinet lo 
adopt a decision or issue an order to assure the work, W hen the 
purely Korean names of places are all found out, they will have 
to be put into use. Now. all that is needed would be to revise the 
map accordingly. Administrative districts can also be renamed 
by a Cabinet decision. 

We must not only dig up and pul back into use our native 
words bul also coin new words from them. 

True, new words sound a bit awkward at first. But with 
frequent use they will become familiar. Let me lake the example 
of the appellation choegoinntinhoeui (the Supreme People’s As¬ 
sembly). though it is a Chinese ideographic name. At first when 
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we pul forward this name, some people objected, saying 'h r (lie 
term parliament was used in oilier countries and so it was im¬ 
proper to call the permanent establishment by name of hoeui 
(assembly), But we ignored the objection and put the name into 
use. At first people thought it awkward to pronounce the name. 
Hut constant use has made it familiar now, hasn’t it' When 
necessary we can thus coin other words, to >. 

In my opinion it would be good to rename huhgvang, uk. 
cliul: and other apples alter the names of the places where II;. 
arc grown. After studying where a species of apple is produced 
in the largest-quantil hl« quality, you, may 

rename it pukchong, songhwa nantpo or ryonggang 

We must also change the names of rice species alter our 
own linguistic style. 

borne comrades now say that because the present names ol 
apples, rice and the like ; ve become familiar lo us. it will I* dif¬ 
ficult to change them. But we hum change them boldly wiH'-mt 
hesitation. If we should leave even these Japan.-.- name- as they 
are, how could wc explain to our posterity? Under the pr. - nt 
circumstances when Japanese-styled Chinese ideographic words 
arc used as they arc in south Korea, ii we remain inact ve, ogr 
language will really die out. We must boldly revamp tin- Japa¬ 
nese styled Chinese ideographic words. 

Formerly our ancestors were infected with flunkey ism in¬ 
wards great powers, so that they even used Cliine>e id. .ij ’ c 
names to call people It is advisable that from now on out legit¬ 
imate words be used as far as possible in naming babies. 

Foreign terms coming in through scientific and c. Ilural 
exchanges with other countries should l*c immediately given 
equivalents in our language. II is the rule llial any country will 
follow In the wake of those Countries which are ahead in ; ce 
and technology. This gives rise to the inflow of words from 
advanced countries and, accordingly, the appearance oi loan¬ 
words. Bui it will do well lo give our own denotations to foreign 
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terms when they are first introduced. When the Soviet breeds of 
rig big white breed and northern Siberian breed wore introduced 
into our country and wc got a new hybrid by crossing them with 
ov.- native Chunghaa breed, we named it Pyongyang-jung. How 
nice it sounds! It will also do well lo change other foreign words 
inlo our own. 

In doing I his, we must not give too much amplified forms 
to technical terms As for the new terms, tlu- Notional Language 
Standardizing Commission should exercise good control over 
them. 

You must not treat all the words borrowed from Chinese 
ideographs and loanwords indlscriminaioly just because they 
should be revised. Fven Chinese ideographic words should he 
left., ire, If Um een ly ccepledby (He people 
and established < ly as Korean words. For example, such 
words .is hahgt/o (school) and pang (mom) could be excluded 
from the category of Chinese ideographic words and, therefore, 
•hey need not be revised. Take the word pobthlk (law) now In 
wide u>e. Wc have no suitable word to replace it right now. The 
same is true of the word kaengdo (level or shaft). Social and 
natural sciences have many such words, and it is o problem lo 
revise them. 

Besides, serious thought should ho given to Chinese ideo- 
graphic words and our legitimate words when they are synony¬ 
mous but have different nuances. For Instance, the Chinese 
ideographic word chiha (underground) is synonymous with the 
purely Korean word ddangsok and the word situ fang (heart), 
with yomtong. but their nuances are different. So we have no 
choice but to leave all of them alone. It would not do to replace 
the word dtiha-Utjaeng (underground struggle) with ddangsok- 
tujaeng or the sentence Pyongyang-un nani simjang (Pyong¬ 
yang is dear to my heart) with Pyongyang-un naui yomtong. If 
all such words of Chinese origin are abolished, fhere will arise 
a chaos in ou: lingual life. Therefore, even when a legitimate 
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word and a word of Chinese origin are synonymous, they must 
be treated differently as the case may be. 

Military terms can be revised. Following liberation we re* 
iasltioncd a few of them. The command charyot (attention!! is 
a word we initiated. The formerly-used command klchok was a 
word of Japanese origin. The Independence Army in northeast 
China also used It. So did Hong Bom Do, and L Bom Sok. too, 
used it in training the cadets in a military academy. So wc re¬ 
placed kichok with charyot. As a matter of course, a word of 
command must have stress on its last syllable. After liberation 
wo thought o( revising all the words of command coming down 
from the last years of the Li dynasty and the years of Japanese 
imperialist rule. But we somehow could not manage to do so. 
At present many words borrowed from Chinese ideographs luvc 
currency in the army. 

Pangttokmyon (gas mask) has also come from Chinese 
ideographs mid so have i< (excellent) and ryang (good) which 
are used when giving marks. II preferable that military terms, 
except those which arc internationally common, be expressed in 
our own words. The same is the case with military technological 
terms. 

In refashioning our vocabulary we must sometimes reckon 
with the context of word combination. Take the word ilgi 
(weather) for example. When we just want to say ilgi, we can 
dispense with it since it can bo replaced with the word nalssi. but 
when wc take into account the word combination ilgi-yebo 
(weather forecast) and the like, Ihc word Ilgi must be preserved. 

For the development of our language, wc must lay the 
groundwork well. We should preserve and develop the national 
characteristics of our language with Pyongyang as the centre and 
the speech of Pyongyang as the standard, because Pyongyang is 
the capital city and the cradleland of the revolution where there is 
the General Staff of our revolution and where its strategies and 
tactics are worked out for all fields of politics, economy, culture 
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and v. Hilary. And the term •'standard language" must he n-placed 
wiih another. The term "standard language” may give rise to 
misunderstanding as if the Seoul dialect were the standard. So 
there is no need o use it It is proper that the language we, the 
builders of soci.i ism, have developed on the basis of the speech 
of Pyongyang, the revolutionary capital city, be given a name 
other than the "standard language". 

Though the term "cultured language” is not perfectly suit 
able, it nevertheless will do well to use it. 

Further, in order to make our words well polished, debates 
through newspapers should be encouraged. Language, loo, needs 
to go through the appraisal of the masses. Technical terms mid 
the ike should Iso be printed in newspapers twice or ilirico a 
wi ok. some 15 newly proposed words should he carried in papers 
at a time, so that the masses can write critical essays and submit 
questions about them. The new proposals should be published 
in Nv.h central ar.d Incnl papers Opposite views on them should 
also be fully made known. In the debates through papers, il is 
i "cntial to make all the submitted view known to the public so 
tint tin wivdom oi many people ran be enlisted. U'e must have 
many debates thrOtig not only lo polish our lan¬ 

guage well but also to give n wide currency to the revised words 
*111101 ; the niassi" Thus, it is advisable lo pul the terminologies 
to the mass criticism, pool good opinions and finally decide on 
standard words for use. 

Pooling V i masses’ wisdom can produce good results in 
refining our language. Those words which are difficult to refash¬ 
ion like the terms of social and technical sciences should be 
revised after a wide debate. 

The task of revising our vocabulary should not be done 
hastily, but should be tackled one by one over a long period of 
time. You can rover change ill the words in question into our 
legitimate words suddenly in a day or two. If the words handed 
down over scores or hundreds of years are all changed in a day, 



people will not accept them and, moreover, those who have 
changed them will also hardly remember all of them and, ac¬ 
cordingly, will be unable to use them all. Since this work has a 
bearing on the daily lingual life of all the people, it will absolu 
tcly not do to handle the work in a rush from a subjective desire. 
You should not try to revise a large number of Chinese ideo¬ 
graphic words or loanwords at a time, but do so in a gradual way 
by the flnish-one-by-one method. 

To begin with, we should correct our words "f daily use 
Some 5,000 to 6,000 words are now said to be used in the schools 
of common education. It is advisable to revise and popularize 
tlial amount of words iirsi, while preparing the next batch of 
words to he pm into currency after the former have all been 
spread. Your draft plait envisages revising and putting to public 
use 20 thousand words at a time. The number is too great. You 
will do well to fix lhe number of words used daily by the people, 
say, 5,000 or 10,000, and remould them first. You must follow the 
method Of gradual proceeding jus! as a silkworm cats away a 
mulberry leaf. Otherwise, there can bo a great confusion. So. we 
should begin with revising words of everyday use. 

And as I hove mentioned above, the military terms should 
he revised at any rate, but It Is a little premature now. Their :• 
vision should be carried out some day when the circumstances 
allow It. Even when they are revised, they should not be included 
In the dictionary but should be handled separately. 

A suitable number of words should be recoined according 
to plan, and then it must be seen to that all the people use them 
without fail. This necessitates careful recoining and putting in¬ 
telligible words into currency. If you fail to do so and publish 
difficult words, people will not accept them but may rather use 
the original ones. Therefore, this work should be tackled with 
great care. 

In order to popularize our legitimate words among our peo¬ 
ple, a dictionary should be compiled. If a dictionary of some 
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7.GOO to 8.000 words or 10,000 words is compiled and put out for 
use as a standard, people will dispense with the trouble of going 
to scholars for consultation. But such a dictionary should he 
printed in a limited number. 

You have suggested to publish a glossary of technical 
terms, but these terms have not yet been confirmed, so you should 
not publish it for sale at bookstores but work out its draft and 
distribute its copies only to civil service institutions. Thus, the 
Party and state organs should bo made to use the draft ns a 
standard for some time, so that technical terms arc spread by 
degrees from these organs down to lower units. Technical 
terms are not coined at the lower units but In (ho centre, in 
the Cabinet and ministries, which are spread down to (lie lower 
unils Therefore, the draft glossary of technical terms should be 
used first at civil service organizations for five to six years, or 
some ten years, during which time the forms should he constantly 
polished and put Into wide currency. 

Further, in order quickly to give currency to our legitimate 
words among the masses, they should be Introduced first in the 
educational Held, eh-mentary schools in particular, and also In 
the newspapers and the radios in good time. 

At present the old people are accustomed to using Chinese 
ideographic words, liberally use them in daily speech. 

Take the Chinese ideographic words ilsang-ifongo (vocabulary 
ol everyday use) ior example. Accustomed to them, the old folks 
prefer these to tire legitimate Korean words nul-Ssunun-mal. In 
spelling too, they arc accustomed to the old system and so make 
misspellings. 

Therefore, in order to popularize our legitimate words 
smoothly we should begin with schools. In school the leaching 
of the revised Korean words should begin with the first-grade 
pupils of the primary school. Thus, our legitimate words should 
all be revived and taught to the children so that the hoys and 
girls will correct the mistakes in the speech of the grown-ups. 
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When old folks say ochim for midday nap, children should ' 
able lo promptly correct them to say natjam. As ior the old peo¬ 
ple, they should be aware that they had been accustomed to the 
Chinese ideographic words because they had been wrongly taught 
in the past, and should bend efforts to learn our legitimate vo¬ 
cabulary and make the best use of new words. Thus, wc should 
develop our own vocabulary by discarding the old wards and ac¬ 
cepting the new ones. 

In order swiftly to popularize our legitimate words, the 
draft standard vocabulary should be introduced in the school 
textbooks; ns the draft vocabulary agreed upon expands, the 
words used in the textbooks should be changed once in several 
years. Copies of the draft may also lie given to institutions of 
higher learning for their use as a standard. Such copies should 
also be supplied to newspapers nd radios Then within i few 
years loanwords and Chinese Ideographic words will be eliminat¬ 
ed to some degree which the feudal rulers addicted to llunkcylsr 
towards great powers had brought in In Ike past. 

In the past flunkeyisni prevail, among our people. whi< '■ 
had considerably affected not only our linguistics but also 
other branches. 

In Pyongyang before, there had brrn a "Kija mausoleum , 
which, In the final analysis, was a product of lltinkoyism. \V. 
eliminated it and erected a pavilion on Ihe spot, so now there i- 
no one who comes to see “Klja". Of the similar le>cnds t' - wrrr ; 
ones produced under the influence of flunkcyism should all I 
removed. 

Even now some people are lingering on flunkeyisni. Certain 
scientists are little concerned with researches into our own 
natural resources to develop our industry, but ire thinking of 
waiting on other countries. We should reject flunkcyism and 
establish Juche in the field of economic construction, >o that v • 
go along the way of building an independent economy with cur 
own resources. 
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In the linguistics, too, Juche should be established so that 
our language develops systematically and that our people fed 
national pride and self-respect in speaking and writing it. 

Until the whole world turns communist the peoples will live 
divided into nations, and Koreans will live in Korea and con¬ 
tinue to speak Korean. Therefore, we should make every effort 
to preserve and develop our language well. 

As you know, our language modulates clearly and its 
sounds are beautiful. In our pronunciation you can easily get to 
speak any foreign language. Some think that those who use 
loanwords and words borrowed from Chinese Ideographs arc 
lenrnrd and dignified men. Such a view should he dropped. 

Wc should lead everyone to think that those who use Chinese 
ideographic words and loanwords are lacking in national pride, 
and t:. t those who speak their own language well arc learned 
men with a high national pride. Tlius, everyone must be brought 
to acquire a clear viewpoint that he is intelligent only when he 
prefers the legitimate vocabulary ol his own country—saying 
botahopsal (19 years old) rather Ilian *ipn«ic. Only then will 
it Ik possible lo preserve and develop our language and provide 
our posterity with a good foundation so as not to lose it, 

Particularly the scholars who translate .indent books should 
clearly know that those who make good use of our legitimate 
word' arc cultured men. 

In their translations o( ancient bocks many Chinese ideo¬ 
graphic words arc left as they are. Of course, they arc written In 
our letters, but their style is purely Chinese. Because words of 
Chinese origin are left as they are, people do not fully under¬ 
stand the translations of ancient books. Our country has a large 
number of ancient books. They have all been translated in 
Chinese style that we shall have to retranslate them in our legit¬ 
imate vocabulary That is why young people are loath to read 
them. Because they do not read ancient books, they are ignorant 
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of the national customs and etiquette. We must solve this ques¬ 
tion by all means. 

Wc should modernize ancient stories and novels so that peo¬ 
ple of our times can understand them, li wc do not modernize 
the old books but try to make people understand them through 
teaching them Chinese ideographs, that will involve difficulty. 1 
once gave advice to retranslate the Tale oj Chun Hyaiig in an 
easy style, wit It the result that it has now become a little easier. 
All other books too should be simplified Nol only ancient stories 
and novels but also legendaries and historical stories should be 
modernized so that they may be intelligible to our contempo¬ 
raries While on the subject of the ancient writings, I am going 
to mention one thing more. In adapting ancient works (or the 
screen or the singe, they should not be vulgarized. The screen ver 
slim of the novel Talc of Ryangban is too much vulgarized 
and therefore is uninteresting. Originally, this work was dedicat¬ 
ed to tile class struggle of those days, but vulgarism reduced it 
to a mere comedy for the children. 

Ancient books must be translated by those who arc well 
versed in Chinese diameters. It will do well to open a Korean 
classics course in Kim II Sung University and admit -cores of 
clever students to teach Chinese characters, and literature, too. 
If four years of school term is short, it may be extended to six 
years, 

While wc restrict the use of words borrowed from Chinese 
ideographs as far as possible, we must initiate the students in 
necessary Chinese characters and teach them how to read and 
write them. Quite a few of them appear in south Korean publica¬ 
tions and old documents. If we are to enable people to read them, 
it is necessary to teach them a certain number oi Chinese ideo¬ 
graphs; 

Even though wc teach students Chinese characters, none oi 
these characters should be allowed to appear in school textbooks 
in any form. When we arc going to disuse Chinese characters. 
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why should we enter them in school textbooks? If textbooks con¬ 
tain them, they will look like south Korean ones, li wc cannot 
dispense with them ju>t as the Japanese wIki need lo use them 
together with Ihdr own letters that will be another matter, But, 
if not >o. there i> no need to use Chinese ideographs in school 
textbooks. 

While reviving and spreading our own words, we should 
make an extensive study to develop our loiters. 

Our pre-enl letters are square-shaped, which cause some 
inexpediency in writing Being mostly syllabic, they are easy to 
pronounce. But the form of words is not fixed. II is therefore n 
Uh Iflkult (<- end them, and the I tlip in writing li a 
labor* And oar tellers are disadvantageous for printing mecha¬ 
nization. They are also difficult to type. 

If vo are to make n writing cosy to rend, words should be 
given a fixed form so that they are appealing to the eye. True, 
Chinese characters have a defret, but they have a merit in that 
each of them his .■ meaning and appeals to the eye Bui I do not 
mean lo propose reforming our letters on the pattern of Chinese 
character W< ould reform our letter* entirely in our own 
fashion It will not do lo try to introduce the l.ntin alphabet on 
the pretext of making our letters easy to read. II cannot fully 
convey all our sounds, in my opinion, il is good to break up our 
letters and put our alphabet sideways ns much as possible so 
lhal our words ore easy lo type and lo understand. Our fore¬ 
fathers, too. took great pains to reform our letters. In the Collec¬ 
tion of Chtt Si Gyong's Posthumous Works I saw an example of 
breaking up our letters to put our alphabet sideways, | think 
that is not bad either It seems advisable to give more touch and 
polish to it. Then, after reiashioning the letters, both the original 
forms of the letters and the new ones should be made known, so 
that people know the new letters while they do nol cast off the 
original ones. 

I do not mean, however, to put the reformed letters into 
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use right now. Our people is a homogeneous nation. Therciore, 
we must not change our letters before the reunification oi the 
country. 

In the past a certain fellow, thirsty for fame, insisted on an 
immediate letter reform. What will happen if we change our let¬ 
ters when the north and the south are not yet reunified? When 
our people belonging to one nation write each other, they will 
bo unable to understand and our nation Will eventually be split 
Further, n letter reform will greatly hamper the development 
of science and culture. A sudden change in the letters will render 
llu> literate people illiterate all at once. That was the reason why 
wo opposed a sudden reform of letters. 

Our science and culture have now made great progfc- \V* 
are going to immediately put compulsory technical education in 
to effect. This will further uplift the universal technical and cul¬ 
tural Standards of our working people. However high tlu-ir t'vh 
ideal and cultural standards may rise, our letters shout! never 
bo reformed before the country's reunification 

But this does not mean that researches on tlu letter reform 
should bo dropped. A plan of the tetter reform should be prepared 
and matured from now and perfected before reunification. When 
the reformed letters turn out line, it will do well to teach them 
little by little at school. Preparations should thus be made so 
that when the people’' technical and cultural standards rise 
higher and the country is reunified, our square syllables now in 
use should he abolished and Hie new, reformed ones put into use 
Immediately. It will not be so long before reunification. It is 
therefore necessary to make preparations now tor a letter reform. 

While studying the letter reform plan, our linguists must 
strive to make even our present square syllables easy to read. 
Originally, our square syllables are easier to read when placed 
vertically than arranged sideways. But a good research could 
make them rather easy to read even when put sideways. 

To make our writings read easily it is important to properly 
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iix the spacing of words. Too many spacings as are now done 
make it difficult to read. Poor spacings will make even a good 
reader, not to mention a poor one. falter at reading. Poorly spaced 
articles in newspapers, ior example, are hard to read. Let mo take 
the word Inryu-munhwa (human culture) for instance. II wv 
write itiryu and then man with a space between them, followed 
by hwa on the next line, people will read them inryu. twin. hwa. 
This is a question. If a report is written in this manner, everyone 
will have a hard time reading it. 

We should improve the spacing in the future so that the rend¬ 
ing power of people may be increased. As I said more than once 
before, in the matter of word spacing we should proceed in the 
direction of closing up words to some degree, The word sahoc- 
juul konsol (building of socialism). for example, should be closed 
up. If we space them like sohoe/uui konsol. the rending efficiency 
will be low. Proper spacing Is of great Importance In enabling 
people to read our writings fast and readily get their m nlttgs 
Therefore, it is necessary to correctly define the rules of spacing, 

h them well to Ult people and correctly space wo tubli* 
cation' Typists should also be correctly taught how to space 
words Otherwise, they will have their own way in typing and 
space words differently each. If Chinese characters arc used in 
typing together with our own letters, that will he another matter. 
But so far as this is not the case, words should lie typed accord¬ 
ing to the rules, spaced properly so as !o he easy to read. 

As for spacing, the rules to be adopted newly seem some* 
whin better than the ones now in force. Indeed, the new rules, 
too, may have some defects. But while applying them as they 
are, we should eliminate the defects and bring them to perfection. 

It would do well to publish the draft ‘ Rules for the Korean 
Language" prepared by our linguists. There arc two opinions as 
to fixing the number of Korean alphabetic letters—either 24 or 
40. Before a letter reform is introduced. 1 prefer 40 as are now in 
use. 
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In order to refine our language and develop it further, more 
linguists must be trained. In the curricula of the normal and 
teacher training colleges more hours should be allotted to the Ko¬ 
rean language and the students should b- provided with oppor¬ 
tunities for an extensive study of our language. Once I saw in the 
Kang Gon Military Academy that they were helping the cadets 
in their studies with necessary written materials put up on the 
walls of the classrooms, In the normal and teacher training col¬ 
leges, too, it will be necessary i" put up on the walls written 
materials on the Korean language. 

The Parly expects much of you You must creditably measure 
up to the Party’s expectations by making strenuous efforts to 
preserve our own vocabulary and improve our letters.

We must correctly analyse, properly understand and right¬ 
ly appraise the present situation and the state of affairs within 
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the international communist movement. We must map cut the 
Party’s policies lor internal and external activities in con¬ 
formity with the prevailing situation, and implement them 
thoroughly. Moreover, we must fully arm all the Party mem¬ 
bers and the working people ideologically so that they will 
light on resolutely lor the victory ol the revolution, rallied 
(irmly around the Party under whatever circumstance> 

During this conference we will fully discuss all these 
questions so as lo successfully accelerate the revolution mid 
construction In our country and contribute to the advancement 
of the international communist movement and the world rev¬ 
olutionary movement as a whole. 


I. ON Till. INTERNATIONAL SITUATION AND SOME 
PROBLEMS ARISING IN I lit. INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNIST MOVEMENT 


Comrades, 

In Hie international arena today, a fierce struggle is going 
on between socialism and imperialism, between the forces oi 
revolution and Ihc forces ol counterrevolution The socialist 
forces, the national-liberation movement, the working-class 
movement and the democratic movement continue lo grow on 
u worldwide scale. 

The fierce llames of the liberation struggle arc raging 
particularly in Asia, Africa and Latin America. Imperialism is 
meeting the strong resistance ol the peoples and suffering the 
hardest blows m those areas The people who have risen in the 
struggle are winning iresh victories in their revolutionary 
cause ol smashing the old world of imperialism and colonialism 
and creating a new world. 


The growth of the revolutionary forces of the world head¬ 
ed by socialism and the collapse of the colonial system have 
markedly weakened the forces of imperialism. The internal 
contradictions of imperialism have become more acute nnd the 
discord among the impirialist powers has been aggravated. The 
imperialists arc suffering telling blows from within and with¬ 
out. being driven still further to dead ends. 

The revolutionary movement must inevitably experience 
some vicissitudes in the course of its development, but the 
general situation continues lo develop in favour ot socialism 
and the revolutionary forces nnd to the disadvantage of Im¬ 
perialism and the reactionary forces. The victory of socialism 
and the downfall of imperialism are the main trends of our 
times that no force can check. 

But imperialism will no! retire from the arena oi history 
Of its own will. The aggressive nature of imperialism v.innot 
change and imperialism still remains a dangerous force. The 
imperial> lely Irving to escape their doom through 

aggression and war. 

The aggressive manoeuvring* of the imperialist* led by 
US imperialism have become more open in recent years. The 
i s imperialists arc perpetrating acts of aggression against the 
socialist countries and the Independent national stales, brutally 
suppressing the national-liberation movements of the Asian, 
African and Latin-Amerlcan peoples mid disturbing peace in 
all parts oi the world. 

Today, the US imperialists arc directing the spearhead 
oi aggression to Asia. The US imperialists, introducing more 
armed forces into South Viet Nam in flagrant violation of the. 
1934 Geneva Agreements, are carrying out the scorched-earth 
operations to “burn all. kill all and destroy all". They have 
already extended their bombing of the Democratic Republic 
«f Viet Nam to the Hanoi and Haiphong areas. This shows that 
the L'S imperialist policy cl "escalating the war” in Viet Nam 
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has entered a new. serious phase. The US imperialists ire now 
running amuck to spread ihe flames of war to vast area- 
of Asia. 

The US aggressors, occupying the southern half oi our 
country, are making frantic war preparations; they arc also 
occupying Taiwan, a territory of the People's Republic oi 
China, and incessantly committing provocations against Peo¬ 
ple's Chinn. 

The US imperialists have revived Japanese militarism t 
use it as the "shock brigade" of their Asian aggression. They 
have aligned the forces of Japanese militarism with the south 
Korean puppets and are scheming to rig up a "Northeast Asia 
military pact" based on this alignment 

The basic strategy of the US imperialists in their Asian 
aggression Is to blockade and attack the Asian socialist coun¬ 
tries, stem the rapid growth of the revolutionary forces and 
prop up their colonin! rule in Asia hy concentrating more and 
more US military forces iu this region and mobilizing the 
forces of Japanese militarism arid their satellite countries and 
puppets. This machination on the part of the US aggressor' 
seriously aggravates the situation in all parts of Asia and 
gravely endangers world pence nt large. 

The intensified aggressive acts of the imperialists led by 
the US imperialists are no sign ol their mightiness; on the 
contrary, they indicate that they are in a more difficult situa¬ 
tion. The desperate moves made by the US impel.alisl- u 
Asia. Africa and Latin America also prove that in these area' 
the forces of socialism are growing, the anti-imperialist rev¬ 
olutionary movement .s going o:i fiercely and the imperialists' 
foothold is shaken to its very foundation. 

No amount of manoeuvre cn the part <»i the imperialists 
can check Ihe growing liberation struggle oi the peoples or 
halt the triumphant onward march of socialism ihe imperial¬ 
ists will definitely be kicked out of Asia. Africa am! La. n 
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America and will eventually be destroyed by the revolutionary 
struggle of the peoples. The ultimate triumph ol socialism and 
the complete downfall of imperialism are inevitable. This is 
an inexorable law of historical development. 

All events taking place in the intcrnnlion.il arena sub¬ 
stantiate still more clearly that US imperialism is the main 
force of aggression and war. the international gendarme, the 
bulwark of modern colonialism and the most heinous enemy of 
the people of the whole world. 

US imperialism is the No. I target in the struggle of the 
world people It i; the primary task of Ihe socialist countries 
and the Communist and Workers’ Parlies to enlist and con¬ 
centrate the broad anti-imperialist forces in the struggle against 
US imperialism. Only by fighting resolutely against US 
imperialism can world peace be sofeguorded and Ihe revolu¬ 
tionary struggle of the peoples lie crowned with victory. 

At the present period the attitude towards US imperial¬ 
ism is a major yardstick to verify the position of the Communist 
and Workers' Parties. Communists should always hold fast to 
the principled position of opposing imperialism, US imperial¬ 
ism above all Particularly today when the US imperialists 
are expanding their aggression in Viet Nam, all the socialist 
countries should take a still colder and tougher attitude to¬ 
wards US imperialism. We should never tolerate renunciation 
of principle and compromise with US imperialism iu inter¬ 
national affairs. 

Socialist countries should not dissolve their anti-imperial- 
is*, struggle into diplomatic relations with the imperialist states 
or weaken it. just because they maintain such relations. So¬ 
cialist countries should adhere to the class principle in diplo¬ 
macy, too. and should bring pressure to bear upon US imperi¬ 
alism. exposing and condemning its policy of aggression and 
war. 

Ii is also wrong only lo clamour against US Imperialism 


without taking concrete actions to stop its aggression. Partic¬ 
ularly, one should not put obstacles in the way of the anti- 
imperialist forces taking practical measures in unison to deal 
blows to the US imperialist aggressors. If such an act is com¬ 
mitted, it will not only make it impossible to check US im¬ 
perialist aggression, but, it will also make the US Imperialists 
more arrogant and outrageous and, eventually, will encourage 
their acts oi aggression. 

It is a principle of the foreign policy of the socialist coun¬ 
tries to struggle against the imperialist policy of aggression and 
war anil (or world peace and security. While fighting to pre¬ 
vent war, however. Communists should never fear it. but 
should resolutely wipe out the ..ggressors in case of an armed 
nttnek by the Imperialists. Only by adhering to the principled 
stand ol opposing imperialism and by fighting resolutely against 
if, Is it possible to check imperialist aggression and defend 
peace. 

Especially, socialist countries should be alert to the fact 
th.it today the US imperialists, while refraining as far ■' they 
can from worsening their relations with big countries, or- 
directing the spearhead of their aggression mainly to Viol Nam 
and trying to swallow up one by one such divided or small 
countries as Korea, Cuba and East Germany. Attention should 
be also directed to the possible manoeuvring, oi the US im¬ 
perialists to temporarily case the situation or maintain the 
status quo in Europe in order to concentrate their forces o:: 
aggression in Asia. 

In this case, the casing of tension on one front docs not 
contribute to improving the gen era I international situation: 
on the contrary, it provides conditions for the imperialists to 
intensify aggression on the othe front. It. therefore. cons'i 
tutes a greater danger to world peace and security. 

Under the present situation, the US imperialists should 
be set back and their forces be dispersed to the maximum in all 
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parts and cn every front of the world- in Asia and Europe, 
Africa and Latin America and in all countries, big and small — 
and they should be tied up. hand and foot, everywhere they 
set foot so that they may not act arbitrarily. Only in this way 
c.n we succeed in defeating the US imperialists’ strategy of 
destroying the international revolutionary forces, Including the 
socialist countries, one by one, by concentrating their forces in 
a particular area or country. 

Our Party and people will carry on an unflinching strug¬ 
gle against the imperialist forces of aggression led by US fin* 
ptrialis i mid strive to unite with all forces opposing US im¬ 
perialism. 

To defend world peace, wc must light not only against 
US imperialism but also against its allies. Struggles should 
be intensified particularly against Japanese and West German 
militarism. 

Japanese and West German militarism are being revived 
rapidly under the active patronage ol US imperialism, and 
Japan and West Germany ore regenerating into new hotbeds 
o! war In Asia and Europe. Under these circumstunccs, the 
struggle against Japanese and West German militarism must 
not bo neglected. 

It is a good thing that the socialist countries are fighting 
against the militarism of West Germany. Our Parly and people 
arc opposed to the revival of West German militarism and its 
revanchist ambition, and strongly condemn the US imperial¬ 
ists lor their criminal act of actively encouraging it. Wc sup¬ 
port the struggle of the German people and the position of the 
German Democratic Republic against the rearmament of West 
German militarism. 

We must be on the lookout for the menace of Japanese 
militarism in Asia just as we arc alert to the menace ol West 
German militarism in Europe. Just as all the socialist coun¬ 
tries struggle against US imperialism and its ally. West Ger- 
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man militarism, in Europe, so in Asia they should, as a mailer 
of course, fight against US imperialism amt its ally. Japanese 
militarism. 

Today Japanese militarism lias appeared in Asia a* dan¬ 
gerous force of aggression. The Japanese militarist forces har¬ 
bour an illusion of materializing Ihcir old dream oi the 
"Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere" with the backing of 
US imperialism. Japan’s Sato government, actively supported 
by US imperialism, has not only mapped out war plans to 
invade Korea and other Asian countries, hut has already start¬ 
ed slrelching out its tentacles ol aggression to south Korea 

In effect, .1 tripartite military alliance has been formed 
among US Imperialism, the Sato government ol Japan and the 
south Korean puppol clique, through bilateral military agree 
menls. The Sato government is an active accomplice ol US 
Imperialism in its aggression In Vlct Nam and is sending large 
quantities of war supplies including various kinds of weapons 
lo South Viet Nam in compliance with US orders Japan 
serves the US imperialist war of aggression in Vlct Norn as a 
supply base, a repair station, and a launching point. 

At the instigation of the US imperialists, the Sato go\ 
eminent pursues a hostile policy Awards our country and the 
Other socialist countries in Asia. It is also intensifying its eco¬ 
nomic and cultural penetration in a number of Asian. African 
and Latin-Amcrican countries under the specious name ol 
"aid", "joint development” and "economic and technical co¬ 
operation". 

The struggle against Japanese militarism is a struggle lo 
defend peace in Asia and the world and is an important part 
of the struggle against US imperialism. All socialist countries 
should attach importance to the struggle against Japanese mili¬ 
tarism and frustrate its aggressive designs by concerted action. 
Especially, they should thoroughly lay bare and shatter the 
attempts of Japan’s Sato government to disorganize the anti- 
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imperialist front under t ic guise of a "friend" of the ,\slan. 
African and Latiii-American peoples. 

Tiue. there exist certain contradictions between US im¬ 
perialism and the Japanese ruling circles, and the socialist 
countries may tak,- advantage oi the contradictions in the in¬ 
terests of the anti-imperialist struggle, when they are aggra¬ 
vated in the future. But we must view all aspects of US- 
Japanese relations Despite their contradictions, US imperial¬ 
ism and Japanese imperialism arc bound in an alliance based 
on mastcr-and-semint relationship for their common interests 
in Asian aggression and they arc in league with each other 
politically, economically and militarily. We should not over¬ 
estimate the contradictions between the United States and 
Japan and underestimate their alliance in maslcr-nml-servanl 
relationship. 

We sli ijld liarliour no illusion about the Japanese ruling 
circles and should not expect any good from them. To Ignore 

the ol Jcpti llariu.id liavo close ties with 

the Sato government is. in fact, tantamount to encouraging the 
overs. - expansion of the Japanese ruling circles and consoli¬ 
dating the position of US imperialism in Asia. 

Socialist countries may develop economic relations with 
Japan, but should make no bargaining with its ruling circles 
on political questions Relations with the Sato government 
should in .ill circumstances favour the interests of the Japanese 
people and of Ihe anti-imperialist struggle in general. 

Today live Japanese people are fighting against US im¬ 
perialism and Japanese monopoly capital in defence ol the 
security of Japan and world peace. The struggle of the Japa¬ 
nese people constitutes a heavy blow to US imperialist aggres¬ 
sion in Asia and to Japanese militarism and contributes to the 
cause oi world peace. 

The Korean people emphatically condemn Ihe aggressive 
schemes o: Japanese militarism. Ihe rearmament oi Japanese 



militarism and its aggression against south Korea should be 
stopped decisively and the "ROK-Japan treaty ' concluded 
under the manipulation of the US imperialists should be a!.»u 
gated. Japan should tree herself from US imperialist domina- 
iion and develop along the path of independence and democ¬ 
racy. Tlie Korean people fully support and express militant 
solidarity with the Japanese people led by the Communist 
Party of Japan ill their struggle for the complete independence 
and democratic progress of Japan. 

US imperialist aggression in Viet Nam and (lie struggle 
of the Vietnamese people against it are the focal point of the 
struggle between the forces of revolution and counterrevolu¬ 
tion ui the present moment, 

US imperialist aggression in Viet Nam is not only direct¬ 
ed against the people of Viet Nam; it is also an aggression 
against the socialist camp, a challenge to the nalionaMIbern 
lion movement und a throat to peace in Asia and the world 

The Vietnamese people have risen as one in Ihc sacred 
bailie to shatter US Imperial, t aggression determinedly, to 
liberate the South, defend the North and reunify Ihc country. 
They arc constantly inflicting serious political and military 
defeats upon the aggressors, thereby driving US imperialism 
up against the wall. The South Viet Nam National I ron! ior 
Liberation lias already liberated four-filths of the territory and 
two-thirds of the total population, while the North Vietnam¬ 
ese people are successfully repelling the barbarous ocmbuigs 
oi US imperialist air pirates, the heroic anti-US. national- 
salvation struggle of the people of North and South Viet Nam 
affords an example fo the people of tin whole world fighting 
against imperialism for peace, democracy, national independ¬ 
ence and socialism, and inspires them boundlessly. 

On behalf of this conference, I would like to extend the 
warmest militant greetings and congratulations to the frater¬ 
nal people of North and South Viet Nam who are achieving 


brilliant victoiies and accomplishing heroic fonts in their just 
war oi resistance against the US imperialist aggressors. 

The Vietnamese people are not cnly valiantly struggling 
tor tlie complete liberation and independence of their country, 
but are also shedding their blood in battle to defend the social¬ 
ist camp and safeguard peace In Asia and the world. 

The altitude one takes towards US imperialist aggression 
in Viet Nam and towards the Vietnamese people’s struggle 
against it. is a criterion showing whether or not one is resolute¬ 
ly opposed to imperialism, and whether or not one actively 
supports the liberation struggle of the peoples. The attitude to- 
wards the Viet Nam question is a touchstone that distinguishes 
Ihc revolutionary position Irom the opportunist position, pro¬ 
letarian internationalism from national egoism. 

All socialist countries and peace-loving people should op¬ 
pose the aggression of US Imperialism in Viet Nam and 
render every possible support to the people of Viet Nam in 
their righteous war of liberation. Since the Democratic Repub¬ 
lic oi Viet Nam is suffering aggression by the US Imperial¬ 
ist*. the social's! countries should more resolutely confront and 
fight them, and support Ihc people of Viet Nam in every way. 
There should be absolutely no hesitation or passivity on this 
point. 

All socialist countries should pool their strength and come 
to the aid of the fighting Vietnamese people and should foil 
the aggression of US imperialism against Viet Nam by Joint 
efforts. At present, however, the countries of the socialist 
camp, because of their differences, arc not keeping step with 
each other to oppose US imperialist ssSion and aid the 
Vietnamese people. This troubles the fighting people ot Viet 
Nam and really grieves Communists. 

Fraternal parlies should not merely engage in polemics 
over the Viet Nam question at this time when tiie Democratic 
Republic of Viet Nam is suffering US imperialist aggression. 
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II is the Workers’ Party of Viet Nam that can decide on the 
Viet Nam question. No one lias the last say on this question 
except the Workers' Parly oi Viet Nani. As far as the Vie! Nan 
question is concerned, the Iraternal parties should always follow 
the policy of Iho Workers' Parly of Viet Nam and support its 
stand. As regards the aid given by fraternal countries to the 
Democratic Republic of Viet Nam. too, only the Workers’ Party 
of Viet Nam can correctly judge this Issue and fraternal par¬ 
lies should respect its decision. 

Today’s situation is different from that of yesterday, when 
the Soviet Union was making a revolution single-handedly. 
Since hi n were no other socialist countries in the world at 
that time, the Soviet Union had to obtain everything including 
arms, l>y Itself. Rut today with the existence ol a powerful so¬ 
cialist camp, is there any reason why the Vietnamese people 
should not receive aid from the fraternal socialist countrh* .11 
tliclr difficult war against the common enemy? The socialist 
countries are duty bound to offer aid to the Democratic Re¬ 
public of Vlcl Nam and the Vietnamese people are entitled lo 
receive it. II the aid of the socialist countries lo the Viet¬ 
namese people is used effectively III the battle against the US 
imperialist aggressors, it will he a very good thing and will 
never lie otherwise. In order lo defeat the US Imperialists in 
Viet Nam, all fraternal countries should give more aid to Hie 
Democratic Republic of Viet Nam. 

This, we consider, is the revolutionary stand of opposing 
US Imperialist aggression in Met Nam in deed ami is the in¬ 
ternationalist stand ol sincerely helping the Vietnamese people. 

This is not the time for the socialist countries to remain 
passive, extending only political support to the people of Viet 
Nam They should take more positive measures to aid the Viet¬ 
namese people. In the light of the situation where the US 
imperialists are extending aggression even to the Democratic 
Republic of Viet Nam by bringing in troops of their satellite 
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countries and puppets, every socialist country must send vol¬ 
unteers to Viet Nam to defend the southeastern outpost of 
the socialist camp and safeguard peace in Asia and ihe world. 
This i> the internationalist duly oi the socialist countries to 
the fraternal people of Viet Nam. No uric can possibly object 
if the socialist countrie*. send volunteers to Viet Nam. 

If all Ihe socialist countries help the Vietnamese people 
to shatter US imperialist aggression against Viet Nam, US 
imperialism will decline like the selling sun and Ihe revolu¬ 
tionary movements in all countries of Asia and the rest of the 
world will make great headway. 

The Workers’ Party ol Korea and the Korean people re- 
g.rd US imperialist aggression against Viet Nam as one 
against th. m><-lv»s and they regard the struggle of the Viet¬ 
namese people as Ihclr own. Our people will be more resolute 
In tl i enemy, US Imperialism, 

and will e\ effort to support the people of 

Viet Nam. We are ready to send volunteers to join the Viet¬ 
namese brothers In tluur battle whenever the Government of 
the Democratic Republic ol Viet Nam requests It. 

The wily just solution to the Viet Nam question Is the 
four-point position of the Government of the Democratic Re¬ 
public ci Viet Nam and the five-point statement made by the 
South Viet Nam National Front lor Liberation. The Workers' 
Party ol Korea and the Government of our Republic fully sup¬ 
port litis just position of the Vietnamese people. 

The US imperialists arc now staging the fraudulent farce 
ol "peace talks" in an attempt to cover up another plot to 
escalate the war. No amount of deceptive artifice, however, 
can conceal US Imperialism's foul aggressive nature. We 
strongly condemn the pint oi the US imperialists to extend 
the war oi aggression in Viet Nam. and denounce their "peace 
talks" sham. 

The US imperialists must immediately stop ail acts of 
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aggression against ilie people of \'iel Nam and must get out ot 
South Viet Nam without delay,- taking tbeii ossive army, 
the troops of tlieir satellites and puppets and all the murderous 
weapons with them. If the US imperialists continue to act 
recklessly in disregard of the repealed warnings of the Viet¬ 
namese people and the socialist countries and the strong con- 
clcmnalion of th< people oi I lie world, they will sulfer a still 
more ignominious defeat. Ultimate victory is on the side oi the 
Vietnamese people who have risen in the righteous cause, and 
the US imperialist aggressors will face inevitable ruin. 

One of the important international questions today is to 
dofend the ( i rev< rhi triumph of the Cuban rev¬ 
olution is the first victory of socialist revolution under tin very 
nose ol the United States; it is a continuation of the Great 
October Revolution in Latin America. It Is a historic c\ nt 
Ihnt extended tin* socialist camp to the Western IL-mispli rc 
and brought about a new turn for th< revolutionary move¬ 
ments of I aUii America. Tho Republic of Cuba has become a 
base of revolution in Latin America. 

Today, Hie Cuban people, under the leadership of the 
Communist Party of Cuba, arc marching firmly ahead In the 
front lines of the anti imperialist struggle. holding aloft the 
banner of revolution. Vre Cuban people an- safeguarding their 
revolutionary gains and building socialism under difficult con 
dltions, valiantly repulsing the Incessant acts of aggression and 
provocation perpetrated by the US imperialists. 

It Is a sacred internationalist duty for the countries oi the 
socialist camp and the Lalin-Amcrican people to defend the 
Cuban revolution. The socialist countries should give whole¬ 
hearted support to the fraternal Cuban people in their revolu¬ 
tionary cause, safeguard the Cuban revolution and give posi¬ 
tive assistance to the socialist construction of Cuba. Commu¬ 
nists who consider the interests oi the revolution to be the 
supreme law can never act otherwise in relation to Cuba. 
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l! is quite natural for Cuba to receive aid iroin Ihe social¬ 
ist countries, and the fraternal parties ar.d countries should he 
glad of it. This is demanded by the interests of the Cuban rev¬ 
olution and oi revolution in Latin America. Wo should fully 
understand the circumstances of Cuba and the position of its 
Communist Parly. 

The Communist Parly oi Cuba knows the Cuban question 
belter than anyone else, and only the Communist Parly of 
Cuba can map out correct policies to suit the realities of Cuba, 
All socialist countries arc only duty bound to respect the poli¬ 
cies of tho Communist Party of Cuba and support the struggle 
ol the Cuban people. No attempt should bo made to bring 
pressure to bear upon the Communist Party and people of Cu¬ 
ba and split the revolutionary forces of Latin America. 

The Workers’ Parly of Korea has given and Is giving full 
support to the just stand of the Communist Party of Culm 
which, under the banner of revolution, is correctly lending (ho 
revolution and construction In its country ami striving for Hie 
unity of the socialist camp and the cohesion of the internation¬ 
al communist movement. Out Party and people resolutely con¬ 
demn the aggressive moves of the US ini per la Hats against 
Cuba and firmly support the heroic struggle of the Cuban peo¬ 
ple to defend their re volutionary gains and build socialism. We 
will make every effort in the future, too. to cement our friend¬ 
ship and solidarity with the Communist Party and people of 
Cuba. 

Tremendous revolutionary changes arc taking place in the 
life of the Asian, African mid Lath; American peoples today. 
The national-liberation movement of the Asian, African and 
Lnlin-American peoples, along with the revolutionsiy strug¬ 
gle of the international working class for socialism, is a great 
revolutionary fcrcc of our times and a powerful factor for 
world peace. 

Amidst the unprecedented upsurge of the national libera- 
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lion movement, many countries have attained national inde¬ 
pendence and embarked upon the building oi a new life. The 
peoples in those countries which are still under colonialist op¬ 
pression are lighting more vigorously ior freedom and libera¬ 
tion. 

But the imperialists will not leave their colonies meekly; 
they are manoeuvring In every way lo seize and dominate even 
an inch more oi land, i t- imperialist- suppress the national- 
liberation movement in Asia, Africa and Latin America and 
carry out subversive activities to wrest newly independent 
countries away from the anti-imperialist front one by one. 
While openly resorting lo brute force, they atten pt to infiltrate 
into the newly Independent countries with "aid” as bait, to 
meddle in |he internal a Ih unit and disorgan¬ 

ize them from within. 

In recent years, the 11 $ Imperialists have slill more in- 
tinslficd their subversive activities and coup d’etat manoeuvres 
against the newly Independent slate*. By bribing and whip¬ 
ping up the nactlonarlcs, I he LS imperialists t<» pit Itnm 
against the progressive forces and sway certain newly inde¬ 
pendent countries to the Right. They manoeuvre In this way to 

make those countries suppress their revolutionary forces in¬ 
ternally and opp i own and disorganize the 

mill-imperialist forces externally. 

The recent developments provide a serious lesson to all 
Communists. They show that the more the revolutionary 
forces, including the Communist Parties, grow, the more des¬ 
perately foreign Imperialism and domestic reactionary forces 
manoeuvre to stifle them. The Communists should keep the 
sharpest vigilance over this and be always ready to counter 
possible savage repression oi the enemy, organizationally and 
Ideologically, strategically and tactically. Revolution is com¬ 
plex and requires a scientific art of leadership. A revolution 
can emerge victorious only when the line of struggle is laid 
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down scientifically and scrupulously and the most appropriate 
•ime is chosen to unfold a decisive fight, on the basis of a cor¬ 
rect judgment oi the revolutionary situation and an exact 
calculation of the balance, oi forces between the enemy and 
oneself We should engrave on our consciousness such experi¬ 
ences and lessons of the international revolutionary move¬ 
ment and make good use oi them in our own revolutionary 
struggle. 

Much is yet to be done to abolish the imperialist colonial 
system in Asia. Africa and Latin America and achieve the com¬ 
plete liberation and Independence of the peoples. The road <>i 
national liberation is a road of arduous struggle. In Its course 
one will encounter the desperate resistance oi the Imperi¬ 
alists and reactionaries and undergo many hardships and 
trials. 

The attainment oi political independence is no more than 
the initial >tcp towards tile nlliiu iry of the national* 

liberation revolution. Peoples who have won independence are 
confronted with the I oi fighting the subversive activities 
of foreign imperialists and domestic forces of reaction and car¬ 
rying the cause of national liberation to final completion. For 
this purple, the machine of imperialist colonial rule should be 
destroyed: imperialism and domestic reaction must be deprived 
ol their economic footholds: the revolutionary forces should be 
strengthened; a progressive socio-political system should be 
established: and an Independent national economy and national 
culture should be built. Only in this way can the peoples of 
the newly independent counlrics eliminate the centuries-old 
backwardness and poverty left by colonial rule and construct 
rich and strong, independent and sovereign states. 

The Workers' Parly of Korea and Ihc Government of the 
Republic positively support the peoples of all newly independ¬ 
ent counlrics in their struggle to consolidate national inde¬ 
pendence and achieve national prosperity. Wc shall continue 


to endeavour for the promotion of our relations of friendship 
and cooperation with the newly independent nations. 

Our Party and Government consider it an important prin¬ 
ciple of foreign policy lo support the struggle of the Asian, 
African and Latin-American peoples against imperialism tor 
freedom and liberation. The Korean people sharply condemn 
the aggressive manoeuvres of the L'S imperialists against the 
Laotian people and fully support the struggle oi the Laotian 
people for national independence. Our people support the 
i liteous s': if the Cambo*.: i tie against the ag¬ 

gression and Intervention of L'S Imperialism and Its stooges, 
for independence, neutrality and territorial in!--:»rity. We sup- 
port the Aslan, African and Latin-American peoples in their 
liberation struggles, and express militant solidarity with them. 

We also support the working classes and the toiling peo¬ 
ples of the capitalist countries In I heir revolutionary struggle 
against the exploitation and oppression by capital and for 
democratic rights and socialism and express firm solidarity 
with them. Our Party and people will always stand firmly on 
the side of the peoples battling for peace and democracy, na- 
Iionol Independence ;>ml socialism and will strive to strengthen 
our solidarity with them. 

Comrades, the socialist ramp and the intornalion.il com¬ 
munist movement have been experiencing harsh trial- in re¬ 
cent years. Modern revisionism and dogmatism have laid grave 
obstacles lo the development of the International revolutionary 
movement. 

We ran achieve the unity of the socialist camp end the 
cohesion of the International communist movement and suc¬ 
cessfully fight against imperialism by overcoming Right and 
"Left" opportunism and defending the purity of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

Marxism-Leninism has developed and attained its victory 
In the course of the struggle against Right and "Left" oppor- 
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tunisn. As the experience of history shows, various deviations 
from Marxism-Leninism emerge in the course of revolution. 
This is nol so surprising, it is somewhat inevitable that ns long 
as imperialism exists and the class struggle goes on, Right and 
‘‘Left" opportunism will appear within the working-class move¬ 
ment as its rcllection and a struggle will be waged against 
them. 

Right and “Left" opportunism are bourgeois and petty- 
bourgeois ideas appearing in the working-class movcm I 
They distort the revolutionary quintessence of Marxism-Lenin¬ 
ism from both extremes and harm the revolution. Wc must 
fight against Right and “Left" opportunism on two fronts. 

Modern revisionism revises Marxism-Leninism and emas¬ 
culates Its revolutionary quintessence under the pretext of 
“changed situation" and “creative development". II rejects the 
clnss struggle and the dictatorship ol the proletariat; It preach¬ 
es class collaboration and gives up lighting imperialism. More¬ 
over. modern revisionism spreads illusions about imperial¬ 
ism and In every way obstructs the revolutionary struggle of 
the peoples for social and national liberation. 

It i- true that modem revisionism has already suffered n 
severe blow by the principled struggle of the Marxist-Leninist 
parlies and is on the decline. This, however! does not mean that 
modern revisionism has been destroyed completely. Modern re¬ 
visionism still remains a big danger to the international com¬ 
munist movement. It iinds expression above all in a weak- 
kneed altitude towards imperialism and a passive approach to 
the revolutionary struggle ui the peoples. Wc, therefore, can¬ 
not slight Ihe struggle against modern revisionism. 

We must fight "Left" opportunism as well as modern re- 
vision sni. "Left" opportunists fall lo take into account changed 
reali'.ie; rid dogmatically recite isolated propositions of Marx¬ 
ism-Leninism; they lead people to extremist action under su¬ 
per-revolutionary slogans. They also divorce the Party from 
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the masses, split the (evolutionary forces and pre\ent a con¬ 
centrated attack on the principal enemy. 

When "Left" opportunism is allowed to grow, it. may also 
become as big a danger as modern revisionism to a particular 
parly and to the international communist movement. Without 
lighting “Left" opportunism, it is impossible to unite the anti¬ 
imperialist forces to wage a successful struggle against im¬ 
perialism, nor is it possible to combat modern revisionism suc¬ 
cessfully. 

Thus, both modern revisionism and '’Left" opportunism 
create tremendous obstacles to the advancement of the inter¬ 
national revolutionary movement. It is wrong to ignore the 
danger represented by "Left" opportunism under pretence of 
opposing modern revisionism, and it is likewise wrong to ignore 
the danger Implicit in modem revisionism for reasons of op¬ 
posing "Left" opportunism. Unless Right and "Left" opportu¬ 
nism arc overcome, it is impossible to load the revolution and 
construction COrrccMy In each country, nor is it possible to 

dynamically advance the International revolutionary movement. 

The struggle against Right and "Left" opportunism is 
closely linked with the struggle lor the unity o( the socialist 
camp and the cohesion of the international communist move¬ 
ment. Our Party will light against Right and “Left" opportu¬ 
nism and. at the same time, uphold Ihc banner of solidarity. Wc 
should not commit the “Leftist" error of rejecting solidarity on 
the pica uf lighting opportunism, nor should we commit the 
Rightist error of giving up Ihe struggle against opportunism 
for reasons oi defending solidarity. Our Party will do all it 
can to safeguard the unity of the socialist camp and the cohe¬ 
sion of tlic international communist movement, while carrying 
on an uncompromising struggle against Right and "Left" op¬ 
portunism. 

The socialist camp anil the international communist move¬ 
ment are the determining factors in the development of the 
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history oi mankind al present. They are the most powerful 
revolutionary forces of our times that arc confronting imperial¬ 
ism and all the forces oi reaction. The existence of a milled 
and powerful socialist camp and international communist move¬ 
ment checks the imperialist policy oi aggression and war and 
inspires the revolutionary struggle of Ihe peoples Ihe world 
over. 

The imperialists are afraid of the socialist camp and the 
international communist movement more than anything else II 
is for this reason that the imperialists have Incessantly perflt' 
(rated and are perpetrating armed aggression and subversive 
activities against the socialist countries. The imperialists are 
now attempting to devour the socialist countries one by one. 

Under these circumstances, the most Important thing is lo 
defend the socialist camp jointly from imperialist aggression; 
for this. Ihc socialist camp must stand firmly united as one. 
However, because of its infernal differences. Ihc socialist camp 
is not advancing as a solid block, as a united force now. Tills 
has n negative Influence cn the development of Ihc world rev¬ 
olutionary movement and the International situation. 

It is a sacred duly of every Communist to light in defence 
cl the socialist camp and its unity. Communists must not 
tolerate any act ol weakening the unity of Ihe socialist camp. 
Renegades ol the revolution must not lie drawn into Ihe 
socialist camp, nor must this oi that country lie artificially 
excluded from it. Both positions will undermine the socialist 
camp. We cannot allow anyone lo destroy the socialist camp 
which was built with the blood of the working classes of the 
whole world. This is a mailer of principle that concerns the 
destiny of the socialist camp and the future of the alternation 
a! revolutionary movement. 

We cannot replace the socialist camp with any community 
of a different character. 

On the other hand, we should oppose the attempt to deny 
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Hie existence of the socialist camp or to split the so a list camp 
and the international communist movement. The splitting ol 
the socialist camp, ol the international communist movement 
and of each party into two cannot be a normal, and s'.ill lt»s a 
desirable thing. We must seek unity through struggle. 

It is really rcgretlable for the Communists of the whole 
world that the differences between the fraternal parties have 
gone so far beyond ideological and theoretical bcunds today 
that I hey can hardly be settled. But. how ever serious they 
may be. the differences between fraternal parlies are an in¬ 
ternal affair of the socialist camp and the international com¬ 
munist movement. Differences among the parties must not be 
developed into on organizational split, but must cn all accounts 
lie settled by means of Ideological struggle guided by n desire 
for unity, 

No socialist country must bo excluded from the socialist 
camp and the International communist movement No one 
should moke an exaggerated or distorted appraisal of a fra¬ 
ternal country or parly, and consider any of the 13 socialist 
countries ns being out-id- the socialist camp or the Interna¬ 
tional communist movement. We arc of the opinion that utmost 
prudence should bo used in appraising the leadership of a fra¬ 
ternal counlry or fraternal party. 

The relationship between fraternal parlies should in no 
way bo identified willi the hostile relations w> have with im¬ 
perialism. Even when the leadership ol a fraternal party com¬ 
mits s>n error. Communists should offer comradely criticism 
and help it lo return to Hie right path. 

Meanwhile, one should not draw lusty conclusions con¬ 
cerning the character of a fraternal country’s society frem 
isolated phenomena that arc revealed in one aspect or other of 
its social life. The character ol a given society is determined by 
the class that holds power, and the form of ownership of the 
means of production. 
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We should see the difference between the socialist and the 
capitalist countries in the right light, there exist fundamental 
contradictions between the socialist and the capitalist countries 
which originate from the nature of their social systems. These 
contradictions exist objectively, independent of anyone’s sub¬ 
jective intentions. A given measure taken by the leaders may 
sharpen or allc ontradldlons between the socialist and 
the capitalist countries, but as long as the social systems are 
opposed to each other, the fundamental contradictions between 
socialism and capitalism cannot disappear. 

II i not right to class a fraternal country with the enemy 
or push it towards the Imperialists’ side even if it lias some 
negative aspects. Communists can never allow themselves to 
be carried away by prejudices or subjectivity in their attitude 
towards fraternal parlies and countries. 

Our Party considers it necessary to refrain from making 
lusty .onclusicns on fraternal parties or fraternal countries in 
spite of differences Olid take our tiir.c to examine them in lltc 

it is possible to pi 1 1\ unity 
with them on condition that they oppose imperialism, support 
the national-liberation movement and do not interfere In the 
internal affairs of fraternal parties and countries. Wc must 
adopt a positive attitude ol criticizing their negative aspects 
and helping them to rectify them, while appreciating and sup¬ 
porting their positive aspects. 

Our Party, with the interests of the international com¬ 
munist movement in view, believes it beneficial for all social¬ 
ist countries to continue to advance together in the revolu¬ 
tionary ranks. Tiiis will increase the might oi the socialist 
camp and make it possible to deal greater blows at imped* 
a! ism. 

The socialist cainp is in a complex situation today because 
of its differences, but its existence is a hard fact oi reality. No 
one can liquidate the socialist camp at will. Even if anyone 



should bring a non-socialist country into I ho socialist camp, 
il cannot thereby become a socialist country. On the other 
hand, it anyone should artificially exclude a socialist country 
from the socialist camp, it cannot ccasc to be a socialist 
country. 

The socialist camp is an integral whole which is united on 
n common political and economic basis and knitted together 
by the same goal of building socialism and communism. The 
socialist countries make up the socialist camp, all as equal 
members. If the socialist camp grew by even one more country, 
it would be n welcome thing, and would not be a bad thing. The 
final victory of the world revolution will be achieved through 
the victory of revolution In each country and the expansion of 
the socialist camp. 

Our Parly always defends the sjcialist camp as a whole 
and Is opposed to all attempts to split It. Our Party will continue 
lo unite with all the fraternal parlies and countries, while corn- 
balling Right and "Lclt” opportunism We will go on lighting 
resolutely to defend the unity of the socialist camp and the 
cohesion of the International communist movement based on 
the principles oi Marxism-Leninism and proletarian interna¬ 
tionalism, on the revolutionary principles oi the Declaration 
and Statement o( the meetings of representatives of the frater¬ 
nal parlies. 

The US imperialists arc now taking advantage of the 
disunity ot the socialist camp and the international communist 
movement to further intensify aggression and plunder every¬ 
where in the world. Particularly, US imperialism is extending 
its aggressive war against the Vietnamese people by mobilizing 
huge armed forces. 

It is true that the peace-loving people of all the continents 
of Asia, Africa. Latin America,- Europe, etc., are now waging 
extensive campaigns lo oppose US imperialist aggression and 
support the heroic Struggle of the Vietnamese people. But the 
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Communists cannot rest conlent with this. We must further 
systematize the struggle for aiding the Vietnamese people 
against the aggressive war of US imperialism on a worldwide 
scale and raise it into a higher stage. Just as the US imperial¬ 
ists are escalating the war of aggression in Viet Nam. so the 
people of the world should escalate their struggle lo oppose 
US imperialism and aid the Vietnamese people. 

therefore, it is of the utmost importance to achieve joint 
•nIMmp action amt f< rm at anti-imperialist united front 
on an international scale. 

The achievement of joint anti-imperialist action and an 
anti-imperialist united front is the most urgent question of 
principle in the Inter national communist movement today. It is 
related to the fundamental problems of whether or not the 
US imperialist policy of aggression and war can be checked, 
whether or not the socialist comp can be defended, whether 
or not tin national-liberation movement can be stepped up 
and whether or not woild peace and security can be safeguard¬ 
ed. 

The materialization of joint anti-imperialist action and an 
anti imperialist united front will make it possible to wage n 
more vigorous campaign to aid the Vietnamese people, frustrate 
the US imperialist policy of aggression nud war and safeguard 
Asian and world peace. It can also provide conditions for 
gradually settling the differences among the fiatcrnal parlies 
and restoring the unity of the socialist camp and the cohesion 
oi the international communist movement, and will make it 
possible to accelerate the revolutionary movement in all coun¬ 
tries more positively. Joint anti-imperialist action is, therefore, 
absolutely necessary tor the benefit of both the cause ol peace 
and the cause of revolution. 

As >r*.n as US imperialism started armed aggression 
againsr Viet Nam. out Party advocated waging a joint anti¬ 
imperialist struggle to make a collective counterattack on the 
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aggressors. A number ol other fraternal parties proposed to 
do the same. 

But the joint anti-imperialist struggle has failed to be 
materialized because of the differences within the interna¬ 
tional communist movement. W'e consider that the socialist 
countries and tin* Communist and Workers* Parties must settle 
this situation and pool their strength in opposing US imperial¬ 
ism and aiding the people of Viet Nam in their struggle. 

All socialist countries have condemned the US imperialist 
aggression of Viet Nam, and. on a number of occasions, ex¬ 
pressed the positions of their parties and slates to support the 
fighting Vietnamese brothers. And they are all giving economic 
and military Old to the people ol Viet Nam. The Communist and 
Workers’ Parties in the capitalist countries, too, arc live in 
llielr struggle against tha i S Impel i aggression in 

support of the Vietnamese people. 

We. therefore, consider that despite the differences over a 
number of questions, there is an initial basis for taking joint 
anti-imperialist action, above all, to counter US imperialist 
aggression in Viet Nam and to aid Ihe people oi Viet Nam. We 
should not ignore this and should work actively to form an 
anti-imperialist united front. 

Refusal to take joint action against imperialism is not an 
honest attitude of opposing revisionism and defending the pu¬ 
rity of Marxism-Leninism, or ot contributing to the strength¬ 
ening of the unity of the socialist camp and the cohesion oi 
the International communist movement. Nor can it be regarded 
as a stand oi opposing US imperialism and aiding the fighting 
people oi Viet Nam. 

The basic strategy of iho world revolution today is to direct 
the main spearhead against US imperialist ' We must clearly 
distinguish a friend who has made an error from a toe The in: 
should be attacked, but a friend who has made a mistake 
Should be criticized and led back to Ihe right path. W. should 
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in this way join ciiorts with all our friends and fight the main 
enemy. 

In the struggle against US imperialism, we must strive 
to take joint action with the Communist and Workers* Parties 
end democratic social organizations of all countries and the 
international democratic organizations. Although these organ¬ 
izations may not have the same opinion on different problems, 
and although their positions may differ from cadi other mid 
their composition may also be complex, they still have the vast 
masses under them. In order to enlist still larger m I 

the anti-imperialist struggle. Communists must not reject joint 
action with these organizations. 

Communists should lie alert not only to differences but 
also to common viewpoints; they should always view matters 
from all aspects, and refrain from going to extremes. If wc fall 
to take joint action with the Communist and Workers’ Parties 
uud democratic social organizations nl all countries and tlu* 
international democratic organizations, the vast masses united 
under them will drop out of the anti-imperialist front. With¬ 
out th. masses there can be no revolution. Through joint action 
with these o-ganizations. wc can reach their masses, exort rev¬ 
olutionary influence on and mobilize llicm to take part in 
the anti-imperialist struggle. Refusing to take joint antl-im- 
perialist action means divorcing oneself from Ihe masses, be¬ 
coming isolated and, in fact, it will only bring about seri¬ 
ous consequences which will undermine the anti-imperialist 
struggle. 

Communists should under no circumstances he narrow¬ 
minded. We must rally all anti-imperialist forces and struggle 
against imperialism with united efforts. It is a basic principle 
oi the communist strategy and tactics today to win over more 
allies, even ii they arc not a consistent and steadfast force, so 
as to broaden the anti-imperialist front, isolate US imperialism 
as much as possible and hit il jointly. 
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The history ot the international communist movement 
knows many instances oi the Communists taking joint action 
with the Right-wing Social-Democrats in the struggle against 
imperialist wars. The united front policy pursued by the Com¬ 
munists in the past played an important role in mobilizing (lie 
people tn the struggle against imperialist wars 

In the historical conditions oi today, when the world >o- 
clalist forces have grown stronger, there c.\ist greater possibili¬ 
ties for carrying out Joint anti-imperialist action on an inter¬ 
national scale. Drawing on the historical experience oi the in- 
iernallonnl communist movement, we must exploit even the 
slightest possibility oi waging a powerful joint anti-imperialist 
Struggle. 

It has become an international trend of today to condemn 
the aggressive war o( I S Imperialism in V.el Nam and to 
support tlie Vietnamese people liven those who turned to 
revisionism have found it impossible, in faco ol world public 
opinion, io refuse support to tin* Vietnamese people This is a 
good thing and can never In* a bail thing. 

Of course, there call be different Categories oi people 
among those who oppose US Imperialism and support the 
Vietnamese people. Some, repenting oi llieir past mistakes, may 
condemn tin- US imperialist aggression and support the Viet¬ 
namese people now in order to make up for them. Others may 
reluctantly join (lie antl-impaialist struggle, under pressure 
from the people of their ow n country and the peoples through¬ 
out the world, although their (undamcntal position remains 
unchanged. 

But. Whatever their motives, it is necessary to enlist alt 
these forces in the joint anti-imperialist struggle. li somebody 
wants to rectify his past mistakes, at least on the Viet Nam 
question, that is undoubtedly a good tiling, a welcome tiling. 
Anil even ii someone reluctantly opposes US imperialism and 
supports the Vietnamese people, under pressure from the pco- 
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pic. that will be also favourable and not inimical to tin* anti- 
imperialist struggle. 

It is our belief that the more torces are drawn into the 
joint anti-imperialist stiuggle. the better it will be. It is nec¬ 
essary to induce those who shun the anti-imperialist struggle 
to participate in it and to encourage passive people to become 
active in the struggle. 

Also, the joint struggle against US imperialism will draw 
a more distinct line oi den on between Marxism-Lenin¬ 
ism and revisionism. It will be clarified through actual strug¬ 
gle whether one’s opposition lo US Imperialism and one's sup¬ 
port ol the Vietnamese people is real oi sham Actions are the 
criterion for telling right from wrong Opportunism can also 
be rooted out in the actual revolutionary struggle ns well as in 
the ideological struggle. 

In carrying out joint action. Conummisls must always 
adhere to the principle of milling while struggling and of 
struggling while uniting. The Joint action wc advocate docs 
not mean unconditional unity or unprincipled compromise. 
What wo mean Is to take concerted action and Join efforts 
with 11 k* antl-Impcriallst forces in opposing US Imperialism mid 
supporting the Vietnamese people, while abiding by Marxist- 
Leninist principles. In this way. wc should, in the course oi the 
joint struggle, criticize and got rid ol the opportunist elements, 
supporting and encouraging the antl-imporinH&t aspects. 

Wc consider that joint anti-imperialist action by no means 
conflicts with the struggle against revisionism. Rather, it is u 
positive form ol struggle against opportunism oi all shades. To 
realize joint anti-imperialist action and an anti-imperialist 
united front is a correct policy which makes il possible not 
only to carry on a successful struggle against imperialism bul 
to bring about the revolutionary awakening ut the masses ot 
the people, oppose all kinds of opportunism, and safeguard the 
purity ci Marxism-Leninism. 
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)t is an urgent tusk lor tlie Communists oi the whole world 
today to adopt and carry out concrete measures for joint ac¬ 
tion against US imperialism in support of the Vietnamese peo¬ 
ple, 

We deem it necessary for the socialist countries, first of 
nil, to semi international volunteers to assist the lighting peo¬ 
ple of Viet Nam. This will be the first step towards the realiza¬ 
tion of joint ami-imperialist action. Sending international 
volunteers to Viet Nam will be a powerful blow to the US 
imperialist aggressors and make them desist from their reck¬ 
less escalation of the war of aggression in Viet Nam. 

We should work hard to make sure that the international 
democratic organizations also take joint anti-imperialist action 
in their activities. The keynote of these organizations’ activities 
should be to oppose US imperialism and give support to tiic 
lighting peoples. Thus, the democratic social organizations in 
all countries should be made to attain joint anti-imperialist 
action through tho medium oi the International democratic or¬ 
ganizations, and nil the International democratic organizations 
should join forces and take action together to oppose US im¬ 
perialism and support the peoples of the fighting countries. 
Joint anti-imperialist action achieved in this way In the activi¬ 
ties of the International democratic organizations, will display 
a great force. 

These measures, however, cannot in themselves fully solve 
the question of materializing joint anti-imperialist action and 
an anti-imperialist united front. The most important thing is 
to create conditions among the fraternal parlies for achieving 
joint anti-imperialist action. The Communist and Workers’ 
Parties should, first of all, wage a resolute struggle against 
imperialism and give active support to the revolutionary move 
ments of the peoples, each from its own position. In this pro¬ 
cess, we should gradually narrow down the differences and 
create an atmosphere conducive to mutual contacts. And when

definite conditions arc created, the fraternal parlies m.iy hold 
a consultative meeting to discuss the question of joint anti- 
imperialist action in a concrete way. 

To work actively in this way to achieve joint anti-imperi¬ 
alist action and an anti-imperialist united front on an inter¬ 
national stale, overcoming all difficulties, is, we believe, the 
way for all fraternal parties to he true to Marxlst-Lcnlttlst 
principles and discharge their internationalist duties at the 
present time. 

It i tier of importance In the international commu¬ 
nist movement that the Communist and Workers' Parties main¬ 
tain their independence. Only when independence is ensured 
can eiuh party successfully carry on the revolution In its own 
country and contribute to lie world revolution, and tin- cohe¬ 
sion of ti c international communist movement can be also 
strengthened. 

Independence is each parly's snered right which no one is 
allowed to violate, mid cadi parly is duty bound to respect 
the Independence of other fraternal parlies. Respect for Inde¬ 
pendence is prerequisite and basic to tho-unity and coopera¬ 
tion of the fraternal parlies -\ truly voluntary, solid and com¬ 
radely unity and coop: ration ana ng the fraternal parties is 
possible only if they .11 respect each other’s independence. 

Mutual relations of the fraternal parties should bo based 
on the print .dependence, mutual 

ct. noninterference in each other's Internal affairs and 
comradely co-peration. This norm was defined at the ID57 
mid l%0 meetings of representatives of the parties of all coun¬ 
tries on the basis of the historical experience of the interna¬ 
tional communist movement, and its correctness has already 
been confirmed in life. All Communist and Workers' Parties 
without exception must strictly observe and faithfully live up 
to this norm. If this norm should ever be violated, complicaled 
problems would arise between the fraternal parlies, tho unity 
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ol the international communist movement would be under¬ 
mined and many difficulties would crop up in Ihc way o: pro¬ 
gress. 

In recent years there have been incessant violations of the 
n< mi governing the mutual relations of the fraternal par 
in ihc International communist movement. This lias given rise 
lo complicated problems in Ihc international communist move¬ 
ment mid created serious obstacles to the unity of the fratcrn.il 
parties. 

All parlies must respect other parties on an equal footing 
and strive to maintain comradely relations with each other. 
Among the Communist and Workers’ Parties, there can be 
neither senior nor junior pat • nor a parly that leads, nor 
n party that is led. No party is entitled lo a privileged posi¬ 
tion in the international communist movement 

In the inlcrnallonal communist movement there is no in¬ 
ternational organization .which exercises unified leadership 
over the iictivUi.s of Hie parties •>! all countries. Tillies have 
changed, and the days arc gone when the communist move¬ 
ment needed an inlcrnallonal centre. Ever since the dissolu¬ 
tion of the Third International there has been no "centre" or 
“hub" in Hie international communist movement. It is there¬ 
fore impossible ior a "hub" of the revolution lo shift from one 
country to aiiollier. It is also impossible for any country lo 
become Ihc "hub oi Ihc world revolution" or for any parly 
to become the “leading party" In the international communist 
movement. 

The revolution in each country is being carried out with 
the efforts of its own people under the leadership o its own 
party, and on no account by any international ’ centre" or by 
the parly of another country Communists accept no "1105’’ or 
"centre” whatsoever in the international communist move 
ment, because that would mean giving one parly a privileged 
position. Then that party would occupy a higher position and 
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would be able to give instructions and orders to other parlies, 
w,| ich would be compelled to obey and worship the former. 
Should such a relationship be allowed to exist among the 
fraternal parlies, it would deprive each party of its independ¬ 
ence and even prevent it from carrying on the revolution and 
construction independently in its own country. This kind oi 
relationship can never be tolerated in the international com¬ 
munist movement. 

The Communist nnd Workers' Parties, all as equal mem¬ 
bers of the International communist movement, are contribut¬ 
ing jointly to the development oi (he International revolution¬ 
ary movement and Marxism-Leninism. 

II they arc to play 11 k* role oi the vanguard detachment 
in Ihc revolution, the Communist and Workers' Parties must 
ho guided only by .Marxism-Leninism. Marxism-Leninism is 
IIk* most scientific and revolutionary theory tested In practice 
and the acme of all the progressive Ideologies <>i mankind. It 
sets out general laws which must be strictly observed in the 
revolution and construction in all countries. 

Each parly, applying Marxism-Leninism creatively to the 
realities oi its country, should work out and carry into prac¬ 
tice its own guiding theory for revolution nnd construction in 
its own country. It cannot lead revolution and construction by 
using Hie guiding theory of another party. 

Each party’s guiding theory is valid only within the bounds 
of its country. Since actual conditions diifcr from country lo 
country, Ihc guiding theory of the party in a particular coun¬ 
try. however excellent, cannot he applied lo another country. 
It is therefore impossible to hold up the guiding theory of ihc 
parly oi one country ns being valid for Communists ol all 
lands; it miisi not be imposed upon other parties. 

For the Korean Communists the only guiding principle 
is Marxism-Leninism and the lines and policies o( our Parly 
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worked out through its creative application to the realities of 
our country. For us there can be no other guiding ideology. 

Communists must under no circumstances be presumptu¬ 
ous or impose, their views upon other parties. It is imper¬ 
missible among the Communist and Workers’ Parties for one 
party to exert pressure on the parties of other countries or 
interfere in their Internal affairs just because they do not 
ey Its i!. In the international communist movement to¬ 
day, however, some parties still impose their views and lines 
upon other parties, bringing pressure to bear upon them and 
Interfering In their Internal affairs because they do not accept 
their views ami lines. 

The interference of certain fraternal parties in the inter¬ 
nal affairs of the Communist Party of Japan is one such 
example. Even if differences exist, a fraternal party should 
not back up the anti-party factlonnllsts within another party, 
sow confusion In it and split the democratic movement of an¬ 
other's country. Outside Interference has brought great dllfi- 
cullies lo the activities of the Communist Party of Japan. 
Despite all these difficulties, however, the Communist Party 
of Japan consistently opposes interference in its intemol affairs 
nnd upholds Its independence, and is unwaveringly leading 
the revolutionary struggle of the Japanese people. 

Our Parly, loo. has had the bitter experience of interfer¬ 
ence by great-power chauvinists in its internal affairs. Need¬ 
less to say. those great power chauvinists met with rejection 
they deserved. At that time, we. in the interest- of the rev¬ 
olution and out of the desire to preserve unity, settled Ihe is¬ 
sue between ourselves, even though it was hard for us to hear. 
In the future, too, we should oppose all types of interference 
in our internal affairs and guard against great-power chau¬ 
vinism. 

In the international communist movement there is no 
party which has a monopoly of the right to draw conclusions 
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at its own will on problems cf principle. No party should form 
arbitrary conclusions on important international Issues and 
force other parties to accept them. Communist and Work¬ 
ers’ Parties should discuss mailers of common concern and act 
in accordance with mutually-agrced-upon conclusions. Only 
then can the unity of purpose and action he guaranteed. 

Bach party should be careful not lo fall into subjectivism 
in dealing with important international Issues or in relation lo 
the fraternal parlies. Communists must not appraise Maternal 
parties hastily or harbour prejudices against them because the 
latter do not obey them or have different views. No party must 
regard fraternal parties is going against Marxism-Leninism 
t*ecaus-- their positions are different from its own. Moreover, 
there should be no practice of arbitrarily attaching various 
labels to Irntcrnnl parlies which maintain nil Independent 
position. 

Certain people now attach the labels of "centrism", "eclec¬ 
ticism'’. "opportunUm". and Ihe like to our Party nnd other 
Morxisl-Lenlnlst parlies They allege that wo arc taking the 
"road of unprincipled compromise" and are "straddling two 
chair*". Tins is nonsense; We have our own chair, Why should 
we threw away our own chair and sit down uncomfortably, 
straddling two chairs belonging to others? We will always sit 
on our steady MarxiM-Lcninlst chair. Those who accuse us oi 
straddling two chairs when we are sitting on our sturdy chair, 
arc themselves no doubt sitting on a chair which is crooked to 
Ihe left or to the right. 

The slanders against our Parly merely prove that our 
Party not only opposes Right opportunism but also is uncom¬ 
promising with "Left" opportunism, and firmly adheres only 
to the principled stand of Marxism-Leninism. We oppose op* 
portunism of all descriptions because we are Marxisls-Lenin- 
ists. 

A Communist should not act arrogantly and say that what- 
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ever ho docs is right und whatever others do is wrong. It is 
impermissible to behave like this with comrades lighting lor 
the common cause. Communists may have different opinions 
on different matters, even though they are all guided by Marx¬ 
ism-Leninism. Hut even in such cases, they must have an 
understanding ol each oilier, hold sincere consultations and 
strive lor unity. This is the rule of conduct Communists must 
observe. 

All Communists have their own standpoint and can tell 
right from wrong. A party cannot be indiscriminately regard¬ 
ed ns subscribing to the lines and policies of other parties or 
ns taking the cue from them, just because It has connections 
with those parlies. Regarding others with suspicion > a specific 
characteristic oi great-power chauvinism and sectarianism 
Great-power chauvinism and sectarianism suspect others for 
no reason and like to divide people into different sides. We 
will not take any "side ". If someone asks us which "side" ». 
are on. we will answer that we ore on the "side” of Marxism- 
Leninism. on the "side" of revolution. Communists Mould not 
look at the independent activities oi fraternal parlies through 
tinted glasses and should not gel too nervous about them. 

The activities of ail Communist and Workers' Parties can¬ 
not be fitted into any set pattern. The policies of fraternal par¬ 
ties cannot l»c the same since the actual conditions and revolu¬ 
tionary tasks differ from country to country. The unified lit* 
of the international communist movement by no means e\ 
eludes diversity in the policies of individual parties. 

Communists must check grent-power chauvinism in the 
international communist movement. Therefore, all fraternal 
parties should be independent without blindly following any¬ 
one. and should reject great-power chauvinism. And all tin- 
parties should unite and prevent anyone from ruling over the 
socialist camp and the international communist movement, 
and restrain great-power chauvinism fror: exerting influence 
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li no one accepts and follows great-power chauvinism, no mat¬ 
ter who may brandish it, it will become impotent and produce no 
effect. Only when great-power chauvinism disappears, can 
the independence of all parties be firmly assured and the rela¬ 
tions between the fraternal parties be developed in a healthy 
way. 

Communists must learn to hold fast to their convictions 
under any circumstances. A Communist, if lie is a real one. 
can:, -t follow in the wake ol others blindly, parroting what 
Other* M) and moving in other*' steps without hi* own con¬ 
viction. 

Communists are not engaged in revolution on instructions 
from anyone or to get mto anyone's good graces. Communists 
mai.e revolution cut of their own faith in Marxism-Leninism, 
lor the emancipation oi the working class nnd the working 
people in their own countries and for the cause of tlio inter¬ 
national working class. It is a noble trnit of Communists to 
stick fast to and fight unyieldingly for their own convic¬ 
tions, 

The present situation in (ho international communist 
movement demands us to maintain Independence and identity 
mere firmly. If we lack independence and identity and follow 
in others' steps in present-day conditions, we cannot have prin- 
< pie and consistency in our lines and policies. This not only 
will eventually do enormous harm to our revolution and con¬ 
struction. but will inflict a great damage to the international 
communist movement. 

We can and will never dance to the tunc of others. Based 
on Marxist-Lcninist principles and the realities of our country, 
we should lay down our lines and policies and implement them 
by ourselves. In this way. we should vigorously advance our 
revolution and construction. In the sphere of international ac¬ 
tivities, too. wc must maintain our independent position in 
accordance with our convictions. 
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Our Party's independent position is linked closely with the 
principle of proletarian internationalism. Being international* 
isls, we categorically reject isolationism and nationalism. We 
immensely treasure the international solidarity oi the work¬ 
ing class and value tllC unily and cooperation with the iratcr- 
lla I partii and countries. We deem it necessary to respect the 
experience of other parties and learn from each other. What 
we oppose is the tendency to follow others blindly, without 
independence, to depend wholly on others without faith in 
one’s own strength and to swallow the experience of others in 
lumps instead of approaching it critically. 

Wo should continually develop our relations with the 
fratn I irtles and countries on the basis of a correct com¬ 
bination of Independence mid unity. We maintain that the so¬ 
cialist comp and the International communist movement should 
unite In accordance with the principles oi Marxlsm-Lenini m 
and proletarian Internationalism, In accordance with the dec¬ 
laration and statement ol the meetings ol represcnlollvcs ol 
the fraternal parties. 

To unite and cooperate on the basis of equality and In¬ 
dependence and to maintain independence while consolidating 
International solidarity is the firm ami steady policy consist¬ 
ently followed by our Party In its relations with fraternal 
part ids and countries. This policy not only accords with the 
interests of the revolution nd COfUtructl u in our country but 
fully conforms lo the interests of the international communist 
movement. It will help surmount the difficulties existing in 
I lie international communist movement at present and achieve 
genuine unily. 

The international developments and the events in the in¬ 
ternational communist movement in recent years have once 
again clearly testified to the correctness of the lines and poli¬ 
cies of our Party. 

All our successes are associated with our Party's line of 
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independence. Thanks to the line of independence, our Party 
has not deviated cither to the Right or to the "Left" in map¬ 
ping out its lines for internal and external activities and lias 
been able to avoid errors on matters of principle. 

Today the international prestige of our Party has grown 
and the international position of our Republic has been con¬ 
solidated. We have won innumerable friends and sympathizers 
throughout the world. Our Parly's line oi independence in the 
international communist movement is receiving support from 
more and more fraternal parlies. The achievements scored by 
our Party in its foreign activities inspire us with legitimate 
conlidence and pride, 

As in the past, so in future too, our Party will continue lo 
adhere lo lie line of . ^dependence In ils internal and external 
activities, safeguard the purity of Marxism-Leninism against 
Right and "Left" opportunism, and abide by the principles set 
out in the Declaration and Statement of the meetings of re¬ 
presentatives of the Communist and Workers’ Parties of all 
countries. Our Pally will strive lo defend the unity of the 
socialist camp and the solidarity of the international commu¬ 
nist movement based on the principles of Marxism-Leninism 
and proletarian internationalism, and lo oppose Imperialism 
and carry the revolution through lo the end in close unity with 
the people of the whole world. 


2. ON THE ACCELERATION OF SOCIALIST 
CONSTRUCTION AND THE STRENGTHENING 
OF OUR REVOLUTIONARY BASE

of Korea and die Korean people at the present stage is to 
achieve the reunification of the country and the nationwide 
triumph oi the revolution To do so, we must, first, push, ahead 
Vigorously with revolution and construction in the northern 
half where the people have already seized power and are 
building a new life, and turn the northern half into a power¬ 
ful base of our revolution. Socialist construction and growth oi 
the revolutionary forces in the northern half oi the Republic 
constitute the decisive guarantee for the reunification o( our 
country and the triumph ol the Korean revolution as a whole 
By mobilizing all the forces of the Parly and the people, wc 
must further accelerate socialist construction in the northern 
half and more solidly huild up our rc\olutionary base—politi* 
enllv, economically and militarily. 

II Is of paramount Importance (or our revolutionary strug¬ 
gle and constructive work today to reorganize the whole work 
of socialist construction in Hue with the requirements of the 
prevailing situation and, especially, lo carry on the building 
of the economy and defences in parallel so as to further in¬ 
crease our nation's defence capacities to cop-.- with the enemy's 
aggressive manoeuvres. This is the basic strategic line ol our 
Parly which we have carried on for several years now in view 
of the changed situation. In the future too. we must follow 
(his lino of the Parly with all firmness and consistency and 
base all our work on it, 

llow lo combine economic construction with the building 
of national defences is one of the fundamental questions on 
which the success of the building of socialism and communism 
depends. Wc Communists should reject all kinds of deviations 
whlch may possibly appear in this respect, and settle the 
matter in a correct way. 

It is wrong not to conduct economic construction properly, 
only emphasizing defence upbuilding on the ground that a war 
could reduce everything to rubble when it breaks out It is 
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also wrong net to strengthen defence potentials adequately, 
emphasizing only economic construction, captivated by a paci¬ 
fists mood. 

Of course, the danger of war will not disappear as long as 
imperialism remains, and a great deal can lie destroyed when 
a war breaks out. Yet, if necessary economic construction is 
neglected for fear of war and its devastation, it will lie lm- 
P°>'iliie to increase the might of the country and improve the 
people’s living standard, and it will be entirely impossible to 
build socialism and communism before Ihe downfall of im¬ 
perialism. The danger of war caused by the imperialists and a 
war of aggression unleashed by them may possibly delay or 
ti ipo.arlly interrupt our economic construction, hut it can 
n.vcr cheek our forward march towards socialism and com¬ 
munism. 

In llie meantime, the people can prevent war and pro- 
'erve and consolidate peace by waging mi energetic struggle 
against the Imperialist policy of aggression and war. But if one 
merely believes that war will not break oul. and fails lo build 
up defence power properly, it will rather increase the danger 
of war and make it utterly Impossible lo protect the revolu¬ 
tionary gains and defend the country and the people against 
imperialist aggression, let alone build socialism and commu¬ 
nism. The possibility of preventing war is no more than a 
possibility, and as long ns imperialism remains, there can he 
no absolute guarantee uf peace and a war may break out at 
any moment. 

\Ye should neither overestimate nor underestimate the 
danger oi war and the cifcct of its destruction on our socialist 
construction. Even if there is a growing danger of war. we 
must energetically continue with economic construction lo 
make the country rich and strong, to improve the people’s liv¬ 
ing Standard and to accelerate the forward march of socialism 
and communism, while further increasing the defence poten- 
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tials. As our experience si vows, even ii a war breaks out and 
causes great destruction, we can build a new life again, as long 
as we have the Parly, the Government, the people and the ter¬ 
ritory. At the same time, even ii war seems not likely to break 
out right now. we must continue to strengthen our defence 
capabilities and keep ourselves always ready to protect our 
revolutionary gains and defend the country and the people 
against Imperialist aggression, while stepping up economic 
construction vigorously. Only when our defence power is built 
up invincibly and we keep ourselves ready for action, will the 
enemy not dare challenge us and. even ii he start* a reckless 
adventure, cun we promptly administer a crushing blow lo the 
aggressors and defeat them. 

Adhering consistently to this principle, our Party assessed 
the trend of development 11 i lod and has accordingly 
carried out economic construction in proper combination with 
the upbuilding of nation's defences. 

In recent years our Party has been compelled lo direct 
special Attention to further increasing our defence capacities 
in the face of intensified aggressive moves of the imperialists. 
As you comrades all know, the US imperialists provoked the 
Caribbean crisis against the Republic of Cuba in 11*62. thereby 
challenging the entire socialist camp and making the inter¬ 
national situation extremely tense. After that, the US imperi¬ 
alists act oul on n still more open aggression in Asia They 
provoked the Boc Bo Gulf incident against the Democratic 
Republic of Viet Nam. stepped up the war of aggression on a 
i Mate in South Viet Nam and further aggravated tensions 
in Southeast Asia, the Far l ast and other areas. 

To cope with this situation, our Par‘y set forth the line of 
carrying on economic construction in parallel with defence 
building already at the Fifth Plenary Meeting oi its Fourth 
Central Committee in 1%2, and took a number of important 
measures for further increasing our defence potentials while 
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reorganizing economic construction. Subsequent developments 
have proved that the step taken by our Party was entirely 
correct. By greatly boosting the defence power through our 
ciforts to carry out the Party's decision, we have become able 
to defend live security of our country firmly even when the 
imperialists are running amuck. 

Today the aggressive acts of the US imperialists are 
further stepped up and their plot for expanding the war is 
more and more undisguised. The Pak Jung Hi clique in south 
Korea, upon US imperialist instructions, is not only making 
active preparations for a new war, but has already joined 
directly in the US imperialists' war of aggression In Viet 
Nam. The situation has grown tenser and the danger of wal¬ 
ls Increasing in our country and all other areas of Asia. 

Under these circumstances, we must continue to propel the 
economic construction of socialism and. at the some tin I 
our defences more energetically, We must make our defensive 
might invincible and gel everything ready io cope with any 
surprise attack by the enemy. True, this will require allocation 
of much manpower and materials to national defence, and it 
will inevitably delay the economic development of nnr country 
lo a certain extent. Bui we should direct greater efforts to the 
strengthening of our defence power lo make the country's de¬ 
fence perfect, even if it calls for some readjustment of I he 
development rale of the national economy. This Is in agree¬ 
ment with the fundamental interests of the revolution and con¬ 
struction in our country at the present stage. It is therefore 
necessary for us to push ahead steadfastly with both economic 
construction arid defence building along the line set forth by 
the Parly, and we must not neglect either sector. 

The economic construction of socialism is an important 
revolutionary task for us today. Communists struggle to bring 
freedom and liberation to the people and provide, them with a 
new happy life. We have already emancipated our people from 



exploitation and oppression and ensured polih.al liberties and 
rights to them by carrying out democratic and socialist rev¬ 
olutions in the northern half of the country.

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What is important in the socialist economic construction 
of our country today is to make effective use of the already- 
created economic foundations and radically raise the quality 
oi products and construction in all fields.

If we further readjust and reinforce those economic 
foundations and make effective use of them, we will be able 
lo produce much more than now We arc now turning out an 
Incomparably greater amount of industrial goods and farm 
produce than before, and have already attained a fairly high 
level In the output per head of the population. If wc i- 
Iho variety of goods and radically improve their quality, wc 
con snllsfy the demands of the national economy and the popu¬ 
lation better, oven with the present volume of production. To 
make the most of the economic assets wc have already created 
and lo raise quality in production and construction -this i: the 
basic direction of the economic development of our country 
at the present Stage, and precisely here arc vast reserves for 
the growth of production and Improvement of the people’s 
living standard II Is in this basic direction that wc must exert 
our main efforts lo mobilize all and every reserve and poten¬ 
tial latent in the national economy. Meanwhile, wc should 
continuously carry out new capital construction to further ex¬ 
pand our economic bases. 

The central task in industry is to give priority to the 
mining and power industries and add flesh to the skeleton of 
industry, to improve technical management and make more 
technical innovations, thereby normalizing production and 
raising productive capacity to the highest possible level. In 
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agriculture, grain output should be increased substantially 
and, at tire same time, all other branches such as the produc¬ 
tion of industrial crops ana vegetables, livestock breeding and 
»:uit growing sliuuld be further developed by energetically 
promoting the technical revolution, improving labour admin¬ 
istration. continuously increasing support to Ihe countryside, 
and raising the level of management on the cooperative farms. 
The growing requirements of the national economy for transport 
mu t be satisfied in full by rapidly developing railway and 
other transport services, and the effectiveness of investment 
n im k increased in all fields of Ihe national economy by 
> arrylng out capital construction in a concentrated way and on 
a priority basis. An rail-party, all-people struggle must be 
unfolded in all fields lo thoroughly establish the Tnenn work 
system and diligently build up the economic life. We must, in 
this way, make our socialist country richer and stronger, radi¬ 
cally improve the material and cultural life of the people, and 
make preparations for still larger economic construction In Iho 
future. 

Another important question in socialist economic construc¬ 
tion is to consolidate the economic Independence of the country. 
To build an independent national economy on ihe principle 
o! self-reliance is a consistent line of our Party. We have al¬ 
ready achieved brilliant successes in Ihe implementation of this 
line. Especially, under the present situation when the aggres¬ 
sive inanoeuwcs of the imperialists are more open and when 
complicated problems exist within the socialist camp, it is 
imperative for us to further consolidate the foundations of (he 
independent economy of the country. 

Of course, wc will, in the future too. strive to extend and 
develop economic and technical cooperation with fraternal 
countries on the principles of complete equality and mutual 
benefit and of proletarian internationalism. We will develop 
economic ties and cooperation with the newly independent 
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countries In Asia and Africa, and with all countries which re- 
sped our sovereignly and want to trade with us to fill each 
other's economic needs. This cooperation, however, shi u!d be 
effected strictly on Hie basis oi building an independent na¬ 
tional economy. Only (hen can our own economic power be 
further increased and our cooperation with other countries be 
conducted effectively. 

We must thoroughly carry out the Party's policy of further 
strengthening the foundations of an Independent national 
economy. We must reinforce productive branches and enter¬ 
prises and equip them perfectly, further improve the structure 
of the national economy, continue to develop small ond medium 
enterprises side by side with large ones, distribute the country's 
productive forces rationally and, especially, promote the devel¬ 
opment of local economy, it is necessary in all fields to bravely 
surmount difficulties cropping up in the way of progress and 
successfully solve economic and technical problems by raising 
the technical levels and slopping up the struggle lor thrill ami 
by displaying n greater revolutionary spirit of self-reliance. We 
should thus make our national economy more solid, vi de and 
Independent so that wo nay fully meet the material require¬ 
ments of the state and the people under any drcuimdan v,. 

While accelerating economic construction as best we on. 
we must do everything to increase the country's defence power. 

In order to strengthen our defensive power, it is necessary, 
first of all, to firmly prepare the People's Army and th e tire 
people politically and ideologically. 

Our People's Army is a revolutionary army, and vt the 
basic condition for increasing its might lies in arming our sol¬ 
diers politically and ideologically. The lofty mission am. rev¬ 
olutionary spirit of fighting for the freedom and liberation of 
the people, the comradeship between men and oft. olun- 
tary military discipline and close tics with the people are the 
characteristics and merits of a Marxist-Leninist revolutionary 
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army, which are nonexistent in any imperialist army of ag¬ 
gression. It is thanks to these political arid ideological merits 
that a revolutionary army is fully able to defeat an aggressive 
army iar superior both in technique and in number. This is 
proved by the experience of Ihe anti-Japanese armed struggle 
and the Fatherland Liberation War in our country and by Ihe 
experience of many revolutionary wars In the world. 

The basic mission of our People's Army as the direct con¬ 
tinuer ol the anti-Japanese armed struggle ami as the revolu¬ 
tionary armed forces led by Ihe Workers’ Party, is lo serve the 
Parly and the revolution ami defend their socialist falltcrln l 
and people. Our People's Army i 1 * nil army organized with 
best sons and daughters ol the workers, peasants mid other 
sections of the working people; the superiors and Inferiors arc 
in perfect unity; and the army maintains close bonds of kinship 
with the people. 

The organizations ol the Party and the League ol Socialist 
Working Youth In the army should conduct political and ideo¬ 
logical work among the Soldier gularly an< ;i fctlcally, 
hua bringing home (o them fhe lofty mission of the People's 
Army and arming them firmly with Marxism-Leninism mid the 
privies of rnir Party, with socialist patriotism and an iinlomi- 
tabY revolutionary spirit. It Is necessary in the army to promote 
the traditional trail cl unity between superiors mid inferiors 
ace between the army m«J Ihe people and establish Iron mil- 
>t -y discipline. Our military personnel should be educated to 
avc a boundless love lor their people, bear a burning hatred 
against the enemy and display trass heroism and valour In 
bat All the soldiers must in this way lie reared as revolu¬ 
tionary fighters loyal to the Party, the revolution ond Ihe peo¬ 
ple. and our People's Atmy should be turned into a match-for- 
.■-hundred army. 

At the same time, the Party organizations at all levels 
should lake great care to assist the People's Army. The Pco- 
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pic's Army is the army of our Parly, and the reliable deiender 
oi our country and people. The Party organizations should 
energetically conduct propaganda and education concerning the 
People’s Army among the Party members and the working 
people and actively support the People's Army in every way. 
All our cadres. Party members and people should love the 
soldiers, noncommissioned officers and officers of the People’s 
Army as if they were their own brothers and aid them with all 
sincerity, Thus, the men and officers of the People’s Army- 
should lie able to devote themselves entirely to discharging 
their military duties without any worries, thanks to the pro¬ 
found affection, support and assistance of the whole Party and 
the entire people. We should make sure that in the event of 
war, the soldiers and the people firmly unite in a body, as true 
revolutionary comrades, and fight with single-hearted demotion 
to defend the country, sharing sweets and bitters, life and 
death. 

We should also see to ft that the soldiers and the people 
do not foil into a paclfistlc mood hut sharpen their vigilance 
mid maintain themselves alert at all times against the aggros 
sive manoeuvres of the enemy and his possible provocation of 
war. Communists do not want war, but they never fear it. To 
bo afraid of war is a manifestation of bourgeois pacifism and a 
revisionist Ideological trend. Wc must strictly guard against 
;lhe appearance of such an ideological virus within our ranks 
or its infiltration from without. We must prepare the entire 
army mid people to bravely meet and fight any surprise enemy 
attack without the slightest confusion. 

To strengthen our defence power it is essential to carry 
through the military line of our Parly on the basis of equipping 
the army and the people politically and ideologically Having 
■defined it as the basic content of its military line to make our 
army a cadre army, modernize it, arm all the people and turn 
the whole country into a fortress, our Party has exerted tireless 
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eiforts to put Ibis line into practice, and has already attained 
great successes in this respect. In the future, too, wc should 
continue to abide by the Party’s military line and implement 
it thoroughly. 

Turning the People’s Army into a cadre army and modern¬ 
izing it constitute important guarantees for building up our 
army into an invincible armed force. We should steel the Peo¬ 
ple’s Army ranks politically, ideologically and in military tech¬ 
nique so that in case of an emergency everyone, from Ihe rank 
and file up !<• Hu- generals, can undertake and perform the 
duties of higher rank This will not only greatly Increase the 
combat capabilities of the People’s Army itself, hut also create 
numerous military cadres and thus rapidly expand our armed 
forces in case of necessity. 

When the political and ideological superiority of a revolu¬ 
tionary army is combined with modern military techniques, It 
can In,mm- a really great lorce. At present, military science 
and techniques are developing rapidly in the world, and up-to- 
date aims and military equipment are being used in modern 
warfare Our enemies arc equipping themselves with newer 
and newer weapons Wc must firmly arm our People’s Army 
with i todern weapons and combat technical equipment to coun¬ 
ter the aggression of Ihe enemies who arc armed to the teeth, in 
coni ■rmily to the requirements of modern warfare. We must 
in:*.: mizc our weapons by all possible means and make them 
still more powerful on the basis of the latest achievements oi 
scier e and technology. Servicemen should he given energetic 
field training so as to enable all of Ihem to handle up-to-date 
wear* us skilfully and to acquire a sufficient mastery of modern 
military science and techniques. 

In modernizing the People’s Army and developing mili¬ 
tary science mid techniques we must lake into full account the 
actual conditions of our country which has many mountains 
and l-mg coastlines As the experience of the last Fatherland 
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Liberation War shows clearly, ii dogmatic error? are committed 
in the military sphere, it may cause serious harm to national 
defence. While actively endeavouring to modernize the People’s 
Army, therefore, we must always develop and apply military 
science and techniques suited to the specific conditions of our 
country, and properly use conventional weapons along with 
modern ones. 

the arming of the entire people and the fortification ol 
the whole country constitute the most powerful defence sys¬ 
tem from the military strategic point of view, a system which 
Is capable of thwarting any enemy attack. This h the way to 
carry out the mass line of our Party end fully effect the prin¬ 
ciple of self-defence In national defence. By arming '.he entire 
people and fortifying the whole land, we can crush the unin¬ 
terrupted su ' ' tlvltles of the enemy at 

sit ter nil forms of armed attack by our own efforts. This 
defence system can be established only on the basis of the 
political ond Ideological unity of the people nnd the solid 
economic foundations of the country under our socialist 
system. 

Along with the People’s Army, we must arm the workers, 
pea mis and all other sections of the - ml d In¬ 

destructible defence Installations in all parls of the .••mntry. 
both oil the front line and in the rear. We should solidly build 
Up the ranks of the Worker-Peas.int Red Guards, intensify 
llieir military and political training and see that Ml cadres and 
Parly members acquire military knowledge and training and 
study the experience of war. In factories, the Workrr-Pcasant 
Red Guardsmen and workers should defend the r factories, 
and in the countryside, the Worker-Peasant Red Guard'men 
and peasants should defend (heir villages; and the entire peo¬ 
ple, holding u weapon In one hand and a hammer and a sickle 
in the other, should reliably safeguard ou: social st homeland 
and continue to build socialism successfully. \V. should, in 
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this way. convert the whole of our territory into an impregna¬ 
ble fortress so that we can completely destroy the enemies 
wherever they may invade our country. 

Victory in modern warfare depends largely on whether 
manpower and material resources needed to carry out the war 
are fully secured for a long period. Hence, we should direct 
deep attention to consolidating the rear. In particular, we 
should effectively build up zones of military strategic impor¬ 
tance. develop the munitions industry and create reserves of 
necessary materials. We should also lie prepared In peacetime 
' hi. mediately place the whole economy on a war footing in llu* 
event of emergency and to carry on production in wartime. 

Our Party and people will thus carry ou! economic con¬ 
struction and defence building In parallel in conformity with 
the requirements of the current situation, and thereby trans¬ 
late Into reality the magnificent programme of socialist con* 
•truction while creditably discharging the duty of defending 
the country at the some time 

Comrades, revolution and construction nrc the work ot 
the masses themselves, and they con be carried out success¬ 
fully *.n|y when the broad iiio>m - are mobilized under the 
leadership of the Marxlst-Leninist party. Therefore, the most 
important question in accelerating our socialist construction 
and fortifying our revolutionary base is to strengthen the 
Party—the General Staff in revolution—educate and remould 
the entire people and rally them around the Parly; in other 
words, to firmly build up the ranks of Ihc revolution, politi¬ 
cally and ideologically. 

Our Parly has tirelessly worked to consolidate itself or* 
ganizat onally and ideologically. to awaken the masses and 
w ii them over to the side of the revolution in the course of the 
practical struggle lor the revolution and construction, to train 
all Party members as revolutionaries through the nuclear role 
of the Communists steeled m long revolutionary struggle and 
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Jo equip oil the people with the revolutionary spirit through 
the nuclear role of (he Party members. 

As a result, our Party has grown into a seasoned Marxist- 
Uninist Party which is closely Knit together, with one mind 
and will and has accumulated a wealth of experience, the 
Party ranks have gained in scope and strength and a large 
number of row revnlulionaries capable of creditably carrying 
forward our revolutionary cause have grown up. Our people 
have hoen tempered in the thick of struggle, and their practi¬ 
cal experience of struggle has led them to place infinite trust 
in (he Party and unite solidly around it. 

In the northern half of our country, the exploiting classes 
and. all exploiting institutions have already been liquidated 
flnd a new, socialist system established and, on this basis, the 
worker peusunt alliance has been more consolidated and the 
political and ideological unity of (he whole people achieved. 
In (he exploiter society, class antagonism and struggle be¬ 
tween the exploiting and the exploited classes, between the 
ruling and the ruled classes constitute the basis of social rela¬ 
tionship. hut in our society where the socialist system has 
triumphed, unity and cooperation among the working class, 
cooperative farmers and working intellectuals constitute the 
basis of social relationship. Our workers, peasants and intellec¬ 
tuals, for Iheir common socio-economic positions and their 
common objectives and interests, are united in a comradely 
way and closely cooperate with each other, working together 
for the victory oi the cause of communism under the leader¬ 
ship of our Parly. 

The political and ideological unity of the masses of the 
people—based on the worker-peasant alliance—and their 
common aspiration and enthusiasm to build socialism and 
communism under the leadership of the Party are the main 
driving force propelling the progress of our society and the 
decisive factor in speeding up the building of socialism. This 
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unity is also the source of our invincible strength and the 
foundation of the solidity of our society. 

This, of course, docs not mean that there are neither 
hostile elements nor class struggle in our midst. Class strug¬ 
gle continues under socialism, loo. 

Class struggle under socialism is expressed, above nil, in 
the struggle against the subversive activities of hostile ele¬ 
ments worming in from without and of the remnants of the 
overthrown exploiting classes Hnd in the struggle against 
bourgeois and feudal reactionary ideas and their penetration. 
The enemy makes every attempt to destroy our socialist sys¬ 
tem and restore its old positions. Although the hostile ele¬ 
ments lurking in our midst arc very few, we must increase 
our vigilance of the enemy’s subversive manoeuvring* and 
crush them completely. Especially in our situation where the 
country remains divided and we are directly confronted with 
the US Imperialists, the chieftain of world reaction, It ac¬ 
quires a greater importance 1 o struggle against the enemy’s 
Mibvcrsive activities, sabotage and ideological infiltration, to 
which we Should always pay deep attention. 

Under socialism the remnants of the outdated Ideas also 
persist in the minds of the working people and the struggle 
against these remnants is also n manifestation of class struggle 
in the sense that it is a struggle between working-class and 
bourgeois ideologies. If we weaken the struggle against the 
ideological vestiges of the past, bourgeois and petty-bourgeois 
ideas could gain ground among the working people, and this 
would not only create big obstacles in the way of our socialist 
construction but would easily play into the hands of the ene¬ 
my in Ins subversive activities. We must not in the least 
slacken the struggle against the outworn ideas among the 
working people but must carry it on vigorously. 

The struggle against the remnants oi old ideas, however, 
is an internal affair of the working people who are advancing 
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hand in hand to realize a common ideal: it is a task arising 
from the nerd lo educate and remould all the working people 
and lead I hem to a communist society. This problem, therefore, 
should always be solved by means of persuasion and educa¬ 
tion unlike suppressing the hostile elements, and in such a 
way as to serve the purpose of remoulding the people's think¬ 
ing and further cementing their unity. 

We should neither underestimate nor overestimate the 
danger of survivals of the outdated ideas. In our society today 
there are no socio economic and material conditions for en¬ 
gendering the outdated Ideas: the predominant ideology of our 
working people is the revolutionary ideology of Marxism- 
Leninism and communist ideology. It is. therefore, quite possible 
for us lo overcome the vestiges of outmoded ideas by persistent 
Ideological education of the working people. 

In firmly building up our revolutionary ranks it is very 
important lo combine properly the work o ; cementing the 
unity and cohesion ol the masses of the people with the class 
struggle against the conspiratorial manoeuvres of the hostile 
elements. A person may commit n "Leftist” error if he em¬ 
phasizes and overestimates c I a s > struggle only, forgetting that 
the alliance of the working class, peasantry and intellectuals 
constitutes the basis of social relations under socialism In that 
case, one will lend to suspect people, treat Innocent persons 
like hostile elements, divorce the Party from the masses and 
create an atmosphere of unrest m sccicly. On the other hand, 
one may commit a Rightist error if he sees only the political 
and ideological unity of the masses of fhe people, making it 
nn absolute, oblivious of the fact that hostile elements, ideolog¬ 
ical survivals from the past and class struggle also continue 
to exist under socialism In that case, vigilance against hostiie 
elements could be le: down, the struggle zgain-t outdated 
ideas could be weakened, the leading role of the Party and 
the working class could be paralysed and bourgeois influence 
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could spread widely in social lito. Both Right and "Left" 
deviations will, in the lot'g run. make it impossible lo clearly 
distinguish fr end from foe and to correctly implement the 
class and mass lines, and will bring heavy losses to the build¬ 
ing of socialism and communism We should oppose both Right 
and "Left" deviations and steadily strengthen the unity and 
solidarity of the masses of the people, while skilfully waging 
class struggle. 

From Inc viewpoint of class relationship, the course of 
building xv.ih mi ar.d communism is a process in which the 
working class, hav ng seized power, transforms society alter 
its own pattern n all spheres of economy and culture, Ideology 
and morality, that is. a process of worklng-classlzatlon. The 
historical mission oi the dictatorship of the proletaiiat not 
" ly tic s .n In: : dating the exploit ng classes and crushing 
their resistance but In remoulding all the working people to 
wnrfcing-rlassizc them, thus gradually eliminating all class 
n our society, where the exploiting classes hav# 
been wiped out and the aociu!-.■ t ■vsimi Iih* triumphed, mi 
important task ol the dictatorship of the proletariat Is to 
rdm iie and i'mould the working people and working-classizc 
the whole society. 

By cor re ;ly combining the class lire with the mass line, 
wc must isolate and crush the handftll ol hostile elements and, 
at tlic >an:e time, educate and remodel the broad masses to 
rally them closer around the Party. We must constantly on- 
banco the lead role of the working class and also revolutionize 
and working-classize the nit and intellectuals, thus 

cementing the political and ideological unity of our society still 
more. 

With the progress of socialist construction in our country 
the ranks oi the working class have grown rapidly and the 
standards o' t.-.cir ideologica. consciousness and their level ol 
culture r nd technology have risen higher. Our working class 
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has been doing a good job of carrying out the historical mis¬ 
sion of transforming society and is displaying a high degree of 
revolutionary zeal and creativity in socialist construction. 

11 is not by weakening its class leadership or by dissolv¬ 
ing itself in oilier sections of the people that the working class 
obliterates class distinctions On the contrary, the working 
class holds fasl lo its class stand, constantly enhances its lead¬ 
ing role, remoulds Ihe other sections of the working people on 
its own pattern and thereby strengthens its solidarity with 
them and gradually eliminates all the class distinctions. We 
should, therefore, elevate the leading role of Ihe working class 
and increase its revolutionary influence in all spheres o: social 
life. Wo should further 01 it tho Ideology, organization and 
culture oi Ihe working class and build up its ranks more solid¬ 
ly. In this way we should make our working class a truly rev¬ 
olutionary and cultured class and enable it to perform its role 
better as the leading class. 

The peasantry is the most reliable ally of (hr working 
class nnd ono of the main detachments of our revolution. Al¬ 
ways giving deep concern lo tho peasant question and pursu¬ 
ing a correct rural policy, our Party has successfully solved 
(his problem. Wc abolished feudal relationships by carry¬ 
ing out an agrarian reform in Ihe countryside shortly after 
liberation and, in tho postwar period, we reorganized individ¬ 
ual peasant (arming into the socialist collective economy, 
thereby emancipating Ihe peasants from all kinds of exploita¬ 
tion and oppression and transforming them into socialist work¬ 
ing people. Through the democratic and socialist revolutions 
and through socialist const!uclion, the socio-economic position 
of our peasants has not only changed fundamentally but a 
great change has also taken place in their ideological con¬ 
sciousness; their technical and cultural standards have also 
been raised speedily. On the basis of socialism, the worker- 
peasant alliance ted by (he working class has been solidified 
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and , .hc political and labour enthusiasm of Ihe peasants con¬ 
tinues to increase. 

Our task is lo consolidate and develop Ihe successes 
already achieved in ihe solution of the rural question and, fur- 
•her. to eliminate all Ihe backwardness oi the countryside left 
over from the exploiter society and obliterate step by step the 
distinctions between town and country, the class distinctions 
between the working class nnd the peasantry. This means 
striving for Ihe final solution of tho peasant question, Our 
Parly summed up our achievements and experience in rural 
work and elucidated the basic principles and specific ways 
and means for the solution of the rural question under social- 
bin In accordance with the correct line advanced by the 
forty, we should cm gcllci ly push ahead with tlio technical, 
cultural and Ideological revolutions In the countryside, con- 
luously strengthen Hie guidance and ass ta i given to the 
countryside by Hie working-class party and stale, and steadi¬ 
ly bring cooperative ownership closer lo ownership by the 
whole p oph. while developing Ihe two forms of ownership in 
o;,mii, combination. Thu', on Ihe basis of equipping agrlcul- 
Ivr,- with modern technology js we have dune in Industry, 
-• ) of consolidating and developing the socialist system estab¬ 
lished :n I lie countryside, we should raise the material and 
cultural life of Ihe peasantry to Ihe level of the working 
class, further remould the thinking of the peasants and thus 
ievolulionize .iiol workhig-classize them still more. 

Intellectuals play an important role in the building of a 
' cw society. The working class which lias seized power can 
speedily dexclop science and technology, literature and art 
ml jild socialism and communism successfully only when il 
fir inly strengthens the auks of its own iiilcllcetllais. 

I roi.1 till- first days of its founding, our Party, taking into 
• ‘'"i'l alioii flic ii i iiianl role ot Ihe intellectuals in revolu¬ 
tion and construction, has made persistent efforts lo educate

This testifies to the correctness 
and brilliant victory oi our Party’s policy towards intellec¬ 
tuals. 

Today we are confronted with the important task oi fur 
ther revolutionizing the intellectuals. To revolutionize and 
working-dassize the intellectuals moans to completely erad¬

True, the remnants of bourgeois and petty-bourgcols ideas 
remain, to a relatively large degree, in the minds of the in¬ 
tellectuals. But it is fundamentally wrong to mistrust, for this 
reason, the revolutionary spirit of the intellectuals, and, 
moreover, to distrust our intellectuals who have been remould, 
ed and tested in the flames of struggle. To suspect and re¬ 
ject the Intellectuals is a factionalist tendency. To underesti¬ 
mate their role is a tendency to ignore science and technology. 
Such tendencies have no place in our Parly's policy towards 
the intellectuals. 

Our Parly trusts its intellectuals, cherishes and loves 
them and highly appreciates (heir feats. The Party will con¬ 
tinue to guide and assist intellectuals patiently in their ideolog¬ 
ical transformation and provide them with all conditions to 
serve socialist construction better, giving full play to their 
knowledge and talents. Our intellectuals should have pride In 
the *«l t '*t they are lull fledged soldiers of the Party, fighters 
of the working cte's. and actively endeavour to eliminate the 
survival * of outdated ideas and learn from the revolutionary 
spirit. Organization mid militancy of the working class. At the 
same time, the intellectuals, bearing in mind that they serve 
society chiefly with technique and knowledge, should do every¬ 
thing in tli- r pi vver to master lliclr specialities and raise their 
scientific and technical qualifications. Our workers and peas¬ 
ants. on flu r part, should love intellectuals and learn scientific 
knowledge and technique from them with an open mind. Only 
by so doing can we successfully working-classic the intellec¬ 
tuals and raise the technical and cultural standards of the 
workers and peasants to the level of engineers and assistant 
engineers. Only by so doing will it he possible to strengthen the 
unity oi the workers and peasants with the intellectuals, devel- 
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op creative cooperation between them and thereby further 
facilitate the economic and cultural construction oi the country. 
\Vo will fully revolutionize and wocking-classlze ail intellectu¬ 
als, old nnd new, and will always join hands with them in the 
struggle for the victory of the cause of communism. 

In promoting the political and ideological unity oi our 
society, work with people whose social and political records 
lire complicated holds an important place. The social and polit¬ 
ical composition of the population oi our country has x-conv 
very complex because oi the protracted colonial rule of Jap¬ 
anese imperialism, the partition oi the country by US Im¬ 
perialism and the enemy’s divisive schemes during the Palhi r* 
land Liberation War. This being the situation, we have to be 
particularly prudent in our work wilh various strata of the 
population. 

The Invariable principle our I'.irly adheres to in its work 
with those who have complicated social and political record* 
Is that we should appraise each <*i them always attaching Im¬ 
portance to his present nttltudr. Isolate hostile elements to tin* 
maximum, and win everyone pos«lblc over to the side oi the 
revolution. The social status and thoughts of a man ire not 
unchangeable, liven those who committed crimes against the 
people In the past may repent of them and reform themselves 
Into good people now, and even those wht slain* I* 

complicated may acquire progressive ideas as society advances 
nn(I their environment's change. As a matter of course, we 
must always firmly maintain our class stand in our work with 
people and must remember that the confirmed reactionary 
Clements front the hostile classes never desist from their sub 
versive schemes. But such hostile elements are very few 
Because WO (rust the masses of the people and are convinced 
of the superiority of the socialist system, the justness of our 
cause and the invincible form and authority of our Party, we 
do nol suspect people ior no reason hut believe that everyone 
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.an be educated and remoulded except the confirmed reac¬ 
tionaries. So wc boldly trust and embrace even those whose 
social status, background* and past record* are complicated 
and provide them wll lolng their work without 

anxiety if they support our Party and work zealously now. 
This policy of our Parly makes it ittcr all the 

"v sive manoeuvres of t my, w in over the masses of the 
people of all classes and strata to the side of the Party 
»d the revolution, isolate hostile elements still further and 
wive them no mom to act in. We should, in the future, too, 
bold fast to this policy and apply it correctly in practice. 

The policy of our Party with regard to the various classes 
ety i a « ct Marxist i eninlat policy based 
on its class and mass lines and is in lull accord wills the 
realities of our country. This Is clearly home oul hy the fact 
that though the social composition of our population is com¬ 
plex and wc stand directly Confronted with the enemy, the 
broad ma*scs of the people are rallied around our Party and 
II; ir revolutionary real and creative activity are ever higher, 
We sixHild continue to thoroughly implement the Party's class 
; ml mass lir.es. so that wc may further expand ami reinforce 
our revolutionary rank* and turn the whole society into one 
big family closely united in m amicable, cheerful mid stimu¬ 
lating atmosphere. 

To accelerate the process nl worklng-classir.allon of the 
society and solidly build up the revolutionary ranks it is nec¬ 
essary to conduct political ogh work energetically 

:mong the Parly members and the working people. Socialism 
vreates the socio-economic and materia! conditions for re- 
nioulding the ideas of the working people and uniting them. 
However, tie ideological transformation and unity of the peo¬ 
ple do not come oi themselves simply because the socialist 
system has triumphed and living standards have improved. 
Only by carrying on ideological work more energetically and 
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patiently in keeping with the progress "i socialist construc¬ 
tion, can we really educate and remould the working people 
trnd unite them solidly.

To liberate south Korea mid reunify the country is the 
m onal duly of the entire Korean people We must educate the 
u king people oi the northern half in a revolutionary way to 
fighl against l S imperialist colonial rule in south Korea, a- 
gainst the renewed aggress in of Japanese militarism and for 
the final accomplishment of the Korean revolution. We should sea 
that all our working people always remember I he plight of the 
south Korean people and the '.oh <>f reunifying the country and 
devote them- Ives to .ill revolutionary struggle and constructive 
work in Ihe lofty spirit ol assisting the people in south Korea 
more actively. 

Class education for the working people is class struggle 
in the Ideological Held. The struggle against Imperialism mid 
tiir exploiting classes Is ((separable from tlio struggle against 
H eir reactionary ideas. It we do not combat (lie vestiges of the 
outmoded Ideas still n tl <• mind* of the working people, it will 
be / possible to equip lliem with the working class ideology, 
com misl dcology. Moreover the. US imperialists mid their 
lackeys are using every conceivable means and method In spread 
reactionary bourgeois Ideology among craftily 

r achlnrkting to u>c the backward ideological elements among 
our working people in tln-ir subversive activities. 

We sliould. therefore, continue to wage an energetic strug¬ 
gle lo prevent the infiltration of reactionary l«ou geois ideology 
and lo wipe out the « d ideological survivals in the minds ol tin- 
working people. We r/.vsl categorically reject ihe reactionary 
bourgeois ideology, and lire corrupt bourgeois morality and way 
of life, and oppo>c sclfislme». liberalism and oilier vestiges ol 
outdated ideas and backward ways We must tirelessly striv. for 
the triumph rf the lofty communist ideology and morality, for 
the establishment oi the communist tone of lire. Wc should see 
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to it iliat all our working people oppose degradation .md ir.do- 
lence. lead a frugal life, display voluntary /cal in labour, love 
Ihe collectives and organizations and tight for common pros¬ 
perity. helping cadi other along

We mu.'l further slrenglhcii (lie study of Marxism Lenin- 
bin and Parly policies throughout Ihe Parly, and must repeated¬ 
ly explain and propagate the principles of Marxism-Leninism 
among the masses and bring the lines and policies ol our Party 
home (o them. Everyone should regard self-studying and idem 
logicul training ns the fit-I and foremost revolutionary task and 
tirelessly endeavour to acquire the revolutionary spirit and 
quintessence of Marxism Leninism, to arm himself firmly wil i 
Ihe ideas of our Party, ami to make the Parly lines md p-Iicto 
his own unshakable conviction. We should, at the same tuu 
had the 1'nrly members and the wo king people lo fully um 
stand the nature and harmfulncss of Right and ‘ Left’’ «..p;«or- 
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iunism. «ueh as modern revisionism, dogmatism and factionalism 
and acquaint them with all their manifestations In this way, 
wc should make ‘lire that all our Party members and working 
people are deeply convinced of the correctness of our Party’s 
Marxist-Lenlnist lin?‘ and policies, support and defend them 
determinedly and fight to carry them through lo the end. We 
should enable the Party members and the working people to 
clearly discern Marxism Leninism from Right and "Lell" op¬ 
portunism. resolutely oppose opportunism and always adhere to 
the ievolutionary principles of Marxism-Leninism. 

Wc must, in particular, oppose factionalism and defend the 
unity and cohesion of the Parly Through arduous struggle, our 
Party rooted out the historical legacy of factionalism, achieved 
the unity of t nimanlst movement In Korea and established 
its ideological system throughout the Parly. Today our Parly 
is closely knit organizationally and Ideologically and nil Iho 
Party organizations ami Party members act with one mind and 
will. But wc must by no means become complacent. Our Party 
members must always remember the fuel that In the past, when 
(hr external and intcrnnl situation was complex and our rev¬ 
olution was undergoing trials, the anti-Pnrty fnctionalists lurk¬ 
ing within the Party attacked the Party in league with inter¬ 
national sectarians. As long ns opportunist and great-power 
Chauvinist tendencies exist within the International communist 
movement, wc cannot be certain that a similar attempt will not 
be made again. And under the present complex situation, wa- 
verors may appear within our ranks, too. particularly under 
sectarian and other opportunist influence from without. Wc 
must, therefore, always sharpen vigilance against sectarian¬ 
ism. We must oppose any divisive manoeuvres and factional 
activities from within and without, designed to cause our Party 
members to vacillate and split our ranks, and must staunchly 
defend the Marxist-Leninist unity of our Party and strengthen 
it mere. 
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Only when the whole Party and the entire people are iirm- 
ly armed ideologically and theoretically and are closely united 
in this way, can they prevent opportunist ideological trends oi 
all shades from inliltrating from outside or iron appearing in¬ 
side and, no matter what wind may blow, they . .m continue to 
advance triumphantly, holding alolt the revolutionary banner 
of Marxism-Leninism, under the seasoned leadership oi llu- 
Parly Central Committee. 

The struggle to defend and implement the Marxlst-Lenlnist 
lines and policies oi out Party is closely related to the struggle 
to oppose flunkey ism towards great p iwers am! establish Juchc. 
If n person loses Juchc and (alls into flunkeyism. his i.uulty of 
independent thinking will be paralysed and, a> a result, he will 
not only be unable to display creativity but. in the end, will 
even become unable to distinguish light Horn wrong and lollop 
others blindly and will ho inclined lo depend only on othcis 
for everything, losing laltli in his own stieiigtli. Then ho may 
lapse into Right or "Left" opportunism, such as revisionism, 
dogmatism and factionalism, and do great harm lo the revolu¬ 
tion and construction. 

We must reject all manifestations of flunkeyism towards 
great powers and root it out completely, and establish Ju he 
more thoroughly and promote the revolutionary spirit o( sell- 
reliance in all spheres. We should establish Juciie in ideology 
and continue to strictly abide by the principle oi independence 
in politics, sell-.sustenance in the economy and self-defence in 
national defence. 

Education in socialist patriolism occupies a very important 
place in the ideological education of the working people. 

Socialist pal riot iSDi is the patriolism of the working class 
and the working people aspiring to socialism and communism; 
it combines class consciousness with the spirit of national in¬ 
dependence, love lor one's class and social system with that 
for one's nation and inthcrland The working people, includ- 
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ing the working class, make up the overwhelming majority of 
the nation, and the interests ol the nation are inseparable from 
the interests of the working people. The road of capitalism is 
the road ot exploitation and oppression, the road of depend¬ 
ence and ruin. Only socialism eradicates class exploitation and 
national oppression and ensures complete independence and 
prosperity to the nation. This is why the Communists who 
fight for the interests of the working people and for socialism, 
arc the most authentic patriots, and only the working class 
and the other working people who want their class emancipa¬ 
tion and socialism can possess true patriotic sentiments. 

Our socialist patriotism is based on the socialist system 
which has abolished exploitation and oppression and biought 
freedom and happiness to the working people and, licncc. it 
should be manifested, above nil, in a love for the socialist 
system ar.d the working people. We should bring home to all 
the working people the superiority ol the socialist system es¬ 
tablished in the northern hall ol our country so that they 
can resolutely fight in defence of this system and actively 
endeavour to consolidate and develop it. Every one ol the work¬ 
ing people should be made lo display a high degree of en¬ 
thusiasm and creativity in socialist construction, deeply awnre 
that his work is an honourable contribution to the consolida¬ 
tion oi the socialist system and to the happiness ol the work¬ 
ing people All I he working peoplo ahould be educated lo value 
and take good care of state and social property as common 
asMrts of the people, to manage the joint economy efficiently 
and work hard to build up the economic life oi the country 
assiduously. 

Socialist patriotism finds expression in the love for their 
fatherland and nation as well as in the love for the socialist 
system and the working people. Those bom in Korea make the 
revolution and build socialism and communism in Korea. The 
Korean revolution is the basic duty of Korean Communists and 
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people. Away from the Korean nation and Korean soil o( three 
thousand ri, it is impossible to talk about the Korean revolu¬ 
tion. Without taking into account the history and traditions oi 
Korea amt the sentiments and customs of the Koreans, it is 
impossible to carry out the Korean revolution successfully. He 
who does not love his fatherland and nation cannot have en¬ 
thusiasm for the revolution in his country nor can he devote 
himself to the struggle tor its victory. This is why we Com¬ 
munists love our country and nation more ardently than an> 
one else docs, why we fight determinedly for national inde¬ 
pendence and prosperity, treasure our national culture, all the 
fine heritages and traditions of Ihc nation, and endeavour to 
carry them forward. Communists oppose nil forms of national 
oppression and inequality and reject national nihilism 

We should cncoumgc national pride and ii... p.iu^nce a- 
mong the working people and urge them to fight more reso¬ 
lutely for the complete reunification and independence of the 
country and (or the future prosperity of our nation. Working 
people should be taught lo love the mountains and rivers oi 
their country and their native places and make them more 
beautiful, to love their language and national culture and en¬ 
deavour to develop them further. 

OI gn at importance here is to educate the working peo¬ 
ple to take fl correct attitude to the legacies of our age-old III* 
(ional culture and our time honoured national traditions. We 
must not iall into the nihilistic tendency to negate and erase 
all things of the past, or into the restorationist tendency to fol¬ 
low- them blindly. 1 liese tendencies arc big obstacles to creat¬ 
ing a new, socialist culture and way of life and :o equipping 
the working people with the idea of socialist patriotism. Only 
on the basis of discarding the backward and reactionary ele¬ 
ments of our national heritage, and critically absorbing and 
developing all the progressive and popular elements, can we 
create and further develop a new. socialist culture and way of 
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life. And only when the working people are well acquainted 
with the present and past of their nation and love the fine 
traditions and heritages of their nation, will their patriotic 
feeling be deepened. We should give the working people a 
correct and adequate education In the long history and cul¬ 
ture of our country so that they may value all Ihc splendid 
traditions and legacies of our nation, cherish its fine manners 
and customs, inherit and develop them to suit the new, socialist 
life of today. 

The class interests of the working class are in themselves 
internationalist, and its international solidarity constitutes a 
guarantee for the triumph of the communist cause. Hence, so¬ 
cialist patriotism rejects all types of chauvinism, Including 
bourgeois nationalism, and is closely linked with proletarian 
internationalism. Only a person who is boundlessly faithful 
to Itis country's revolution can remain loyal to the revoljt- 
lionary cause of the international working class, and only n 
Iruc internationalist can bccomo a true patriot. The national 
and International duties of the working class are one and the 
same. 

We must equip the entire working people more firmly with 
the ideas of proletarian Internationalism, with the spirit of In¬ 
ternational solidarity with the revolutionary peoples. Wc 
should sic that our Party members and working people con¬ 
tinue their elforts to defend the unity of the socialist camp 
and the cohesion of the international communist movement, 
develop relations of friendship and cooperation with the fra¬ 
ternal parties and countries and strengthen solidarity with the 
international working class and Ihc progressive people oi tile 
whole world. Wc should educate the working people to fight 
for the victory of the revolution in their country and. at the 
same time, fight for the advancement of the world revolu¬ 
tionary movement and always strongly support and encourage 
the liberation struggle ot the oppressed nations and the ex-

ple. holding high the banner o( proletarian internationalism, 
under the leadership of our Party, unite with the peoples of 
the fraternal countries, with lla- progressive people oi all coun¬ 
tries and light ior peace and democracy, national independence 
and ior the triumph oi the common cause of socialism, support¬ 
ing. encouraging and learning from each other. 

We should also educate the working people in tile spirit 
of looking forward to the future, in revolutionary optimism. 

Ours i a lolly cause oi bringing happiness and prosperity 
not only to the people of our generation but to all luturc gen¬ 
erations; It is the great cause oi communism, the ideal oi man¬ 
kind.

Imperialism is an old force 
which has outlived its days and communism is a n-'w force 
that represents the fututQ of mankind. The road to communism 
may he heset with innumerable difficulties and ubslacles. 1 wills 
and lurns. but no force can hold back the law-governed pro¬ 
cess of the development of history in which imperialism falls 
and communism triumphs. Although the imperialists are now 
stepping up aggressive manoeuvres and making noisy anti* 
communist campaign, this is nothing but the frenzy oi the 
doomed. And although the international communis! movement 
is now undergoing serious trials, they are only temporary ol:- 
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Stacies to its onward march. This cannot change the laws of 
the development ol history nor blot out the great idea oi com 
munism. On the basis of .'tarxist-Lcninist theory anil histori- 
cal lads, wc must bring home to the working people the inev¬ 
itability ol the downfall of imperialism and the triumph of 
cot.munism and the truth of communism. Wc should thereby 
see to it that all our working people march forward vigorously 
with a burning aspiration for and a firm iailh in a communist 
luturc, surmounting all difficulties and obstacles under any 
circumstances. 

We will en 1 ally conduct political and Ideological 
work among the Party in. .hors and the working people and 
thereby arm them more (Irmly with Marxisl-Leninist ideology, 
communist ideology, and rally them more closely around 
the Central Committee oi our Pi.rly. When we train our Party 
members into ardent communist revolutionaries, educate and 
remould the broid sections ol working people in the revolution¬ 
ary communis! spirit and further cement the unity ol the Parly 
and the people, our revolutionary ranks will lie Invincible.

ARTS: NATIONAL IN FORM AND 
SOCIALIST IN CONVENT 


Talk with Worker* In Iho Fine Art* on the Oc<a»lon 
ol the Ninth Notional Art Exhibition 

October 1C. 1966 


Many line works of art .ire displayed nl the Ninth National 
Art Exhibition It Is very gratifying that our artists have suc¬ 
ceeded In representing Iho arduous but dynamic path oi revolu¬ 
tion which our Parly has traversed and the heroic lo of our 
people. They have made great progress not only In the content 
of their work but also in the technique. 

Many of the pictures on exhibition are of high quality, par¬ 
ticularly the oil entitled, On the Road oi Advance and the Korean 
brush, ink, and colour paintings Old Man on the Rakdong-ganp 
River and Women of Nam gang Village. 

Among the people in On the Road of Advance there is a 
small young soldier, an elderly commanding officer and a young 
nurse. Some are smiling whereas the others arc serious and pre¬ 
occupied. They have come a long way through hard battle; but 
each face is optimistic, expressing unconditional loyalty to our 
Parly and a firm conviction in the victory of the revolution. 

Old Man on the Rahdotig-gang River presents one impres¬ 
sive scene from the Fatherland Liberation War: our People's 
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Army and the masses, united as one force, fight bravely against 
the enemy The canvas portrays exceptionally well both the emo¬ 
tions of an old man helping soldiers cf the People’s Army, despite 
the danger, and the determination of those soldiers carrying out 
their combat mission with sharp vigilance and burning hatred 
for the enemy 

Then there is the Women of Nam gang Village. How lifelike 
and full of fighting spirit the picture is! Its characters are the 
very image of the resourceful, fearless women of Korea who 
fought at iKiine as heroically as the men on the front, making 
any sacrifice necessary to win victory In the Fatherland Liber¬ 
ation War. Even the oxen they are driving seem to he filled 
with spirit. 

In addition. On the Wat/ In the South and The Wrath of 
Sinchon. both fine painting*. The Korean painting, On the Watt 
to the South, portrays the traditional unity between army and 
people well—the People'* Army rely on Iho masses In their 
fight (or the country and the people, and the people, in turn, 
wholeheartedly support the soldiers of Ihc People's Army and 
love them a* their brolhers. The Wrath of Stnchon, an oil, vivid¬ 
ly represents the Indignation of the people, looking over the 
bloodbath of the enemy and making a grim vow, "We'll lake 
our revenge on those beasts." 

There are several fine canvases In the exhibit which gra¬ 
phically show the true nature of the exploiter society; thus, 
they make an effective contribution to the class education of 
our younger generation. Among others, Daughter, At a Mill. 
and The Day When the Daughter ts Sold arc worthy of men¬ 
tion. Daughter is an oil which eloquently shows with what 
Wickedness and craftiness the landlords used to torment the 


peasants. Every detai is painted with great skill: the pitiable 
looks on I he faces of the mother and daughter grief stricken at 
the forced separauon; the crying child and tile haughty air ol 
the steward, the landlord's agent Anyone standing before this 
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L*t Us Develop Revolutionary Fine Arts 


canvas is filled with hate for the classes that exploit them. Our 
children must be shown many pictures like this They know 
very little about traffic in human beings, about the sorrow and 
humiliation their parents suffered in the past under lb- oppres- 
slve hand of the landlords and capitalists. Show them i any pie- 
lures of this kind and they will come to s.-e vividly the true nature 
of an exploitative society and can better npprec ate the happy 
life they know today under socialism, 

You have produced many good canvases Some deal with 
the brilliant revolutionary trnditions oi our glorious anti-Japa¬ 
nese armed struggle, with the proud struggle of our working 
people actively engaged in socialist construction, and with the 
happy life ol the people under the socialist system wv have es¬ 
tablished In our Republic. Others represent the savc-the-nation 
struggle against US Imperialism of the people in the southern 
half of the Republic. 

Aside from paintings, there are many excellent examples 
ol art for the stage and the cinema, sculpture, industrial art and 
embroidery. 

All this Is strong evidence that our fine arts arc develop¬ 
ing soundly under the correct guidance of our Party I warmly 
congratulate nil you Party workers in art and literature who 
have created so many le it works of art. upholding the 
Parly's literary and artistic policy and struggling energetically 
to sec I ha I it's carried out 

I would like to avail myself of this opportunity to speak 
to you about some problems concerning the continued develop¬ 
ment of our fine arts, 

Our arts must he truly popular onc^ that respond to the 
sentiments of our people, they must be revolutionary ones that 
serve the interests of the Party and the revolution. Therefore, 
our fine arts must be national in form and socialist in content 
in every way. 

To achieve this end our most essential task is to develop 


our fine arts on the basis of the splendid national traditions ol 
Korean painting. 

Korean painting is an artistic form peculiar to Oriental 
painting. It is characterized by forcefulness, beauty and ele¬ 
gance. The canvases by An Gyon and Kim Hong Do. U dynasty 
artists, not only reflect life truthfully but reveal a touch that 
is forceful and beautiful. They say that Sol Go. the celebrated 
ancient artist, painted pine trees on a wall so dexterously that 
birds outside mistook them for real ones and tried to perch there, 
flying Into the wall and banging down. 

Since we have this unique, wonderful form of art. why 
imitate olliers? To slight Korean painting and value only West¬ 
ern painting shows a tendency towards flunkcylsm and national 
nihilism. 

They 'ay that in imperialist arid capitalist countries of the 
West abstract paintings, which are puzzles to viewers, arc very 
much In vogue Wc must struggle resolutely to prevent this de¬ 
generate trend in bourgeois artistic taste from penetrating the 
fine arts ol our country. 

This in no way means, however, that you should only pro¬ 
duce Korean paintings from now on, rejecting positive artis¬ 
tic forms from other countries. Wc should continue to develop 
oil painting and various printing techniques. Oil can be an excel¬ 
lent medium for art when it is used to portray the lives of our 
people in simple, clear and delicate brushstrokes that harmo¬ 
nize with Korean sensibility. In other words. In the fine arts as 
in all other fields, we must thoroughly establish Juclic and de¬ 
velop the art of our country on the basis of indigenous forms. 

When wc say that the development of our fine arts should 
be based on Korean painting, wc do not mean that everything 
from the past should be imitated in a mechanical, restorationist 

I way. First we must study the art of drawing characteristic of 
Korean painting, noteworthy for its clarity and simplicity, and 
then develop it to meet the needs of our time. Korean painting 
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is a valuable artistic expression. However, this classical art 
form has many shortcomings, a major one of which is the lack 
of colour. Canvases were done mostly in black and white. We 
musl completely overcome this and similar defects in Korean 
painting in our time, transforming it to suit our contemporary 
sensibility. 

As well as developing and perfecting national forms in 
Korean art, we should also work actively to transform it into 
genuinely revolutionary fine art with socialist content. 

The most Important thing here is the correct choice of 
subject. 

One important component of a work of art should be its 
power lo educate the people in revolutionary consciousness and 
inspire them to revolutionary struggle. Without this clement a 
work does not really deserve to he called revolutionary art In 
the past, Korean painters exclusively depicted nature- beauti¬ 
ful landscapes, attractive birds and other animals; they rarely 
did figurative paintings which portrayed the daily life and 
struggle of the people. Such paintings, however skilfully done, 
cannot touch ihr hearts of our people and have any educational 
value loday in the midst of our dynamic struggle for revolution 
and construction. Our palnlors ought lo produce canvases that 
serve to educate the masses in communism and compel them 
forward in their efforts to carry on the revolutionary struggle 
and work of construction. 

Your first task, then, is to create many works of art which 
present our people's glorious revolutionary struggle. Specifi¬ 
cally, you must produce more works depicting the infinite 
loyally ol the anti-Japanese guerrillas to the revolution, their 
dedication to the people and country, their firm confidence m 
victory of the revolution and indomitable fighting spirit, and 
their lofty sense of revolutionary comradeship This is very 
important today in arming our people with our Parly’s revolu¬ 
tionary ideas. At the same time, more works of fine art rc- 
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presenting the immortal exploits of our People's Army and 
countrymen during the Fatherland Liberation War as well as 
the revolutionary struggle of the south Korean people should 
be produced. Battle, however, should not he the only llieme. 
The people’s heroic struggle to construct socialism and commu¬ 
nism and scenes of their happy life today under the socialist 
system deserve attention. Our artists should also continue to 
create many works which expose the true nature of the old. 
exploiter society. 

Thus, if you develop the indigenous form of our fine nils 
and then use it to depict the achievements of the masses in 
their everyday struggle and slimulating lives, our fine nils 
will truly become revolutionary ones. The canvases nl the ex¬ 
hibition prove that our painters have worked hard to improve 
our fine arts Many paintings in the style of traditional Korean 
art show an adequate handling of colour ulrendy and express 
different aspect' of our people's lives and struggle In a very 
realistic way. Artists should draw irom these positive experi¬ 
ences and persist in their efforts to develop our fine arts. 

In addition to painting, line arts lor the cinema and the 
stage, industrial art. sculpture, embroidery, crufts, clc., should 
continue lo be developed on the basis of traditional Korean 
forms suitable to the emotions and aspirations ol builders ol 
socialism. 

For our fine artists to create genuinely popular and rev¬ 
olutionary works of art which are national in form and socialist 
in content, it is important that they faithfully depict reality In 
all its variety and in diifercnl forms, adhering closely to the 
metliod of socialist realism. 

The fine arts of capitalist society arc based exclusively on 
subjectivism, formalism and naturalism, divorced from real 
life; they are removed from the daily lives of the people and 
iail to win their love. The reverse is true of our line arts— 
specifically geared to serve the masses of the people and de- 
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velop in the midst of their love. Korean artists have an honour¬ 
able task: to create a large number of works so popular that 
all our people will return to them again and again, works which 
portray men and women devoted to the struggle ior our revolu¬ 
tionary cause and socialist construction, that is, works which 
breathe the same air as the masses and march alongside them 
in the age of revolution. 

Workers in the fine aris must necessarily penetrate vibrant 
reality if they are to produce works of high quality which satisfy 
the Party’s demands and win the people's love. 

An artist who falls to recognize the vibrant substance of 
life or understand the thoughts and feelings ol the masses can 
never produce a work of value, no matter how great his artistic 
talents may he, Such a person Is likely to paint picture* which 
are out of touch with present-day needs and which lalsely 
beautify and Idealize life. Paintings that do not meet the de¬ 
mands of the times will never earn tlie people’s admiration 
When art grossly exaggerates reality, no one will believe it. It 
will fail to have any Influence on people 

Arlists must themselves go to lactorics and villages and 
scrutinize the real conditions They must work with the work¬ 
ers and peasants and study their lives deeply. Only then can 
they grasp the true feelings and thoughts of the population 
Only then can they produce lifelike works of art that will 
serve our revolution und enjoy the love of the people 

We must popularize the creations of our fine arts and 
train a large reserve of talented fine artists. 

Painting, making objects for industrial art and sculpting 
are not mysteries limited to a handful of specialists. Workers, 
peasants and even young people, children and students can do 
all these things. We should see to it that the broad masses 
participate actively in the creation of the fine arts. We should 
carefully tend the new buds that grow and give them every 
possible chance for development. The results wilt be enumera 
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blc works ol fine art and a rapid increase in the ranks of our 
artists. Since painting does not involve physical exertion, I 
think it would be good to train many women as artists. The 
>tate should always be deeply concerned with the systematic 
training of artists and provide them with all the necessary con¬ 
ditions for their creative activities. 

We must effectively organize work to show the excellent 
product of our fine arts to a wide public. High quality paint¬ 
ings should appear in illustrated magazines; they should be 
reproduced extensively in other media and then be sent to Inc- 
loric'. enterprises, cooperative forms and to the People’s Army, 
to say nothing of educational and cultural institution: It Is also 
advisable to display excellent examples of sculpture in our 
children’s palaces. Young Pioneers' camps, club houses and 
other places where children and working people gather. 

Furthermore, all the paintings in the National Art Inhibi¬ 
tion should be reprinted and made into an allium. Tills is the 
only way wc can preserve the products oi our lino arts and 
locate any picture easily whenever wc need it. 

I hope you can train yourselves as better Red literary and 
art workers ot the Party and eieate more and more excellent 
works ol line art in the future. 
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
